REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS. 

Report  of  the  De|)artiiient  Coiiiinandcr. 

To  the  Ofl5cers  and  Delegates  of  the  Twenty-Second  Annual  Encampment, 
Department  of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans: 
In  presenting  to  you  an  account  of  my  stewardship  of  the  affairs  of  the 
organization  during  the  past  year,  I  feel  that  my  first  duty  is  to  again 
return  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  very  signal  honor  conferred  upon  me  by 
the  Department  in  the  city  of  Lansing  last  year. 

I  determined  to  devote  my  best  energy  and  conscientious  efforts  to  up- 
hold and  maintain  the  high  character  of  the  office,  and  the  high  position 
which   my  predecessors   had   helped   the  organization   to   attain.     Much   of 
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whatever  success  has  attended  the  administration  of  the  business  of  the 
organization  during  the  past  year  is  due,  to  the  growing  interest  in  its 
affairs,  appreciation  of  its  benefits  and  to  the  admirable  support  and  co- 
operation of  the  Department  and  Camp  Officers  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

My  activities  during  the  year  may  be  summed  up  as  follows:  I  attended 
the  National  Encampment,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  at  Michigan  City, 
Ind.,  September  7,  8,  9,  and  10th,  1924.  October  18th  I  instituted  Capt.  David 
A.  Kimball  Camp  No.  51,  at  Pontiac.  April  5th,  I  reorganized  McCabe  Camp 
No.  42,  at  Petoskey.  Installed  Officers  and  visited  a  number  of  Camps  during 
the  year.  Attended  a  picnic  of  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  Southern  Michigan, 
at  Pleasant  Lake,  near  Jackson,  July  20th.  On  August  24th,  I  attended  a 
joint  picnic  of  Spanish  War  and  other  Veterans  at  Long  Lake  near  Flint. 
Met  with  Legislative  Committee  at  Lansing  at  different  times,  in  interest  of 
Department  Legislation.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  much  of  my  time  has 
been  taken  up  by  duties  too  numerous  to  mention,  such  as  hospitalization, 
pensions,  attending  to  matters  of  api:ointment  and  numerous  other  things 
called  upon. 

The  relations  between  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  other  vet- 
eran organizations  has  been  very  pleasant  during  the  past  year.  The  Depart- 
ment has  been  in  close  co-operation  with  these  organizations  at  all  times.  I 
have  personally  appeared  before  Posts  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  American  Legion 
at  different  times,  and  there  is  a  continued  better  feeling.  It  is  especially 
gratifying  to  note  the  full  co-operation  of  the  different  organizations  on 
special  occasions,  such  as.  Memorial  Day,  Defense  Test  Day,  Armistice  Day, 
when  the  work  now  is  so  closely  affiliated  between  them  that  just  a  bare 
distinction  is  noticed,  and  it  is  well  that  such  feeling  should  be  fostered. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  have  had  the  loyal  co-operation  of  the 
"Ladies  Auxiliary"  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  at  all  times.  Too 
much  credit  cannot  be  given  these  Noble  Women.  They  have  carried  on  a 
great  deal  of  relief  work,  and  gave  valuable  assistance  in  legislative  and 
other  work.  When  opportunity  presented  itself  which  was  very  often,  their 
work  was  commented  upon  favorably  and  their  earnest  efforts  thereby  en- 
couraged. In  Sister  Calla  Prall,  Department  President,  the  Ladies  are  to  be 
congratulated. 

All  efforts  were  put  forth  by  the  Department  during  the  past  year  to  as- 
sist National  Headquarters  and  the  National  Legislative  Committee  to  further 
Legislation  beneficial  to  our  Organization.  Although  our  Pension  program 
as  introduced  in  Congress  was  lost  by  default,  we  may  feel  that  the  Comrades 
in  this  Department  were  willing  to  help,  shoulder  their  share  or  a  little  more 
of  the  burden,  and  it  Is  hoped  that  they  will  continue  to  do  so  until  such 
time  when  equal  rights  for  all  veterans  are  established.  In  this  Department 
the  Comrades  received  liberal  considerations  from  the  Legislature  just 
closed.    The  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  will  render  full  report 
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on  same.  The  Department  Commander  extends  sincere  thanks  to  Comrades 
Gansser,  Chapman  and  Rattray  of  the  Committee  for  tluir  untlrinR  efforts 
and  service  rendered. 

The  room  at  the  New  State  Capitol  Building  which  wus  allotted  for  our 
use  some  years  ago,  but  of  which  the  Department  had  little  use  in  rectnt 
years,  had  been  temporarily  turned  over  to  the  State  Highway  Department, 
has  been  vacated  by  that  Department  during  the  last  year.  Under  the  super- 
vision of  Department  Quartermaster  Kattray,  and  without  expense  to  our 
organization,  has  been  redecorated,  replenislud  with  furniture,  has  again 
been  turned  over  for  our  use.  All  records  of  the  Department  are  now 
on  file  there.  In  addition,  during  the  year  all  supplies  were  received  and 
distributed  by  that  office.  I  would  recommend  that  continued  use  of  the 
room  be  made. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  Camp  Commanders  my  hearty  thanks  for  their  splc  n- 
did  co-operation  during  my  term  of  office.  Tireless  in  their  efforts  to  build 
their  Camps,  some  of  them  working  under  severe  handicaps.  They  have 
brought  about  order  and  put  weak  and  struggling  Camps  on  a  sound  basis.  To 
the  Department  Officers  and  members  of  my  Staff,  calling  special  attontlon  to 
the  extraordinary  services  rendered  by  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander 
Geo.  W.  Rogers,  I  am  most  grateful  for  their  splendid  and  efficient  work 
during  the  year.

Report  of  Senior  Vice  Commander  Geo.  W.  Rogers. 

To  the  Department  Commander: 

Sir:— I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  report  as  Senior  Vice  Depart- 
ment Commander. 

My  first  activity,  following  my  election  at  Lansing,  was  assisting  to 
promote  the  largest  picnic  ever  held  in  the  State.  About  500  Sisters  and 
Comrades  attended  from  all  over  Southern  Michigan.     The  day  was  spent 
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in  all  kinds  of  sports  and  about  $3^00  in  prizes  were  given,  which  were 
donated  by  Jackson  merchants.  Following  the  dinner.  Comrade  Chas.  L. 
Bartlett,  Past  Department  Commander,  and  Congressman  Earl  C.  Michener 
of  Adrian,  gave  us  very  fine  talks.  After  this  the  men  gathered  at  the  casino 
where  a  large  class  of  recruits  were  mustered  in  by  the  Jackson  officers  and 
the  prize  for  the  largest  number  of  recruits  according  to  the  size  of  their 
camps,  went  to  Ann  Arbor.  Our  Department  Commander,  John  Hartmann, 
addressed  the  members  after  this  meeting.

On  April  24,  by  order  of  our  Department  Commander,  I  made  a  thorough 
inspection  of  the  Michigan  Soldiers'  Home  and  to  say  I  was  very  agreeably 
surprised  is  putting  it  lightly. 

Major  Achard  picked  me  up  at  my  hotel  in  the  morning  and  on  my 
arrival  at  the  Home  I  was  met  by  our  good  Comrade,  Col.  McGurrin,  Com- 
mandant of  the  Home,  and  he  conducted  me  while  I  made  this  Inspection. 

I  found  all  the  rooms  In  all  the  buildings  In  a  very  tidy  condition.  In- 
mates well  clothed  and  In  happy  spirits.  Dinner  was  being  served  to  the 
ladies  and  I  must  say  this  dinner  was  very  delicious  and  palatable  in  ap 
pearance. 

I  later  dined  with  the  Colonel  and  his  wife.  Comrade  Capt.  Rourke  of 
the  Home,  also  dined  with  us. 

At  the  time  of  this  Inspection,  I  found  265  women  on  the  rolls,  of  which 
88  were  marked  "Duty"  and  56  at  the  hospital;  75  on  leave  and  six  absent 
without  leave.  With  the  men,  I  found  a  total  number  of  407  on  the  rolls, 
61  sick  in  the  hospital,  109  on  leave,  and  three  absent  without  leave.  In 
eluded  In  this  list  are  12  World  War  Veterans  and  69  Spanish  War  Veterans 

I  also  visited  the  Kalamazoo  Camp  and  Auxiliary  on  April  24th.  At 
tended  the  Reunion  of  D  Company,  32  Mich.  Infantry,  held  at  Battle  Creek 
April  25th,  and  visited  the  Military  Order  of  the  Serpent  at  Detroit,  May  28th 

I  thoroughly  appreciate  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  the  Comrades 
of  this  Department  for  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  meet  the  Comrades 
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throughout  the  State  and  if  I  have  helped  in  any  way  It  was  prompted  by 
the  same  spirit  that  they  all  had  in  "98.

Reading  of  the  Report  of  Junior  Vice  Commander  Charles  H.  Chapman. 

To  the  Department  Commander  and  the  Cnitod  Spanish  War  Veterans 
of  the  Department  of  Michigan: 

At  the  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Department  of  Michigan,  held  at 
Lansing,  June  llth,  12th  and  13th,  1924,  an  unexpected  great  honor  was 
bestowed  upon  me  in  my  election  of  Junior  Vice  Commander. 

Southern  Michigan,  with  its  torrid  weather,  is  some  distance  from  the 
beautiful  cool  breezes  of  the  Upper  Peninsula— but  not  so  far  since  the 
drives  are  beautiful  and  one  day  Is  only  necessary  for  a  car  to  reach  the 
Sault  from  Detroit.  Crossing  the  Straits  the  atmosphere  is  changed  and 
one  is  exhilarated  and  lulled  to  rest  in  this 

"Land  in  the  sun  bright  deep  where  the  golden  gardens  grow. 

Where  the  winds  of  the  north  becalmed  in  sleep  their  conch  shells  never 

blow. 
So  near  the  track  of  the  stars  are  we  that  oft  on  nights  pale  beams, 
The  distant  sounds  of  their  harmony  come  to  our  ears  like  dreams.

February  9,  1925,  attended  a  joint  conference  of  the  Council  of  Admin- 
istration and  the  Legislative  Committee  at  Lansing,  Michigan.  Comrade 
Colonel  Augustus  Gansser,  a  member  of  the  Committee  and  Senator  from 
his  district,  by  persistent  work  succeeded  in  passing  desired  legislation  to  a 
greater  degree  than  the  committee  expected  would  result.  All  honor  to 
Comrade  Senator  Gansser. 

Efforts  were  made,  covering  a  period  of  several  months,  looking  toward 
the  placing  of  a  new  camp  at  Manistique,  however  correspondence  failed  in 
arousing  the  interest  among  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  there  sufficient  to 
warrant  further  action.  Thursday,  June  4,  1924,  I  visited  Manistique,  having 
arranged  to  meet  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  upon  my  arrival  there.  The 
meeting  was  promising  and  a  new  and  active  camp  may  soon  be  looked  for 
from  that  city.

Comrades:  In  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans  I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Adjutant. 

During  the  term  of  office  I  naturally  found  certain  things  which  could 
be  improved  for  the  good  of  the  Department. 


CAMP  REPORTS. 

I  find  some  Camp  Adjutants  who  do  not  seem  to  know  when  reports 
are  due  at  Department  Headquarters. 

The  reports  of  the  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  are  due  the  first  of  July 
and  January  of  each  year  and  not  the  latter  part  of  June  and  December. 
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Both  reports  should  be  mailed  together  with  check.  The  Adjutant  and 
Quartermaster  should  not  send  in  reports  separately  as  Is  done  by  some. 
The  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  should  each  make  out  their  report.  The 
Quartermaster  include  check  and  hand  it  to  the  Adjutant,  who  then  can 
mail  both  to  Department  Adjutant.  I  cannot  see  why  these  reports  should 
go  over  into  the  second  month  to  be  mailed.  The  first  month  of  each  semi- 
annual term  should  be  plenty  of  time  for  this. 

The  Department  has  issued  six  General  Orders  and  two  circulars.  It 
seems  that  these  Orders  which  are  sent  out  to  inform  the  Comrades  In 
general  what  is  going  on  throughout  the  Department  are  never  mailed  to 
the  Comrades,  thus  undoing  the  endeavors  of  the  Department  officers. 

The  following  camps  have  made  gains:  Camp  Nos.  9,  10,  16,  19,  20, 
24,  30,  38,  40  and  41.  Camp  No.  40  and  No.  19  should  receive  special  notice, 
having  made  a  gain  of  13  and  9  respectively.  Congratulations  also  are 
extended  to  Pontiac  and  Petoskey,  our  new  Camps. 

I  wish  also  to  call  attention  of  Camp  Adjutants  to  making  out  report 
of  deaths  of  Comrades.  These  reports  should  be  sent  direct  to  Department 
Surgeon.  In  looking  over  reports  of  Camps  I  notice  several  where  deaths 
have  occurred,  but  I  have  failed  to  receive  death  reports  from  these  Camps.

For  a  point  of  Informa- 
tion I  want  to  know  regarding  this  Gorgas  Memorial  Fund,  which  Camp 
sent  in  the  10  cents  per  capita? 

Comrade  Bindner,  Detroit:  That  is  a  good  point,  because  speaking  for 
Detroit  Camp  No.  10,  I  believe  the  entire  per  capita  was  mailed.  The  check 
was  to  be  mailed  to  the  Department  to  be  forwarded.  I  think  it  amounted 
to  more  than  $32.  I  know  Pingree  Camp  of  Detroit  has  234  members  and 
sent  in  $23.40. 

Department  Adjutant  W.  R.  Murphy:  Detroit  sent  in  $23.40.  I  don't 
remember  just  where  the  others  come.  That  account  is  all  put  in  the  book 
separately.  I  haven't  the  cash  book  her.  The  money  is  sent  to  me  I  imme- 
diately transmit  it  to  the  Department  Quartermaster  who  forwards  it  on 
to  the  National  Headquarters.

Comrade  Bindner  of  Detroit:  I  would  just  like  to  add  that  the  Depart- 
ment Inspector  is  the  man  that  tells  everybody  in  the  State  what  is  going 
on,  and  I  believe  we  ought  to  lay  a  whole  lot  of  weight  on  that  point,  and 
Comrade  Rice  is  very  much  right,  and  I  want  to  support  his  motion. 

Comrade  Rice,  Camp  No.  5:  If  Comrade  Bindner  wants  to  make  an 
amendment  to  my  motion,  he  may.  I  realize  having  been  through  the  chairs 
that  if  the  incoming  officers  will  take  this  report  as  given  to  them  by  the 
Department  Inspector  and  analyze  it  after  their  induction  in  office,  if  they 
will  want  to  work  for  the  good  of  the  Department,  that  that  report  in 
itself  is  the  main  example  for  their  work  next  year.

Department  Senior  Vice  Commander  George  W,  Rogers:  Nathan  F. 
Simpson,  who  died  some  time  ago,  I  am  under  the  impression  that  he  was 
not  affiliated  with  our  organization,  but  I  might  say  that  he  was  furnished 
a  marker  by  our  Camp. 

Comrade  Tiefenthall,  Camp  No.  46:  I  have  not  heard  in  the  Depart- 
ment Surgeon's  report  the  name  of  King,  who  was  buried  at  Wales  Ceme- 
tery. 

(Several  other  Comrades  reported  deaths  which  were  not  included  in 
Department  Surgeon's  Report.) 

Comrade  Rice:  The  report  of  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander 
Rogers  on  this  Comrade  who  is  not  a  member  of  any  Camp.  We  have  been 
laboring  under  a  great  difficulty  in  a  good  many  years.  The  past  year  the 
National  Department  had  been  furnishing  us  with  pension  lists  whereby 
we  could  get  track  of  Comrades  living  in  our  Immediate  vicinity  who  were 
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not  members  of  this  organization,  but  I  would  like  to  say  to  you  Comrades 
hero  and  I  will  hope  that  you  keep  it  in  mind,  that  we  as  Spanish  War 
Veterans  hold  the  unique  distinction  of  being  the  only  all-voluntary  or- 
ganization that  this  country  ever  had,  and  I  don't  care,  Comrades,  if  a 
Comrade  dies  who  is  not  a  member  of  our  organization,  let  us  render  him 
all  due  honors.  He  took  the  same  obligation  as  we  took.  He  held  up  his 
hand.  He  was  not  pitchforked  into  any  organization,  but  Comrades,  when 
we  stand  as  Spanish  War  Veterans  there  is  no  organization  in  the  United 
States  that  can  rank  with  us,  and  I  do  not  care  what  people  say,  they 
cannot  take  the  glory  from  you.  Today  we  may  be  discredited,  but  I  will 
tell  you,  Comrades,  that  in  the  years  to  come  the  Spanish  War  Veterans 
are  coming  into  their  own,  even  though  we  may  be  dead  and  buried. 

Comrade  Bindner  of  Detroit:  The  remarks  by  our  good  Comrade  Rice 
of  Grand  Rapids  are  very  well  taken.  Of  course,  Detroit  is  a  great  big  town. 
We  have  our  own  burial  plat.  Many  of  the  Comrades  that  are  there  did 
not  belong  to  our  organization.  They  were  Spanish  War  Veterans  just  the 
same,  and  all  we  want  to  know  is,  was  he  a  Spanish  War  Veteran.  We 
don't  care  if  he  did  not  belong  to  our  organization. 

Comrade  Henning,  Camp  No.  9:  I  move  that  the  Department  Surgeon's 
report  be  received  and  placed  on  file. 

Comrade  Gansser  of  Bay  City:     Support  the  motion.    Carried. 
Department  Commander:     We  will  now  hear  the  report  of  the  Depart- 
ment Patriotic  Instructor,  A.  Gansser. 

Comrade  Commander  and  Comrades: — Comrade  Rice  in  speaking  of 
those  who  die  and  who  were  not  members  of  our  organization.  The  expres- 
sion is  made  that  members  of  Spanish  War  Veterans  were  not  receiving 
due  recognition.  I  would  say  that  that  is  not  true  in  Michigan.  As  a 
member  of  the  Ivcgislative  Committee,  what  little  was  asked  from  Michigan 
Legislature  was  given  graciously. 

I  want  to  carry  you  to  Washington  where  we  were  not  so  received,  and 
one  reason  is  that  our  friends  did  not  work  together.  We,  in  moving  away 
from  our  Camps  do  not  let  our  organization  know  where  we  have  gone  to, 
and  thereby  do  not  keep  our  membership  intact.  The  Legislature  can  only 
understand  in  numbers  and  that  is  important.  So  let  us  keep  our  member- 
ship intact  as  Comrades  of  '98  and  if  a  Comrade  does  not  pay  his  dues 
and  we  fail  to  remind  him,  let  us  not  hold  that  against  him,  but  I  hope 
to  meet  him  yonder  and  I  will  remind  him  that  he  did  not  quite  come 
clean  with  us  at  the  end,  and  if  you  do  not  honor  your  service  you  are  a 
traitor  to  your  service.  We  are  old  enough  now  to  get  all  we  are  entitled 
to  and  no  more,  and  so  we  should  stand  for  our  Qwn  rights.  So  in  Wash- 
ington we  did  not  get  what  we  were  after.  The  American  Legion  did  get 
theirs,  but  it  had  a  war  of  psychology  four  or  five  years  ago,  and  so  they 
got  largely  what  they  were  after.  The  Legion  is  helping  you.  The  Legion's 
national  legislation  is  now  pretty  well  cleared  away,  and  we  are  going  to 
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get  after  you  and  your  just  duos  next  l)ecemlK>r.  That  Is  onlv  Rood  Com- 
radeship, and  as  a  matter  of  self-protection  the  Legion  is  going  to  see  that 
we  Spanish  War  Veterans  are  going  to  get  our  just  dues  in  the  next  legls- 
lation.  As  to  matters  of  legislation,  if  you  have  any  ideas,  write  them  to 
your  Department  Commander  so  that  lie  can  get  your  ideas  in  the  matter 
and  so  send  your  ideas  in  and  in  this  way  we  ran  help  each  other. 

During  the  last  Legislature  in  Michigan  we  have  doubled  your  tax 
exemption.  The  bill  became  a  law  on  thc^  2nd  of  August,  and  I  want  you 
to  believe  that  much  credit  must  go  to  your  Department  Commander  of 
Saginaw. 

We  have  also  secured  $15,000  to  entertain  the  old  soldiers,  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  at  Grand  Itapids.  In  the  same  bill  wa«  Included 
$a,000  to  entertain  the  other  war  organizations. 

The  Legion  helped  the  Reid-Johnson  Hill,  the  Legion  Ho.spltal  for  T.  H. 
and  Mental  Cases,  the  l^  S.  Marine  Hospital  in  Detroit. 

Wo  were  wanting  a  new  liosi)ital  from  th(»  National  Legislature.  It  Is 
almost  unbelievable  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  having  Congress  pass  that 
last  June  to  sell  that  place  and  build  a  new  place.  Congress  provided  no 
money  at  the  next  session,  the  Legislature  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  a 
half  million  for  the  hospital  at  Detroit. 

The  State  Legislature  appropriated  $60,000  for  the  Hospital  at  Island 
Lake. 

For  the  Legion  Hospital  at  Camp  Custer,  because  Washington  Is  trott- 
ing World  War  Veterans  as  they  are  treating  you.  a  Comrade  cannot  get 
into  this  Hospital  unless  he  proves  to  the  Government  that  his  sickness 
was  due  from  service,  and  so  Michigan  came  to  the  rescue  and  appropriated 
$100,000.     Veterans  of  all  wars  are  eligible. 

For  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  we  got  $20,000  for  the  Hospital  at 
Eaton  Rapids. 

The  Department  last  year  endorsed  Selfridge  Field  for  air  service,  and 
that  we  know  is  absolutely  necessary  and  before  we  adjourn  I  hope  that 
you  send  in  a  resolution  supporting  Michigan's  legislation  in  this  regard. 

In  the  National  Defense  Act,  Congress  has  been  in  difficulty  again  and 
did  not  appropriate  enough  funds  to  support  the  National  Guard. 

No,  Comrades,  Michigan  has  not  forgotten  the  boys  of  '98  who  27  years 
ago  marched  out  at  the  governor's  call.

Comrade  Henning,  No.  9:— I  am  informed  that  a  Comrade  from  Flint  is 
going  to  the  National  Convention  and  therefore  nominate  Chas.

Comrade  Henning,  Camp  No.  9: — I  wish  to  nominate  Percy  Dagg  of 
Camp  No.  9,  as  delegate  to  the  National  Convention. 

Comrade  Whelan: — I  wish  to  support  that  motion. 

Past  Commander-in-Chief  Bush: — I  wish  to  nominate  Frank  Finch,  Camp 
No.  20  of  Flint,  as  delegate  to  the  National  Convention. 

Past  Department  Commander  Bartlett:— I  wish  to  support  that  motion. 

Commander-in-Chief  Chauncey  Herrick  entered  and  was  received  with  all 
due  respect  and  honor  and  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Henry  W.  Rush  was 
chosen  to  preside  during  the  ceremony. 

Past  Commander-in-Chief  Henry  W.  Bush:— Comrades  we  are  mighty 
pleased  to  have  the  Chief  with  us  and  I  want  to  at  this  time  remind  you 
of  what  I  have  said  in  the  past  regarding  our  Chief.  Years  ago  when  this 
organization  saw  fit  to  urge  me  to  run  for  the  office  of  Commander-in-Chief 
one  of  those  early  supporters  of  mine  in  other  states  was  known  as  their 
Chief  and  it  was  largely  through  his  help  that  the  State  of  New  York,  because 
of  its  large  vote,  had  its  effect  in  bringing  about  my  success  in  being  elected 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  I  want  to 
say  in  passing  that  he  has  been  my  friend  and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  know 
that  he  was  elected  and  he  is  making  good.

If  we  have  not  secured  the  legislation  it 
has  not  been  the  fault  of  the  management  of  this  organization  and  for  that 
reason  I  am  glad  to  welcome  him  here  because  I  know  him  as  a  worker 
in  the  organization  and  I  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  Chauncey  Her- 
rick, Commander-in-Chief  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  He  under- 
went an  operation  on  his  throat  and  is  not  going  to  talk  to  you  very  long. 

Commander-in-Chief  Chauncey  Herrick:— Comrade  Past  Commander 
Bush,  Comrade  Department  Commander  and  Comrades.  As  my  good  friend 
has  told  you  I  have  had  a  slight  throat  operation  and  have  been  directed 
by  my  surgeon  not  to  talk  very  long,  and  so  I  am  not  going  to  say  very 
much  at  this  time,  but  I  have  traveled  from  Pennsylvania  from  the  Camp 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  have  stopped  enroute  to  Decatur,  111.,  to 
visit  that  State  Encampment,  and  it  was  a  personal  privilege  and  personal 
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pleasure  that  1  received  your  kind  invitation  to  attend  your  State  Encamp- 
ment, because  of  tiie  great  many  friends  that  I  icnow  in  your  State.  Com- 
rade Bush  said  some  things  about  my  help  toward  liis  election,  and  I  want 
to  say  that  there  was  never  a  time  during  his  administration  that  we  ever 
felt  ashamed  of  his  election.  Comrade  Bush  gave  us  a  safe,  sane  admin- 
istration, and  when  I  look  back,  I  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  when  the 
Department  in  Michigan  will  present  another  man  that  we  can  give  our 
support  to.

Those  boys  are  suffering  and  crippled  and  the 
Veterans'  Bureau  cannot  take  care  of  them.  I  want  to  urge  you  to  give 
what  you  can  to  help  them  raise  the  five  million  dollars. 

Past  (-ommander-in-Cliief  Bush:  -I  hope  at  this  time  the  Department 
Commander  has  overcome  his  modesty.  I  have  introduced  the  speaker  of  the 
day.  He  has  responded  and  I  will  have  the  Department  Commander  again 
assume  his  duty. 

Comrade  Fall,  Camp  No.  25: — I  wish  to  present  these  flowers  to  the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

Department  Commander: — Comrades,  the  tellers  are  now  ready  to  report 
the  election  of  four  delegates  and  four  alternates  to  the  National  Conven- 
tion:

We  wish  to  say  that  we  appreciate  very  much  your  being  with  us, 
and  may  you  long  live  with  us  and  be  with  us. 

Sister  Ida  Davidson: — Comrades  of  the  Veterans  of  the  Spanish  War, 
you  know  it  has  been  said  that  home  and  mother  are  two  of  the  sweetest 
words  in  the  English  language.  So  today  just  for  a  few  moments  we  come 
to  you  to  bring  you  the  greetings  from  motlier,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  W^iile  you  have  your  auxiliary, 
and  we  are  glad  that  you  have,  we  want  you  to  always  remember  that  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  stands  right  behind  you  and  we  are  good  fellows. 
Commander,  I  bring  to  you  witli  the  love  of  my  president  and  the  love  and 
good  wishes  wlio  are  assembled  at  our  convention  and  place  on  your  breast 
our  complimentary  badge,  and  may  this  be  one  of  your  best  conventions. 

Sister  Mrs.  Williamson,  Dejiartment  Treasurer  of  Woman's  Relief  Corps: 
-  -Gentlemen,  I  only  have  just  this  little  message  to  you,  that  we  the 
W^oman's  Relief  Corps,  have  sworn  our  allegiance  to  Old  Glory.  Let  us 
always  be  true  to  our  Old  Glory. 

Sister  Florence  Stringer:-- Department  Commander  and  Comrades,  I 
bring  to  you  from  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Port  Huron,  of  which  I  am 
I^ast  President,  greetings,  and  with  those  few  words  of  welcome,  wish  to 
say  you  are  always  welcome  to  tlie  city  of  Port  Huron. 

Department  Commander: — Sisters  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  It  Is 
indeed  unnecessary  for  me  to  make  any  further  remarks  after  what  our 
good  Comrade  Kilstrom  has  said  to  you,  and  wo  are  very  glad  that  you  have 
visited  our  organization  today.  We  have  another  Comrade  here  today,  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  I  will  call 
upon  him  to  present  you  with  the  badge  of  our  organization. 

Commander-in-Chief  Chauncey  llerrick: — Sisters  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps.  This  is  an  unexpected  pleasure.  I  don't  just  see  with  the  reputa- 
tion that  Comrade  Kilstrom  acquired  in  the  last  60  or  70  years,  that  the  De- 
partment Commander  called  upon  me  to  present  you  ladies  with  our  badges.

Comrade  Rattray,  Camp  No.  22: — Department  Commander.  Just  a  word 
or  two.  In  the  address  of  Major  Gansser  regarding  the  State  I^egislation, 
I  wish  to  state  that  Comrades  Chapman,  Gansser  and  myself  were  on  that 
committee  and  on  the  9th  day  of  February  we  went  over  the  matter  of  legis- 
lation  thoroughly   and  finally  decided  upon  what  should  be   done.

The  governor  desired 
no  more  exemptions  and  I  will  say  that  to  Comrade  Gansser  belongs  the 
entire  credit. 

Comrade  Quackenbush,  Camp  No.  27: — Comrade  Commander,  let  us, 
Comrades,  give  to  our  good  Comrade  Gansser,  who  has  done  such  splendid 
work,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

The  Comrades  all  arose  after  this  remark.

Before  we  go  any  further, 
we  are  now  having  an  election  and  I  wish  to  state  that  this  year  Comrade 
Ames*  term  expires  as  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Committee. 

Comrade  Gansser  of  Bay  City: — I  wish  to  renominate  Comrade  Ames 
to  succeed  himself  as  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Committee. 

Comrade  Bindner,  Camp  No.  9: — I  support  that  motion. 

Comrade  Quackenbush,  Camp  No.  7: — I  move  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  the  tellers  be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  con- 
vention for  Comrade  Ames  as  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Committee  to 
succeed  himself. 

Comrade  Raymond,  Camp  No.  35: — I  support  that  motion.    Carried. 

Comrade  Bindner: — I  wish  to  state  that  the  Military  Order  of  the  Ser- 
pent meets  at  eight  o'clock  tonight. 

Comrade  Quackenbush,  Camp  No.  7: — Your  committee  appointed  to  visit 
the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  with  greetings,  is  ready  to  report.  First  I  wish 
to  report  that  our  committee  was  augmented  by  the  presence  of  Col. 'Gansser 
and  Geo.  Ames  of  Battle  Creek.  We  also  had  the  pleasure  in  our  visit  of 
meeting  the  International  President,  the  National  President  of  the  Ladies 
of  the  G.  A.  R.,  who  sent  heartfelt  greetings  and  best  wishes  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Department  Marshal: — I  would  like  to  make  a  motion,  if  the  same  be 
in  order,  that  the  installation  of  officers  take  place  at  once.  It  is  pretty 
late  tomorrow,  so  many  of  us  want  to  get  away.  It  will  not  take  very  long, 
why  can't  we  have  it  now? 

Department  Commander:— The  installation  Is  not  until  after  we  are 
through  with  the  regular  business  of  the  Encampment. 

Department  Marshal: — Cannot  the  rules  be  set  aside  and  have  this  done 
this  afternoon. 

Comrade  Ravens: — If  we  are  going  to  have  a  convention  let  us  make  It 
three  days  or  none. 

Department  Marshal: — I  am  willing  to  stay  two  weeks. 

Comrade  Quartermaster  Robert  Rattray:— Department  Commander,  you 
recall  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  and  made  their  report  there  was  a 
small  sum  still  to  be  turned  over  to  them  from  the  proceeds  of  sales  that 
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amounted  to  $6,  for  books.  These  books  were  being  sold  at  a  price  of  25c, 
and  I  wish  to  say  that  I  still  have  quite  a  few  of  them  left. 

Comrade  Gansser: — I  want  to  take  one  or  two  moments  of  your  time. 
First  in  regard  to  that  tax  exemption.  The  law  on  tax  exemptions,  because 
it  is  one  of  the  few  things  that  Michigan  has  given  you  of  material  benefit, 
will  become  operative  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Micliigan  on  August 
2nd.  However,  maybe  after  you  see  your  assessor  you  will  find  out  that  the 
payment  is  not  due  until  September.  In  my  home  it  is  not  due  until  Decem- 
ber. Ask  your  assessor  if  he  will  desire  it  this  year.  Then  there  is  an- 
other thing  I  wish  to  speak  of  and  that  is  this,  that  tlie  Comrades  of  Bay 
City  who  entertained  you  in  1916  give  you  another  invitation  to  have  our 
Encampment  at  Bay  City  again.  But  Jackson  wants  it  next  year,  and  Ann 
Arbor  the  next  and  Bay  City  in  1928.  And  you  can  be  assured  that  we 
will  have  a  good  time  for  you  all  in  1928.  As  your  Patriotic  Instructor 
I  have  done  all  I  could  for  you.  In  1918,  when  you  were  liaving  your  con- 
vention, I  was  3,000  miles  from  it,  but  fellows,  I  was  working  just  the  same. 
When  we  meet  in  Camp  bring  the  other  fi^llow  with  you.  "^'ou  know  wliat 
that  does,  it  brings  more  life  into  the  organization.  It  is  by  tlie  showing 
you  make  at  your  Camps  and  at  your  State  Encampments  tlmt  is  going  to 
help  you.  The  politicians  will  only  understand  you  in  numbers,  and  not 
individuals.  You  will  get  your  just  dues  and  if  you  do  not  it  will  be  your 
own  fault.  Blow  your  own  horn.  On  April  2nth  I  wrote  in  the  Free  Press 
about  what  you  did  and  what  you  accomplislied  in  the  war  that  you  were 
in.  Along  the  lines  of  what  we  Spanisli  War  Veterans  have  done  I  have 
talked  every  year,  and  I  tell  it  in  every  Legion  convention.  I  have  told 
it  to  the  American  Legion  in  Wasliington  and  in  Lansing,  and  I  will  say 
that  divided  we  fall,  but  united  we  stand.  We  must  ex!)ress  ourselves  in 
numbers  and  until  you  have  the  last  man  in  the  Spanish  War  Veterans 
working  for  you  you  cannot  expect  your  just  dues.  Don't  forget  the  Auxiliary, 
for  your  wives  and  your  mothers  and  your  daughters  can  work  and  talk  for 
you  even  more  than  you  can  yourselves.  Tlie  politicians  are  more  afraid 
of  the  woman's  organizations  than  the  men's.  During  the  year  I  have 
talked  to  many  conventions,  and  I  have  enjoyed  every  minute  of  it.  We 
have  urged  the  men  of  the  organizations  and  the  women  to  go  back  home 
and  carry  on  the  work  to  tlie  politicians  of  their  own  community  to  work 
for  them,  and  we  are  going  to  get  results.     That  is  my  message. 

Comrade  Willard,  Camp  No.  1: — Department  Commander,  the  Comrades 
of  our  Camp  endorse  every  word  that  Comrade  Gansser  has  said. 

Department  Marshal: — I  have  a  delegation  at  the  door,  greetings  com- 
mittee of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  U.  (Committee  consisting  of  Sisters  Rus- 
sell, Harvey  and  Harwood,  Jackson.) 

Department  Commander: — We  greatly  appreciate  your  being  with  us 
this  afternoon,  and  we  wish  to  present  the  badges  of  our  organization  to  you. 

Sister    Russell: — Department    Commander    and    Comrades,    we    greatly 
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appreciate  and  bring  greetings  to  the  Spanish  War  Veterans.  We  are  from 
Jackson  and  expect  you  to  be  with  us  next  year. 

Comrade  Murphy: — I  move  that  the  convention  adjourn.    Supported. 

Department  Commander: — The  meeting  will  be  adjourned  until  tomor- 
row morning  at  nine  o'clock. 

Meeting  closed  in  due  form. 

GENERAL  SESSION,  Friday,  June  12,  1025,  0  A.  M. 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Department  Commander,  the  Marshal  ad- 
vanced the  colors  and  the  regular  opening  exercises  were  conducted. 

Department  Marshal: — Department  Commander,  I  have  a  greetings  com- 
mittee from  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars. 

Major  Van  Hathaway: — Comrades  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
we  are  here  today  as  a  greetings  delegation  from  your  Comrades  of  the 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  in  convention  assembled  and  present  to  you  the 
personal  greetings  of  the  State  Department  Commander  of  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars.  If  there  is  anything  you  wish  us  to  do  in  furthering  the  In- 
terests of  that  flag  of  ours  or  in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans  do  not  hesitate  to  call  on  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars.  On  behalf  of  the  State  Commander  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars 
and  as  a  token  of  the  respect  that  we  hold  for  the  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
I  wish  to  pin  on  you  the  badge  of  our  organization. 

Department  Commander: — I  wish  I  could  state  in  words  just  how  I 
feel  towards  you  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  and  I  can  only  say  that  the 
Spanish  War  Veterans  surely  appreciate  very  much  everything  that  you  have 
said.  We  hope  that  the  close  relationship  that  exists  between  us  will  con- 
tinue in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past  and  ask  you  to  take  back  with  you 
the  greetings  of  our  organization  to  your  Commander  and  Comrades. 

Department  Commander: — The  Committee  on  Resolutions  will  now  re- 
port. The  Resolutions  Committee  consists  of  the  following  Comrades: 
Comrades  Ravens,  Rice,  Wellman  and  Hunt. 

Comrade  Ravens:— I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  several  resolu- 
tions that  have  been  handed  to  this  committee. 

Resolution  No.  1. 

Comrades,  the  officers  and  members  of  Guy  V.  Henry  Camp,  No.  3, 
Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  respectfully  submit  the  following  to  the  Depart- 
ment in  convention  for  consideration  and  recommend  same  to  be  adopted: 

The  Department  Adjutant  to  be  elective  office.  His  term  of  office  to 
be  for  three  years  from  July  1st,  1925,  and  to  be  elected  by  the  Department 
Encampment  now  in  session. 

The  Council  of  Administration  may  fill  vacancy  in  case  of  death  or 
resignation,  and  may  remove  temporarily  from  office  for  neglect  of  duty 
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until  next  Department  convention  in  session  who  will  approve  or  disapprove 
charges  preferred. 

If  adopted  by  Comrades  in  session  it  be  referred  to  Judge  Advocate  and 
he  to  make  in  proper  form  to  be  embodied  as  part  of  the  By-Laws  of  this 
Department.

should  the  Adjutant  be  removed  for  cause  until  the  next  Department  En- 
campment.

Comrade  Ravens:-—!  move  that  the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee 
be  adopted. 

Comrade  Pace: — I  wish  to  support  that  motion. 

Department  Commander: — Any  remarks? 

Past  Commander  Kilstrom:— That  resolution  comes  from  my  Camp.  The 
purpose  is  for  the  betterment  of  the  Department.  We  have  come  to  a  day 
when  in  getting  an  Adjutant  for  this  Department  we  should  have  a  man 
that  can  take  it  and  hold  it.  It  is  not  an  unusual  thing  to  have  an  Adju- 
tant that  has  been  elected.  The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  an 
Adjutant  who  has  been  in  that  position  for  years,  and  it  is  wise.  We 
have  so  many  matters  that  confront  us.  Matters  of  legislation  and  other 
things,  and  it  was  thought  that  if  a  man  could  hold  that  position  for  a 
period  longer  than  one  year  he  would  be  more  up-to-date  in  that  office. 
Men  are  not  good  Adjutants  because  they  are  good  men.  It  requires  capa- 
bility, willingness  and  sacrifice  and  all  of  that  on  the  part  of  that  person 
who  takes  that  position.  It  has  been  so  up  to  this  date.  The  purpose  of 
that  resolution  Is  to  see  If  we  cannot  place  our  hands  upon  the  right  man 
If  anything  should  go  wrong.  It  may  be  that  the  rules  prescribe  otherwise 
and   this   cannot   be   done.     It   may   be   the    Constitution   will    have    to    be

amended  at  the  National  so  that  the  States  will  be  permitted  to  exercise 
this  right.  I  will  confess  I  never  like  to  be  personal.  1  do  not  care  to  be 
with  you  and  hurt  any  Comrade's  feelings.  Mr.  Murphy  works  every  day 
from  7:30  to  10:30.  He  has  four  girls  in  the  office.  I  know  that  the  feel 
ing  of  electing  an  Adjutant  is  even  coming  out  at  the  National  Encampment. 

Comrade  Ravens:— Reading  from  Constitution  of  U.  S.  Spanish  War 
Veterans,  Section  2  of  the  Article  6,  part  3,  page  94  regarding  this  ques- 
tion and  stating  therein  that  the  Adjutant  is  an  appoinitve  office. 

Department  Commander: — Comrades,  are  there  any  further  remarks? 

Senior  Vice  Commander  Chapman: — One  of  the  successes  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  of  the  permanent 
Assistant  Adjutant.  It  has  worked  out  good  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  I  think  it  would  be  due  for  more  serious  consideration  than 
rushing  it  through  or  brushing  it  aside.  If  the  rules  and  regulations  pro- 
vide as  Past  Commander  Ravens  has  told  us,  which  he  read  to  us,  I  think 
out  of  all  due  respect  to  Guy  V.  Henry  Camp,  that  steps  be  taken  to  ask 
for  a  change  in  the  regulations  so  that  it  may  be  changed.  It  is  worthy  of 
very  serious  consideration.  I  agree  with  Past  Commander  Kilstrom  of 
Grand  Rapids  that  much  good  has  come  out  of  that  and  we  should  not 
dismiss  it  entirely. 

Comrade  Hunt: — It  seems  that  as  far  as  rules  and  regulations  covering 
this  matter  is  concerned,  is  for  this  Encampment  to  go  on  some  kind  of  a 
record  regarding  it. 

Comrade  Williams: — It  is  a  very  important  matter  changing  a  man 
from  year  to  year  as  Adjutant.  We  have  an  Adjutant  in  our  Camp  that  the 
boys  would  bank  on.  They  go  to  our  Adjutant  and  he  knows  his  business 
and  he  knows  it  thoroughly.  If  the  rules  and  regulations  do  not  provide 
that  we  cannot  elect  him,  then  why  not  appoint  this  man  continuously. 

Comrade  Gordeau: — It  is  a  more  progressive  movement.  Let  us  try  to 
adopt  by  vote  that  we  recognize  that  it  is  a  progressive  movement  and 
should  receive  more  consideration  and  see  to  it  that  It  is  brought  to  the 
National  Encampment. 

Department  Quartermaster  Robert  Rattray: — I  believe  It  is  only  fair 
that  I  take  the  floor  and  make  a  few  remarks  covering  the  points  of  this 
resolution.  When  I  took  over  the  affairs  of  the  Department  Quartermaster, 
the  conditions  In  Lansing  were  in  a  somewhat  mixed  up  affair.  Our  corre- 
spondence reports  of  several  years  were  all  jumbled  up.  If  any  Camp  had 
written  for  Information  to  the  Department  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster,  It 
would  have  taken  a  week  or  more  to  find  It.  I  have  taken  hours  and  hours 
straightening  up  and  sorting  over  reports  and  going  Into  the  files  and  pick- 
ing out  any  Camp  records  should  take  but  a  moment's  time.  Now  I  would 
like  to  offer  a  motion  as  a  substitute  for  the  recommendation  that  the 
Resolution  Committee  made  and  that  is  that  this  resolution  be  referred  to 
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our  Department  Commander  and  that  he  be  instructed  to  see  that  it  is  pre- 
sented at  the  National  Convention  for  some  action. 

Comrade  Williams,  Camp  No.  24:— I  wish  to  second  that  motion. 

Comrade  Pinch,  Camp  No.  20:— I  think  if  the  Adjutant  was  elected  for 
a  three-year  term  perhaps  it  would  be  a  good  thing.  I  do  not  believe  in 
too  long  terms.  Good  Adjutants  are  scarce  and  if  good  Adjutants  cannot 
be  elected  then  they  should  be  reappointed  year  after  year. 

Comrade  Rattray:— I  would  be  pleased  to  accept  the  amendment  to  the 
resolution  and  I  want  to  say  also  that  the  affairs  in  Lansing  were  not  to 
cast  reflections  on  any  officers  who  held  these  oflftces  previously. 

Comrade  Ravens:— The  resolution  is  entirely  out  of  order. 

Department  Commander: — Comrades,  you  have  heard  the  amendment 
to  the  original  motion  that  the  recommendation  of  tlie  Resolution  Committee 
be  adopted  and  that  the  Department  see  to  it  that  this  question  comes  up 
before  the  National  Convention.  Any  further  remarks?  The  motion  was 
carried. 

Resolution  No.  2. 

Comrades,  I  herewith  respectfully  request  that  the  matter  of  all  the 
graves  of  soldiers  be  put  under  perpetual  care,  whether  buried  in  a  soldier's 
plot  or  in  a  private  lot  in  any  cemetery  in  this  State. 

That  every  effort  be  made  at  this  session  to  put  the  Comrades  in  con- 
.  vention  assembled  on  record,  unanimously,  in  favor  of  perpetual  care  of  the 
graves  of  our  soldier  dead. 

Further,  that  this  matter  be  taken  up  with  the  Legislative  body  of  the 
State  and  made  a  law.

This  should  be  taken  care  of  by  local  Camps  in  their 
communities.

Comrade  Pace: — I  move  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Resolutions 
Committee  be  adopted.  With  perpetual  care  costing  about  $100,  I  do  not 
see  how  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  can  do  it. 

Comrade  Brady,  Camp  No.  30:— ^I  second  the  motion.    Carried. 

Resolntion  Xo.  3. 

Our  State  or  Department  Headquarters  should  ask  an  appropriation  from 
the  State  of  say  one  thousand  dollars  or  more  to  help  them  in  the  conduct 
of  the  Department,  proper  legislation  to  accomplish  this  and  should  be 
started. 
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The  great  State  of  Michigan  ought  to  show  some  pride  in  the  past  that 
is  send  three  regiments  of  infantry  to  the  war  witli  Spain  and  should  show 
its  appreciation  to  the  veterans  by  appropriating  a  sum  large  enough  to 
enable  tliem  to  get  one  of  those  Spanish  War  monuments  that  are  so  popular 
all  over  the  country.  We  did  get  nothing  from  the  State  outside  a  little 
bonus  and  no  doubt  if  proper  pressure  was  brought  it  could  be  carried 
through  successfully  and  thereby  add  to  the  prestige  of  our  organization. 

Legislation  should  be  enacted  that  would  make  it  incumbent  upon  the 
National  Guard  of  this  State  to  furnish  a  firing  squad  and  escort  If  re- 
quested, at  a  funeral  of  any  of  our  Comrades. 

PENSION  LEGISLATION 

It  should  be  the  duty  of  our  Department  Encampment  to  both  definite 
action  on  pension  legislation.  In  addition  to  this,  every  Veteran  should  put 
his  shoulder  to  the  wheel  and  interest  himself  in  the  passage  of  this  legisla- 
tion. 

We  should  stand  upon  our  right  and  demand  legislation  for  Spanish  War 
Veterans  only.  We  are  entitled  to  recognition  as  an  organization  and  want 
tlie  existing  discrimination  removed.  A  distinct  Spanish  War  Veteran  pension 
will  go  through  but  not  tagged  out  some  other  Veteran  pension  bill.  We 
liave  many  friends  in  Congress  who  will  help  us  get  our  dues.  Proper  resolu- 
tions should  be  adopted  at  our  wish  next  State  Encampment  to  be  presented 
at  the  National  Encampment  of  this  effect. 

The  Stimson  bill  was  a  very  good  bill  with  one  exception,  widows'  pen- 
sion should  be  thirty  dollars  per  month.  This  bill  which  gave  a  minimum 
of  thirty  dollars  and  a  maximum  of  fifty  dollars  never  received  consideration. 
Senator  Bursum's  bill  failed  of  passage  due  to  filibuster.  It  was  not  what  we 
should  have,  but  half  a  loaf  is  better  than  none.  What  we  want  is  a  bill  that 
provides  a  minimum  of  twenty  dollars,  a  maximum  of  fifty  dollars,  widows 
thirty  dollars  a  month,  children  eight  dollars  per  month,  totally  disabled 
seventy-two.  Let  me  write  on  a  bill  containing  these  provisions  and  deter- 
mine on  decisive  action  and  push  it  through  to  victory. 

We  received  no  bonus,  vocational  training,  hospitality  nor  compensation 
of  any  kind,  nor  were  we  ever  paid  a  penny  or  given  dental  services  while 
unable  to  work  after  our  return  from  the  war. 

Pension  legislation  should  receive  attention  at  our  State  Encampment  and 
should  receive  the  attention  it  deserves  at  the  National  Encampment.

I  have  presented  these  sug- 
gestions to  our  Camp.  These  suggestions  should  have  been  formed  into  reso- 
lutions. A  person  gains  the  impression  that  a  person  is  a  fool,  but  1  am  not 
any  fool.

Past  Department  Commander  Kilstrom: — Department  Commander  and 
Officers  and  Comrades,  I  just  wish  to  say  a  few  things  to  show  my  appre- 
ciation. It  has  always  been  a  pleasure  to  do  something  for  my  Comrades.

Jackson,  Mich.,  June  16,  1924. 
Comrade  Commander: 

How  does  a  United  Spanish  War  Veterans*  Picnic,  to  be  given  by  the 
Camps  of  Southern  Michigan,  strike  you?  Will  your  Camp  send  representa- 
tives to  the  one  to  be  held  at  Pleasant  Lake,  July  20,  1924  (Sunday)  ?  Battle 
Creek  and  Jackson  Camps  held  one  last  year,  and  it  was  an  enjoyable  and 
profitable  affair. 

Visitors  from  Battle  Creek,  Ann  Arbor  and  Adrian  attended  a  recent 
Smoker  given  by  Sanford  Hunt  Camp,  and  in  the  talks  the  picnic  was  re- 
called and  its  repetition  urged.  Comrade  Ames  stated  that  Battle  Creek 
would  gladly  sponsor  one  if  Jackson  did  not  wish  to.  Senior  Vice  Com- 
mander Rogers  accepted  the  initiative  for  Jackson,  naming  the  following 
Comrades  as  Committee  of  Arrangements:     Commander  Fred  Chapin,  San- 
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ford  Hunt  Camp,  chairman;  Senior  Vice  Commander  Brady,  Gen.  Funston 
Camp;  ex-Commander  Quackenbush,  Ross  Granger  Camp,  and  Comrade 
Himes,  Seymour  Howell  Camp. 

Bartlett's  Landing,  Pleasant  Lake,  where  the  Picnic  will  be  held,  is  a 
beauty  spot,  about  ten  miles  from  Jackson,  with  a  fine  grove,  and  fine 
facilities  for  entertainment — boating,  bathing  and  quoit  grounds,  and  ample 
table  accommodations.    It  also  provides  the  essential  seclusion. 

The  Camps  from  which  attendance  is  expected  range  from  Detroit  east 
to  Kalamazoo  west,  and  from  Saginaw  north  to  Coldwater  south.  It  would 
be  too  much  to  expect  large  delegations  from  all  Camps — some,  possibly, 
will  not  be  represented — but  there  will  come  from  enough  Camps  certain 
enthusiasts  whose  reports  will  swell  the  popularity  of  subsequent  similar 
affairs-. 

This  is  Inevitable.  From  the  acquaintances  made  comes  a  greater  reali- 
zation of  the  high  quality  of  the  membership,  before  only  locally  known. 
Every  Camp  has  this  quality  and  in  its  existence  lies  the  hope  of  the  future 
of  the  organization.  The  generous,  high-spirited  youth  responding  to  the 
call  for  volunteers  in  1898  has  developed  into  an  equally  representative 
citizen  in  his  forties,  and  it  is  to  acquaint  the  membership  with  this  fact 
that  the  Picnic  finds  its  best  argument  for  wholehearted  support. 

It  is  proposed  to  initiate  a  class  of  recruits  brought  to  the  Picnic  by 
visiting  Camps.  To  the  one  bringing  the  largest  number  will  be  given  a 
prize.  Department  Commander  Hartmann  will  be  present,  and  other  talent 
will  be  secured  by  the  committee.  A  nominal  charge  will  be  levied  upon  the 
Comrades  attending,  to  cover  the  cost  of  coffee,  ice  cream,  etc.,  and  any 
surplus  will  be  turned  over  to  the  credit  of  the  next  picnic  in  1925. 

Let  Chairman  Chapin  know  to  what  extent  your  Camp  will  co-operate, 
estimating  the  number  you  think  will  come.  Two  Camps  will  certainly  be 
well  represented — Battle  Creek  and  Jackson — for  both  retain  too  strong  a 
memory  of  last  year's  success  to  miss  this  or  any  later  similar  gathering 
of  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  their  families.

4.  The  attention  of  Camp  officers  is  called  to  parts  3  and  4  of  O.  O. 
No.  1,  this  series,  regarding  semi-annual  reports  and  per  capita  tax.  Per 
capita  tax  is  paid  six  months  in  advance  on  number  of  members  in  good 
standing  on  the  last  day  of  preceding  six  months.  Reports  rendered  as  of 
July  Ist,  1924,  should  read  "for  the  six  months  ending  December  31st,  1924, 
therefore  department  per  capita  tax  must  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  40  cents 
per  annum,  or  20  cents  per  member  for  the  last  half  of  1924,  which  is  in 
accordance  by  an  enactment  of  the  21st  Department  Encampment,  (for 
authority  see  Par.  2,  G.  O.  No.  2,  Series  1923-24,  National  Headquarters,  dated 
Nov.  20th,  1923).  Camp  officers  who  have  not  forwarded  semi-annual  report 
together  with  per  capita  tax  for  the  last  half  of  1924,  should  do  so  without 
delay.  This  is  important,  as  delegates  elected  by  camps  failing  to  do  so  will 
not  be  entitled  to  a  seat  at  National  Encampment. 

INTEREST  IN  MEMBERSHIP 

5.  All  Officers  and  Comrades  are  urged  to  make  special  efforts  to  get 
suspended  members  back  into  the  fold.

1st,  Patriotic  Demonstration  of  the  General  Public;  2nd,  Test  Mobilization

LEGISLATION 

1.  Both  the  Knutson  and  Bursum  pension  bills  increasing  rate  of  pen- 
sion for  Spanish  War  Veterans,  their  widows  and  dependents,  have  failed 
during  the  last  session  of  Congress.  This  means  that  not  enough  pressure 
has  been  brought  to  bear  on  our  Representatives  in  Congress.  It  is  evident 
that  numerical  strength  is  required  to  force  recognition  along  this  line,  and 
we  should  now  begin  to  fully  organize  our  forces  so  that  we  shall  be  better 
prepared  to  battle  for  an  equal  adjustment  of  compensation  for  our  needy 
Comrades  during  the  coming  session  of  next  Congress.  We  must  continue 
to  bring  all  influence  possible  to  bear  on  our  Senators  and  Representatives 
urging  them  to  support  measures  that  the  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War 
period  receive  equal  treatment  with  veterans  of  other  war  periods.  This 
can  only  be  accomplished  by  best  possible  organization  and  co-operation. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

2.  Although  an  increase  In  membership  in  this  Department  is  noted 
during  the  last  year  it  is  not  what  it  should  be.  Some  time  ago  National 
Headquarters  mailed  to  all  Camp  Commanders  a  list  of  all  Spanish  War 
Veterans  who  are  beneficiaries  of  the  pension  legislation  which  this  organ! 
zation  has  secured.  Many  of  these  men  are  not  now  members  and  should 
naturally  have  an  interest  in  our  organization  and  should  be  more  than 
willing  to  Join  our  ranks  and  aid  us  in  the  great  work  we  are  undertaking. 
Officers  and  Comrades  of  Camps  should  start  immediately  to  try  and  per- 
suade the  eligible  to  join.  The  time  is  ripe  for  a  great  forward  movement 
for  the  purpose  of  binding  together  all  of  our  former  Comrades  in  the  per- 
formance of  those  duties  to  the  Government  which  we  undertook  when  we 
subscribed  to  the  obligation  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  Special 
efforts  should  be  made  to  get  suspended  members  back  into  the  fold. 

MUSTER  DAY 

3.  Pursuant  to  Section  8  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  Camps  will 
observe  Annual  Muster  Day  April  21,  commemorating  the  anniversary  of 
the  declaring  of  war  with  Spain.  Such  Camps  as  do  not  hold  meetings  on 
that  day  will  observe  the  event  on  the  meeting  night  held  nearest  to  April  21. 

ANNUAL  DEPARTMENT  ENCAMPMENT 

4.  The  Twenty-second  Annual  Department  Encampment  will  convene 
at  Port  Huron,  June  10,  11  and  12.  Headquarters  will  be  at  the  Harrington 
Hotel.  Election  of  delegates  to  convention  should  be  held  during  the  month 
of  May,  (see  Part  2,  Art.  11,  Section  84  and  85,  Rules  and  Regulations).

Invocation  by  Department  Chaplain,  Silas  Breitmayer, 

Department  Commander  Geo.  W.  Rogers: 

The  Twenty-third  Annual  Encampment  of  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veteran^  is  now  in  session. 

Comrades,  in  opening  the  convention  it  is  rulable  to  be  received  by 
one  of  the  city  officials.  We  are  all  proud  of  our  own  towns.  As  my  town 
I  reserve  the  privilege  of  talking  about  my  own  town.  We  are  going  to 
try  to  give  you-  every  entertainment  while  in  our  city.  We  have  a  wonder- 
ful city.  In  order  to  have  a  good  city  we  must  have  good  management. 
We  have  an  official  with  us  this  afternoon  who  is  our  City  Manager,  and 
I  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  at  this  time  our  City  Manager 
Mr.  Fred  Harris  of  the  City  of  Jackson. 

City  Manager  Fred  Harris: 

We,  the  people  of  Jackson  are  indeed  glad  and  proud  to  welcome 
you  here  today.  We  are  not  only  proud  to  welcome  you  personally,  but 
to  welcome  you  as  an  organization,  and  to  welcome  that  organization 
for  those  things,  those  policies  which  the  organization  stands  for.  It 
IS  only  by  continuation  of  such  organizations  that  the  spirit  which  has 
made  the  United  States  of  America  what  It  Is  today  can  be  carried  on  that 
our  country  may  grow  and  may  become  a  better  place  to  live.

Comrades,  there  is  considerable  work  con- 
nected with  arranging  for  a  convention  of  this  kind,  when  you  take  into 
consideration  the  number  of  organizations  and  the  facilities  ^e  have  in 
Jackson  at  the  present  time  for  taking  care  of  delegates — this  means 
a  great  deal  of  work.  In  order  to  get  this  work  done,  we  usually  look 
for  an  active  man,  a  big  man — Jackson  has  that  man — Captain  Sparks, 
the  head  of  the  Sparks  Withington  Company, — and  I  might  put  you  wise 
the  Captain  knows  how  to  manufacture  radios,  he  is  interested  in  several 
of  our  largest  enterprises  in  this  city,  and  last  but  not  least  he  is  Captain 
of  the  Elks  Drill  team — I  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you 
Captain  William  Sparks  of  Jaekson. 

Captain  Sparks: 

Fellows,  I  am  used  to  standing  behind  this  desk.  I  have  neveT  had  the 
pleasure — if  I  may  call  it  a  pleasure — of  taking  part  in  any  war,  al- 
though I  have  been  playing  at  it  for  many  years.  I  just  want  to  say 
this  to  you,  we  are  tickled  to  death  to  have  you  here  with  us  today.  I  am 
speaking  as  an  individual  and  as  an  Elk.  We  have  turned  over  our 
temple  here  to  you.  We  are  using  only  that  part  of  the  temple  where 
you  can  buy  cigars — we  have  even  closed  the  cafe — and  down  stairs  we 
are  bunking  the  Fife  and  Drum  Corps.  I  do  want  you  to  know  how  glad 
we  are  to  have  you  here.  If  we  have  done  anything  to  make  it  pleasant 
for  you  it  has  surely  been  a  labor  of  love.  George,  have  you  told  them 
about  tomorrow?  Fellows,  we  are  trying  to  pull  off  for  your  honor  a 
little  stunt  I  think  you  will  like.  Our  Memorial  Plaza — and  no  doubt 
you  have  all  seen  the  electric  fountain,  etc.  Tomorrow  the  parade  com- 
mences at  the  corner  of  Jackson  and  Michigan — the  corner  where  the 
Plaza  begins.  Each  of  your  organizations  will  be  brought  on  with  the 
band  playing  some  national  piece,  or  something  you  will  all  want  to 
hear.     Of  course,  we  won't  use   the  piece — "Hot  time  in  the  old  towc 
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tonight" — that  is  out,  but  I  have  told  them  to  play  something:  like  "Just 
break  the  news  to  Mother,"  or  something  in  the  line  of  a  march.  I  don't 
want  any  confusion.  I  almost  feel  that  it  is  sacred  ground.  We  have 
coming  as  our  guests  fourteen  foreign  consuls,  bringing  their  colors  with 
them.  A  man  dressed  as  a  native  of  the  country  whose  flag  he  carries, 
will  carry  the  colors  in  parade.  The  national  anthem  of  each  will  be 
played  as  they  come.  These  consuls  will  be  on  the  stand  with  Governor 
Groesbeck  and  his  staff.  Finale — "The  Star  and  Stripes."  Have  a  good 
time,  boys,  and  if  anyone  says  anything  to  you  get  In  touch  with  Captain 
and  we'll  throw  him  into  jail.

Department  Marshal: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  Mr.  Green  of  Ionia. 

Department  Commander: 

Comrades  at  this  time  I  am  going  to  call  on  our  Past  Commander-in- 
Chief  Henry  Busch  of  Detroit,  who  during  his  remarks  will  Introduce 
Comrade  Green. 

Comrade   Busch: 

Comrades,  it  sure  is  good  to  meet  again  the  comrades  of  '98  and  it 
is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  be  thus  honored  by  the  Department  Commander  in 
asking  me  to  introduce  to  you  the  next  speaker.  In  1898  the  first  organ- 
ization to  leave  Michigan  was  the  31st  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry-  it 
was  the  last  regiment  to  return.  Included  in  the  tw<^lve  companies  that 
composed  that  organization  was  the  Company  from  Ypsllantl,  Michigan, 
and  in  the  roster  of  that  company  was  a  name  of  a  lieutenant  who  served 
throughout  the  service  of  that  regiment.  I  remember  him  as  an  ofllc<'r, 
but  best  of  all  as  a  soldier  and  friend  of  the  soldier.  Particularly  was  he 
idolized  by  the  enlisted  man  and  there  never  was  a  case  when  a  man  was 
in  trouble,  particularly  If  he  happened  to  be  ordered  up  before  some  of 
the  summary  courts  or  was  face  to  face  with  Court-martial,  but  what 
he  thought  the  only  man  In  the  entire  regiment  who  could  possibly  help 
or  save  him  would  be  Fred  W.  Green.  To  this  day  I  know  that  most  of 
those  boys  hold  him  in  high  regard,  and  I  know  that  It  Is  a  great  pleasure 
to  most  of  us  to  have  him  here  today.  I  take  great  pleasure  in  Introduc- 
ing to  you  former  Lieutenant,  and  later  on,  Inspector  General  Fred  W. 
Green,  of  Ionia. 

Comrade  Green: 

Comrades,  the  speaker  has  alluded  to  the  fact  that  it  was  my  duty 
when  men  in  the  army  got  into  trouble — of  course,  none  of  you  ever  did, 
but  in  the  31st  there  were  men  who  overstepped  and  looked  on  wine  a 
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little  longer  perhaps  than  they  should,  and  out  of  that  came  to  me  the 
strangest  experience  I  think  I  ever  had  in  my  life.  I  have  defended  more 
men  than  I  would  want  to  tell  you  about,  it  runs  into  such  big  figures.  I 
was  made  Judge  Advocate — that  is  close  to  Prosecuting  Attorney — and 
then  came  the  experience.  I  had  a  man  I  took  before  the  Court-martial 
— he  didn't  ask  for  anyone  to  defend  him.  I  got  both  sides  of  the 
case  and  I  did  It  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  authorities  and  the  satisfaction 
of  the  man,  I  have  never  had  a  contested  case.  We  had  a  murder  case  at 
one  time.  It  has  always  been  a  great  satisfaction  to  me.  I  like  to  be  with 
you  men  because  so  many  of  you  are  personal  friends.  I  look  on  the 
members  of  the  31st  Michigan  as  being  friends  of  mine.  As  you  know 
I  am  engaged  In  a  contest  at  this  time.  I  am  not  going  to  bring  It  to 
you  today.  I  am  Interested  with  you  in  the  subject  of  Government — of 
good  Government — I  hope  you  will  take  sides,  not  personally,  men,  but 
study  Into  the  sides,  familiarize  yourselves  with  It  as  a  part  of  good 
citizenship.  There  is  no  way  In  which  you  could  be  of  more  service  to 
your  country  than  by  taking  an  active  part  in  Government.  The  Govern- 
ment of  our  country  today  Is  right  up  to  you  men,  as  Individuals.  If  the 
country  Is  to  grow  and  develop  and  be  as  we  want  it  to  be,  you  must 
take  an  active  and  not  a  paclflstic  part  In  It.  I  deeply  appreciate  the  honor 
of  having  been  called  here  today. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Comrades,  I  have  just  a  few  don'ts  to  mention.  One  of  the  things  we 
have  been  cautioned  about  being  very  careful  of,  is  dropping  lighted 
matches  or  cigars  on  the  rugs  for  fear  of  fire.  Another  thing  I  want  to 
mention  at  this  time,  is  In  connection  with  one  of  our  good  comrades  of 
the  City  of  Jackson,  who  passed  on  night  before  last.  His  funeral  will 
be  conducted  from  the  Masonic  Temple  at  2:30  PYlday  and  I  would  like 
as  many  to  be  present  as  possible.  I  speak  of  our  comrade  George 
Adams,  former  31st  Michigan  man.  There  Is  nothing  else  at  this  time  so 
we  will  proceed  with  the  meeting.

Department  Commander: 

Comrades,  the  comrade  who  was  last  escorted  to  this  station  needs 
no  introduction,  but  we  have  a  department  officer,  Junior  Vice  Commander 
Kenning,  who,  during  his  remarks,  will  introduce  to  you  Comrade  Harry 
Jackson. 

Comrade  Henning: 

This  is  a  surprise  to  me,  comrades,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  introduce 
to  you  a  comrade  of  Detroit  Camp.  There  was  a  time  when  Harry  was 
on  duty  on  Woodward  Avenue  watching  for  speeders  and  violators  of 
other  things,  that  I  first  became  acquainted  with  him — not  because  I  was 
speeding  or  anything,  but  by  the  military  bearing  that  he  always  carried 
when  he  was  telling  you  something.  He  was  rather  blunt  about  it  when 
he  did  tell  you — didn't  make  any  speech,  but  he  told  you  plainly  what  to 
do,  and  usually  you  did  it.  He  graduated  from  that  stand  to  a  Sergeant, 
then  Lieutenant  and  finally  to  become  an  inspector  and  placed  In  charge 
of  the  traffic  division,  and  as  all  Spanish  War  Veterans  do,  he  made  good. 
The  executive  of  the  State  saw  the  ability  in  him  and  promoted  him,  not 
because  he  had  been  a  Spanish  War  Veteran  or  that  he  had  watched 
Woodward  Avenue  crossing  as  he  did,  but  he  needed  a  man  in  Jackson  to 
watch  over  the  prisoners,  who  no  doubt  Harry  had  something  to  do  with 
sending  some  of  them  here,  and  because  his  name  was  Jackson  they  sent 
him  to  Jackson.  He  is  at  Jackson  now,  and  I  take  great  pleasure  In 
calling  upon  Comrade  Harry  Jackson  for  a  few  remarks  to  us. 
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Comrade  Harry  Jackson: 

Department  Commander,  Officers  of  the  Organization  and  Comrades 
of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  you  understood  Comrade  Henning  to  say 
that  it  was  a  surprise  to  him  to  be  called  upon — it's  a  shock  to  me,  I 
had  no  Idea  of  coming  here  to  talk  with  you  today.  A  couple  of  my 
friends  from  Detroit  came  to  the  prison  this  morning  and  I  have  been 
endeavoring  for  the  last  three  hours  to  get  them  away  from  the  place. 
I  don't  know  how  long  your  meeting  has  been  in  session,  nor  just  who 
the  speakers  have  been;  however,  I  just  asked  someone  who  the  preced- 
ing speaker  was  and  he  told  me  the  gentleman's  name  was  Mr.  Green,  a 
candidate  for  Governor.  I  am  not  running  for  any  office.  I  have  been 
sent  to  the  State  Prison,  and  I  don't  know  how  long  I  will  be  there. 
According  to  the  way  they  penalize  I  shouldn't  be  surprised  if  they  kept 
me  there  quite  awhile.  I  want  to  say  if  you  have  an  opportunity  to  come 
and  pay  us  a  visit  I  shall  be  glad  to  have  you  and  will  give  you  every 
assurance  we  will  try  to  let  you  go  ,when  you  wish.  We  have  planned  to 
have  you  register  there.  A  few  of  the  inmates  have  consented  to  put  on 
a  show  for  you.  Afterwards,  we  will  pass  through  the  prison  and  give 
you  an  opportunity — those  of  you  who  have  not  seen  it — to  see  what  it 
consists  of.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  know  that  this  city  had  been  selected 
for  this  convention  and  the  folks  here  in  Jackson  have  been  looking  for- 
ward to  your  coming.  I  want  to  assure  you  that  the  community  is  inter- 
ested and  have  made  every  effort  to  show  their  interest  by  doing  what 
they  have  done — putting  up  flags  and  bunting,  etc.,  to  show  their  respect 
to  men  who  have  been  in  the  service.  Captain  Sparks  especially  has  been 
interested,  as  well  as  many  other  prominent  citizens  in  doing  all  they 
could  do  to  make  your  visit  here  during  these  few  days  pleasant.^  As  the 
town  is — I  was  going  to  say  wide  open — I  will  say  it  is  open  to  greet 
you,  and  I  think  you  will  all  have  a  very  enjoyable  time.  Anything  we 
can  do  at  the  present  to  make  your  visit  pleasant,  please  call  on  us.  I 
think  that  is  all  the  remarks  I  can  make.  If  Herman  Blndner  Is  In  the 
room — If  he  comes  to  the  prison  he  had  better  have  a  body  guard,  be- 
cause some  of  the  men  there.  If  he  comes  to  the  prison,  will  keep  him 
there.

Time  and  space  will  not  allow  me  to  cover  everything  in  detail  which 
has  transpired,  so  I  will  touch  on  some  of  the  topics,  and  the  work  done 
and  visits  made  which  I  believe  will  be  of  Interest  to  you. 

First,  I  will  state  where  I  have  been,  then  It  will  be  easier  to  tell 
you  what  I  have  done. 

My  first  duty  as  Department  Commander  was  to  make  a  trip  to  De- 
troit In  the  interest  of  a  sick  Comrade  and  to  secure  hospitalization  for 
him,  this  was  accomplished;  and  In  the  evening  I  made  a  visit  to  Plngree 
Camp,  this  was  under  date  of  July  9th.

Sunday,  August  16th,  I  attended  a  Picnic  at  Pleasant  Lake  sponsored 
by  Sanford  Hunt  Camp  No.  19. 

Sunday,  August  23d,  I  attended  a  picnic  of  the  Lansing  Camp  held  at 
Park  Lake. 

Sunday,  August  30th,  found  me  still  picnicking  with  the  Grand  Rapids 
Camp,  I  also  attended  a  picnic  of  the  Flint  Camp — Date  forgotten. 

On  September  3d  I  visited  Detroit  Camp  No.  10,  and  on  Septeml>er  5th 
I  was  at  the  American  Legion  Convention  held  In  the  City  of  Bay  City. 

On  September  17th  I  was  entertained  by  Henry  M.  Duffield  Camp  No  9, 
in  the  City  of  Detroit. 

Thursday,  September  24th,  I  left  the  City  of  Detroit  for  our  National 
Convention  which  was  held  In  St.  Petersburg,  Florida.  This  convention 
lasted  until  October  1st,  and  right  here  I  wish  to  say  that  I  think  the 
Michigan  Delegation  used  rare  judgment  in  supporting  Carml  A.  Thomp- 
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son  who  was  elected  Commander-in-Chief,  as  I  shall  always  feel  that  he  is 
the  one  man  who  could  accomplish  what  has  been  accomplished  for  our 
organization  in  the  way  of  Pension  Legislation. 

On  Saturday.  October  17th,  I  paid  a  visit  to  David  L.  Kimball  Camp

On  December  3d  I  visited  the  I^anslng  Camp  and  Auxiliary,  and  again 
visited  the  Grand  Rapids  Camp  on  December  17th,  when  another  large 
class  of  recruits  were  mustered  in.

January  8th  I  Installed  the  Officers  of  Sanford  Hunt  Camp  No.   19. 

January  13th  I  Installed  the  Officers  of  Ben  E.  Rolph  Camp  at  Cold- 
water. 

January  16th  I  Installed  the  Officers  of  John  C.  Durst  Camp  No.  40, 
Lansing. 

January  21st  I  Installed  the  Officers  of  H.  M.  Duffleld  Camp  No.  9, 
Detroit. 

February  14th  I  visited  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Grand  Rapids. 

February  15th  I  visited  J.  C.  Brown  Camp  No.  31,  Big  Rapids. 

February  16th  I  visited  Hannah  Camp  No.  23,  Traverse  City. 

February  17th  I  visited  Wm.  Salisbury  Camp  No.  52,  Scottville. 

February  18th  I  visited  Colonel  John  R.  Bennett  Camp  No.  41,  at 
Muskegon. 

February  19th  I  visited  Holland  Camp  No.  38,  Holland. 
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February  20  I  visited  F.  G.  Seabri^jht  Camp  No.  46,  Allegan. 

March  5th  I  visited  Richard  Westnedge  Camp  No.  16.  Kalumuzoo. 

March  17th  I  visited  Frederick  Funston  Camp,  Battle  Creek. 

On  Saturday,  April  3d,  I  was  taken  to  the  hospital  which  deprived 
me  of  making  a  trip  through  the  eastern  part  of  the  State,  and  I  am  very 
soro'  to  say  that  my  health  kept  me  from  visiting  Comrades  located  in 
these  various  Camps. 

On  Saturday,  April  24th,  n\y  health  again  permitted  me  to  participate 
in  the  exercises  held  in  Grand  Rapids  in  memory  of  the  leaving  of  the 
Michigan  Troops  for  the  front  in  1898. 

May  22d  I  attended  a  farewell  dinner  given  in  honor  of  our  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Carmi  A.  Thompson,  in  the  City  of  Cleveland. 

On  Saturday  evening.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  mustering  In  the  larg<»8t 
class  of  recruits  I  have  ever  seen,  there  being  sixty-nine  In  number,  they 
being  assigned  to  the  three  Detroit  Camps  and  secured  by  tliesr  three 
Camps  during  a  membership  drive  which  was  won  by  Detroit  Camp  No.  10, 
making  Detroit  Camp   the  largest   In   the  State  at   present. 

In  this  report  at  this  time  I  wish  to  convey  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Department  of  Michigan,  the  sincere  thanks  of  our  beloved  Commander- 
in-Chief  for  your  efforts  In  helping  him  to  secure  the  new  Pension  Hill 
which  took  effect  June  1st,  1926. 

This  new  Pension  Bill  will  be  the  biggest  help  to  our  Veterans  of  any- 
thing since  our  leaving  the  service,  and  recognizes  our  service  as  being  on 
a  par  with  the  services  of  the  veterans  of  other  Wars. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The  greatest  gain  In  membership  has  been  shown  during  the  last 
year  of  any  time  since  our  organization  was  founded.  This  applies  to 
individual  members,  not  Institution  of  Camps — and  with  Camp  Offlcera 
working  as  they  are  doing  at  present,  means  that  Michigan  will  soon  be 
nearly   100  per  cent  organized. 

BADGES   FOR    PAST   DEPARTMENT   COMMANDERS 

The  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  this  Department  are  now  ready 
to  present  all  Past  Department  Commanders  with  a  Past  Department 
Commander's  badge,  recognizing  the  service  they  have  rendered  the  organ- 
ization in  the  past,  and  again,  please  accept  the  sincere  thanks  of  your 
Department  Commander  for  your  efforts  In  making  this  possible  at  this 
time. 
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GIFT   OF    LAND   HY   THE   STATE 

This  I  trust  win  be  very  beneficial  to  our  organization,  and  I  sin- 
cerely hope  will  be  placed  In  charge  of  the  proper  persons  so  that  no 
partiality  shall  be  shown  to  any  one  Individual,  but  that  all  veterans 
shall  be  treated  alike.

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Senior  Vice  Com- 
mander for  the  years  1925  and   1926. 
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In  my  last  report  as  Junior  Vice  Commander  to  the  Department  I 
referred  to  the  possible  organization  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  at 
Manistique,  Michigan.  I  have  urged  by  correspondence  and  one  visit  to 
that  city  since  that  time  this  organization,  and  tried  to  enthuse  the 
Veterans  there  to  apply  for  a  charter,  however,  up  to  the  present  time 
I  have  not  succeeded;  but  I  certainly  will  not  let  them  forget  the  duty 
they  owe  to  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  the  necessity  for  their  having 
a  camp  in  that  prosperous  little  city. 

On  July  16th  I  visited  Scottville  where  I  met  Commander  Hogers 
and  aided  the  Department  Commander  in  mustering  in  a  Camp  there. 

November  13th  I  visited  the  City  of  Jackson,  met  with  the  Comrades 
and  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  that  city  and  a  large  number  of  visitors  from 
Detroit,  Grand  Rapids,  Lansing  and  other  places.

I  personally  know  that  Department  Commander  George  W.  Rogers 
has  made  many  trips  throughout  Michigan  for  which  he  has  not  pre- 
sented a  bill  of  expense,  and  on  these  trips  he  lost  his  pay,  and  never  had 
any  opportunity  of  being  reimbursed  for  that.  I  also  know  that  this  is 
a  surprise  to  Department  Commander  Rogers  as  this  matter  was  only 
discussed  this  morning  after  2:00  p.  m.  while  in  the  hotel.  We  talked 
of  many  things  and  this  was  one  of  the  things  discussed — the  result  is 
the  motion  which  was  just  made.     I  heartily  support  this  motion. 

Department  Sr.  Vice  Commander: 

Comrades,  you  have  heard  the  motion  of  Comrade  Henning  supported 
by  Comrade  Rattray,  that  the  amount  of  $100  be  paid  to  the  Department 
Commander,  George  W.  Rogers,  to  reimburse  him  for  part  of  the  expense 
which  he  has  incurred  in  traveling  throughout  the  State  in  the  interests 
of  this  organization.

I  always  like  to  be  conservative.  I  don't  believe  that  we  should 
make  a  spendthrift  out  of  a  Department  Commander;  and  I  don't  believe 
the  Department  Commander  should  have  to  go  down  in  his  pocket  and 
pay  his  own  expenses.  It  is  true  all  the  interests  of  a  trust  fund  should 
KO  to  the  Department  Commander  for  his  expenses  during  his  adminis- 
tration.

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Commander  Rogers: 

We  have  with  us  Comrade  Oliver  of  Grand  Rapids  who  at  this  time 
has  a  few  words  to  say  to  the  Convention. 

Comrade  Oliver: 

The  old  saying  Is  to  strike  the  Iron  while  it  is  hot.  I  want  to  say  a 
few  words  for  our  Commander-in-Chief  for  the  wonderful  work  he  has 
done  in  having  the  Legislature  pass  the  increase  of  Pension  for  widows 
and  orphans,  and  as  I  said  before,  it  is  about  the  best  time  to  strike  while 
the  Iron  Is  hot,  and  I  think  It  Is  no  more  than  proper  that  we  should 
recognize  the  good  work  he  has  done  for  us.  I  received  a  letter  from  the 
Adjutant  General's  Headquarters  asking  us  what  the  strength  of  our 
organization  was,  (pardon  me  a  moment)  I  can  pretty  nearly  give  you 
the  exact  number  in  our  organization.  In  the  last  records  there  were 
sixty-five  thousand  members  in  good  standing,  belonging  to  our  organiza- 
tion. One  hundred  and  seventeen  thousand  on  the  pension  list;  so  you 
can  see  that  there  is  more  outside  than  we  have  with  us,  and  those  out- 
side should  be  with  us.  I  want  to  say  at  this  time,  Comrades,  we  should 
recognize  the  good  work  he  has  done  for  us  and  I  have  it  in  mind  that 
we  might,  not  as  the  State  of  Michigan,  but  as  the  whole  Union — every 
Camp  throughout  the  Union,  contribute  a  little  towards  buying  him  a 
jewel.  I  have  the  figures,  and  to  assess  each  and  every  man  of  the  organ- 
ization twenty-five  cents, — that  would  be  too  much — more  than  we  would 
need.  That  would  bring  It  to  $65,000.  I  have  cut  that  down  more  than 
half,  bringing  it  to  ten  cents,  and  that  would  bring  it  to  $6,000.  I  had 
the  figures,  but  have  left  them  in  my  other  coat  pocket.  The  way  I  had 
thought  we  should  do,  would  be  for  our  Department  Commander  to  get 
In  touch  with  eveiy  Department  In  the  Union  and  have  the  Camps  for- 
ward ten  cents  for  every  member  of  that  Camp — the  members  to  pay  that 
ten  cents  back.  I  know  if  they  were  all  here  they  would  all  say  yes.  I 
have  had  this  in  mind.  Comrades,  for  the  last  seven  or  eight  weeks.  I 
think  it  is  no  more  than  proper  that  we  should  do  something  for  the 
Commander-in-Chief.  Before  I  put  this  to  a  vote  I  would  like  to  hear  a 
few  words  from  some  of  you,  but  I  don't  think  there  is  anything  more 
appropriate  we  could  get  for  him  than  this  jewel  coming  from  every 
member  of  this  Organization. 

Comrade  Burkart,  Camp  No.  32: 

Reporting  back  for  the  Auxiliary.  They  have  acknowledged  with 
thanks  our  invitation  and  will  be  pleased  to  be  with  us  this  evening. 

Comrade  Oliver  (resuming): 

Has  anyone  any  suggestions  to  make.  I  want  to  put  as  a  motion  that 
Department  Commander  Rogers  send  all  of  our  Senior  Department  Com- 
manders a  letter  to  get  in  touch  with  every  Department  in  the  Union  and 
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tell  them  what  we  contemplate  doing.  I  am  more  than  sure  that  the 
money  from  every  Camp  will  be  forwarded  right  back.  I  would  suggest — 
I  know  I  am  out  of  order — but  I  would  suggest  two  names  to  go  on  that 
Committee — two  live  wires — men  whom  we  all  know  have  worked — two 
Comrades  like  Comrades  Busch  and  Kllstrom.  I  put  that  as  a  motion 
that  our  Department  Commander  get  In  touch  with  every  Department  and 
tell  them  whr.t  we  contemplate  doing,  and  I  know  that  our  Commander- 
in-Chief — when  he  receives  our  gift  and  knows  that  It  Is  from  every  De- 
partment and  every  member  of  our  Organization,  will  receive  It  with  tears 
In  his  eyes. 

Comrade  Payne,  Ross  Granger  Camp  No.  7: 
I  support  that  motion. 

Commander  Rogers: 

You  have  all  heard  the  motion  made  by  Comrade  Oliver  and  supported 
by  our  Comrade  Payne,  are  there  any  remarks? 

Comrade  Oliver: 

This  motion  Is  going  through  so  as  to  make  every  .Individual  Depart- 
ment In  the  Union, — so  that  every  member  will  have  a  chance  to  con- 
tribute his  ten  cents  toward  this  jewel.  We  could  do  It  alone,  but  we 
want  every  Comrade  to  be  given  a  chance  to  contribute  his  ten  cents  to- 
wards buying  this  jewel. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Past  Department  Commander  Barrett  kindly  take  your  seat  on  this 
platform. 

Commander  Rogers: 

You  have  heard  the  suggestion  offered  by  our  good  Comrade  Oliver, 
which  has  been  supported — are  there  any  further  remarks? 

Comrade  Kllstrom: 

I  appreciate  the  remarks  of  Comrade  Oliver.  The  Commander-in- 
Chief  has  received  presents  from  all  over  the  United  States  In  the  shape 
of  buttons  and  pins  with  diamonds  In,  he  Is  not  entitled  to  any  jewel  until 
he  completes  the  term  of  his  ofRce;  then  the  National  Encampment  will 
give  hlra  the  best  jewel  which  is  in  vogue  at  that  time.  We  cannot  buy 
for  him,  nor  present  him  with  a  jewel — we  have  no  right  to  do  such  a 
thing.  This  insignia  does  not  belong  to  the  individual,  it  belongs  to  the 
Organization;  so  that  when  a  jewel  is  purchased  and  given  to  him  on 
completion  of  his  term  of  office,  that  is  all  that  he  can  have.  I  know 
that  Comrade  Oliver  wants  to  show   his  appreciation,   but  the  National 
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Organization  regulates  that  and  of  course  it  should  be  so,  because  all 
Comraanders-in-Chlef,  past  and  pr^'s^nt  have  done  their  bit  towards  help- 
ing us  in  both  National  and  local  I.egislation,  and  while  it  has  been  very 
hard  we  have  gradually  ground  away  and  may  have  succeeded  in  accom- 
plishing something.  So  really  that  suggestion,  if  it  is  not  a  motion  is 
out  of  order.  Remembering  always  Comrades,  that  the  honor  does  not 
belong  to  you,  it  belongs  to  the  Organization. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Any  further  remarks?  Comrades,  you  have  all  heard  that  motion  as 
made  by  Comrade  Oliver,  and  the  support  as  given,  all  in  favor  signify 
by  raising  their  right  hands — contrary  the  same.     The  motion  is  defeated. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Comrades,  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  Post  is  not  a  political 
organization.  It  has  been  requested  that  green  handkerchiefs  be  given 
out  to  the  members  of  this  organization,  and  this  request  has  been  re- 
fused by  your  Department  Commander.  All  Comrades  who  desire  to 
wear  the  green  handkerchiefs  have  my  permission  to  do  so.  As  I  said 
before,  this  is  not  a  political  organization,  we  are  here  for  other  business. 

About  six  o'clock  this  evening,  or  as  near  that  time  as  possible,  there 
will  be  a  dinner  given  by  the  local  Auxiliary  for  the  Comrades  and  the 
Auxiliary  of  the  Department  of  Michigan  at  the  Congregational  Church. 
A  charge  of  seventy-five  cents  per  plate  will  be  made.  The  local  Auxiliary 
have  been  raising  funds  for  some  time  for  the  entertainment  of  those 
attending  this  Encampment.  It  is  hoped  that  as  many  as  possible  will 
partake  of  this  dinner,  where  they  will  have  to  buy  their  dinner  anyway, 
and  show  their  Interest  in  the  organization.  Provision  has  been  made  for 
three  hundred  persons.  I  trust  that  all  of  those-  who  are  buying  their 
dinners — unfortunately  your  Department  Commander  is  invited  out — but 
I  would  like  t)  soe  a  good  attendance  at  this  dinner  with  the  Ladies  of 
the  Auxiliary  at  the  Congregational  Church  at  6:15— corner  of  Jackson 
and  West  Michigan  Avenue. 

As  you  all  heard  a  few  minutes  ago,  an  invitation  has  been  extended 
to  our  Auxiliary  to  attend  the  big  Muster-in  service  at  the  Administration 
building  at  the  fairgrounds,  which  was  accepted.  Thi^  entertainment  will 
be  opened  by  the  Jackson  Male  Chorus,  followed  by  the  big  Muster-in 
by  the  Grand  Rapids  team  or  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Rapids  Camp. 
Following  this  there  will  be  presentation  of  Past  Commanders  jewels 
and  then  all  of  you  young  fellows  who  desire  to  trip  the  light  fantastic 
toe  and  do  the  Charleston  will  have  a  chance  to  show  what  you  can  do. 
Is  there  anything  further? 

Comrade  Hunter,  Camp  No.   46: 

Department  Commander,  In  regard  to  the  woman  in  California  about 
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whom  I  wrote  you  some  time  ago.  Comrades.  I  had  a  request  from  a 
Spanish  War  widow  of  Los  Angeles,  California,  for  funds  to  bring  her  back 
to  Allegan,  Michigan.  She  married  a  Spanish  War  soldier  in  Illinois  and 
later  went  to  California.  The  man  was  sick  in  the  liospital  for  two  years 
and  at  the  time  she  buried  him  there  was  $(>00  left.  She  was  taken  sick 
herself  and  was  ill  for  some  time.  It  would  take  $86  to  bring  that 
woman  back  to  Michigan.  She  is  not  going  to  be  an  object  of  charity 
when  she  gets  back,  because  a  girlhood  friend  has  offered  her  a  home. 
I  would'like  to  bring  this  matter  before  this  Convention.  All  1  ask  is  (hat 
the  members  of  the  Department  all  donate  whatever  they  see  fit  to  this 
worthy  cause — you  will  be  given  credit  for  every  dollar  and  every  penny 
you  send  in.  If  there  is  any  more  received  for  this  cause  than  is  necessary 
it  will  be  sent  to  any  charity  designated. 

Comrade  Alex  Carpe,  Camp  No.  19: 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  only  one  case.  We  are  going  to  have 
others  the  same  way.  We  can  take  care  of  this  one  by  passing  the  hat 
around — 

Commander  Rogers: 

The  motion  has  not  yet  been  sui)ported  and  until  such  time  I  will  ask 
you  to  respond. 

The  motion  is  that  funds  be  contributed  to  bring  this  widow  from 
California  to  Allegan,  Michigan. 

Comrade  Williams,  Saginaw  Camp  No.   24: 
I  support  the  motion. 

Commander    Rogers: 

It  has  been  moved  and  supi)orted  that  this  Department  furnish  funds 
to  convey  this  widow  of  our  Comrade  from  California  to  Allegan,  Michigan. 

Comrade  Burkart,  Camp  No.  31: 

While  I  am  absolutely  in  favor  of  doing  anything  in  the  way  of 
charity,  I  think  you  are  establishing  a  dangerous  precedent,  if  you  adopt 
this  resolution.  Personally,  I  would  rather  go  down  in  our  pockets  rather 
than  have  it  come  out  of  the  Department.  I  will  illustrate — A  number  of 
years  ago  in  a  town  where  I  lived,  a  man  lost  a  horse.  A  little  group 
gathered  around  and  were  deploring  the  loss  of  the  horse,  when  another 
man  came  along  and  asked  what  was  the  matter,  and  they  told  him  the 
man  had  lost  a  horse  and  they  were  so  sorry  for  him,  the  man  said:  "so 
am  I,  I'm  sorry  ten  dollars  worth,"  and  that's  the  way  in  this  case.  I  say 
let  it  be  a  hat  to  hat  subscription,  I  will  start  it  with  one  dollar. 
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Comrade  Quackenbush,  Camp  No.  7: 

I  understand,  Comrades,  the  suggestion  was  for  voluntary  contribu- 
tions and  not  to  come  from  the  Department.  I  am  in  favor  of  voluntary 
contributions  for  any  needy  cases. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Comrades,  you  have  all  heard  the  motion,  what  is  your  pleasure? 

Comrade  Luttington,  Camp  No.  9,  Los  Angeles,  Cal.: 

I  merely  want  to  say  that  we  have  a  large  Camp  and  a  Soldier's 
Home  in  i.«os  Angeles,  and  I  am  wondering  why  this  matter  has  not  been 
attended  to  out  there.  I  would  suggest  that  you  work  with  the  Post  in 
our  city  and  see  what  they  have  done.  We  look  after  such  things  as  these 
very  thoroughly  out  there,  and  If  there  is  anything  I  can  do  to  be  of 
assistance  I  will  gladly  do  so. 

Department  Commander: 

We  thank  you  Comrade  Luttington. 

Comrade  Andrews,  Camp  No.  22: 

I  think  the  question  is  out  of  order  and  should  not  be  brought  before 
this  Convention. 

Department  Commander: 

Comrades,  the  motion  as  I  understand  it  from  our  Department  Judge 
Advocate  is  out  of  order,  and  I  therefore  rule  the  same. 

Department  Commander: 

I  will  now  call  on  Comrade  Payne  who  has  something  to  say  to  this 
organization. 

Comrade  Payne: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades — In  accordance  with  the  reso- 
lution that  you  passed  yesterday,  appointing  a  Committee  to  take  under 
consideration  the  deed  which  has  been  given  by  the  Conservation  Depart- 
ment to  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  Department  of  Michigan, 
and  the  appointment  of  that  Committee  which  consisted  of  myself,  Judge 
Chapman  of  Saulte  Ste.  Marie,  and  Judge  Andrews,  our  Judge  Advocate. 
We  went  into  session  and  have  given  the  matter  very  careful  considera- 
tion. I  presume  during  my  absence  yesterday,  that  it  was  explained  to 
this  Department,  the  securing  for  the  United  Spanish  War  Veteran  of  this 
State,  or  rather,  perhaps  of  the  Department  wherever  they  may  be  located, 
a  piece  of  land  that  might  be  of  some  useful  purpose  to  the  members  of 
the  Department.     Several  months  ago.  Comrade  John  Ireland  of  Detroit 
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conceived  this  idea,  and  after  several  conferences  with  Comrades  of  his 
in  Detroit,  he  went  to  the  Governor  of  this  State,  and  asked  the  Governor 
if  it  would  be  possible  to  get  some  land  on  Higgins  I^ake — the  American 
Legion  having  already  secured  some  land  on  the  lake.  The  Governor 
said  he  would  do  all  he  possibly  could  to  give  us  some  land  on  the  lake. 
The  Committee  waited  upon  the  Governor,  and  upon  the  Conservation 
Department  and  the  result  was  that  we  secured  a  quit-claim  deed  to  962 
acres  of  land  which  has  been  platted  by  the  Engineering  Department  of 
the  State  and  that  deed  was  handed  to  us  yesterday.  It  is  not  a  lease. 
Upon  my  examination  of  the  deed  I  find  that  it  is  an  absolute  deed  to  the 
Department.  In  other  words,  we  become  the  absolute  owners  of  that  land, 
to  do  with  as  we  desire.  There  are  no  reservations  in  the  deed.  The 
deed  provides,  like  any  other  deed,  we  can  assign  it  or  give  it  away  if  we 
so  desire.  I  want  to  say  that  to  administer  these  lands,  and  to  formulate 
the  proper  plans  it  probably  will  take  the  trustees  several  months  in 
order  to  formulate  the  plans  upon  which  this  land  will  be  of  some  use  to 
this  Department.  In  all  probability  it  will  be  one  year  from  today,  or  at 
the  next  Encampment,  before  a  formal  report  can  be  made  to  this  Depart- 
ment as  to  the  manner  of  the  administration  of  these  lands.  However,  I 
can  say  to  you  now  that  every  individual  Comrade,  who  is  a  qualified 
member  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  will  be  treated  equally 
and  on  the  same  footing  as  every  other  man.  The  humblest  member  of 
this  organization  will  have  equal  rights —  there  will  be  no  favoritism  in 
any  one  receiving  any  individual  rights  for  the  purpose  of  enjoyment  of 
this  wonderful  gift  Your  Committee  is  thoroughly  satisfied.  One  of 
the  problems  confronting  us  was  the  number  of  trustees  and  we  have 
decided  that  it  would  be  wise  to  have  a  small  number  of  trustees  because 
of  the  necessity  of  being  able  to  get  together  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  session.  Therefore,  Comrade  Commander,  I  have  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  I  desire  to  offer: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  Depart- 
ment of  Michigan,  accept  the  deed  for  the  land  grant,  situated  on  Hig- 
gins Lake,  that  a  Board  of  Trustees  be  appointed  to  administer  the  lands, 
— that  the  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  five  (5),  that  the  Department 
Commander  be  an  ex-officlo  member  at  the  session, — that  the  term  shall 
be  three  (3)  years — that  the  present  Department  Commander  shall  be  an 
ex-oflBcio  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Comrade  Department  Commander,  I  move  the  adoption  of  this  reso- 
lution. 

Comrade  Henning,  Camp  No.  9: 

I  will  support  that  resolution. 
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Comrade  Busch,  Camp  No.  9: 

Would  not  a  resolution  to  accept  the  gift — 

Comrade  Payne  (interrupting): 
That  is  included. 

Comrade  Busch: 

I  wish  to  ask  why  cannot  the  Trust  Fund  Committee  administer 
this?     Could  they  not  handle  this  matter  also? 

Comrade  Payne: 

We  believe  it  would  be  better  to  have  a  distinct  Trust  Committee 
Board  to  handle  this  matter  alone,  who  will  be  responsible  for  this  and 
nothing  else. 

Commander   Rogers: 

Any  further  remarks? 

Again  Comrades,  you  have  heard  the  resolutions  that  we  accept  this 
gift  from  the  State,  also  that  this  Chair  appoint  a  Committee  to  act  as 
Trustees  for  the  term  of  three  years — are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

All  in  favor  signify  by  the  usual  sign, — contrary  the  same. 

The  motion  is  carried. 

Comrade  Payne: 

Department  Commander,  I  have  another  resolution  to  offer,  and  it  is 
this: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  we,  The  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the 
Department  of  Michigan,  thank  Governor  Alex  Groesbeck  for  his  assist- 
ance in  granting  the  deed  of  land  by  the  State  of  Michigan  to  us. 

I  move  the  adoption  of  this  resolution. 

Comrade  McRay,  Camp  No.  10: 
I  support  the  motion. 
Motion  is  carried. 

Comrade  Starkey,  Camp  No.   10,  Detroit: 

I  move  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  Comrade  Ireland  for  the  time 
and  labor  he  has  given  in  connection  with  the  gift  from  the  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Michigan. 

Comrade  Charles  Chapman,  Camp  No.   34: 
Supports  motion. 
Motion  is  carried. 
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Commander  Rogers: 

As  the  authority  has  been  placed  in  me  as  Department  Commander,  I 
will  at  this  time  name  five  (5)  men  to  act  as  Trustees  for  the  period  of 
three  (3)  years,  these  names  being  as  follows: 

Chairman — Past  Department  Commander,  Comrade  Thos.  Payne, 
Honorable  Charles  L.  Bartlett,  the  next  on  this  Committee,  the  man  who 
supported  the  move,  John  Ireland,  the  next  on  this  Committee  is  a  Com- 
rade who  is  very  active  and  whose  position  takes  him  all  over  the  State 
continuously,  and  that  is  Past  Department  Commander  Charles  Ravens. 
The  next  on  this  Committee,  whom  I  wish  to  name  at  this  time  is  your 
humble  servant,  George  W.  Rogers,  ex-offlcio  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  the  next  on  the  Committee,  will  be  our  in-coming  Depart- 
ment Commander,  who  has  not  as  yet  been  elected. 

Commander  Rogers:

Encampment  salute. 

Department  Marshal: 

Announcing  the  arrival  of  his  Excellency,  The  Honorable  Alex  J. 
Groesbeck,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Michigan. 

Department  Commander: 

You  will  assemble  your  colors  and  escort  the  Governor  to  this 
station. 

Department  Commander: 

Governor,  we  are  honored  by  your  presence  among  us  today.  We,  in 
grateful  recognition  of  your  friendship  and  the  aid  you  have  given  us, 
have  elected  you  an  Honorary  Member  of  our  Camp,  and  as  Department 
Commander  I  now  declare  you  an  Honorary  Member  of  Detroit  Camp,  No. 
10,  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Comrades,  if  I  may  enlist  your  attention  for  a  few  moments,  I  do 
not  know  whether  any  of  the  rest  of  you  are  going  to  say  anything  or 
not.     I  feel  that  Jackson  is  doing  considerable  to  have  successful  Con- 
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▼ention.  We  recall  back  28  years  ago,  Jackson  sent  out  two  companies 
of  troops,  and  I  recall  at  this  time  we  have  a  Gomrade  here  on  this  plat- 
form who  was  a  member  of  one  of  those  companies.  I  believe  It  would 
be  no  more  than  proper  that  we  call  on  Comrade  Payne,  Past  Department 
Commander,  for  a  few  remarks.  Before  I  do  so,  however,  I  would  like  to 
have  Department  Commander  Ragg  of  Ohio  take  his  seat  on  this  platform. 
Comrades,  I  take  great  pleasure  In  Introducing  to  you  Department 
Ragg  of  Ohio. 

Comrade  Payne: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades — I  feel  very  much  gratified 
to  have  an  opportunity  of  addressing  you  this  afternoon.  As  It  has  been 
stated  by  your  Department  Commander,  some  28  years  ago  I  left  this  city 
with  my  Company  "D",  and  It  was  with  deep  gratification  that  I  come 
back  here  today  to  attend  this  Encampment.  It  will  be  30  years  this  fall 
that  I  first  saw  the  City  of  Jackson,  and  what  changes  have  taken  place 
In  this  great  city  of  Michigan  In  that  time.  Mechanic  Street,  upon  which 
this  building  faces,  was  only  a  mud  street  In  those  days  and  Jackson  today 
has  done  itself  proud  to  Its  citizens  In  the  entertainment  that  has  been 
extended  to  you  my  Comrades,  and  the  Comrades  of  the  other  organiza- 
tions. What  an  Inspiring  occasion  It  was  to  stand  and  see  the  organizations 
march  past  the  reviewing  stand.  A  spectacle  I  presume  you  have  never 
seen  in  the  past.  The  sight  I  know  would  bring  back  to  your  minds  the 
endeavor  of  every  statesman  of  the  world — universal  peace.  We  saw  the 
flags  of  the  various  countries  pass  In  review  In  the  City  of  Jackson — 
typifying  the  fact  that  we  are  one  great  brotherhood,  wherever  we  may 
have  been  bom  and  wherever  we  may  have  served.  And  you,  my  Com- 
rades in  my  regiment,  will  remember  the  day  we  sailed  in — in  our  passage 
to  Cuba,  and  the  Alfonso  the  13th,  was  sailing  out — but  do  you  remember 
as  we  passed  them  and  when  we  took  charge  of  that  Province  that  those 
soldiers  of  Spain  played  "Home  Sweet  Home"  and  again  today  we  see  the 
same  spectacle  In  Michigan.  I  have  been  able  to  call  It  my  Michigan  for 
30  years,  and  I  am  proud  I  can  come  back  to  this  city  and  greet  my  Com- 
rades in  this  Encampment.  Michigan  has  given  to  all  the  wars  great 
soldiers  and  great  statesmen.  In  the  fields  of  diplomats  her  citizens  have 
stood  very  high,  and  on  the  battlefields  of  the  South,  on  the  battlefields  of 
Cuba,  of  Porto  Rico,  the  Philippines,  of  China,  and  on  the  battlefields  of 
Europe,  the  soldiers  of  Michigan  have  always  been  In  the  firing  ranks. 
We  are  here  today  to  commemorate  the  deeds  of*  our  Statesmen  and  the 
deeds  of  our  soldiers,  and  to  recall  memories  of  our  departed  Comrades. 
In  the  long  line  of  Governors  that  have  been  Illustrious  In  the  history  of 
Michigan,  we  stand  today  in  the  City  where  the  great  War  Governor,  Blair, 
went  forth  in  the  Civil  War  and  when  the  time  came  for  us  to  go  forth 
we  did  go  under  great  Governor  Pingree;   and  today  we  are  honored  by 
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the  presence  of  one  of  the  greatest  Governors  that  this  State  has  ever 
known.  A  man  who  has  been  a  friend  to  you  and  to  me  and  to  every 
soldier — Governor  Alex  J.  Groesbeck.  Large  as  mankind  has  been  your 
splendid  humanity,  Governor,  and  large  and  great  the  work  you  have  done. 
Comrades,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  introduce  to  you  today  Governor 
Groesbeck  of  Michigan. 

GOVERNOR  GROESBECK:  Comrades,  you  know  I  am  somewhat 
disturbed,  after  listening  to  the  words  of  Introduction  of  your  Comrade 
Payne.  I  will  have  to  take  a  few  minutes  In  order  to  properly  collect  my 
thoughts.  I  do  wish  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you  for  the  very 
kindly  reception  you  have  extended  me  this  afternoon,  and  more  than 
that,  I  desire  In  a  most  heartfelt  manner  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  which 
has  been  conferred  upon  me  this  afternoon  in  your  presence  In  making 
me  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  great  organization  you  belong  to.  Twenty- 
eight  years  after  all  are  not  so  long.  I  remember  the  days  of  Macklln 
Plngree,  just  as  you  do.  I  remember  the  stirring  times  that  transformed 
this  country  from  a  peaceful  nation  Into  a  jfightlng  machine  within  the 
period  of  a  very  few  months.  I  recall  I  lived  at  Port  Huron.  I  belonged 
to  the  Port  Huron  Guards.  After  going  to  Ann  Arbor  for  a  year,  I  came 
back  to  Detroit  and  my  affiliation  continued  for  a  considerable  number  of 
years.  When  the  war  with  Spain  broke  out  Dan  Smith  and  a  lot  of  the 
younger  element  of  the  city  organized  an  artillery  company.  We  thought 
you  had  quite  an  organization  at  that  time,  I  believe  the  31st,  32d  and  33d 
and  34th  were  the  only  Infantry  companies,  or  regiments.  In  the  Department. 
One  of  my  brothers  joined  the  33d  as  I  recall  it,  and  we  took  up  with  the 
Secretary  of  War — being  from  Detroit  we  thought  we  would  have  some 
pull  with  Secretary  of  War — Russell  A.  Alger  at  that  time  was  Secretary 
of  War,  and  we  took  up  with  him  the  problem  of  being  recognized  by  the 
War  Department.  We  had  a  great  deal  of  correspondence.  In  the  mean- 
time we  were  drilling  and  preparing  for  what  we  thought  might  be  a  long 
war.  We  finally  got  word  from  Mr.  Alger  that  the  ruling  was  adverse 
so  we  were  all  quite  disappointed.  That  Is  how  It  happened  I  did  not 
originally  start  out  with  you  men  as  a  War  Comrade.  The  years  that 
have  come  and  gone  since  the  Cuban  War  have  seen  a  great  change  not 
only  In  this  country  but  In  all  countries.  What  you  men  were  fighting 
for  and  standing  for  twenty-eight  years  ago,  were  the  same  things  that 
our  country  was  fighting  for  during  the  World  War;  and  to  put  It  very 
plainly  it  was  simply  the  liberty  of  the  Individual.  The  liberty  of  the 
people  of  all  nations — doing  away  with  autocracy  in  Its  worst  form  and 
all  that  It  had  stood  for,  and  the  abolition  of  all  the  inhumanity  that  had 
been  practiced  upon  not  only  the  people  of  Cuba,  but  the  people  of  all 
countries  for  centuries  and  centuries,  so  that  they  might  enjoy  the  same 
liberties  that  we  enjoy.  That  they  might  be  free  men  and  recognized 
as  such.     That  is  what  our  country  stands  for  today.     That  is  what  our 
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government  stands  for,  that  is  what  it  should  stand  for.  It  should  repre- 
sent in  the  fullest  sense  the  complete  citizenship  of  each  and  every  state 
and  it  should  represent  the  ideals  of  the  men  who  founded  the  government 
and  who  declared  that  it  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the 
God-given  liberty  which  every  human  has. 

Now,  my  friends,  I  cannot  express  to  you  in  ordinary  language  how 
grateful  I  feel  to  you  for  this  honor — I  thank  you  again  and  again;  and  I 
hope  that  there  has  been  no  misunderstanding  here  on  the  part  of  Com- 
rade Payne  when  he  said  that  my  sympathies  and  my  work  were  along 
the  same  lines  as  your  own  and  that  everything  you  have  attempted  to  do 
as  a  body  of  men,  so  far  as  I  have  had  anything  to  do  with  it,  that  it  has 
always  met  with  my  hearty  cooperation;  not,  I  hope  for  any  political 
purpose  or  for  any  selfish  purpose;  but  because  and  solely  for  the  reason 
that  the  cause  was  a  worthy  one  and  a  deserving  one.  I  thank  you  sin- 
cerely. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Comrades,  we  have  another  Comrade  on  this  platform  that  I  know 
the  Comrades  are  always  glad  to  listen  to  and  a  Comrade  who  has  been 
very  instrumental  in  the  up-building  of  this  Organization.  I  recall  very 
distinctly  that  I  used  to  think  the  man  whom  I  am  going  to  call  on  was 
one  of  the  greatest  men  I  ever  heard  of  for  up-building  the  Organization — 
I  speak  of  our  good  Comrade  Charles  Bartlett;  and  I  am  going  to  call  on 
the  Honorable  Charles  Bartlett. 

Comrade  Bartlett: 

Comrade  Commander,  Governor  Groesbeck,  Past  Department  Com- 
mander and  Comrades — Just  what  I  was  going  to  say  to  you,  Comrade 
Payne  has  already  said.  He  has  taken  the  words  out  of  my  mouth  so  there 
is  not  much  more  to  say.  I  have  watched  as  a  Charter  Member  of  the  De- 
troit Camp,  and  as  an  old  Member  of  the  State  Organization,  I  have  watched 
it  grow  year  after  year.  I  have  seen  different  Department  Commanders 
come  and  go,  and  I  have  seen  them  do  their  work  and  do  it  well.  I  re- 
member Comrades  very  distinctly  many  years  ago,  when  we  met  in 
the  City  of  Jackson  and  elected  Captain  Considine  our  Department  Com- 
mander, some  fifteen  years  ago.  We,  who  served  in  the  Spanish  American 
War  knew  when  we  held  up  our  hands  and  swore  allegiance  to  the  Flag 
of  the  United  States  what  that  meant.  Those  days,  Comrades  in  '98 
were  troublesome  days  as  you  know  and  I  know  the  horizon  was  dark. 
With  England  on  one  side,  Germany  on  the  other,  and  Spain — at  that 
time  it  looked  as  though  the  war  would  last  many  years.  I  remember 
Company  "D"  where  I  enlisted  in  Battle  Creek,  under  Captain  Wm.  M. 
Hatch  *  »  ♦  *  I  remember  that  splendid  regiment,  the  3 2d  Michigan 
Volunteers,  under  Colonel  McGurrin  who  sits  here  now.     I  see  him  as  I 
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saw  him  then,  leading'  that  splendid  regiment  of  picked  men — I  say 
picked  men — each  man  was  subjected  to  a  most  thorough  examination  as 
you  Comrades  remember.  The  slightest  defect  physically  was  sufficient 
to  descredit  a  man  so  far  as  enlistment  was  concerned.  That  regiment, 
the  same  as  all  the  other  regiments,  were  picked  men,  both  mentally  and 
physically — fighters  every  one  of  them.  I  met  a  lot  of  them.  On  that  day 
Comrades,  I  shall  never  forget  it,  when  we  entrained  for  the  South,  a  finer 
body  of  men  never  left  the  State  of  Michigan,  left  here  at  that  time  and 
thank  God  Comrades  every  one  of  them  was  a  volunteer.  There  was  not 
a  single  man,  Comrades,  Governor  Groesbeck  and  Department  Com- 
manders, who  was-  forced  to  go  to  war,  and  as  the  Colonel  told  me — he 
was  in  the  thick  of  the  fight  in  both  wars,  he  said:  "I  would  rather  have 
one  volunteer  than  five  drafted  men  when  it  comes  to  fighting."  Now, 
that  is  the  picture  I  have  drawn  for  you  in  the  spring  of  1898,  and  I 
would  ask  Dr.  Burkart  who  knows  more  than  any  other  man  here  as  to 
the  physical  condition  of  those  men  after  a  few  weeks.  We  were  taken 
down  there,  we  were  fed  on  wormy  hardtack,  were  fed  on  diseased  meat. 
We  were  left  day  after  day  and  week  after  week,  month  after  month,  to 
shift  for  ourselves  practically — and  I  shall  never  forget  even  in  the 
division  hospital  as  you  have  seen,  and  I  have  seen.  Comrades,  those 
hundreds  of  Comrades  with  their  faces  black  with  files,  with  not  a  single 
nurse  and  few  doctors  to  take  care  of  them.  With  a  fever  perhaps  of 
104  or  105.  But  think,  Comrades,  those  good  Southern  women  who  ap- 
peared there  and  volunteered  as  nurses,  and  saved  those  boys  at  that 
time.  It  will  be  a  memory  in  the  minds  of  all  of  you;  and  at  last  when 
conditions  became  so  grave,  you  will  remember  every  one  of  you  the  great 
Governor  Pingree  appeared  down  there.  I  shall  never  forget  him  on 
that  horse,  nor  the  tears  in  his  eyes  as  he  looked  over  the  boys  who  left 
so  much  and  he  said:  "These  boys  are  going  to  be  pulled  out  of  this 
place,  we  have  got  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  breathe,  to  be  given 
food  and  medical  attention."  I  want  to  say  that  this  organization  can 
never  adequately  express  what  Governor  Pingree  did  for  us — God  bless 
his  memory.  Then  months  afterwards  when  those  boys  returned  home, 
there  was  just  exactly  twenty-three  who  answered  roll-call  and  one  of 
these  dropped  dead  within  ten  months  afterwards.  From  the  time  we 
returned  here  to  the  north  until  only  a  few  years  ago,  Comrades,  when 
these  untiring  members,  these  unselfish  and  self-sacrificing  members  put 
through  laws  to  protect  us,  up  to  that  time  we  received  nothing  at  all. 
There  were  certain  men  who  stood  out  as  the  friend  of  the  veterana  you 
know  that,  and  I  know  it.  Where  has  there  ever  been  a  governor  in  the 
State  of  Michigan,  in  this  whole  State  since  we  have  been  living,  except 
Governor  Pingree,  who  has  done  anything  for  our  organization?  Where 
are  they,  and  what  have  they  done,  except  Governor  Groesbeck?  I  can 
say  this  Comrades,  and   I  say  this  to  you  Governor,  that  I  believe  that 
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the  Veterans  of  the  State  of  Michigan  will  stand  by  you  as  you  have  stood 
by  them  and  there  has  never  been  a  time  when  Governor  Groesbeck  has 
asked  one  single  thing  of  us.  Now,  Comrades,  I  could  talk  here  much 
longer,  but  I  am  not  going  to.  I  feel  that  this  Convention  has  been  a 
most  enjoyable  one.  When  I  saw  that  parade  today,  and  when  our 
good  Governor  marched  with  us  and  when  he  and  our  organization  re- 
ceived the  applause  they  did  from  the  people  along  the  line,  it  is  a  pretty 
good  barometer  of  the  feeling  that  the  people  have  toward  him  and  to- 
ward our  organization.  I  was  Department  Commander  in  1920  and  enjoyed 
every  minute  of  it.  Comrade  Rogers  has  my  sympathy.  I  know  just 
how  he  feels,  and  that  he  feels  older  than  the  oldest  veteran  here  today. 
He  looks  almost  as  old.  But  Comrades,  don't  forget  this  one  thing,  that 
he  has  made  a  beautiful  sacrifice — that  he  has  gone  night  after  night  with 
little  or  no  sleep  and  that  he  has  been  on  the  job  every  minute  since 
he  has  been  Department  Commander  of  this  great  organization.  And  so, 
Comrades  let  the  organization  seek  the  man — let  no  man  seek  the  organ- 
ization. We  have  splendid  officers, — Commander  Rogers,  Senior  Vice 
Commander  Chapman,  Junior  Vice  Commander  Henning  and  all  the  other 
officers,  and  let  us  keep  them.  Let  us  resolve  now  and  forever  Comrades 
that  we  will  not  permit  under  any  circumstances  a  man  to  be  called  to 
this  office  whose  heart  and  soul  is  not  with  this  organization.  Now, 
Comrades,  I  am  tired  and  I  am  going  to  leave  you  until  this  evening.  I 
know  the  election  of  officers  will  now  proceed  shortly,  and  I  understand 
that  there  are  exercises  tonight;  but  I  want  to  say  it  is  a  distinct  pleasure 

to  be  with  you  here,  here  with  the  best  friends  I  have  in  this  world 

here  at  this  grand  Convention.     Again  I  thank  you. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Comrades,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  we  were  unable  to  have  our 
Commander-in-Chief  with  us  at  this  Convention.  We  all  realize  what  he 
has  done  for  the  organization.  I  can't  help  but  think  but  that  certain 
things  were  traded  or  exchanged  as  you  may  have  it.  I  believe  that  our 
good  Commander-in-Chief  instructed  our  President  that  if  he  got  what 
he  wanted  that  he  was  willing  to  do  a  little  bit  of  work  for  the  President. 
I  think  some  kind  of  an  agreement  was  entered  into.  We  have  a  new 
Pension  in  force  at  the  present  time  and  th*at  means  more  to  the  Spanish 
War  Veterans  than  anything  that  ever  happened  since  our  service.  Great 
work  was  done  and  done  through  our  Commander-in-Chief,  the  Depart- 
ments, and  especially  those  on  our  legislative  committee.  I  received  a 
.letter  early  in  the  week  from  the  Commander-in-Chief  designating  one 
of  his  legislative  members  to  represent  him  at  this  Convention.  At  this 
time  I  want  to  introduce  to  you  Comrade  Kilstrom,  representing  the 
Commander-in-Chief. 
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Comrade  Kilstrom: 

I  will  be  brief  in  my  remarks.  I  want  to  say  I  appreciate  the  honor 
of  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  designating  me  as  his  personal  representa- 
tive. I  can  only  second  what  your  Department  Commander  has  said.  He 
would  give  his  best  efforts  and  time  if  necessary,  also  financial  aid  If  it 
was  at  all  humanly  possible.  I  wish  to  report  back  to  you  Comrades, 
that  he  has  done  so,  he  has  been  a  wonderful  man  in  that  position.  He 
called  for  your  co-operation  and  you  gave  it  to  him.  In  his  reception  at 
Cleveland  the  other  evening,  he  made  a  speech  in  which  he  wished  to 
thank  every  Comrade  in  the  Republic  of  the  United  States  and  its  insular 
possessions,  for  the  aid  they  had  given  him.  Those  who  were  there  could 
not  help  but  feel  that  he  was  a  large  man  in  this  country,  and  that  he 
had  come  into  our  field  and  filled  a  position  at  the  right  and  critical 
time.  I  would  not,  for  one  minute,  speak  disparagingly  of  the  work  of  any 
other  Past  Commander-in-Chief  of  this  body,  each  has  done  his  work  faith- 
fully and  well,  but  It  was  necessary  to  climb  the  ladder  rung  by  rung — 
hard  work  was  necessary,  but  faithful  Comrades  all  over  the  United 
States  did  their  bit  and  at  last  we  got  on  top, — right  at  the  top — and  now 
we  are  over  and  I  hope  ever>'  Comrade  here  will  appreciate  what  this 
great  organization  has  done  for  them  Individually  and  collectively.  I 
hope  those  who  may  be  beneficiaries  of  our  work  and  who  are  not  mem- 
bers of  our  organization  will,  as  soon  as  they  find  they  are  entitled  to  a 
pension,  be  faithful  enough  to  join  our  organization  and  contribute,  not 
to  its  extension,  but  to  the  welfare  of  everyone  who  may  possibly  need  It. 
I  don't  believe  that  I  can  say  anything  more  for  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
only  to  say  that  I  personally  wish  to  thank  him  publicly  before  you  Com- 
rades for  his  appointment  of  me  to  represent  him.  My  work  has  been 
pleasant  and  I  have  enjoyed  It.  I  went  down  to  Washington,  was  In 
Cleveland  four  times  and  I  have  been  willing  to  do  whatever  I  could  for 
you.     I  thank  you. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Comrades,  early  In  my  administration  there  was  one  thing  I  was  very 
desirous  of  accomplishing  and  whenever  George  starts  to  do  anything  he 
usually  does  it.  That  one  thing  was  this,  I  hope  you  will  all  see  this  as  I 
do, — Over  at  the  City  of  Lansing,  you*all  know  we  have  a  beautiful  ofllce 
building.  All  records  of  the  Department  are  kept  in  this  office.  We  also 
want  a  sort  of  memory  of  all  of  our  Department  Commanders  who  have 
served  us.  It  is  my  desire  to  secure  a  picture  of  each  Past  Department 
Commander  that  they  may  be  hung  around  the  walls  In  this  office.  I  am 
going  to  declare  a  recess  of  five  minutes  and  have  the  Past  Department 
Commanders  retire  and  Mr.  Gusenbar  will  be  waiting  outside  to  take  the 
pictures.     If  you  don't  stand  still  I'll  hold  you. 
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Commander  Rogers: 

Election  of  officers  will  be  the  next  thing  and  before  we  start  I  will 
name  the  tellers:    Herman  Hindner,  George  Ames.  A.  G.  Gurdel. 

The  first  man  to  be  elected  will  be  a  Department  Commander.  Nom- 
inations are  in  order. 

Comrade  Burkart: 

I  take  pleasure  in  placing  before  this  organization  the  name  of  a 
gentleman  from  the  great  peninsula  above  us.  A  man  who  has  been 
very  faithful  to  the  organization  in  every  capacity.  Gentlemen,  I  present 
our  past  Judge  Advocate,  and  now  Senior  Vice  Commander,  Charles  H. 
Chapman  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  for  the  position  of  Department  Commander. 

Comrade  Charles  Sr.  Martin,  Camp  No.  20,  supports  the  nomination. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  Charles  H.  Chapman  has  been 
nominated  for  Department  Commander  for  the  ensuing  year,  are  there 
any  other  names? 

Commander  Gerdel,  Camp  No.  40,  Lansing: 

I  move  the  rules  be  suspended  and  a  unanimous  vote  cast  for  our 
Comrade,  Charles  H.  Chapman. 

Comrade  Ravens,  Camp  No.  40: 

If  the  rules  are  suspended  I  believe  that  a  motion  would  be  In  order 
that  the  Department  Adjutant  cast  a  ballot  for  the  Encampment  electing 
Senior  Vice  Department  Commander,  Charles  H.  Chapman,  to  the  office 
of  Department  Commander. 

Comrade  Williams,  Saginaw,  Camp  No.  24: 

I  support  the  motion  to  oast  a  unanimous  vote. 
Motion  carried. 

Department  Commander: 

The  Department  Adjutant  will  cast  a  unanimous  vote  for  Comrade 
Chapman  for  Department  Commander. 

Comrade  Chapman: 

Personally,  I  admit  this  Is  the  greatest  honor  that  you  have  conferred 
upon  any  ciUzen  of  the  United  States.  Greater  than  any  other  honor 
that  could  be  offered  to  me.  In  accepting  this  office  for  the  ensuing  year 
I  know  and  feel  from  what  has  gone  before  that  it  means  a  year  of  very 
hard  work  and  I  will  pledge  you  now  I  will  give  you  the  best  that  I  have. 
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Possibly  it  would  have  been  better  for  the  organization  to  have  selected 
someone  who  could  have  done  the  work  better  than  I  can.  1  will  do  the 
very  best  I  can.  I  want  the  cooperation  of  every  Spanish  War  Veteran. 
I  thank  you. 

Commander  Rogers: 

The  next  nomination  will  be  for  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander, 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Comrade  Busch,  Duffleld  Camp  No.  9: 

It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  be  able  to  get  up  here  In  this 
convention  and  offer  to  you  the  name  of  a  man  to  be  considered  for 
this  office.  In  all  the  years  that  we  have  labored  in  building  up  this 
organization  we  have  been  quite  fortunate  with  very  few  exceptions,  in 
securing  workers.  I  believe  that  when  we  find  a  man  in  a  minor  office 
doing  the  work  to  our  satisfaction  it  is  proper  to  promote  him.  Down 
in  Wayne  County  we  have  such  a  man,  who  has  labored  incessantly.  He 
has  been  ready  day  or  night  to  help  anyone  of  his  Comrades  who  might 
need  his  assistance;  but  he  has  not  only  worked  in  his  Camp,  he  has 
worked  in  your  department  as  well  and  in  the  many  capacities  in  which 
he  has  served.  I  don't  know  of  a  single  Instance  where  he  fell  down.  I 
think  that  those  are  the  kind  of  men  we  should  promote — not  merely 
talkers.  We  like  a  man  who  has  at  heart  your  Interests  and  mine,  the 
interests  of  this  organization.  Men  with  an  abundance  of  common  sense, 
men  with  business  experience,  and  If  we  follow  that  policy  we  cannot  go 
amiss.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  place  the  name  of  Fred  Henning  of 
Duffleld  Camp  No.  9,  Detroit,  in  nomination  for  Sr.  Vice  Department  Com- 
mander. 

Comrade  Ravens,  Camp  No.  40: 

Commander  and  Comrades,  I  don't  believe  that  it  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  any  elaborate  introduction  such  as  has  been  given  by  Comrade 
Busch.  We  all  know  Comrade  Henning.  I  will  take  this  floor  just  for  a 
few  seconds  to  assure  you  that  there  is  not  a  man  today  in  this  depart- 
ment that  can  give  you  better  service,  or  has  better  knowledge  of  the 
needs  of  the  Veterans  of  the  Spanish  War  than  Comrade  Henning.  He 
was  of  great  assistance  to  me  when  Department  Commander,  and  he  has 
been  of  great  assistance  to  every  Comrade  and  every  officer  that  this  . 
department  has  ever  had.     I  support  the  nomination. 

Comrade  Charles  Bartlett,  Detroit  Camp  No.  10: 

I  am  going  to  disagree  with  Comrade  Ravens.  I  am  going  to  take  a 
little  time  here  too,  if  the  Department  Commander  Will  permit  me,  In 
seconding  the  motion.     I  am  going  to  tell  our  Comrades  of  the  splendid 
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work  which  has  been  done  by  Comrade  Hennlng.  When  I  ran  for  De- 
partment Commander,  he  was  against  me  at  Port  Huron.  After  I  became 
Department  Commander — I  was  on  the  job  almost  continuously — the 
very  first  man  to  come  to  my  office  and  render  assistance  to  me  was  our 
Comrade  Hennlng,  and  during  the  time  I  was  Commander,  he  stood  loyally 
by  me.  He  worked  day  and  night.  He  has  been  a  Commander  of  his 
Camp  and  I  want  to  say  there  Is  not  a  harder  worker  In  Michigan  than 
Comrade  Hennlng.  He  did  not  seek  the  office  of  Jr.  Vice  Commander,  he 
was  urged  by  his  Comrades  to  accept  that  office  and  so  Comrade  Hennlng 
should  be  advanced  to  the  position  of  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

Comrade  McCoUlcutt,  Camp  No.   30,  Battle  Creek: 

I  move  that  the  nominations  be  closed,  the  rules  be  suspended  and 
the  Department  Adjutant  Instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
convention  for  Comrade  Hennlng. 

Motion  carried. 

Commander  Rogers: 

The  Department  Adjutant  will  cast  a  unanimous  vote  for  Comrade 
Hennlng  for  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  vote  was  here  cast. 

Commander  Rogers: 

I  declare  Comrade  Hennlng  elected  Senior  Vice  Department  Com- 
mander for  the  ensuing  year. 

Comrade  Martin  Babcock,  Camp  No.  20: 

I  arise  to  name  a  member  of  my  own  Camp  for  Junior  Vice  Depart- 
ment Commander.  My  Camp  has  never  had  an  officer,  nor  an  elective 
board — never  had  an  elected  officer  in  our  Camp.  We  are  one  of  the 
oldest  Camps  and  think  we  are  entitled  to  some  recognition  providing  we 
can  produce  a  man.  We  have  such  a  man.  He  has  never  held  an  elective 
office  and  we  wish  to  present  his  name  as  a  good,  honest,  hard  worker 
in  his  Camp,  and  in  the  field  he  served  honorably  and  well.  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  name  of  Comrade  Francis  Gollhardt, 
Camp  No.  20. 

Comrade  Ames,  Camp  No.   30: 

You  have  heard  all  the  officers  talking,  let's  cut  down  many  hours, 
I  believe  it  is  best  to  pick  one  of  our  own  men  whom  we  know  to  be  an 
honest,  and  a  good  Spanish  War  Veteran,  and  the  remarks  of  Past  Com- 
mander Babcock  will  apply  to  the  Comrade  I  wish  to  name — Comrade 
Hunt  of  Big  Rapids  who  is  an  honest  and  good  man  for  the  office. 
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Comrade  Bindner,  Detroit  Camp  No.  10. 

It  is  the  pleasure  of  my  lifetime  to  tell  you  1  am  for  Erney  Hunt. 
Hope  he  goes  over  big. 

Comrade  Curtis,  Camp  No.  46: 

I  want  to  properly  take  this  up  and  not  have  it  come  up  two  years 
hence.  We  want  a  man  to  fill  this  office,  which  is  the  highest  honor  the 
Comrades  can  confer  upon  a  man.  There  are  qualifications  necessary 
which  consist  of  more  than  the  title.  A  man  must  be  capable,  he  must 
have  character  and  personality  to  go  with  it  and  as  far  as  location  is  con- 
cerned, I  am  speaking  now  for  my  own  location — the  honor  has  been 
pretty  well  distributed  around  the  State,  and  our  location  has  never  had 
an  officer,  either  appointed  or  elective.  I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  our  convention  in  Grand  Rapids,  the  resolution  was  passed  to  the 
effect  that  it  was  not  good  policy  to  elect  a  man  to  this  office  who  could 
not  support  it.  Few  have  done  it.  We  have  had  men  who  have  been 
an  honor  to  the  office,  I  know  that  the  office  has  been  an  honor  to  any 
man.  The  man  whom  I  wish  to  name  is  a  man  who  is  pretty  well  off 
in  his  own  right,  his  policy  will  be,  providing  he  is  elected,  to  pay  his 
own  expenses  during  his  entire  term  of  office.  He  has  the  ability  and  he 
has  the  personality  to  fill  that  office  and  to  fill  it  properly.  I  present  for 
Junior  Vice  Commander,  Frank  B.  Granger  of  Allegan,  Camp  No.  46. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  Company  "K"  of  the  24th  Michigan. 

Commander  Cheney,  Camp  No.  19: 
I  wish  to  support  that  motion. 

Combrade  McCollicut: 

I  move  that  the  nomination  be  closed. 
Motion  is  closed. 

Comrade  Burkart: 

Have  we  received  final  report  from  the  Credentials  Committee? 

Comrade  Quackenbush: 

I  move  that  we  vote  by  roll-call. 

Comrade  Curtis,  Camp  No.  46: 

I  move  that  the  election  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  be 
put  over  until  tomorrow. 

Comrade  Rice,  Camp  No.  3,  Grand  Rapids: 

In  order  to  simplify  matters,  I  move  that  all  delegates  take  these 
chairs  in  the  center  of  the  room,  and  all  visitors  take  chairs  on  the 
side,  and  then  let  us  vote  and  vote  in  regular  order. 
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A  Comrade: 

I  believe  that  Comrade  Rice  is  right  and  I  believe  we  should  pass 
the  slips  around  and  vote  just  the  same  as  we  always  have,  and  I  think 
it  is  proper  to  do  the  thing  right  this  time.  Let  us  do  it  right,  and 
those  who  have  the  vote  get  up  where  we  can  look  at  you  and  see  you 
and  tljpn  we  can  do  things  right. 

Department  Marshal: 

All  those  who  have  no  right  to  vote  step  to  one  side  and  all  others 
come  to  the  center. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Comrade  Rice,  come  up  here.  As  I  understand  your  motion  is  to 
have  roll-call  from  the  Camps. 

Comrade  Rice: 

Not  necessarily  roll-call  from  the  Camps  because  some  of  the  Camps 
have  been  caucused.     We  have  to  see  that  all  are  duly  qualified  delegates. 

Department  Commander: 

You  have  all  heard  the  motion  of  Past  Department  Commander  Rice, 
to  the  effect  that  the  Department  Adjutant  is  to  take  the  name  of  what- 
ever delegate  places  his  ballot.  All  in  favor  signify  by  raising  his  right 
hand — contrary  the  same.

Commander  Rogers:

Comrade  Henning,  Camp  No.  9: 

Inasmuch  as  the  Auxiliary  is  waiting  for  us  to  be  present  at  the 
banquet  tonight  at  the  Congregational  Church,  and  that  we  have  a 
Muster-in  at  the  fairgrounds  at  8  o'clock,  I  make  a  motion  that  we  post- 
pone election  of  delegates  to  the  National  Convention,  also  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Fund,  until  tomorrow  morning.  It  may  be  neces- 
sary to  suspend  the  rules. 

Comrade  Williams,  Saginaw  Camp  No.  24: 
Supported  the  motion. 
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Commander  Rogers: 

Comrades,  it  has  been  moved  and  supported  that  we  hold  over  the 
election  of  Delegates  and  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Fund  until  tomorrow 
morning.     All  in  favor  signify  by  the  usual  sign. 

Motion  is  carried. 

Commander  Rogers: 

We  will  now  listen  to  the  report  of  the  tellers. 

Report  of  the  tellers — Total  votes  cast  106;  Frank  B.  Granger  25, 
Francis  Gollhardt  12,  Ernie  Hunt  69. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Comrade  Ernie  Hunt  having  received  the  majority  of  votes  cast,  I 
declare  him  elected  to  the  position  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

Comrade  Hunt: 

Comrades  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  I  am  surprised.  As 
most  of  you  know  I  have  been  simply  a  plain  Comrade  of  the  organization. 
I  will  not  attempt  to  make  a  floor  speech,  but  I  wish  to  sincerely  thank 
you,  each  and  every  one  of  you  for  the  honor  you  have  bestowed  upon  me 
this  afternoon  in  electing  me  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  of  the 
Department  of  Michigan  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  There  is  no 
organization  nor  fraternal  order  that  I  know  of,  and  I  belong  to  several 
of  them,  that  I  would  consider  as  great  an  honor  to  pass  through  the 
chairs  as  I  do  in  our  organization.  These  honors  have  been  conferred 
upon  me  by  my  camp.

your  organization  here  this  afternoon.  I  thank  each  and  every  one  from 
the  bottom  of  my  heart  for  this  high  honor,  and  that  is  all  I  shall  say  at 
this  time — I  thank  you.

Marshal  retire  the  colors. 
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GENERAL  SESSION,  Friday,  9  A.  M. 

Commander  Rogers: 

In  presenting  Past  Department  Commander  August  Gansser  as  in- 
stalling officer,  I  surrender  my  badge  and  thank  you  for  the  cooperation 
you  have  given  me. 

Past  Department  Commander  Gansser: 

Three  cheers  for  Comrade  Rogers. 

Comrades,  last  night  it  was  the  privilege  of  Comrade  Burkart  of 
Big  Rapids  to  pin  on  me  the  Past  Commander's  badge,  and  by  virtue  of 
the  incoming  Commander  appointed,  Charles  H.  Chapman,  it  becomes 
my  privilege  to  pin  the  beautiful  Past  Commander's  badge  on  the  bossom 
of  our  Past  Department  Commander,  George  W.  Rogers.  I  told  him  last 
night  as  he  looked  out  over  this  Convention,  that  It  was  like  looking  into 
the  looking  glass — he  could  see  the  reward  of  his  work,  as  Past  Com- 
mander, as  your  Vice  Commander  and  last  year  as  your  Department  Com- 
mander he  was  with  you  and  for  you  all  the  time.

Are  you  ready  to  assume  the  great  responsibilities  of  your  office? 

Comrade  Chapman: 
I  am. 

Colonel  Gansser: 

I  declare  you  duly  installed  as  Commander  of  the  Department  and  I 
pin  on  you  the  Commander's  badge  of  honor  and  authority.

1:30. 

A  Comrade,  Pingree  No.  5: 
Supports  the  motion. 

Department  Marshal: 

The  Greetings  Committee  wish  to  report  they  have  fulfilled  their  Mis- 
sion, and  have  captured  the  President — she  is  with  us  here.  She  will  be 
pleased  to  give  us  a  few  words  of  greeting. 

Commander  Charles  H.  Chapman: 

As  Past  Department  Commander  Kilstrom  has  so  kindly  captured  the 
ladies  and  brought  them  to  us,  I  will  ask  him  to  receive  them  here  in 
behalf  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Comrade  Kilstrom: 

I  have  just  had  the  honor  of  reporting  the  fulfillment  of  my  mission, 
and  it  is  a  double  pleasure  to  me  to  acknowledge  that  the  President  Gen- 
eral is  here.  Mrs.  Williams,  we  are  very  grateful  to  have. you  with  us 
today.  I  am  glad  to  have  had  the  privilege  to  return  with  you.  We  are 
happy  that  Michigan  has  captured  you  and  we  appreciate  your  coming 
to  our  State.  I  feel  that  as  Past  Department  Commander,  1  cannot  give 
words  of  expression  sufficient  to  show  our  appreciation  of  the  glorious 
work  you  have  done  for  our  Comrades.  The  National  Legislative  Com- 
mittee of  our  organization  feel  the  great  work  you  did.  We  cannot  ex- 
press It.  We  love  our  girls,  we  know  they  are  always  with  us.  They  have 
never  failed  us;  that  is  the  reason  I  believe  they  are  entitled  to  our  great- 
est respect.  I  know  they  are  with  us,  and  I  know  our  Comrades  here  feel 
just  the  same  as  I  do,  even  If  they  do  refer  to  me  as  a  friend  of  the 
ladles.  I  hope  I  am  a  friend  of  the  ladles  and  I  hope  they  will  always 
consider  that  I  am  a  friend  of  theirs.  If  you  will  permit  me  (pins  on 
the  delegate's  badge).  Comrade  Commander,  I  have  now  fulfilled  another 
mission  of  which  I  am  very  proud  today. 

Commander  Chapman: 

We  are  indeed  very  glad  to  welcome  you  to  this  Convention.  Much 
has  been  said  for  you  this  morning.  I  want  you  to  know  it.  The  Com- 
rades hold  you  in  the  very  highest  esteem  and  we  also  thank  you  for 
this  very  pleasant  visit. 

President  General  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps: 

Comrades,  Department  Commanders,  my  National  Aides  and  the  Com- 
rades of  the  Department  of  Michigan — I  am  most  happy  and  proud  and 
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feel  privileged  to  be  here  this  morning  in  your  Convention.  It  was  my 
desire  and  my  firm  intention  to  come  before  you  when  you  had  your 
whole  Convention  assembled,  but  matters  of  importance  I  felt  needed 
my  attention  and  perhaps  assistance  in  the  Department  Auxiliary  of  Mich- 
igan and  so  I  remained  there.  As  you  know  everything  we  are  doing  is 
for  the  good  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans;  to  make  your  name 
glorious  and  illustrious.  Therefore,  I  believe  when  I  remained  away  I 
was  doing  the  greatest  amount  of  good  for  you;  but  I  am  glad  I  have 
accompanied  your  Greetings  Committee  here.  1  want  to  say  to  you  Com- 
rades, I  feel  that  I  did  very  little  in  working  on  the  Legislative  Committee. 
I  had  no  idea  that  I  was  to  be  called  to  Washington.  I  had  taken  great 
thought  and  more  time  to  appoint  my  National  Legislative  Committee. 
I  did  not  appoint  it  with  my  first  general  orders  from  headquarters.  I 
felt  that  this  committee  should  receive  the  greatest  amount  of  thought 
and  attention  on  my  part.  I  felt  that  your  Commander-in-Chief  and  your 
National  Legislative  Committee  should  have  equally  as  large  a  Legislative 
Committee,  not  only  numerically  speaking,  but  with  the  best  of  intentions 
that  they  would  give  their  ability,  time  and  energy  to  the  work  of  making 
our  Bill  go  over  victoriously.  So  I  asked  the  National  Headquarters  to 
give  me  the  privilege  of  appointing  on  that  Committee  as  many  of  the 
sisters  as  I  -deemed  worthy  and  capable  to  be  on  that  Committee.  I  was 
granted  this  request.  .  In  the  state  of  Indiana  I  placed  a  woman  of 
prominence  and  ability  in  my  organization.  I  placed  as  a  Chairman  of 
that  Committee  one  who  I  know  is  well  known  to  every  one  of  you, 
Violet  B.  King,  Past  President  of  Illinois.  Sister  King  worked  very  hard 
and  every  minute  until  the  Bill  went  over,  and  to  her  is  much  credit  due; 
and  when  the  Commander-in-Chief  sent  word  to  me  that  I  was  to  go  to 
Washington  on  January  12th  I  knew  not  how  I  could  go.  My  Secretary 
General  was  in  the  hospital  at  the  time  and  remained  there  for  eighteen 
days,  and  I  was  simply  swamped  with  work.  I  wanted  to  send  my  Chair- 
man there  and  as  many  of  the  Sisters  as  they  saw  fit,  but  he  said  the 
President  General  must  be  on  hand.  When  I  got  to  Washington  it  was 
my  understanding  I  had  nothing  to  do  but  just  smile,  and  so  I  went  un- 
t)repared,  so  far  as  a  speech  was  concerned.  I  supposed  I  was  to  be  the 
last  speaker,  one  of  the  last  ones,  and  I  was  sitting  next  to  Comrade 
Mattock,  who  said  Mrs.  Williams  you  are  to  be  the  next  speaker.  I  said, 
Oh  no,  I  am  not;  he  said,  "The  Commander-in-Chief  is  pointing  to  you," 
and  then  the  Commander-in-Chief  said.  "Now  we  will  hear  from  our 
President  General,"  and  announced  my  name.  I  came  very  nearly  say- 
ing— I  don't  know  what  to  say.  I  had  some  experience  in  the  State  of 
Indiana  working  on  the  Legislative  Committee  when  our  bills  were  before 
the  State  Assembly  of  Indiana,— I  don't  know  what  it  is  to  be  at  home, 
I  stay  on  the  job — and  so  I  felt  I  had  a  little  experience  in  legislative 
matters,  but  when  it  came  to  the  full  importance  of  saying  the  right  thing 
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for  your  Bill,  I  feel  ver>'  doubtful  as  to  whether  I  was  able  or  not,  and 
when  I  got  up,  Comrades,  it  was  only  because  I  was  so  deadly  in  earnest 
and  meant  every  word  I  said  that  perhaps  I  did,  in  my  brief  way,  present 
the  thing  as  it  should  be.  If  I  did  say  anything  to  help  make  the  Bill 
go  over  I  am  glad.  I  feel  that  I  had  very  little  to  do  with  it  and  I  feel 
that  I  have  been  given  too  much  credit  for  what  little  I  did  say.  I  am 
glad,  indeed,  I  was  able  to  serve  you,  and  I  feel,  Comrades,  that  the 
greatest  honor  of  my  life  has  been  placed"  on  my  shoulders  this  year  as 
President  General  of  the  Auxiliary  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 
We  only  have  ten  and  one-half  months  in  which  to  do  a  year's  work 
and  you  know  this  year  has  been  crowded  with  great  events.  I  am  en- 
deavoring to  make  a  year  of  the  ten  and  one-half  months.  I  will  not 
tire  you  longer  with  my  remarks.  I  will  only  say  again  I  am  happy  and 
proud  to  come  before  the  Department  of  Michigan  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
and  ere  I  depart  I  want  to  say  a  toast  to  your  Department:  "All  honor  to 
our  Grand  Old  Flag  and  this  Grand  Old  State,  honor  to  our  Comrades  the 
boys  of  '98,  then  lift  up  your  heads  and  say  with  me,  God  bless  our  noble 
U.  S.  W.  V." 

Commander  Chapman: 

President  General  Williams — I  want  you  to  know  that  every  Spanish 
War  Veteran  in  the  Department  of  Michigan,  as  well  as  throughout  the 
United  States,  feel  deep  in  their  hearts  that  the  words  you  gave,  and  the 
work  you  have  done  came  from  the  fullness  of  your  heart.  You  have 
been  given  credit  rightly  and  justly.  We  all  acknowledge  the  great  work 
you  have  done  for  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  we  thank  you  for  it 
from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts.  Motion  to  take  recess  is  now  before  the 
Convention. 

Motion  carried. 

PRESENTATION    OF   PAST    DEPARTMENT    COMMANDERS'    BADGES 
AT   ADMINISTRATINON   BUILDING   AT  THE    FAIRGROUNDS 

Past  Department  Commander  Rogers: 

We  are  now  going  to  have  presentation  of  Past  Department  Com- 
manders' badges.  I  have  the  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you  at  this  time 
the  new  Department  Commander  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans 
of  the  State  of  Michigan,  the  Honorable  Charles  H.  Chapman  of  Sault 
Ste  Marie. 

Department  Commander  Chapman: 

Will  General  McGurrin  please  step  forward?  General  McGurrin  it 
has  been  many  years  since  the  time  when  I  was  looking  to  you  for  orders, 
and  at  that  time  we  fought  and  triumphed;    back  in   '98.     Many  years 
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before  that  you  served  your  country  well  and  in  '9  8  we  answered  the 
call,  and  you  went  forward  and  since  that  time  you  have  been  one  of  the 
most  faithful  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  The  honor  fell  on  me 
tonight  to  present  to  the  oldest  Past  Department  Commander,  this  medal, 
which  is  a  slight  token,  but  it  means  so  much.  It  means  great  service, 
the  service  you  have  rendered  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  they  in  turn 
have  acknowledged  it.  It  means  more  than  any  other  token  that  could  be 
given  you  at  this  time,  and  we  are  all  very  proud  to  honor  you  with  it.  I 
will  pin  it  on  your  breast,  if  you  will  permit  me.  Comrades,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,  I  will  now  introruce  to  you  General  W.  T.  McGurrin,  Past 
Department  Commander  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  De- 
partment of  Michigan. 

General  McGurrin: 

Having  such  a  little  weak  voice,  I  don't  believe  you  can  hear  what  I 
say.  I  haven't  much  to  say  anyway.  I  appreciate  very  highly  this  badge 
which  has  come  to  me  after  a  great  many  years,  having  been  Depart- 
ment Commander  of  the  first  organization  of  Spanish  War  Veterans.  It 
was  for  this  reason  they  have  called  me  the  oldest  Department  Com- 
mander. I  don't  know  whether  he  means  by  age  or  by  length  of  service. 
However,  the  reason  I  didn't  get  this  before  was  that  the  question  has  been 
under  discussion  in  the  different  Camps  for  some  time,  but  finally,  under 
Department  Commander,  George  W.  Rogers,  the  matter  was  settled  and 
therefore,  I  have  the  honor  of  receiving  this  badge  tonight.  I  have  been 
at  the  Soldiere'  Home  as  Commandant  for  sixteen  years  and  I  want  to 
assure  you  that  I  have  room  for  any  of  you  if  you  ever  need  a  place  for 
life,  and  you  are  all  entitled  to  a  home  there  if  you  ever  need  it.  I  trust 
you  will  not  need  it.  You  might  not  like  our  company.  There  are  two  of 
our  members  here  now.  Comrades  Kilstrom  and  Busch,  and  they  can  take 
care  of  the  ladies  in  the  finest  kind  of  shape.  I  assure  you  that  we  will  be 
glad  to  have  any  of  you  call  at  the  Grand  Rapids  home  anytime.  We 
will  give  you  the  best  we  have.     I  thank  you. 

Past  Department  Commander  George  W.  Rogers: 

I  now  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  Senior  Vice  Com- 
mander, Comrade  F.  W.  Henning  of  Detroit. 

Comrade  F.  W.  Henning: 

Comrades,  Sisters  and  Friends — In  the  early  history  of  our  organiza- 
tion it  was  necessary  for  us  to  get  men  who  were  able  to  go  from  place 
to  place  at  their  own  expense,  because  we  were  not  as  flourishing  at  that 
time  as  we  now  are.  We  had  a  Department  Commander,  Comrade  George 
Dick  of  Detroit,  (please  step  forward  George)  who  had  the  honor  of  being 
elected  Department  Commander  of  the  State  of  Michigan  some  years  ago; 
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and  he  worked  faithfully  and  honestly  for  the  welfare  of  the  organization. 
I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  Comrade,  a  little  token  for  the 
work  you  have  done  in  behalf  of  the  Comrades  throughout  the  State  of 
Michigan. 

Past  Department  Commander  George  W.  Rogers: 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  Dr.  Burkart  of  Big  Rapids. 

Comrade  Dr.  Burkart: 

I  have  an  idea  that  the  Comrade  who  is  to  receive  this  medal  is  as 
well  known  in  Michigan  as  any  other  man.  It  was  his  privilege  to  have 
served  in  two  wars,  the  Spanish  American  and  the  World  War.  I  take 
pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  Past  Department  Commander  August  H. 
Gansser  of  Bay  City.  Comrade  Gansser  it  is  indeed  a  great  pleasure  to 
me  to  present  to  you  the  Past  Department  Commander's  badge.  Pemit 
me  to  place  it  upon  your  breast —  your  manly  breast.  You  can  beat  any 
soldier  in  Michigan  that  I  know  of  in  presenting  their  cause  to  the  people. 
I  trust  you  will  wear  this  with  the  same  fortitude  that  you  have  always 
displayed  in  anything  pertaining  to  military  matters  and  I  hope  you  will 
live  to  hand  it  down  to  your  grandchildren. 

Colonel   Gansser: 

Only  just  a  half  minute.  You  don't  want  any  speech.  I  was  always 
proud  of  this,  that  I  was  able  to  serve  in  the  World  War.  I  have  no 
grandson  but  he  will  see  service  if  there  ever  Is  one. 

Past  Department  Commander  Geo.  W.  Rogers: 

I  now  have  the  great  pleasure  of  Introducing  to  you,  the  ladles'  friend, 
Oscar  KUstrom. 

Comrade  Kilstrom: 

I  have  been  requested  to  present  Past  Department  Commander  George 
Trickey  (step  forward  George),  George  Trickey  is  from  Three  Rivers.  We 
have  some  becoming  names  for  the  cities  of  Michigan,  Coldwater,  West 
Branch,  Long  Branch,  etc.  George,  you  were  ever  faithful  to  me  while  I 
was  Department  Commander,  and  It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  present 
you  with  this  badge,  I  know  you  will  be  proud  of  It,  and  I  am  very 
glad  to  have  been  requested  to  present  it  to  you. 

Past  Department  Commander  Geo.  Rogers: 

I  will  now  Introduce  to  you  our  Department  Marshal,  Comrade  Ham- 
ilton. 
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Comrade  Hamilton: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you  one  of  the  best,  In  the 
old  days,  of  Past  Commanders,  and  one  of  the  greatest  pleasures  I  have 
tonight  Is  in  presenting  this  General,  one  of  the  greatest  Generals  we  ever 
had  in  Michigan.  I  deem  It  a  great  honor  to  announce  to  you  the  name 
of  Past  Department  Commander  George  T.  Gaston.  I  will  now  pin  this 
beautiful  badge  upon  your  breast,  and  I  hope  I  shall  be  able  some  day,  I 
don't  care  when,  to  come  on  this  platform  and  receive  one  of  these.  I 
think  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  honors  a  man  can  get  in  the  State  of 
Michigan.     I  thank  you. 

Comrade  George  Gaston: 

I  sincerely  appreciate  the  gift  of  this  medal  and  will  always  wear  It 
with  honor  to  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Commander  Rogers: 

I  take  pleasure  Introducing  to  you,  the  Aid  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  George  Ames  of  Battle  Creek. 

Comrade  Ames: 

Years  ago  In  '98  I  served  In  the  Infantry,  and  at  that  time  In  that 
Infantry  was  one  company  still  known  for  having  blue  under  the  fingers. 
One  Comrade  took  an  over  active  Interest  In  its  welfare.  I  wish  to  call 
upon  Gus  Stein  of  Kalamazoo  to  come  up  here.  I  served  Gus  Stein  In  '98. 
I  served  as  Department  Inspector  and  he  was  Department  Commander  of 
the  Department  of  Michigan.  Gus  did  everything  I  told  him  to  do.  He  is 
a  good  soldier.  To  show  my  appreciation,  Gus,  I  will  give  you  what  the 
Department  desires  you  to  receive,  this  badge.  I  congratulate  you  once 
more  on  your  service,  It  Is  appreciated  not  only  by  myself  but  also  by  all 
of  the  Comrades  In  Michigan. 

Comrade  Gus  Stein: 

I  only  wish  I  was  of  Swedish  extraction. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Commander  and  the  Comrades  for  this  beautiful 
gift. 

Commander  Rogers: 

I  would  now  like  to  Introduce  to  you  Comrade  William  J.  Emery  of 
Grand  Rapids. 

Comrade  Emery: 

This  is  Indeed  an  unexpected  pleasure.  I  didn't  expect  to  be  called 
upon  to  make  a  presentation  speech.  I  have  to  present  a  Past  Depart- 
ment Commander  of  Michigan,   who  I  presume  Is  better  known   by  the 
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name  of  "Bill."     You  can  all  guess  his  last  name,  I'ast  Department  Com- 
mander William  E.  Rice. 

Comrade  Rice: 
I  thank  you. 

Commander  Rogers,  introducing  Comrade  Ragg  of  Toledo,  Ohio. 

Comrade  Ragg: 

I  don't  know  why  they  come  way  down  to  Ohio  to  get  someone  to 
come  here  and  present  a  Past  Department  Commander's  jewel.  I  am  used 
to  talking  to  soldiers,  and  can  do  so  in  my  own  way,  but  I  don't  know 
what  to  say  to  ask  Past  Department  Commander  Kunze  to  step  forward. 
I  only  hope  you  will  wear  this  Past  Department  Commander's  jewel  with 
as  much  pride  as  you  had  in  the  service  you  have  performed.  Wear  this 
with  honor  and  it  will  be  appreciated  all  the  rest  of  your  life.

Commander  Rogers:

Chaplain  Comrade  Breitmeyer: 

It  affords  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  make  this  gift  to  one  who 
was  formerly  a  resident  of  Jackson.  I  regret  vory  much  I  am  not  able  to 
say  I  was  a  member  of  his  regiment.

Comrade  Payne: 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  have  the  opportunity  to  greeting  this 
Assembly  here  tonight,  and  to  have  assembled  on  this  platform  Comrades 
who  have  served  as  Past  Department  Commanders  of  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan. The  men  on  this  platform  were  selected  by  their  Comrades  to 
lead  the  Department  during  the  various  years  of  their  administration  and 
today  in  the  City  of  Jackson,  we  had  a  wonderful  reception  and  I  can  say 
to  you  that  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Department  of  Michigan, 
the  entire  Staff  of  the  Department  Commanders  are  here  on  this  platform 
tonight.  We  have  two  Comrades  who  occupied  this  high  office  who  have 
gone  on  beyond  but  we  revere  their  memory  as  we  revere  the  memory 
of  our  other  departed  comrades.  I  thank  you  sincerely  for  the  honor 
you  have  bestowed  upon  me  and  I  assure  you  that  I  will  carry  this  badge 
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with  a  credit  to  the  organization  that  honored  me  in  1917  and  1918 — 
again  I  thank  you. 

Commander  Rogers: 

I  am  going  to  try  at  this  time  to  do  sombething  that  we  have  been 
unsuccessful  in  doing.  I  am  going  to  call  on  our  good  Comrade  Gansser 
to  talk  now. 

Comrade  Gansser: 

Not  guilty.  Evidently  somebody  thinks  Tarn.  I  have  a  pleasant  task 
however.  In  the  year  1914  In  the  City  of  Jackson,  it  was  my  privilege 
to  preside  over  a  Convention  like  this.  As  your  Department  Commander 
at  that  time,  I  had  an  aid  who  did  successful  work  for  you  and  I  had  the 
pleasure  to  name  Fritz  Smalzrelt —  two  men  who  loved  their  adopted  land 
and  served  It  the  best  they  knew  how.  Sometimes  I  think  names  like 
Fred  and  Gus  you  appreciate  more  than  James  and  John.     I  thank  you. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Just  to  show  the  Comrades  what  a  good  fellow  I  am  at  this  time  I  am 
going  to  give  an  attorney  the  pleasure  of  "telling  It  to  the  Judge." 

Comrade  Payne: 

It  certainly  gives  me  great  pleasure.  You  can't  fine  me  for  contempt 
of  court  now.

I  selected 
Charles  Bartlett  as  my  Chlef-of-Staff,  and  I  am  proud  of  the  fact  that  he 
was  my  Chlef-of-Staff.  From  that  day  to  this  he  has  made  a  record  for 
himself  and  in  every  endeavor  he  has  undertaken.  He  filled  the  office 
as  Chief-of-Staff  with  honor,  he  has  been  honored  by  the  State  of  Michigan 
and  honored  by  the  citizens  of  Detroit;  and  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me 
to  ask  you  to  come  forward  so  I  can  pin  on  your  breast  this  badge  of  honor. 

Comrade  Charles  Bartlett: 

I  am  going  to  make  this  short  tonight.  As  you  know  Comrade  Payne 
is  an  attorney,  and  I  am  Judge  of  the  Recorder's  Court  in  the  City  of 
Detroit.  Tomorrow  is  my  day  of  triumph,  for  Comrade  Payne  has  a  very 
important   case   involving   thousands   of   dollars   In    my   Court   tomorrow 
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morning  at    11    o'clock.      I   expect   the   fire   works   will   commence   and    I 
invite  you  one  and  all  to  the  ceremony.     Thank  you. 

Comrade  Rogers: 

This  completes  the  program  and  we  will  now  go  on  with  the  dance.

I  was  in  Washington.  They  persuaded  the  President  not  to  sign  the 
bill. 

Commander  Charles  H.  Chapman: 

In  reply  to  Past  Department  Commander  Gansser,  I  was  simply  ex- 
pressing a  desire  of  several  of  the  Comrades,  or  many  of  them,  when  they 
said  the  Spanish  American  War  Veterans  had  been  ignored  and  from  the 
public  rostrum  it  had  been  offered  repeatedly  that  the  little  old  Spanish 
War  was  not  enough  to  go  round.  It  did  more  for  this  Republic  to  cement 
the  north  and  south — It  did  more  than  the  Civil  War. 

Here  followed  a  discussion  and  argument  as  to  the  wording  of  the 
resolution. 

Resolution  again  read: 

Comrade  Ireland,  No.  10: 

I  move  the  passage  of  the  resolution  as  first  read. 
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Comrade  Booth,  No.  48: 

I  support  It.     Resolution  is  adopted. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Report    of   Chairman    of    Transportation    Committee    for    the    National 
Convention. 

Comrade  Bindner,   Camp  No.   10: 

The  Transportation  Committee  has  not  yet  decided  what  reservations 
can  be  had. 

Commander  Rogers: 

One  year  ago  when  making  appointments  I  nominated  Comrade 
.Gansser  as  Patriotic  Instructor  and  Historian.  We  will  now  listen  to  a 
report  from  our  Comrade  Gansser. 

Comrade  Senator  Gansser: 

Commander  and  Comrades — It  is  always  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege 
to  meet  with  my  comrades  of  '98,  and  this  reunion  is  surely  a  happy 
occasion.  In  the  little  time  available,  permit  me  to  present  my  annual 
report,  both  as  patriotic  instructor  and  chairman  of  your  legislative  com- 
mittee. At  Port  Huron  last  year  we  told  you  of  the  change  in  our  prop- 
erty tax  exemption  law,  increasing  the  valuation  from  $3,000  to  $5,000. 
and  the  exemption  from  $1,000  to  $2,000.  Now  various  tax  assessors 
are  delaying  the  carrying  out  that  law.  Just  another  proof  that  we  must 
forever  be  on  our  guard  to  assure  even  simple  justice.  It  is  one  thing  to 
get  a  certain  law  passed.  It  is  quite  another  to  have  that  law  carried  out. 
So  you  must  insist  on  your  rights  under  the  law,  back  home.  When  I 
Introduced  that  amendment,  it  was  meant  to  benefit  every  Comrade 
eligible  to  membership  in  our  Spanish  War  Veterans.  Now  they  quibble 
about  Philippine  service  and  the  Boxer  Rebellion,  in  China.  Go  back 
home  and  tell  your  Comrades  just  what  the  Legislature  meant  to  do  in 
that  law.  and  have  them  insist  on  their  rights.  Then  to  stop  all  future 
quibbling  we  will  clarify  the  language  in  the  1927  Legislature.  Now 
to  the  new  Spanish  War  Veterans  pension  law,  about  to  be  passed  by 
Congress.  It  has  met  stiff  opposition  from  the  penny  pinching  patriots. 
To  them  every  penny  taken  from  the  treasury  for  pensions,  is  an  extra 
load  on  the  taxpayer.  They  dislike  to  still  have  to  pay  for  the  Civil  War 
and  the  Spanish  American  War.  But  there  is  another  way  of  looking  at 
all  pension  legislation  as  an  investment  in  good  will  and  a  golden  oppor- 
tunity to  prove  that  this  is  not  an  ungrateful  Republic.  These  broad- 
minded  citizens  allow  that  American  volunteers  did  not  start  these  wars; 
that  in  truth  they  assumed  the  risk  and  the  loss,  and  never  once  looked 
at  the  pay  side  of  the  service. 
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These  public  spirited  citizens  maintain  that  America's  veterans  of  all 
wars  have  rendered  a  service  so  extraordinary,  that  it  can  never  really  be 
paid  for.  Such  a  sei*vice  cannot  be  measured  in  dollars  and  cents.  lUit  In 
most  cases  this  service  was  rendered  at  the  sacrifice  of  health,  youth  and 
education,  creating  handicap  in  future  earning  capacity.  That  brings  up 
the  economic  problem.  Surely  the  higher  the  standard  of  living  made 
possible  by  Uncle  Sam,  both  to  his  employes  and  his  defenders  in  time  of 
peace  and  war,  the  greater  will  be  the  prosperity  of  our  nation.  The 
example  so  set  by  Uncle  Sam  will  have  great  influence  on  our  national 
prosperity.  We  are  the  richest  nation  in  the  world  today.  Our  liberal 
people  want  to  share  this  prosperity  and  give  it  the  widest  possible  dis- 
tribution. We  want  neither  many  too  rich  nor  many  more  too  poor.  So 
public  opinion  was  with  Congress  in  passing  the  increase  in  pensions  to 
the  men  of  *98.  It  will  make  possible  better  food,  better  clothes,  better 
medical  service,  better  homes,  and  will  help  to  provide  for  many  even 
some  of  the  comforts  of  life  previously  denied  them.  Immediately  the 
farmer  and  manufacturer  share  in  these  expenditures.  And  then  Uncle 
Sam  gets  part  of  it  back  by  the  increased  income  in  taxes  of  various 
kinds.  Supposing  it  makes  possible  buying  a  flivver  on  the  installment 
plan.  Immediately  the  veteran  and  his  family  get  more  out  of  life,  and 
Henry  Ford  pays  a  little  more  on  his  motor  car  tax,  his  corporation  tax, 
his  income  tax  and  property  taxes.  So  this  pension  money  is  put  In 
circulation  where  it  does  more  good  than  resting  idly  in  U.  S.  Treasury 
Vaults.  The  surprising  thing  is  this,  that  so  many  good  business  men 
fail  to  see  this  aspect  of  the  problem.  These  same  old  penny  pinching 
and  gold  hoarding  reactionaries  are  willing  to  spend  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  their  own  dollars  to  flght  an  imaginary  "Red  Menace."  Many 
of  this  tribe  were  war  profiteers  in  the  World  War.  They  saw  to  It,  that 
the  four  million  enlisted  men  received  practically  nothing  for  their  service 
in  the  army  and  navy.  They  maintained  that  American  boys  must  not 
put  a  price  on   their  patriotism. 

They  knew  the  American  service  man  in  the  World  War  had  a  jolly 
song,  setting  forth  that  on  paper  he  got  thirty  dollars,  but  in  fact  he 
seldom  drew  a  cent.  Out  of  that  $30  came  $15  for  compulsory  allotment; 
$8  or  so  for  war  risk  insurance,  also  compulsory;  and  then  came  the 
army  barber,  laundry  and  sundries  to  take  the  $7  left.  Then  there  were 
lost  property  charges,  so  that  most  of  the  four  million  heroes  were  owing 
Uncle  Sam  money  at  discharge.  Then  these  penny  pinching  patriots 
fought  the  Michigan  Fordney  Bill  giving  these  enlisted  men  $1  a  day 
adjusted  compensation.  They  sneerlngly  called  this  a  "bonus,"  and 
fought  against  it  tooth  aad  nail.  They  did  not  seem  to  realize  that  four 
million  Americans,  with  all  their  relatives,  discouraged  and  neglected, 
would  be  a  more  serious  problem  for  America's  happiness  than  the 
"Bolshevism"  or  any  other  ism  they  dreaded  so.     However,  "all  Is  well 
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that  ends  well."  And  the  better  judgment  of  our  people  won  out  for  jus- 
tice and  equality  of  opportunity,  as  It  always  has  done.  Right  here  and 
now  I  want  to  congratulate  Department  Commander  Geo.  W.  Rogers  and 
his  able  staff,  for  their  good  work  In  helping  pass  the  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans legislation  at  Washington;  In  their  good  work  during  the  past  year 
in  Michigan,  and  for  this  most  happy  and  harmonious  reunion.  That 
was  a  fine  showing  on  parade  yesterday.  That  was  a  fine  program  at  the 
auditorium  last  evening.  Where  In  this  wld(^  world  would  you  find  a  hand- 
somer group  of  women  than  In  our  own  Auxiliary?  The  American  Legion 
of  Michigan  Is  sending  greetings  and  an  Invitation  to  meet  with  them  at 
Lansing  over  Labor  Day,  for  their  8th  annual  reunion.  The  new  Olds 
Hotel  win  then  be  open  for  business,  and  the  Michigan  State  College 
and  capitol  building  with  Its  war  museum  will  alone  be  worth  your  visit. 
The  G.  A.  R.  and  V.  F.  W.  with  their  Auxiliaries  will  also  be  guests  of 
honor  there.  The  veterans  of  all  wars  have  so  much  in  common.  "United 
we  stand,  divided  we  fall."  And  as  Admiral  Schley  said  to  America  after 
the  naval  battle  of  Santiago:  "There  Is  glory  enough  to  go  around." 

During  the  past  year  I  have  addressed  two  colleges,  six  high  schools, 
31  public  schools,  14  church  gatherings,  21  fraternal  meetings,  and  42 
patriotic  meetings,  largely  American  Legion  and  our  own  Camps.  In 
every  instance  have  stressed  the  need  of  education  and  citizenship  train- 
ing, especially  for  our  Immigrant  families.  My  Comrades,  you  can  prove 
your  peace  time  patriotism  most,  by  taking  an  active  part  in  all  public 
affairs  back  home;  by  voting  yourself,  and  getting  your  friends  and  neigh- 
bors to  vote.  As  It  is  now,  only  about  half  the  citizens  take  the  trouble 
to  vote.  Hence  we  have  minority  rule.  The  G.  A.  R.  carried  forward 
this  work  in  schools  and  communities  for  50  years,  and  now  It  is  your 
heritage  and  your  duty.  The  Women's  Relief  Corps  will  help  you  all 
the  way.  Beware  of  the  present  day  pacifist.  He  means  well,  but  is 
poorly  advised.  Remember  China.  With  all  her  millions  of  people  and 
her  culture  of  3,000  years  she  is  the  helpless  victim  of  robbers  within  and 
without.  Let  us  remember  President  Roosevelt's  injunction:  "In  our 
intercourse  with  other  nations,  let  us  always  speak  softly,  but  be  sure 
to  carry  a  big  stick."  He  was  right.  America  must  lead  the  world  in 
peace  and  amity.  But  we  must  face  the  facts,  and  see  the  world  as  it  Is. 
President  Wilson  in  his  idealism  treated  world  problems  as  though  the 
world  were  as  he  wished  It  to  be.  Had  President  Roosevelt  been  at  the 
helm  in  1914,  there  might  not  have  been  a  World  War.  The  Kaiser 
would  have  hesitated  to  sink  our  Lusltanla  and  other  ships,  had  he 
thought  for  a  moment  that  we  would  enter  the  fight.  Let  us  encourage 
the  Boy  Scouts  and  school  training,  for  thes^  make  for  good  health  and 
self  discipline.  Continue  to  encourage  our  National  Guard,  our  Citizens 
Training  Camps,  our  Officers  Reserve  Corps,  an  adequate  navy  and  the 
best  commercial  air  fleet  in  the  world.     These  make  for  the  national  de- 
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fense,  and  do  not  in  themselves  make  for  militarism  or  aggression.  Finally, 
let  us  withhold  judgment  on  the  Michigan  state  welfare  work  of  the 
American  Legion,  which  right  now  is  under  fire,  until  all  the  facts  are  in. 
Let  us  remember  that  the  American  Legion  has  fought  all  the  way  to  give 
to  our  Comrades  of  '98  the  same  hospitalization  accorded  World  War 
Veterans,  and  that  at  this  very  time  the  Legion  is  helping  out  with  our 
Spanish  American  War  bill  at  Washington.  "Ih  unity  there  is  strength" 
and  our  aims  and  objects  are  much  the  same,     I  thank  you. 

Department  Commander  Charles  H.  Chapman: 

Comrades,  it  is  unnecessary  to  make  comments  relative  to  our  Past 
Department  Commander's  address,  however,  I  wish  every  Comrade  here  to 
know  what  Past  Department  Gansser  has  done  for  the  Spanish  American 
War  Veterans.  I  want  every  Comrade  to  know  the  obligation  we  owe  to 
Senator  Gansser.  We  agree  with  everything  he  has  said  this  morning, 
and  hope  to  continue  along  these  lines. 

Commander  Rogers: 

Thinking  back  to  the  time  when  our  National  Legislature  was  in 
session  in  the  City  of  Washington,  I  recall  that  the  little  lady  at  the  head 
of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  the  President  General,  Marie  Williams,  was 
asked  what  reason  she  had  to  give  for  the  increased  pension  legislation 
to  be  offered  at  this  time.  A  great  many  of  you  heard  her  remarks.  I 
think  she  made  the  shortest  speech  on  record.  I  am  told  what  she  said 
amounted  to  this:  The  mother  of  three  children,  she  thought  everything 
of  her  oldest  son,  everything  of  her  youngest  son,  and  yet  she  thought  just 
as  much  of  the  one  in  the  middle.  At  this  time  I  want  permission  to  send 
our  good  Comrades  Kilstrom  and  Stein  there  with  the  thanks  of  this 
Department  for  what  she  did,  and  report  back. 

Comrade  Cheney: 

At  this  time  before  the  Comrades  leave  the  hall,  I  would  like  to 
make  a  request.  You  heard  Captain  Sparks,  Exalted  Ruler  of  the  Elks, 
make  a  statement  that  they  had  turned  over  this  hall  to  us.  You  have 
noticed  this  floor  had  to  be  cleared,  and  it  has  made  a  lot  of  extra  work  for 
the  caretaker  of  this  building.  I  would  suggest  that  we  take  a  little 
collection  for  this  man,  he  has  quite  a  family  and  is  deserving  of  it. 

Comrade  Ames,  Camp  No.   30: 

I  do  believe  that  the  Department  of  Michigan  should  make  some 
adequate  compensation  to  the  caretaker.  I  make  a  motion  that  the  De- 
partment of  Michigan  appropriate  $20  to  the  caretaker  of  this  building. 
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Comrade  Hamilton,  No.   5: 

I  heartily  support  that  motion. 
Motion  carried. 

Comrade  Hennlng,  No.  9: 

I  believe  that  It  Is  In  perfect  order  for  this  convention  and  think  it 
should  be  shown  on  the  records  that  we  extend  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
officers  of  Jackson,  and  to  Captain  Sparks  who  has  worked  diligently  for 
the  pleasure  of  this  Convention.  Also  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  Girl  Scouts, 
and  the  Comrades  of  Jaclison,  of  the  prison  and  all  the  organizations  who 
have  taken  part  In  making  this  Convention  successful  and  in  entertain- 
ing us  during  our  time  In  Jackson.  Also  to  James  A.  Andrews,  Veteran  of 
Foreign  Wars — a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Motion  carried. 

Comrade  Rattray,  No.  40: 

We  do  not  know  where  the  next  Convention  city  is  yet.  We  always 
elect  to  go  wherever  the  G.  A.  R.  decide  to  go.  Therefore  I  move  we  hold 
our  24th  annual  convention  in  the  same  city  selected  by  the  G.  A.  R. 

Comrade  Burmelster  of  Lansing  seconded  this  motion. 

Motion  carried. 

Comrade  Booth,  No.  48: 

We  have  good  hotel  accommodations.  We  have  a  small  town  or 
rather  two  towns,  Benton  Harbor  and  St.  Joe,  are  close  together.  We 
can  accommodate  35,000  people  at  Benton  Harbor.  We  have  a  new  hotel, 
the  Vincent — It  has  eight  stories  and  I  believe  there  are  300  rooms.  St. 
Joe  has  the  Whltcomb  Hotel  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  informed  me 
there  are  2,000  hotel  rooms  at  your  disposal.  Every  year  we  take  care  of 
two  to  three  million  people  from  Chicago.  You  have  all  these  facilities 
and  furthermore,  we  are  going  to  give  you  all  the  entertainment  in  the 
world.  We  have  four  high  class  bands.  They  will  be  at  your  disposal 
all  during  the  Convention.  One  band  will  be  assigned  to  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans  to  do  as  they  please.     I  will  personally  see  to  that. 

Commander  Rogers: 

In  response  to  that,  I  might  say  that  you  will  see  from  a  telegram  that 
a  band  was  assigned  to  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  but  we  did  not  have 
it.  This  was  due  to  an  oversight  of  the  man  in  charge.  He  was  to  have 
placed  It  there.  Comrade  Ames  deserv^es  credit  for  stealing  the  band 
for  the  end  of  our  march. 

Comrade  Ireland: 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  we  are  without  a  band  I  was  wondering  If  we 
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could  not  get  together  a  band  of  the  members  of  the  Spanish  War  Vets, 
so  we  can  be  sure  we  are  going  to  have  a  band.  I  have  been  informed 
there  is  good  material  in  this  outfit  here.  We  can  have  a  band  all  our 
own  and  have  it  when  we  need  it.  I  am  satisfied  we  can  get  a  band.  If 
they  need  any  help  on  instruments  it  will  be  up  to  every  member  to 
cooperate  and  see  if  we  cannot  form  and  maintain  a  band.  1  believe  we 
will  camp  at  Higgins  Lake  some  day  and  will  therefore  need  a  band. 

Comrade  Gansser: 

The  Legion  has  67  acres  there.  Don't  figure  on  having  a  Convention 
at  Higgins  Lake.  Let  us  meet  with  the  G.  A.  R.  and  the  Veterans  of  For- 
feign  Wars.  Every  year  let  us  have  a  picnic  beginning  next  year,  at  Hig- 
goins  Lake  at  a  time  different  than  that  of  the  State  Convention.  Every- 
body come  to  Higgins  Lake  and  have  their  vacation. 

Comrade  Ireland: 

Senator  Gansser  will  be  returned  to  the  Senate  and  I  think  he  will 
have  a  job  on  his  hands.  We  are  going  to  ask  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature  for  an  appropriation  to  build  a  club  house. 

Comrade  Gansser: 

I  will  make  a  motion  that  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  are  to  hold  sum- 
mer camp  one  week  annually  during  the  month  of  August. 

Comrade  Williams.  No.  24: 

I  think  it  is  something  wonderful.  It  means  more  to  the  Spanish 
War  Veterans  than  the  average  individual  will  think.  We  can't  express 
liow  we  feel  when  we  have  a  place  to  go  and  know  it  is  our  own.  No 
one  can  say  whether  we  can  camp  in  that  spot  or  not.  060  acres  where 
we  can  go  and  come  as  we  please;  it  means  more  than  we  can  say.  We 
should  get  together  shoulder  to  shoulder,  every  member,  and  make  it  a 
howling  success  up  there.      I  support  the  motion. 

Motion  carried. 

Motion  made  to  adjourn. 
Convention  adjourned  in  due  form.

Attention  is  called  in  these  orders  to  matters  upon  which  all  the 
Camps  in  this  Department  should  take  action.  Suggestions  are  also  given 
about  Camp  activities,  which  should  be  followed  in  order  to  make  the 
organization  achieve  that  position  which  its  sacrifices  made  in  the  service 
of  the  nation  entitle  It. 

DELEGATES  TO  NATIONAL  CONVENTION 

Representation. in  the  National  Encampment  is  based  upon  one  for 
every  100  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  as  shown  by  the  semi- 
annual report  for  the  term  ending  June  30,  1925;  each  Camp,  however, 
being  entitled  to  one  delegate,  regardless  of  its  membership. 

CerUflcates  of  election  as  such  delegates  are  due  such  Camps  as  have 
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paid  their  per  capita  tax.  These  will  be  sent  each  Camp  now  in  arrears 
upon  receipt  of  the  per  capita  tax  for  the  term  named  above.  A  regula- 
tion of  the  National  Department  requires  these  certificates  to  be  in  hand 
30  days  prior  to  the  National  Encampment,  so  it  will  be  necessary  for  this 
Department  to  have  the  certificates  before  August  26th. 

Delegates  to  the  National  Encampment  must  be  named  by  the  Camps 
not  later  than  the  regular  July  meeting.  Commanders  should  see  that  the 
delegates  named  are  reported  to  Headquarters  in  order  that  all  the 
formalities  connected  with  securing  rates  can  be  observed. 

WM.   SALSBURY   CAMP  NO.    53 

A  new  Camp  was  organized  and  instituted  on  Thursday  evening,  July

A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  was  organized,  being  named  in 
honor  of  Mrs.  G.  O.  Switzer,  a  nurse  in  the  hospitals  of  the  Spanish  Amer- 
ican War.  Mrs.  June  Floss,  of  Big  Rapids,  Department  Historian  of  the 
Auxiliary,  received  the  application  for  a  charter,  bearing  14  signatures. 

THE  PER  CAPITA  TAX 

Camp  Commanders  should  impress  upon  their  Adjutants  and  Quarter- 
masters the  importance  of  having  the  reports  of  the  Camp  sent  to  Head- 
quarters. The  Department  of  Michigan  should  at  least  be  among  the 
100  per  cent  encampments  to  be  reported  to  the  convention,  a  distinction 
not  accorded  it  in  General  Orders  No.  8  of  the  National  Headquarters. 

According  to  Department  rules  and  regulations  these  reports  and 
per  capita  tax  should  be  rendered  at  the  beginning  of  each  six  months' 
term.  Camp  pride  as  well  as  regard  for  the  reputation  of  ^le  Department 
should  cause  promptness  in  sending  these  reports. 

LADIES'  AUXILIARIES 

No  more  helpful  factor  in  the  good  fortunes  of  a  Camp  can  be  had 
than  the  influence  of  a  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  Invariably  it  Is  observed  that 
the  live  Camps  throughout  the  Department  have  the  assistance  of  an 
active  auxiliary.  It  is,  therefore,  urged  upon  all  Camps  to  secure  the 
organization  of  the  mothers,  wives,  and  daughters  of  members  into  an 
auxiliary. 

The  closer  feeling  created  through  the  functions  of  the  organizations, 
the  social  sessions  and  picnics,  the  sense  of  partnership,  reacts  most  won- 
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derfully  in  the  success  of  both.     If  you  have  not  an  auxiliary,  talie  steps 
at  once  to  form  one. 

AID    FROM    DEPARTMENT    OFFICERS    AND    CAMPS 

The  Commander  earnestly  urges  all  Department  Officers,  and  all 
oflflcers  of  subordinate  Camps  of  the  Department,  to  give  thought  to  the 
extension  of  the  Camps  of  Michigan.  There  should  be  such  thoroughness 
in  a  survey  of  the  possible  establishment  of  new  Camps  in  our  Depart- 
ment that  before  the  close  of  this  administration  every  city  having  a 
group  of  Spanish  War  veterans  should  be  enrolled  among  the  other  Camps 
of  the  State.  It  usually  needs  only  a  small  prompting  to  awaken  a  genuine 
interest  in  perpetuating  the  memories  and  associations  of  that  service. 
Find  the  Comrade  to  do  the  local  work  of  creating  an  interest,  report  his 
name  to  the  Department  Headquarters,  and  the  clue  will  be  followed  up. 

CAMP  COMMANDERS 

Upon  the  zeal  and  activity  of  the  Caniip  Commanders  rests  the  welfare 
of  the  organization,  for  the  Camp  which  has  life  and  is  imparting  to  its 
membership  that  sense  of  Comradeship  which  formed  the  most  desirable 
feature  in  the  experience  of  1898-1904,  is  contributing  to  the  advancement 
of  the  Department  also. 

Along  this  line  there  should  be  a  persistent  effort  to  enlist  all  veterans 
eligible  for  membership  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Camps  already  formed. 
Such  campaigns  have  a  double  effect,  for  not  only  do  they  increase  the 
membership  of  the  Camp  but  such  activity  gives  greater  interest  in  those 
already  identified  with  the  Camp. 

The  effort  should  also  be  applied  to  those  suspended,  for  such  sus- 
pensions are  too  often  due  to  a  laxity  in  collecting  dues  before  they  assume 
proportions  which  make  it  difficult  for  the  Comrade  to  meet.  A  liberal 
action  by  the  Camp  will,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  transform  the  delinquent 
into  a  worthy  active  member. 

MONTHLY  REPORTS  FOR  CAMP  COMMANDERS 

With  this  is  enclosed  a  new  blank  prepared  for  the  Commanders. 
The  information  called  for  is  easily  assembled,  and  furnishes  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  a  most  helpful  knowledge  of  the  affairs  of  his  trust. 
They  should  be  regularly  filled  out  and  sent  to  Headquarters. 

Camp  Commanders,  and  all  Comrades,  are  urged  to  send  in  sug- 
gestions for  advancing  the  fortunes  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Volun- 
teers. This  is  asked  in  the  belief  that  out  of  the  thought  of  the  best  men 
in  the  several  Camps  of  the  Department  there  will  be  produced  conditions 
which  will  be  amazingly  beneficial.     It  is  our  organization,  and  by  co- 
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operation  and  harmonious  action  in  all  our  duties  we  will  make  it  what  it 
really  is;  the  equal  of  any  organization  in  advancing  Freedom,  Patriotism 
and  Humanity.

WHAT   MAY   WE   EXPECT   IN    1926 

The  year  just  ended  has  brought  to  our  ranks  many  new  members 
through  the  splendid  efforts  of  certain  Camp  Commanders  throughout  the 
State,  and  it  is  only  hoped  that  Comrades  selected  to  fill  these  offices  for 
the  ensuing  year  will  work  with  the  same  determination.  Should  these 
new  officers  meet  with  the  same  success,  Michigan  will  stand  well  up  in 
the  list  of  those  considered  nearly  100  per  cent  organized. 
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THE    TAX    EXEMPTION    LAW 

Effective  January  Ist,  1926,  all  Spanish  War  Veterans  are  entitled  to 
$2,000  Tax  Exemption;  providing  their  property  is  not  assessed  to  exceed 
$5,000,  and  applies  to  the  home  that  you  live  in.  All  Comrades  who 
have  not  already  done  so,  should  apply  to  the  one  making  the  assessment 
on  their  property. 

INCREASED  PENSION   LEGISLATION 

A  new  bill,  increasing  pensions  paid  to  Spanish  War  Veterans,  has 
been  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Leavitt, 
and  known  as  H  R  98,  also  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Hon.  Mr.  Means, 
and  known  by  S.  98,  making  the  rates  in  pensions  from  $20.  to  $50  in- 
stead of  $12  to  $30  as  at  present.  This  new  bill  also  provides  for  an 
increase  for  our  widows  of  $10  per  month,  and  will  give  our  children  $8 
per  month  until  they  become  eighteen  years  of  age.  The  bill  also 
provides  for  those  who  have  become  totally  disabled,  and  shall  require 
the  personal  aid  of  another  person,  they  shall  receive  $100  per  month.  All 
Comrades  should  write  their  Congressmen  and  Senators  at  once,  asking 
them  for  their  support  of  the  above  measure,  and  in  so  doing,  you  will 
lend  great  help  to  our  National  Officers,  and  greater  help  to  yourself, 
should  this  bill  become  a  law. 

Let  us  all  hope  that  the  number  98  given  to  our  bill  will  bring  the 
same  success  that  our  Veterans  brought  to  the  nation  way  back  in  '98. 

All  replies  received  from  the  Congressmen  and  Senators  should  be 
forwarded  to  Department  Headquarters,  who  in  turn  will  send  them  to 
National  Headquarters  for  their  information.

He,  therefore,  asks  to  be  given  permission  on  account  of  his  position, 
to  contribute  $100  and  he  also  asks  that  all  Camp  Commanders  take 
this  up  with  their  membership,  asking  all  to  contribute  who  feel  that 
they  can.  But  that  no  member  shall  give  to  exceed  $1,  so  that  all  will 
share  in  the  honor  of  giving,  and  that  all  donations  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Adjutant  General,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  Leader  Building,  Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 

This  tablet  will  be  properly  dedicated  on  February  15,  1926,  the 
anniversary  of  the  sinking  of  the  Maine,  with  our  organization  and  the 
governments  of   tlie   United  States  and   Cuba  represented.

Department  Commander  Charles  H.  Chapman: 

The  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Encampment  of  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  is  now  in  session. 
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Comrades:  Benton  Harbor  has  been  noted  always  for  its  great 
natural  beauty,  productive  soil,  business  men  and  officials  with  energy 
and  vision.  The  broad  acres  adjacent  have  been  converted  into  a  fruit 
garden,  now  known  as  the  fruit-productive  heart  of  Michigan.  Approach- 
ing this  attractive  city  from  any  direction  one  is  overwhelmed  by  the  sight 
of  highly  cultivated  rows  of  fruit  trees  and  grape  vines  extending  for 
many  miles.  Arriving  in  the  city  one  is  met  by  that  cordial,  warm- 
hearted and  sincere  greeting  which  has  always  characterized  the  citizens 
of  Benton  Harbor  for  their  generosity.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  con- 
vention, our  host  would  not  feel  at  ease  if  assurances  were  not  verbally 
extended  to  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  emphasizing  to  them  that 
the  city  extends  its  welcome,  and  Commissioner  Stouck,  of  Benton  Har- 
bor, has  come  here  for  that  purpose,  and  I  may  say  that  Commissioner 
Stouck  is  one  of  the  foremost  of  the  energetic  builders  of  the  beautiful 
city. 

Commissioner  Stouck: 

Gentlemen,  and  lady,  (bowing  to  the  stenographer,  the  only  lady  in 
the  convention  hall)  I  can  assure  you  that  anything  I  am  to  say  will  not 
take  so  very  much  time.  I  appreciate  that  you  are  not  here  to  hear 
speeches  but  to  see  Benton  Harbor  and  will  try  to  say  something  which 
will  be  of  benefit  to  your  organization.  We  are  not  together  to  formulate 
plans  and  to  cause  destruction  to  mankind  and  achievement,  but  to  look 
ahead.  Sometimes  it  seems  to  me  that  all  good  must  come  out  of  chaos 
and  strife.  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  Benton 
Harbor  was  incorporated  in  1891  and  had  a  population  of  3,800.  At 
present  it  has  a  population  of  approximately  16,000  and  we  are  still  going 
strong.  If  there  is  anything  that  you  gentlemen  wish  that  is  within  the 
power  of  the  city  of  Benton  Harbor,  it  is  yours  and  we  gladly  extend  a 
hearty  welcome  and  thoroughly  enjoy  the  honor  of  having  you  with  us 
and  all  the  other  organizations  joined  in  this  Convention.

We  are  more  than  thankful  to  be  here  and  our  comrade,  who  has  just 
arrived  from  Harper  Hospital,  is  prepared  to  tell  you  just  how  much  we 
enjoy  being  here,  and  how  much  we  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  coming 
to  your  beautiful  city.

Tft  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Encampment, 

Department  of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans: 

At  this  time  I  desire  to  again  sincerely  thank  the  Comrades  of  the 
Department  of  Michigan  for  the  confidence  reposed  and  the  high  honor 
conferred  upon  me  in  the  City  of  Jackson  in  June,  19  26. 

To  serve  the  Comrades  of  tho  Department  of  Michigan  as  their  Com- 
mander is  an  honor  as  higli  as  can  be  attained. 

Owing  to  the  location  of  my  residence  in  the  Northern  Peninsula 
and  the  heavy  transportation  charges,  there  were  some  misgivings  as  to 
the  ability  to  accomplish  results,  however,  no  official  accomplishes  all  he 
plans  to  do,  and  yet  if  lie  tries  in  an  honest  effort  the  Comrades  are 
charitable. 

I  have  endeavored  to  condense  my  report  and  will  only  speak  of 
those  matters  I  believe  to  be  directly  beneficial  to  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans,  and  will  venture  some  recommendations  for  consideration 
of  matters  coming  to  my  attention,  all  of  which  have  appealed  to  me,  in 
my  work  as  Commander,  and  which  I  believe  would  enure  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Department  of  Michigan.

Left  the  Comrades  of 
the  Camp  with  the  thought  that  Comradeship  and  the  objects  to  be 
accomplished  by  harmonious  organization  were  far  above  personal  dif- 
ferences. 

March  8,  9  and  10.  Visited  Detroit  to  meet  Commander-in-Chief 
Rice  W.  Means  and  the  Detroit  Comrades,  also  Blanche  M.  Barker,  Pres- 
ident General,  A.  U.  S.  W.  V.,  (since  deceased)  were  there  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  final  arrangements  for  the  Encampment  in  Detroit,  the 
last  four  days  of  August,  1927.  Also  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Hlgglns 
Lake  Commission,  discussing  plans  for  its  division  among  the  Comrades 
and  building  a  community  club  house. 

March  16.  Visited  Detroit  and  arranged  with  Senior  Vice  Depart- 
ment Commander  Henning  for  the  institution  and  installation  of  the 
officers  of  the  colored  camp  in  Detroit. 
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March  19.  Assisted  by  Department  Senior  Vice  Commander  Fred 
Henning  instituted  and  Installed  the  officers  of  Lieutenant  Frank  W. 
Cheek  Camp  No.  53,  located  at  Detroit,  and  composed  of  the  Colored 
Veterans  of  Michigan.  This  Camp  was  Instituted  with  twenty-five 
members. 

April  26.  Visited  Kalamazoo  and  met  with  Richard  Westnedge 
Camp  No.  16  and  Auxiliary  of  Kalamazoo,  attending  their  annual  muster 
day  banquet,  which  was  attended  by  Veterans  from  Grand  Rapids,  Three 
Rivers  and  other  neighboring  places. 

April  27.  Visited  Detroit  and  conferred  with  Senior  Vice  Depart- 
ment Commander  Fred  W.  Henning.  Met  with  Lieutenant  Frank  W. 
Cheek  Camp  No.  53. 

April  29.  Visited  Kalkaska  and  met  with  several  Veterans  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  application  for  charter  for  a  new  Camp  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

May  20  and  21.  Visited  Kalkaska  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the 
Spanish  War  Veterans  there  in  holding  the  first  meeting  of  the  Quentin 
Roosevelt  Camp  No.  54,  the  charter  for  this  Camp  having  been  approved 
an  authorized  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  May  12,  1927. 

June  3.  Commissioned  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  Ernest 
A.  Hunt  to  Institute  and  Install  the  Quentin  Roosevelt  Camp  No.  54  of 
Kalkaska,  Michigan.  This  Camp  was  Instituted  with  10  members  and  a 
prospect  of  adding  as  many  more  In  a  short  time. 

The  Legislative  Committee  secured  an  amendment  to  the  Tax  Ex- 
emption Law,  affecting  those  Veterans  who  served  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  In  China.  Chairman  Gansser  of  the  committee  wisely  said, 
"We  do  not  want  more  laws  but  we  want  a  more  just  and  common  sense 
construction  of  the  laws  now  on  the  statute  books." 

MEMBERSHIP 

The  net  gain  In  membership  during  the  past  year  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  The  official  reports  show  the  gain  to  be  four  hundred  and 
thirty-one  more  than  the  losses. 

THE   HIGGINS   LAKE    RESORT 

Comrade  Past  Department  Commander  Thomas  W.  Payne,  chairman 
of  the  commission  and  in  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Higgins  Lake  Re- 
sort, win  fully  report  upon  the  affairs  of  this  property. 

STRICT    ECONOMY 

The  strictest  economy  has  been  observed  in  every  expenditure  con- 
sidering always  that  the  affairs  of  the  Department  should  receive  full 
attention.      The    Legislative    Committee,    headed    by    Comrade    Senator 
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Gansser,  were  so  active  and  no  other  important  business  appeared  to 
justify  the  expense  of  holding  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Administra- 
tion. The  official  sanction  of  the  Council  of  Administration  of  the  place 
and  dates  for  holding  the  Annual  Department  Encampment,  as  required 
by  Section  14  3,  on  page  104  of  the  Constitution  was  procured  In  writing 
by  mall,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  for  assembling  the  members  of  the 
Department  Council  of  Administration  for  this  purpose  alone.  Thus  In 
accordance  with  Section  152  on  page  107  of  the  Constitution  Rules  and 
Regulations  the  expense  of  assembling  the  Council  of  Administration 
was  avoided.  The  total  travel  expense  paid  by  the  Department  for  the 
year  is  nine  dollars,  thus  the  balance  in  the  treasury  has  been  increased 
to  an  extent  that  the  Department  Quartermaster,  in  charge  of  the  head- 
quarters In  the  State  Office  Building  In  Lansing,  may  receive  better  com- 
pensation for  the  very  Important  and  valuable  duties  he  performs.  This 
I  trust  this  Encampment  will  provide  for. 

GENERAL   ORDERS   AND  CIRCPLARS 

The  heaviest  expenditure  of  the  Department  Is  that  of  printing  and 
sending  out  the  General  Orders  and  Circulars,  and  this  Is  one  of  the  most 
important  parts  of  the  work  of  the  Department  Commander.  However. 
In  the  event  of  the  General  Order  falling  to  reach  the  Individual  Comrade, 
the  work  and  expense  Is  a  waste.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  a 
mailing  list  containing  the  name  and  address  of  each  Comrade  In  the 
Department  be  made  and  kept  by  the  Department  Commander  to  be  used 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  mailing  General  Orders,  Official  Circulars  and 
Communications  by  the  Department  Commander  and  that  official  to  pre- 
vent its  examination  for  any  Information  In  connection  with  the  same  by 
any  other  Comrade  or  person,  thus  preventing  its  use  for  political  pur- 
poses, advertising,  or  any  other  use  whatever;  and  upon  the  retirement 
of  the  Department  Commander,  that  official  to  turn  the  mailing  list  over 
to  his  successor  in  office  who  shall  be  bound  by  the  same  rule. 

In  conclusion,  again  I  desire  to  express  my  deep  gratitude  to  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  Department  of  Michigan  for  the 
honor  you  conferred  upon  me  and  the  splendid  loyalty  and  aid  to  the 
Department  during  my  term  of  office  1926-1927.

The  committee  beg  to  report  that  they  have  accomplished  their 
mission.  Your  orders  have  been  obeyed.  The  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
thank  you  for  your  greetings  and  return  theirs  to  the  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans.    They're  real  folks. 

Department  Marshal: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  Adjutant  of  the  Department 
of  Indiana,  Louis  P.  Doner. 

Adjutant  Louis  P.  Doner: 

Comrades,  I  drove  into  your  city  here  this  morning  about  11:30 
not  knowing  that  there  was  an  Encampment  of  the  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans assembled  here,  but  upon  seeing  the  decorations  and  making  a  few 
Inquiries,  I  learned  of  this  fact  and  I  could  not  resist  the  temptation  of 
coming  up  here  and  extending  to  you  the  greetings  from  your  neighbor- 
ing State  of  Indiana.  We  have  an  Encampment  In  Indiana  beginning 
next  Sunday  at  Shelbyville  and  lasting  the  12th,  13tK  and  14th  and  if 
any  of  the  Department  of  Michigan  happens  to  be  In  that  neighborhood, 
you  will  find  a  real  comradely  welcome  awaiting  you.  As  I  was  standing 
at  the  door  here,  I  heard  your  Commander  read  part  of  his  report  and  I 
want  to  congratulate  the  Department  of  Michigan  on  the  increase  of  over 
400  In  your  membership.  In  Indiana,  we  have  an  Increase  of  approx- 
imately 250.  We  had  an  Increase  of  two  camps  during  the  past  year. 
I  am  only  here  for  a  few  hours;  I  must  go  back  to  my  home  town, 
Logansport.  I  do  not  want  to  take  up  a  great  deal  of  your  time,  but  I 
want  to  say  that  I  am  mighty  glad  to  shake  hands  with  you.  We  shall 
be  more  than  pleased  If  any  of  you  can  possibly  make  It  to  be  at  Shelby- 
ville and  a  more  than  hearty  welcome  awaits  you. 

Commander  Chapman: 

I  am  sorry  that  you  are  unable  to  remain  until  the  end  of  our  Con- 
vention and  share  in  the  entertainments  with  us  but  it  is  such  a  visit  as 
yours  that  will  Inspire  the  Comrades  to  do  likewise  and  we  certainly  wel- 
come you  to  this  convention.  I  want  to  present  you  with  a  Delegate 
Badge  of  the  Department  of  Michigan.  Please  take  It  back  to  Indiana 
with  you  with  this  message  to  your  Comrades:  The  Department  of 
Michigan  wishes  you  all  success  at  your  next  Department  Convention 
and  always. 

Department  Marshal: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  committee,  Comrades  Burkhart 
and  Ames,  returning  from  visiting  the  G.  A.  R. 

Comrade  Burkhart: 

Your  committee  beg  to  inform  you  that  we  visited  the  G.  A.  R.  and 
to  report  that  it  took  considerable  effort  on   my   part   to   refrain   from 
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tears  when  I  saw  the  pitiful  handful  of  men  assembled  there  today. 
The  Grim  Reaper  is  surely  doing  his  work.  They  desire  to  be  remem- 
bered kindly. 

Department  Commander  Chapman: 

I  wish  to  introduce  Past  Department  Commander  Augustus  H. 
Gansser,  Department  Patriotic  Instructor, 

Comrade  Gansser; 

Mr.  Commander  and  Comrades  of  Michigan:  It  is  great  to  have 
Comrades  like  you.  It  Is  wonderful  to  know  your  friendship  and  com- 
radeship go  with  me  down  the  pathway  of  life.  Please  permit  me  once 
again  to  tell  you  how  your  friendship  and  comradeship  Inspired  me  "over 
there".  In  those  hot  days  of  July,  1918,  In  the  Argonne-Meuse.  You, 
who  for  25  long  and  happy  years  have  stood  beside  me  In  these  annual 
reunions  of  our  Spanish  War  Veterans,  you  stood  beside  me  spiritually 
"over  there".  And  so  It  Is  easy  for  me  to  vouch  for  your  practical  peace 
time  patriotism.  Sometimes  I  even  think  the  work  of  patriotism  among 
the  rising  generation  of  Americans,  by  the  G.  A.  R.  for  more  than  fifty 
years,  and  by  our  Spanish  War  Veterans  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  equals 
your  war  time  service  In  dynamic  value  for  our  State  and  Nation.  And 
so  once  again  I  want  to  call  you  and  our  Auxiliary  to  hold  your  heads 
high.  You  had  hardly  attained  mans  estate  when  over  night  a  great 
crisis  came  for  America  and  for  the  world.  Our  battle  ship,  Maine,  with 
Its  hero  dead  lay  at  the  bottom  of  Havana  harbor.  The  oppressed  of 
Cuba  called  for  help  to  America,  only  a  few  miles  away.  Panama  pointed 
the  way  to  unite  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific.  Away  out  In  the  Pacific,  under 
a  tropic  sun,  lay  beautiful  Hawaii.  Clearly  Hawaii  meant  more  to  the 
people  of  these  United  States,  than  to  any  other  nation  on  earth.  Far 
to  the  west  lay  the  Philippines,  crying  for  peace  and  the  blessings  of 
modern  civilization.  On  that  memorable  15th  of  February,  1898,  the 
flag  of  despotic  Spain,  and  Spanish  tradition,  retarded  and  blighted  all 
these.  America  stood  In  that  hour  at  a  world  cross  road,  though  few 
saw  It  so.  America  could  once  again  accept  the  apologies  from  despotic 
Spain  and  once  again  tell  the  world  that  we  would  have  nothing  to  do 
with  the  "Old  World"  and  their  troubles  with  their  empire  building 
colonies.  America  had  listened  to  the  cries  of  the  oppressed  In  Cuba 
and  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippines,  for  many  years.  All  our  sympathy 
was  with  the  suffering  people  of  these  Spanish  colonies.  But  there  was 
our  traditional  "hands  off"  policy  that  had  served  us  so  well  for  a  hun- 
dred years.  There  was  Washington's  "farewell  address"  in  which  he 
warned  us  against  old  world  complications.  But  even  the  immortal 
Washington  could  not  foresee  the  dynamic  America  and  the  ever  growing 
and  ever  changing  conditions  In  this  new  world.     The  men  and  women 
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of  1898  were  keen  for  the  rights  set  forth  in  our  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, "that  all  men  are  entitled  to  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness".  That  meant  not  only  continental  North  America.  To  them 
it  meant  every  human  being,  world  wide.  And  so  over  night  a  NEW 
America  came  to  life.  To  revenge  the  sinking  of  our  battle  ship,  Maine, 
was  only  a  minor  consideration.  To  have  done  with  Spanish  atrocities, 
and  to  open  a  now  era  of  world  sympathies  and  responsibilities  were  the 
major  inspirations  for  America.  Hut  to  drive  Spain  forever  from  the 
new  world,  and  to  protect  these  colonies  when  they  should  have  won 
their  freedom  *  required  fighting  men  on  land  and  sea.  President  Mc- 
Klnley  called  for  volunteers,  and  you  responded.  You  proved  worthy 
of  our  patriot  fathers,  who  never  knew  retreat.  Dewey  at  Manila  Bay; 
Shley  and  Sampson  off  Santiago  Bay;  Shafter  and  his  "doughboys"  at 
El  Caney  and  the  San  Juan  Hills;  Lawton  in  the  Philippines;  they  and 
their  good  volunteers  carried  out  the  will  of  the  American  people.  Out 
of  this  brief  test  by  fire  came  a  new  America.  Over  night,  whether  we 
would  or  no,  America  became  a  world  power.  We,  too,  can  say  now  in 
truth  that  the  sun  never  sets  on  our  beloved  stars  and  stripes. 

Best  of  all,  America  had  answered  the  cry  of  the  ages:  "Am  I  my 
brother's  keeper?"  "Yes,  even  in  international  and  colonial  affairs,  we 
are  and  we  will  be  our  brother's  keeper."  That  was  a  new  and  a  dis- 
liked doctrine  for  "Old  World"  empire  and  colony  builders.  My  com- 
rades will  well  remember  the  Kaiser  and  his  fleet  commander  at  Manila 
Bay.  Every  Spanish  soldier  and  sailor  and  battle  ship  was  armored  and 
armed  by  the  Kaiser's  munition  factories.  At  Santiago  we  met  Spanish 
infantry  armed  with  the  Mauser  rifle,  a  six  shooter  repeater,  capable  of 
hitting  a  bullseye  at  a  thousand  yards.  Michigan  and  America  sent  you 
volunteers  armed  with  the  single  shooter  Springfield,  maximum  range 
600  yards.  The  Spaniard  used  the  Kaiser's  smokeless  powder.  Our 
blunderbuss  used  the  old  smoke  puff  ammunition  of  the  Civil  War.  Krupp 
cannon  manned  the  Spanish  fleet  and  the  Spanish  artillery  units.  Mann- 
licher  pistols  had  it  all  over  the  American  revolvers  of  that  day.  And 
in  spite  of  all  those  short-comings  in  preparation  by  America,  our  men 
of  '98  went  in  to  win.  The  rainy  season  and  midsummer  in  the  tropics, 
wearing  the  same  woolen  uniforms  we  wore  in  a  Michigan  blizzard  on 
Washington's  Birthday,  February  22,  1898;  no  proper  food  for  the 
tropics;  often  no  food  at  all;  poor  ammunition  and  not  enough  of  that; 
insufficient  medical  service.  The  Kaiser  knew  all  that,  and  he  expected 
Spain  to  stop  any  war  moves  we  might  make  at  that  time.  You  will  re- 
member I  was  born  in  Germany  near  the  Swiss  border,  and  attended  one 
of  the  Kaiser's  schools  until  I  was  nine  years  old,  so  I  could  understand 
all  the  sneering  comments  of  the  German  Army  and  Naval  observers 
that  were  with  us  at  Santiago,  Cuba.  And  having  a  pass  by  Secretary 
of  War,  Alger,  of  Michigan,  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  among  the  first 
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Americans  in  Santiago,  Cuba,  after  the  surrender.  July  17,  1898.  And 
there  I  heard  the  comparisons  of  the  Kaiser's  observers,  those  who  had 
been  with  General  Linares  on  the  Spanish  side,  and  those  who  had  been 
with  the  Americans.  They  said  It  was  a  crime  to  send  men  into  a  war 
as  America  had  done.  They  gave  unstinted  credit  to  the  fighting  qual- 
ities of  the  average  American.  But  on  the  other  hand.  It  was  well  for 
America  that  they  met  Spain  and  her  fighting  men  In  their  decline.  My 
Comrades,  right  there  and  then  you  contributed  to  start  the  World  War, 
(laughter  and  applause),  sixteen  years  later.  For  assuredly  those  mil- 
itary and  naval  observers  went  back  to  the  Kaiser  and  assured  him  that 
modern  America  was  not  to  be  considered  as  a  military  factor  against 
the  first  class  powers  of  Europe.  That  neither  In  a  military  sense  nor 
In  a  spiritual  sense  would  America  ever  enter  Into  the  problems  of 
Europe,  which  could  be  settled  only  by  force.  Despots  always  like  to 
hear  the  things  their  vanity  and  foolishness  crave,  and  so  the  Kaiser  un- 
doubtedly never  considered  America  a  factor  In  his  crazy  scheme  of 
world  conquest  and  world  domination.  In  this  hour,  let  us  remember, 
that  American  unpreparedness  In  1898.  helped  to  bring  on  the  great 
World  War  catastrophe.  The  Kaiser  met  Roosevelt.  He  knew  the  wis- 
dom of  Roosevelt's  admonition  to  America,  that  In  our  Intercourse  with 
other  nations  "we  should  always  speak  softly,  but  to  be  sure  and  always 
carry  a  big  stick",  (laughter  and  applause.)  But  the  Kaiser  preferred 
to  believe  that  Roosevelt  did  not  represent  the  majority  of  opinion  In 
America,  and  so  went  ahead  with  his  war  preparations.  Had  America 
had  Teddy  Roosevelt  or  some  one  like  him  as  President  in  1914,  the 
Kaiser  never  would  have  dared  to  start  the  World  War.  (Applause) 
But  the  Kaiser  knew  our  President  Wilson.  America  had  elected  Wilson 
by  a  large  majority  so  his  voice  must  be  the  voice  of  America.  By  the 
same  token  America  must  be  "too  proud  to  fight".  Very  well.  That  was 
all  in  favor  of  his  world  drive  for  world  autocracy  and  empire. 

Comrades,  In  all  seriousness,  In  this  very  hour,  and  within  ten  short 
years  of  America's  entry  Into  the  World  War,  America  hears  again  the 
voice  of  the  ultra  pacifist.  In  our  very  Memorial  Day  services  in  the 
Armory  at  Bay  City  this  very  year,  a  very  able  junior  college  student 
delivered  a  "canned  speech"  entitled  "Do  We  Want  War?"  This  cleverly 
instructed  student  went  on  to  say  that  every  soldier's  monument  should 
be  torn  down  and  every  war  trophy  buried  out  of  sight  forever;  that 
these  reminders  of  the  sacrifices  and  the  daring  of  our  American  patriots 
merely  incited  our  youth  to  glorify  war;  that  one  war  always  did  breed 
another  war;  that  not  even  one  of  our  American  wars  had,  been  necessary; 
that  everything  that  was  won  by  the  blood  and  treasure  of  our  Yankee 
fighters  in  every  war,  from  1776  to  the  World  War  could  have  been  ac- 
complished in  some  other  way.  Ciomrades,  It  is  significant  that  on  the 
same  day  in  another  Memorial  Day  service,  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 
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our  American  hero  dead,  President  Mather  of  Boston  University  deliv- 
ered In  Boston  much  the  same  standard  pacifist  appeal.  Of  course, 
America  does  not  want  war.  America  NEVER  DID  want  war.  But  you, 
my  Comrades,  KNOW  the  deaths,  the  suffering,  the  losses  suffered  when 
America  over  night  was  driven  Into  a  war  which  the  pacifist  of  that  day 
said  would  never  come. 

The  American  Legion  meets  In  Paris  in  September  of  this  year. 
These  fighting  Yanks  of  the  World  War  will  be  messengers  for  "peace 
on  earth,  good  will  to  men".  Many  of  them  are  the  sons  of  the  "Men  of 
'98".  Roosevelt  himself  will  have  two  sons  there.  Thousands  will 
scatter  flowers  over  the  grave  of  Quentln  Roosevelt,  his  third  son,  a  flying 
ace,  who  died  gloriously  above  Chateau  Thierry,  fighting  for  human 
rights  and  liberty,  even  as  some  of  you  fought  under  his  Illustrious 
father.  Every  leader  of  America  In  the  World  War,  was  a  veteran  of 
Cuba  and  the  Philippines.  Captain  Welsh  commanded  Co.  G.  34th  Mich- 
igan Infantry,  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Michigan  Agri- 
cultural College,  Lansing.  He  remained  in  the  regular  army  after  the 
Spanish  American  War.  He  rose  to  be  a  Brigadier  General  of  artillery 
In  the  World  War.  He  was  killed  while  he  was  directing  his  artillery 
fire  at  Chateau  Thierry,  the  highest  ranking  American  ofldcer  to  lose  his 
life  "over  there".  Comrades,  as  we  think  of  these,  our  hero  dead,  let 
us  highly  resolve:  "That  these,  our  honored  dead,  shall  not  have  died 
In  vain".  Let  us  teach  our  chlldrens'  children  to  ever  strive  for  good 
win  on  earth,  that  we  want  peace  and  will  fight  for  peace  if  we  have  to. 
(Applause) 

Comrade  Fred  W.  Hennlng: 

We  always  enjoy  the  remarks  that  Colonel  Gansser  makes  to  us.  A 
year  or  two  ago  he  Invited  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  to  Bay  City  to  hold 
their  1927-1928  Convention.  However,  we  have  always  followed  the 
Grand  Army  and  have  always  been  glad  to  follow  them  and  I  think  that 
In  honor  of  Comrade  Gansser,  It  would  be  perfectly  proper  for  us  to  ask 
the  Grand  Army  If  they  would  not  pass  an  appropriate  resolution  to  hold 
the  1928  Convention  In  the  City  of  Bay  City  ajid  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  carry  this  to  the  Grand  Army  for  tlielr  approval. 

John  Redford,  Camp  No.  41: 

I  move  that  this  Committee  be  appointed  and  that  they  be  Instructed 
to  visit  the  Grand  Army  with  the  request  that  the  1928  Convention  be 
held  at  Bay  City. 

Comrades  Gansser,  Busch  and  Martin  were  appointed  on  this  com- 
mittee and  left  the  hall  Immediately. 

Department  Marshal: 

The  Daughters  of  Sons  of  Veterans  Delegation  is  here. 
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Department  Commander: 
Admit  them. 

Daughters  of  Sons  of  Veterans  Delegate:

It  will  be  those  loyal 
few  who  will  make  it  safe  for  us  and  our  families.  Just  now  there  is  a 
greater  tragedy  and  that  is  that  men  seem  to  be  stricken  just  like  a 
bolt  out  of  the  sky  and  they  are  left  to  linger  not  to  die.  I  think 
my  sisters  have  covered  all  the  ground  and  I  consider  it  a  great  honor  to 
be  with  you,  and  I  consider  it  most  fortunate  that  I  was  asked  to  call  on 
our  own  boys. 

Department  Marshal: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  Greetings  Committee  of 
the  Sons  of  the  Union  Veterans,  Comrades  Read  and  Roselle. 

Comrade  Read: 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  bring  greetings  from  the  Sons  of  the  Union 
Veterans.     I  wish  to  present  to  your  Commander  our  ofticial  badge. 

Department  Marshal: 

I  have  the  honor  of  announcing  the  greetings  committee  from  the 
Daughters  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  Comrades  Park,  Nashpaugh  and  Bell. 

Comrade  Nashpaugh: 

Comrades,  for  you  seem  so  to  me,  we  have  met  so  many  years  at 
conventions,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  bring  to  you  the  greetings  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  G.  A.  R.  We  are  daughters,  grand-daughters  and  great- 
grand-daughters  of  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  You  are  next  in  line  and 
did  your  share.  We  stand  ready  to  co-operate  with  your  Order  wherever 
it  is  possible  for  us  to  do  so.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  bring  to  you  greetings 
and  present  to  your  commander  our  official  badge. 

Comrade  Park: 

As  I  came  in  here  today,  it  came  to  my  mind  that  my  husband  was 
on  the  train  at  the  time  the  boys  were  going  to  camp  in  '98  and  he  said, 
"I  hope  I  get  that  soldier  bunch."  And  he  did.  He  was  the  fireman  on 
the  train  that  took  the  boys  out  of  Jackson,  Michigan. 

Department  Marshal: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  Greetings  Committee  of 
the  Military  Order  of  the  Serpent. 
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Department  Adjutant: 

One  moment,  at  this  time  I  believe  It  would  be  appropriate  to  read 
a  communication  received  from  the  Military  Order  of  the  Serpent. 

(Letter  read  from   Mr.   Whalen  of  Detroit.) 

Representative  of  the  Order  of  the  Serpent: 

I  would  like  to  ask  everybody  In  the  hall  who  has  never  had 
"Snakes"  to  stand  up.  (Silence  unbroken).  Now  we  feel  at  home.  We 
know  that  everybody  In  the  hall  has  had  the  "Snakes".  We  heard  the 
Cooties  talking?  about  being  ready  to  scratch.  We  have  got  to  do  more 
than  scratch  if  we  belong  to  the  "Snakes".  Anyone  who  has  had  the 
"Snakes"  must  have  had  some  experiences.  Everybody  has  expressed 
themselves  as  having  already  had  the  "Snakes".  The  "Snakes"  Is  the 
fun  department  of  the  organization.  We  In  Detroit  have  found  It  very 
profitable  from  many  points  of  view  to  boost  the  "Snakes".  Now  any 
Comrade  can  come  over  to  Detroit  and  I  am  sure  you  will  be  more  than 
satisfied  with  the  reception  you  get.  You  will  find  out  that  It  will  have 
a  tendency  to  liven  the  Spanish  War  Veteran  activities  In  that  Encamp- 
ment. It  was  just  that  little  particular  thing  of  having  fun  and  meeting 
fellows  who  did  know  a  thing  or  two  about  real  life.  Commander,  I  wish 
to  present  you  with  our  Insignia  so  that  we  will  all  know  that  you  have 
had  the  Snakes. 

Department  Commander  Chapman: 

We  will  now  listen  to  the  Department  Quartermaster's  report. 
Department  Quartermaster: 

I  ask  that  I  may  delay  my  report  until  the  morning  session. 
Department  Commander  Chapman: 

If  there  are  no  objections,  the  request  of  the  Quartermaster  is 
granted. 

Comrades,  we  have  not  as  yet  received  a  report  of  the  Department 
Surgeon.  I  doubt  whether  he  has  arrived  here  yet.  The  Inspector  will 
now  make  his  report. 

Department  Inspector: 

I  wish  to  announce  at  this  time  that  very  unfortunately,  seven  of 
our  camps  in  the  Department  have  not  turned  in  their  Inspection  reports 
so  I  will  give  you  what  I  have  and  the  balance  can  be  given  at  a  later 
time.  I  have  a  few  things  to  say  In  the  nature  of  recommendations  and 
I  am  sure  that  everyone  of  the  members  is  Interested  In  building  up  our 
organization.  In  order  to  build  up  our  organization  It  Is  necessary  for 
us  to  have  as  large  a  percentage  of  ellglbles  In  our  organization  as  we 
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can  possibly  secure.     Much  has  been  done  within  the  past  few  years  in 
the  nature  of  recruiting  and  one  of  the  successful  methods  we  have  found 
in  the  matter  of  recruiting  has  been  in  the  nature  of  a  blind  "Ad"  which 
might  be  used  in  any  of  the  Camps  in  their  respective  local  papers. 
The  "Ad"  we  inserted  was  something  like  this: 

"To  all  members  of  the  Spanish  American  War,  Philippine  In- 
surrection and  China  Relief  Expedition,  a  meeting  of  importance 
will  be  held  in  the  City  Hall  at  (your  city).  We  request  that  you 
bring  your  discharges.  The  above  must  be  adhered  to  as  this  notice 
will  not  appear  again." 

Now,  I  believe  that  some  method  should  be  followed  out  by  the 
different  camps  as  a  recruiting  measure.  I  would  like  to  state  that  you 
may  profit  by  our  method.  Have  someone  at  the  door  to  receive  them. 
Get  their  names  and  the  outfit  that  they  were  with  and  their  address  so 
that  you  can  catch  them  on  a  follow-up.  It  is  very  unfortunate  that  it 
is  necessary  for  me  to  repeat  again  at  this  time,  as  Inspector,  that  seven 
of  the  camps  failed  to  send  in  any  returns.  This  is  a  handicap  to  the 
Inspector  and  to  the  Encampment  in  general. 

Another  thing  I  wish  to  talk  about  is  the  matter  of  pensions.  At 
the  time  of  the  death  of  one  of  our  Comrades,  another  Comrade  shortly 
thereafter  calls  upon  the  widow  and  makes  out  the  necessary  papers  to 
secure  a  pension.  I  suggest  this  to  you  because  I  believe  it  is  one  of 
the  best  things  that  we  can  do.  They  need  every  dollar  that  they  can 
get.  The  little  pension  they  are  receiving,  they  need.  It  is  just  this 
that  the  Pension  Attorney  does.  On  reading  an  "Ad"  of  a  Pension 
Attorney,  you  will  find  upon  application  that  he  will  in  turn  send  you 
an  application  which  you  will  fill  out  and  send  in  and  in  time  you  will 
receive  information  from  the  Pension  Bureau  for  the  medical  examina- 
tion and  if  a  pension  has  been  granted  by  the  Pension  Bureau  the  Pension 
Bureau  sends  to  this  lawyer,  who  hasn't  done  anything  other  than  send 
the  application  blank,  $10.00.  I  believe  that  we  should  keep  that  for  the 
soldier. 

I  might  say  at  this  time  that  in  the  report  I  find  that  there  are  four 
camps  to  report.  Now,  in  order  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  camps 
throughout  the  State  it  is  necessary  to  adopt  something  a  little  different, 
by  making  our  business  association  very  business  like,  short  and  snappy, 
and  after  each  meeting  having  a  social  hour.  A  little  entertainment 
goes  a  long  way.  Either  Instrumental  music,  vocal  or  something  In  the 
nature  of  a  social  hour  for  every  meeting  and  also  refreshments. 

In  the  matter  of  suspended  members,  I  believe  that  we  should  be- 
come Interested  In  knowing  just  why  that  Comrade  hasn't  paid  his  dues. 
We  do  not  know  whether  he  is  In  need  and  I  believe  that  a  suspended 
member  Is  worthy  of  attention  and  consideration  as  well  as  getting  a 
new  Comrade  whom  we  don't  always  know  about.

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GKNKRAL  HKSSIOX — Thursday,  June  9,  1927,  9  A.  M. 

Commander  Chapman: 

I  now  call  the  Encampment  to  order.  Invocation  by  Department 
Chaplain  A.  G.  Swart. 

Commander  Chapman: 

We  will  now  hear  a  report  from  Comrade  Payne. 

Comrade  Payne: 

Comrade  Commander  and  Comrades,  the  Trustees  organized  im- 
mediately after  the  Encampment  held  at  Jackson,  Michigan,  in  19  26, 
the  first  meeting  being  held  at  Roscommon.  The  committee  organized 
as  follows:  Chairman,  Past  Department  Commander,  Thomas  W.  Payne; 
Secretary,  John  Ireland;  Treasurer,  Past  Department  Commander,  George 
Rogers.  The  other  members  of  the  Trustees  are  Comrades  Past  Depart- 
ment Commander  Charles  Bartlett  and  Past  Department  Commander 
Ravens.  The  Trustees  have  held  a  number  of  meetings  and  two  meetings 
were  held  at  Roscommon,  which  is  just  bordering  on  Higgins  Lake  and 
about  five  miles  from  the  entrance  to  the  property.  Meetings  have  been 
held  at  Detroit  and  in  the  various  home  cities  of  the  individual  members 
of  the  Trustees.  The  moneys  that  have  been  received  from  any  Comrade 
or  Comrades  have  been  held  intact,  not  one  mill  has  been  expended  or 
used.  The  Trustees  adopted  a  plan  that  no  money  that  was  received 
from  the  Comrades  would  be  used  until  the  final  preparation  for  the 
use  of  the  moneys  would  be  made  and  then  only  upon  instructions  from 
the  Department.  The  expenses  of  the  Trustees  has  been  paid  by  them- 
selves and  the  Trustees  will  not  ask  the  Department  to  refund  any  moneys 
expended  by  Trustees.  The  Trustees  believe  that  we  can  at  least  render 
the  services  that  you  have  charged  us  with  without  cost  to  the  Depart- 
ment. There  has  been  a  number  of  inquiries  as  to  what  we  intend  to 
do  with  the  property.  We  are  doing  everything  we  can  to  do  what  is 
best  for  you.  The  Trustees  are  men,  whom  I  believe  have  been  success- 
ful in  business  life  and  are  very  anxious  to  render  the  best  service 
to  you  that  is  possible.  You  received  a  few  weeks  ago  a  notice  that 
there  was  a  question  raised  as  to  the  title  of  the  property  and  in  that 
connection  you  were  also  requested  to  continue  to  send  in  the  $2.00. 
Each  of  the  Comrades  are  requested  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
Trustees.  We  need  your  assistance  irrespective  of  the  question  that  was 
raised  or  might  be  raised  as  to  the  title  of  the  property.  There  has  not 
been  a  serious  question  raised  as  to  the  title  of  the  property,  but  having 
received  a  rumor  that  the  State  of  Michigan  could  not  give  a  deed  to 
the  property,  we  decided  to  make  an  investigation.  The  deed  that  has 
been  received  is  in  the  nature  of  a  lease,  but  the  language  in  the  deed 
did   not   exactly   state   that   it  was   a  lease.      Our   interpretation   of   the 
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language  in  the  deed  is  that  the  lands  are  given  to  the  Department  of 
Michigan  in  the  form  of  leases.  Now  the  instruments  which  I  am  calling 
deeds,  provides  that  when  the  Department  of  Michigan  is  through  with 
the  land,  the  land  will  revert  to  the  State  of  Michigan.  We  are  satisfied 
it  was  not  intended  by  the  Department  of  Conservation  that  the  Instru- 
ments would  be  construed  as  deeds,  but  only  as  leases.  In  a  recent 
conversation  with  Mr.  George  R.  Hogarth,  Secretary  of  the  Department 
of  Conservation,  he  stated  to  me  that  the  State  of  Michigan  could  not 
deed  the  lands  to  the  Department  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  rule, 
or  an  understanding  that  all  lake  frontage  is  not  subject  to  sale.  This 
probably  is  a  policy  that  has  been  adopted  in  the  past  by  the  State  of 
Michigan.  However,  Mr.  Hogarth  stated  that  he  knew  of  no  reason  why 
the  Department  of  Conservation  would  not  be  willing  and  very  glad  to 
give  to  the  Department  of  Michigan  a  lease  to  these  lands.  This  would 
give  us  the  use  of  the  lake  frontage  that  we  have  at  the  present  time 
and  probably  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Conserva- 
tion. After  the  Encampment  held  at  Jackson  we  secured  a  further  land 
grant  from  the  Department  of  Conservation  so  as  to  have  more  lake 
frontage. 

The  property  is  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  every  individual  of  this 
Department  who  has  paid  $2.00.  We  were  instructed  at  Jackson  to 
make  such  regulations  as  we  thought  best  for  the  administration  of  the 
lands,  and  it  was  decided  that  each  member  of  the  Department  should 
pay  $2.00  for  the  privilege  of  the  use  of  the  lands.  A  number  of  Com- 
rades have  forwarded  $2.00  each  to  the  Treasury.  As  stated  before, 
none  of  this  money  will  be  used  during  the  coming  year.  While  we 
have  authority  authorized  by  resolution  to  use  the  money,  we  do  not 
desire  to  expend  any  money  until  we  have  placed  before  the  Department 
at  an  Encampment  the  plan,  or  plans  that  we  will  offer  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  money. 

At  the  present  time  you  have  the  privilege  of  using  the  lands  for 
fishing  or  hunting,  but  of  course  you  must  obey  the  game  laws  of  the 
State  of  Michigan.  A  number  of  Comrades  have  enjoyed  camping,  fish- 
ing and  hunting  during  the  last  year  and  we  hope  that  the  Comrades 
will  take  advantage  of  this  pleasant  play  ground  and  enjoy  it  during  this 
year.  We  only  ask  that  you  be  very  careful  to  obey  the  game  laws  of 
the  State  of  Michigan.  You  are  requested  not  to  destroy  any  trees  or 
shrubbery  on  these  lands.  We  do  not  want  any  misunderstanding  as  to 
the  use  of  the  lands.  These  lands  will  be  for  the  use  of  the  members  of 
the  Department  of  Michigan.  It  is  the  Trustees  plan  that  in  the  not  far 
distant  future  each  member  of  this  department  will  have  a  Club  House 
to  enjoy  just  the  same  as  the  millionaire  enjoys  his  Club  life  In  the 
north  woods.  We  are  not  prepared  to  give  you  our  plans  just  at  this 
time  because  we  believe  it  would  not  be  feasible,  but  we  ask  your  sup- 
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port,  share  our  enthusiasm  and  give  us  your  assistance  by  paying  the 
$2.00.  One  thing  we  do  want  and  solicit  Is  constructive  criticism,  but 
we  do  not  want  destructive  criticism.  If  the  Trustees  wish  any  advice 
from  any  Individual  we  will  ask  for  that  Individual  to  give  us  advice. 
We  wish  to  say  to  you  that  It  Is  our  desire  to  handle  this  proposition  to 
the  advantage  of  the  soldiers  of  this  Department  and  we  hope  to  come 
back  to  the  next  Encampment  and  lay  before  you  a  plan  that  will  meet 
with  your  hearty  approval. 

Commander  Chapman: 

You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Hlgglns  Lake 
Commission.     What  Is  your  pleasure? 

Comrade  Rattray: 

I  have  kept  myself  posted  on  the  activities  of  this  Committee  ap-

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It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  this  time  to  say  that  my  relation  with 
Department  Commander  Charles  H.  Chapman  and  Department  Adjutant 
Robert  E.  Nimmo,  have  been  very  harmonious  and  pleasant,  indeed. 

I  regret,  however,  to  report  that  some  of  our  Camp  Oflacers  are  not 
as  prompt  as  they  should  be  in  attending  to  the  Camp  and  Department 
affairs.  Semi-annual  reports  and  remittances  are  not  made  promptly, 
thereby  seriously  interfering  with  the  proper  functioning  of  the  Depart- 
ment in  its  relations  with  National  Headquarters.  In  some  cases  remit- 
tances are  forwarded  without  the  Camp  Adjutant's  Semi-annual  report, 
which  necessitates  considerable  correspondence  and  delay,  and  also  pre- 
vents the  Department  from  keeping  proper  and  correct  records.  At  this 
date  two  Camps  have  failed  to  submit  Adjutant's  reports  and  one  Camp 
has  failed  to  report  and  remit  for  the  term  ending  December  31,  1926, 
the  last  report  due.  These  reports  are  absolutely  necessary  and  I  would 
recommend  that  In  the  future,  Camps  be  not  given  credit  for  remit- 
tances unless  accompanied  by  tlie  Adjutant's  Semi-annual  report.  In 
some  cases  Camp  Quartermaster  reports  are  forwarded  but  no  Adjutant's 
report  accompanies  the  remittance.  The  Quartermaster's  reports  are  no 
longer  required,  these  having  been  dispensed  with  at  the  National  En- 
campment, at  Michigan  City,  Indiana,  in  1925. 

Railroad  Indentificatlon  Certificates  were  mailed  to  thirty-seven 
Camp  Adjutants,  accompanied  by  a  blank  receipt  to  acknowledge  same. 
To  date  but  twenty-two  Adjutants  have  returned  these  receipts.  The 
Department  spends  considerable  money  in  furnishing  the  membership 
with  these  certificates  and  they  should  be  properly  acknowledged  by  the 
Camp  Adjutant. 

During  the  past  term  I  have  written  over  two  hundred  letters  to 
Camp  Officers,  most  of  which  could  have  been  eliminated  if  these  officers 
were  functioning  promptly  and  properly. 

I  am  not  making  this  report  with  any  desire  to  find  fault,  for  this 
is  not  a  condition  of  recent  origin,  but  rather  to  point  out  a  condition 
that  has  gradually  grown  until  It  has  reached  a  point  where  steps  should 
be  taken  In  the  future  to  bring  about  a  better  working  organization,  so 
far  as  the  business  of  the  organization  Is  concerned. 

Remember  this,  Camp  Officers,  the  Department  Officers  cannot  prop- 
erly carry  on  their  work  unless  you  are  prompt. 

In  closing,  it  Is  but  fair  to  say  that  In  a  general  way  my  relations 
with  our  several  Camps  have  been  pleasant  and  I  want  to  express  my 
thanks  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  me  during  the  past  term.

Comrades,  in  this  Conven- 
tion, Camp  No.  46  made  the  request  that  the  $9.00  which  the  Quarter- 
master showed  was  the  fund  that  was  taken  up  a  year  ago  and  turned 
over  to  me.  That  is  the  fund  that  the  Quartermaster  referred  to  having 
received.  I  speak  of  it  at  this  time  as  the  fact  is  I  know  that  some  of 
the  Comrades  who  contributed  to  that  fund  are  here  so  I  want  them  to 
know  that  money  I  received  from  the  former  Adjutant  and  that  was 
turned  back  to  this  Department. 

Department  Quartermaster:

Department  Marshal: 

There  has  been  a  wrist  watch  lost.  Lost  by  one  of  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  of  the  city  of  Detroit.  Please  return  it  to  me  and  I  will 
return  it  to  the  Comrade  in  question. 

Department  Commander  Chapman: 

The  parade  is  forming  and  I  declare  this  session  closed.  We  will 
recess  until  this  afternoon.

Department  Commander  Chapman: 

Has  any  Comrade  anything  to  bring  before  the  Convention  at  this 
time?  The  Adjutant  will  read  any  communications  or  telegrams  he  may 
have  received. 

Letter  read  from  James  H.  Pound,  Secretary  of  the  Local  Committee. 

Comrade  Fulton,  Camp  No.  41: 

I  have  a  little  matter  which  I  wish  to  bring  before  this  meeting 
regarding  matters  at  Muskegon.  We  have  our  meeting  rooms  In  the 
Armory  and  have  just  received  word  that  a  charge  Is  to  be  made.  We 
always  furnished  our  special  furniture  which  cost  us  $750.00  and  just 
recently  had  the  room  redecorated.  I  just  thought  I  would  bring  this 
up  before  the  Convention  and  get  your  recommendations.  (Letter  read 
from  Military  Board) 

Past  Department  Commander  Ravens: 

Inasmuch  as  I  am  connected  with  the  State  of  Michigan  and  familiar 
with  some  of  the  works  of  the  Military  Committee,  I  would  like  to  have 
that  letter  and  take  it  to  Lansing  with  me.  I  believe  I  can  clear  up  that 
matter. 
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Comrade  Redman: 

I  was  inclined  to  think  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  recognize  this 
letter  in  an  official  way  and  that  would  place  the  backing  of  the  Depart- 
ment behind  it,  therefore,  I  move  that  this  letter  be  referred  to  Com- 
rade Ravens  for  investigation. 

Comrade  Quackenbush,  Camp  No.   7: 
I  support  the  motion. 

Comrade  Burkhart,  Big  Rapids: 

Ross  Granger  Camp  has  the  same  condition. 

Comrade  Ravens: 

If  representatives  of  any  camp  where  this  condition  exists,  will 
confer  with  me,  I  will  take  all  the  matters  up  at  the  same  time. 

Commander   Chapman: 

You  have  heard  the  motion  which  includes  the  request  that  all 
communications  that  may  be  received  relative  to  Armory  conditions  in 
the  State  be  referred  to  Past  Department  Commander  Ravens.  What 
is  your  pleasure? 

Motion  carries  unanimously. 

Commander  Chapman: 

Will  the  Past  Department  Commanders  take  their  seats  on  the 
rostrum? 

Commander  Chapman: 

We  have  a  delegate  who  arrived  last  evening;  a  delegate  from  the 
Baby  Camp  of  the  State  (who  was  a  Past  Commander  in  the  State  of 
Wisconsin)  which  was  instituted  for  the  Department  of  Michigan  by  Jr. 
Vice  Commander  Hunt  on  Friday  evening  last  and  I  trust  that  the  repre- 
sentative from  the  baby  camp  will  say  a  few  words  to  us  at  this  time. 

Comrade  Peter  Flood: 

I  do  not  feel  very  much  like  talking  after  dinner  and  especially 
after  having  such  a  strenuous  march  as  we  had.  I  am  unfortunately  one 
of  those  shell  shock  victims  of  the  Spanish  American  War.  Twenty  years 
ago  I  was  declared  a  complete  nervous  wreck.  However,  I  came  out  of 
it  so  far  as  to  be  able  to  go  around.  I  went  to  the  soldiers'  home  in  Mil- 
waukee and  had  to  do  some  more  fighting.  They  said  I  was  an  Imposter 
and  had  no  business  there.  At  that  time,  conditions  were  just  something 
awful.  I  found  there  the  Civil  War  Veterans  in  the  wards  and  the  Span- 
ish War  Veterans  were  treated  most  inhumanly.     I  am  down  here  for  the 
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purpose  of  keeping  In  touch  with  the  organization  and  getting  the  right 
sort  of  a  start  because  we  have  a  good  start  at  our  Camp  and  excellent 
services.  Although  I  am  one  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  I  never  used 
them  in  any  way  to  aid  me  personally.  I  have  spent  a  lot  of  time  but  I 
have  got  a  great  deal  out  of  it,  that  is  by  putting  something  into  it. 
Unless  you  put  something  into  life,  you  can't  get  anything  out  of  it. 

Commander  Chapman: 

Comrades,  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that  the  Baby  Camp  of 
the  State  is  going  to  start  off  right.  I  visited  Kalkaska  and  met  a  num- 
ber of  Comrades  who  are  members  of  that  new  camp  and  they  are  of  a 
very  high  class.  While  they  have  not  very  many  in  number,  they  hope  to 
have  more  in  a  short  time. 

Last  evening  I  was  informed  by  one  of  the  Past  Commanders,  that 
Past  Commander-in-Chief  Herrick  was  expected  to  arrive  here  and  visit 
this  camp,  representing  his  Commander-in-Chief,  but  I  believe  he  has 
failed  to  arrive  and  in  the  absence  of  Comrade  Herrick,  I  would  ask  one 
of  the  National  Aides  who  is  with  us  this  afternoon,  and  from  whom  you 
all  like  to  hear,  to  speak  for  the  Commander-in-Chief  whom  he  repre- 
sents— Judge  Charles  L.  Bartlett. 

Comrade  Charles  L.  Bartlett: 

This  is  indeed  a  surprise  to  me.  There  are  better  representatives 
here  than  I  am  but  we  have  all  had  our  experiences  both  unpleasant  and 
pleasant  the  last  year  since  we  met  at  Jackson,  but  it  is  in  the  spirit  of 
comradeship  that  we  are  all  here.  We  are  all  interested  in  this  great 
organization  and  we  feel,  all  of  us,  that  we  are  advancing;  that  we 
are  taking  our  places  in  the  public  esteem  that  we  were  entitled  to  take 
many  years  ago.  I  am  not  going  to  take  up  a  great  deal  of  your  time 
for  I  know  you  have  lots  to  do.  I  am  sure  that  the  coming  year  will  be 
a  year  of  great  prosperity  for  this  organization.  We  are  going  to  elect 
a  man  this  afternoon  as  Department  Commander  who  has  been  one  of 
the  hardest  workers  we  have  ever  had.  I  know  you  will  nominate  men 
in  whom  you  have  confidence  and  men  who  will  work  for  the  good  of 
the  organization;  for  this  great  organization  of  United  Spanish  War 
Vetferans. 


Comrade  Emery,  Guy  V.  Henry  Camp:

Comrade  Tiefenthal,  Camp  No.  46: 

I  would  like  to  have  every  Bugler  report  to  Detroit  for  the  National 
Convention  and  bring  his  bugle. 

Comrade  Hamilton,  Detroit: 

We  have  in  the  City  of  Detroit,  a  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps  of  57 
pieces  and  Comrade  Tlefenthal  is  welcome  to  come  in  there  and  Join  us 
for  the  1927  convention. 

Commander  Chapman: 

Our  music  is  a  great  help  and  if  there  are  any  Buglers  in  Michigan 
who  can  report  to  the  Convention  Committee  next  August,  I  believe  the 
suggestion  of  the  Bugler  is  a  good  one  and  I  know  it  would  be  very 
kindly  and  thankfully  received  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  City  of  Detroit. 

Comrade  Tiefenthal: 

I  already  knew  of  the  Detroit  Bugle  Corps.  If  every  bugler  in  the 
Department  would  take  it  to  himself  and  get  down  there  and  show  the 
spirit,  I  think  it  would  be  very  fine.

As  chairman  of  the  Greetings  Committee,  I  have  the  honor  to  report 
that  Comrade  Bindner  and  I  visited  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.  We 
were  well  received  and  bring  return  greetings  from  them  to  this  organ- 
ization. 

Harrison,  Duffleld  Camp  No.  9:  * 

I  do  not  believe  that  I  should  make  any  report  regarding  the  Con- 
vention at  the  City  of  Detroit.  The  National  Commander  has  requested 
that  anything  that  is  done  or  to  be  done  must  have  the  stamp  of  his 
approval.  We  are  waiting  for  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  the  very  near 
future,  to  visit  Detroit  to  approve  of  things  that  we  have  under  way, 
although,  I  will  state  as  Chairman  of  the  Entertainment  Committee  and 
I  think  I  voice  his  approval  of  this,  that  on  the  Island  of  Belle  Isle,  we 
are  going  to  have  a  Barbecue.  There  will  be  music,  excursions  on  the 
lake.  The  hall  has  a  capacity  of  3,500  and  if  we  have  more,  we  will 
put  another  tent  up.     Free  transportation  will  be  furnished  through  the 
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courtesy  of  the  different  automobile  concerns  out  of  Detroit.  I  might 
say  that  I  have  a  very  fine  letter  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
bordering  cities  representing  eight  towns  across  the  river  stating  that 
the  Volstead  Act  does  not  exist.  We  also  have  an  invitation  from  the 
different  breweries  across  the  river. 

Comrade  Charles  Redmond,  Muskegon,  Camp  No.  41: 

Some  time  ago  some  boys  came  offering  to  put  on  an  entertainment 
for  our  camp.

Before  proceeding 
with  the  nomination,  I  will  appoint  two  tellers.  Comrades  John  Ireland 
of  Detroit  and  Charles  Redmond  of  Muskegon.  The  tellers  will  approach 
the  Adjutant's  desk  and  receive  the  ballots,  if  ballots  are  required,  at  the 
proper  time,  and  will  prepare  to  distribute  and  collect  the  ballots  when 
necessary. 

Comrade  Emery,  Guy  V.  Henry  Camp: 

While  I  have  not  been  approached  or  selected  to  make  a  nomination, 
still  I  have  in  mind  a  Comrade  of  this  Department  who  has  served  this 
Department  as  Jr.  Vice  Commander  and  Sr.  Vice  Commander  and  Depart- 
ment Inspector  and  who  served  me  as  Department  Inspector  during  my 
administration  and  I  say  it  to  you,  Comrades,  that  I  do  not  know  of  a 
Comrade  in  the  Department  of  Michigan  who  has  discharged  his  duties 
better  than  the  Comrade  whom  I  have  In  mind  to  nominate  for  the  office 
of  Department  Commander  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  It 
gives  me  great  pleasure  to  name  Comrade  Sr.  Vice  Commander  Fred  W.

Motion  carried  unanimously. 
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Commander  Chapman:

Harrison  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  the  Adjutant  be  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  of  this  Convention  for  the  election  of  Comrade  Fred  W. 
Henning  as  Department  Commander.     What  is  your  pleasure? 

Motion  carried  unanimously.  Ballot  deposited  and  reported  by 
Adjutant. 

Commander  Chapman: 

I  declare  Comrade  Fred  W.  Henning  elected  Department  Commander 
for  the  Department  of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Comrade  Henning: 

It  is  not  only  an  honor  to  be  elected  the  Department  Commander  of 
this  organization,  but  it  is  a  bigger  honor  to  be  elected  unanimously  by 
you  Comrades.  I  have  been  honored  more  than  I  believe  any  other  Com- 
rade in  the  State  of  Michigan.  I  would  like  to  say  I  was  elected  unan- 
imously as  Sr.  Vice  Commander  and  now  you  have  chosen  me  unan- 
imously as  Department  Commander.  I  am  not  sure  whether  I  will  be 
able  to  fill  the  bill  as  the  Department  Commander  is  required  to  fill  it  or 
not.  You  have  had  faith  in  me  for  a  number  of  years.  You  have  had 
enough  faith  to  elect  me  to  the  highest  office  within  the  gift  of  the  Com- 
rades and  I  want  to  assure  you  that  I  shall  fill  the  office  to  the  best  of 
my  ability  and  give  you  all  that  is  in  me.  In  order  to  be  successful  in 
any  organization,  one  must  have  the  support  of  the  Comrades  and  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  up  to  the  present  time,  I  have  had  your  support  in  what- 
ever I  have  had  to  do.  I  am  going  to  ask  you  to  support  me  for  another 
year;  to  give  me  your  hearty  support  and  I  am  sure  that  when  the  year 
comes  to  a  close,  I  will  be  able  to  say,  "Comrades,  you  have  done  nobly." 
I  am  just  a  small  part  of  the  wheel.  It  is  the  spokes  that  make  the 
wheels  go  round.  It  is  also  the  dnty  of  the  Department  Commander  to 
surround  himself  with  the  most  eflftcient  Comrades  in  order  to  make  the 
administration  a  success.  I  have  promised  two  appointments,  of  course, 
with  the  understanding  that  I  was  elected  Department  Commander.  One 
of  them  that  I  have  selected  is  my  good  old  friend  and  Comrade,  Bill 
Rowe,  of  Detroit.

We  are  not  able  to  do  anything 
along  the  legislative  lines  in  the  next  year  or  two  because  the  Legislature 
will  not  be  in  session.  I  am  going  to  specialize  in  a  membership  drive 
in  the  next  year.  You  will  hear  something  about  that  in  the  next  general 
order  which  will  be  Issued  to  you  very  shortly.  It  has  been  said  that  the 
National  Convention  will  be  held  in  Detroit,  August  28,  29,  30,  and  31. 
If  any  wish  to  participate  in  this  parade,  as  a  Camp,  take  it  up  with  your 
Camp  before  that  and  find  out  whether  you  desire  to  parade  as  a  body. 
A  special  general  order  will  be  issued  in  due  time  to  advise  you  when 
the  parade  will  be  held.  The  headquarters  of  the  Department  of  Mich- 
igan will  be  established  at  643  Temple  Avenue,  Detroit,  also,  I  trust  the 
General  Headquarters  will  remain  the  same  as  It  is  now  at  5105  Wood- 
ward Avenue.  If  there  are  any  plans  to  be  made,  I  want  you  to  drop 
me  a  line  and  tell  me.  I  have  always  tried  to  answer  all  correspondence 
and  I  will  continue  If  I  have  to  employ  a  special  secretary  to  do  it.  I 
want  to  thank  you  again  for  the  honor  that  you  have  placed  upon  me  and 
I  shall  do  the  very  best  that  I  can  in  the  coming  year. 

Commander  Chapman: 

Department  Marshal,  will  you  please  conduct  all  Past  Department 
Commanders  to  this  platform? 

Comrade  George  W.  Rogers,  Camp  No.   19: 

There  Is  no  question  in  my  mind  but  what  Comrade  Henning  will 
make  one  of  the  best  Department  Commanders  that  this  Department  has 
ever  had.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  Greetings  Committee  from  the 
G.  A.  R.,  Comrades  Gild.  Metcalf  and  Griffiths. 

Committee  received  with  full  military  honors. 

Comrade  ^Gild: 

We  have  been  delegated  by  our  Department  Commander  to  extend 
greetings  of  the  G.  A.  R.  to  the  Spanish  War  Veterans.  •!  might  eay  I 
am  practically  an  honor  member  of  your  organization  and  a  regular  mem- 
ber of  the  Snakes.  We  are  located  in  the  City  of  Saginaw  and  we  have 
a  great  respect  for  the  Spanish  War  Veterans.  It  is  very  seldom  that 
we  are  able  to  get  out  to  our  meetings.  Only  about  eight  are  able  *to 
attend.  The  Spanish  American  War  Veterans  of  that  city  have  taken  a 
great  responsibility  from  our  shoulders.  We  have  in  the  different  ceme- 
taries,  something  like  1300  Comrades  whose  graves  must  be  looked  after 
on  Memorial  Day  and  these  Spanish  War  Veterans  do  that  work.  Now, 
you  know  that  it  is  quite  a  task  to  put  flags  on  each  and  every  grave 
and  potted  plants  on  every  grave  and  a  pot  of  flowers  at  the  monument, 
therefore,  we  feel  very  grateful  to  you  boys.  I  am  also  an  honorary 
member  of  Camp  Smith  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  a  member  of 
the  Snakes.  It  is  true  that  the  old  G.  A.  R.  men  are  rapidly  passing  away. 
I  expect  to  stay  here  to  bother  everybody  for  the  next  ten  or  fifteen  years 
but  I  expect  by  that  time  I  will  be  getting  pretty  lonesome.  This  is  the 
first  time  I  have  ever  been  privileged  to  meet  the  Spanish  War  Veterans 
in  convention  assembled  and  I  am  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  come  here 
today. 

Comrade  Metcalf:

Next  come 
the  World  War  men  who  are  our  grandsons  and  so  on,  and  I  hope  that 
we  will  none  of  us  live  to  see  another  war.  I  am  not  going  to  take  up 
much  of  your  time  because  we  have  another  trip  to  make  after  we  leave 
here. 
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Comrade  Griffiths  of  the  G.  A.  R.: 

I  think  we  were  given  a  wonderful  reception  by  you  here  and  we 
thank  you. 

Department  Commander  Chapman: 

Department  Adjutant,  Comrade  Robert  E.  Nimmoi  will  acknowledge 
the  greetings  sent  by  the  dear  old  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Department  Adjutant  Nimmo: 

Comrade  Department  Commander  Chapman  and  Comrades:  It  is 
my  pleasure,  through  the  courtesy  of  our  worthy  Department  Commander, 
to  accept  from  you  the  courteous  greetings  which  you  bring  from  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  convention  assembled  in  this  city  today. 

As  you  stand  before  us,  our  thoughts  revert  backward  to  those  hectic 
days  of  '61  to  '65,  as  we  in  fancy  see  the  thousands  of  feet  of  those  brave 
young  men  who  marched  away  from  all  they  held  most  dear,  to  the 
drains  of  the  martial  music  of  the  fife  and  drum,  to  the  end  that  this 
country  of  ours  should  not  be  half  free  and  half  slave,  but  that  all  peo- 
ples, black  and  white,  in  all  sections  should  be  free  and  equal;  and  as  we 
look  into  your  countenances,  we  are  reminded  that  your  once  stalwart 
frames  are*  but  the  shadows  of  their  former  selves,  your  hairs  are  as 
white  as  the  driven  snow,  and  your  once  keen  eyes  have  lost  their  youth- 
ful lustre,  but  your  brave  old  hearts  are  as  full  of  fire  and  patriotism 
as  they  were  in  those  bygone  days  when  you  marched  and  fought  and 
suffered  with  Sherman,  Sheridan  or  with  Grant,  as  you  did  your  bit  to 
strike  the  shackles  from  the  slave,  and  make  the  black  man  his  own 
master,  and  preserve  our  union.  And  now  Comrades,  the  time  is  not 
very  far  distant,  when  all  we  shall  have  left  will  be  the  memories  and 
recollections,  and  the  histories  and  traditions  of  this  noble  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  and  when  that  time  will  come  we  want  you  to  know 
that  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  will  carry  on  and  keep  your 
memory  green,  as  those  of  you  who  are  left  are  carrying  on  and  keep- 
ing green  the  memory  of  your  departed  comrades.  And  so,  we  wish  you 
to  take  back  with  you  to  your  comrades  In  convention  assembled,  our 
hearty  thanks  for  your  courteous  greetings  and  well  wishes.  And  ere 
you  leave,  we  wish  to  place  upon  your  patriotic  breasts  a  little  emblem 
which  is  indicative  of  the  friendship  which  exists  between  the  Boys  of 
'61  to  '65  and  the  Boys  of  '98.

Comrade  Emory,  Camp  No.   3: 

It  was  brought  to  my  notice  in  the  City  of  Grand  Rapids  that  Com- 
rades having  served  in  the  Philippines  and  China  were  not  exempt  from 
taxation  under  the  present  ruling.  We  offered  a  resolution  signed  by 
each  Comrade  in  our  Camp  and  forwarded  it  to  the  Department  Com- 
mander and  he  in  turn  forwarded  it  to  the  Legislative  Committee  of  this 
Department.  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Department  Commander  what 
Comrade  Gansser  has  done  about  it. 

Comrade  Gansser: 

Mr.  Commander  and  Comrades  of  Michigan.  The  final  adjournment 
of  the  19  27  session  of  Michigan  Legislature  came  on  June  4,  1927,  so  we 
have  not  had  time  to  submit  our  legislative  report  in  print.  But  we  have 
every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  results  of  our  efforts  both  in  the 
last  session  of  our  National  Congress  and  in  this  year's  session  at  Lan- 
sing. Want  to  here  and  now  congratulate  our  beloved  Department  Com- 
mander Chapman,  and  his  able  staff  for  their  able  and  far-sighted  co- 
operation, both  at  Washington  and  at  Lansing.  The  little  tax  exemption 
granted  to  Michigan  war  veterans  proved  to  be  the  major  issue  In  our 
1927  session.  The  history  back  of  this  legislation  must  prove  Interesting 
at  this  time.  During  my  first  term  in  Michigan's  State  Senate  in  1915, 
I  found  that  the  G.  A.  R.  and  Civil  War  Veterans  were  receiving  tax  ex- 
emption on  $1,000  worth  of  property,  provided  their  holdings  were  less 
th^n  $3,000.  The  evident  intent  was  to  help  the  Civil  War  Veteran  in 
moderate  circumstances.  Many  of  our  own  Spanish  War  Veterans  were  in 
similar  circumstances.  So  I  Introduced  and  had  passed  an  amendment 
including  the  Spanish  War  Veterans.     Our  clear  intent  was  to  include 
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every  veteran  eligible  to  membership  in  our  organization.  The  govern- 
ment at  Washington  recognizes  for  pension  equally  those  who  served  in 
Cuba  or  Porto  Rico,  and  those  who  served  in  the  Philippines  and  In  the 
China  Relief  Expedition.  That  was  the  law  until  1923,  when  I  was  again 
in  Michigan's  State  Senate.  By  that  time  property  values  in  Detroit  and 
other  metropolitan  centers  had  gone  up  to  such  an  extent  that  a  veteran 
might  own  a  very  humble  home  and  yet  be  assessed  for  more  than  $3,000. 

Michigan  and  America  had  become  very  rich.  Our  State  and  Nation 
had  been  very  generous  to  the  veterans  of  the  World  War.  Surely  noth- 
ing should  be  allowed  to  stop  the  little  tax  exemption  privilege  which 
was  In  truth  about  all  that  the  Civil  War  Veterans  and  the  men  of  '98 
had  ever  received  from  Michigan.  So  I  Introduced  another  amendment 
raising  the  tax  exemption  to  $2,000  on  an  increased  valuation  of  $5,000. 
Now  it  happened  that  at  that  very  time,  Michigan  was  trying  to  get  back 
on  the  tax  rolls  much  tax  exetnpt  property.  But  after  some  real  hard 
work  all  down  the  line,  this  Increased  tax  exemption  became  a  law.  Then 
it  developed  that  local  tax  assessors  were  splitting  hairs  as  to  just  who 
was  a  Spanish  War  Veteran,  and  they  refused  this  tax  exemption  to  men 
who  served  in  the  Philippines  and  the  China  Relief  Expedition.  Pleased 
to  be  able  to  Inform  you  today  that  I  Introduced  and  had  passed  another 
amendment  specifically  naming  the  veterans  of  the  Philippines  and  the 
China  Relief  Expedition.  This  law  becomes  operative  on  Sept.  5,  19  27. 
(Applause)  Get  busy  now  with  your  tax  assessors  back  home,  in  order 
to  get  this  tax  exemption  this  year.  I  want  to  here  and  now  also  to  give 
full  credit  to  Governor  Fred  W.  Green  for  his  timely  and  cordial  co- 
operation all  along  the  line  for  everything  the  veterans  of  Michigan 
stood  for  in  this  19  27  session.  Governor  Green  is  the  first  Spanish  War 
Veteran  to  become  Chief  Executive  of  Michigan.  He  served  as  a  lieu- 
tenant in  the  31st  Michigan  Infantry,  with  the  American  Army  of  Occu- 
pation in  Cuba.  He  served  for  many  years  as  Inspector  General  of  Mich- 
igan's National  Guard.  He  knows  the  sacrifices  the  volunteer  makes, 
both  in  peace  and  war.  We  are  fortunate  In  having  a  generous  and  pub- 
lic spirited  Comrade  as  Governor  of  Michigan.  This  very  fact  seemed 
to  us  to  make  it  unnecessary  to  have  the  Legislature  of  19  27  pass  on 
some  minor  appropriation  matters.  We  want  to  reprint  some  of  our 
earlier  annual  reunion  reports  for  use  in  libraries  and  the  like.  We  will 
need  a  little  more  money  for  our  State  Headquarters  in  the  State  office 
building,  Lansing.  None  of  these  seemed  to  warrant  special  legislative 
action.  We  will  trust  the  State  Administrative  board  and  Governor  Green 
to  grant  us  this  aid  from  the  State  contingency  funds. 

Some  years  ago  Michigan  passed  the  Brennan  Act,  giving  soldiers 
preference  in  State  and  Municipal  employment.  Apparently  the  spirit  of 
this  law  has  been  violated  by  those  interpreting  and  enforcing  it.  The  law 
may  also  be  deficient  in  some  particulars,  for  court  rulings  have  not  been 
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uniformly  favorable.  Let  us  make  a  study  of  this  law  for  the  next  year 
and  in  our  1928  reunion  at  Kalamazoo  make  recommendations  to  the 
1929  Legislature,  strengthening  the  Brennan  Act  where  necessary.  Above 
all  things  else,  however,  let  us  learn  this  vital  lesson:  that  no  matter 
how  friendly  and  helpful  any  legislative  action  may  be,  it  can  be  made 
inoperative  and  its  usefulness  destroyed  by  city,  county  and  state  officials 
who  have  the  power  of  interpretation  and  enforcement.  Here  is  one 
place  where  hereafter  we  want  to  be  everlastingly  on  guard.  See  to  it 
that  the  public  officials  are  at  least  fair  and  just.  Plight  for  your  rights 
every  minute.  Be  ever  on  your  guard,  both  in  the  interests  of  our  Com- 
rades, their  widows  and  orphans,  and  in  the  general  public  Interest. 
Americans  have  all  too  long  placed  too  much  reliance  on  mere  laws  and 
legislation.  Hence  we  have  all  too  many  laws  that  are  dead  letters  be- 
cause they  are  not  enforced.  This  tendency  kills  respect  for  all  laws. 
My  Comrades  of  *98,  let  us  always  remember  that  this  is  a  Republic, 
founded  on  law,  and  governed  by  law.  The  rising  generation  is  looking 
up  to  the  defenders  of  our  Nation  for  example  and  guidance.  Let  us  set 
them  the  high  exaniple  of  respect  for  law  and  order,  always.  Public 
opinion  governs  in  thes«^  linltcd  States.  Do  your  bit  always  to  create 
public  opinion  that  will  accomplish  the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest 
number,  within  the  law. 

As  Spanish  War  Veterans  we  have  always  worked  and  voted  for  all 
legislation  in  Washington  and  in  Lansing  that  helped  the  Civil  War 
Veterans  and  their  dependents  for  all  things  helpful  to  the  national  de- 
fense; for  a  navy  second  to  none  on  earth;  for  a  regular,  army  large 
enough  and  modern  enough  to  serve  as  the  training  exemplar  for  our 
National  Guard;  for  our  officers  reserve  corps;  for  our  R.  O.  T.  C.  and 
C.  M.  T.  C.  You  and  I  kno  wthat  the  stern  discipline  and  rigorous  training 
required  of  our  young  men  in  these  volunteer  organizations,  makes  for 
good  citizenship,  physically,  mentally  and  morally.  Let  us  encourage  the 
Boy  Scouts  and  Campfire  Girls  of  America,  for  they  tend  to  make  better 
and  stronger  men  and  women.  My  Comrades  will  note  that  this  last  has 
nothing  to  do  with  law  making,  but  it  has  everything  to  do  with  the 
carrying  out  of  our  American  Constitution,  in  letter  and  spirit.  It  has 
everything  to  do  with  the  end  of  law,  which  is  the  public  good,  State  and 
Nation  wide.  I  want  to  remind  you  once  again,  Men  of  '98,  that  by  your 
precept  and  example,  through  all  the  years,  you  helped  tremendously  to 
win  for  humanity,  the  World  War.  Some  of  us  took  an  active  part.  All 
of  you  had  a  large  part  in  "keeping  the  home  fires  of  patriotism  burning." 
Your  sons  followed  in  your  footsteps.  So  quite  naturally  our  Spanish 
War  Veterans  have  helped  along  the  good  work  of  the  World  War  Vet- 
erans, both  in  Lansing  and  in  Washington.  I  am  here  today  as  the  per- 
sonal representative  of  the  Department  Commander  of  the  American 
Legion  of  Michigan,  and  to  thank  you  for  your  good  comradeship  and 
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co-operation  all  the  way.  Keep  up  the  good  work.  And  I  am  to  remind 
you,  Men  of  '98,  that  the  American  Legion  Hospital  at  Camp  Custer  for 
tuberculosis  patients,  is  open  for  your  Comrades  also.  At  the  Legion 
Billet  at  Otter  Lake,  are  orphans  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  also. 
Michigan's  Legislature  provides  funds  for  aiding  both  these  institutions, 
and  they  are  for  service  of  veterans  of  all  wars.  Today  the  American 
Legion  of  Michigan  holds  out  to  you,  Men  of  '98,  their  every  local  and 
State  agency  for  helping  the  disabled,  the  widows  and  orphans.  For  all 
this  we  now  have  laws  enough.  Let  us  strive  to  carry  out  all  these 
veterans'  laws  in  the  right  spirit. 

Department  Marshal: 

I  wish  to  announce  the  arrival  of  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  Henry 
W.  Busch,  and  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  Chauncey  W.  Herrick. 

Commander  Chapman: 

The  Marshal  will  assemble  the  colors  and  escort  the  Past  Com- 
mander-in-Chief to  the  rostrum. 

They  were  received  with  full  military  honors. 

Commander  Chapman: 

Comrades,  we  were  all  disappointed  when  the  announcement  was 
made  that  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Herrick  had  failed  to  arrive.  How- 
ever, his  short  delay  in  coming  would  not  warrant  my  introducing  him 
as  "the  late"  Comrade  Herrick.  We  are  all  so  pleased  that  he  can  once 
again  be  with  us,  and  we  cannot  forget  the  great  magnificent  service  he 
has  given  and  is  giving  to  his  old  Comrades  throughout  the  Nation.  He 
with  other  Comrades  In  Washington,  at  last  succeeded  In  bringing  a  just 
recognition  to  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  his  presence  here  today  Is 
a  further  assurance  that  the  same  love  of  rendering  service  remains  and 
continuously  wells  up  In  his  great  heart  every  time  a  message  comes 
that  a  Spanish  War  Veteran  Is  In  need  of  help.     I  will  now  present — 

Past  Commander-in-Chief  Herrick: 

I  didn't  come  over  here  to  make  a  big  speech  or  to  get  in  on  the 
activities  but  just  to  have  an  opportunity  to  say  "hello"  to  the  Com- 
rades of  Michigan.  I  assume  that  I  will  not  be  able  to  give  you  any 
particular  advice  how  to  run  your  Department,  for  the  Department  of 
Michigan  has  gone  along  taking  care  of  itself  and  Detroit  has  secured 
the  National  Encampment  this  year.  I  believe  this  will  be  the  biggest 
National  Encampment  that  we  have  ever  had.  All  my  life,  I  have 
resented  some  one  popping  In  and  getting  up  on  the  platform  and  hitting 
on  all  four  or  six  cylinders.     I  haven't  anything  else  to  tell  you  and  I 
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came  over  here  with  just  one  idea  in  view  and  that  is  Just  to  shake  hands 
with  all  of  you.     I  am  glad  I  am  here. 

Commander  Chapman: 

It  is  certainly  a  great  pleasure  to  welcome  Past  Commander-in-Chief 
Herrick  to  Michigan  and  for  all  the  Comrades  to  meet  him  again.  We 
are  also  always  pleased  to  welcome  Michigan's  own  Past  Commander-in- 
Chief,  Harry  W.  Busch.  He  is  another  of  the  Nation's  noblemen  in  ren- 
dering service  to  the  Spanish  War  Veterans.  We  can  hardly  comprehend 
the  full  Measure  of  the  service  given  by  the  past  and  present  National 
Commanders  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  we  are  always 
pleased  when  they  can  be  with  us.  You  always  like  to  hear  from  Harry 
Busch,  and  I  will  now  present — 

Past  Commander-in-Chief  Busch: 

I  am  not  going  to  make  a  speech.  I  would  hesitate  to  say  so  very 
much  after  listening  to  our  eloquent  Gus  Gansser  and  I  wouldn't  com- 
mence at  this  late  date  to  compete  with  him.  He  always  has  something 
to  tell  us  and  I  know  that  we  profit  by  it.  In  passing,  I  just  want  to 
remind  you  of  one  thing.  I  hope  that  every  member  of  the  Department 
of  Michigan  will  come  to  the  Detroit  convention  beginning  August  28th. 
The  Committee  there  is  working  hard.  We  are  perfecting  our  arrange- 
ments and  as  Comrade  Herrick  has  said,  we  are  going  to  have  the  best 
and  biggest  Encampment  that  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  have  ever  had. 
The  last  one  held  in  Detroit  was  spoken  of  for  many  years  thereafter. 
We  want  to  let  them  all  know  that  Detroit  is  on  the  map  and  we  want  all 
of  you  to  be  there  to  act  on  the  General  Reception  Committee  so  that  the 
fellows  of  all  other  States  will  be  sure  of  a  good  time.  Write  to  me  if 
you  want  any  information  and  I  will  try  to  answer.  An  official  announce- 
ment will  be  made  in  the  next  General  Order  which  will  be  issued  soon. 
An  announcement  will  also  be  printed  in  the  National  Tribune.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  be  with  you  again,  and  I  want  you  to  know  that  my  heart  goes 
out  to  all  you  Michigan  Comrades  and  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  am 
with  you  in  spirit  even  if  I  am  not  here  in  person. 

Department  Commander  Chapman: 

The  Encampment  will  now  recess,  if  there  are  no  objections,  until 
tomorrow  morning  at  9  o'clock,  this  will  give  the  Comrades  an  oppor- 
tunity to  personally  greet  Past  Commanders-in-Chief,  Herrick  and  Busch.

Comrade  Ottinger,  Camp  No.  5: 

I  have  been  waiting  for  a  chance  to  talk  on  this  particular  question. 
I  have  been  appointed  as  a  Chairman  of  the  Pension  Committee  for  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  Detroit  not  only  for  Spanish  War  Veterans,  but 
for  other  veteran  organizations.  This  proposition  has  been  in  my  mind 
for  some   time  and   I  am   glad   that  some  other  Camp   has  offered   this 
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resolution.  The  pension  is  a  question  of  the  next  fifty  years  at  least  and 
we  should  build  for  that  time  the  same  as  we  are  going  to  build  for  the 
Higgins  Lake  Resort.  Hence,  we  should  build  for  this  pension  proposi- 
tion and  get  what  we  are  entitled  to.  Two  years  ago  the  G.  A.  R.  went 
after  an  increase  of  pension.  They  wanted  to  get  1 10.00  a  month  for 
those  who  were  not  getting  $72.00.  For  the  widows  they  only  got  $20.00 
a  month.  What  we  want  in  this  State  is  this:  Every  Camp  in  the  State 
should  have  a  pension  committee.  Every  Camp  should  have  somebody 
who  is  acquainted  with  the  pension  laws.  He  will  keep  in  close  touch 
with  Washington.  He  should  have  himself  appointed  a  Notary  Public. 
We  want  to  have  a  pension  committee  in  the  Department  so  we  will 
know  who  to  write  to.  Possibly  the  National  Tribune  will  not  be  in 
existence  in  say  fifty  years.  We  want  a  National  Committee  on  pensions 
so  that  we  will  eventually  be  in  a  position  where  we  can  go  with  our 
members  up  to  the  Congress  of  United  States,  ask  what  we  want  and 
know  what  we  want.  The  reason  we  got  our  pension  is  because  the  men 
in  the  Camps  pushed  this  through.  That  is  the  only  reason  we  got  it. 
What  we  want  in  the  Camps  is  to  keep  the  money  away  from  the  at- 
torneys in  Washington.  I  am  told  by  a  man  that  is  in  the  pension  de- 
partment in  Washington  that  there  has  been  more  than  $4,000,000  that 
veterans  have  paid  to  the  attorneys  in  the  National  Capitol  for  something 
they  can  do  for  themselves  and  we  want  to  save  this  money  for  the  vet- 
erans. When  they  grow  old  their  pensions  are  going  to  go  down.  They 
are  not  fit  to  work.  We  don't  want  this  condition  in  our  organization. 
Prepare  for  those  things  so  that  we  will  not  have  to  go  down  on  our 
knees  as  the  G.  A.  R.  had  to  do. 


Comrade  Sanford  Hunt,  Camp  No.  19: 

We  have  such  a  committee.     We  charge  a  fee  of   $10.00   and   that 
money  is  turned  into  the  Camp. 


Commander  Chapman:

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  organization  extend  to  the  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars  their  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  courtesy 
shown,  which,  only  in  another  way,  proves  that  they  are  gentlemen  and 
patriots  and  it  is  the  hope  of  this  organization  that  we  may  be  able  to 
return  the  expression  of  true  comradeship  expressed.

Report   of   the   Committee   adopted    by   a   unanimous   vote   of   the   En- 
campment. 

Commander  Chapman: 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  presence  of  one  of  our  oldest 
Past  Department  Commanders,  and  as  that  honored  Comrade  Is  com- 
»,-»elled  to  leave  this  Convention  and  the  city  at  once  on  an  urgent  call,  we 
will  suspend  further  consideration  of  the  regular  order  of  business  for  a 
few  moments,  for  the  purpose  of  manifesting  the  appreciation  of  the 
Department  of  Michigan  for  service  rendered  and  work  well  done,  in 
years  gone,  by  Comrade  Past  Department  Commander  Joseph  V.  Mcin- 
tosh. He  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Commander  of  the  Department  of 
Michigan  back  in  1911.  The  year  that  the  Annual  Encampment  met  in 
Sault  de  Ste.  Marie,  a  place  having  Its  beginning  within  ten  years  after 
Columbus  first  sailed  to  our  shores,  and  the  city  where  the  history  of 
Michigan  commenced.  Please  do  not  misunderstand  me  and  take  It  that 
Comrade  Mcintosh  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  at  Le  Sault.  He  was 
there  chosen  and  his  home  Is  In  Traverse  City.  Will  Past  Department 
Commander  Rogers  of  Jackson  express  to  Past  Department  Commander 
Joseph  V.  Mcintosh,  in  a  substantial  way,  the  appreciation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Michigan  for  his  past  most  excellent  service. 

Comrade  Rogers: 

I  *was  successful,  through  the  help  of  the  Department,  In  raising 
sufficient  funds  to  buy  jewels  to  present  to  those  who  served  the  Depart- 
ment In  the  past.  During  the  month  of  February,  19  26,  I  visited  the 
northern  part  of  the  State  and  I  attended  a  very  fine  meeting  In  Traverse 
City.  I  met  a  Comrade  and  was  talking  to  him.  During  the  conversation 
I  said,  "Have  you  been  a  member  of  the  Department  long?"       I  asked 
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his  name.  He  said,  "My  name  Is  Mcintosh."  I  asked,  "When  did  you 
serve?"  he  said,  "That  was  back  in  1912."  As  there  is  a  committee  wait- 
ing, I  am  going  to  take  this  pleasure  of  presenting  Captain  Mcintosh,  also 
a  Past  Commander,  who  served  back  in  1911-1912,  with  this  jewel.

It  has  been  several  years  since  I  have 
been  able  to  attend  a  Department  meeting  on  account  of  sickness  at  home, 
but  things  are  better  now,  so  I  am  able  to  leave.  I  rode  nearly  all  night, 
and  very  nearly  had  to  sleep  in  the  streets  as  the  hotels  seemed  to  be 
pretty  well  filled.  I  am  glad  to  be  here,  and  I  assure  you  that  it  is  with 
great  pleasure  I  accept  this  Emblem  of  Service.  The  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans have  been  very  near  my  heart  ever  since  they  were  organized.  I 
notice  when  I  look  around  over  the  audience,  a  great  many  familiar  faces, 
which  is  also  a  great  pleasure  after  all  these  years.  Again  let  me  thank 
you  for  this  presentation,  and  hope  that  I  shall  always  wear  it  with  honor 
to  the  organization  and  I  know  with  pleasure  to  myself. 

Commander  Chapman: 

Department  Marshal  assemble  the  colors  and  escort  Comrade  Mer- 
rill with  her  aids  who  are  on  the  committee  from  the  Women's  Relief 
Corps  to  this  Station. 

Comrade  Mrs.  Merrill: 

Comrade  Commander  and  Comrades,  our  hearts  go  out  to  you  and 
we  want  to  work  with  you  and  as  a  mother  of  a  Spanish  War  Veteran,  I 
am  very  proud  of  you  who  fought  under  President  McKlnley.  You  have 
a  very  warm  spot  In  my  heart  and  we  bring  to  you  our  National  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Christie. 

Comrade  Mrs.  Christie: 

Comrades,  I  am  very  happy  to  be  here  with  you  this  morning  and  to 
be  privileged  to  extend  to  you  officially,  personal  greetings.  We  have 
nearly  200,000  members  in  the  Women's  Relief  Corps,  many  of  them,  I 
believe,  belonging  to  you,  many  of  them  your  mothers,  many  your  wives. 

It  has  given  me  pleasure  and  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  in  Washing- 
ton last  February  and  see  the  work  that  is  being  done.  I  have  been 
greatly  interested  in  the  increasing  of  pensions  for  the  widows  of  the 
soldiers.     I  have  been  north,  south,  east  and  west  during  this  year  of 
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1927;  I  have  met  many  of  your  boys  and  many  of  you  Comrades,  and  I 
am  glad  to  tell  you  that  in  every  Instance  you  are  all  doing  a  wonderful 
work.  They  have  a  splendid  organization  in  California  and  I  then  want 
to  speak  of  the  Elks.  But  you  know  they  are  mighty  loyal,  and  have 
given  us  help  in  so  many  instances  because  we  are  vitally  interested  in 
the  Spanish  War  and  Civil  War  Veterans  and  because  of  their  great  in- 
terest to  those  men  that  are  living.  I  wish  to  say  that  we  admire  all 
organizations  that  have  anything  to  do  or  will  in  any  way  recognize 
the  Comrades,  and  pay  special  attention  to  them  for  their  days  are  num- 
bered. We  don't  always  say  it  to  them,  but  we  are  very  glad  of  your 
assistance  to  those  men  whom  we  know  the  National  holds  in  their  arms 
and  to  them  it  really  was  only  yesterday  that  they  were  boys  and  we 
know  it  will  not  be  a  great  many  years  before  they  will  be  obliged  to 
give  up  and  join  their  comrades.  Some  of  those  men  are  your  fathers. 
My  only  living  relative  is  a  comrade  of  the  Civil  War.  He  is  old  but  he 
is  a  wonderful  man  in  his  strength  and  looks  much  like  the  General.  I 
like  to  include  all  the  Comrades  in  the  different  organizations  in  the  200 
that  I  represent  and  I  extend  to  you  again  the  best  wishes  of  the  second 
largest  patriotic  organization  of  women  in  the  world  and  hope  that  we 
may  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  again  at  the  next  convention.  I  am 
glad  to  know  more  of  your  work,  more  of  the  splendid  record  that  you 
have  made. 

Delegate  from  the  Women's  Relief  Corps: 

Comrades,  it  would  be  useless  for  me  to  add  anything  to  what  our 
National  President  has  said.  I  just  wish  to  join  with  her  in  giving  you 
the  special  greetings  from  the  Department  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps. 

Commander  Chapman: 

Comrade  Rogers,  I  will  ask  you  to  receive  the  greetings  from  these 
ladies  and  return  those  of  the  Department. 

Comrade  Rogers: 

It  is  Indeed  a  pleasure  for  me  to  accept  these  greetings.  I  know 
some  of  the  Comrades  from  the  State  of  Ohio.  We  have  some  wonderful 
men  in  our  organization  from  Ohio.  I  repeat  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  meet 
the  delegation  from  the  Women's  Relief  Corps.  Our  organization  is 
progressing  fine  and  we  finish  this  year  with  upwards  of  90,000  members. 
We  want  to  set  an  example  and  carry  on  in  the  footsteps  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Comrade  Mrs.  Christie: 

We  are  interested  in  all  organizations  of  the  many  wars.  I  extend 
to  you  the  same  greetings  from  Michigan  Women's  Relief  Corps.  We 
want  to  work  with  you.  Don't  be  afraid  to  come  to  us  for  help  and  as- 
sistance In  any  way  for  we  are  ready  and  willing  to  do  for  you. 
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Commander  Chapman: 

Is  the  Trust  Fund  Committee  ready  to  report?  I  do  not  believe  that 
there  is  a  report  different  to  make  than  last  year.  About  the  only  thing 
that  could  be  added  to  the  Trust  Fund  is  the  interest. 

The  Trust  Fund  Committee  consists  of  Comrades  Kilstrom.  Harry 
Busch  and  George  Ames.  The  term  of  office  is  for  three  years.  One 
Comrade's  term  expires  each  year.  It  will  be  necessary  to  elect  another 
Comrade  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  Comrade  Busch  whose  term  expires  this 
year.

Comrade  Scofield,  Detroit,  Camp  No.   10:

This  is  a  pleasure.  In  '98  we  had  with  us  a  freckled  faced  young 
Irishman  who  represented  the  Detroit  News,  and  we  found  him  to  be  not 
only  a  high  class  reporter,  but  a  valued  comrade.  He  joined  us  at  Island 
Lake  and  went  through  with  us  to  the  end.  In  the  news  articles  and 
cartoons  which  Dennis  Donahue  sent  back  to  his  paper  from  the  front, 
there  was  never  anything  but  praise  for  the  soldier  lads  from  Michigan. 
Last  night  was  the  first  time  I  have  met  him  since  '98,  so  you  may  know 
it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  introduce  our  old  friend,  "Denny",  as  he 
was  known  to  our  boys. 
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Comrade  Ponahue: 

I  am  not  a  soldier,  and  never  was  a  soldier  in  the  sense  that  I  was 
ever  formally  mustered  into  military  service;  but  there  is  a  distinction 
I  do  claim,  and  of  which  I  am  very  proud,  and  that  is,  that  as  a  civilian 
I  wore  the  uniform  of  your  Uncle  Sam  through  the  war  with  Spain,  and 
carried  a  musket,  and  performed  many  other  duties  of  a  soldier  while 
I  was  reporting  for  the  Detroit  News  and  blvouaclng  with  you  boys  In  the 
fever  districts  of  Cuba. 

Your  Commander  has  referred  In  a  very  kind  way  to  my  association 
with  the  regiment  and  has  stated  that  I  went  through  to  the  end.  Yes; 
the  last  Michigan  soldier  to  be  taken  back  home  from  the  detention  camp 
at  Montauk  point  was  Robert  Lindsay,  of  Detroit,  and  I  accompanied  him 
on  that  trip. 

That  was  twenty-nine  years  ago,  and  I  assure  you  that  I  was  never 
so  proud  as  I  was  last  night  when  you  conferred  upon  me  this  badge  of 
honor  and  dignity,  as  a  token  of  my  service  with  you  In  the  war. 

Words  don't  mean  much,  but  If  I  can  yet  serve  In  any  capacity,  I 
hope  you  will  feel  free  to  call  on  me.  I  promise  not  to  be  a  burden,  as  a 
man  who  has  been  out  of  touch  with  his  regiment  for  29  years  Is  not 
entitled  to  much;  but  I  will  do  anything  I  can  for  the  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans. I  thank  you,  Department  Commander  and  Comrades  (may  I  use 
that  word?)     I  am  mighty  glad  to  be  here. 

Comrade  Hennlng: 

I  neglected  to  state  in  my  remarks  that  "Denny"  is  a  member  of 
Duffleld  Camp  No.  9.  He  did  not  know  It,  but  he  Is  still  a  member  of 
this  Camp. 

Commander  Chapman: 

Comrades,  Department  Surgeon  Dr.  Charles  W.  Ryan  has  been  de- 
tained and  unable  to  reach  this  Encampment  and  in  his  absence  I  will 
ask  Department  Adjutant  Robert  E.  Nlmmo  to  report  the  names  of  the 
Comrades  who  have  answered  the  final  roll  call  during  the  past  year.

Comrade  John  Reese,  National  Commander: 

It  Is  a  pleasure  to  me  and  an  honor  to  have  the  privilege  of  meet- 
ing my  Comrades  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  Many  of  you 
were  our  sons.  I  am  not  the  Commander-in-Chief,  I  am  only  his  repre- 
sentative to  come  to  bring  to  you  his  greeting  and  It  Is  an  honor  to  me 
personally  to  be  delegated  as  his  representative  to  bring  his  personal 
greetings  and  the  greetings  of  the  G.  A.  R.     We  all  love  our  Commander. 
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He  requested  me  to  come  from  Nebraska  to  meet  with  you  and  bring  you 
his  greetings.  Also  to  say  to  you  that  he  regretted  that  he  could  not  be 
with  you  in  person  but  would  be  in  spirit.  Now,  I  know  you  are  busy; 
Just  finishing  up  your  work,  but  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  we  appreciate 
your  loyalty,  your  patriotism  and  your  help  to  us  in  carrying  out  the 
principles  for  which  we  are  organized.

Comrade  Department  Senior  Color  Bearer,  Oscar  Brady: 

Commander  Chapman,  your  Committee  wishes  to  report  that  your 
commands  were  obeyed  and  the  Committee  witnessed  the  giving  of  the 
prizes  after  the  reading  of  the  essays  on  Flag  Day  at  the  High  School. 
It  was  the  most  wonderful  demonstration  that  I  have  ever  witnessed. 
The  presentation  was  made  by  an  officer  of  the  school  by  giving  the  first 
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prize  of  $50.00  and  |25.00  as  a  second  prize.  I  am  having  a  copy  of  the 
first  prize  essay  sent  to  me  and  anyone  wishing  a  copy  can  communicate 
with  me  and  I  will  be  glad  to  make  a  copy  and  forward  it  to  them.  The 
Auxiliary  of  the  Union  Veterans  presented  a  beautiful  flag  to  the  High 
School.  Everyone  in  the  hall  seemed  to  be  very  much  enthused  with  the 
whole  ceremony.

Naturally,  the  man  coming  into  office  has  the  center  of  the  stage 
but  we  must  remember  that  we  have  a  man  who  is  leaving  office  and  the 
best  we  can  do  is  to  present  him  with  one  of  these  badges:  a  Comrade 
who  has  served  us  well.  We  do  this  with  gratitude  to  you,  Comrade 
Chapman,  for  the  splendid  work  you  have  done  for  the  past  year. 

Past  Department  Commander  Charles  H.  Chapman: 

Comrade  Rogers  and  Comrades  of  the  Encampment,  in  accepting  a 
Past  Department  Commander's  jewel  from  the  United  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans a  man  would  be  less  than  human  if  he  did  not  feel  himself  moved 
to  the  very  depths  of  his  nature  by  the  remarks  of  Comrade  Rogers, 
personal  to  myself,  and  by  the  surroundings  in  which  I  now  find  myself. 
A  man  would  be  more  than  human  if  he  could  fitly  express  in  words  the 
sentiments  that  now  animate  me.  Hawthorne,  Mrs.  Stowe,  Aldrich,  those 
masters  of  portrayal  of  subtle  thought  and  feeling  which  elude  us  before 
they  reach  our  lips  or  are  stranded  on  the  bar  of  our  personality  on  ac- 
count of  the  shallowness  of  our  vocabularies,  would  feel  themselves  op- 
pressed today  for  words  to  express  what  I  feel.  With  many  other  Span- 
ish War  Comrades  from  almost  every  quarter  of  the  United  States,  and 
among  the  number  was  Theodore  Roosevelt,  I  was  present  in  1904,  at 
the  Armory  in  Detroit,  when  step  were  taken  to  unite  the  various  organ- 
izations and  I  have  been  interested  and  tried  to  serve  my  Comrades  since 
that  time  and  now  a  feeling  comes  that  my  greatest  activities  in  the 
Spanish  War  Veterans'  vineyard  have  ceased  in  the  future  "I  will  be 
one  of  the  citizens  in  carriages."  The  heart  receives  a  tinge  when  one 
realizes  that  old  age  has  arrived,  and  when  one  steps  aside  and  retires 
from  the  firing  line  of  active  life  among  his  Comrades,  a  degree  of  sad- 
ness comes.  I  step  down  with  regret,  but  I  have  the  consolation  in  going 
to  know  that  while  I  am  no  longer  in  the  very  active  work,  you  are  all 
in  my  heart  and,  although  I  am  away  from  you,  we  are  all  beneath  the 
shadow  of  the  flag,  that  flag  that  means  so  much  to  all  of  us.  I  shall  see 
your  faces  among  its  stars,  I  shall  hear  your  voices  when  It  flutters  in  the 
breeze.  What  do  not  the  Stars  and  Stripes  mean  to  a  War  Veteran?  It 
is  home,  it  is  society,  it  is  friends,  it  is  comradeship  and  all  those  things 
which  make  life  delightful  to  an  old  soldier. 

"Flag  of  the  free  heart's  hope  and  home, 

By  angel  hands  to  valor  given. 
Thy  stars  have  lit  the  Welkin  dome 

And  all  thy  hues  were  born  in  heaven 
Forever  float  that  standard  sheet." 
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Commander  Fred  W.  Henning: 

Before  we  adjourn,  Comrades,  I  wish  to  announce  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  staff  will  be  as  I  noted  yesterday. 

Department  Chaplain  Swart,  will  you  offer  the  benediction?

Comrades  attending  the  National  Encampments  dur- 
ing the  past  many  years  have  voiced  their  belief  that  this  encampment 
will  be  attended  by  the  largest  number  of  Veterans  ever  assembled  at  a 
National  meeting.  Michigan  has  a  specific  reason  for  a  desire  to  make  a 
good  showing,  and  that  is  that  the  City  of  Detroit  will  present  the  name 
of  that  beautiful  and  dynamic  city  for  the  National  Encampment  for 
19  27.  Michigan  has  not  had  the  honor  to  entertain  the  National  Encamp- 
ment since  its  organization  was  completed.  The  City  of  Detroit  has 
ample  facilities,  with  its  large  number  of  commodious  and  splendid  ap- 
pointed hotels,  to  easily  care  for  all,  and  the  attractive  and  interesting 
beauty  of  this  great  city  will  be  an  irresistible  magnet  in  Its  drawing  of 
comrades  to  this  city  of  a  "thousand  wonders"  and  "many  thousand 
beauties."

HIGGINS  LAKE,  SPANISH  WAR   VETERANS  RESORT 

The  trustees  selected  and  authorized  by  the  Michigan  Encampment, 
at  Jackson,  June  last,  to  take  charge  of  and  formulate  regulations  gov- 
erning the  princely  gift,  by  Governor  Groesbeck,  to  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans,  of  nearly  one  thousand  acres  of  land,  covered  with  at- 
tractive trees,  and  located  on  the  north  side  of  Higglns  Lake,  in  Roscom- 
mon county,  met  at  Roscommon,  agreeable  to  a  call  from  its  president, 
Comrade  Past  Department  Commander  Thomas  W.  Payne,  on  Monday. 
July  26,  examined  the  location  and  the  lands  on  the  26th  and  27th  and 
went  into  session  at  the  hotel  parlors,  at  Roscommon,  and  adopted  resolu- 
tions in  harmony  with  the  desires  expressed  by  the  Department  Encamp- 
ment. Blocks  106,  107,  121  and  132  along  the  lake  front  were  reserved 
and  set  aside  for  community  buildings,  camp  sites  and  bath  houses,  where 
all  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  in  Michigan,  in  good  standing,  together 
with  members  of  the  Auxiliary  and  their  families  will  be  equal  in  its  use 
and  enjoyment. 

The  Department  Commander  was  requested  to  ascertain  from  the 
various  Camps  the  number  of  veterans  desiring  individual  lots  and  notify 
the  trustees.  Each  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  desiring  an  individual 
lot  for  a  family  cabin  will  have  the  same  assigned  to  him,  at  a  drawing,  at 
the  next  State  Encampment,  subject  to  the  rules,  regulations  and  restric- 
tions. 

It  was  determined  that  a  fee  of  two  dollars  from  each  veteran  desir- 
ing the  use  and  privileges  of  the  community  buildings  and  a  lot,  would 
be  sufficient  to  erect  the  buildings,  provide  wells  and  improve  the  grounds. 

The  trustees  found  the  location  ideal  for  such  purposes.  The  land 
has  a  gentle  slope  back  from  the  lake,  is  dry,  sandy  soil  covered  with 
enough  timber  to  erect  all  buildings  and  cabins  and  leaving  plenty  for 
shade.  The  State  Forestry  Nursery  is  adjoining  these  lands  on  the  north- 
east and  in  charge  of  Edward  Zettle.  A  few  hundred  yards  east  of  the 
lands  is  located  a  Spanish  War  Veteran,  having  in  charge  for  the  state, 
the  prevention  of  forest  fires.  The  distance  to  the  lands  from  Roscom- 
mon is  ten  miles  nearly  due  west.  The  state  highway,  when  completed, 
will  be  along  the  lake  shore  crossing  the  location.  Auto  roads  to  these 
lands  and  around  the  entire  lake  are  now  fairly  good.  Many  summer 
resorts  and  hotels  are  now  located  on  the  shores  of  beautiful  Higgins 
Lake,  having  a  width  of  about  five  miles  and  a  length  of  nine  miles.  Its 
waters  are  clear,  the  lake  being  spring  fed  and  its  bathing  beaches  ex- 
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tends,  with  shoal  water,  out  long  distances  before  deep  water  is  en- 
countered, making  the  location  an  ideal  and  safe  play  ground  for  children. 
Comrade  John  W.  Ireland,  of  Detroit,  conceived  the  idea  of  securing  this 
attractive  play  ground  for  the  Veterans  and  the  members  of  the  Auxiliary 
with  their  relatives  and  children,  and  went  to  Governor  Groesbeck  with 
the  plan  and  received  a  quick  and  hearty  response.  Comrade  Ireland  Is 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  was  present  at  Its  first  meeting  and 
following  an  examination  of  the  lands,  location  and  possibilities  for  the 
Veterans  and  allied  organizations  he,  with  the  other  Trustees  present 
were  agreeably  surprised  and  delighted  with  the  lands,  in  finding  the 
situation  so  much  superior,  In  every  way,  than  expected.  This  location 
Is  near  the  geographical  center  of  the  state  and  can  be  reached  by  motor 
car,  In  a  few  hours,  from  any  part. 

The  Trustees  adopted  a  resolution  naming  the  location.  Camp  Groes- 
beck, United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  Department  of  Michigan. 

The  Trustees  discussed  plans  for  one  large  community  club  house 
where  meals  could  be  served  to  all  those  occupying  cabins  and  other  vis- 
itors If  so  desired,  at  a  low  cost,  thus  relieving  the  housewife  and  making 
the  vacation  one  of  rest  and  pleasure. 

Camp  Commanders  will  ascertain  the  names  of  the  members  of  their 
Camps  who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  share  In  this 
beautiful  location,  collect  Two  Dollars  from  such  and  forward  same  to 
Comrade  Thomas  W.  Payne,  834-835  Lafayette  Building,  Detroit,  Michi- 
gan. As  soon  as  sufficient  money  Is  received  to  warrant,  the  Trustees 
will  begin  the  erection  of  the  club  house. 

Adjoining  these  lands  on  the  lake  shore,  to  the  east,  Is  the  American 
Legion  camp  grounds  and  the  local  head  of  that  organization  In  charge, 
called  upon  the  Trustees  and  a  reciprocal  comradeship  resulted,  whereby 
the  entire  camp  will  be  as  one  large  camp  of  all  splendid  men  who  fol- 
lowed the  flag.

GREETINGS    FROM    COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 

I  desire  to  send  greetings  to  my  Comrades  of  the  Spanish-American 
War.  It  is  our  privilege  to  belong  to  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
not  because  of  our  station  In  life,  nor  because  of  wealth,  political  or 
religious  opinions,  but  solely  because  we  served  our  country  In  time  of 
need.  We  have  two  great  fundamental  reasons  for  the  existence  of  our 
Organization.     1 — Love  of  Country.     2 — Love  of  Comrade. 

For  twenty  odd  years  we  have  been  striving  to  obtain  justice  for  our 
disabled  Comrades,  their  widows  and  dependents.  The  last  Congress 
passed  a  liberal  pension  act.  It  was  a  wonderful  achievement  and  much 
credit  should  be  given  to  the  outgoing  admliilstratlon.  They  worked 
earnestly  and  faithfully  with  results  satisfactory  to  the  members  of  our 
Organization,  as  well  as  to  the  citizenry  as  a  whole.  The  next  session  of 
Congress  being  a  short  one,  little  If  anything  can  be  accomplished  In 
legislative  enactments  to  straighten  out  some  unfortunate  provisions  still 
present  In  the  administration  of  the  pension  laws.  We  must  turn  our 
attention  to  Love  of  Country. 

Our  membership  has  at  the  present  time,  an  average  age  of  fifty-two 
years.  They  are  sober,  conservative  thinkers.  If  an  Invitation  Is  ex- 
tended to  all  ellglbles  and  the  matter  properly  presented.  It  Is  my  belief 
all  who  are  not  prevented  by  financial  reasons  will  affiliate  themselves 
with  our  Organization. 

It  Is  well  to  remember  that  the  fighting  men  of  '98  were  the  leaders 
of  the  World  War.  The  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  A.  E.  F.,  the  Chief 
of  Staff  In  this  country,  every  army  corps  and  division  Commander,  as 
well  as  almost  every  Brigade  Commander  was  a  Spanish-American  War 
Veterans.  We  did  not  shirk  our  responsibility  of  leadership  In  war  time; 
we  must  not  shirk  our  responsibility  of  leadership  In  peace  time.  We 
want  closer  affiliation  between  Veteran  Organizations  and  between  the 
service  men  of  all  wars.  After  all,  we  served  the  same  country  under  the 
sam  flag  In  an  effort  to  preserve  and  maintain  American  Ideals.  The 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans  wish  well  to  service  men  of  all  wars  and  all  ' 
Veteran  Organizations.  We  concede  It  to  be  the  privilege  of  every  man 
to  join  the  organization  In  which  he  believes  he  can  serve  most  happily, 
but  It  Is  the  duty  of  every  service  man  to  join  some  veteran  organization. 
The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  must  of  necessity  become  less  active  In 
leadership  among  veteran  organizations.  I  believe  It  to  be  the  duty  of 
the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  to  encourage  the  joining  together  of 
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all  Veterans  Organizations  in  the  great  fight  for  Americanism.  A  man 
who  has  tendered  his  life  as  a  sacrifice  upon  the  altar  of  patriotism  knows 
full  well  and  truly  the  meaning  of  love  of  country.  We  can  best  serve 
our  country  and  mankind  by  carrying  on  the  fight  for  American  ideals, 
the  heritage  of  our  forefathers. 

To  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  I  would  say,  enlist  with  your 
Comrades  in  an  organization  which  has  been  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 
those  who  have  gone  on  into  the  great  beyond  and  to  the  task  of  caring 
for  our  disabled  Comrades,  their  widows  and  dependents,  and  to  fight 
incessantly  for  our  country  and  for  the  preservation  and  maintenance  of 
American  ideals.

Commander-in-Chief  Rice  W.  Means,  of  Denver,  United  States  Sen- 
ator from  Colorado,  is  well  qualified  to  serve  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  as  Commander-in-Chief.

The  Department  Commander  and  Department  Officers  extend  holiday 
greetings  to  all  Veterans,  families  and  the  ladies  of  the  Auxiliaries  for  a 
happy  Christmas  and  New  Year. 

THANKSGIVING 

Commander-in-Chief  Rice  W.  Means,  accompanied  by  Quartermaster 
General  James  J.  Murphy,  were  guests  of  the  Detroit  Municipal  Council, 
U.  S.  W.  v.,  November  23,  24  and  25,  1926.  The  Commander-in-Chief 
coming  to  Detroit  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the  Detroit  Veterans 
and  completing  arrangements  for  the  19  27  National  Encampment. 

Commander-in-Chief  Means  addressed  a  joint  meeting  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  The  American  Legion  and  the  Ladles'  Auxiliaries 
of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  at  U.  S.  W.  V.  headquarters,  5105 
Woodward  Ave.,  on  the.  evening  of  November  24th.  His  address  was 
filled  with  thanksgiving  for  the  accomplishments  of  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans  of  the  past  and  that  their  strong,  able  and  hardworking 
representatives  In  Washington  would  not  have  met  with  success  had  not 
the  Departments,  Camps  and  Individual  members  have  flooded  their 
Congressmen  and  Senators  with  telegrams  and  letters  informing  them 
what  was  wanted  back  home.  Much  work  is  yet  to  be  accomplished  and 
Commander-in-Chief  Means  urged  that  the  Veterans,  not  yet  in  the  or- 
ganization, be  urged  to  unite  and  lend  their  aid.  That  with  a  strength 
of  three  hundred  thousand  members,  which  should  be,  Its  power  for 
good  government  and  leadership  in  the  affairs  of  the  nation  during  the 
next  ten  years  will  be  manifest.  The  Spanish  War  Veterans  have  taken 
their  place  in  the  sun,  they  are  the  leaders  of  all  the  veterans'  organiza- 
tions; the  veterans  of  the  nation,  extending  their  power  for  good  during 
the  last  half  of  a  century,  are  now  largely  Incapacitated  for  active  work 
and  can  only  aid  in  an  advisory  capacity,  and  the  mantle  has  fallen  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Several  speakers  following  the  Commander-in-Chief  predicted  that 
the  services  he  rendered  in  Cuba,  the  Philippines  in  1898-99,  and  in 
France  in  1917-18  and  in  the  United  States  Senate  during  the  past  years 
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had  placed  Senator  Means  in  the  list  of  candidates  for  president  among 
the  most  able  men  in  the  United  States.  Spanish  War  Veterans  were 
present  from  every  part  of  Michigan.

REPORTS  AND  PER  CAPITA  TAX 

Camp  Commanders  will  require  the  Adjutant's  semi-annual  reports, 
accompanied  by  a  check  for  the  required  amount  of  per  capita  tax  due. 
to  be  forwarded  without  delay  after  January  1st,  19  27,  to  Department 
Headquarters,  302  Armory  Place,  Sault  Ste.   Marie,  Michigan. 

Do  not  forget  that  the  Department  Commander  works  without  com- 
pensation, and  pays  his  own  expenses  for  the  benefit  of  the  Comrades 
in  the  Department  of  Michigan,  and  he  is  in  the  same  class  with  the 
other  Comrades,  having  to  earn  his  maintenance  by  daily  toil.  Prompt- 
ness on  the  part  of  Camp  Officials  materially  aids  the  Department  Head- 
quarters, all  of  which  is  deeply  appreciated.  The  splendid  response  by 
the  Camp  Officials  July  1st,  in  forwarding  reports  and  per  capita  tax 
placed  the  Department  of  Michigan  100  per  cent  with  National  Head- 
quarters, for  all  of  which  sincere  thanks  are  returned  to  the  Veterans  of 
Michigan. 

The  Camp  Quartermaster's  books  should  not  be  audited  until  the  per 
capita  tax  has  been  drawn  and  entered  in  the  books. 

Camp  Adjutants  should  follow  the  printed  instructions  on  the  semi- 
annual report  blanks.  Under  the  heading  "Muster  Roll  of  Members," 
enter  only  those  who  were  gained  by  muster,  admitted  by  transfer,  or  re- 
admitted  from  honorable  discharge  during   the  six   months   period   from 
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June  30  to  December  1,  1926.  Those  gained  from  suspension  to  be 
entered  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  report  under  the  heading,  "Gain  Dur- 
ing Term  From  Suspension.**  It  is  not  necessary  for  the  Camp  seal  to  be 
affixed  to  these  reports. 

REPORT  OF  DEATHS 

Report  of  deaths  of  Comrades,  with  date  and  places  of  death,  date 
and  place  of  burial,  his  military  record  with  the  name  of  the  deceased 
Comrade  plainly  written  or  printed,  either  on  a  typewriter  or  with  pen. 
should  be  forwarded  to  these  Headquarters  by  each  Camp  Commander, 
and  a  copy  should  also  be  sent  to  the  Department  Surgeon,  Comrade 
Doctor  Charles  W.  Ryan,  Battle  Creek,  Michigan,  and  thus  aid  in  the  im- 
portant work  of  making  a  complete  record  for  future  reference. 


RECORD   ALL    DISCHARGES 

Urge  every  Comrade  of  your  Camp  to  take  his  discharge  to  the 
County  Clerk  for  record.  There  is  no  charge  for  recording.  In  case  of 
death  of  the  Comrade  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  which  can  always  be 
obtained  quickly,  is  one  of  the  most  important  aids  to  dependents.  Ex- 
perience shows  that  in  nearly  every  Camp,  pension  cases  have  been 
delayed  for  many  months  searching  for  a  lost  discharge.  A  discharge 
once  lost  or  destroyed  can  never  be  duplicated  only  by  placing  same  on 
record  in  the  County  Clerk's  office.  If  not  so  recorded  and  your  discharge 
is  lost  or  destroyed,  write  at  once  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  U.  S. 
Army,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  request  blanks  to  fill  out  and  apply  for 
a  certificate  of  service.  In  lieu  of  lost  or  destroyed  discharge.  Do  not 
leave  this  for  your  family  to  do.  In  case  of  your  death;  what  your  memory 
can  furnish  may  take  the  family  months  or  years  to  procure  affidavits 
sufficient  to  secure  a  certificate  of  service  and  all  this  time  your  de- 
pendents will  be  deprived  of  their  pension,  resulting  In  possible  want  and 
suffering. 

AVOID    POLITICS 

To  keep  and  preserve  the  splendid  organization,  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans,  party  politics  must  be  at  all  times  Ignored  and  Comrades 
seeking  nominations,  elections  or  appointments  should  be  careful  and 
avoid  embarrassing  their  Comrades  In  seeking  for  support,  without  any 
other  consideration  than  that  they  are  Veterans.  Greatest  care  should  be 
used  to  avoid  all  friction  In  the  organization.  It  Is  now  one  big  family 
and  keep  it  so  for  the  good  It  has  done  and  the  things  yet  to  be  accom- 
plished.

Write  to  Fern  Wagner,  Department  Presi- 
dent Ladies'  Auxiliaries,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  Court  House, 
Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  for  blanks  and  Information  relative  to  organ- 
izing an  Auxiliary.  No  other  factor  will  contribute  so  much  to  make  a 
Camp  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  a  success  and  a  real  live  Camp  as  will  a  Ladles' 
Auxiliary  when  they  perfect  their  organization  and  are  encouraged  by 
the  Camp.  Michigan  would  be  100  per  cent  In  U.  S.  W.  V.  from  every 
standpoint  If  every  Camp  had  a  Ladles'  Auxiliary.

BULLETIN— DEC.   1926. 

SPANISH-AMERICAN  WAR   PENSION  ACT  OF  MAY   1.   1926 

Ninety  days'  service  and  honorable  discharge  between  April  21,  1898, 
and  July  4,  1902,  or  less  than  90  days,  provided  discharged  for  disability 
due  to  service  and  in  the  line  of  duty. 

The  new  act  grants  pensions  to  those  described  under  this  heading 
from  |20  to  |50  per  month,  according  to  disability  not  due  to  vicious 
habits,  and  |72  per  month  for  those  who  are  helpless  or  blind,  or  so 
nearly  helpless  or  blind  as  to  need  or  require  the  regular  aid  and  attend- 
ance of  another  person.  The  $7  2  rate  is  not  granted  if  the  party  is  an 
inmate  of  a  State  or  National  Soldiers'  Home,  and  to  obtain  this  rate 
(172)  application  must  be  filed  with  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions. 

Those  now  pensioned  under  the  former  Spanish  War  Act  of  June  5, 
1920,  will  be  automatically  placed  on  the  pension  rolls  as  follows: 


ON  ACCOUNT  OF  DISABILITY  NOT  NECESSARILY  DUE 
TO  SERVICE 

|12  per  month  to  $20  per  month. 

$15   per  month  to  $25   per  month. 

$18  per  month  to  $30  per  month. 

$24  per  month  to  $40  per  month. 

$30  per  month  to   $50  per  month. 

ON  ACCOUNT  OF  AGE 

62  years  of  age,  $20  per  month. 

68  years  of  age,  $30  per  month. 

72  years  of  age,  $40  per  month. 

75  years  of  age,  $50  per  month. 

WIDOWS  OF  SUCH  SOLDIERS 

Increased  from  $20  to  $30  per  month,  with  $6  per  month  additional 
instead  of  $4  per  month  on  account  of  children  under  16  years  of  age. 
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REMARRIED  WIDOWS   OF  SUCH   SOLDIERS 

Increased  from  $20  to  $30  per  month,  and  same  allowance  for  chil- 
dren as  for  widows.  Title  to  be  given  widows  or  remarried  widows  pro- 
vided marriage  to  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine  was  prior  to  September  1, 
1922. 

If  there  be  no  widow  entitled  to  pension,  the  children  under  16  years 
of  age  are  entitled  at'the  same  rate  provided  for  widow  ($30  and  $6  addi- 
tional for  each  child).  Pension  of  helpless  children  to  be  continued  dur- 
ing helplessness;  that  is,  if  they  were  helpless  prior  to  the  age  of  16 
years  and  under  16  years  of  age  before  the  soldier  died. 

Hereafter  the  issuance  of  a  check  in  payment  for  a  pension  for  which 
a  voucher  was  not  required  shall  constitute  payment  in  the  event  of  the 
death  of  a  pensioner  on  or  after  the  last  day  of  the  period  covered  by 
such  check,  and  it  shall  not  be  cancelled,  but  become  an  asset  of  the 
estate  of  the  deceased  pensioner. 

Those  believing  that  they  have  title  to  a  higher  rate  of  pension 
under  this  law,  but  are  receiving  pension  under  laws  other  than  the 
Spanish  War  Act  of  June  5,  19  20,  or  said  Act  as  amended  by  the  Act  of 
September  1,  1922,  should  file  a  claim  under  this  Act. 

The  following  Is  a  copy  of  the  ruling  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pen- 
sions, approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  May  5,  1926,  relative  to 
the  law: 

Under  date  of  August  26,  1921,  the  Acting  Secretary  approved  a  let- 
ter of  instructions  as  to  ratings  under  the  Act  of  June  5,  1920,  in  which 
occurs  the  following: 

"The  minimum  rate  ($12)  should  be  allowed  when  a  ma- 
terial disability  Is  shown  to  exist  from  causes  of  a  permanent 
character.  With  this  fixed  to  accord  to  the  minimum  reduction 
In  earning  capacity  recognized  by  Congress  as  entitling  to  bene- 
fits, the  ratings  proportioned  to  other  degrees  of  inability  should 
be  based  upon  the  consideration  of  reductions  in  earning  capac- 
ity, approximating  one-fourth,  one-half,  three-fourth,  and  total 
disability.  By  this  method  the  scale  of  ratings  under  the  Act 
of  June  5,  1920,  would  be  $12,  $15.  $18,  $24  and  $30  per 
month." 

All  claims  for  pensions  and  Increase  of  pension,  under  the  Act  of 
June  5,  1920,  favorably  acted  upon,  have  been  rated  in  accordance  with 
these  approved  instructions.  The  rate  allowed  reflects  the  degree  of 
Incapacity  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor  resulting  from  disabilities 
of  a  permanent  character  not  the  result  of  vicious  habits,  as  shown  by  the 
evidence  on  file,  including  the  officials  report  of  medical  examination 
made  in  compliance  with  an  order  of  the  Pension  Bureau. 

Section  1  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  May  1,  1926,  prescribes 
the  same  conditions  as  to  disabilities  and  proportioned  ratings  as  the  Act 
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of  June  5,  1920,  a  minimum  rate  of  $20  and  a  maximum  rate  of  $50  per 
month  being  substituted  by  this  new  law  for  the  minimum  rate  of  |12 
and  the  maximum  rate  of  $30  per  month,  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  June  5, 
1920.  Applying  to  this  new  law  the  approved  instructions  above  referred 
to,  the  scale  of  ratings  thereunder  will  be  $20,  $25,  $30,  $40  and  $50  per 
month. 

As  under  the  terms  of  Section  4  of  this  new  law  those  veterans  now 
receiving  the  minimum  rate  of  $12  per  month  under  the  Act  of  June  5. 
1920,  will  receive  $20  per  month  from  June  4,  1926,  and  those  now  re 
ceiving  the  maximum  rate  of  $30  per  month  under  the  Act  of  June  5, 
1920,  will  receive  $50  per  month  from  June  4,  1926,  applying  the  legis- 
lative intent  thus  expressed,  those  now  in  receipt  of  $15  per  month  shall 
receive  $25  per  month;  those  now  receiving  $18  per  month  shall  receive 
$30  per  month;  and  those  now  receiving  $24  per  month  shall  receive  $40 
per  month  from  June  i,  1926. 

As  this  new  law  operates  to  place  automatically  on  the  roll  at  $20 
per  month  those  now  receiving  $12  per  month  and  at  $50  per  nionth  those 
now  receiving  $30  per  month,  thus  accepting  the  present  official  deter- 
ipination  of  the  Pension  Bureau  as  to  degree  of  incapacity  for  manual 
labor  in  such  cases,  it  is  within  the  bounds  of  equity  to  direct  that  those 
veterans  now  receiving  pension  at  approved  schedule  rates  between  $12 
and  $30  under  the  Act  of  June  5,  19  20,  shall  likewise  be  placed  auto- 
matically on  the  roll  at  the  approved  schedule  rates  between  $20  and  $50. 

Approved  May  5,   1926. 

NATIONAL   HOME   FOR   DISABLED   VOLUNTEER   SOLDIERS

Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  and  may  be  admitted  thereto  upon 
the  order  of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  namely:  Honorably 
discharged  officers,  soldiers,  sailors,  or  marines,  who  served  In  the  regu- 
lar, volunteer,  or  other  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  In  the  Organized 
Militia  or  National  Guard  when  called  Into  Federal  service,  and  who  are 
disabled  by  disease  or  wounds  and  have  no  adequate  means  of  support 
and  by  reason  of  such  disability  are  either  temporarily  or  permanently 
incapacitated  from  earning  a  living.

U.    S.    BURIAL   ALLOWANCE   RETROACTIVE 

Advices  are  received  that  Government  Burial  Allowances  are  now 
made  retroactive  to  April  19,  1917.  P^urthermore,  anyone  having  hereto- 
fore been  refused  this  allowance  on  account  of  the  soldier  or  sailor  having 
carried  an  Insurance  policy  or  being  a  member  of  some  lodge  which  pro- 
vided for  burial  allowances  should  immediately  get  in  touch  again  with 
the  U.  S.  Veterans  Bureau  and  file  another  claim  for  burial  under  the  new 
ruling.  Widows,  children  and  others  interested  should  present  their  case 
to  the  veterans'  Bureau.  An  allowance  or  reimbursement  of  $100.00  may 
result. 

AN  OMISSION  FROM  BILL  8132 

In  preparing  Bill  8132,  which  was  enacted  by  Congress  and  became  a 
law  May  1st,  1926,  one  important  clause  was  overlooked: 

In  Increasing  the  Spanish  War  widows  pension  from  $20.00  to  $30.00 
per  month,  there  was  no  provision  made  for  increasing  the  pension  of 
mothers  of  Spanish  War  men  who  are  now  on  the  pension  rolls.  The 
different  department  Individual  comrades  should  appeal  to  the  coming 
session  of  Congress  to  pass  a  law  to  give  the  mothers  the  same  amount 
allowed  to  widows. 

There  are  several  other  changes  in  the  pension  laws  to  be  brought 
about  and  will,  in  due  time,  be  presented  to  the  various  departments  by 
the  National  Legislative  Committee.

For 
this  organization  credit  must  be  given  to  our  Comrade  Past  Department 
Commander  George  W.  Rogers,  of  Jackson,  Michigan.  Comrade  Timothy 
W.  Kelly,  of  Room  65,  City  Hall,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  was  elected 
president  of  the  confederation. 
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EQUIPMENT  FOR  FUNERALS  AND  MEMORIAL  DAY. 

Krag  rifles,  model  of  J 89 8,  with  blank  cartridges  and  other  military 
equipment,  are  available  for  purchase  at  small  cost  to  organizations  of 
war  veterans.  In  all  communications  with  army  headquarters  veterans 
should  be  prompt  and  courteous  with  the  officials,  who  are  always  polite 
and  eager  to  comply  with  the  law.  These  army  officers  are  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  value  of  all  Government  property  with  which  they  are 
charged  and  promptness  will  save  much  embarrassment  and  a  possibility 
of  the  right  to  purchase  military  equipment  at  below  cost,  from  army 
headquarters,  being  withdrawn.  Application  should  be  made  for  such 
purchases  to  "The  Quartermaster  Headquarters,  Sixth  Corps  Area,  1819 
West  Pershing  Road,  Chicago,  111." 

WIDOWS'   PENSION 

Comradeship  first,  is  with  the  dependents,  in  looking  forward  and 
providing  for  the  family  after  the  comrade  has  passed  through  that  door 
that  only  swings  out  from  the  world.  When  the  door  is  closed  all  the 
information  carried  in  the  memory  of  the  deceased  comrade  has  gone 
forever  and  if  the  late  comrade  has  neglected  to  have  his  discharge  re- 
corded, and  neglected  further  to  have  made  out  affidavits  showing  cer- 
tain facts,  all  of  which  must  be  shown  by  the  widow  when  she  makes 
application  for  a  pension,  the  essential  facts  being  sealed  in  the  casket 
of  her  late  husband  and  father  of  her  children  and  can  only  be  procured 
following  months  of  delay,  expense,  and  want  on  the  part  of  the  widow 
and  children  in  being  deprived  of  their  pension  until  the  necessary  proof 
can  be  produced  all  of  which  could  have  been  furnished  by  the  deceased 
comrade  in  a  few  moments  and  without  trouble  had  the  thought  occurred 
that  this  apparent  slight  neglect  would  have  caused  so  much  trouble  and 
suffering.  Write  at  once  to  some  reliable  pension  attorney  and  ask  him  to 
send  you  a  blank  application  for  widows  pension  to  fill  out  and  swear 
to  showing  your  domestic  relations  and  other  essential  facts  necessary, 
which  he  will  inform  you  if  you  ask  for  same  to  procure  a  pension  for 
your  wife  and  children,  quickly  in  the  event  you  should  be  suddenly 
taken.     Do  it  now.     Remember  that  "tomorrow  never  comes." 

If  you  will  help  your  dependents,  as  every  good  comrade  should, 
when  you  are  gone  your  widow  will  soon  begin  to  receive  monthly  the 
cash  with  which  to  meet  the  necessities  of  life,  in  lieu  of  the  income 
furnished  by  the  "bread  winner"  which  have  been  forever  stopped.  The 
widow  will  receive  $360  a  year  which  is  equal  to  6%  on  $6,000.  She 
draws  the  interest  so  long  as  she  lives,  but  not  the  principal.  Each 
child  under  16  years  of  age  draws  |6  per  month,  and  should  the  mother  be 
taken  by  death,  the  mother's  pension  of  $30  per  month  goes  to  the  chil- 
dren in  addition  to  the  $6  for  each  child,  until  the  youngest  child  shall

have  attained  the  age  of  16  years.  Special  provisions  are  made  for 
afflicted  children  and  the  pension  for  such  continues  during  such  affliction 
or  during  life.  A  comrade  that  proves  to  be  too  lazy  and  neglectful  of 
thus  providing  for  his  dependents  Is  not  worthy  to  be  recognized  as  a 
comrade  among  his  fellowmen,  especially  when  the  unselfish  work  and 
years  of  effort  on  the  part  of  Carml  Thompson,  Bursome,  Rice  Means  and 
many  other  loyal  and  self-sacrificing  comrades  who  have  made  possible 
the  benefits  now  to  be  had,  by  a  little  exertion,  is  considered. 

There  are  25,64  6  men  drawing  pensions  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Spanish  War  pension  laws  who  are  not  members  of  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans.  This  appears  to  be  a  case  of  "wholesale  riding,"  and  let 
the  other  fellow  do  the  work.  This  feature  of  the  situation  has  possibly 
not  occurred  to  this  kind  of  a  pensioner.  Lists  of  the  names  of  all 
pensioners  In  the  vicinity  will  soon  be  mailed  to  each  camp  and  each 
pensioner  not  a  member  of  this  splendid  organization  should  be  ap- 
proached, in  a  spirit  of  kindness  and  comradeship  In  an  endeavor  to 
convince  the  veteran  that  he  should  unite  with  his  other  comrades  as  he 
did  In  1898,  and  continue  to  be  a  mertiber  of  the  only  volunteer  army,  for 
Friendship,  Humanity  and  Patriotism.  Keep  calling  on  such  a  veteran 
in  '''relays"  until  every  member  of  your  camp  has  tried  to  convince  him 
of  his  duty,  to  himself,  his  family  and  his  comrades,  and  if  you  then 
have  failed  go  in  pairs  until  you  have  aroused  his  spirit  of  responsibility.

CARNATION,  THE  OFFICIAL  FLOWER 

The  carnation  is  adopted  and  declared  to  be  the  official  flower  of 
the  Department  of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Department  Encampment. 

President  McKinley,  whose  life  was  marked  by  tact,  prudence  and 
foresight,  and  agreeable  comrade  and  a  good  friend,  immortalized  the 
carnation  by  habitually  appearing  in  public  with  this  flower  on  the  lapel 
of  his  coat;  and  his  lovable  character  and  kindly  life  inspired  the  adop- 
tion of  the  white  carnation  worn  in  memory  of  mothers  having  passed 
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through  that  portal  leading  out  from  the  world,  and  the  red  carnation 
to  honor  the  mothers  yet  watching  over  their  loved  ones.  The  United 
States  Congress  having  officially  recognized  "Mothers'  Day,"  as  the  second 
Sunday  In  May  of  each  year,  therefore  all  United  States  Spanish  War 
Veterans  are  enjoined  to  set  apart  and  observe  this  day  In  honor  of  the 
home  and  motherhood,  to  recall  memories  of  the  mothers  who  have  gone 
and  to  brighten  the  lives  of  those  who  remain;  and  to  encourage  men, 
women  and  children  to  honor  home  and  parents.  It  Is  to  be  observed 
by  some  act  of  kindness  to  mother  and  father,  and  by  attending,  as  camps, 
some  house  of  worship,  displaying  this  flower  upon  the  lapel  of  the  coat, 
a  red  or  white  carnation  (an  emblem  of  purity,  beauty,  fidelity  and  peace 
of  mother  love)  ;  and  encourage  others  to  follow  the  example  and  wear 
the  carnation  on  Mothers'  Day,  and  on  the  29th  day  of  January,  each 
year,  the  anniversary  of  birth  of  William  McKinley,  the  beloved  martyred 
president  of  1898.  Encourage  schools  to  observe  the  Friday  and  business 
houses  the  Saturday  preceding  Mothers'  Day  by  suitable  display  and 
recognition  of  a  sentiment  appealing  to  every  heart. 

HIGGINS  LAKE  PROPERTY 

Past  Department  Commander  Thomas  W.  Payne,  chairman  of  the 
Commission  In  charge  of  the  Hlgglns  Lake  Property,  sends  the  following 
Information  for  the  Comrades  of  Michigan: 

A  question  has  been  raised  by  the  State  Public  Domain  Commission 
affecting  the  legality  of  the  title  to  the  lands  allotted  to  both  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans  and  the  American  Legion  at  Hlgglns  Lake.  The 
Spanish  War  Veterans  will  not  proceed  and  expend  upon  this  property, 
in  improvements,  the  large  sum  of  money  planned  until  the  legality  of 
the  title  Is  settled  satisfactorily. 

The  Trustees  are  operating  under  a  mandate  from  the  U.  S.  W.  V. 
as  laid  down  at  the  State  Encampment  at  Jackson,  Michigan,  and  the 
Trustees  will  do  all  that  is  possible  to  carry  out  the  Instruction  received 
at  the  encampment.  The  moneys  that  have  been  collected  have  not  been 
expended,  but  have  been  kept  intact,  and  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Trustees 
not  to  expend  any  money  until  a  sufficient  amount  has  been  collected  and 
then  only  when  that  money  could  be  expended  for  a  useful  purpose.  The 
expenses  of  the  Trustees  have  been  paid  by  themselves. 

EDUCATIONAL 

Past  Department  Commander  William  E.  Rice,  of  Grand  Rapids, 
has  offered  the  timely  suggestion  that  each  Spanish  War  Veteran,  In 
Michigan,  act  upon  his  own  motion,  especially  before  Mothers'  and 
Decoration  Days,  and  Impress  upon  the  speakers  from  the  pulpit,  the 
rostrum  and  elsewhere,  and  also,  upon  every  occasion  call  the  attention 
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of  the  press  to  the  fact  thaf  the  Spanish-American  War  was  fraught  with 
greater  results  for  the  uplift  of  mankind  than  It  has  received  Its  Just 
share  of  credit.  This  War  reunited  the  North  and  the  South,  that  the 
unpreparedness  and  mistakes  of  those  In  charge  In  1898  saved  more 
soldiers  In  the  World  War  than  any  other  agency;  three  countries  were 
freed  from  tyranny  and  that  It  made  the  United  States  a  World  Power. 
The  Commander-in-Chief,  United  States  Senator  Rice  W.  Means,  address- 
ing the  United  States  Senate  January  7,  last,  said,  "The  World  War 
came;  and  I  wish  senators  to  realize  that  had  It  not  been  for  the  Spanish 
War  veterans  and  their  Insistence  upon  national  defense  we  should  have 
had  no  leaders  In  the  World  War.  I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
commanding  general  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  the  chief  of 
staff  In  this  country,  every  army  commander,  all  corps  commanders,  the 
commander  of  every  division,  and  almost  every  brigade  commander,  was 
a  Spanish-American  War  Veteran.  ^  I  call  the  attention  of  the  Senate  to 
the  fact  that  64  per  cent  of  the  field  officers  of  the  great  army  represent- 
ing this  country  In  the  World  War  saw  service  In  the  Spanish-American 
War.  In  addition  to  that,  very  many  of  the  enlisted  men,  as  well  as 
junior  officers,  who  were  the  fighting  men  In  1898  became  the  leaders  In 
the  war  of  1917.  But  for  the  experiences  of  that  time  and  but  for  the 
knowledge  gained  by  those  officers  and  men  and  by  the  Insistence  upon 
adequate  national  defense  we  would  not  have  been  able  to  enter  the 
World  War  as  well  prepared  as  we  were."

Winter  is  on  my  head,  but  eternal  spring 
is  in  my  heart.  I  breathe  at  this  hour  the  fragrance  of  the 
lilacs,  the  violets,  and  the  roses,  as  at  twenty  years.  The  nearer 
I  approach  the  end  the  plainer  I  hear  around  me  the  immortal 
symphonies  of  the  worlds  which  invite  me.  It  is  marvelous,  yet 
simple.     It  is  a  fairy  tale,  and  it  is  history. 

"For  half  a  century  I  have  been  writing  my  thoughts  in 
prose  and  in  verse;  history,  philosophy,  drama,  romance,  tradi- 
tion, satire,  ode,  and  song;  I  have  tried  all.  But  I  feel  I  have 
not  said  the  thousandth  part  of  what  was  In  me.  When  I  go 
down  to  the  grave  I  can  say,  like  many  others:  *I  have  finished 
my  life!  My  day's  work  will  begin  again  tomorrow  morning. 
The  tomb  Is  not  a  blind  alley!  It  Is  a  thoroughfare.  It  closes 
on  the  twilight.  It  opens  on  the  dawn'!" 

Then  as  the  farewell  Is  said  to  our  departed  Comrades,  let  up  join 
with  Tennyson  and  recall  his  beautiful  thoughts. 

"Sunset  and  evening  star, 

And  one  clear  call  for  me! 
And  may  there  be  no  moaning  of  the  bar, 

When  I  put  out  to  sea. 

But  such  a  tide  as  moving  seems  asleep, 

Too  full  for  sound  and  foam, 
When  that  which  drew  from  out  the  boundless  deep 

Turns  again  home. 

Twilight  and  evening  bell, 

And  after  that  the  dark! 
And  may  there  be  no  sadness  of  farewell.

IIKJCINS    LAKE 

The  property  which  the  organization  has  accpiired  on  the  shores  of  beau- 
tiful Higgins  Lake  should  by  all  means  be  retained  even  though  the  Depart- 
ment is  required  to  pay  taxes  thereon.  The  fund  which  is  being  subscribed 
for  the  erection  of  a  Club  House  and  which  is  in  the  hands  of  a  special  com- 
mittee cannot  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  and  in  order  to  progress  toward 
that  end  a  certain  amount  of  expense  will  first  be  incurred  in  the  removal 
of  underbrush  for  the  site  and  approaches.  It  is  recommended  that  this 
encampment  authorize  the  expense  of  such  work  be  payable  from  the  General 
Fund,  the  progress  to  be  made  depending,  of  course,  on  the  money  available 
for  the  purpose  as  determined  by  the  Council  of  Administration.  A  start 
should  be  made  to  improve  the  property  to  the  extent  at  least  of  preparing 
a  site  for  the  Club  House,  as  otherwise,  the  enthusiasm  with  which  the  propo- 
sition was  first  received  will  abate  and  it  will  be  difficult  to  resurrect  it 
again. 

COMMANDER'S  PERSONAL  EXPENSE 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  make  many  trips,  officially  to  other  Cities 
and  have  submitted  Vouchers  to  cover  a  reasonable  amount  of  my  expenses. 
The  thought  has  repeatedly  occurred  as  to  whether  I  was  using  too  much 
of  the  Department's  money  in  making  the  trips  and  often  felt  I  would  be 
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more  contented  in  mind  if  a  stated  amount  was  autliorize<l  by  the  encamp- 
ment for  tlie  Commander's  i>ersonal  expense  so  that  1  would  be  jrulded  ac- 
cordingly. Believing  my  successor  will  exi)erience  the  same  apprehension,  I 
recommend  to  this  Encampment  that  a  statetl  maximum  amount  l>e  author- 
ized for  the  Commander's  i)ersonal  expense  so  that  he  will  be  able  to  gauge 
his  program  of  activities  and  be  in  a  position  to  eliminate  the  less  imi)ortant 
ones  if  he  finds  the  allowance  is  apt  to  be  exceeded.  This  is  not  an  attempt 
to  curtail  on  the  activities  of  succeeding  Connnanders,  rather  I  believe  it  will 
aid  them  by  knowing  just  how  far  they  are  expected  to  go  so  they  can  plan 
with  that  understanding. 

There  is  no  question  that  under  the  present  arrangement  of  the  duties 
of  the  Department  (^)uariermaster  whereby  he  handles  all  supplies  from  the 
permanent  head(iuarters  in  the  State  Ollicers  Building.  Lansing,  and  other 
routine  work  that  formerly  was  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Department  Ad- 
jutant that  the  remuneration  of  the  Department  Quartermaster  should  be  on 
u  par  with  that  of  the  Department  Adjutant.  It  is  recouimended  that  the 
salary  of  the  Department  Quartermaster  l)e  increased  to  .'js2(K).(K)  per  year  to 
o<iual  the  salary  of  the  Dei)artment  Adjutant. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  repeat  what  was  published  in  General  Order 
Xo.  r>  that  it  has  been  my  endeavor  to  conduct  the  ollice  of  the  Department 
fearlessly  and  impartially  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  I  must  leave  to  my 
Comrades,  to  whom  it  rightfully  belongs,  the  decision  as  to  whether  my 
small  efforts  have  been  beneticial  or  otherwise.  I  desire  to  express  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  to  the  Department  Ollicers  for  the  able  counsel  and  assist- 
ance they  have  given  me  and  to  Camp  Commanders  and  Comrades  generally. 
I  am  grateful  for  the  co-operation  manifested  thnmghout  my  term  of  olilce. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  become  greatly  indaied  with  the  wonderful 
iielp  and  influence  of  our  Auxilijiries ;  Camps  are  greatly  l)enefltted  by  their 
unswerving  loyalty  and  assistance.  It  gives  nu»  considerable  pleasure  to 
express  my  sincere  ai)preciation  for  the  loyal  co-operation  I  have  received 
throughout  the  year  from  Sister  ftlanche  Seabolt,  President  of  the  Depart- 
ment Auxiliary. 

I  bespeak  for  my  successor  the  same  hearty  co-operation  which  was  so 
helpful  to  me  and  extend  to  him  my  best  wishes  for  a  successful  and  har- 
monious administration.

Report  of  Department  Adjutant 

To  Department  Commander  Fred  W.  Henning,  officers  and  members  of  the 
25th  Annual  Encampment,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  In  convention 
assembled  at  Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  June  6,  7  and  8,  1928. 

(^omrades : 

In  accordance  w  1th  the  provisions  of  Part  4,  Article  6,  Section  165,  Para- 
graph N  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Ad- 
jutant of  the  Department  of  Michigan  during  my  term  of  office. 

When  accepting  the  appointment  of  Adjutant  one  year  ago  I  was  not 
unmindful  of  the  high  compliment  the  Department  Commander  paid  me  in 
making  his  selection,  neither  was  I  altogether  unmindful  of  the  honor  which 
customarllly  attaches  to  a  position  of  this  character.     It  was,  however,  with 
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trepidation  that  I  consented  to  accept  the  appointment  as  I  knew  it  would 
be  difficult  to  live  up  to  the  Commander's  sui>erlatlve  conception  of  my  ability 
and  I  also  knew  from  knowledge  acquired  by  association  with  Comrade  Hen- 
ning  in  previous  years,  that  to  ally  myself  as  part  of  his  official  family  I 
could  look  forward  to  a  year  of  exceptional  activity.  My  prediction  as  to 
the  activities  was  correct  but  the  kind  consideration  the  Commander  has 
accorded  me  in  lightening  the  duties  which  could  easily  fall  within  the  prov- 
ince of  the  Adjutant,  by  assuming  many  of  them  himself,  has  mo<lifle<l  what 
I  had  conjectured  to  be  a  year  of  martyrdom  to  one  of  pleasant  service.  I 
take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  to  Commander  Henning  my  grateful 
appreciation  for  this  kindly  consideration  and  also  for  the  many  other  courte- 
sies he  extended  to  me  during  the  year. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  outline  the  visits  I  hnve  made  to  camps  and 
elsewhere  on  Department  matters  as  they  were  always  in  company  with  the 
Commander  and  it  is  presumed  that  his  rei)ort  will  cover  this  data  without 
it  being  repeated  herein. 

The  one  rule  your  Adjutant  endeavored  to  faithfully  observe  was  that 
of  answering  correspondence  promptly  and  I  do  not  recall  any  instances 
where  I  have  been  remiss  in  carrying  out  that  policy.  In  all  five  General  Or- 
ders issued.  Camp  Commanders  and  Adjutants  were  admonished  to  reply 
promptly  to  letters  received  from  Headfpiarters  and  to  forward  semi-anntial 
and  other  reports  without  delay  but  entreaties  and  exhortations  were  un- 
availing as  the  lack  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  nmny  of  the  camp  officers 
has  persistently  continued.  I  am  not  placing  the  blame  entirely  on  camp 
officers  for  the  negligence,  as  undoubtedly  "follow  up"  letters  by  the  Depart- 
ment Adjutant,  if  they  could  have  been  sent,  would  eventually  overcome  the 
(*arelessness  or  at  least  reduce  it  to  a  minimum. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  there  is  a  limit  to  the  time  an 
Adjutant,  otherwise  employed,  can  devote  to  the  duties  of  his  office  and  even 
though  "follow  up"  letters  would  bring  the  results  desired  they  necessarily 
must  be  dispensed  with  for  the  above  reason. 

Since  permanent  headquarters  were  established  in  the  State  Office  Build- 
ing at  Lansing  where  all  of  the  Department  records  and  supplies  are  kept,  a 
voluminous  correspondence  between  the  Quartermaster  and  the  Adjutant  is 
required  to  acquaint  each  other  of  transactions  handled  at  the  respective 
offices.  Maintaining  records  at  both  places  under  this  adverse  condition  is 
inconsistent,  annoying  and  cumbersome  and  the  logical  solution,  insofar  as  I 
can  perceive,  of  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Department  in  a  business  like 
manner  is  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  a  sufficient  yearly  allowance  where- 
by the  Department  Quartermaster  can  receive  suitable  remuneration  to  de- 
vote his  entire  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office  and  also  handle  the  routine 
work  of  the  Adjutant.  This  is  similar  to  the  method  in  effect  by  the  Na- 
tional organization.     The  Department  has  gained  approximately  1000  mem- 
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bers  within  tlie  past  two  years  and  now  is  the  time,  if  ever,  to  solicit  the 
appropriation  from  the  state.

To  Department  Commander  Fred  W.  Hennlng  and  Members  of  the 
25th  Annual  Encampment  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 
Comrades : 

On  January  30,  1928,  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Inspector  General, 
Leonard  S.  Spire,  requesting  me  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  whether  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Regional  Office  of  the  U.  S.  Veterans  Bureau  at  Detroit  were 
filing  the  applications  for  hospitalization,  as  set  forth  In  the  certificate  of 
recognition  as  a  veteran  under  Section  202,  Paragraph  10,  World  War  Vet- 
erans' Act  1924,  as  amended. 

On  May  12,  1928,  I  called  on  Mr.  Luther  B.  Ellis,  Manager  of  the  Re- 
gional Office,  in  Detroit,  and  requested  the  above  information.  Mr.  Ellis  and 
Mr.  J.  G.  Burleson  received  me  very  courteously,  and  Informed  me  that  they 
would  place  my  request  on  file,  for  hospitalization.  On  the  14th  I  received 
the  following  information :  "With  reference  to  your  recent  request  to  be  ad- 
vised of  the  number  of  Certificates  of  Recognition  as  a  Veteran  under  the 
provision  of  Section  202,  Paragraph  10,  of  the  World  War  Veterans'  Act,  as 
amended,  that  have  been  Issued  by  this  Office,  you  are  informed  that  the  num- 
ber is  approximately  450.    There  remains  about  200  certificates  to  be  issued." 
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Mr.  Ellis  also  informed  me  that  comrades  receiving  the  certificates  of 
recognition  for  hospitalization  should  be  careful  not  to  lose  them,  as  there 
has  been  no  provision  made  to  issue  a  duplicate.  If  the  certificate  of  recog- 
nition is  lost  it  will  l)e  impossible  for  the  comrade  who  has  lost  it  to  receive 
hospitalization. 

May  1,  1928,  I  called  on  the  Veterans  Bureau  Hospital  No.  100,  Camp 
Custer,  Mich.  Dr.  R.  F.  Hentz,  Chemical  Director,  received  me  very  cordially 
and  took  me  through  the  various  buildings,  which  I  found  to  l>e  In  *|)erfect 
condition  as  to  cleanliness  and  care  of  the  Veterans.  There  are  four  Span- 
ish War  Veterans  in  this  hospital.  I  met  each  of  them  i>er8onally,  being  in- 
fro<Iuced  !>y  Dr.  Hentz.  Their  names  are  George  Gardner,  William  Ulnman, 
Otto  Knock,  Charles  Stark.  As  these  comrades  are  Psychopathic  patients 
it  is  impossible  to  carry  on  a  conversation  to  any  extent,  however,  they  seeme<l 
to  he  pleased  that  I  called. 

On  May  28,  1928,  at  re(iuest  of  the  Department  Commander  I  Inspected 
the  Soldier's  Home  at  Grand  Rapids  and  found  the  following  c(m(litions: 

At  present,  the  home  is  taking  care  of  the  following  veterans:  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  177;  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  145;  World  War 
Veterans,  !.'>;  Widows  of  Veterans,  2r)7 :  niakhig  a  total  of  594  iM»rsons. 

The  Hospital  at  the  Home,  at  ]>rest»nt  is  taking  care  of  7'.\  women,  17 
I  nired  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  52  Grand  Army  Veterans. 

Tlie  Home  employs  192  i>ersons  and  10  officers  including  the  lioartl. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Veterans  at  the  Home  is  $1.58  i)er  capita. 

The  Home  is  in  fair  -i-onditiun  as  to  cleanliness  and  sanitation.  The  ex- 
terior of  the  Home  has  Ihhmi  i)ainted  and  makes  a  very  neat  appearance  from 
flic  outside,  located  as  it  is  in  a  beautifully  landscaped  spot  on  the  Grand 

liiver. 

The  interior,  however,  is  in  such  condition  that  it  would  take  several  car- 
penters and  painters  a  long  time  to  make  it  inviting. 

The  Hospital  was  spotlessly  clean  but  the  floors  are  old  and  worn  out 
iiid  should  be  replaced  with  Terrazo,  which  would  make  it  more  sanitary. 

The  food  and  clothing  are  good  and  plentiful. 

Since  Col.  E.  II.  Campbell,  Adj.  I).  C.  Ingham  and  Quartermaster  J. 
>^tronack  have  taken  charge  of  the  Home  there  is  a  noticable  change  for  the 
l>etter.  These  Offlicers  are  working  in  harmony  and  putting  forth  every  effort 
to  keep  the  buildings  in  condition  and  to  maintain  discipline.  Under  the  ex- 
isting conditions,  as  the  buildings  are  at  present,  the  Officers  are  to  be  con- 
u'ratulated  in  keeping  it  up  as  I  found  it. 

As  my  experience  in  the  building  line  is  limited,  I  would  not  venture  to 
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make  any  recommendations  as  to  what  is  actually  needed  to  put  the  home  in 
good  condition. 

However,  I  would  suggest  that  the  Department  Commander  appoint  a 
committee  of  three,  consisting  of  a  Builder,  a  Doctor  and  a  Lawyer,  to  work 
with  the  present  Board  In  drawing  up  suitable  plans  for  remodeling  the 
buildings.  When  they  have  reached  a  definite  plan  and  have  secured  the  cost 
of  remodeling  to  go  before  the  next  state  Legislature  and  ask  for  an  appro- 
priation for  the  amount  to  cover  the  cost  of  remodeling  and  repairing  the 
Home,  Hospital,  and  such  other  buildings  on  the  grounds  that  need  repair- 
ing. I  would  also  suggest  that  the  committee  on  Resolutions  of  the  Encamp- 
ment present  to  the  comrades  here  suitable  resolutions  regarding  the  Soldiers 
Home  at  Grand  Hapids,  to  be  acted  upon  at  this  meeting. 

As  my  work  takes  me  all  over  the  state  it  gives  me  a  chance  to  converse 
with  many  of  the  comrades  regarding  Legislation.  In  exchanging  views  with 
the  various  comrades  I  llnd  there  is  criticism  regarding  the  Preferential  Act. 
If  this  act  does  not  protect  the  comrades,  as  it  is  claimed,  I  would  suggest 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  a  Civil  Service  Act,  similar  to  the 
one  now  in  force  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  which  will  protect  a  comrade  w^ho  is 
employed  by  the  State,  city  or  county,  and  present  it  at  the  next  Legislature. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  those  who  assisted  me  in  making  this  in- 
spection of  the  various  camps  and  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Department 
Quarternuister  Robert  Rattray,  and  to  the  Department  Commander  Fred  W. 
Henning,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  honor  conferred  upon 
me  and  I  assure  you  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  under  your  administra- 
tion.

COMMANDER  HENNING:  No  objection  being  raised,  the  report  will 
be  placed  on  file  and  entered  in  the  minutes. 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER:  Department  Judge  Advocate,  Judge 
Andrews,  your  report. 

DEPARTMENT  JUDGE  ADVOCATE  ANDREWS:  Department  Com- 
mander, I  have  nothing  official  to  report.  You  put  a  quick  one  over  on  us 
last  night,  however.  We  didn't  have  anything  to  report.  The  only  report 
would  be  on  the  Council  of  Administration.     There  was  nothing  official. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  No  objection,  the  report  will  be  entered  in 
the  minutes. 

COMMANDER  HENNING:  Report  of  Department  Surgeon.  (No  re- 
sponse). 

COMMANDER  HENNING:  Report  of  the  Department  Patriotic  In- 
structor and  Historian. 
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DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT:  Department  Commaiuler,  the  Department 
Patriotic  Instructor  and  Historian  retpiests  a  postponement  of  his  reiwrt. 

COMMANDER  IIENNING  :  He  can  make  it  a  little  later  on,  if  we  have 
time.  However,  we  are  indeed  fortunate  in  having  with  us  our  Commander- 
in-Chief.  We  haven't  liad  a  (\)mmander-in-Cljief  with  us  for  a  numlHT  of 
years,  that  attended  our  Encampment,  and  while  he  will  bi»  unahle  to  be  with 
us  during?  the  entire  Encampment,  lie  was  able  to  be  with  us  this  afternoon. 
We  will  hear  from  him.  I  take  pleasure  in  calling  for  a  few  remarks  from 
Commamler-in-Chief  John  (iarrity. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHUOF  (iARRITY  :  Department  Conunander.  Otllcers, 
and  Comrades:  It  is  a  plesisure  to  be  able  to  visit  with  the  Officers  of  Michi- 
gan in  this  Encampment.  I  would  very  much  like  to  visit  each  Department 
in  our  organization,  but  that  is  absolutely  Impossible,  and.  therefore,  I  have 
considered  it  advisable  for  mo  to  locate  in  Illinois,  an<l  to  confine  my  visits 
to  the  Middle  West,  thereby  enabling  me  to  visit  a  greater  numl)er  of  En- 
campments, at  less  expense  to  our  Naticmal  Organization,  and  with  less 
time  and  strain  on  me. 

At  Washington  last  week,  Comrade  Murphy  gave  me  a  few  facts  on  th(» 
Departments  that  I  was  to  visit.  His  note  on  Michigan  is  "i)er  capita  tax 
all  paid,"  which  is  very  grjitifying  to  me.  The  number  of  Camps  (42)  one, 
Camp  St.  .John,  No.  ;">().  under  suspension:  8  new  camps.  Tei'umsch.  Ionia,  and 
Niles.  Total  membership  for  1928  (January  1st,  1028.  which  is  the  last 
report  we  have  had)  3,4(X).  Total  number  July,  1927,  8.193,  showing  the  gain 
to  be  to  January  of  this  year,  207  members,  and  from  the  report  I  have  heard 
from  your  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster,  looks  like  your  June  30th  report  Is 
going  to  show  much  greater  gain,  all  of  which  is  very  gratifying,  which 
encourages  me  with  the  thought  that  what  we  have  been  striving  for  some 
little  time  will  be  reached  during  my  administration.  At  the  National  Head- 
quarters, the  records  today  show  that  we  have  32  complete  Departments  and 
12  incomplete  Departments,  that  is  who  have  reports  coming  in.  Membership 
paid  up  for  1927,  89,905;  paid  up  for  the  first  half  of  1928,  95,275.  Net  gain 
paid  up,  5,370.  Total  membership  paid  and  delinquent,  89,980,  and  those  paid 
and  delinquent  for  first  half  1928,  95,919,  showing  a  great  gross  gain  in  the 
organization  of  5,939.  We  have  been  striving  for  the  past  two  or  three  years 
to  reach  the  100,000  mark.  Reports  indicated  as  of  January  1st,  showing 
95,000  and  with  the  report,  such  as  your  Department  shows,  which  I  know 
several  other  Departments  are  going  to  show  increases  with  them,  I  think 
that  in  Havana,  Cuba,  we  will  be  able  to  report  a  total  membership  of  over 
100,000.  That  should  be  very  gratifying  to  every  member  of  this  orgination, 
because  of  the  fact  that  our  membership  is  greater  today,  by  a  percentage  of 
eligible  members,  than  any  other  veteran  organization.  The  Grand  Army  In 
its  greatest  strength  never  had  better  than  35  or  36%  of  its  membership  and 
the  American  Legion  in  its  strongest  days  never  had  over  30%.    Where  there 
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is  an  estimated  amount  today,  in  our  rnnl»,  of  over  200,000  eligibles,  and  if 
we  go  over  the  100,000  mark,  we  will  be  mighty  close  to  50%. 

During  the  year  the  organization,  or  during  the  past  six  months  in  Detroit, 
we  have  endeavored  through  General  Orders  to  keep  you  in  touch  with  the 
activities  of  this  organization.  We  have  succeeded  in  getting  one  or  two 
minor  bills  passed  and  could  have  had  others  were  we  to  sacrifice  some  of 
our  unfortunate  Comrades,  and  we  feel  we  will  be  able  to  accomplish  more  in 
the  wind-up  of  this  legislature  convening  in  December. 

The  hardest  struggle  is  the  hurdle  which  takes  that  of  our  Comrades 
who  are  disabled  and  suffering  and  whose  record  shows  that  this  is  one  case, 
however,  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  have  their 
minds  very  much  set  against  those  poor  unfortunates.  They  are  our  Comrades; 
they  served  with  us,  and  in  some  instances  their  sufferings  were  greater,  and 
I  don't  think  any  one  of  us  would  hesitate  to  go  into  our  pockets  for  anyone 
whom  we  know,  for  a  few  dollars  to  help  them  out  and  I  believe  that  we 
should  make  every  effort  possible  to  bring  them  In  for  the  same  benefits  to 
which  you  and  I  are  entitled.  1  say  that,  because  I  know  that  in  my  own 
mind  I  feel  that  some  of  the  trouble  may  not  be  attributed  entirely  to  their 
own  fault.  I  remember  one  young  num  that  was  practically  nothing  but  a 
boy  whom  we  picked  up  In  the  ranks  when  we  were  two  or  three  men  short 
In  Springfield.  He  came  from  a  farm  somewhere  In  the  vicinity  of  Springfield, 
just  an  Innocent  country  boy.  When  we  were  in  the  South  I  noticed  several 
of  the  boys  having  fun  with  him,  and  I  called  the  Sergeant  over  and  asked 
what  they  were  doini;.  He  said  they  were  having  a  lot  of  fun  because  he  had 
a  pun  on  and  shortly  he  was  In  the  hospital — should  he  be  barred  from  the 
benefits  we  enjoy,  when  any  trouble  that  came  on  him  was  Incurred  while  he 
was  In  the  service? 

Another  (juestlon  is  leave  of  absence  to  go  to  Havana.  They  are  all  for 
you. 

The  matter  of  hospitalization.  This  Is  now  possible  and  not  as  it  was. 
Befoi*t\  i>rovidlng  they  had  room,  the  War  Bureau  would  take  care  of  you. 
Now  you  will  be  taken  care  of  at  any  time,  and  if  there  isn't  room  they  will 
contract  a  room  for  you  at  one  of  the  other  hospitals  and  treat  your  case. 
This  Is  one  of  the  best  things  I  think  the  Legislative  Committee  has  accom- 
plished this  year.  The  bill  asking  for  hospitalization,  or  rather  the  continu- 
ance of  it.  for  Spanish  War  Nurses  has  been  passed  and  signed.  I  don't 
know  about  Michigan,  but  we  had  several  cases  in  Dansville,  Illinois,  perhaps 
because  that  is  where  the  women's  quarters  are.  A  few  months  ago  they 
were  not  entitled  to  the  Soldiers'  Homes  because  the  law  reads  for  "Soldiers, 
Sailors  and  Marines"  and  after  June  30th  of  this  year  they  could  not  be 
provided  for  any  longer  so  we  have  changed  that.  We  have  changed  it  to 
read,  "Soldiers,  Sailors,  Marines  and  Spanish  War  Nurses'*  and  their  home 
will  be  there  as  long  as  they  care  to  avail  themselves  of  it. 
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We  also  prepared  a  bill  on  headstones  and  it  was  talked  over  at  our 
National  Encampment  and  it  was  brought  in  by  me  i)ersonally.  As  you  all 
know,  I  look  after  that  class  of  work  for  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  I  find  there 
was  an  association  known  as  the  "National  Association  of  Cemetery  Superln> 
tendents"  who  have  adopted  rules  whereby  they  will  not  allow  any  marble 
headstones  to  be  erected  any  more.  They  have  deprived  about  50%  of  our 
Comrads  of  that  free  headstone.  They  also  mailed  out  slips  from  the  War 
I3epartment.  and  the  Committee  at  Congress  asketl  us  for  an  estimate  as  to 
what  the  additional  cost  would  be  and  that  has  been  laid  over  until  the  next 
session.  It  Is  going  to  l)e  a  hard  problem  to  thresh  this  out.  While  all  these 
Committees  have  agreed  on  the  objection  to  marble,  they  are  not  agreeing  on 
the  size  they  will  permit,  and  get  a  headstone  that  will  pass  for  all  of  them 
is  quite  a  job.  We  have  one  to  submit  to  them  though — that  Is  to  permit  us 
to  erect  one  with  an  inscription  on  the  top  that  can  l>e  sunk  deep  enough  in 
the  ground  so  that  the  top  is  level  with  the  ground,  or  to  have  It  12  to  14 
inches  above  the  ground.  We  made  the  objection  tlmt  we  had  been  using  the 
headstone  that  had  be<*n  in  use  for  nearly  50  years  and  we  have  a  large 
numl)er  of  graves  bearing  that  kind  of  stone,  and  when  we  go  to  the  cemetery 
and  look  for  two  kinds  of  headstones,  It  Is  going  to  be  somewhat  confusing. 
However,  I  l)elieve  we  will  Ikj  able  to  get  them  to  iK»rmlt  us  to  erect  the 
proi)er  marker. 

The  thing  I  want  to  talk  about  is  our  rules  and  regulations  prohibiting 
any  talks  on  politics  for  either  party,  or  for  any  party,  and  we  want  to  try 
to  keep  within  the  rules  and  regulaticms,  and  at  the  same  time  my  exjierlencts 
during  the  past  six  months  of  the  year,  has  lead  me  to  believe  that  every 
Spanish  War  Veteran,  Individually  and  collectively,  after  our  Camp  meetings, 
should  understand  and  take  some  part  In  politics.  Our  efforts  and  the  benefits 
which  we  expect  and  our  success  must  come  by  appropriation  nationally, 
from  the  Federal  Government,  locally  from  your  State  Government.  It  is 
easy  when  you  go  looking  for  help  to  convince  a  service  man  that  what  you 
are  asking  is  just,  but  It  Is  a  damn  hard  job  to  convince  the  man  who 
hasn't  had  service.  There  Is  no  reason  why  we  shouldn't  succeed  when  we 
make  up  our  minds  to  do  It,  with  the  nunil)er  of  service  men  that  are  in  the 
country  today.  I'm  not  talking  about  party.  If  he  is  a  service  man,  he  is 
our  Comrade,  and  he  ought  to  be  good  enough  for  us.  Sometimes  we  carry 
our  petty  ideas  a  little  too  far  and  get  Into  arguments  as  soon  as  the 
Encampment  is  over.  Reiueml)er  that  this  fellow  Is  a  Comrade,  don't,  because 
of  some  minor  discussion  say,  "he  sat  on  me  In  such  and  such  a  meeting — I'll 
not  vote  for  him."  We  have  our  fights,  get  over  them  and  forget  them  and 
pull  together  for  the  benefits  of  the  organization. 

The  other  matter  I  wish  to  mention  here  is  that  which  leads  a  great  deal 
to  publicity — that  is,  the  matter  of  participating  in  benefit  drives,  or  whatever 
it  is.  If  you  are  not  invited,  go  around^  and  make  yourself  known,  make  it 
known  that  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  are  going  to  be  behind  the  benefit 
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organizations.  That  is  going  to  give  you  publicity.  We  believe  we  have  been 
able  to  accomplish  a  great  many  things,  during  the  past  two  or  three  years, 
through  the  fact  that  our  committees  have  been  on  the  job.  In  1921  or  *22,  I 
visited  Congress  and  visited  nearly  every  office  in  the  Senate  and  Office 
building  and  found  some  there  who  would  hardly  listen  to  an  argument  or 
committee,  and  now  they  are  all  coming  n  round  today  and  bragging  about 
their  service  in  the  Spanish  War.  You  may  have  heard  some  men  mention 
that  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  don't  amount  to  anything  much  around 
there,  but  if  you  are  asking  for  something  of  your  National  Representative,  or 
others,  and  you  send  a  telegram  to  Congress,  or  ask  something  of  your  State 
Representative  and  you  send  a  letter  or  telegram  and  you  sign  that  with  your 
name  and  have  it  endorsed  by  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  the  man 
who  receives  the  letter  will  know  that  lie  has  an  organization  in  his  district 
that  amounts  to  something  and  he  will  i)ay  a  lot  more  attention  to  such 
requests  as  you  make. 

I  have  covered  pretty  well  all  points  and  I  will  say  just  a  few  words  for 
our  organization.  We  give  to  our  <lisabled  Comrades,  and  to  provide  for  the 
widows  and  children  of  our  deceased  Comrades,  that  is  our  greatest  problem, 
and  that  is  what  all  this  w^ork  in  the  National  Legislature  means.  It  means 
relief  for  them,  provisions  for  them,  and  w^e  all  should  be  thoroughly  inter- 
ested, whether  we  secure  them  ourselves,  or  care  to  accept  those  benefits  or 
not,  we  still  owe  it  to  those  who  served  with  us.  I  can  recall  many  Comrades 
In  Illinois,  in  the  past  30  years,  who  were  in  good  positions,  w^here  three  of 
those  Comrades  in  the  past  two  years  had  lived  up  their  entire  income,  their 
widow^s  today  are  tickled  to  death  to  get  that  $30.00  a  month. 

xVnother  duty  we  accept  when  we  join  this  organization,  which  we  ac- 
cepted when  we  entered  the  service  of  the  United  States,  is  to  obey  the  la^^  s 
of  the  land  and  protect  the  flag  against  all  enemies.  During  the  past  year 
at  Washington,  there  has  been  brought  to  my  attention,  and  that  is  one 
particular  branch  we  have  been  very,  very  neglectful  of,  and  that  is  wiiy  I 
make  reference  to  the  protection  of  our  flag  and  having  ourselves  in  a  state 
of  preparedness  to  properly  i)erform  that  protection.  I  mentioned  this  morn- 
ing at  the  Joint  Greetings  Meeting,  the  National  Defense  Act  wiiich  came 
from  our  service,  providing  for  Federal  Assistance  to  the  States  wherein  the 
National  Guards  of  the  States  were  to  benefit  by  receiving  up-to-date  arms, 
by  receiving  up-to-date  uniforms  and  supplies,  and  receive  the  benefit  of  the 
regular  army  instructors.  With  it  the  effects  of  unpreparedness  was  greatly 
felt  and  our  Generals  in  that  War  w411  tell  yoii  that  the  loss  w^ould  not  have 
been  50%  of  what  it  was,  had  we  been  properly  prepared.  After  the  World 
War,  the  State  Bill  of  1904  was  again  admitted  into  the  National  Defense 
Act  of  today.  It  provides  for  a  defensive  army,  not  an  offensive  army,  total- 
ing nearly  500,000,  split  between  the  Regular  Army  and  the  Reserves.  It  al>^ 
provides  for  Navy  assistance,  and  not  to  make  this  too  long,  I  will  cut  she  ?t 
and  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  Secre-

tary  of  the  Navy  asked  for  something  like  83  or  84  ships  to  replace  some  worn 
out  in  the  service  and  to  bring  our  numl)er  to  553.  the  quota  agreed  on  by 
the  different  countries.  The  President  agreed  to  the  matter,  and  to  start  out 
it  looked  like  it  was  going  over  with  a  bang,  but  we  have  several  less  than 
this.  Tliese  organizations  that  sell  themselves  to  the  National  Council  for  the 
Prevention  of  War,  have  about  30  or  35  subsidiary  organizations.  They  start- 
ed their  lobbyists  to  work,  and  you  all  know  the  outcome — we  haven't  got 
them  yet. 

Now,  we  should  certainly  look  forward  to  placing  this  country  in  a  posi- 
tion where  they  will  be  able  to  protect  themselves  against  anyone  and  when 
I>egislature  is  on,  I  feel  it  is  our  duty,  when  that  time  comes,  to  send  tele- 
grams and  so  forth  to  prevent  their  propaganda,  and  I  hope  everyone  here 
will  bear  that  in  mind,  and  that  the  organizati<m  will  always  bear  in  mind 
that  we  have  no  love  for  war.  This  country  is  known  today  as  the  foremost 
country  in  the  world,  financially  and  otherwise,  and  are  leaving  ourselves 
open  all  the  time.  Let's  be  prepared  to  keep  all  we  have  got,  wo  are  not  ask- 
ing for  anything  else  or  for  anything  more,  and  be  entitled  to  the  resi)ect  of 
all  nations  on  earth.     (Stupendous  applause). 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER:  We  are  benefited  by  the  splendid 
speech  made  by  our  Commander-in-Chief  and  let's  take  it  home  with  us. 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  Past  Department  Commander  Kilstrom 
has  arrived. 

CDMMAN1)P:R  IIENNINC:  Present  him.  (Comrade  Kilstrom  was  duly 
presented.) 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  Department  Commander,  I  have  the  pleas- 
ure of  informing  you  that  a  Committee  from  the  Department  Auxiliary  of 
the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  is  in  waiting  at  the  out-post  with  greetings. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  Assemble  the  colors.  Comrade  Kilstrom 
will  you  assist  in  escorting  the  Committee  in. 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER:  Comrades,  be  seated.  It  is  indeed  a 
pleasure  to  have  the  ladies  of  our  own  Auxiliary  bring  greetings  to  us,  and  I 
know  how  we  enjoy  the  ladies,  especially  Cscar.  In  Grand  Rapids,  during 
the  dedication  of  our  Hiker's  Monument,  there  were  a  number  of  automobiles 
to  take  the  visitors  to  the  place  of  dedication  and  I  was  asked  to  get  in  an 
automobile  with  two  fine  looking  ladies  and  I  no  more  than  got  seated,  com- 
fortably, when  someone  comes  along  and  says,  "You  get  out  of  here:  Oscar 
you  get  in."  Comrades,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  pre.sent  to  you  the  Sen- 
ior Vice  President  General,  Olive  Ravens,  Pa.st  Department  President  Mil- 
dred Bailey  and  Past  Department  President  Calla  Prall,  by  whom  we  are 
honored  as  the  Committee  to  extend  greetings.  Sister  Bailey  is  one  of  the  old 
war  horses. 
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SISTER  BAILEY:  Department  Commander,  Commander-in-Chief,  Offi- 
cers, Senior  Vice  President  General,  Past  Department  President,  Comrades : 
You  know  our  saying — "Flowers  say  it  with  love",  so  that  is  our  message  and 
It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  come  down  here  and  see  all  our  Comrades  at  this 
meeting.  I  am  a  little  bit  nervous,  because  our  Superior  Officer  is  here  with 
us.  But  here  is  a  little  verse  for  you — "Turn  backward  to  the  year  of  '98, 
you  were  all  mere  lads  then,  but  you  didn't  hesitate  to  volunteer  your  serv- 
ices, you  had  a  country  to  defend  and  you  defended  it  well.     (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER:     Sister  Prall,  may  we  hear  from  you? 

SISTI5R  PRALL:  Commander-in-Chief,  Department  Commander  and 
our  Comrades:  Our  Department  Commander  has  expressed  so  much  grati- 
tude to  the  Auxiliary  for  what  they  have  done  to  help  the  boys  in  many  many 
ways — all  that  we  have  done  Is  a  little  expression  of  gratitude  for  what  they 
have  brought  to  our  country  and  then  I  want  to  tell  the  boys  about  the  Com- 
mander himself.  In  his  talk  he  told  what  the  widows  were  going  to  get  and 
he  was  asked  If  he  was  going  In  the  undertaking  business,  when  he  was 
through  with  his  office,  and  If  ho  does  so  I  think  Comrade  Kllstrom  might  be 
put  out  of  business,  so  here's  a  little  toast  for  you :  "Your  arms  our  defense, 
our  arms  your  recompense — fall  In." 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER:  We  will  liear  from  the  Senior  Vice 
President  General,  Olive  Ravens  of  I^anslng. 

SISTER  RAVENS :  Our  Commander-in-Chief,  our  good  Commander  Hen- 
nlng.  and  all  the  Comrades  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans:  My  De- 
partment President  very  thoughtfully  and  wisely  selected  three  good  sized 
representatives  to  come  over  and  present  our  greetings  to  the  boys.  She  de- 
cided that  two  was  enough  to  take  care  of  Commander  Hennlng  and  the  rest 
of  the  boys  and  she  kindly  said  that  I  might  talk  to  the  Commander-in-Chief. 
I  never  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  Commander-in-Chief  until  today,  but 
I  am  glad  to  have  met  him  and  as  Senior  Vice  President  General  of  the  Aux- 
iliary, I  would  like  very  much  to  pin  upon  your  breast,  Commander-in-Chief, 
this  badge,  as  a  compliment  of  our  Department  President,  the  Department  of 
Michigan,  Auxiliary,  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  we  also  wish 
to  request  of  your  Committee,  that  is  being  sent  to  us  with  Greetings,  that 
they  wait  until  four  o'clock,  if  that  meets  with  your  approval,  because  some 
of  our  Committees  are  out  with  greetings  and  they  particularly  said  they 
didn't  want  to  miss  anything. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  The  Chief  will  be  with  the  Committee.  I 
am  going  to  ask  Colonel  Gansser  to  respond  to  the  ladles  of  the  Auxiliary.  I 
know  that  he  can  do  it  better  than  Kllstrom  anyway, 

COMRADE  COLONEL  GANSSER:  I  thank  you  ladies.  I  don't  waat 
to  say  too  much,  because  I  can  hear  everyone  saying  now,  "There  is  that  Gus 
Gansser  talking  again,"  but  that  was  a  splendid  toast — "your  arms  our  de-

one-third  married  and  two-thirds  Bachelor — the  silly  fools.  You  know  you 
are  all  our  sweethearts  and  you  have  our  love,  and  we  hoi>e  for  your  recom- 
pense. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  Department  Marshal,  assemble  the  colors 
and  escort  the  Sisters. 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  Department  Commander,  I  have  the  hon- 
or to  announce  that  there  are  three  Committees  at  the  out-post  wishing  to 
he  admitted  to  extend  Greetings. 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER :  Department  Marshal,  assemble  the 
colors  and  escort  the  Committees  to  this  station.  Your  Committees  are  rather 
a  surprise,  because  we  did  not  expect  you.  as  greetings  were  exchanged  by  the 
various  organizations  this  morning,  and  w^hile  you  are  here,  will  say  that  we 
are  not  appointing  any  Committees  to  call  on  you.  However,  while  you  are 
here,  we  will  have  a  few  remarks.

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  We  are  very  pleased  to  bring  you 
greetings,  and  because  my  Son  enlisted  with  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  when 
he  was  14  years  of  age,  I  naturally  have  a  very  warm  spot  in  my  heart  for 
you.

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER:  Department  Chaplain,  have  you  a  re- 
port to  make? 

DEPARTMENT  CHAPLAIN  SWART:  Just  a  short  verbal  report,  Com- 
mander. I  didn't  prepare  a  written  report,  as  I  didn't  exiiect  to  be  called  on, 
but  I  will  say  that  it  has  surely  been  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  serve  under 
you,  Commander,  and  my  aim  has  been  to  promote  a  spirit  of  good  fellowship, 
as  much  as  possible,  and  to  work  along  spiritual  lines  with  the  different 
Camps.  With  this  in  mind,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  for  our  organ- 
ization and  with  our  organization  and  it  has  been  my  priviledge,  In  fulfilling 
my  duties,  to  visit  the  Soldiers'  Home,  also  to  visit  Allegan's  Soldiers  &  Sail- 
ors picnic  last  summer,  and  to  visit  Grand  Rapids  Camp,  and  be  there  at  the 
dedication  of  their  Monument,  and  also  to  the  dedication  at  Grand  Haven  of 
the  Monument  in  honor  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  aLso  to  visit  Hol- 
land, Michigan,  and  in  other  ways  promote,  as  much  as  possible,  good  feeling 
and  to  bring  success  to  the  Department  of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans from  now  on,  henceforth  and  forever  more. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  Is  the  Higgins  Lake  Committee  ready  to 
report? 

COMRADE  ROGERS,  CAMP  No.  19:  I  have  a  report  here  which  is  not 
complete  at  the  present  time.  In  fact,  I  received  it* on  the  3rd  of  June.  This 
report  shows  total  receipt  $343.00. 
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COMRADE  CHAPMAN:  As  Comrade  Payne  had  to  return  to  Detroit, 
immediately,  on  account  of  some  very  urgent  business  that  could  not  be  held 
over,  he  asked  me  to  make  a  report  to  yon  as  one  of  the  Committee.  He 
wanted  to  get  the  matter  in  shape  so  as  to  commence  the  improvements  at 
Higgins  Lake.  He  had  plans  in  mind  to  put  up  a  very  extensive  club  house, 
but  owing  to  the  manner  in  which  some  of  the  Camps  responded,  we  haven* t 
been  able  to  do  anything.  In  other  words,  they  know  but  very  little  about 
it,  and  as  Past  Department  Commander  Rogers  says,  we  have  to  sell  the 
proposition  to  all  Camps  in  the  State  before  we  can  get  the  enthusiasm  that 
will  make  it  a  success,  and  for  the  present  it  was  suggested  that  the  present 
Committee  be  relieved  and  the  whole  matter  turned  over  to  the  Department 
of  Michigan  to  handle  in  the  future,  and  that  the  Department  take  it  up  a  ad 
proceed  along  such  lines  as  may  l)e  most  beneficial  to  the  Department  of 
Michigan  and  the  improvement  of  the  Higgins  Lake  property. 

COMRADE  BINDNER,  CAMP  No.  10:  I  move  you  that  the  report  of 
the  Higgins  Lake  Committee  be  accepted  and  concurred  in. 

COMRADE  QUACKENIUJSH,  CAMP  No.  7 :     Support  the  motion. 

Motion  carried. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  With  your  permission,  (Comrades,  I  will 
talk  a  few  minutes  on  the  Higgins  Lake  property.  There  are  1,162-25  foot 
lots  on  that  spot  of  ground  that  we  have,  or  580-50  foot  lots  about  tw^o-thirds 
of  those  lots  are  valueless.  I  wouldn't  give  you  anything  for  them,  nor  would 
anyone  else.  There  is  considerable  of  that  property  which  lies  on  the  lake 
and  in  my  report,  you  will  notice  that  I  recommended  that  we  should  by 
all  means  retain  such  of  those  lots,  wliich  would  be  suitable  for  our  purposes. 
A  year  ago  a  Committee  was  given  authority  to  revert  back  to  the  State  such 
of  those  lots,  which  they  found  not  suitable  for  our  purposes.  They  have  col- 
lected $335.00  by  getting  $2.00  per  member.  That  $2.00  cannot  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose  than  to  build  a  club  house.  In  order  to  build  a  club  house, 
you  must  clear  up  considerable  underbrush,  a  road  must  be  made  to  there, 
which  will  no  doubt  cost  perhaps  $50.00  to  $100.00  of  even  $150.00.  With 
$335.00  I  am  sure,  that  If  we  made  an  effort,  we  could  Increase  that  $300.00 
to  $400.00  or  even  $500.00  within  the  next  three  months,  and  I  made  a  recom- 
mendation that  sufficient  money  be  taken  from  the  General  Fund  to  clear 
up  sufficient  land  to  put  up  this  club  house.  Also,  clear  It  up  for  those 
Comrades  who  desire  to  camp  there.  I  was  up  there  last  summer  several 
times,  and  some  of  our  comrades  were  trying  to  find  a  place  to  camp.  They 
finally  went  to  the  American  Legion,  w^ho  have  a  shanty  there,  and  camped 
there.  I  don't  know  how  much  of  a  building  $330.00  will  put  up,  but  I  do  know 
that  It  win  put  up  a  building,  that  It  can  be  equipped  with  a  big  stove,  or  fire- 
place, furnished  with  a  long  stationary  table,  and  If  you  want  to  camp  there 
and  get  under  shelter,  you  have  some  place  to  put  your  cot  and  spend  the 
night.  It  is  a  splendid  location  and  we  should  not  let  go  of  it.  The  Com- 
mittee has  recommended  that  they  be  discharged  from  further  work  and  this 
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Encampment  has  seen  fit  to  do  this,  and  the  question  is  now — what  we  should 
do  with  the  $330.00?  Do  you  wish  to  return  it  to  the  members,  or  do  you 
wish  to  have  another  committee  appointed?     We  will  have  to  do  something. 

COMRADE  CLAUKEN,  CAMP  No.  5 :  It  is  indicated  by  the  amount  of 
donations  that  only  about  175  Comrades  are  interested  in  this  matter.  This 
is  a  matter  that  has  been  going  on  for,  I  think,  this  is  the  third  Encampment. 
I  mean  by  that,  that  there  isn't  any  excuse  for  anyone  not  to  l>e  informed 
on  this  matter.  I  don't  imagine  there  is  any  Comrade  in  the  State,  but  what 
knows  about  our  Higgins  Lalve  proi)erty.  I  have  never  l)een  up  there,  but  I 
know  some  who  have  been  up  there  and  I  have  never  heard  that  there  is  any 
swamp  land,  there  may  be,  but  I  never  heard  of  it,  but  it  .seems  to  me  that 
it  can  all  be  taken  care  of  and  the  proi)erty  beautified  in  some  way,  but  seems 
to  me  that  the  thing  to  do  is  to  take  a  vote  on  it  and  bring  it  up  as  a  special 
order  of  business  tomorrow.  There  are  a  great  many  Comrades  that  are  In- 
terested and  are  here,  but  are  not  present  at  this  meeting.  If  we  make  this 
51  special  order  of  business  tomorrow,  we  will  have  time  to  make  it  known  to 
the  different  Comrades  that  we  meet,  just  what  we  are  up  against. 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER:  I  agree  with  Comrade  darken  that 
a  special  order  of  business  should  be  made  of  this  tomorrow. 

COMRADE  GAYLORD,  CAMP  No.  5:  I  make  a  motion  that  we  refer 
the  matter  of  Higgins  Lake  property  to  the  Comrades  tomorrow. 

COMRADE  ROGERS,  CAMP  No.  19:  There  is  one  thing  that  I  would 
like  to  say  that  would  enlighten  the  Comrades  here  in  regard  to  the  property. 
Last  week  I  had  an  occasion  to  file  a  claim  for  a  pension  for  a  Spanish  War 
Veteran,  immediately  following  this  claim,  I  shoved  an  application  under  his 
nose  and  he  said,  "We'll  get  rid  of  this  first".  Now,  that  is  the  same  pro- 
position we  have  with  the  Higgins  Lake  property.  It  was  suggested  at  the 
Henton  Harbor  Encampment  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  work  on  this  mat- 
ter, the  committee  has  not  been  able  to  come  to  any  understanding,  or  rather 
to  make  know^n  to  the  Comrades  just  w^hat  the  intentions  of  the  Committee 
were,  therefore,  it  has  been  hard  to  secure  the  $2.00.  Had  we  been  able  to 
tell  the  Comrades  what  our  aims  were,  we  probably  would  have  been  able  to 
!4et  somewhere.  You  will  remember  that  w^hen  I  started  out  to  secure  badges 
for  the  various  Department  Commanders  that  there  was  allotted  $700.00  and 
I  secured  something  over  $900.00 — there  w^as  even  some  money  paid  on  that 
two  years  after  it  was  closed  up. 

COMRADE  CLARKEN,  CAMP  NO.  5:  Department  Commander.  I  fail 
lo  see  where  Comrade  Rogers'  remarks  have  any  bearing  on  the  motion. 

COMRADE  ROGERS,  CAMP  NO.  19:  Department  Commander,  I  mere- 
ly wish  to  enlighten  the  Comrades  why  we  have  failed  in  our  efforts.  Two 
years  ago  we  started  with  a  Trust  Fund.  There  may  be  those  of  you  who  did 
not  know  we  have  a  Trust  Flind,  yet  there  are  a  few  that  have  contributed 
from  $10.00  to  $50.00  to  that  fund,  and  so  if  we  are  going  to  decide  to  do 
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something,  let's  do  it,  and  if  we  are  not  going  to  do  anything,  let's  return  the 
$2.00,  which  I  will  be  able  to  do,  because  I  have  the  names  of  every  contribu- 
tor, or  take  the  vote  of  this  assembly  to  return  it. 

COMRADE  CLAIIKEN,  CAMP  NO.  5:  I  don't  feel  that  Comrade  Rogers 
has  been  talking  on  the  motion,  what  I  would  like  to  have  some  of  these  fel- 
lows get,  is  my  reason  for  asking  for  a  special  order  of  business  for  tomor- 
row's session,  and  If  they  are  not  here  at  the  time  set,  it  would  be  a  sign  that 
they  were  not  Interested. 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER :  Wouldn't  it  be  advisable  to  appoint  a 
Committee?  Would  It  be  advisable  to  appoint  a  special  Committee,  to  devise 
some  plan  between  now  and  tomorrow  and  then  report  back? 

COMRADE  CLARKEN,  CAMP  NO.  5:  My  only  idea.  Department  Com- 
mander, In  asking  that  a  special  order  of  business  be  made  of  this  tomorrow, 
or  next  day,  whichever  Is  the  pleasure  of  yourself,  Is  that  at  that  time  this 
matter  will  be  taken  up.

COMRADE  FISHER,  CAMP  No.  3 :  I  wish  to  present  the  name  of  a  Com- 
rade, who  is  the  best  little  go-getter  in  the  Michigan  Department,  I  believe, 
that  of  William  Zylstra  of  Grand  Rapids. 

COMRADE  EMERY,  CAMP  No.  3 :  I  guess  we  got  our  ideas  a  little  bit 
crossed  here  this  afternoon.  One  of  the  Comrades  has  nominated  Comrade 
Zylstra  and  I  expected  to  make  that  nomination  myself,  but  in  supporting  the 
nomination  I  want  to  say  this.  I  have  known  this  Comrade  in  Guy  V.  Henry, 
Camp  No.  3,  in  the  capacity  of  Commander  for  three  terms  and  during  his 
term  of  office  he  has  increased  the  membership  of  the  Camp,  I  dare  say  100 
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or  150%.  Not  only  has  Comrade  Zylstra  been  a  worker ;  he  has  never  fallen 
down  on  anything  he  has  undertaken.  If  you  want  a  man,  place  a  man  in  the 
office  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  that  will  serve  you  at  some 
future  time  as  Department  Commander — a  man  you  can  rely  on  to  make  good, 
a  credit  to  himself  and  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.

CAMP  No.  40:  During  my  administration  as  Depart- 
ment Commander  of  this  Department,  I  have  observe<l  the  work  of  Comrade 
Zylstra  with  great  Interest  and  1  assure  you,  Comrades,  that  you  can  make 
no  mistake  by  electing  Comrade  Zylstra  to  the  office  of  Junior  Vice  Depart- 
ment Commander.  The  man  you  want  to  elect  as  Department  Commander 
some  day,  you  must  elect  to  the  office  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander.

He  has  served  throughout  the  Spanish 
War;  he  lost  a  leg  while  in  service,  came  home,  went  Into  business  for  him- 
self, and  has  made  enough  and  has  accumulated  enough  so  that  he  doesn't 
have  to  work.  He  has  the  time  to  devote  to  this  business.  I  think  If  he  is 
elected,  the  forty  Camps  now  operating  in  the  State  and  dragging  along 
with  40  to  50%  membership,  he  can  increase  to  60  or  70%.  We  want  a  man 
that  is  adapted  along  those  lines.     He  is  such  a  man.     He  has  been  Com- 
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mander  of  our  Camp  for  two  terms  and  he  could  have  been  Commander  yet 
had  he  wanted  to  be.  He  is  a  good  man.  He  can  write  his  name  for  $1,000 
or  $5,000,  or  even  $10,000  at  the  bank.  That's  the  way  he  is  thought  of  in  the 
town  where  he  lives  and  I  want  to  tell  you  that  if  we're  going  to  have  more 
Camps  we  should  commence  getting  them  pretty  soon.  This  man  will  organ- 
ize the.se  Camps  as  nearly  100%  as  possible.  He  is  willing  to  do  that,  he  is 
willing  to  spend  365  days  of  this  next  year  for  us  and  when  that  is  done  he 
can  show  us  nearly  80  to  90%  membership,  instead  of  dragging  along  with 
30%,  and  you  have  just  that  much  more  help  for  your  organization.  Now, 
this  man  is  one  of  the  best  platform  speakers  in  the  State,  and  we  can  make 
no  mistake  in  taking  him  in.  He  is  strictly  up-right,  patriotic,  would  be 
not  only  a  credit  to  himself,  but  a  credit  to  the  organization,  and  he  would 
make  a  good  record  as  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander,  and  I  think  he 
is  very  capable  of  making  us,  at  some  future  time,  a  good  Department  Com- 
mander. Now,  when  it  comes  to  Legislature,  he  is  able  to  go  down  to  Wash- 
ington and  cope  with  any  man  and  it  is  time  we  commenced  to  use  our  heads 
about  how  to  vote  and  what  to  vote  for,  and  for  those  who  are  good,  and  then 
if  a  man  votes  in  ignorance  that  is  excusable — but  of  course  not  in  law.  I 
want  to  present  the  name  of  Clifford  Curtis  of  Allegan  for  this  important 
office. 

COMUADIO  HAMILTON,  CAMl»  No.  5  You've  all  beon  putting  up  the 
names  of  men  who  would  do  for  this  organization,  but  I'm  going  to  put  up 
the  name  of  a  man  for  what  he  has  done  for  this  organization  and  what  he 
is  doing — I  am  going  to  present  a  man  for  Junior  Vice  Department  Com- 
mander that  has  been  a  go-getter,  done  wonders  for  his  Camp  and  this 
organization,  as  his  past  record  will  show,  and  I'm  going  to  name  Herman 
Bindner,   Detroit,  for  Junior  Vice  Department   Commander. 

COMRADE  KUCGLES,  CAMP  No.  19:  I  want  to  support  the  nomination 
of  Comrade  Curtis.  I  was  in  Cuba  ajid  within  ten  feet  of  him  when  he  lost 
his  leg,  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  support  the  motion. 

COMRADE  MARTIN,  CAMP  No.  20:  I  want  to  support  the  nomination 
of  Herman  Bindner  as  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander.  I  think  there 
is  no  man  in  this  whole  organization  in  the  State  of  Michigan  who  has  done 
more  for  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  He  doesn't  make  any  promises 
— he  "does'*.  He  is  now  making  arrangements  for  us  to  go  to  Havana — he 
is  working  his  head  off.  Be  good  and  be  honest  and  give  something  to  the 
man  that  is  helping  us  and,  therefore,  I  wish  to  support  the  nomination  of 
Herman  Bindner. 

COMRADE  STRUCK,  CAMP  No.  10:  Support  Comrade  Bindner's  nomi- 
nation. 

COMRADE  BROWN,  CAMP  No.  40:  I  would  like  to  support  the  nomi- 
nation of  Comrade  Curtis.  Now,  he  has  been  Commander  of  our  Camp  for 
two  years  and  could  have  had  it  longer,  and  as  Comrade  Ravens  said,  I  can 
heartily  say  that  Comrade  Curtis  is  a  worker  from  the  ground  up. 
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COMMANDER  IIEXNIXG  :     Any  other  nominations? 

COMRADE  STARKEY.CAxMi:  No.  10:  I  wish  to  support  Uie  nomination 
of  Herman  Bindner  for  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

COMRADE  ALEXANDEIi,  CAMP  No.  IG :  I  move  the  rules  be  susi)ended 
and  the  nominations  closed. 

COMMANDER  IIENNIN(i :  You're  out  of  order,  Comrade,  and  your 
motion  cannot  be  entertained. 

COMRADE  SMITH,  (^VMP  No.  5:  I  want  to  say  I  have  known  our  old 
Comrade  Bindner  for  about  25  or  30  years  and  I  never  knew  of  a  Comrade  to 
ask  Bidner  for  a  favor,  such  as  to  y^o  to  see  a  Comrade,  or  to  do  any  of  the 
other  duties  that  a  C'omrade  w^ould  be  exi>ected  to  do,  that  he  wouldn't  do. 
He  is  as  well  known  as  any  ('omrade  in  the  State  of  Michigan  and  I  know 
(hat,  if  elected,  he  will  be  a  credit  to  the  Department  of  Michigan,  therefore, 
I  arise  to  support  his  nomination. 

(^OMRADE  IRELAND,  CAMP  No.  10:  As  Commander  of  Detroit  Camp 
No.  10,  I  want  to  say  :i  word  for  Comrade  Bindner,  who  is  a  member  of  my 
Cami).  I  want  to  heartily  endorse  the  nomination  of  a  wonderful  worker, 
a  wonderful  organizer.  He  preaches  the  stuff,  he  lives  upon  it — that  is  his 
religion — Spanish  War  Veterans.  Comrades,  you  are  going  to  make  no  mis- 
lake  if  you  elect  this  Comr:ule  of  my  Camp,  my  pal,  and  one  wiio  will  serve 
us  faithfully  in  the  capacity  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Conunander.  I 
thank  ycm.

COMRADE  KILSTROM,  CAMP  No.  3:  Supports  come  always  after  nomi- 
nations have  been  made.  Nominations  have  been  made,  they  are  being  sup- 
ported and  I  want  to  support  a  nomination. 

COMMANDER  HENNING  :     Make  it  short  and  snappy. 
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COMRADE  KILSTROM,  CAMP  No.  3 :  I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  have  lived 
to  see  this  day.  It  is  true  that  a  number  of  our  good  comrades,  whose  names 
have  been  mentioned  today,  are  capable  of  holding  these  offices  and  today 
we  have  witnessed  the  situation  of  having  three  offered  for  the  office  of 
Junior  Vice  Department  Commander.  They  are  all  my  friends  and  I  wish 
I  could  vote  three  times ;  they  are  all  worthy  of  your  vote,  but  we  all  have  our 
particular  friends.  I  wish  to  say,  in  supporting  the  nomination  of  the  Com- 
rade who  comes  from  my  Camp,  he  was  a  member  of  my  Company  in  the 
Spanish  War,  served  with  me,  a  man  who  is  held  in  high  respect  in  Grand 
Rapids,  an  honorable  man,  a  man  who  has  been  ambitious  all  his  life,  he  has 
been  100%.  I  cannot  say  too  much  for  him  and  I  wish  to  support  his  nomi- 
nation, and  in  doing  that,  I  will  not  belittle  either  of  the  other  two  Comrades 
who  are  my  strong  personal  friends — Comrad  William  Zylstra  of  Grand 
Rapids. 

COMMANDER  HENNING  :     Any  further  nominations? 

COMRADE  MARTIN,  CAMP  No.  20:  1  move  you,  sire  that  the  nomina- 
tions be  closed. 

COMMANDER  HENNING:  Any  further  nominations  for  Junior  Vice 
Department  Commander?  There  being  no  further  nominations,  we  will  pro- 
ceed to  ballot.  There  Is  a  Comrade  in  waiting,  Jamieson  of  Detroit,  repres- 
enting the  Veterans  Bureau  of  Detroit,  relative  to  the  certificates  that  have 
been  sent  to  you  during  the  past  six  months.  Department  Marshal,  will  you 
escort  the  Comrade  to  this  station? 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  Department  Commander,  I  have  the  honor 
of  presenting  to  you  ('omrade  Jamieson,  representing  the  Veterans  Bureau 
of  Detroit. 

COMMANDER  HENNING:  He  says  it  will  not  take  over  five  minutes, 
as  he  wishes  to  get  away.  Now,  if  there  is  no  objection,  we  will  have  Mr. 
Jamieson  address  you  for  a  few  minutes. 

MR.  JAMIESON,  REPRESENTING  THE  VETERANS  BUREAU  OF  DE- 
TROIT: Commander  and  Comrades  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
I  didn't  come  up  here  to  make  a  speech  and  I  do  not  propose  to  make  one. 
I  was  going  by  and  I  just  thought  I  would  drop  In,  as  I  particularly  wanted 
to  speak  to  your  Department  Commander,  but  as  long  as  I  have  an  opport- 
unity, I  will  be  glad  to  say  a  few  words  to  the  entire  body.  Now,  I  am  from 
the  Veterans  Bureau.  Most  of  you  know  about  the  hospitalization  that  has 
been  provided  and  what  I  particularly  want  to  refer  to  is  the  certificates 
of  recommendation,  for  which  you  have  been  filing  application.  Now,  we  have 
quite  a  number  of  applications  for  the  certificates,  which  is  probably  a  very 
small  majority  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  in  the  States.  I  would  say 
that  we  have  about  500  on  file.  I  don't  believe  that  is  all  of  them.  We  hav( 
issued  most  of  you  certificates,  yet  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  dissatis 
faction,  because  they  felt  after  they  had  filed  their  applications  and  did  not 
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jyet  their  certificates  they  would  not  get  their  hospitalization.  You  don't 
have  to  have  certificates  to  get  the  hospitalization,  all  you  have  to  do  is  to 
apply  to  the  Veterans  Bureau  In  Detroit  with  your  discharge.  Now,  I  want 
to  make  it  perfectly  clear  how  to  proceed  after  getting  the  certificates,  those 
of  you  who  have  them  or  get  one.  If  you  want  hospitalization,  write  to  the 
Veterans  Bureau  of  Detroit  and  send  your  certificate,  we  will  then  send  you 
forms  and  that  Is  all  there  Is  to  It.  I  have  nothing  more  to  say,  except  to 
offer  the  entire  facilities  of  the  l>etrolt  Office  of  the  Veterans  Bureau.  If 
at  any  time  we  can  be  of  service  to  you,  we  will  be  glad  to  help  you.  In 
order  to  get  hospitalization  you  either  ought  to  have  your  discharge,  or  one 
of  those  certificates — you  will  have  to  have  one  or  the  other.  The  only 
thing  I  can  say,  If  you  want  to  secure  the  service  of  the  Veterans  Bureau  for 
hospitalization,  you'd  better  provide  yourself  with  one  of  the  certificates,  or 
you  will  have  to  use  your  discharge.  It  is  very  difficult  for  us,  otherwise. 
If  it  is  a  matter  of  life  and  death,  you  had  better  wire  to  Dt^troit  and  we  will 
fell  you  how  to  proceed. 

COMRADE  STEIN.  C'AMr  No.  10:  Speaking  for  a  Comrade  who  is  a 
member  of  our  Camp,  but  not  present— he  presented  his  application  for  a 
certificate  for  hospitalization  to  the  Veterans  Bureau  of  Detroit  and  was 
turned  down.  He  served  in  the  Philippine  Insurrection  in  '99.  He  sent  a 
copy  of  his  discharge  to  tlie  Veterans  Bureau,  it  was  returned  with  the 
notation  that  the  War  Department  was  uiial»le  to  locate  his  record.  This 
seems  unusual,  because  he  is  drawing  a  $5().(K)  a  month  i>ension  from  the 
(Jovernment  and  he  is  thoroughly  disabled  and  the  Veterans  Bureau  reports 
back  he  is  not  entitled  to  hospitalization  by  reason  of  their  not  being  able  to 
locate  his  record.  Is  that  by  reason  of  his  not  serving  in  Cuba,  or  d^)esn't 
the  Philippine  Insurrection  entitle  him  to  this  service? 

MR.  JAMIESON :  Any  man  who  was  in  service  during  the  Spanl.sh  Ameri- 
can War,  wherever  he  may  have  been,  Is  entitled  to  hospitalization. 

COMRADE  STEIN,  CAMP  No.  16:  I  was  just  wondering  if  he  was  not 
entitled  to  this  service  on  account  of  not  serving  in  Culm. 

MR.  JAMIESON:  There  are  a  few  instances  where  men  who  saw  service 
(luring  the  Philippine  Insurrection  aren't  able  to  produce  their  record.  It 
is  approximately  thirty  years  since  it  happened.  It  isn't  our  fault  because 
of  the  lack  of  records,  but  If  he  has  proof  of  his  service,  all  he  has  to  do 
is  to  apply  for  hospitalization,  as  I  have  outlined,  and  he  will  get  It. 

COMRADE  STEIN,  CAMP  No.  16 :  I  should  think  the  $50.00  pension  check 
t  rom  the  Government,  together  with  his  discharge,  would  be  sufficient  proof 
'»f  his  service  to  entitle  him  to  hospitalization, 

MR.   JAMIESON:     Yes,   if  he  serve<l   in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  can 

prove  It.     I  have  been  asked  to  speak  to  you  about  the  delay  In  receiving 

'  ertiflcates.     You  were  provided  with  applications  last  August  and  we  re- 

eived  no  Instructions     regarding     the     Issuing    of    the     certificates    until 
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November,  and  following  our  rcceivinj^  the  instructions  we  immediately 
started  the  wheels  going,  and  you  appreciate  that  It  takes  sometime  to  get 
Into  these  matters  and  r(»cords,  when  they  haven't  been  touched  for  i)erhaps 
thirty  years.  We  have  to  write  to  Washington  to  get  your  service  record 
and  this  takes  some  three  weeks  and  following  Its  receipt,  we  have  to  send 
out  the  certificates.  But,  I  want  to  make  clear  to  you  that  you  don't  have  to 
have  that  certificate.  The  certificate  is  a  little  more  convenient  i)erhaps  than 
your  discharge,  l)Ut  If  you  have  your  discharge,  you  don't  have  to  worry  about 
your  certificate. 

VOIC'E  :  I'd  like  to  know  if  a  man  in  the  ('oast  Guard,  who  served  83 
days  Is  entitled  to  liospitalizaMonV  He  is  not  entitled  to  a  pension,  I  know. 
There  were  815  days  served  in  the  l*hilippines,  then  they  were  ordered 
back  in  the  Coast  Guard. 

MK.  .TAMTESON:  The  C(mst  Guards  in  the  World  War  are  entitled  to  this, 
—  I  don't  know  about  tlu^  Si)anish  War.  I'll  have  to  look  that  up  when  I 
return   to  Detroit. 

COMMANDER  IIENNIXG  :  Comrade  Janiieson,  I  aui  glad  that  you  came 
In.  Department,  Marshal,  assemble  the  colors  and  escort  Comrade  Jamieson 
from  the  room.     (Jn  behalf  of  the  Encampment,  I  thank  you  very  much. 

COMRADE  mXDXEK,  CAMP  Xo.  10:  Department  Commander,  I  have 
here  the  report  that  pertains  to  the  trip  to  Ilavanna,  Cuba.  I  had  the  report 
typed  and  in  reading  it  found  (here  were  several  errors  and  it  has  necessitat- 
ed the  better  [)art  of  an  hour  to  revise  it,  but  I  am  now  ready  to  report. 

COMMANDER  IIEXXIX(;  :  We  are  ready  to  hear  the  report,  but  under  a 
nUlng  we  will  have  to  proceed  with  the  election  of  the  Junior  Vice  Depart- 
ment Commander,  unless  someone  makes  a  motion  otherwise.

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REPORT  OF  TRAVEL  DIRECTOR 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MICHIGAN. 

Fred  W.  Hennlng, 
Commander,  Dept.  of  Michigan, 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

I  desire  to  herewith  submit  the  following  report  as  Travel  Director, 
Department  of  Michigan,  in  connection  with  movement  of  Michigan  Delega- 
tion to  Havana,  Cuba,  30th  National  Encampment,  U.  S.  W.  V.,  October  7th 
to  12th,  1928. 

RAIL  TRANSPORTATION : 

No  route  to  date  has  been  chosen.  There  is,  however,  on  file  several 
tentative  schedules  from  the  several  lines  to  Key  West,  Florida,  for  consider- 
ation. 

No  rate  to  date  is  available,  due  to  lack  of  final  action  on  the  part  of  the 
inter-state  commerce  commission,  not  authorizing  a  one-way  fare  for  the 
round  trip  to  Havana,  this  office  has  been  advised  that  this  will  be  granted. 
However,  until  we  receive  this  from  the  proper  authority  we  can  only  assume 
that  the  fare  will  be  by  rail  $76.71  plus  Pullman  fare;  lower  $15.75;  drawing 
room  $55.00;  and  compartment  $44.25  for  the  one-way  service.  Comrades  liv- 
ing a  great  distance  from  Detroit  may  travel  direct  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  the 
point  where  special  train  will  be  made  up.  To  avoid  congestion  at  Key  West, 
Florida,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  arrive  at  Key  West,  Florida, 
on  the  morning  of  October  the  5th,  leaving  that  port  via  P.  &  O.  steamship 
to  Havana  at  8:30  A.  M.,  arriving  at  Havana,  3:30  P.  M.  the  same  day.  This 
will  place  Michigan  delegation  into  Havana  approximately  36  hours  prior 
to  the  official  opening  of  the  Encampment.  The  time  of  travel  from  Detroit 
to  Havana,  Cuba,  without  stop-overs,  consumes  approximately  70  hours,  or 
63  hours  from  Cincinnati.  Tickets  by  rail  are  good  for  30  days.  Stop-overs 
may  be  arranged  w^ith  conductors  on  return. 

No  stop-overs,  south-bound,  have  been  arranged.  This  is  in  compliance 
with  opinion  of  those  who  have  signified  their  intentions  of  going  to  Cuba.

(^OMMANDER  HENNING :  No  objection,  the  report  will  be  accepted 
and  placed  on  file.  Comrades,  this  is  an  important  report  and  I  hope  that 
everyone  of  you  listened  to  it.  There  are  three  ways,  or  two  ways  going — 
one  direct  by  rail  to  Key  AVest  and  then  by  boat,  which  will  take  you  into 
Havana  on  the  afternoon  of  October  5th.  You  will  travel  less  than  50  hours, 
if  you  take  the  stop-overs  from  the  trip.  This  is  the  trip  I  would  recom- 
mend. After  listening  to  the  various  representatives  of  the  railroads  and 
steamships,  the  best  possible  route  is  the  one  that  was  reported  leaving  De- 
troit on  the  evening  of  October  2nd  at  11 :80.  stop-over  four  hours  in  Chat- 
tanoga,  five  hours  in  Miami,  and  four  hours  in  Key  West.  You  will  arrive 
in  Key  West  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  at  4  :80  and  the  boat  will  leave  at 
8 :30  and  arrive  in  Havana,  Cuba  at  8  :80  the  afternoon  of  the  5th.  The  con- 
vention starts  on  the  7th.  You  will  be  practically  24  hours  ahead  of  the 
convention.  We  have  arranged  for  200  berths.  The  fare  at  the  present  time 
we  are  unable  to  give  you  officially,  because  the  tariff  is  not  out,  however, 
we  have  assurance  that  the  fare  quoted  will  be  around  Seventy-six  dollars  and 
some  cents,  round  trip  from  Detroit  to  Havana  and  back.  In  the  near  future 
a  General  Order  will  be  issued,  which  will  inform  the  Comrades,  who  live 
away  from  Detroit,  how  to  get  the  train  that  leaves  Detroit,  or  Cincinnati, 
or  some  other  point,  so  that  you  will  connect  with  that  same  train  and  the 
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Michigan  Delegation  will  l)e  all  in  one  body.  You  may  go  by  Boston  or  New 
York.  The  American  Express  Company  have  a  boat  out  of  New  York. 
The  other  boat  is  via  Boston.  There  are  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
both  ways.  There  is  no  question  but  what  those  that  desire  to  go  from 
Havana  to  Santiago  will  be  unable  to  make  that  excursion,  unless  you  sacri- 
fice your  return  trip,  because  the  boat  will  not  wait  for  you.  Your  ticket  on 
the  railroad  will  be  good  for  30  days.  You  may  have  your  stoi>-over8  on  your 
way  back.  Unless  we  arrive  at  some  better  w^ay  of  going,  than  the  one  I  have 
explained  to  you,  I  would  recommend  to  the  incoming  Department  Com- 
mander that  that  will  be  the  official  one  to  the  Convention.

COMRADE  GRANGER,  CAMP  No.  46:  Comrades,  as  the  ballot  shows 
that  Mr.  Zylstra  is  in  the  lead,  anc\  I  believe  that  the  West  side  of  the  State 
has  the  most  delegates,  and  they  are  entitled  to  have  a  Junior  Vice  Depart- 
ment Commander  from  Grand  Rapids,  I  wish  to  ask  if  I  may  withdraw  the 
name  of  my  nominee,  Clifford  Curtis,  and  ask  everyone  that  supported  his 
nomination  to  cast  their  ballot  for  Zjlstra? 

Comrade  Ruggles,  Camp  No.  19,  withdrew  his  support  of  Comrade 
Granger's  nomination  of  Comrade  Curtis. 

COMRADE  HAMILTON,  CAMP  No.  5:  I  thought  these  nominations 
were  all  through.

SENIOR     VICE     DEPARTMENT    COMMANDER    HUNT,      Presiding; 
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Comrades,  are  there  any  of  you  who  have  not  voted?  If  all  have  voted  who 
wish,  we  will  declare  the  ballot  closed.  The  Tellers  will  retire  and  count  the 
ballot.  We  will  all  be  seated  Comrades.  While  we  are  waiting  for  the  re- 
port of  the  Tellers,  I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  our  Comrade,  Gover- 
nor Fred  W.  Green. 

GOVERNOR  FRED  W.  GREEN :  I  don't  feel  like  inflicting  any  speech 
on  you,  I  know  you're  warm  and  there  are  two  of  you  that  I  know  personally, 
that  are  dry.  I  just  want  to  tell  those  two  that  there  is  water  out  there  in 
the  other  room.  I  have  enjoyed  sitting  here  watching  the  balloting  and 
listening  to  all  the  talk  and  I  want  to  say  that  the  outcome  will  be — someone 
will  win,  and  some  one  will  lose — we  can't  all  win,  but  I  want  to  say  that  you 
aren't  going  to  make  any  mistake  whatever  way  it  happens  to  go.  Always 
the  man  you  elect  is  the  man  who  will  aid  the  organization  and  that  is  what 
you  are  doing  in  this  election.  You  are  putting  in  men  that  will  do  this  and 
it  is  quite  an  important  thing  who  you  do  select.  If  you  stop  and  think  what 
this  organization  has  accomplished  for  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors,  dependents 
and  widows^ — it  is  by  sticking  and  working  together  that  you  have  been  able 
to  bring  this  organization  up  where  it  is  today.  You  were  not  able  to  do 
these  things  when  you  first  started.  Now  you  are  standing  together  and  every 
man  who  was  a  member  of  that  Volunteer  Army,  certainly  owes  it  to  himself 
to  keep  right  on  fighting.  When  he  wins  he  is  a  good  winner,  and  when  he 
gets  licked,  he  knows  how  to  lose.  That  is  a  fine  thing.  You  can't  all  win 
this  afternoon,  somebody  is  going  to  get  licked,  but  the  fellow  who  is  licked 
Is  the  one  to  whom  the  rest  will  say,  "we'll  try  again  next  year,"  That's 
the  way  it  goes ;  that's  the  way  it  should  go.  I  think  the  athletic  games  we 
have  among  the  boys  and  girls  are  certainly  going  to  be  a  good  thing  to 
educate  these  fellows  to  be  good  losers.  You  know  you  admire  the  fellow 
who  will  stand  up  and  fight— there  are  so  many  people  who  simply  won't 
fight  for  themselves — they  aren't  any  credit  to  themselves,  or  anybody  else. 
The  thing  I  know  you  are  interested  in  and  the  thing  you  expect  me  to  be 
interested  in,  is  not  the  activities  of  the  soldiers  of  all  the  wars — I  know  you 
will  be  glad  to  have  me  tell  you  that  we  haven't  finished  with  all  the  things 
we  had  before  us.  We  had  an  appropriation  from  the  Legislature,  but  unfor- 
tunately they  forgot  to  put  a  tax  clause  on  it  and  you  know  an  appropriation 
without  a  tax  clause,  doesn't  mean  much.  We  have  appropriated  about  $80,- 
000,  however,  trying  to  make  the  Soldiers'  Home  a  little  better.  The  old  boys 
used  to  have  to  sit  around  on  stools.  We  have  new  beds.  We  have  the 
dining  room  where  it  has  chairs  in  it,  and  it  is  a  very  livable  place.  It  isn't 
any  great  thing,  we're  not  particulary  proud  of  it,  but  it  is  comfortable. 
They  are  being  well  housed.  We  are  spending  $15,000  on  what  might  be 
entirely  unnecessary  at  a  reunion,  but  is  entirely  necessary  at  the  Soldiers' 
Home — that  is  a  water  supply.  There  is  the  land  at  Higgins  Lake.  You  are 
trying  to  outline  a  program  for  improvement.  The  land  isn't  very  helpful, 
so  it  is  up  to  you  to  map  out  a  program  to  come  before  the  legislature.  You 
have  good  friends  there  and  I  know  they  will  lend  an  ear  to  your  requests. 
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I  don't  believe  you  can  ask  anything  reasonable  that  the  Legislature  won't 
give  to  you.  I  have  always  found  that  the  Legislature,  witiiout  any  exception, 
has  been  willing  to  listen  and  do  for  the  men  who  have  worn  the  uniform. 
I  just  want  to  congratulate  you  on  your  work.  I  am  going  right  on  through 
to  the  meeting  of  the  Snaix,  so  I  am  going  to  continue  to  have  a  good  time. 
It  is  fine  to  have  a  reunion.  It  is  fine  for  you  to  get  together  and  I  am  wish- 
ing for  you  every  success.  I  am  trying  to  be  the  kind  of  Governor  that  will 
reflect  credit  on  you  men,  because  I  have  associated  with  you,  and  if  I  make 
mistakes,  and  if  I  go  wrong,  this  might  reflect  on  you,  so  I'm  going  to  try  to 
be  just,  to  do  the  honest  and  decent  things  that  may  win  you  men's  approval. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  Before  the  Governor  leaves,  I  just  want 
to  say  that  during  my  administration  it  has  been  necessary  for  me  to  go  to 
Lansing  on  several  occasions  and  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  have  received 
the  most  courteous  co-operation  from  the  Governor  at  all  times.  1  have  never 
gone  to  Lansing  without  telling  him  in  a  few  words  what  I  wanted,  and  he 
would  tell  me  just  what  to  do.  I  just  want  all  of  you  to  know  the  co-opera- 
tion the  Governor  has  given  this  administration  during  my  term  of  office. 

GOVERNOR  GREEN :     I'm  going  to  stay  until  I  see  how  the  fight  comes

There  will  be  a 
dance  at  the  Moose  Temple.  Comrades,  we  will  now  liear  from  the  Com- 
mander-elect,  Comrade  Hunt. 

COMMANDER-ELECT  ERNEST  A.  HUNT:  Commander  Henning  and 
Comrades,  I  cannot,  in  words,  express  the  appreciation  that  I  feel  for  the 
honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me  this  afternoon,  as  well  as  the  two  pro- 
ceeding years  before  this.  It  sure  is  a  great  honor  to  be  at  the  head  of  what 
I  consider  the  grandest  organization  in  the  United  States,  to  which  any  of  us 
are  eligible  to  get  into,  and  I  bar  none,  and  I  am  a  member  of  several  frater- 
nal organizations.

I  might  say  that  I  admitted  the  first  colored  post  in  the  American 
Legion,  the  Tom  Phillips  Post  in  Detroit.  I  am  liberal ;  I  am  tolerant.  Our 
country,  as  Lincoln  said,  couldn't  continue  half  slave  and  half  free.  We  are 
asking  them  to  come  in — we  must  think  these  things  over. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  We  will  hold  that  over  until  tomorrow^ 
morning.

I  declare  the  25th  annual  encampment  open  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness.

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT,  COMRADE  S.  V.  COMMANDER:  All 
present  or  accounted  for. 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  Department  Commander,  I  have  the  hon- 
or of  reporting  a  delegation  from  the  G.  A.  R.  at  the  outpost. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  HUNT:  You  will  assemble  the  colors 
and  escort  the  representatives  of  the  G.  A.  R.  to  this  station. 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL :  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Senior 
Vice  Commander-in-Chief  from  the  G.  A.  R. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  HUNT:  (Invites  the  delegation  to  take 
seats  on  the  platform).  Comrades,  we  have  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  from  the 
Senior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief,  w^ho  is  representing  his  Chief.  Camp  Sa- 
lute.   Comrades,  w^e  will  be  glad  to  have  some  remarks  from  you. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF  OF  THE  G.  A.  R. :  Commander, 
jind  comrades,  I  am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  represent  the  Commander  in- 
Chief  on  this  occasion.  I  was  a  little  fearful  last  night  that  I  might  miss 
your  convention.  I  know  positively  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  sends  his 
jj:reetings  to  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  Michigan,  and  he  will  be  glad  to 
have  my  report  to  that  effect.  It  also  gives  me  personal  great  pleasure  to  be 
with  you  for  a  few  minutes.  I  am  reminded  of  about  twenty-five  years  ago, 
probably  about  there  will  carry  us  back  to  your  situation,  and  I  can  tell  you 
that  we  have  great  love  and  respect  for  the  members  of  the  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans. We  know  what  you  did  and  we  know  how  you  did  it  and  we  fully 
appreciate  it.  I  am  one  of  the  younger  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  I  went  into 
the  service  at  the  age  of  16,  and  with  my  father,  and  I  have  taken  great  in- 
terest ever  since  in  the  G.  A.  R.  and  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  It  is  need- 
less for  me  to  assure  you  that  the  Grand  Army  all  appreciate  what  the  vet- 
erans of  the  Spanish  War  did  and  the  influence  that  they  exert,  and  their 
friendship.    It  has  a  great  meaning.    You  know  we  are  at  a  time  just  now 
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when  the  opportunities  are  good  for  the  outlawry  of  war,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  every  one  of  you  now  to  help  that  matter  along.  While  we  want  to  be 
ready  for  war,  we  don't  want  war.  Nobody  w"ants  war,  and  we  have  great 
hopes  that  during  the  next  year  or  so,  war  will  be  outlawed.  If  it  is  so,  you 
can  say  that  you  have  lived  in  one  of  the  most  important  generations  of  this 
country ;  I  think  that  will  be  one  of  the  most  important.  We  take  the  credit 
of  living  in  a  generation  of  more  advantages  than  any  other  generation  so 
far,  and  while  we  don't  know  what  is  in  store  for  us  in  the  future,  we  still 
believe  that  the  generation  of  the  G.  A.  R.  has  been  one  of  the  most  advan- 
tageous, and  you  are  to  carry  it  on.  Now,  I  don't  propose  to  take  up  much 
of  your  time  this  morning,  you  are  busy ;  we  are  all  busy,  but  I  wanted  to 
present  myself  in  the  interest  of  the  G.  A.  K.  and  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and 
to  assure  you  of  his  hearty  co-operaticm  with  you,  and  desire  for  you  to  carry 
on  for  all  time.  I  have  a  little  story  about  being  good  for  something.  Every- 
body is  good  for  something,  no  matter  how  small.  To  illustrate :  A  man  by 
the  name  of  Murphy  lived  along  the  bank  of  a  creek  and  he  was  quite  a  fish- 
ernuin.  He  wasn't  good  for  anything  else,  but  he  was  a  great  fisherman.  He 
would  fish  for  eels  for  days  and  days,  and  one  day  his  body  was  found  float- 
ing on  the  water,  dead,  with  two  eels  in  his  pockets,  and  it  was  decided  one 
of  the  men  should  go  and  tell  his  wife.

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  HUNT:  Will  our  other  comrade  give  us 
a  few  words?    I  didn't  get  your  name. 

Second  repi;esentative  of  the  greetings  committee  from  the  G.  A.  R. :  Com- 
mander, Comrades,  your  Commander  here  says  he  doesn't  recall  my  name.  I 
thought  every  old  spotted  dog  in  Kalamazoo  knew  who  I  was.  I  can  only  say 
that  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  meet  with  you.  We  depend  on  you  to  up- 
hold what  the  Grand  Army  stands  for.  It  is  true  you  have  followed  us  for 
the  past  ten  years  and  have  stood  with  us  faithfully.  We  feel  proud  of  you 
and  we  hope  Comrades,  that  you  boys  will  continue  in  the  future  to  carry  on

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DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  Department  Commander,  Qansser  is  not 
here. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  HUNT:  Are  there  any  other  members 
of  the  Resolution  Committee  here?  There  are  some  resolutions  left  over. 
The  resolutions  as  I  understand,  are  in  the  hands  of  Comrade  Qansser.  We 
cannot  take  that  matter  up  very  well  until  he  arrives  with  the  resolutions.  I 
don't  know  for  sure  just  what  they  refer  to,  whether  there  is  more  that  was 
to  be  revised  on  the  admission  of  the  colored  auxiliary  to  the  auxiliary, 
or  not. 

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT:  There  are  two,  one  on  the  colored  aux- 
iliary and  the  other  to  be  drawn  regarding  the  repairs  to  the  Soldiers*  Home. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  HUNT:  Any  one  any  question  to  bring 
up  at  this  particular  time? 

COMRADE  DOYLE,  CAMP  NO.  54:  I  have  had  some  inquiries  for  a 
blank  for  a  soldier  to  make  out  to  leave  in  case  of  his  death.  I  think  this 
matter  was  brought  up  last  summer  sometime  and  as  yet  we  haven't  l)eeu 
able  to  get  to  it.  I  was  wondering  if  there  is  such  a  blank  to  fill  in?  I  think 
it  covers  a  claim — it  is  sort  of  a  widow's  blank. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  HUNT:  You  mean  for  the  widows  to 
Iiave  something  for  filing  a  claim  after  the  death  of  a  comrade?  Comrade 
Rowe,  have  we  anything  like  that? 

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT  ROWE:  None  within  my  knowledge.  It 
might  be  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior  that  a  blank  of  this  descrip- 
tion can  be  obtained. 

COMRADE  ROGERS,  (^AMP  NO.  19:  For  the  enlightenment  of  the 
comrade,  I  might  say  that  the  ordinary  application  for  widows*  pensions  matle 
out  by  the  veterans  before  he  passes  on,  would  answer  this  purpose,  but  don't 
(late  it;  put  all  your  information  on  this  application  and  then  she  has  that 
to  use  with  all  data  when  it  is  necessary. 

COMRADE  FIX)OD,  CAMP  NO.  54 :  Some  years  ago  they  sent  out  such 
M  paper  from  the  Pension  Department,  which  I  suppose  comes  under  the  De- 
partment of  the  Interior  but  being  a  single  man  at  that  time,  I  wasn't  inter- 
ested in  the  matter  and  so  destroye<l  the  paper — I  think  that  is  the  paper  he 
has  reference  to. 

COMRADE  DOYLE,  Camp  No.  54:  There  is  a  case  in  camp  right  now, 
my  own  camp,  where  a  Comrade  pas.sed  away  and  when  his  widow  applied 
for  the  pension,  it  was  discovered  that  he  had  been  married  three  times, — 
she  never  knew  of  that.  They  located  the  divorce  from  the  second  wife,  but 
they  cannot  find  any  record  of  a  divorce  from  the  first  wife,  and  this  is  the 
sort  of  paper  that  goes  into  the  Department  that  they  don't  have  to  reveal 
these  things  to  their  wives  or  anybody.  It  is  this  sort  of  thing  that  deprives 
the  widow  of  her  pension. 
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COMKADB  BAILEY,  CAMP  NO.  51:  In  regard  to  this  comrade's  re- 
quest where  to  get  these  bhiiiks.  Our  Committee  on  Pensions,  in  our  camp, 
wrote  to  Washington  and  they  sent  blanlvs,  and  tliey  were  turned  over  to 
every  member. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  HUNT:  I  think  it  is  a  mighty  good 
plan,  Comrades,  if  every  I*enslon  Committee  will  send  a  list  of  names  to 
Washington  and  get  blankfi  sufficient  for  their  members  and  fdl  in  all  the 
data  shown  on  this  blank,  with  the  exception  of  the  date,  and  so  on,  and  pin 
that  right  to  your  discharge,  and  by  all  menus  have  your  discharges  registered 
with  your  ('ounty  Clerk.  If  you  lose  your  discharge,  you  can  at  any  time  go 
to  your  ('ounty  Clerk  and  get  a  certified  copy  of  it.  If  you  send  your  appli- 
cation in  to  the  Veterans  i bureau  for  hospitalization,  the  first  thing  you  have 
got  to  do  is  to  register  .^•()ur  discharge  and  send  a  copy  to  the  Veterans  Bu- 
reau with  your  application,  so  tliat  I  would  suggest  to  all  comrades,  who 
haven't  had  their  discharges  registere<l.  they  attend  to  the  matter  at  on(;e, 
and  then  procure  your  ai)plicntion  blanks  for  widows  l*ension  and  put  in 
everything  that  is  necessary,  so  that  your  Camp  Committee  on  Pensions,  or 
your  widow,  if  she  takes  up  the  pension,  will  not  have  the  trouble  and  delay 
that  has  been  caused  by  failure  to  get  this  information. 

C^OMRADE  BOURCK,  CAMP  NO.  47:  There  was  also  a  question 
brought  up  yesterday  regarding  your  discharges  and  some  one  mentioned 
that  they  were  lost.  This  indeed  is  unfortunate,  but  how  can  he  file  an 
application  for  hospitalization? 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  HUNT:  Under  your  Veteran's  act,  you 
must  file  a  certified  copy  of  your  discharge  with  the  Veterans  Bureau.  Now 
you  can  record  a  certified  copy  of  your  discharge  with  the  County  Clerk,  so 
you  don't  have  to  let  go  of  your  original  discharge  at  all.  Just  make  another 
copy  of  your  discharge  and  have  that  recorded.  The  only  additional  thing 
that  goes  on  that  record  with  the  certificate,  is  the  certification  of  the  Notary 
that  it  is  an  exact  copy  of  your  discharge,  so  you  don't  have  to  let  go  of  your 
discharge  at  all.  I  would  say  that  those  discharged,  who  served  in  the  Vol- 
unteer outfits,  can  procure  a  copy,  or  a  duplicate  of  your  discharge,  through 
the  Adjutant  General's  Office  in  Lansing.  Is  there  any  other  business  to 
bring  up  before  the  Resolutions  Committee  arrives? 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  a  delegation 
of  ladies  from  the  State  of  Ohio,  Auxiliary,  who  await  at  the  outpost 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  HUNT:  You  will  assemble  the  colors 
and  escort  the  ladies  to  the  platform.

COMMAXDEK  IlKNXIXCi  :  (Who  came  in  witli  tlie  ladies).  It  is  a 
little  bit  "Chesty"  for  us  to  introduee  a  Past  President  General.  We  are 
proud  to  have  a  Past  President  iJeneral  call  on  us.  She  came  all  the  way 
from  Cleveland  in  the  rain,  not  only  from  (Cleveland,  but  from  Ohio,  as  well. 
I  think  we  will  hear  a  few  words  from  the  Past  President  General,  Sister 
Clark  of  (^eveland. 

PAST  PKESIDKXT  (iEXEUAL,  FLOUEXCE  CLAUK,  Cleveland.  Ohio: 
Department  Commander,  Comrjide  pr€\siding,  and  Comrades;  I  would  like  to 
say  to  our  sweethearts  of  DS,  we  haven't  forgotten  that  many  years  back. 
In  fact,  I  want  to  extend  to  you  the  greet iujLCs  from  the  mother  of  the  organ- 
ization, lsal>el  Alexander;  she  is  a  member  of  my  organization  in  Cleveland. 
S\e  did  come  thi..  Uie  rain,  but  we  have  a  most  wonderful  time  and  i)erson- 
ally,  I  can  see  no  difference  l)etween  the  comrades  of  Michigan  and  the 
comrades  of  Ohio — (Api>lause) — they  all  are  of  the  same  type  1  believe — 
this  of  course,  1  don't  know,  (applause)  1  am  not  here  representing  Cleve- 
land ;  1  am  here  n^presentlng  our  l*ast  l)ei)artment  Commander-in-Chief, 
Cramer.

PAST  DEPAUTMEXT  PRESIDEXT  DAISY  WRAGG,  Toledo,  Ohio: 
Commander  and  Comrades  of  Michigan:  I  can  only  say  that  I  voice  the 
sentiments  of  Sister  Clark — that  we  will  have  our  winter  resort  and  that 
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Ohio  will  b€  completely  surrounded  by  Michigan,  (applause).  We  are  really 
happy  to  be  with  you,  and  this  is  my  second  Michigan  convention,  but  this 
is  the  first  time  I  have  ever  been  able  to  come  to  the  men's  convention.  I 
have  represented  the  Department  of  Ohio  on  a  good  many  occasions,  accom- 
panied by  my  husband  "Charlie" — as  you  probably  know  him.  I  visited  the 
Indiana  Convention,  extending  the  greetings  with  my  husband.

It  is 
June  23rd,  24  and  25,  and  26,  and  on  June  22nd,  we  are  going  to  dedicate  a 
World  War  Monument  at  the  State  House  Grounds.  Rice  W.  Means  is  to 
make  the  dedication  speech,  so  we  are  very  happy  about  it.  I  want  to  thank 
you. 

COMMANDER  HENNING  :  I  can  recall  not  so  long  ago  when  Toledo 
was  the  "Capital"  of  Michigan. 

SISTER  WRAGG:  Yes,  I  know  that.  I  worked  as  (^ashler  in  the 
Hotel  Boody,  during  1917  and  1918 — you  all  know  that  hotel — and  I  know 
what  you  say  is  true — it  certainly  was  the  "Capital"  of  Michigan  all  right. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  I  just  want  to  let  you  in  on  a  little  secret 
— "Charlie  Wragg  is  candidate  for  SheritT  in  Toledo.  I  can  say  that  you 
can  tell  him  when  you  go  back,  Daisy,  that  he  will  carry  Michigan  by  an 
unanimous  vote.  I  am  sure  of  that,  so  that  if  any  of  you  fellows  desire  to 
go  thru  Toledo,  you  may  go  thru  in  safety,  no  matter  what  you  may  have 
in  your  car,  you  are  guaranteed  protection.  That's  that.  I  want  you  to 
know  the  reason  I  was  so  anxious  to  know  if  there  were  any  vacant  lots 
left  next  to  Sister  Clark.  They  both  took  me  out  to  lunch  last  night  and  I 
know  of  nothing  I  would  like  better  than  to  be  a  neighbor  to  a  sister  from 
the  state  of  Ohio.  Before  you  retire,  Sister  Clark,  1  want  to  give  you  a 
delegate  badge.  In  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Michigan,  I  want  to  thank 
you  very  much  for  coming  to  see  us,  and  want  you  to  take  back  to  Cleveland, 
as  well  as  the  State  of  Ohio,  the  best  wishes  of  the  Michigan  Department 
for  the  success  of  the  Department  Convention  of  Ohio. 

Department  Marshal,  assemble  the  colors  and  escort  the  sisters  from  the 
room. 

Comrades,  there  are  two  resolutions  left  over  from  yesterday  to  be  acted 
on  this  morning,  and  since  that  time  Gansser  has  added  7  or  8  more  and  I 
don't  doubt  he  is  out  typing  them  either  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  or  at 
the  Park-American,  or  he  may  be  in  me  building  here.  Comrade  McCoU, 
will  you  kindly  retire  and  and  see  if  you  can  locate  Gansser? 

COMRADE  McCOLIu:     I  will,  Department  Commander. 
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COMMANDER  HRNNING :  While  we  are  waiting  for  that.  I  have  a 
Oommltte  to  announce ;  by  action  of  the  Encampment  yesterday — a  Committee 
for  Hlgglns  Lake.  On  that  committee  I  will  appoint  Comrade  Chapman, 
Payne,  Gansser,  Rogers,  and  the  committee  has  asked  that  your  humble 
servant  be  one  of  the  committee,  and  Comrades  Ireland  and  Gerdel.  This  Com- 
mittee will  organize  Itself  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  this  conven- 
tion, either  here  or  In  the  Park-American  Hotel,  because  we  want  to  start 
work  Immediately  upon  this  subject.  One  of  the  Comrades  asked  me  to  bring 
over  the  plan  of  Hlgglns  I^ke.  I  have  a  couple  of  photographs,  one  can  hold  It 
and  I  will  explain  as  few  things  to  you  that  are  not  clear.  Now,  fold  It  up 
if  you  wish  in  the  center,  some  one  come  up  here  and  hold  this  one.  Just 
stand  up  on  the  platform.  Any  of  you  that  knows  nothing  about  It,  come  up 
close.  (Here  Commander  Hennlng  outlined  the  photographic  copy  of  the  plat 
of  Hlggins  Lake).  Let*s  be  seated  so  that  we  can  get  thru.  Comrades,  the  reso- 
lution to  the  colored  auxiliary  has  been  taken  are  of  and  Comrade  Chapman 
has  something  to  suggest  along  those  lines.    Come  up  here  Comrade  Chapman. 

COMRADE  CHA1»MAN  :  Comrades,  I  have  a  motion,  at  least  I  have  a 
motion  that  I  wish  to  make,  but  I  thought  It  went  over  to  the  Resolutions 
Committee,  as  it  was  a  resolution  that  1  offered  at  the  Council  of  Administra- 
tion. After  conversing  with  Comrade  Gansser  and  some  of  the  other  members 
on  resolutions,  it  was  decided  that  It  should  properly  be  handled  as  a  motion, 
and  not  as  a  resolution-Commander,  and  Comrades,  I  offer  this  motion  "The 
Officers  of  the  Auxiliary  of  the  Department  of  Michigan,  U.  S.  W.  V.,  have 
requested  information  relative  to  the  qualification  for  membership  In  the 
U.  S.  W.  v.,  the  Annual  Convention,  now  assembled,  will  courteously  reply 
that  there  are  no  exceptions  or  qualifications  for  membership  In  the  organiza- 
tion, other  than  the  requirements  of  the  possession  of  an  honorable  discharge 
from  the  U.  S.  Army  of  the  war  with  Spain,  Uhlllpplne  Insurrection  and  Chi- 
nese Rebellion,  from  April  1898  to  July  1902,  and  unqualified  love  of  country, 
loyalty  to  Its  Institutions  and  ideals;  eagerness  to  defend  It  against  all 
enemies;  undivided  allegiance  to  the  flag;  and  a  desire  to  secure  the  bless- 
ings of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  posterity."    I  offer  that  as  a  motion. 

COMMANDER  HENNING  :     Is  that  supported? 

COMRADE  STEIN,  CAMP  No.  16 :  I  think  that  I  want  to  second  that 
motion. 

COMMANDER  HENNING:  You  have  heard  the  motion  as  supported. 
Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

COMRADE  KILLORAN,  CAMP  No.  40 :  May  I  ask  thru  you,  the  gentle- 
man who  just  presented  that  motion,  as  to  what  Its  purpose  and  Intention 
may  be? 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  Comrade  Chapman,  will  you  kindly  read 
your  motion  again  and  make  It  clear  just  what  It  Is? 
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COMRADE  CHAPMAN:  (Rereads  his  motion)  The  President  of  the 
Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Department  of  Michigan  and  her  aides  requested 
information  relative  to  the  matter,  or  what  would  he  the  policy  of  the  De- 
partment Officers  and  Department  Auxiliary  of  Michigan  in  admitting 
various  colored  organizations  to  their  organization,  or  really  a  sub  auxiliary 
to  the  Department  of  Michigan.  It  is  a  question  that  is  most  important  to 
the  IJ.  S.  W.  v.,  all  over  the  United  States.  We  so  stated  that  while  it 
would  be  very  beneficial,  yet  It  would  be  unbecoming  of  the  Department  of 
Michigan  of  the  1 1.  S.  W.  V.,  to  offer  any  suggestions  as  to  the  conduct  of  the 
Auxiliary,  and  It  would  be  unbecoming  of  this  organization  to  try  to  dlcate 
in  any  way  to  the  ladies.  Also  the  U.  S.  W.  V.,  are  now  about  reaching  their 
peak.  We  expect  to  see  a  gain  throughout  the  United  States  by  the  system 
they  are  working  In  getting  their  members  thru  the  Pension  Department, 
which  will  make  us  the  largest  organization  In  the  world.  I  think  there  are  about 
300,000,  If  we  had  them  all,  but  we  only  have  about  one-third,  or  less  than 
100,0(X)  on  our  pension  rolls  today.  You  will  recall  that  we  waited  25  years 
before  we  got  any  recognition.  The  recognition  finally  came  thru  constant 
hard  plugging,  and  until  we  got  suffh.'lent  membership  so  that  the  powers 
that  be  would  sit  up  and  take  notice.  We  don't  want  to  do  anything  that  will 
lessen  our  Influence  or  our  power.  At  the  same  time  we  want  to  keep  the 
organization  on  a  very  high  standard,  and  with  the  motion  I  have  just  offer- 
ed, after  going  over  It  very  carefully  and  studying  It  with  ('omrade  Gansser, 
it  w^as  thought  best  to  offer  It  as  a  motion,  rather  than  as  a  regular  resolu- 
tion, and  it  covers  the  entire  question  that  they  asked,  and  that  Is  what  we 
are  trying  to  accomplish  with   that  motion. 

COMRADE  RAVENS,  CAMP  No.  40:  1  would  like  the  Department 
Commander  to  again  read  that  motion.     It  was  a  little  noisy  back  here. 

COMMANDER  HENNINCf :  (Rereads  the  motion  by  Comrade  Chap- 
man).    Any  further  remarks  on  the  motion? 

COMRADE  ALEXANDER,  CAMP  No.  10:  The  support  of  this  motion, 
as  I  understand  It,  means  that  colored  people  will  be  admitted  to  the  camp 
and  the  Auxiliary.    Now,  do  we  all  understand  that?    If  we  do,  well  and  good. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  That  was  the  resolution.  The  resolution 
pertaining  to  that  matter  was  withdrawn  by  the  committee,  before  it  was 
adopted  and  was  to  be  presented  this  morning.  The  Resolution  Committee 
decided  to  present  the  matter  as  a  motion,  so  the  only  thing  you  have  to  act 
on  Is  the  motion  as  presented.  The  Resolution  that  the  colored  auxiliary  be 
admitted  to  the  Auxiliary  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  of  the  Department  of  Michigan 
is  not  to  be  considered,  and  we  are  acting  on  the  motion  as  presented  by 
Comrade  Chapman.    Comrade  Chapman,  will  you  explain  It  once  more? 

COMRADE  CHAPM4N:  In  reply  will  say  that  the  motion  covers  the 
regulation  of  the  Spanish  AVar  Veterans,  that  is  what  It  provides  in  the 
qualifications  for  membership  in  this  organization,  and  it  will  be  unbecoming 
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as  we  thought,  to  dictate  to  any  other  body  of  the  organization.  We  are 
simply  giving  them  the  information  as  to  the  qualification  for  memlwrshlp, 
and  it  means  nothing  more  than  what  the  regulations  say  and  have  said  all 
the  time. 

COMRADE  KILIX)RAN,  CAMP  NO.  40:  The  proposition  as  presented 
is  very  clear,  the  statement  cannot  he  misunderstood,  as  1  understand  the 
motion.  I  am  here  to  state  however,  that  I  would  have  opposed  the  resolu- 
tion most  emphatically,  for  varioiis  reasons.  I  would  suggest  to  those  who 
may  not  know,  that  this  information  is  the  result  of  the  Auxiliary's  effort  to 
(le<'ide  this  issue  for  themselves  over  a  year  ago.  The  Auxiliary  President 
has,  and  has  had  ample  power  at  any  time  to  have  grante<l  a  charter  to  a 
( olored  Auxiliary,  that  is  not  questioned.  When  that  question  was  presented, 
tlie  President  passed  it  on  to  the  Council  of  Administration  of  her  own  Aux- 
iliary. Tliat  Co>4ncil  of  Administration  was  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  best 
method  of  procoilure,  and  finally  decided  not  to  accept  the  responsibility,  and 
tliey  pass€Ml  it  bade  again  to  their  President,  and  she  in  turn  has  come  to  us 
for  information.  This  motion  in  itself  is  very  harmless.  It  can  do  no  harm. 
but  it  looks  like  tacit  acquiescence  to  me.  1  admit  that  we  shouldn't  inter- 
fere with  their  afTairs.  neither  should  their  affairs  interfere  with  the  work 
of  our  organization.  I  do  not  know  how  it  can  be  accomplished,  because  I  am 
not  so  conservant  with  our  rules  and  regulations,  but  it  seems  to  me  that 
when  we  impart  this  information,  that  we  should  ask  them  to  use  a  reason- 
able amount  of  discretion.  I  would  ask  the  liberty  of  inquiring  fnmi  the 
members  of  our  organization,  if  they  are  familiar  with  how  this  is  accepted 
in  the  Auxiliary?  The  President  of  our  Auxiliary  was  very  emphatic,  and 
very  positive,  to  the  extent  of  saying  that  she  would  tender  her  resignation, 
if  any  action  of  ours  would  open  the  doors  to  the  colored  people.  We  feel 
that  they  have  rights  and  privileges,  and  are  entitled  to  all  that  we  are,  and 
they  are  going  to  get  it.  They  have  had  (they  have  in  existence  now)  camps 
organized  for  themselves, — let  them  join  within  their  own.  I  claim  that  it 
is  not  fair  to  bring  them  in  and  subject  them  to  snubbing,  which  would  be 
the  result.  I  know  that  this  is  contrary  to  the  wishes  and  the  expressed 
statement  of  the  brightest  mind  of  the  negro  race — that  they  be  subjected  to 
snubbing.  They  want  to  work  out  their  own  salvation.  I  had  one  tell  me 
if  they  joined  they  w^on't  mingle  in ;  if  they  won't  mingle,  they  shouldn't  come 
in.  Certainly,  I  wouldn't  want  to  join  an  organization  if  I  couldn't  liave  all 
the  privileges,  or  if  I  had  to  beg  for  privileges.  If  there  are  political  reasons 
hack  of  it,  that  is  something  else.  If  we  have  to  depend  upon  their  votes  to 
j.et  something,  that's  fine.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  political  issue  is  In- 
volved whatsoever.  Nobody  can  tell  me  that  a  half  a  dozen  men  can  go  out 
and  control  50,000  or  60.000  votes  and  hold  them  in  the  palm  of  their  hand ; 
that  they  can  say  that  "If  you  will  do  this  for  us,  we  can  do  that  for  you." 
That's  ridiculous.  I  believe,  and  I'm  satified  that  to  any  body  of  intelligent 
men,  such  as  we  have  here,  it  would  be  so  positively  ridiculous  that  those 
lialf  dozen  men  would  be  buried  under  for  all  time,  as  far  as  they  are  con- 
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cerned.  Now,  there  is  a  Department  that  is  open  for  the  colored  veterans, 
and  within  that  Department  they  can  aspire  to  all  the  different  offices,  and 
they  can  reach  the  top.  We  know,  way  down  deep,  if  we  are  honest  with 
ourselves,  that  they  cannot  join  our  organization  and  reach  the  top.  We 
might  as  well  he  frank  with  one  another  and  call  a  spade  a  spade,  so  that 
they  understand,  so  that  there  is  no  use  of  dangling  before  their  eyes  the 
fact  that  they  can  get  an  office,  because  if  you  are,  then  you  are  absolutely 
working  a  hardship  on  them.    I  thank  you. 

COMRADE  McCOLL,  CAMP  NO.  9:  If  I  recall  correctly,  wasn't  it  the 
assertion  of  the  Auxiliary  President  that  no  matter  what  the  decision  of  this 
body  was,  they  would  use  their  own  judgment  as  to  admitting  a  colored  aux- 
iliary?   All  riglit  then,  I  make  a  motion  that  It  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Motion  supported. 

COMMANDER  HENNING  :  Will  you  withdraw  your  motion  and  sup- 
port temporarily?  We  will  comply  with  your  request,  but  with  the  consent 
of  the  Encampment,  I  would  like  to  speak  a  few  words. 

Motion  and  support  withdrawn  temporarily  and  consent  given  to  Com- 
mander Hennlng  to  proceed. 

COMMANDER  IIENNIXG :  Comrades,  when  this  question  first  came 
before  us — I  will  start  at  the  bej?lnnlng — an  application  was  made  In  Detroit 
for  a  colored  camp,  two  years  ago.  It  was  thoroughly  discussed  with  the 
Council  of  Administration,  and  also  with  the  comrades  of  the  Detroit  camp. 
A  meeting  of  the  Department  Council  of  Administration  was  called  and  be- 
fore the  Council  of  Administration  admitted  them  to  become  a  part  of  the 
Department  of  Michigan,  we  had  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Detroit  Camps. 
A  year  ago  an  application  was  made  by  this  camp  for  an  auxiliary,  and  they 
made  application  in  due  form  to  the  Department  President,  and  while  the 
President  had  power  to  Issue  a  charter,  she  decided  it  was  a  deep  question, 
too  deep  for  her  to  decide.  She  wanted  the  advice  of  our  Council,  so  she 
turned  it  over  to  the  Council  of  Administration;  they  turned  it  back  to  the 
President  General  with  the  recommendation  that  they  become  a  separate 
Auxiliary  in  Michigan.  Then  she  came  to  me,  asking  me  if  there  was  any- 
thing— or  rather  what  the  Comrades  thought  of  a  colored  Auxiliary  to  be- 
come part  of  the  Auxiliary  of  the  Department  of  Michigan.  In  order  to  get 
it  officially  from  our  own  organization,  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
Administration,  during  the  National  Encampment  in  Detroit,  and  a  motion 
was  made  and  passed  that  the  Department  Council  of  Administration,  were 
not  opposed  to  the  colored  Auxiliary  to  become  part  of  the  Auxiliary  of  the 
Department  of  Michigan.  The  Department  President  did  not  see  fit  to  call 
another  meeting  of  the  Department  Council  of  Administration,  but  referred 
it  to  the  Convention  at  this  time.  The  other  night  when  our  Department 
Council  convened  we  again  passed  the  motion  that  we  were  not  opposed. 
They  don't  have  to  come  and  ask  us  what  they  should  do — ^they  don't  haye  to 
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ask  us  anything.  However,  we  were  not  opposed  to  that  question  and  a  copy 
of  that  resohition  was  sent  to  them.  Now  the  Resolutions  Committee  Intro- 
(ince<l,  or  reinstated  the  resolution  as  passed  by  the  Department  Council  of 
Administration.  There  was  an  objection  made  to  the  adoption,  they  with- 
drew that  resolution  with  the  view  of  presenting  it  this  morning.  In  place 
<»f  that  resolution  the  committee  decided  upon  this  motion.  This  doesn't 
mean  anything,  it  merely  shows  them  the  rules  and  regulations,  that  is  all — 
it  is  merely  a  courteous  reply.  We  don't  opi)ose  the  colore<i  Auxiliary  becom- 
ing a  part  of  the  Auxiliary  of  the  Department  of  Michigan,  nor  do  we  c»on- 
sent — it  is  merely  a  nice  letter — that  is  all  there  is  to  it.  Now  do  you  wish 
to  make  that  motion?  I  hope  it  is  voted  down,  but  let's  give  them  something. 
The  motion  before  the  organization  is  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table  and 
that  is  supported.  All  in  favor  of  that  motion  will  manifest  by  saying  "aye" 
—opposed  "no".     (No  decision  arrived  at.)     Let's  have  a  rising  vote. 

COMRADE  KILSTROM,  CAMP  NO.  3:     It  is  true— 

COMMANDER  HENNING  :     The  motion  is  not  debatable. 

COMRADE  KILSTROM,  CAMP  NO.  3:  You  have  not  disposed  of  the 
motion  that  was  made  prior  to  the  motion  to  place  this  on  the  table.  I  was 
referring  to  the  prior  motion. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  A  motion  has  been  made  to  lay  the  matter 
on  the  table  and  it  is  not  debatable. 

COMRADE  KILSTROM,  CAMP  NO.  3:  That  motion  is  not  debatable, 
but  I  was  speaking  on  the  motion  that  was  before  the  body. 

COMMANDER  HENNING:  Just  a  minute,  Comrades.  (Reads  rules  on 
motions).  Therefore  a  motion  to  lay  a  matter  on  the  table  takes  precedence 
over  the  original  motion.  You  will  vote  on  the  motion  of  laying  this  on  the 
table.  All  in  favor  of  laying  this  on  the  table  will  rise.  (9  votes  to  lay  on 
the  table.)  All  those  opposed  will  rise.  Motion  lost.  Are  you  ready  for  the 
question?  All  in  favor  of  the  motion  as  presented  by  Past  Department  Com- 
mander Chapman  will  signify  by  saying  "aye"— opposed  "no."  Motion  car- 
ried. Comrade  Chapman  may  I  delegate  you  to  take  this  up  to  the  Depart- 
ment President?  You  may  take  the  Department  Chaplain  with  you  at  this 
time.  Comrades  we  have  another  resolution,  or  recommendation  made  by 
the  department  Inspector.  Department  Adjutant,  read  the  recommendation 
by  the  Department  Inspector  and  then  the  resolution.  (Adjutant  reads  re- 
port including  the  recommendation  by  Department  Inspector,  Gerdel,  and  the 
resolution  as  presented  by  him  to  the  Department  Council  of  Administration). 
<'Omrades,  are  there  any  of  you  who  do  not  understand  this  report? 

Department  Adjutant:     I  move  its  adoption. 

Supported. 

Motion  carried. 
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COMMANDER  IIENNINO  :  (referring  to  the  report  of  the  Department 
Inspector).  If  the  doctors,  lawyers,  and  !)uilders  will  leave  their  name  and 
address  here,  a  copy  of  this  resolution  will  be  forwarded  to  the  councils  of 
Administration,  of  the  various  Veteran  organizations,  who  in  turn  will  meet 
sometime  during  the  session  of  the  legislature,  or  just  prior  to  it,  to  present 
some  kind  of  a  bill  for  the  purpose  designated  therein.  Comrade  Zylstra 
should  be  a  big  help,  as  he  is  closely  connected  with  the  Soldiers'  Home  at 
Grand  Rapids.  We  haven't  anything  else.  Comrades,  I  w^ant  to  discuss  for 
a  minute  the  matter  of  tlie  Iliggins  Lake  lots.  I  will  get  sufficient  photo- 
graphic copies  made  of  this  plat,  i>ertaining  to  Higgins  Lake  so  that  you 
can  all  see  it.  The  large  plat  was  made  from  blue  prints  covering  almost 
this  entire  platform,  and  it  was  reduced  to  this  size  so  that  we  could  handle 
it,  through  the  co-operation  of  a  Comrade  in  Detroit,  William  Guttman,  one 
of  the  members  of  the  County  Hoard.  lie  had  one  of  the  girls  work  on  this 
for  almost  a  week  and  it  won't  take  much  more  work  to  run  off  20,  25,  or  30 
photographic  copies.  I  will  see  that  every  camp  in  this  state,  receives  a  copy 
of  this  plat  and  I  wish  you  would  take  it  up  in  your  camp,  for  the  purpose  of 
co-operating  with  your  committee,  so  that  we  will  be  able  to  come  to  you  next 
year  and  say  "your  club  house  is  there."  In  order  to  show  our  appreciation 
of  the  work  that  has  been  done  by  our  Comrade,  I  will  entertain  a  motion 
that  proper  resolutions  be  drawn  up  here  and  sent  to  Comrade  William  Gutt- 
man, who  was  made  an  honorary  member  of  a  Detroit  Camp  some  time  ago, 
thanking  him  for  the  fine  co-operation  he  has  given  the  Department  of  Mich- 
igan. 

COMRADE  RAVENS,  CAMP  NO.  40:  I  make  a  motion,  that  suitable 
resolutions  be  drawn  up  through  the  present  Commander  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  submitted  to  Mr.  Guttman. 

COMRADE  MARTIN,  CAMP  NO.  20:     Supports  the  motion. 

Motion  carried. 

COMMANDER  HENNING :  Is  there  any  Comrade  that  desires  to  bring 
anything  before  this  Encampment? 

COMRADE  STEIN,  CAMP  NO.  10,  made  a  very  Mattering  speech  as  re- 
gards blushing,  and  although  admonished  by  Commander  Henning  not  to 
"reneg",  no  notes  were  taken,  but  much  embarrassment  was  felt  by  the  stenog- 
rapher when  it  w-as  learned  she  was  being  presented  with  a  lovely  silver 
vanity,  on  behalf  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  It  would  be  impossible  to  tell  you  how 
much  your  gift  is  appreciated.  It  came  as  a  complete  surprise,  (and  I  couldn't 
do  justice  to  it  in  a  speech,  so  this  way  is  chosen  to  thank  you)  but  I  assure 
you  I  am  so  proud  of  it,  it  is  displayed  on  every  occasion,  and  "it  will  lie 
adopted  and  filed."  The  hours  spent  with  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  were  so  thoroughly 
enjoyed  that  repetition  would  be  a  pleasure.  (Elaine  Freeman,  Stenographer). 

COMRADE  ALEXANDER,  CAMP  NO.  16 :  It  has  come  to  my  attention

1()0,()00  MEMBERS  BY  JANUARY  1 

In  nuuil)ers  there  is  strength.  We  will  go  l)efore  Congress  at  the  coming 
session  to  ask  for  legislation  for  our  comrades  and  dei>endents.  The  strength 
of  the  Organization  will  mean  much  to  your  Commander-in-Chief  and  his 
Legislative  Committee  when  these  demands  are  made. 

The  goal  set  for  January  1,  1928 — 100,000  members — only  means  an  In- 
crease of  about  10  per  cent.  If  every  camp  in  the  Organization  will  increase 
its  membership  at  least  10  per  cent,  we  will  reach  the  figure  set  and  it  will 
give  your  officers  and  couuuittee  more  confidence  in  their  battles  for  your 
l)enefit. 

Let  every  comrade  constitute  himself  a  committee  of  one  to  increase  the 
membership  of  his  camp.  Tell  those  who  are  outside  the  fold  that  it  is  their 
duty  to  share  the  burden  of  the  Organization.  Convince  them  that  you  have 
been  carrying  on  their  battles  for  many  years  and  that  most  of  them  are  now 
reaping  the  fruits  of  your  labor.  By  a  determined  effort  on  the  part  of  every 
comrade,  the  100,000  mark  in  our  membership  can  be  reached  by  January  1, 
at  a  time  when  a  larger  membership  will  be  most  beneficial  to  us.  With  this 
goal  attained  by  January  1,  the  incentive  for  the  new  camp  officers  to  continue 
recruiting  throughout  the  entire  legislative  period  will  be  immeasureably  in- 
creased and  should  result  in  recording  a  new^  high  water  mark  in  numbers 
gained  during  any  one  year. 

With  approximately  150,000  comrades  drawing  pensions  as  the  result  of 
our  labors,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  we  should  have  at  least  150,000 
members  in  the  Organization.     The  more  members  we  get  in  now,  the  more 
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workers  we  will  have  for  the  future.    It  is  to  your  interest,  comrades,  .to  bring 
our  Organization  up  to  its  maximum  strength. 

IS  YOUK  CAMP  DOING  ITS  SHAKE  IN  RECRUITING? 

In  the  first  General  Order  of  the  current  series  your  Commander  made 
a  personal  plea  to  secure  new  members  and  as  an  inducement  offered  a  loving 
cup  to  the  camp  which  secures  the  highest  i)ercentage  of  increase  in  member- 
ship during  the  period  from  July  1,  1927,  to  May  31,  1928. 

The  need  of  concerted  action  is  apparent  and  recruiting  should  be  fruitful 
when  it  is  known  that  150,000  veterans  of  the  Spanish-American  War  are 
receiving  pensions  whereas  the  membership  in  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  at  the  time  of 
the  National  Encampment  was  only  slightly  in  excess  of  90,000.  The  60,000 
pensioners  who  are  not  members  of  the  organization  are  scattered  throughout 
the  United  States  and  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  a  proportionate  number  are 
in  Michigan.     Let  us  get  them. 

SEMI-ANNUAL  REl»OI{TS  AND  PER  CAPITA  TAX 

Semi-annual  reports  for  the  term  ending  Dec.  31,  1927  should  be  pre- 
pared immediately  following  that  date  and  forwarded  to  the  Department 
Adjutant  accompanied  by  check  for  per  capita  tax  at  the  rate  of  40  cents 
per  member  In  good  standing,  which  Is  In  payment  of  tax  (National  and  De- 
partment) for  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1928.  Comrades  residing  in 
National  or  State  Soldiers'  Homes  or  are  Inmates  of  hospitals  for  Insane  or 
incurable  patients  are  the  only  members  who  are  tax  exempt.  (See  Article 
15,  Section  105,  par.  a,  of  the  liules  and  Regulations).  If  exemption  is 
claimed  by  a  camp,  the  name  of  each  comrade  and  the  Institution  In  which 
he  is  stationed  should  be  listed  In  the  report  If  sufficient  space  under  a  head- 
ing "Exemption  Claimed"  or  else  shown  on  a  separate  sheet  to  be  attached 
to  report. 

As  published  In  General  Orders  No.  2,  the  forwarding  of  reports  Is  a 
matter  which  should  greatly  concern  Camp  Commanders  and  they  are  again 
admonished  to  see  that  the  report  and  check  for  per  capita  tax  of  their  re- 
spective camps  are  forwarded  to  Headquarters  not  later  than  January  15, 
1928.  The  prompt  receipt  of  reports  from  all  camps  will  permit  a  finished 
report  being  sent  to  National  Headquarters  and  thus  give  the  department  a 
100%  rating  at  an  early  date.  Heretofore  the  delay  of  some  Camp  Adjutants 
in  mailing  reports  necessitated  the  preparation  of  about  four  partial  reports 
to  National  Headquarters  which  not  only  means  extra  work  but  is  also  a 
source  of  embarrassment  to  the  department.

of  death. 

UEPOUTING  DEATHS 

Camp  Adjutants  should  report  promptly  the  deaths  of  meml)ers  t'o  De- 
partment Headquarters.  The  notice  should  l)e  forwarde<l  in  duplicate  and 
the  Department  Adjutant  will  then  transmit  one  to  the  Department  Surgeon. 
Additional  blanks  can  be  obtained  from  the  Department  Quartermaster  when 
required. 

COPn^S  OF   DISCHARGE  CERTIFICATES 

In  connecticm  with  the  application  blanks  for  Certificate  of  Recognition 
as  a  Veteran  to  establish  eligibility  to  hospitalization  which  has  l)een  fur- 
nished to  Camps  by  National  Headquarters,  it  will  be  observed  in  paragraph 
4  of  that  form  that  certified  copies  of  all  Discharge  Certificates  of  the  Vet- 
eran must  be  attached  to  the  application  before  it  is  forwarde<l  to  the  nearest 
United  States  Veterans'  Bureau  Regional  Office. 

To  make  it  convenient  for  Comrades  in  preparing  copies  of  Certificates 
of  Discharge,  I^epartment  Headquarters  has  had  blanks  printed  and  a  supply 
(both  Army  and  Navy)  has  been  forwarded  to  each  camp.  Comrades  should 
see  to  it  that  the  copy  of  his  discharge  is  certified  by  a  Notary  Public  and 
seal  affixed  thereto  before  sending  it  with  the  application  to  the  Veterans' 
Bureau. 

PAST  COMMANDERS'  JEWELS 
In  the  future  Department  Headquarters  will  issue  Past  Commanders' 
jewels  in  the  small  size  only  as  the  large  size  is  no  longer  obtainable  from 
National  Headquarters.  It  is  requested  that  camp  requisitions  for  jewels  be 
made  as  expeditiously  as  po.ssible  to  permit  the  Department  estimating  the 
(luantity  it  shall  order  with  some  degree  of  accuracy.

Leave  of  Absence 
Leave  of  absence  will  be  asked  for  such  Government  employes  as  desire 
to  attend  the  National  Encampment  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  to 
be  held  in  Havana,  Cuba,  in  the  month  of  October,  1928,  identical  with  that 
granted  veterans  to  attend  the  American  Legion  Convention  in  Paris. 

HOSPITALIZATION 

The  provisions  granting  the  rights  of  hospitalization  to  veterans  of  all 
wars,  military  occupations,  and  military  expeditions  should  be  made  manda- 
tory upon  the  Veterans'  Bureau.  All  veterans  should  be  treated  alike  In  their 
rights  to  hospitalization. 

HEADSTONES 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  cemeteries  in  this  country  have  forbidden 
the  placing  of  marble  headstones  in  their  cemeteries.     The  law,  as  now  ex- 
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isting,  provides  the  Government  will  supply  marble  headstones  for  deceased 
veterans.  This  should  be  amended  to  permit  the  relatives  to  elect  whether 
the  stones  shall  be  marble  or  granite,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  various 
cemetery  associations.

Unquestionably  the  outstanding  achievement  which  has  taken  place  dur- 
ing the  present  administration  was  the  dedication  of  the  "Hiker  Memorial" 
at  Grand  Rapids,  Saturday  afternoon,  April  28.

The  memorial  w^as  conceived  by  Guy  V.  Henry  Camp  No.  3,  Grand  Rapids, 
and  to  that  camp  belongs  the  honor  of  carrying  out  the  project  to  its  comple- 
tion. The  dedicating  ceremonies  were  under  ideal  conditions  as  to  weather, 
and  dignitaries  of  officiating.  Men  prominent  in  our  organization  and  govern- 
ment were  on  the  program:  Commander-in-Chief,  Comrade  James  J.  Gar- 
rity;  Governor  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  Comrade  Fred  W.  Green;  former 
Governor,  Hon.  Chase  S.  Osborn:  and  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor  of  Grand 
Rapids. 
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The  events  of  that  auspicious  day  would  not  l>e  complete  without  men-

Subseipiently  to  the  publication  of 
that  Order  it  was  learned  a  monument  commemorating  the  war  was  erected 
in  Kalamazoo  some  years  ago. 

Headquarters,  with  contrite  apologies  to  the  comrades  and  citizens  of 
Kalamazoo,  corrects  the  unintentional  error,  and  the  Department  is  glad  to 
know  that  instead  of  one  there  are  two  memorials  in  the  state. 

MEMORIAL  DAY 
1.     Every  Camp  in  the  Department  of  Michigan  is  directwl   to  actively 
participate  in  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Sixty  years  ago  the  8()th  day  of  May  was  designated  and  set  apart  as  a 
(lay  of  National  Memorial  by  the  oflficial  order  of  General  John  A.  Ix)gan, 
rommander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  It  should  be  kept 
sacred  and  should  be  observed  by  our  entire  citizenship  as  a  day  of  pride  and 
irratitude;  pride  in  the  glory  of  our  naticm:  gratitude  to  her  defenders  living 
and  dead.  That  day  is  rich  in  the  memory  of  great  deeds.  Love  may  do  all 
in  its  power  and  yet  how  feeble  it  is  to  express  a  tribute  befitting  the  day  or 
appropriate  to  the  deeds  which  it  commemorates. 

Only  a  fading  fragment  of  a  once  magnificent  army  has  withstood  the 
tierce  charge  of  the  pa.s.sing  years.  The  wavering  line  of  blue  is  making  its 
last  stand  and  cannot  long  survive.  These,  too,  will  soon  fill  their  empty 
♦  anteens  from  the  living  springs  on  the  green  slopes  of  the  eternal  morning. 
Hut  their  achievements  are  in  the  care  and  keeping  of  a  grateful  people  who 
must  guard  them  as  a  sacretl  heritage. 

The  Republic  is  secure  so  long  as  we  continue  to  honor  the  memory  of  Its 
defenders.  It  is  for  us  to  be  "dedicated  to  the  unfinished  work  they  have  so 
nobly  advanced  and  from  our  honored  dead  take  increased  devotion." 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  member  of  our  organization  to  assist  in  keeping 
sacred  the  Day  of  National  Memorial  and  pay  deserved  tribute  to  those  who 
^irved  in  the  wars  of  our  Republic. 
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FLAG  DAY 

2.  In  response  to  the  demand  for  a  flag  representative  of  the  alms  and 
Ideals  of  America,  Congress  on  June  14,  1777,  adopted  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
as  our  National  Emblem.  Thursday,  June  14,  1928,  will  be  the  15l8t  birthday 
of  Old  Glory.  Camps  should  observe  the  anniversary  by  appropriate  exercises 
to  which  the  public  should  be  Invited,  and  should  encourage  and  promote  the 
observance  of  the  day  by  patriotic  programs  In  the  schools  and  by  proper  dis- 
play of  the  National  Colors. 

LEGISLATION   (National  General  Orders  No.  5) 
7.     The  Chairman  of  the  National  Legislative  Committee  has  made  a  re- 
port to  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  status  on  legislation.     The  following 
Is  the  status  of  bills  relating  to  Spanish  War  Veterans : 

H.  R.  8528  (Knutson) —Hearing  was  had  on  this  bill  on  March  20.  The 
Pension  Committee  has  not  made  a  report. 

H.  R.  7908  (Lehlbach)— This  is  a  bill  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  Gov- 
ernment employees  to  attend  the  National  Encampment  in  Havana.  It  has 
passed  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

H.  R.  12821  (Rogers) — This  is  the  appropriation  bill  for  new  hospitals 
which  will  give  added  facilities  for  hospitalizing  our  Comrades.  This  bill  has 
passed  the  House. 

H.  R.  10160  (Johnson) — This  Is  a  hospitalization  bill  and  provides  for 
mandatory  hospitalization  of  all  veterans.  The  bill  is  still  In  the  hands  of 
the  committee. 

H.  R.  12032  (Britten)— This  Is  what  Is  known  as  the  Warrant  Officers 
Pay  bin.    It  Is  still  In  the  hands  of  the  committee. 

S.  1513  (Robinson) — This  Is  the  Philippine  Travel  Pay  bill.  The  com- 
mittee has  not  reported. 

H.  R.  6523  (Wurzbach)— Retired  Enlisted  Men's  bill.  The  committee 
has  not  reported. 

H.  R.  6647  (Bacon)  ami  H.  R  11688  (Crail)— Yale  and  Harvard.  Com- 
mittee has  not  reported. 

H.  R.  232  (Morin)— This  bill  gives  Spanish  War  Nurses  the  privileges  of 
the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers.  Passed  both  Houses 
and  signed  by  President  on  March  26,  1928. 

S.  3798  (Norrls)— This  Is  a  bill  for  Incorporating  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans.    The  committee  has  not  reported. 

H.  J.  Res.  238  (Fish)  and  H.  R.  11923  (Guyer)— These  are  bills  to  grant 
preference  In  Government  employment  to  ex-service  men.  The  committee 
has  not  reported. 
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NATIONAL  ENCAMPMENT  AT  HAVANA,  CUBA 

October  7  to  12,  Inclusive 
Without  doubt  the  Encampment  to  be  held  in  Havana  will  be  well  at- 
tended, as  from  all  indications  enthusiasm  to  make  the  trip  is  rampant  in  all 
sections  of  the  country.  Realizing  normal  transportation  facilities  would  be 
entirely  inadequate,  the  Commander-in-Chief  ordered  the  Department  Com- 
manders to  appoint  Travel  Directors  for  their  respective  Departments  to  co- 
operate with  one  another  on  the  same  line  of  travel  and  with  the  National 
Committee.

It  is  imperative  that  if  Travel  Directors  are  to 
function  successfully  they  should  receive  the  information  requested  from 
time  to  time  and  without  undue  delay.

DEPT.  ADJUTANT  BURKART:  Department  Commander,  before 
offering  this  report,  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Depart- 
ment Commander,  upon  the  death  of  Comrade  Newcomb,  of  Stanwood,  Mich- 
igan. You  of  the  32nd  will  remember  Newcomb.  He  was  a  graduate  in 
medicine,  a  successful  practitioner  of  medicine  in  Reed  City,  Michigan.  At 
the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish  American  war  he  tried  to  get  Into  the  medical 
corps  and  failed.  He  offered  to  enlist  as  a  private.  Due  to  the  restrictions 
placed  on  the  acceptance  of  recruits  at  that  time  he  was  rejected  because 
he  had  false  teeth.  He  worried  over  this  matter  severely,  and  he  wrote 
me  several  times.  He  offered  to  enlist  as  a  private  If  he  could  be  of  any 
service  In  any  manner  at  all,  but  particularly  In  his  professional  capacity. 
I  conferred  with  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  and  placed  Comrade 
Newcopib's  letters  before  him.  He  told  me  to  wire  Dr.  Newcomb  to  come  to 
Tampa.  I  did  so.  Newcomb  came  and  paid  his  own  expenses  to  Tampa, 
Pla.,  and.  enlisted  In  John  Boor's  Company,  I  think,  as  a  private.  He  was 
Immediately  transferred  to  the  hospital  corps,  and  as  you  remember,  at  that 
particular  time  I  was  the  only  medical  officer  In  the  camp.  You  must  re- 
member him,  for  he  gave  you  all  good  care.  Now,  the  climax.  We  have 
been  for  twenty-five  years  endeavoring  to  get  this  man  a  pension,  and 
through  little  Intricacies  and  red  tape  at  Washington,  they  concluded  that 
he  had  served  not  quite  the  ninety  days.  He  was  two  days  short.  We 
proved  conclusively  by  affidavits  of  the  commanding  officer  and  others  that 
he  was  In  the  camp,  enlisted,  and  was  doing  duty  over  ninety  days.  Nothwith- 
standlng  that  fact  they  would  not  accept  It.  And  the  poor  fellow  grieved 
until  his  death.  He  was  receiving  a  pension  of  thirty  dollars  and  was  totally 
disabled,  has  been  for  years,  all  due  to  the  service  In  the  Spanish  American 
War,  to  which  I  have  testified,  for  I  have  known  him  over  forty  years. 
This  Is  the  Ingratitude  of  our  Government.  His  widow  Is  now  having  the 
same  difficulty  In  getting  recognition  from  the  Pension  Bureau.  Therefore 
I  wish  to  heartily  endorse  the  sentiments  expressed  by  the  Inspector  General 
when  he  says  It  Is  time  for  us  to  join  together.  It  must  be  "one  for  all, 
and  all  for  one."

The  system  which  has  been  followed  for  the  last  three  years,  relative 
to  reports,  and  remittances  from  Camps,  does  not  make  for  accuracy,  and  is 
confusing,  and  very  annojing  to  both  Department  Adjutant  and  Depart- 
ment Quartermaster.  The  constitution  specifically  states  that  all  reports, 
remittances,  etc.,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Department  Adjutant  and  from  there 
forwarded  to  Department  Quartermaster.  Fully  fifty  per  cent  of  all  reports 
are  sent  from  Camps  to  the  Department  Quartermaster  and  of  course  must 
be  remailed  to  Department  Adjutant,  causing  much  more  work  than  if  the 
proper  course  was  pursued.  This  unquestionably  impedes  progress  and  leads 
to  errors  in  bookkeeping.  I  heartily  endorse  all  that  Past  Department 
Adjutant  Rowe  said  relative  to  this  matter,  in  his  report  of  June  1,  1928  at 
Kalamazoo. 

Fortunately,  recent  legislative  assistance  will  warrant  the  maintenance 
of  a  permanent  office  in  Lansing  and  permit  the  Department  Quartermaster 
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to  give  his  entire  time  to  the  work,  eliminating  errors  nnd   annoynnce  at 
Headquarters. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  tiie  Department  Commander  and  Dejmrt- 
ment  Quartermaster,  for  assistance  rendered  during  this  my  third  term  as 
Department  Adjutant  and  I  feel  that  this  is  my  "Swan  Song**  as  an  officer 
of  the  State  organization.  Nearly  all  of  the  things  we  have  l>een  fighting 
for  have  been  accomplished  and  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  Mich- 
igan "has  arrived.''

DEPARTMENT  QUARTERMASTER  ROBERT  RATTRAY  :  Before  pro- 
ceeding with  my  report  I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  which  bear  upon  the 
address  of  our  Inspector  General  emphasizing  the  Imiwrtance  of  the  con- 
solidated co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  veteran  organizations  on  legislative 
matters.  During  the  past  session  of  the  Michigan  Ix»glslature  we  had  Intro- 
duced two  Bills  In  the  house, — one  for  our  Hlgglns  Lake  Shelter,  and  one 
for  our  headquarters.  These  bills  were  referred  to  the  (»ommlttee  on  Ways 
and  Means.  Representative  McEachron  was  chairman.  These  bills  were 
delayed  by  this  committee  for  a  long  period.  We  w^ere  unable  to  learn  why 
they  were  being  delayed.  We  were  promised  a  hearing.  A  delegation  came 
to  Lansing  for  the  purpose  of  this  hearing  and  were  disappointed  because 
the  hearing,  for  some  unknown  reason,  was  sidetracked.  Later  I  was 
fortunate  In  obtaining  a  brief  hearing  before  this  committee  on  these  bills. 
I  want  to  tell  you  what  this  committee  said  to  me  at  this  hearing.  I  first 
took  up  our  shelter  bill  and  explained  the  purpose  of  It.  Senator  McEachron, 
Chairman,  said  to  me  that  he  thought  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  were 
pretty  well  taken  care  of;  that  they  had  the  soldiers  home  at  Orand  Rapids. 
We  were  asking  for  assistance  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  shelter  at 
Iligglns  Lake  for  our  members  who  were  convalescent,  as  well  as  others, 
who  could  go  and  recover  their  health  and  strength.  And  still  the  chair- 
man of  this  committee  said  we  have  the  soldiers  home  at  Grand  Rapids. 
I  told  Mr.  McEachron  that  he  was  unfair  In  making  such  a  statement,  that 
we  did  not  propose  to  sacrifice  our  home  ties  and  go  to  the  soldiers  home. 
Representative  Campbell  of  Detroit  asked  this  question :  "How  many  mem- 
bers have  you  in  your  organization?"  Now,  had  we  the  consolidated  efforts 
of  our  own  organization  and  the  assistance  of  other  organizations  in  Mich- 
igan we  would  not  have  had  that  trouble  In  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
committee. 
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I  just  wanted  to  make  these  remarks  to  emphasize  what  our  Inspector 
General  has  said,  that  we  must  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  veteran 
organizations  if  we  are  going  to  get  any  where  at  all  on  legislative  matters. 
Just  bear  those  things  in  mind.

During  the  past  year  I  visited  Guy  V.  Henry  Gamp  No.  3,  Grand 
Rapids,  Seymour  Howell  Camp  No.  6,  Adrian,  A.  J.  Babcock  Camp  No. 
20,  Flint,  Palmer-Gray  Camp  No.  55,  Tecumseh,  and  E,  L.  Hamilton  Camp 
No.  57,  Niles,  on  business  pertaining  to  this  office.  Advantage  of  these  visits 
was  taken  to  talk  on  our  Higgins  Lake  Shelter. 

I  spent  considerable  time  during  the  1929  session  of  the  Michigan  Legis- 
lature looking  after  the  interests  of  the  Department  of  Michigan.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  we  were  successful  in  securing  the  enactment  of  two 
bills,  one  providing  for  an  appropriation  for  our  Higgins  Lake  Shelter  and 
one  providing  for  our  permanent  Headquarters  Office  in  the  State  Office 
Building.  This  latter  bill  also  provides  for  the  printing  of  the  annual  pro- 
ceedings of  our  Auxiliary. 

In  my  report  for  the  term  ending  June  8th,  1928,  I  submitted  statistics 
regarding  our  membership  records.  Among  other  items  was  shown  a  total 
suspension  of  1689  members  from  date  of  Institution  of  the  Department  to 
January  1st,  1928.  Our  net  loss  by  suspension  for  the  past  year  was  33, 
making  a  grand  total  net  loss  by  suspension  to  January  1st,  1929,  of  1722 
members. 

In  as  much  as  we  have  reached  the  period  where  eligible  veterans  are 
not  as  numerous  as  In  former  years,  I  would  recommend  that  a  concerted 
effort  be  made  by  the  Department,  with  the  Camps  co-operating,  In  the  matter 
of  reinstatements.  This  is  possible,  now,  with  State  aid  in  financing  our 
Headquarters  Office. 

Concluding  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  Department 
Commander,  Ernest  A.  Hunt,  and  our  Department  Adjutant,  Dr.  John  L. 
Burkart,  for  their  very  kind  and  generous  co-operation  In  all  matters  relating 
to  my  office.

COMMANDER:  Next  in  order  is  a  report  of  the  Department  In- 
spector, A.  G.  Gerdel. 

To  Department  Commander  Ernest  A.  Hunt  and  members  of  the  26th  Annual 
Encampment  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Comrades : 

On  March  16th  I  called  on  the  Wayne  County  Infirmary  at  Eloise.  Dr. 
Bennet,  who  was  then  in  charge  of  the  Infirmary,  informed  me  that  there 
were  four  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  72  World  War  Veterans  in  the  In- 
stitution, most  of  them  psychopathic  patients.  I  would  suggest  that  a  com- 
mittee of  two  be  appointed  from  one  of  the  Detroit  camps  to  investigate 
the  conditions  of  these  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  if  they  are  psychopathic 
that  a  request  be  made  to  Mr.  L.  E.  Ellis  manager  of  the  Veterans  Bureau 
Office  In  Detroit,  having  these  Veterans  transferred  to  a  Veterans  Bureau 
Hospital,  under  Section  202,  Paragraph  10  of  the  hospitalization  Act. 

May  1st  I  called  at  the  U.  S.  Veterans  Hospital  No.  100  at  Camp 
Custer.  Dr.  R.  P.  Hintz,  chemical  director  of  the  institution,  received  me  very 
cordially  and  suggested  that  we  visit  the  various  buildings.  I  found  all 
the  wards  in  perfect  condition  as  to  cleanliness  and  sanitation.  I  also  found 
the  institution  equipped  with  all  modern  medical  apparatus  for  the  exam- 
ining and  care  of  the  patients.  About  11 :30  we  entered  the  dining  room, 
where  most  of  the  700  patients  are  fed,  the  food  I  saw  and  tasted  was 
wholesome  and  well  cooked.  The  four  Spanish  War  Veterans  I  reported  last 
year  in  the  institution  are  still  under  treatment  except  Charles  Stark  who  has 
been  discharged  and  a  John  Hart  who  has  taken  his  place. 

On  May  17th  I  called  on  the  Soldiers  Home  at  Grand  Rapids  and  found 
the  following  conditions. 

At  present  the  home  is  caring  for  138  Grand  Army  Men,  103  Spanish 
War  Veterans,  53  World  War  Veterans  and  247  Widows  of  Veterans.  The 
Hospital  is  caring  for  141  patients. 

The  Home  employs  190  persons  and  has  10  officers  including  the  board. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Veterans  is  $1.58  per  capita. 

Captain  J.  Stronach  asked  if  I  would  like  to  see  some  of  the  improve- 
ments made  on  the  various  building  on  the  grounds.  The  main  building 
has  been  equipped  with  a  recreation  hall  in  which  there  are  several  pool 
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and  billiard  tables  for  the  use  of  the  veterans,  the  rooms  and  the  halls  of 
the  building  have  been  painted  which  makes  the  interior  of  the  building 
much  more  attractive  than  it  was  last  year  when  I  inspected  it.  Hie 
cleanliness  and  sanitation  I  found  good  considering  the  conditions  of  the 
buildings.  I  have  attached  a  menu  of  the  food  for  the  week,  which  is  changed 
according  to  the  supply  of  fresh  vegetables  and  fruits  that  are  in  season. 

Col.  E.  H.  Campbell,  Adj.  D.  C.  Ingram  and  Capt.  J.  Stronach  are  to 
be  commended  on  the  work  they  are  doing  in  the  home.  There  has  been  a 
remarkable  change  to  the  better  since  these  officers  have  taken  charge.  I 
can  say  this  without  fear  or  favor  as  I  have  visited  the  home  about  three 
times  a  year  for  the  past  ten  years. 

Should  the  Home  be  remodeled,  which  we  all  hope  it  will  be,  I  would 
suggest  that  a  quarantine  be  built,  where  all  newcomers  and  those  that  re- 
turn after  a  furlow  be  placed  for  an  examination  as  to  their  health  and 
cleanliness  before  they  are  consigned  to  a  room.  This  is  done  at  all  other 
similar  State  Institutions  to  prevent  contagious  diseases  and  the  spreading 
of  vermin  through  the  buildings. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  200,000  persons  eligible  to  the  Home. 
These  consist  of  Veterans  of  all  the  wars  and  their  widows.  It  is  under- 
stood that  all  of  these  200,000  will  never  apply  for  admission  to  the  Home 
but  I  just  wished  to  mention  these  figrures  for  your  consideration  as  to  what 
the  population  of  the  Home  might  be  in  the  next  twenty  years,  therefore 
I  suggest  that  we  continue  our  request  from  the  State  Legislature  and 
Senators  for  appropriations  for  the  betterment  and  enlargement  of  the 
Home. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  those  who  assisted  me  in  making  the 
inspection  of  the  various  camps  and  to  the  Department  Commander,  Ernest 
A.  Hunt,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  honor  conferred  upon 
me  and  I  assure  you  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  under  your  admin- 
istration.

Report  of  Travel  Director 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MICHIGAN 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans 

Ernest  A.  Hunt, 

Commander  Dept.  of  Michigan. 

Dear  Comrade  Commander : 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  as  travel  director  for  the  Dept. 
in  connection  with  movement  of  Michigan  Delegation  to  the  30th  National 
Encampment  held  at  Havana,  Cuba,  Oct  7  to  12,  1928. 

The  Special  Train  which  carried  the  Michigan  Delegation,  via  Michigan 
Central,  Big  Four,  Southern,  Florida  East  Coast  R.  R.,  and  the  P.  and  O. 
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Steamship .  Co.  left  Detroit  on  time.  The  train  consisted  of  the  following 
equipment,  one  baggage  car,  one  club  car,  two  dining  cars,  one  observation 
and  7  all  steel  Pullman  cars.  Then  there  was  a  total  of  206  ix^ople  on  the  train 
until  we  arrived  at  Jaclcsonville  where  6  more  people  joined  our  party  having 
driven  their  autos  to  this  point,  and  at  arrival  at  Miami  where  we  were 
joined  by  16  people  who  motored  to  the  last  named  city.  This  made  a  total 
of  228  people  on  our  train  on  arrival  in  Key  West,  Fla. 

One  stop  was  made  en  route  at  Miami,  at  which  city  we  were  met  by 
the  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Comrades  of 
the  local  Camp.  After  the  greetings  and  introductions  the  entire  Michigan 
Delegation  was  taken  on  board  a  fleet  of  motor  busses  for  a  three  hour 
sight  seeing  trip  about  the  city  and  along  the  sea  shore  over  the  beautiful 
and  well  known  Biscay  an  Bay  Blvd.  We  returned  to  the  Alcazar  Hotel 
where  we  enjoyed  a  sea  food  dinner.  The  local  Camp  and  the  Auxiliary  gave 
an  entertainment  followed  by  dancing. 

Our  train  left  Miami  about  midnight,  arriving  at  Key  West,  Fla., 
early  morning.  Breakfast  was  served  at  the  depot  after  which  we  boarded 
the  Str.  Miami  of  the  P.  and  O.  Steamship  Co.,  and  sailed  at  9:00  A.  M. 
The  weather  was  very  fine,  It  was  not  long  before  each  of  the  228  on  board 
developed  their  sea  legs,  and  the  show  was  on.  I  prefer  at  this  time  to 
stop  as  we  have  just  crossed  the  13  mile  limit,  and  suffice  to  say  that  all's 
well. 

On  arrival  at  Havana  Harbor  no  time  was  lost  unloading,  and  the 
customs  officers  were  fine,  no  one  was  even  asked  to  open  their  traveling 
bags.  Motor  busses  were  In  waiting  and  almost  Instantly  we  were  taken 
to  the  Hotel  Slvllla-Blltmore,  where  Dept.  Headquarters  were  established, 
and  in  less  than  one  hour  after  arrival  190  of  delegation  were  In  their 
respective  rooms.  This  was  made  possible  because  of  the  early  reservations 
made  by  the  delegation,  with  travel  director.  The  hotel  management  deserves 
a  lot  of  credit  in  the  courteous  manner  they  took  care  of  the  Michigan 
delegation.  I  do  not  Intend  to  give  any  details  of  the  time  spent  In  Cuba,  as 
I  deem  this  the  work  of  others. 

A  part  of  the  Michigan  Delegation  traveling  by  steamer  from  Boston, 
Mass.,  was  16,  and  9  by  steamer  from  New  York.  The  number  that  traveled 
by  rail  via.  Penn.  R.  R.  is  not  known  by  me,  having  received  no  report  of 
this  movement,  unless  such  report  was  made  direct  to  the  Commander  of 
the  Dept. 

A  word  of  praise  for  the  Cuba  Club  is  proper,  for  the  very  fine  co- 
operation accorded  the  travel  director.  It  was  this  Club  that  footed  the  bills 
incurred.  A  total  of  972  pieces  of  mall  were  received,  of  which  422  required 
and  were  answered,  a  total  of  19  cablegrams  were  exchanged  between  hotel 
management,  Cuban  government  and  myself.

And  he  desires  among 
other  organizations  that  I  should  visit  was  yours,  that  I  might  take  to 
you  his  warmest  greetings  and  his  regrets  that  he  could  not  be  with  you  in 
person. 

You  sent,  Commander,  to  the  Grand  Army,  yesterday,  a  committee,  and 
one  of  the  members  of  that  committee  gave  us  a  very  eloquent  address,  in 
which  he  had  very  much  to  say  about  Abraham  Lincoln.  Fortunately  I  can 
say  that  I  had  at  one  time  the  privilege  of  shaking  hands  with  Abraham 
Lincoln.  (Applause)  And  at  an  earlier  day,  when  I  was  but  eight  years 
of  age,  I  had  the  honor  of  shaking  hands  with  the  last  surviving  member 
of  Washington's  body  guard.     That  is  rather  a  startling  statement. 

Back  in  1858,  when  Congress  closed  its  session,  Senator  Douglas,  in 
going  back  to  Illinois,  went  by  the  way  of  New  York  City.  I  was  acquainted 
with  a  young  Democratic  politician  in  New  York  who  had  spent  the  previous 
winter  in  Washington,  and  by  reason  of  his  great  ability  had  become  quite 
a  protege  of  Mr.  Douglas.  He  was  stopping  at  a  hotel  in  Union  Square, 
New  York.  And  my  young  Democratic  friend  said  to  me  "Would  you  like 
to  go  up  and  call  on  Senator  Douglas?"  In  1858  I  was  a  boy  of  seventeen 
years  of  age,  greatly  interested  in  the  politics  of  the  day.  We  went  to 
the  hotel,  sent  our  cards  up,  and  shortly  Senator  Douglas  came  down  to 
the  parlors.  My  heart  stood  almost  still  as  he  came  into  the  room, — for 
he  was  my  hero  of  those  days.  I  had  been  very  much  taken  with  his 
doctrine,  which  consisted  of  a  proposition  that  the  territories  should  be 
permitted  to  vote  when  they  were  taken  into  the  union  as  states,  as  to 
whether  they  would  be  free  of  slave  states.  Douglas,  short  of  stature,  rather 
thick  set,  heavy  growth  of  hair  inclined  to  curl,  and  he  looked  what  he 
was,  the  reputation  of  being  the  best  off-hand  debater  in  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States.     (Applause.) 

Presently  our  conversation  went  to  politics,  and  my  friend  said  to 
him:  "Senator,  wlio  is  this  man  Abe  Lincoln  that  is  nominated  against 
you  for  the  Senate?"  Douglas'  face  grew  gray,  and  he  said,  "They  have 
nominated  against  me  the  ablest  man,  the  ablest  Republican  in  the  state 
of  Illinois,  and  I  have  no  easy  job  before  me."  He  little  thought  that 
within  three  years  from  that  time  he  would  be  sitting  upon  the  platform 
holding  the  hat  of  that  same  Abe  Lincoln  who  was  nominated  as  President 
of  the  United  States. 
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I  wrote  to  Douglas  and  to  Lincoln  that  when  their  speeches  were 
published  that  they  would  send  them  to  me.  They  were  sent,  and  I  read 
and  re-read  those  speeches  in  that  great  debate  of  1858,  with  all  of  the 
avidity  of  a  young  man.  When  those  debates  commenced  I  was  a  Douglas 
Republican.  When  they  ended  I  had  become  a  Lincoln  Republican.  (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Your  committee  is  thereby  giving  me  my  text  to  preach  from.  The  first 
time  I  ever  saw  Mr.  Lincoln  was  at  that  great  meeting  in  New  York  in  the 
spring  of  1860.  He  had  been  preaching  a  doctrine  that  even  the  Republicans 
were  afraid  of, — that  a  **house  could  not  long  stand  divided,  half  free  and 
half  slave,"  and  he  was  hurting  us  for  the  campaign  which  was  shortly 
to  follow.  When  he  w^as  introduced,  a  typical  Western  man,  six  feet  four 
inches  high,  rather  shabbily  dressed,  something  of  a  shambling  gait  as  he 
approached  the  lights,  but  he  started  off  when  introduced,  and  very  shortly 
his  audience  was  listening  to  every  word  of  that  radical  message  that  he  was 
bringing  to  them.  During  the  speech  there  was  not  a  great  deal  of  applause. 
But  when  he  finished  they  gathered  about  the  platform,  and  that  w^as  when 
I  had  the  opportunity  of  shaking  hands  with  him. 

When  the  war  broke  out  I  was  attending  the  Academy  in  Orange 
County,  New  York,  trying  to  get  a  little  education.  Never  had  very  much. 
When  we  saw  the  war  was  likely  to  break  out  the  girls  said  to  chip  in 
enough  money  to  make  a  flag  at  the  academy.  The  flag  was  made,  and 
they  wouldn't  give  it  to  us  boys  to  hoist  unless  some  of  us  made  a  speech. 
Fortunately  or  unfortunately  I  w^as  selected.  I  went  home  that  night,  I 
went  to  my  study  to  think  what  I  could  say.  My  father  had  just  re- 
turned from  Newberg  on  the  Hudson  with  the  news  that  Fort  Sumter 
had  been  fired  upon.  AVell  I  thought  for  a  moment  "You  must  tell  those 
young  men  in  that  academy  that  the  fiag  has  been  fired  upon  and  they  must 
spring  to  the  defense  of  the  country."  And  then  the  next  thought  was  tell 
them  to  spring  to  the  defense  of  the  country  and  not  do  it  yourself?"  So 
the  next  morning  I  went  up,  gave  my  little  talk,  and  in  finishing  I  bade 
them  good  by  and  told  them  that  afternoon  I  would  take  the  boat  to  New 
York  City  to  join  the  New  York  Militia  which  had  already  tendered  their 
services  to  the  government.  The  Principal  announced  that  there  wouldn't 
be  any  meeting  of  the  academy  during  the  forenoon,  as  he  was  going  to 
spend  the  time  with  the  young  fighter.  That  was  the  time  that  I  came  near 
being  a  hero. 

Our  Regiment  was  soon  in  Washington  City,  and  the  next  morning  we 
passed  in  review  through  the  White  House  grounds  before  President  Lin- 
coln, and  that  wrinkled  old  veteran,  Gen.  Winfield  Scott,  who  was  still  in 
command  of  the  United  States  Army.  They  stood  upon  a  horse  block  while 
they  were  reviewing  us.  We  went  to  camp  and  came  out.  "How  long  are 
you  willing  to  stay?"     "Well,  we  left  business  in  New  York  and  we  want 
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to  get  back  as  soon  as  possible."  If  the  war  lasts  thirty  days»  we  want 
to  get  home.  If  it  lasts  six  months  we  will  stay.  We  were  sworn  in  for 
the  war,  and  they  could  have  kept  us  ten  years.  There  are  only  two  other 
regiments  in  the  Union  service  that  was  sworn  in  for  the  war.  Tlie  Govern- 
ment, at  the  end  of  three  years  told  us  no  others  had  l)een  sworn  in  for 
longer  than  three  years,  and  that  we  might  go  home.    But  we  didn't  go. 

I  saw  Mr.  Lincoln  quite  frequently  after  that  when  he  would  come 
down  to  visit  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  On  one  occasion,  the  officers,  In 
order  to  play  a  joke  upon  him,  mounted  him  ui)on  a  pony.  You  know  he 
was  about  two-thirds  legs,  and  mounted  ujwn  a  pony  his  fc»et  almost  dragged 
upon  the  ground.    But  he  seemed  to  enjoy  the  joke  just  as  much  as  any  of  us. 

Now  I  have  been  giving  you  personal  experiences. 

I  want  to  .«ay  to  you  Spanish-American  War  Veterans  that  we  honor 
you  for  the  service  you  rendered.  It  was  a  short  service,  but  many  came 
back  broken  in  health,  and  you  are  deserving  of  just  the  same  measure  of 
credit  that  has  always  been  awarded  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
(Applause.) 

I  told  you  I  had  an  opportunity  of  shaking  hands  with  the  last  surviving 
member  of  Washington's  body  guard.  It  was  at  a  fourth  of  July  celebration 
in  Newberg  on  the  Hudson.  After  the  order  of  the  day  they  brought  forward 
on  the  platform  a  tottering  old  man  and  introduced  him,  the  last  surviving 
member  of  Washington's  body  guard.  I  tell  you  that,  Comrades,  to  impress 
upon  you  how  short  a  time  this  country  has  taken  to  become  the  greatest 
and  richest  nation  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  I  am  past  my  eighty-eighth 
year.  You  add  to  my  years  another  life  as  long  as  mine  has  been  and  you 
get  back  to  1753, — more  than  two  decades  before  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence. And  yet,  as  I  say,  In  that  short  time  our  country  has  grown 
to  be  the  richest  and  the  greatest  nation  In  the  world.  You  boys  have  helped 
to  keep  It  on  the  map.     I  thank  you. 

(Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER :  I  am  sure  that  our  comrades  are  very 
much  pleased  by  the  expression  of  enthusiasm  they  have  just  shown  to 
receive  the  address  of  our  guest.  And  at  this  time  I  am  going  to  call  upon 
our  Inspector  General,  who  Is  representing  our  Commander  In  Chief  at  this 
convention,  to  make  a  short  reply  to  the  Grand  Army  greetings,  and  to 
present  them  with  the  official  badges  of  our  encampment. 

COMRADE  ORTMAN:  Comrade  Commander  of  the  Grand  Army:  I 
don't  know  what  I  should  say  in  reply  to  the  Grand  Army.  I  represent 
the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  as  you  represent 
the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Grand  Army.  The  remarks  he  made  when 
he  said  "My  name  is  Schneider",  made  me  think  of  the  remarks  made  hy 
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Past  Commander,  that  when  some  comrade  of  the  Spanish  War  gave 
statistics  of  the  per  centaj^e  of  Swedes,  Norwegians  and  Irish-Germans  that 
served  in  the  world  war,  liis  answer  to  that  was:  "What  is  an  American?" 
He  said  "It  is  a  little  of  the  good  and  a  little  of  the  bad  of  all  civilized 
nations,  and  some  that  are  not  civilized."      (Applause.) 

And  there  was  no  such  thing  as  a  hyphenated  American.  All  American. 
And  on  behalf  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  tlie  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
who  is  a  Soutlierner  from  Georgia  and  100  per  cent  American,  one  of  the 
greatest  Spanish  War  Veterans  that  ever  lived,  I  am  glad  to  reply  to 
representatives  of  the  greatest  army  the  world  has  ever  known, — the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

(Applause.) 

Comrades,  a  speech  from  Schneider. 

COMMANDER :  I  am  sure  that  we  at  this  time  would  like  to  hear 
from  our  good  Comrade  Schneider.     (Api)lause. ) 

COMMANDER:  Better  known  to  every  veteran  of  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan as  Louis  Konitz,  of  Muskegon. 

COMRADE  LOUIS  KONITZ:  I  want  to  say  a  few  words.  We,  the 
Grand  Army,  of  which  I  am  a  homely  member,  is  passing  away.  Our  days 
are  numbered.  You  boys  will  have  to  take  our  place,  and  you  are  doing 
so.  Wherever  there  is  anything  to  be  done  by  the  Grand  Army,  the  Spanish 
War  Veterans  are  ready  to  do  so.  In  my  own  town,  in  Muskegon,  they 
have  taken  all  the  work  of  the  Grand  Army  from  our  liands.  We  can  sit 
back  and  grin.  And  they  are  doing  wt^ll.  And  I  hope  you  will  continue 
to  do  so.  It  is  our  hope  and  our  wishes.  Yes,  and  you  know  I  am  speaking 
the  truth  when  I  say  that  you  boys  will  fill  our  places  nobly.  I  am  sure 
of  tliat.  And  the  time  is  ccmiing  when  you  w^ill  have  to  step  into  our  shoes 
and  perform  the  functions  we  have  done  so  many  years. 

I  am  not  a  speaker,  anyway,  but  I  make  a  bluff  at  it.  My  heart  is 
with  you.  You  have  shown  in  the  past,  and  I  know  tliat  you  will  in  the 
future,  that  you  perform  the  duties.     I   thank  you. 

(Applause.) 

COMMANDER :  I  want  to  tell  you  that  we  have  enjoyed  your  visit. 
I  wish  to  request  that  you  carry  to  your  Department  Commander,  a  badge 
of  our  department,  also,  and  present  it  to  him  with  the  compliments  of  the 
DepartJPnt  of  Michigan  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  And  if  you  Comrades 
wish  tcf  retire  now  we  will  assemble  the  colors  and  escort  you. 

COMRADE  OTTLINGER  OF  PINGREE  CAMP:  In  regard  to  the 
travel  'director's  report,  has  anything  been  done  in  regard  to  the  expense 
o^,  t^e^  travel  director?     Last  year  I  was  connected  with  the  Cuban  Club 
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and  I  know  there  was  considerable  exi>ense  which  we  built  up.  Wut  we 
understood  that  there  were  to  be  otlier  exi)enses  which  would  come  from  this 
Department.     lias  anything  been  done  with  rej:ard  to  tlie  exinnises? 

COMMANDEU  lUNDNEU :     All  bills  have  been  paid. 

COMMANDER :  Tliat  is  one  matter  I  wanted  to  find  out  alumt  during 
this  encampment.  As  far  as  I  know,  during  my  year  of  office  I  never  have 
seen  a  bill  of  expense  from  our  travel  director.  I  intended  to  ascertain 
from  him  where  all  his  exiXMise  money  came  from,  and  if  In  connection 
with  his  office,  if  our  department  owes  anything  to  the  travel  director, 
which  it  seems  that  we  must,  that  if  he  will  present  his  bill  to  the 
Council  of  Administration  I  am  sure  it  will  be  gladly  o.kd.  and  paid.  And 
for  the  next  year  I  think  our  travel  director  should  present  his  bill  of 
expense  to  our  department  and  that  the  department  should  pay  that  ex- 
pense. 

There  is  one  other  announcement  I  would  like  to  make  at  this  time, 
that  is  in  regard  to  resolutions.  If  any  Comrade  has  any  further  resolution 
to  go  before  the  committee,  you  will  hand  them  in  at  once,  as  the  committee 
wants  to  make  their  report  this  afternoon  if  they  can  jwssibly  get  to 
that.     So  if  there  are  any  resolutions,  hand  th<»m  in  now. 

I  think  at  this  time  we  will  call  for  the  report  from  the  chairman  of  our 
Iliggins  Lake  committee,  Past  Department  Commander  Ilenning. 
(Applause.) 

PAST  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  HENNING :  Department  Com- 
mander and  Comrades:  I  will  make  it  very  snappy.  A  year  ago  I  promised 
that  something  constructive  would  be  done  about  building  a  shelter  at 
Iliggins  Lake.  I  am  here  to-day  to  report  to  you  what  this  committee  has 
done.  Immediately  after  that  convention  we  went  in  session  and  made  our 
plans.  It  was  our  plan  to  receive  not  less  than  two  dollars  a  member 
from  the  Comrades  throughout  the  state  to  erect  a  shelter  on  our  prop(^rty 
there.  Unfortunately,  I  must  say,  that  we  were  not  successful.  I  would 
rather  say  that  the  Comrades  laid  down  on  the  job.  I  will  be  frank  w^ith 
you.  We  have  camps  in  the  state  with  a  membership  of  between  four  and 
five  hundred,  and  all  the  money  that  they  have  in  the  treasury  so  far  is 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  which  is  a  very  poor  showing  for  that  camp 
or  any  camp  with  a  membership  of  that  number.  We  have  received  much 
better  co-operation  from  the  smaller  camps  in  the  state  than  the  larger 
ones.  Some  of  the  smaller  camps  have  contributed  up  to  sixty  per  cent. 
After  we  tried  that  awhile  we  saw  that  nothing  in  the  line  of  headway 
could  be  made  if  we  wanted  to  secure  a  shelter  for  this  year.  Along  about 
the  middle  part  of  the  winter,  after  the  legislature  went  into  session  we 
met   with   the   Governor   of   our    State,    Comrade   Green,    and    we   proposed 
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that  inasmuch  as  this  land  belonged  to  the  state  of  Michigan,  and  that  it 
was  only  leased  to  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  during  their  life,  we 
saw  no  reason  why  it  was  not  proper  that  the  state  should  help  us  erect  a 
shelter,  because  after  we  are  through  with  it  it  will  automatically  revert 
back  to  the  state  of  Michigan,  and  can  be  used  for  a  state  park.  The 
Governor  agreed  with  the  committee.  We  had  a  bill  introduced  providing 
for  an  appropriation  of  $18,000.  I  am  glad  to  say  to  you  that  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  Governor,  Past  Department  Commander  Gansser,  Comrade 
Calahan  and  Comrade  Culver  of  Detroit,  and  Comrade  Rattray,  we  finally 
secured  the  passage  of  the  bill.  Immediately  after  the  bill  was  signed  the 
committee  met  and  the  chairman  was  authorized  to  procure  plans  for  a 
shelter,  which  I  have  with  me  to-day.  Last  night  the  committee  met  and 
approved  one  plan  in  particular  which  I  have  here,  which  I  will  pass  around 
to  you  if  you  would  like  to  see  it, — and  I  know  you  would  all  like  to  see  it. 
This  plan  has  thirty  two  bed  rooms.  If  the  Comrade  will  just  pass  that 
around.  That  is  the  plan  that  your  committee  has  adopted,  and  requests 
the  approval  of  this  convention. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  with  us  a  builder.  Comrade  Keith,  of  Grand 
Haven,  who  will  take  those  plans  for  about  a  week  or  so  and  give  us  an 
estimate.  The  architect  who  drew  the  plans  estimated  it  would  not  exceed 
much  more  than  the  state  had  passed.  Comrade  Keith,  after  he  had  looked 
it  over,  thought  he  could  reduce  that  to  the  amount  that  the  state  had 
appropriated.  And  if  this  convention  approves  the  plan  that  the  committee 
presents  to  you  I  should  judge  that  we  can  have  the  shelter  ready  by 
August  the  first,  so  you  can  spend  part  of  your  vacation  there  this  summer. 
Now,  that  is  only  the  first  part.  Don't  forget  that  we  still  want  your  two 
dollars.  After  the  building  is  erected  it  must  be  maintained  some  way. 
The  department  is  not  in  a  financial  condition  to  maintain  it.  It  must  be 
maintained  in  another  way.  The  treasurer  will  report  the  amount  of  money 
that  we  have  received  up  to  date,  in  the  three  years, — which  will  shock  you — 
or  should  shock  you  for  the  little  support  that  this  committee  has  received 
throughout  the  state.  The  Auxiliary  has  supported  it  better  than  the 
comrades.     I  am  sorry  to  say  that. 

The  committee  was  authorized  last  night  to  prepare  a  resolution,  and 
I  hope  that  when  that  resolution  is  read  that  the  convention  will  approve 
and  adopt  the  resolution  as  it  was  endorsed  by  the  Higgins  Lake  Committee. 

(Applause. ) 

COMRADE  BRODBRICK,  CAMP  No.  9:  I  move  the  adoption  of  the 
report 

COMRADE  JOYCE  OF  PINGREE  No.  9 :     I  support  it. 
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COMMANDER:  It  is  moved  and  supported  that  the  report  be  received 
and  adopted.  Any  remarks?  AH  in  favor  of  this  motion  say  aye.  Contrary, 
nay.    Motion  is  carried. 

We  will  now  listen  to  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  lllggins  Lake 
Commission. 

COMRADE  ROGERS:  Department  Commander.  In  the  beffinning  of 
my  remarks  I  wish  to  say  that  this  is  not  a  political  organization,  but  I 
do  wish  to  make  just  a  reference  to  my  own  home  town.  I  come  from  a 
town  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  state,  Jackson,  which  claims  to  Ikj  the 
birth  place  of  the  Republican  party.  Early  in  July  a  celebration  will  be 
held  in  that  City  celebrating  the  75th  anniversary.  I  expect  many  good 
Republicans  In  this  organization  will  be  in  my  city  at  that  time.  I  assure 
all  the  Democrats  in  this  organization  that  they  will  receive  a  good  re- 
ception If  they  see  me.  Buy  an  elephant.  I  have  contributed  a  dollar. 
I  like  elephants  also. 

The  Higgins  Lake  Shelter  also  has  an  elephant.  I  hope  It  will  material- 
ize better  than  the  elephant  the  City  of  Jackson  purchased.  I  was  the 
Department  Commander  who  first  accepted  the  lease  of  this  proi)erty  from 
the  State  of  Michigan,  in  1926.  At  that  time  the  Iligglns  Lake  Commission 
was  appointed  by  me  to  handle  this  property.  After  serving  one  year  this 
Commission,  with  the  co-operation  that  they  received,  was  not  satisfied  with 
the  results  accomplished.  Therefore  they  resigned,  and  In  the  City  of 
Kalamazoo,  In  1928,  the  Department  Commander  named  a  new  Commission. 
That  Commission,  as  you  know,  have  served  one  year,  but  the  term  of  this 
Commission  expires  at  this  encampment.  I  feel  that  the  Comrades  who 
have  been  on  this  Commission  the  present  year  have  gained  considerable 
results,  as  you  will  note  from  my  report.  But  regardless  of  who  has  or  who 
is  named  on  the  Incoming  Commission,  I  trust  that  the  membership  of  the 
state  of  Michigan  will  give  even  greater  co-operation  than  we  have  received 
so  far.  We  have  at  the  present  time  about  five  thousand  members.  Includ- 
ing our  camps  and  auxiliaries.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  less  than  four  hun- 
dred have  responded.  And  yet  you  will  note  from  my  report  that  some 
of  the  little  camps  In  the  state  have  given  nobly. 

As  Treasurer  of  the  Hlgglns  Lake  property,  I  hereby  render  the  follow- 
ing report:  A  complete  list  of  all  members  who  have  paid  to  date,  with 
the  exception  of  two,  who  contributed  In  Benton  Harbor.  Those  names  have 
p)tten  away  from  me  and  I  am  unable  to  say  who  they  are.  Outside  of 
that  I  have  a  complete  list  of  every  member  who  has  contributed  towards 
iiigglns  Lake. 

Now,  if  any  member  here  has  any  reason  to  doubt  his  name  being  on 
this  list  he  can  see  the  list  at  any  time,  which  will  be  left  with  the  Depart- 
ment Commander.

There  are  several  achievements 
with  which  he  can  be  accredited.  He  Is  a  man  that  never  has  been  found 
wanting  when  called  upon  to  do  anything  for  the  United  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans. It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  this  time  to  nominate  the  present  Junior 
Vice  Department  Commander,  William  H.  Zylstra  for  the  office  of  Senior  Vice 
Department  Commander. 

(Applause.) 
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COMRADE,  MARTIN  CAMP  No.  20:  Commander,  It  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  support  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Zylstra. 

COMMANDER:     Are  there  any  other  nominations? 

A  COMRADE :  If  there  are  no  further  nominations,  I  move  that  the 
entire  vote  be  cast  for  Zylstra. 

COMRADE  BINDNER  FROM  DETROIT:     I  supiwrt  the  motion. 

COMMANDER:  All  those  in  favor  of  the  motion  say  aye.  Contrary 
no.    Motion  carried.    We  will  listen  to  the  report  of  the  adjutant. 

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT:  I  am  advised  by  the  tellers  that  155 
votes  have  been  cast  for  Comrade  Zylstra  for  the  office  of  Senior  Vice  Com- 
mander. 

COMMANDER:  Comrade  Zylstra  having  received  the  entire  vote  of 
the  encampment  I  declare  him  elected. 

COMRADE  STARKEY  OF  DETROIT  No.  10:  I  hope  the  conference 
will  bear  w^lth  me  for  taking  up  so  much  of  their  time.  I  am  particularly 
interested  In  the  Camps  of  Detroit  In  presenting  a  comrade  for  your  con- 
sideration, a  man  who  has  been  In  active  service  for  over  twenty  five  years 
In  our  department,  a  live  wire,  a  man  of  splendid  ability,  of  the  highest 
Integrity.  I  do  not  doubt  that  any  man  who  has  carried  out  the  principles 
as  set  forth  In  the  obligation  that  we  all  took  at  the  altar  of  our  camp  who 
has  given  more  attention  to  the  care  and  relief,  of  the  distressed  and  sick 
comrades,  first  to  reach  the  orphans  and  widows  of  our  deceased  comrades, 
with  friendly  help.  His  life  has  been  a  constant  sacrifice  for  the  benefit  of 
this  organization.  Tombs  of  twenty  six  of  our  members  have  received 
markers  and  head  stones  through  him.  He  has  without  a  doubt  sounded  taps 
at  more  burials  than  any  other  man  In  Michigan.  He  Is  worthy  of  every 
consideration  you  can  give  him,  and  the  camps  In  Detroit  with  over  sixteen 
hundred  members  are  unanlmoys  In  presenting  to  you, — Incidentally,  to-day 
Is  his  birthday.  I  nominate  for  the  office  of  Junior  Vice  Comander  Herman 
Binder. 

(Applause.) 

COMRADE  KILLORAN  OF  LANSING:  I  have  been  requested  by  the 
Camp  of  Lansing  to  come  here  and  lend  whatever  aid  It  would  be  possible 
to  build  up  the  organization,  In  furthering  the  men  placed  In  the  chair  who 
ultimately  will  rule  us.  I  was  told  to  support  one  of  the  most  loyal  men 
this  organization  has  ever  known,  to  stand  back  of  him,  get  up  in  front  and 
fight  for  him  until  Herman  Binder  had  been  nominated. 

(Applause.) 

COMRADE  SWARTZ:  I  was  to  nominate  one  of  our  faithful 
comrades,  and  a  good  staunch  worker  and  all  that.     But  inasmuch  as  our 
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Ck>mrade  Bindner  has  been  nominated,  the  name  of  Clifford  Curtis,  which 
I  was  going  to  bring  before  you,  has  been  withdrawn  in  favor  of  Comrade 
Bindner. 

(Applause.) 

COMRADE  MARTIN  OF  No.  20:  Commander,  I  move  you  that  the 
nominations  be  closed  and  that  the  Adjutant  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
convention  for  Comrade  Bindner. 

COMMANDER:     Are  there  any  further  nominations? 

COMRADE  CURTIS :  As  a  prospective  candidate  for  this  office,  I  came 
here  not  knowing  .where  I  stood.  But  recognizing  the  great  service  of 
Comrade  Bindner,  and  his  ability  and  willingness  on  all  occasions  to  serve 
the  organization,  and  further  for  the  reason  of  the  greatest  harmony  possible 
in  the  organization,  I  heartily  approve  of  the  remarks  of  the  Department 
Chaplain  in  withdrawing  my  name,  or  not  presenting  it,  and  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  supporting  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Bindner. 

(Applause.) 

COMMANDER:  Are  there  any  other  nominations?  If  not  we  will 
consider  the  nominations  closed. 

COMRADE  FROM  DETROIT  No.  5 :  I  support  the  motion  to  cast  the 
entire  vote  of  this  convention  for  Herman  Bindner  as  Junior  Vice  Commander 
for  the  coming  year. 

COMMANDER:     All  in  favor  of  the  motion  say  "aye".     Contrary  the 
same  sign.    The  motion  is  carried  unanimously. 
(Applause.) 

COMMANDER:     We  will  now  listen  to  the  report  of  the  tellers. 

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT:  Comrade  Commander:  Before  I  an- 
nounce this  ballot  I  want  to  congratulate  Herman  Bindner  and  all  of  his 
Detroit  friends  for  the  wonderful  attitude  th^y  have  assumed  in  this  matter. 
I  know  that  last  year  there  was  a  show  of  feeling  on  his  being  defeated. 
And  I  am  glad  that  this  has  all  been  wiped  out,  and  you  are  an  organ- 
ization harmoniously  Inclined.  Therefore  I  wish  to  announce  that  this  De- 
partment has  cast  155  votes  for  Herman  Bindner  as  Junior  Vice.

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COMRADE  HENNING:  Inasmuch  as  this  conveution  has  adopted  a 
resolution  endor^sing  Comrade  Fred  W.  Green,  of  Lansing,  as  National  Com- 
mander, I  l>elieve  it  would  be  no  more  than  right  that  this  same  convention 
that  has  endorsed  him  would  send  him  to  that  same  convention  as  a  delegate 
from  the  Department  of  Michigan.  And  I  move  and  propose  the  nomination 
of  Comrade  Fred  W.  Green  as  delegate-at-large  from  this  convention. 

Motion  supported. 

COMRADE  EMERY:  I  would  like  to  place  in  nomination  Comrade 
Watson  of  Number  Nine. 

COMRADE  BINDER  OF  No.  10:    It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  at  this  time 
to  nominate  as  delegate-at-large  a  man  who  is  almost  a  permanent  fixture 
in  all  these  National  Encampments,  my  dear  friend  and  your  good  comrade 
Harry  F.  Starkey. 
(Applause.) 

COMRADE  WATSON :     I  wish  to  place  in  nomination  Comrade  Dahmer. 

COMRADE  SORTER  OF  No.  20:  I  support  the  nomination  of  Charles 
Martin  for  delegate-at-large. 

COMRADE  FAY  OF  No.  9 :  It  is  a  great  pleasure  on  my  part  to  support 
the  nomination  of  Capt.  Martin  of  Flint.  He  has  been  a  delegate-at-large  for 
a  number  of  National  conventions  and  I  think  he  is  a  very  good  man  to 
put  in  as  delegate  at  the  convention.

(Whereupon  Governor  Green  was  received.) 

COMMANDER:  Comrades  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  make  any  re- 
marks in  introducing  our  Comrade  and  Governor.  I  wish  to  present  to  you 
our  next  Commander  In  Chief  of  the  United  States,  Governor  Green. 

(Applause.) 

COMRADE  FRED  W.  GREEN :  Comrades,  I  kind  of  feel  like  that  old 
story  they  used  to  tell  about  the  fellow  that  bit  off  too  much  territory.  I 
am  afraid  you  have  bit  off  too  much  territory  for  me.  Of  course  it  is  an 
honor  for  anyone  to  have  his  name  mentioned  seriously ,  for  a  position  so 
high  in  honor  as  that  of  being  Commander  of  the  Veterans  of  the  Spanish 
American  War.  I  don't  know.  I  am  going  to  go  to  Denver  anyhow,  whether 
I  get  any  further  than  that  or  not. 

(Applause.) 
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I  am  very  happy  to  be  here  to-day  and  to  see  so  many  of  you,  and  find 
that  there  is  that  friendly  feeling.  Tliat  means  more  to  me  than  all  the 
ofi)ces  that  they  can  give  me.  I  could  not  go  back  to  a  Regimental  Reunion, — 
old  Sam  Smith  and  all  those  fellows — and  have  them  stick  their  noses  up  at 
me,  life  wouldn't  hold  very  much  for  me,  because  I  do  priz^  their  friend- 
ship. We  have  known  each  other  under  circumstances  that  were  worth 
while.  We  have  known  each  other  under  circumstances  where  you  know 
mpp.  You  can't  live  in  a  tent  with  them  and  fool  them  any.  You  know  in 
a  large  city,  where  you  live  in  one  end  of  the  town  and  the  others  live 
in  the  other  end  of  the  town  and  meet  but  once  in  a  long  while  you  don't 
get  to  know  each  other  very  well.  But  I  want  to  tell  you  when  you  are  in 
|:Jje  same  regiment,  the  same  battalion,  the  same  company  and  the  same 
t^ijt  you  get  to  know  them  pretty  well.  And  so  I  would  feel  bad  indeed  if 
I  didn't  receive  a  welcome  at  the  hands  of  my  comrades.  I  have  just  been 
down  to  the  hall  and  the  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  were  there  presenting 
the  compliments  of  the  Commander.  And  it  was  a  wonderful  reception  that 
those  men  gave  those  representatives.  And  the  thought  came  to  me  how 
much  that  we  owe  them,  not  only  for  their  sacrifice  on  the  battle  field,  but 
for  the  wonderful  example  that  they  have  set  for  us  after  the  war  was  all 
over  and  we  were  back  here.  I  wonder  how  much  of  our  organization 
here  w^ould  have  existed  if  it  hadn't  been  for  them?  Tliey  founded  that 
wonderful  organization,  the  G.  A.  R.  We  changed  a  little,  but  we  have  come 
right  along.  We  have  done  all  of  the  pioneer  work,  and  it  was  a  great  thing 
for  us  to-day  to  see  so  many  of  them  out  there  marching,  see  those  men 
over  eighty  years  of  age,  carrying  the  flag.  Say,  I  would  tell  something 
about  that  young  Spanish  War  fellow  back  of  me.  He  had  an  awful  time 
grunting  and  grunting  and  talking.  He  is  never  going  to  carry  a  flag  when 
he  is  eighty  nine  years  old,  I  know^  it.  And  so  it  was  a  pleasure  to  see 
them  give  these  representatives  a  fine  honor,  as  they  did.  I  am  not  going 
to  inflict  a  speech  on  you.  I  like  you  too  well.  I  save  speeches  for  those 
I  don't  like  so  well.  I  am  happy  to  be  here,  happy  to  join  in  this  day,  you 
know. 

A  fellow  was  telling  me  the  other  day, — he  was  a  little  overcome  at  our 
reunion.

(Applause.) 

COMMANDER:  I  am  sure  you  have  enjoyed  the  remarks  of  our  Com- 
rade and  Governor,  and  we  as  a  Department  will  do  all  we  can,  I  am  sure, 
to  put  him  across  as  Commander  In  Chief. 
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COMMANDER  :  We  will  now  proceeil  with  the  election  of  the  delegates 
to  the  National  Convention. 

COMMANDEU:  Comrades,  yon  will  listen  as  the  names  of  the  nominees 
for  Delegate  at  Large  are  read. 

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT:  The  f(»nowing  have  hwn  nominuteil : 
Comrades  Green,  Watson,  Starkey,  Martin,  Dahmer,  Van  Norman,  Ruggles 
and  Curtis. 

COMRADE  WHITNEY  OF  CAMP  GUY  V.  HENRY:  I  move  you  that 
the  four  who  have  the  largest  number  of  votes  be  aecvpted  as  the  delegates 
and  the  four  who  have  the  least  number  of  votes  be  the  alternates  at  large. 

COMRADE:     I  support  it. 

COMMANDER:  It  has  been  moved  and  supi)orted  that  the  four  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  be  elei'ted  as  delegates  and  tlmt  the  other  four 
be  elected  as  alternates.  Are  there  any  remarks?  All  in  favor  of  this 
motion  say  aye.     Contrary  nay.     The  motion  is  carried. 

Comrades  you  will  prepare  your  ballots.  Write  the  names  of  four  on 
your  ballots.     Only  four  on  a  ballot. 

COMRADE  EMERY :  Inasmuch  as  one  of  our  delegates,  I^ricault  Is 
absent,  I  move  you  that  Comrade  Roiland  take  his  place. 

COMMANDER  :     Has  Bricault  been  seated? 

C^OMRADE  EMERY:  No.  I  move  that  we  seat  Ccmirade  Holland  in 
place  of  the  Comrade  Rricault  who  is  not  here. 

Motion  supported,  put  and  carried. 

COMMANDER:  We  Avill  now  proceed  with  the  ballot  for  delegates. 
First  in  order  are  any  National  Ofhcers  or  Past  National  Officers. 

Next  in  order  are  the  Department  officers.  The  Deimrtment  officers 
will  now  advance  and  place  their  ballots. 

Now,  to  save  a  little  confusion,  if  members  on  the  right  would  just 
remain  seated  and  let  this  section  on  the  left  proceed  to  ballot. 

COMMANDER:  Have  you  all  voted?  If  so  I  will  declare  the  ballot 
'losed,  and  the  tellers  will  anmt  the  ballots. 


COMMANDER:  At  the  last  encampment  the  matter  of  revising  our 
'»y-laws  was  referred  to  the  council  of  administration  to  check  and  revise 
them  and  submit  them   to  this  encampment.     At  a  meeting  of  the  council 
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of  administration  Comrade  Rattray  was  appointed  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, with  the  authority  to  select  members  to  make  up  the  committee.  He 
has  put  upon  that  committee  Past  Department  Commander  Henning  and 
your  newly  eleced  Department  Commander  Ames.  We  will  now  listen  to  the 
report  of  the  committee. 

COMRADE  RATTRAY:  Comrade  Commander  and  Comrades:  The 
committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  revising  the  by-laws  prepared  amend- 
ments to  submit  to  the  council  meeting  Tuesday  evening.  Further  amend- 
ments were  made  by  the  council  of  administration,  and  your  conunittee  now 
begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Amendments  were  submitted  and  adopted  and  by-laws  as  amended  are 
as  follows : 

BY-LAWS 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MICHIGAN 

U.  S.  W.  V. 

Article  1. 
Name  and  Organization. 

Section  1.  Name:  The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  Depart- 
ment of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Section  2.  Composition :  It  shall  consist  of  all  Camps  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans  located  in  the  State  of  Michigan  and  of  such  travel- 
ing Camps  as  may  be  temporarily  attached  to  it  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Article  2.^ 
Government  and  Membership. 

Section  1.  Government:  The  Laws  of  the  National  Organization  as 
from  time  to  time  amended,  and  all  legislation  enacted  thereunder  by  the 
National  Encampment,  together  with  the  lawful  orders  promulgated  by  the 
Conmiander-in-Chief,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  Department.  Subject 
to  the  foregoing,  the  Department  and  all  Camps  and  Comrades  within  its 
jurisdiction  shall  be  under  the  control  of  a  governing  body  which  is  styled 
the  Department  Encampment,  and  the  lawful  orders  of  the  Department  Com- 
mander. 

Section  2.  Membership  of  the  Department  Encampment  The  member- 
ship of  the  Department  Encampment  shall  be  as  prescribed  in  Section  142, 
Article  111,  Part  4,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Article  3. 
Department  Council  of  Administration. 

Section  1.  The  Department  Council  of  Administration,  constituted  as 
provided  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  in  addition  to  its  prescribed  duties 
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and  powers  and  such  duties  and  powers  as  may  be  prescribed  in  these 
By-Laws  and  by  authority  of  the  Department  Encampment,  shall  act  as  an 
Advisory  Board  to  the  Department  Commander,  when  called  upon  by  him  so 
to  do,  and  the  members  as  individuals  shall  perform  any  special  service  within 
the  Department  which  he  may  desire. 

Section  2.  The  Department  Council  of  Administration  shall  consist  of 
the  following:  The  Department  Commander;  the  Senior  Vice  Department 
Commander;  the  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander;  the  Department 
Chief  of  Staff;  The  Department  Adjutant;  the  Department  Quartermaster 
and  Assistant  Department  Adjutant;  the  Department  Inspector;  the  Depart- 
ment Judge  Advocate;  the  Department  Surgeon;  the  Department  Patriotic 
Instructor ;  the  Department  Historian ;  the  retiring  Department  Commander 
and  the  last  four  preceeding  Department  Commanders.  All  Past  Depart- 
ment Commanders,  not  members  of  the  Department  Council  of  Administration, 
shall  act  as  an  Advisory  Committee. 

Article  4. 
Higgins  Lake   Board. 

Section  1.  Name:  There  Is  hereby  created  a  Board  to  be  known  as  the 
Higgins  Lake  Board. 

Section  2.  Composition :  It  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  five  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Department  Commander  from  the  Department  and  two  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Department  Commander  from  the  Auxiliary.  The  mem- 
bers of  such  Board  from  the  Department  shall  be  appointed  as  follows: 
one  for  one  year;  one  for  two  years;  one  for  three  years;  one  for 
four  years;  one  for  five  years.  The  members  of  such  Board  from  the 
Auxiliary  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  one  for  one  year;  one  for  two 
years;  provided,  that  the  meml)ers  of  such  Board  from  the  Auxiliary  shall 
be  recommended  by  the  Department  President  of  the  Auxiliary  within  thirty 
(lays  after  Installation. 

At  each  Annual  Department  Encampment  one  member  of  such  Board 
shall  be  appointed  from  the  Department  to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years; 
and  one  member  of  such  Board  shall  be  appointed  from  the  Auxiliary  to 
serve  for  a  term  of  two  years.  Provided  that  one  member  of  the  present 
Higgins  Lake  Commission  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Higgins  Lake 
Board,  when  such  board  Is  created. 

Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties :  The  Higgins  Lake  Board,  together  with 
the  Department  Council  of  Administration,  shall  have  full  control,  super- 
vision, and  management  of  the  Higgins  Lake  Shelter  and  grounds,  and  all 
structures  and  equipment  thereon,  and  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
regarding  the  use  and  occupation,  and  for  police  and  fire  protection  as  they 
may  deem  reasonably  necessary. 
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Article  5. 
Legislation. 

Section  1.  How  enacted  :  Department  Legislation,  w^hether  amendments 
or  additions  to  these  By-Laws,  spt^cial  laws,  or  resolutions,  shall  require 
for  enactment  a  majority  vote  of  all  meml>ers  present  at  a  stated  or  special 
convention  of  the  Department  Encampment. 

Section  2.  Permanent  Laws :  The  permanent  laws  of  this  Department 
shall  be  embodied  in  these  By-Laws,  and  all  amendments  thereof  and  ad- 
ditions thereto,  which  shall  hereafter  be  enacted  by  the  Department  En- 
campment. Amendments  and  additions  shall  be  appended  thereto  under  the 
general  title  of  "Amendments  and  Additions,"  each  constituting  a  separate 
article. 

Section  3.  Permanent  Laws  to  be  Printed :  The  Department  shall  cause 
these  By-Laws  to  be  printed  with  a  sufficient  index,  in  such  form  as  will 
permit  the  attaching  to  each  copy  of  slips  bearing  the  amendments  and 
additions  enacted  from  year  to  year,  so  as  to  present  the  whole  body  of 
the  permanent  law  of  the  Department. 

Section  4.  Special  Laws :  Enactments  passed  by  the  Department  En- 
campment, which  shall  be  limited  as  to  time  or  application,  shall  be  classed 
as  Special  Laws,  and  shall  have  all  the  force  of  permanent  laws,  so  far 
as  their  provisions  extend,  during  such  time  as  they  may  continue  in  force. 
Special  enactments  shall  not  be  printed  unless  so  ordered  by  the  Depart- 
ment Encampment ;  but  the  Department  Commander  may,  in  his  discretion, 
cause  them  to  be  published  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Section  5.  Definition  of  Enactments  and  Resolutions :  An  enactment 
is  defined  to  be  a  proposition  which,  if  adopted,  will  constitute  a  new  law, 
either  permanent  or  special,  for  the  government  of  the  Department.  A 
resolution  shall  constitute  a  formal  expression  by  the  Department  Encamp- 
ment of  its  wishes,  opinion  or  sentiment  as  to  matters  other  than  permanent 
or  special  law^s. 

Section  6.  Standard  Text :  The  original  copies  of  enactments  and 
resolutions  shall  be  properly  attested  by  the  Department  Adjutant. 

Section  7.  Legislation  to  take  effect.  When :  An  enactment  or  resolu- 
tion shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  unless  otherwise  provided  therein. 
Enactments  upon  taking  effect  shall  become  binding  upon  all  officers  and 
comrades  affected  thereby,  w^ho  shall  be  conclusively  presumed  to  have  notice 
of  the  same,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  plead  ignorance  thereof  in  excuse 
of  failure  to  comply  with  their  requirements.  . 
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Article  6. 
Conventions    and    Meetings. 

Section  1.  Special  Meetings :  Si>ec*ial  Conventions  of  the  Department 
Kncampment  may  be  held,  as  provided  in  Section  144,  Article  3,  Part  4  of 
the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  2.  Representation :  Delegates  to  the  Department  Kncampment 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  several  Camps  of  the  Department  of  Michigan  as 
provided  by  Section  84,  Article  11,  Part  2,  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  the  I>epartment  Council  of  Administration : 
Meetings  of  the  Department  Council  of  Administration  may  l>e  held  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  152,  Article  4,  Part  4,  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  4.    Order  of  Business  at  Stated  Conventions : 

(a)  The  Stated  Conventions  of  the  Department  shall  cover  three  days 
or  more.  The  sessions  shall  begin  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  continue  until 
all  business  has  been  disposed  of,  subject  to  recess. 

The  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows :

1.     Opening  of  the  Department  Encampment  in  due  form. 
*  2.     Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Roll  Call  of  members. 

3.  Appointment  of  the  Committee  on  Enactments  and  Resolutions   (If 
not  previously  announced),  and  of  special  committees. 

4.  Reports   of   Officers   and   Committees,    beginning   with    that   of    the 
Department  Commander. 

5.  Reception  and   reference  of  such  proposed  enactments  and   resolu- 
tions as  have  not  been  previously  filed  with  the  Department  Adjutant. 

Second  Day 

6.  Report  of  Committee  on  Enactments  and  Resolutions  and  action  of 
the  Department  Encampment  thereon. 

7.  Nomination  of  Officers. 

8.  Election  of  Officers. 

9.  Reports  of  other  Committees  for  the  convention. 

10.  Unfinished  business. 

ITiird  Day 

11.  Selection  of  the  place  for  holding  the  next  stated  convention  of  the 
Department  Encampment. 

12.  Installation   of  Officers. 

13.  Closing  the  Department  Encampment  in  due  form. 
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(b)  Each  session  shall  be  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Department  Chap- 
lain or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  comrade  designated  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander, and  there  shall  be  a  prayer  at  the  close  of  the  final  session. 

(c)  The  provisions  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  stated  conven- 
tions of  the  National  Encampment  under  the  heads  of  "Annual  Reports/' 
"Introduction  of  Business,"  "Nomination  of  Officers,"  "Action  on  Proposed 
Enactments  and  Resolutions,"  "Unfinished  Business"  and  "Rules  of  Order" 
shall  govern  at  stated  conventions  of  the  Department  Encampment  in  so  far 
as  they  may  be  properly  applied  thereto. 

(d)  Invitations,  petitions  and  other  communications  shall  be  read  at 
such  time  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  Department  Commander. 

(e)  Upon  proceeding  to  the  twelfth  order  of  business  (Installation  of 
Officers),  which  will  not  be  taken  up  until  pending  business  is  disposed  of, 
the  Convention  may  open  to  the  Public  or  to  guests  not  members  of  the  Organ- 
ization, as  the  Department  Commander  may  direct,  that  they  may  witness  the 
ceremonies. 

Section  5.  Credentials:  (a)  Each  member  of  the  Department  shall  be 
furnished  with  an  official  credential  issued  by  Department  Headquarters, 
which  he  shall  present  to  the  Marshal  or  his  assistant  at  the  door  when  seek- 
ing admission  to  the  floor. 

(b)  It  is  required  that  each  member  of  the  Department  Encampment 
shall  be  certified  to  be  in  good  standing  in  his  Camp,  and  the  official  Cre- 
dential Blank  shall  bear  upon  it  a  form  for  such  certificate,  which  shall 
be  filled  in  and  signed  by  the  Commander  and  attested  by  the  Adjutant. 
Each  member  present  at  a  stated  or  special  convention  of  the  Department 
Encampment  shall  appear  before  the  Committee  on  Credentials  within  the 
designated  hours  for  the  purpose  of  having  his  credentials  registered. 

(c)  Duplicate  rolls  of  those  to  whom  credentials  have  been  issued  shall 
be  prepared  by  the  Department  Adjutant,  one  for  use  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  and  the  other  for  the  use  of  the  Department  Marshal.  These 
rolls  shall  be  checked  up  so  as  to  show  the  exact  number  present  and  entitled 
to  vote  in  the  convention. 

Section  6.  Nomination  of  Officers:  The  nomination  of  all  elective 
Officers  shall  be  made  to  the  Encampment  on  the  second  day. 

Section  7.  Election  of  Officers:  The  seventh  order  of  business,  (Nom- 
ination of  Officers),  having  closed,  the  Department  Commander,  without  a 
formal  motion  to  that  effect,  shall  appoint  three  tellers  to  conduct  the 
election.  The  Ballots  shall  be  cast  upon  a  roll  call  of  the  members  present 
and  entitled  to  vote,  which  shall  be  In  the  following  manner : 
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1.  Department  Officers  in  the  order  of  lineal  rank. 

2.  The  Commander-in-Chief,  any  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  according  to 
seniority  in  membership  of  a  Camp  within  the  Department 

3.  All  Past  Department  Commanders,  according  to  seniority  in  member- 
ship of  a  Camp  within  the  Department. 

4.  The  Commander,  all  Past  Commanders,  Senior  Vice  Commander, 
Junior  Vice  Commander,  and  the  Delegates  or  their  Alternates,  from 
each  Camp. 

Article  7. 
Department  Officers. 

Section  1.  Department  Officers  and  Their  Duties :  The  officers  of  the 
Departmctnt  and  their  duties  shall  be  as  prescril)ed  in  Article  6,  Section  161, 
Fart  4,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations:  provided,  however,  that  they  shall 
perform  such  further  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  in  these  By-Laws  or  by 
further  authority  of  the  Department  Encampment ;  and  provided  further  that 
the  office  of  Department  Quartermaster  shall  l>e  designated  as  Department 
Quartermaster  and  Assistant  Department  Adjutant. 

Section  2.  Department  Commander:  Tlie  retiring  Department  Com- 
mander shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  General  Order,  dated  on  the  last  day 
of  his  term  of  office,  In  which  shall  be  published  a  list  of  the  Department 
officers  elected  at  the  stated  convention  of  the  Department  Encampment 
closing  his  term  and  such  parts  of  the  proceedings  of  the  convention  as, 
in  his  judgment,  should  be  promulgated  to  the  Department.  This  General 
Order  shall  be  prlnteil  under  the  direction  of  the  Incoming  Department 
Commander  and  shall  be  sent  out  with  his  General  Order  assuming  command 
of  the  Department  wiilch  shall  be  dated  on  the  first  day  of  his  term  of 
office. 

Section  3.  Department  Adjutant:  Tlie  Department  Adjutant  shall  be 
Jiccountable  for  all  books,  records,  papers  and  other  property  belonging  to  the 
Department  turned  over  to  him  by  his  predecessor,  or  which  have  been  added 
to  the  equipment  of  his  bureau  during  his  term  of  office. 

Section  4.  The  Department  Quartermaster  and  Assistant  Department 
Adjutant:  The  Department  Quartermaster  and  Assistant  Department 
Adjutant  shall  have  charge  of  Headquarters  Office  in  the  City  of  Lansing, 
Michigan,  and  shall  perform  all  duties  as  prescribed  In  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations for  Department  Quartermaster,  and  such  additional  duties  as  may 
be  authorized  by  the  Department  Council  of  Administration  or  Department 
Commander,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  5.  Funds  and  Property  to  be  Turned  Over:  All  retiring  De- 
partment Officers  having  in  custody  funds  or  property,  including  books, 
records  and  papers,  belonging  to  the  Department  shall  turn  over  such  funds 
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or  property  to  their  successors  in  office  within  ten  days  after  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  successors ;  provided,  however,  tliat  the  retiring  Department 
Adjutant  may  delay  turning  over  the  Record  Boolt  for  a  period  of  not  to 
exceed  thirty  days,  in  order  that  he  may  have  time  to  complete  the  Journal 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  stated  convention  of  the  Department  Encampment 
which  marks  the  close  of  his  term  of  office. 

Section  6.  Department  Marshal — Additional  Duties:  The  Department 
Marshal  shall  have  charge  of  the  door  at  all  stjited  and  six^cial  conventions 
of  the  Department  Encampment,  and  shall  appoint  his  Assistants,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Department  Commander.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Marshal  to  take  up  all  credentials  at  the  door  and  to  compare  the  same  with 
the  membership  roll,  which  shall  be  furnished  him  by  the  Department 
Adjutant,  and  no  member  of  the  Department  Encampment  shall  be.  admitted 
to  his  seat  until  he  has  presented  his  credential  and  been  satisfactorily 
identified.  The  copy  of  the  membership  roll,  checked  in  such  manner  as  to 
show  all  present,  shall  be  handed  by  the  Department  Marshal  to  the  Depart- 
ment Adjutant  just  before  the  opening  of  the  Department  Encampment,  and 
the  names  of  all  members  arriving  thereafter  shall  be  promptly  transmitted 
to  the  Department  Adjutant  by  the  Department  Marshal.  Unless  by  special 
direction  of  the  Department  Commander,  he  will  permit  no  person  to  enter 
except  members,  comrades  engaged  in  the  performance  of  detailed  duties  and 
official  guests.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  duties,  the  Department  Marshal 
shall  act  as  Sergeant-at-Arms  as  provided  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  and 
perform  such  other  service  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Department 
Commander. 

Section  7.  Resignations:  A  department  officer,  other  than  the  Depart- 
ment Commander,  desiring  to  resign  shall  tender  a  w^ritten  resignation  to 
the  Department  Commander,  who  is  empowered  to  accept  the  same.  If  the 
Department  Commander  desires  to  resign,  he  shall  tender  a  written  resig- 
nation to  the  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander,  who  is  empowered  to 
accept  the  same. 

Article  8. 
Committees. 

Section  1.  General  Provisions :  The  provisions  of  Section  178,  Article 
7,  Part  4  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  relative  to  the  appointment  of  com- 
mittees of  the  National  Encampment  shall  govern  wherever  applicable,  to 
the  committees  of  the  Dexiartment  Encampment. 

Section  2.  Committee  on  Credentials:  The  Committee  on  Credentials, 
constituted  and* appointed  as  provided  in  Section  179,  Article  7,  Part  4,  of 
the  Rules  and  Regulations,  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  therein. 

Section  3.  Committee  on  Auditing:  The  Committee  on  Auditing  shall 
consist  of  the  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  and  two  other  comrades 
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who  shall  be  appointed  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  stated  convention  of  the 
Department  Encampment.  Tlie  Committee  on  Auditing  shall  |K»rform  the 
duties  prescribed  for  It  In  Section  180,  Article  7,  Part  4  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

Section  4.  Committee  on  legislation :  The  Committee  on  Legislation 
shall  consist  of  five  comrades  and  shall  be  appointed  without  delay  after 
the  installation  of  the  Department  Commander.  The  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  for  It  In  StH'tlon  IKl,  Article  7, 
Part  4,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  5.  Committee  on  Enactments  and  Resolutions:  The  Committee 
on  Enactments  and  Resolutions  shall  consist  of  five  members  and  shall  be 
appointed  as  provided  In  Section  182,  Article  7,  Part  4,  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations.  Tills  committee  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribe<l  in  this 
section  for  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  and  shall,  in  addition,  cnmsider  and 
report  on  all  proposed  additions  to  and  amendments  of  the  Department  Hy- 
Laws  and  all  proj)osed  si>eclal  laws.  All  enactments  and  resolutions,  except 
those  which  by  unanimous  consent  receive  imme<llate  action,  shall  as  soon 
as  Introduced  and  without  debate  be  referred  to  this  Committee  on  Enact- 
ments and  Resolutions  to  consider  each  measure  referrtnl  to  It,  first,  with 
reference  to  Its  legality  under  the  Rules  and  Reguhitlons;  secondly,  with 
reference  to  Its  expediency ;  and,  thirdly,  with  reference  to  Its  technical 
form.  All  propositions  not  illegal  nor  palpably  inexpedient  shall.  If  neces- 
sarj%  be  drafted  into  correct  form  by  the  Committee,  which  shall  for  this 
purpose,  when  it  so  requests,  be  furnished  with  clerical  assistance  at  the 
expense  of  the  Department. 

Section  6.  Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order:  A  permanent  Committee 
on  Good  of  the  Order  shall  consist  of  all  Past  Department  Commanders  of 
this  Department  in  good  standing.  This  committee  shall  be  advisory  to  the 
Department  Commander  and  the  Department  Encampment  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  make  such  recommendations  and  suggestions  to  the  Department 
Commander  and  to  the  Department  Encampment  as  in  its  wisdom  It  may  see 
fit.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  meet  and  remain  in  session,  as 
may  be  found  advisable,  at  all  meetings  of  the  Department  Encampment  and 
at  such  other  times  and  places  as  may  be  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the 
Past  Department  Commanders  of  this  Department  In  good  standing.  When 
convened,  the  Senior  Past  Department  Commander  present  shall  be  Its  chair- 
man and  the  Junior  Past  Department  Commander  present  shall  be  Its 
secretary,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Past 
Department  Commanders  of  this  Department  in  good  standing  present  at 
any  such  meeting.  It  shall  be  within  the  province  of  this  Committee  to 
take  up,  discuss  and  comment  upon  any  and  all  questions  and  matters  per- 
taining to  the  welfare  and  Interest  of  this  Department  and  its  recom- 
mendations shall  be  properly  transmitted  to  this  Department  Encampment  for 
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action.  This  committee  shall  have  the  right  to  request  the  attendance  of 
all  officers  and  comrades  of  this  Department  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  in- 
formation from  them  relative  to  the  interests  of  this  Department,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  and  comrades  of  this  Department  to  cheerfully 
give  said  committee  all  possible  assistance  and  furtherance  for  the  general 
good  of  our  Order. 

Article  9. 
Department  Books  and  Blanks. 

Section  1.  Additional  Books  and  Blanks:  The  Department  shall  cause 
to  be  prepared  all  books  and  blanks  required  for  the  use  of  the  Department, 
which  are  not  prepared  and  issued  by  National  Headquarters. 

Article  10. 
Inspections. 

Section  1.  Special  Time:  Unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Department 
Commander,  the  annual  Inspections  of  the  Camps  of  the  Department  shall 
be  conducted  during  the  period  between  December  1st  and  March  15th,  and 
the  Department  Inspector  shall  forward  the  prescribed  report  to  the  Depart- 
ment Adjutant  before  June  1st  following. 

Article  11. 
Revenue. 

Section  1.  Per  Capita  Tax :  A  per  capita  tax  of  forty  cents  on  each 
member  of  the  Camps,  respectively,  shall  be  paid  each  year  by  the  several 
Camps  of  the  Department  for  the  use  of  the  Department  Encampment.  This 
per  capita  tax  shall  be  computed  and  paid  as  provided  in  Sections  98,  99 
and  100,  Article  13,  Part  2,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Article  12. 
Remuneration  of  Officers  and  Comrades. 

Section  1.  Salaries :  The  Department  Adjutant  and  the  Department 
Quartermaster  and  Assistant  Department  Adjutant  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation for  their  services  such  sums  in  the  nature  of  salary  as  the  Depart- 
ment Council  of  Administration  shall  determine. 

Section  2.  Reimbursement  for  Expenses:  Any  Officer  or  comrade  who 
shall  be  compelled  to  incur  expenses  in  the  performance  of  duties  imposed 
by  these  By-Laws,  by  an  enactment  of  the  Department  Encampment,  by  vote 
of  the  Department  Council  of  Administration,  or  by  order  of  the  Department 
Commander,  shall  be  reimbursed  for  necessary  expenses  actually  and  properly 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  such  duties ;  provided,  that  he  shall  render 
an  itemized  statement  of  such  expenses  to  the  Department  Commander  for 
approval  before  payment. 
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Article  13. 
Disbursements. 

Section  1.  General  Fund — How  Constituted:  All  money  received  by  the 
Department  Encampment,  from  whatever  source,  not  raised  or  solicited, 
for  a  specific  purpose,  shall  constitute  the  General  Fund. 

Section  2.  Special  Funds:  The  Department  Encampment  may,  from 
time  to  time,  establish  special  funds  for  specific  purposes.  A  special  fund 
may  be  either  permanent  or  temporary,  and  shall  consist  of  all  sums  received 
with  the  understanding,  expressed  or  Implied,  that  they  are  to  be  devoted 
to  the  purpose  Indicated  together  with  any  amounts  that  may  be  transferred 
by  appropriation  to  such  special  funds  from  the  General  Fund. 

Section  3.  Custody  of  Funds:  Separate  accounts  shall  be  kept  of  the 
General  Fund  and  of  each  Si)cclal  Fund,  and  so  far  as  possible  distinct  funds 
shall  be  deposited  In  separate  bank  accounts.  The  Department  Quartermaster 
and  Assistant  Department  Adjutant  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  General 
Fund  and  of  all  si)eclal  funds  except  those  which  have  been  committed  to 
the  custody  of  some  other  officer,  committee  or  comrade,  by  an  enactment 
of  the  Department  Encampment. 

Section  4.  Payments  from  the  General  Fund:  (a)  The  Department 
Commander  shall  order  payments  from  the  General  Fund  in  accordance  with 
the  enactments  of  the  Department  Encampment. 

(b)  The  Department  Commander  shall  have  power  to  order  payments 
from  the  General  Fund  at  his  own  discretion  and  without  reference  to  other 
authority  for  the  following  purposes: 

First — For  all  current  expenses  of  Department  Headquarters  Incurred  In 
the  ordinary  course  of  business  and  all  supplies  ordered  as  provided  In  Sub- 
section (d),  Section  1,  Article  14,  of  these  By-Laws. 

Second — For  his  own  traveling  expenses  on  such  journeys  within  the 
Department  as  he  shall  deem  to  be  for  the  Interest  and  welfare  of  the 
Department. 

Third — For  the  traveling  expenses  of  Department  officers  on  such 
journeys  as  may  be  necessary  In  discharging  the  duties  of  their  offices  or 
as  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  Department  Commander. 

Fourth — For  expenses  of  Committees,  standing  or  special,  Incurred  in 
obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  Department  Commander,  Including  the  travel- 
ing expen>es  of  members  of  such  committees  In  going  to,  remaining  at  and 
returning  from  all  meetings  ordered  or  authorized  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander, not  including  expenses  of  members  incident  to  their  attendance  at 
committee  meetings  ordered  to  be  held  in  connection  with  stated  or  special 
conventions  of  the  Department  Encampment. 
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(c)  The  Department  Commander  may  order  pjiyments  from  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  for  the  carrjing  out  of  measures  approved  by  the  Department 
Council  of  Administration  and  adopted  for  the  extension  and  maintenance  of 
the  Department. 

(d)  Disbursements  from  the  General  Fund  for  purposes  other  than 
those  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  authorized  only  in  accordance  with 
enactments  of  the  Department  p]ncampment. 

Article  14. 
Supplies. 

Section  1.  Department  to  Handle  Supplies :  (a)  The  Dej)artment  shall 
handle  supplies  to  be  purchased  from  National  Headtpuirters  and  to  be  sold 
for  cash  to  the  Camps  of  the  Department  as  follows: 

(b)  Supplies  shall  be  sold  to  Camps  of  the  Department  on  requisition 
in  the  form  prescribed  by  authority  of  the  National  Encampment. 

In  each  instance  said  requisition  shall  be  drawn  upon  the  Department 
Quartermaster  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  remittance  in  full  payment 
for  the  supplies  required. 

(c)  Requisitions  in  the  form  prescribed  by  authority  of  the  National 
Encampment  and  bearing;  the  signature  of  the  Department  Commander  shall 
be  made  by  the  Department  for  such  supplies  in  bulk,  to  be  kept  for  sale 
to  the  Camps  of  the  Department  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  Depart- 
ment Commander. 

(d)  In  case  the  supples  on  hand  shall  be  insufficient  at  any  time  to 
fill  requisitions  received  from  the  Camps  of  the  Department  and  it  i<  deemed 
inadvisable  at  that  time  to  order  supplies  in  bulk,  the  Department  shall 
make  requisitions  in  the  prescribed  form  and  manner  for  the  supplies  needed 
to  fill  such  requisitions  from  the  Camps. 

Article  15. 
Remittances. 

Section  1.  Form  of  Remittances :  All  remittances  of  money  to  Depart- 
ment Headquarters  by  check,  dj'aft,  postal  order  or  other  method  of  trans- 
mitting funds  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  "Department  of  Michigan,  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans,"  without  adding  thereto  the  name  of  the  comrade 
holding  said  office. 

Article  16. 
Amendments. 

Section  1.  When  and  How  Made :  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered, 
amended  or  repealed  by   a   majority   vote   at   any   stated  convention   of  the 
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IVptirtment  Kncampnu^nt,  or  at  any  special  convention  thertM)f,  when  the 
propose<l  addition  or  amendment  is  clearly  stated  in  the  call  for  such  8iMH?ial 
convention. 

Section  2.  I'pon  the  adoption  of  these  Ry-Iiaws  hy  the  Department 
Encampment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  IVpartment  rommander  who  is 
then  elected  to  offi<'e  to  s<H'ure  the  approval  thereto  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  and  thereafter  to  have  said  Hy-I.aws  printcMl  and  distributed  In  a 
sufficient  quantity  to  all  officers  and  Camps  throu«:hout  the  Department  of 
Michigan. 

Section  3.  It  shall  annually  be  the  duty  of  the  IVpartment  Commander 
to  have  printe<l  the  Troceedinjrs  of  the  Annual  Department  Encampment,  but 
he  shall  fir<t  submit  to  the  Department  Commander,  whom  he  has  8UCce<Mle<l 
in  office,  the  same  for  approval. 

Section  4.  Roberts'  liuies  of  Order  shall  be  the  Parliamentary  Guide  of 
this  Department. 

The  foregoinjr  Hy-Laws  were  approved  and  adopted  at  the  twenty-sixth 
annual  Encampment  of  the  Department  of  Michigan,  at  Hay  City,  Michigan, 
June  0th,  1929.

ADJUTANT  BEYER:  Commander  and  Comrades:  I  do  not  wish  to 
take  any  time  from  your  dellberatums,  l)ut  I  want  to  bring  to  you  the  greet- 
ings of  the  American  Legion.  In  the  absence  of  our  Commander,  Ray  C. 
Conlon  of  Grand  Rapids,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  come  to  you  to-<lay  and  wish 
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you  the  best  of  luck,  and  that  God  may  be  with  you  in  your  deliberations  in 
this  important  convention. 

I  thank  you. 
(Applause.) 

COMMANDER :  I  am  sure  that  we  are  very  pleased  to  have  the  Depart- 
ment Adjutant  of  the  American  Le/icion  with  us  to-day,  which  is  the  only 
great  military  organization  in  the  State  of  Michigan  which  does  not  meet 
at  the  same  time  and  place  as  the  rest  of  our  organizations  do.  We  wish 
to  assure  these  comrades,  and  wish  them  to  state  to  their  organization  that 
they  have  the  support  of  our  organization,  who,  I  think  we  can  feel  in  a 
great  respect  that  we  are  sort  of  fathers  to,  the  same  as  the  Grand  Army 
are  to  us.  At  the  same  time  we  can  also  recognize  them  as  very  close 
brothers,  as  a  great  number  of  our  organization  are  also  members  of  the 
American  Legion.  During  the  world  war,  it  might  be  a  little  matter  of  in- 
formation to  you,  to  state  that  every  officer  of  any  rank  that  took  part  in 
the  world  war  was  a  Spanish  War  veteran.  That  includes  from  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  your  American  Expeditionary  forces  down  through  every 
Division  Commander,  every  Brigadier  General  and  pretty  near  every  staff 
officer  you  had.  That  is  a  record  that  our  organization  feels  justly  proud  of. 
that  you  had  at  that  time  the  care  and  advice  of  officers  who  had  seen 
service  for  our  country  at  the  time  that  they  were  absolutely  unqualified  to 
put  an  army  in  the  field.  And  we  feel  that  as  a  re  ult  of  the  hardships, 
the  diseases,  and  uncomfortable  conditions  that  we  went  through  are  in- 
strumental in  the  wonderful  care  that  was  afforded  the  world  war  veterans 
during  your  struggle. 

And  now  I  would  like  to  present  to  you  the  badge  of  our  Department, 
as  an  emblem  of  our  faith  in  your  organization.    We  thank  you. 
(Applause.) 

MAJOR  GANSSER :  May  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  only 
reason  we  do  not  meet  at  the  same  place  is  becaue  there  is  no  city  out- 
side of  Detroit  that  would  be  large  enough  to  take  care  of  the  joint  organ- 
izations. For  that  reason  alone  do  we  have  to  meet  at  a  time  different  from 
the  time  that  the  allied  brothers  do.  As  the  Grand  Army  passes  on  and  as 
we  pass  on  the  time  is  bound  to  come  that  all  the  veterans  of  Michigan, 
including  the  American  Legion  will  meet  at  the  same  time. 

(Applause.) 

COMMANDER :  I  have  another  announcement  that  I  have  been  re- 
quested to  make  at  this  time:  That  the  military  order  of  the  Serpent  will 
meet  at  the  Fox  Building,  Center  and  Jefferson  Avenues  at  8  P.  M.,  sharp 
tonight. 
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MAJOR  GANSSER :  I  have  here  a  printed  report  of  all  the  legislation 
in  Michigan  pertaining  to  the  Veterans  of  the  Grand  Army,  the  Spanish  and 
World  Wars  up  to  the  last  Fession  of  the  legislature.  Rather  than  to  give 
you  one  report  I  will  hand  you  the  printeti.  You  will  pardon  me,  Commander, 
if  I  now  hand  them  out.  Be  sure  you  save  them  l)ecause  the  information 
Is  there. 


Whereupon  the  tellers  reported  as  follows:  Gov.  Green  received  109 
votes.  (Applause.)  Starkey,  107.  (Applause.)  Comrade  Martin,  87.  (Ap- 
plause.) Comrade  Watson,  07.  (Applause.)  Comrade  Curtis,  55.  Comrade 
Dahmer,  26.     Comrade  Van  Norman,  19.     (^omrade  Ruggles,  15. 

COMMANDER :  Comrades  you  have  heard  the  report  of  the  tellers, 
and  you  have  elected  as  your  first  delegate  Comrade  Green,  second  delegate, 
Comrade  Starkey,  third  delegate,  Comrade  Martin,  fourth  delegate,  Comrade 
Watson.  The  other  four  are  alternates.  I  would  like  to  make  one  remark: 
For  the  benefit  of  the  Incoming  administration,  that  If  these  delegates  and 
alternates  are  In  the  hall,  that  they  hand  to  Comrade  Ames  before  they 
leave,  their  names,  their  addresses,  and  their  camp  number.  It  Is  very  hard 
for  the  Incoming  administration  when  they  get  home,  when  they  have  simply 
the  names  of  these  comrades,  to  hunt  uj)  their  addressee  and  find  where 
to  mall  credentials  and  papers  In  regard  to  their  delegation.  Last  year  I 
published  In  my  first  general  order  the  names  of  the  delegates  and  alternates 
elected,  and  asked  that  each  one  of  them  send  me  their  addresses. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  thank  the  one,  and  only  one  who  answered  that 
general  order,  that  was  Comrade  HarVey  Ruggles  who  has  been  elected  an 
alternate  to-day,  who  answered  my  suggestion.  So  for  the  benefit  of  the 
newly  elected  oflScers  I  ask  you  to  be  sure  and  send  them  your  addresses. 
If  you  do  not,  and  do  not  receive  anything  from  them  you  and  you  alone 
are  to  blame. 

We  have  one  more  election,  and  that  Is  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund. 

COMRADE  OF  GUY  V.  HENRY:  It  Is  not  necessary  for  me  to  go 
into  any  oratory  to  present  my  candidate's  name.  I  want  to  say  that  during 
his  administration  in  1922-23  he  went  out  and  by  a  lot  of  hard  work  and 
by  a  lot  of  faithful  camps, — his  own  camp  put  in  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  and  he  increased  that  to  fourteen  hundred  dollars.  Since  then  it 
has  been  increased  to  twenty  three  hundred.  However  he  has  never  been 
given  any  suitable  recognition,  and  today  he  is  entitled  to  that  recognition. 
I  would  place  in  nomination  the  name  of  Comrade  William  J.  Emery  of 
Grand  Rapids. 

(Applause.) 
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A  COMRADE :  By  reason  of  the  fact  that  Comrade  Henning  was  elected 
he  automatically  relinquished  his  office  as  an  officer  of  the  trust  fund.  Com- 
rade Klllstrom  of  Grand  Hapids  was  elected  last  yt^ar.  Comrade  Buschs'  term 
expired  automatically,  and  Comrade  Ames*  term  expired  by  reason  of  his 
election  as  commander.  I  will  propose  the  name  of  Comrade  Busch  to  succeed 
himself. 

A  COMRADE  :     I  support  It. 

COMMANDER:     Any  other  nominations? 

COMRADE  BINDNER  OF  DETROIT:  I  would  like  to  support  the 
nomination  of  Emery  of  Grand  Rapids. 

COMRADE  BINZ :     I  support  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Busch. 

COMMANDER :  Comrades  It  will  be  necessary,  I  believe,  to  specify 
which  one  of  these  comrades  is  elected  for  the  position  of  one  or  three  years. 
It  Is  customary  that  one  member  of  the  trust  fund  be  elected  each  year. 
We  have  got  to  elect  one  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  Comrade  Busch  by  virtue  of 
his  term  expiring.  We  have  to  elect  one  for  one  year  in  place  of  Comrade 
Ames  whose  term  would  expire  a  year  from  now. 

COMRADE  GERDEL:  Inasmuch  as  Comrade  Emery's  name  was 
mentioned  first,  I  move  that  he  be  elected  for  three  years. 

A  COMRADE :     I  support  the  motion. 

COMMANDER :  Personally,  Comrade  Gerdol,  I  wish  you  would  change 
your  motion  and  make  Comrade  Emery  for  one  year.  He  Is  a  new  member 
of  this  committee,  and  Busch  has  been  nominated  to  succeed  himself,  and  I 
think  It  would  be  up  to  our  comrades  to  re-elect  Busch  for  three  years  and 
elect  Emery  for  one,  and  next  year  P^mery  can  be  elected  for  three  years. 

COMRADE  GERDEL:  With  your  peimis4on  I  will  withdraw  the 
motion  and  make  it  one  year  Instead  of  three. 

COMMANDER :  If  there  are  no  further  nominations  I  will  entertain  a 
motion. 

COMRADE  FROM  GUY  V.  HENRY:  I  move  the  rules  be  suspended 
and  the  tellers  be  Instructed  to  cast  the  entire  ballot  for  the  two  comrades 
nominated. 

COMRADE   TRICKEY   OF  THREE   RIVERS:     I   support   the   motion. 

(Motion  stated,  put  and  carried  that  Emery  be  elected  for  one  year  and 
Busch  for  three.) 
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DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT  BURKART:  Commander,  ninety  votes 
have  been  cast  for  Comrade  Biisch  and  Emery,  the  former  for  three  years, 
and  the  latter  for  one  year. 

(Applause.) 

COMMANDER :  As  Comrades  Riisch  and  Emery  liave  reivlvini  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  convention,  they  are  declared  elected. 

COMRADE  HENNING  :  Inasmuch  a*<  Comrade  Green  is  endorsed  for 
Commander-in-Chief  I  believe  a  committee  should  be  appointed  to  handle 
his  campaign  at  Denver.     I  move  that  such  a  committee  in*  appointed. 

COMRADE  SPREADMAN:     I  support  that. 

COMMANDER :  It  has  been  moved  and  supi)orte<l  that  a  steering  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  handle  the  candidacy  of  Comrade  Green  for  Com- 
mander-in-Chief. Are  there  any  remarks?  All  in  favor  of  this  motion  say 
aye.     Contrary  nay.     Motion  is  carried. 

COMRADE  HENNING:  (Speaks  on  the  plans  and  contract  for  the 
Higgins  Lake  shelter.) 

COMRADE  KEITH :  I  would  like  to  know  if  we  have  a  licensed  archi- 
tect in  our  camp?  I  forgot  to  mention  that  last  night.  About  eight  years  ago 
they  put  the  architects  under  license.  If  a  contractor  draws  up  the  blue 
print  he  would  be  subject  to  a  fine.  I  can  draw  a  pencil  sketch,  make  de- 
tails and  so  on.  If  we  had  a  licensed  architect  here  I  could  explain  about 
that  and  I  would  be  perfectly  willing  to  make  out  the  bill  of  material  and  see 
what  it  would  cost. 

COMRADE  BOILAND  OF  GRAND  RAPIDS:  I  know  how  to  sym- 
pathize with  the  chairman  of  this  committee.  We  spent  in  the  neighborhood 
of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  increased  our  appropriation  to  six  hun- 
dred thousand.  I  sat  up  until  throe  o'clock  in  the  morning  going  over  plans 
and  specifications.  I  happen  to  be  a  builder  myself  of  over  1200  homes  in 
(Jrand  Rapids,  I  will  say  that  the  chairman  of  the  committee  is  certainly 
right.  We  hired  an  architect  in  Grand  Rapids  to  draw  plans  and  speci- 
fications, and  the  State  Administrative  Board  will  go  ahead  and  do  the 
work  themselves.  We  are  wasting  a  lot  of  time  here.  The  chairman  is 
right.  All  you  have  got  to  do  is  to  adopt  these  plans,  turn  them  over  to 
them  and  they  will  go  ahead. 

(Applause.) 

COMMANDER:  We  have  one  more  resolution.  We  will  listen  to  the 
reading  of  that  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Michigan  U.  8.  W.  V.,  again  earnestly 
request  the  appointment  of  Comrade  Rev.  Cornelius  Swartz,  of  Grand  Hayen, 
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our  Department  Chaplain,  to  that  of  Chaplain  of  the  Michigan  Soldiers 
Home,  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  and  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Michigan  Soldiers  Home. 

COMRADE :     I  move  the  approval  of  the  resolution. 

Motion  supported. 

COMRADE :  I  will  add  to  that,  that  if  there  is  no  objection  that  a  copy 
of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Soldiers  Home  Board. 

COMMANDER :  It  is  moved  and  supported  that  the  resolution  be 
adopted.  Any  remarks?  All  in  favor  say  aye.  Contrary  same  sign.  The 
resolution  is  adopted. 

Any  unfinished  business  or  new  business  to  come  before  the  convention? 

COMRADE  WHITNEY:  I  come  as  a  representative  of  Mr.  Higen- 
bottom,  General  Manager  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  who  personally  con- 
ferred with  me  last  Tuesday  relative  to  Mr.  Green's  election  at  Denver.  He 
has  offered  Michigan  the  Rainbow  quartette  to  go  with  the  Michigan  delegation 
to  Denver  during  the  convention  to  help  the  candidacy  of  Mr.  Green,  of 
whom  he  is  a  personal  friend.  The  only  expense  our  department  will  be  to 
will  be  the  hotel  for  one  night  and  one  day  that  we  retain  that  quartette 
or  quintet  with  us  in  Denver.  If  that  is  satisfactory  the  broadcasting  out- 
fit from  Cincinnati  will  be  part  of  the  Michigan  delegation  to  boost  the 
candidacy  of  Comrade  Green  for  Commander-in-Chief. 

(Applause.) 

A  COMRADE :  I  think  that  would  be  a  very  good  thing.  Now  that  we 
have  a  little  change  to  expend  we  would  be  spending  it  in  the  right  direction. 
The  hotel  expenses  for  a  night  and  a  day  wouldn't  be  much.  I  move  you 
that  the  department  pay  the  expense  of  this  quartette, — hotel  expense  one 
night  in  Denver  during  the  encampment.  I  have  the  authority  of  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Pennsylvania,  Western  Division,  to  say  that  that  quartette 
will  stay  with  us  all  one  day.  They  will  go  out  with  us  on  the  train  that 
we  go  on,  whether  Michigan  Central  or  Pere  Marquette,  they  will  accompany 
the  Michigan  delegation  to  the  convention  and  be  released  at  the  Com- 
mander's desire,  whether  one  day  or  three. 

COMRADE  BINDNER :  I  know  something  of  this  quartette.  They  are 
artists.  I  have  heard  them.  If  you  were  to  buy  their  services  for  a  day 
I  doubt  if  you  could  get  them  for  one  hundred  dollars. 

COMRADE:  As  far  as  buying,  it  is  an  impossibility.  Our  friend,  Mr. 
Higginbottom  would  feel  insulted  at  any  offer  on  our  part,  to  even  think  of 
it.  I  wanted  Guy  V.  Henry  to  foot  the  bill  of  $25.00  to  tip  them.  Our 
superintendent  said  absolutely  not    All  they  wanted  at  Denver  is  their  hotel 
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bill.    The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  pays  five  hundred  dollars  a  day 
to  maintain  the  quartette.    We  might  as  well  use  them. 

COMMANDER:  It  has  been  moved  and  supported  that  the  Department 
of  Michigan  be  authorized  to  pay  the  hotel  expenses  of  the  Rainbow  quartette 
while  in  Denver  at  our  National  Encampment.  Are  there  any  remarks?  AU 
in  favor  of  the  motion  say  aye.    Contrary,  same  sign.    Motion  is  carried. 

A  motion  made  a  little  while  ago,  the  chair  appoint  a  committee  as  a 
steering  committee  for  the  national  convention,  I  wish  to  appoint  the  follow- 
ing committee:  Comrade  Busch,  our  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  Comrade 
(Jansser,  Past  Department  Commander  Rogers,  Past  Department  Commander 
Kilstrom,  and  our  newly  elected  Junior  Vice  Commander,  Herman  Bindner 
on  that  committee. 

(Applause.) 

COMMANDER :  If  there  is  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  con- 
vention we  can  proceed  with  our  Installation  of  otflcers  this  afternoon  by 
suspension  of  the  rules. 

COMRADE  IRELAND:  I  move  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that 
we  proceed  with  the  Installation  of  the  newly  elected  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

COMRADE  TRACEY  OF  CAMP  19:     I  supi)ort  the  motion. 

Motion  stated,  put  and  carried. 

(Installation  of  officers.) 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  AMES:  I  wish  Past  Department  Com- 
mander Ilenning  would  present  the  retiring  Department  Commander. 

COMRADE  HENNING :  Retiring  Past  Commander  Hunt,  you  have  been 
accused  of  successfully  performing  the  duties  of  your  office.  You  have  l)een 
loyal  to  the  comrades  of  Michigan.  They  in  turn  have  given  you  their  loyal 
support.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  for  me  and  the  Comrades  whom  I  represent, 
to  show  their  appreciation  and  for  me  to  present  this  little  token. 

PAST  COMMANDER  HUNT:  Department  Commander  and  Comrades, 
I  know  that  the  few  of  you  who  are  left  here  are  getting  anxious  to  get 
away.  I  am  not  going  to  retain  you  long.  I  simply  want  to  thank  you  for 
the  honor  that  has  been  conferred  upon  me,  for  the  loyal  support  of  all  the 
comrades,  and  for  that  great  spirit  of  comradeship  that  has  l)een  shown 
to  me  during  my  term  of  office  by  all  of  my  department  staff.  It  sure  has 
been  a  pleasure  to  serve  this  year.  I  don't  recall  of  having  one  cross  word 
from  or  with  any  of  my  officers  or  comrades  during  my  year.

Fred  Hennlng  for 
one  year ;  George  Rogers  for  two  years ;  Ernest  Hunt  for  three  years : 
Charles  Fay  for  four  years;  John  Ireland  for  five  years.  That  constitutes 
the  Higgins  Lake  Roard,  and  they  are  to  act;  and  I  am  sure  that  they  will 
get  our  hearty  support. 

Senior  Vice  Commander,  If  you  want  to  say  a  few  words  now  Is  a  good 
time. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  I  am  very  happy  this  after- 
noon, indeed.  I  am  mindful  of  the  oftice  which  you  have  exalted  me  to  today. 
I  appreciate  this  high  honor.  What  makes  me  most  happy  of  all.  Comrades, 
is  the  harmonious  convention  which  we  have  had  and  are  about  to  close. 
That  is  the  thing  which  is  of  the  greatest  value.  When  there  is  peace,  love 
and  harmony  there  is  success. 

I  thank  you. 
(Applause.) 

JUNIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  BINDNER :  1  deeply  appreciate  the 
honor  you  conferred  on  me  this  afternoon.  This  Is  my  forty-seventh  birth- 
day, and  it  is  a  wonderful  present  that  I  received  at  your  hands.  I  can 
only  show  you  how  I  appreciate  this  gift  you  gave  me  today  by  the  results 
that  I  shall  try  and  show  at  the  end  of  this  coming  year.  And  Comrade 
Commander,  I  am  yours  to  command.      I  thank  you. 

(Applause.) 
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COMMANDER:  I  might  further  state  that  all  communications  must 
t:o  through  the  Department  Headquarters,  State  Office  Building  at  Lansing. 
My  Adjutant  will  be  Oscar  Brady  of  Battle  Creek :  my  Department  Quarter- 
master and  Assistant  Department  Adjutant  will  be  Robert  Rattray.  All 
(hecks,  as  stated  before,  all  communications  must  be  addressed  to  the 
Department  Headquarters  at  Lansing  unless  they  are  of  a  personal  nature. 
Any  time  you  desire  to  get  in  touch  with  the  Department  Commander  him- 
self, address  me  care  of  the  Post  Office  at  Battle  Creek.  Anything  that  I 
ran  do  at  any  time  to  assist  any  comrade  be  sure  and  let  me  know. 

Now,  if  there  is  no  further  business  to  come  before  us  in  connection  with 
the  convention,  we  will  proceed  to  close.

We  want 
all  the  advice  we  can  get.  I  don't  care  where  you  are  from,  I  would  like 
to  have  you  there.    Please  be  there  if  it  Is  possible  for  you  to  be  there. 

COMMANDER:    Any  further  buslne.-s  to  come  before  the  meeting? 

COMRADE  RATTliAY :  I  move  that  we  hold  the  next  Department  con- 
vention In  the  same  city  as  selected  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

Tlie  report  of  the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  and  Historian  was 
submitted  following  tlie  Encampment  and  is  herewith  appended :

BAY  CITY,  MICHIGAN,  JUNE  2,  1929 

Comrades  of  Michigan: 

Once  again  it  is  my  great  privilege  to  submit  to  you,  my  annual  report 
as  your  department  patriotic  instructor  and  historian,  and  as  chairman  of 
the  allied  veterans  legislative  committee  for  Michigan.  On  June  5,  6  and  7, 
1929,  you  will  be  meeting  in  Bay  City,  our  family  home  since  1873.  This 
will  mean  much  personal  work  for  the  success  of  this  Bay  City  encamp- 
ment, and  so  expect  to  have  little  time  for  your  meetings.  Therefore,  want 
to  first  of  all,  welcome  you  to  Bay  City.  It  was  in  June,  1916,  that  you 
and  the  "G.  A.  R.''  of  Michigan  last  met  in  Bay  City.  That  very  week 
came  orders  that  called  out  Michlgans  National  Guard  for  Mexican  border 
duty.  The  veterans  of  Lincolns  day  and  McKinleys  day  were  then  sent 
away  by  you,  inspired  to  be  worthy  sons  of  such  patriotic  fathers  and 
comrades.  We  were  gone  three  long  years.  Many  at  Bay  City  in  June, 
1916,  nevet  came  back.  In  1898  you  served  either  in  Uncle  Sams  navy  or 
regular  army,  or  in  Michigans  National  Guard.  You  have  reason  to  be 
proud  of  the  World  War  service  of  the-e  successors  in  the  line  of  duty  in 
time  of  war.  The  >s'ational  Guardsmen  from  Michigan  and  Wisconsin  in  the 
32nd  Division  (A.  E.  F.)  numbered  46,178,  first  and  last.  Of  these  10,248 
were  killed  wounded  and  disabled  in  service.  For  50  years  the  **G.  A.  R." 
had  taught  patriotism  and  unselfish  service  in  the  schools  of  America. 
When  the  Maine  was  sunk  in  Havana  harbor  Feb.  15,  1898,  you  were 
spiritually  prepared  to  "carry  on."  Since  1900  our  "U.  S.  W.  V."  have 
gradually  taken  over  the  peace  time  service  to  community,  state  and  nation, 
so  long  and  so  w^ell  carried  forward  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
All  the  great  leaders  among  Americas  5,000,000  defenders  in  the  World 
War,  were  veterans  of  service  in  Cuba,  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippines. 

The  experience  gained  in  '98  by  Gen.  Pershing  and  his  army  of  com- 
manders, and  by  Uncle  Sams  naval  leaders  in  the  World  War,  helped  to 
end  that  Armageddon  among  Christian  nations,  with  a  minimum  of  loss 
in  men,  time  and  material.  So  in  a  very  vital  way,  you  men  of  '98  con- 
tributed much  to  end  the  World  War.  Today,  ten  years  after  that  first 
armistice  day,  the  men  you  instructed  and  encouraged  to  serve  when  the 
latest  call  to  arm^  came,  are  too  young  and  too  near  their  overseas  and 
training  camp  service.  The  **G.  A.  R."  is  rapidly  being  mustered  out.  The 
youngest  civil  war  veteran  in  Bay  City  this  week  will  be  over  80  years  old, 
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and  the  oldest  will  be  nearlng  100  years.  So  the  call  of  the  hour  for 
patriotic  instruction  of  our  American  youth  is  for  you,  my  comrades  of  *W. 
Be  ever  active  and  vigilant  In  every  patriotic  community  enterprise.  Be 
real  exemplars  to  the  rising  generation.  Remember  that  actions  speak 
louder  than  words.  Make  every  national  holiday  your  especial  care.  Visit 
the  schools  and  churches  in  your  patriotic  mission  for  inspiring  the  youth 
of  today.  See  that  our  flag  is  ever  honored  as  the  symbol  of  all  that  our 
nations  defenders  died  for.  He^p  to  make  Michigan  a  leader  among  our 
national  units  in  real  peace  time  patriotism.  Every  Camp  in  Michigan  and 
every  comrade  and  his  family  have  done  "their  bit**  the  past  year.  Keep 
up  the  good  work.    Thus  will  we  best  honor  the  memory  of  our  hero  dead. 

Am  working  on  a  real  inclusive  history  of  Michigans  Spanish  War 
Veterans.  The  first  part  will  deal  with  the  war  itself.  The  second  part 
will  be  the  record  of  our  Michigan  Department  since  1900.  For  It  Is  always 
a  pleasure  for  me  to  write  down  the  events  you  and  I  lived  through  in  the 
more  than  30  years  of  our  comradeship.  But  the  routine  department  records, 
such  as  our  comrades  death  reports,  should  to  my  mind  be  sent  always  to 
our  Department  Ofllce  in  Lansing.  Only  so  may  we  be  sure  of  all  these 
vital  statistics  being  always  together.  In  that  spirit  am  submitting  this 
years  Camp  reports  to  our  Department  Headquarters  at  Lansing.  Would 
suggest  printing  in  the  coming  year,  a  ro  ter  of  all  our  *98  comrades  who 
have  answered  the  last  long  roll,  from  1898  until  1929,  in  booklet  form.  Then 
we  can  add  to  this  roster  year  by  year.  But  my  earnest  prayer  in  this 
hour  is  for  a  long  and  happy  life  for  my  comrades. 

Having  dealt  above  with  my  duties  as  your  department  patriotic  in- 
structor and  historian,  want  to  briefly  report  on  my  legislative  experiences 
of  the  pa^t  year.  Shall  hand  out  to  every  comrade  who  comes  to  Bay 
City  for  our  1929  reunion,  a  printe<i  report  on  all  vital  veterans  legislation 
in  Michigan  since  1885.  Am  attaching  copies  of  this  printed  report  to  this 
annual  review  and  hope  the  incoming  administration  will  see  the  importance 
of  including  this  VITAL  INFORMATION  in  your  1929  **S.  W.  V."  convention 
booklet.  For  it  is  the  first  time  that  Michigans  veterans  of  three  wars 
have  a  fairly  comprehensive  synop-is  of  veterans  legislation  brought  right 
down  to  this  hour.  In  our  1928  reunion  at  Kalamazoo  we  decided  tentatively 
upon  our  legislative  requests  at  the  1929  session.  Our  NEW  requests  In- 
cluded $4850  for  a  permanent  Lansing  headquarters,  with  a  paid  secretary; 
for  printing  our  Auxiliary  annual  convention  reports;  and  $18,000  for  our 
Spanish  War  Veterans  Camp  on  beautiful  Higgins  Lake  in  Roscommon 
county.  Am  happy  to  report  that  all  my  bills  covering  these  requests  were 
approved  by  our  1929  Michigan  Legislature  and  signed  by  Governor  Fred  W. 
Green,  our  comrade  of  the  31st  Mich.  Vol.  Infantry.  As  you  know,  some 
of  our  Detroit  comrades  worried  a  bit  about  these  bills.  But  there  was 
a  quiet  but  SURE  WAY  of  getting  these  NEW  appropriations,  and  so  they 
were  really  secured,  finally.    And  that  is  all  that  matters.    Since  1911  have 
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always  especially  featured  our  "S.  W.  V."  legislation.  'Nou^h  said.- 
Augustus  H.  Gansser,  President  Michigan  State  Senate,  1927-1930,  Legis 
latlve  Committee,  Allied  Veterans,  Michigan.

And  a  hearty  welcome  to  Michigan's  veterans  of  three  wars,  with  all 
their  women's  auxiliaries,  relatives  and  guests,  to  Bay  City,  my  family  home 
for  more  than  half  a  century,  WELCOME. 

Then  to  present  to  you  a  brief  and  partial  synopsis  of  veterans  legis- 
lation, past  and  present,  which  should  aid  your  several  organizations 
especially  in  the  relief  legislation  to  come  before  you  during  this  1929  re- 
union in  Bay  City.     Information  helps  much. 

The  Secretary  of  State  issued  at  Lansing,  Michigan,  in  1924,  a  fine  book- 
let on  laws  then  pertaining  to  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines,  giving  the  follow- 
ing detailed  information : 

1.  Michigan  Soldiers  Home  (Act  152  P.  A.  1885)  C.  P.  1667-1091-1915.  Pro- 
vides for  women's  annex ;  preservation  of  property ;  discipline  and  gov- 
ernment ;  providing  guardians  in  certain  cases ;  taking  care  of  *'post"  and 
"posthumous"  funds ;  care  of  inmates  adjudged  insane ;  providing  main- 
tenance and  improvement  appropriations. 

2.  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  (Act  37  P.  A.  1883)  C.  P.  10191-98-1915. 
Provides  for  incorporation  in  Michigan ;  provides  permanent  headquarters 
in  the  state  capitol  building,  Lansing;  Post  rooms  in  public  buildings 
rent  free;  monumental  memorial  buildings. 

3.  Burial  of  our  deceased  soldiers  and  sailors ;  erection  of  soldiers'  monu- 
mental buildings ;  by  cities  and  townships ;  providing  for  grave  markers ; 
providing  for  burial  allowance  for  veterans. 

4.  Certain  tax  exemptions  for  certain  veterans  (P.  A.  1915)  (C.  P.  4001) 
Amended  (1923)  provides  $2,000  exemption  on  $5,000  valuation. 

5.  Soldiers'  preference  in  public  employment  (234  P.  A.  1919)  (88  P.  A.  1923) 
Hawkers'  license  preference ;  county  clerks  register  soldiers'  discharge 
papers;  care  of  soldiers'  estates;  minor  privileges. 

6.  Soldier  relief  by  counties  (214  P.  A.  1899)  ;  (370  P.  A.  1919)  ;  protect- 
ing soldiers'  rights;  protecting  G.  A.  R.,  S.  W.  V.,  V.  F.  W.  and 
American  Legion  buttons  and  insignia ; ;  public  funds  for  Memorial  Day 
expenses;  providing  rooms  for  "S.  W.  V."  in  state  oflBce  building. 
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7.  Incorporating  the  American  Legion  (408  P.  A.  1919)  ;  bar  examination 
preference  for  World  War  veterans ;  providing  for  the  welfare  of  sick 
and  disabled  World  War  veterans ;  creating  American  Legion  Billet  at 
Otter  Laice  (247  P.  A.  1923)  ;  providing  disposition  of  the  county  war 
funds;  creating  military  museum  in  capltol  building  (1(>6  P.  A.  1921); 
making  June  14  the  oflacial  flag  day;  providing  Michigan  flag  code  (222  P. 
A.  1923)  ;  law  against  desertion  (128  P.  A.  186.3). 

Since  1924  Michigan's  Legislature  has  convened  in  1925,  1927  and  1929. 
Each  session  has  voted  large  amounts  of  money  for  Michigan's  veterans 
and  the  several  state  institutions  devoted  to  their  care  and  aid  for  their 
dependents  and  their  disabled  comrades. 

Michigan  has  always  extended  every  aid  and  encouragement  for  the 
national  defense  through  Michigan  National  Guard,  State  Naval  Reserve 
and  Aeronautics.  The  veterans  of  all  wars  have  aided  the  various  train- 
ing preparations  through  the  C.  M.  T.  C.  and  U.  O.  T.  C,  the  olflcers'  reserve 
corps  and  regular  army;  the  naval  reserve,  active  navy  and  general  naval 
preparedness. 

This  peace  time  service  also  finds  expression  in  the  veterans'  constant 
efforts  with  Congress  for  proper  national  defense  and  for  care  of  comrades 
and  his  dependents  commensurate  with  the  wealth  and  generosity  of  our 
iiwat  nation.  In  these  years  our  Michigan  efforts  In  Congress  have  prouuced 
some  results : 

1.  Secured  U.  S.  Veterans'  Hospital  No.  100  at  Camp  Custer,  for  mental 
cases.     Has  670  patients  now.     Needs  300  more  be<ls. 

i.  Secured  large  appropriations  for  Selfrldge  Flying  Field  near  Mt.  Clemens, 
and  improvements  are  being  made  constantly. 

:{.  Saved  Fort  Wayne  for  Detroit  and  Michigan  as  a  historic  center  ami 
a  public  park  on   I>etroit  river.     Had  been  up  for  sale. 

4.  Secured  large  funds  for  building  new  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  on  beautiful 
Lake  St.  Clair,  near  Windmill  Point.     For  general  use. 

5.  Helped  secure  Congress  action  for  developing  our  commercial  air  service: 
developing  our  national  military  highways;  encouraging  an  American 
merchant  marine  and  aiding  education  always. 

Our  civil  war  veterans  are  receiving  liberal  old  age  pensions,  and  the 
comrades  of  '98  and  the  World  War  are  constantly  striving  to  improve  these 
aids  for  their  dependents.  The  men  of  '98  are  receiving  similar  co-operation 
from  the  World  War  veterans.  The  adjusted  compensation  for  World  War 
veterans  averages  about  $1,450,  and  is  payable  at  death  or  in  20  years.  Over 
1,000,000  disability  claims  have  been  filed  by  Americans  with  the  "USVB." 
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The  cost  of  all  wars,  past,  present  and  future  should  be  a  potent  deterrent 
for  any  future  Armai^eddon  among  Christian  nations. 

Michigan  has  been  most  generous  with  her  veterans.  Immediately  follow 
ing  the  civil  war,  came  the  homestead  grants  by  state  and  nation.  In  192( 
Michigan  voted  a  bonus  of  $32,000,000  for  our  World  War  veterans,  pay- 
ments on  which  are  still  going  forward.  The  war  camp  community  house  at 
Gamp  Custer  became  the  American  Legion  Hospital  at  Camp  Custer  for 
tuberculosis  patients  and  is  now  open  for  state  and  county  patients,  as  well 
as  veterans.

The  Department  Headquarters  have  been  established  at  Lansing,  in  the 
State  Office  Building,  Room  749,  from  which  all  orders  have  been  issued. 

Dept.  Q.  M.  and  Asst.  Dept.  Adjt.  Robert  Rattray  has  been  in  charge  of 
our  headquarters,  and  great  credit  is  due  him  for  the  way  in  which  he  has 
conducted  our  affairs. 

A  year  ago,  Michigan  gave  us  a  law  that  provides  a  budget  for  main- 
taining our  headquarters,  and  Comrade  Rattray,  who  was  appointed  by  me 
to  fill  this  position,  has  done  more  than  well,  and  we  are  fortunate  in  having 
a  man  of  his  ability  in  charge  of  our  Headquarters.  I  am  indebted  to  him 
for  the  many  services  he  has  rendered,  and  the  loyal  support  given  me  during 
the  past  year. 

The  3l8t  National  Encampment  was  held  in  Denver,  Colorado,  September 
8th  to  11th,  and  the  Department  of  Michigan  was  present  with  a  fine  repre- 
sentation. 

The  Department  of  Michigan  presented  the  name  of  Comrade  Fred  W. 
Green  to  the  Encampment  for  the  Office  of  Commander-in-Chief,  and  we  were 
successful  in  securing  his  election  to  that  high  office.  I  am  sure  we  feel  well 
repaid  for  our  efforts  in  the  way  Comrade  Fred  W.  Green  has  filled  his  office.

Received  from  F.  W.  Henning,  Past 
Dept.  Commander  and  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  the  Shelter  in  behalf 
of  the  Department  of  Michigan  U.  S.  W.  V.  I  then  asked  Comrade  Henning 
and  his  Committee  to  take  charge  of  the  Shelter,  which  they  did.  (See  Com- 
rade Henning's  report  of  Higgins  Lake  Committee  for  further  information 
about  the  Shelter.)    I  feel  very  proud  of  the  work  of  this  Committee,  aa  they 
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are  all  workers,  and  words  cannot  tell  you  of  the  wonderful  work  they  have 
accomplished  for  the  Comrades  of  Michigan.

I  Inspected  the  American  Legion  Hospital,  located  In  the  buildings  formerly 
known  as  the  Roosevelt  Community  House  and  located  on  the  Southeasterly 
border  of  Camp  Custer.  The  American  Legion  Hospital  was  made  possible 
through  Acts  of  the  State  Legislature  In  Session  during  that  time,  and  Its 
primary  motive  was  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  Michigan's  tuberculosis 
World  War  Veterans.  There  have,  however,  been  several  Spanish  War 
Veterans  hospitalized  In  the  Institution,  most  of  them  having  also  seen 
service  In  the  late  conflict. 

During  the  past  Winter  the  Hospital  has  been  filled  to  capacity,  and  every 
Indication  points  to  a  busy  Summer  season.  Michigan  stands  far  out  In  front 
In  the  care  of  tuberculosis  citizens,  and  made  great  strides  In  carrying  on 
the  work  of  prevention  and  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  dread  disease. 
Tuberculosis.  The  Institution  stands  today  among  the  leaders  In  this  work, 
and  has  an  enviable  reputation  throughout  the  country.  The  work  at  the 
Institution  Is  carried  on  through  the  direction  of  George  A.  Dorman,  Business 
Manager,  and  Dr.  R.  H.  Lambert,  Medical  Director,  who  have  done  wonders 
for  the  Comrades,  and  have  given  Spanish  War  Veterans  the  best  of  care  at 
all  times.  A  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation  has  existed  between  the  Hospital 
and  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

November  11th,  attended  banquet  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  In 
honor  of  Armistice  Day. 

November  20th,  attended  banquet  of  Hunt  Camp,  at  Jackson. 

January  8th,  1930,  attended  the  Installation  of  Gen.  Funston  Camp  at 
Battle  Creek,  Dept.  Adjt.

It  has  been  my  prlTilege  and  pleasure  to  visit  a  number  of  our  Camps  in 
the  Lower  Peninsula  on  official  business  and  to  represent  our  Department 
Commander  during  the  past  term. 

During  the  month  of  August  I  made  a  tour  of  the  Upper  Peninsula, 
visiting  every  Camp  in  that  section  of  our  State  and  also  mustered  a  new 
Camp  at  Calumet  with  twenty-four  charter  members. 

Also  made  numerous  trips  to  Higgins  Lake  during  the  process  of  con- 
struction of  the  Shelter. 

In  all  I  have  driven  approximately  19,000  miles  on  Department  business 
since  July  1st,  1929,  at  a  cost  to  the  Department  of  about  one  and  one-half 
cents  per  mile. 

Our  membership  growth  during  this  past  term  has  been  much  greater 
than  was  expected,  especially  the  last  half  of  the  term.  This,  I  believe,  is 
largely  due  to  an  apparent  rivalry  among  our  Camps  created  through  the  new 
Camp  Commander  Monthly  Reports  and  Monthly  Bulletins  issued  from  De- 
partment Headquarters. 

On  January  1st,  1930,  a  membership  drive  was  inaugurated  and  each 
Camp  was  given  a  quota  of  admissions  and  reinstatements  on  a  basis  of  5% 
of  the  membership  in  good  standing  on  December  31st,  1929,  the  total  quota 
being  214. 

Thirty-two  Camps  have  reported  a  total  of  212  admissions  and  reinstate- 
ments to  May  31st,  1930,  or  nearly  100%  of  the  total  quota. 

At  this  time  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  condition  which,  in  my 
judgment,  is  serious,  namely  the  number  of  Camps  with  Quartermasters  not 
bonded.  Out  of  twenty-nine  Camps  making  Inspection  reports  I  find  twenty 
report  the  Quartermaster  is  not  bonded.  These  twenty  Camps  had  a  combined 
membership  on  December  31st,  1929,  of  1,423.  The  total  amount  of  dues 
collected  on  these  members  is  $4,467.50.  In  addition  there  are  muster  fees 
and  other  sources  of  revenue  which  would  increase  this  sum  considerable. 

Section  69,  sub-section  N,  relating  to  Camp  Quartermaster,  reads  as 
follows : 

"He  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in  a 
sum  at  least  double  the  amount  of  the  funds  and  value  of  supplies  and 
property  that  are  likely  to  be  in  his  hands,  the  amount  of  such  bond  to 
be  determined  by  the  Camp  and  the  surety  to  be  approved  by  the 
Commander." 
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I  would  recommend  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  incoming  DefMirt- 
ment  Council  of  Administration  for  investigation  and  a  possible  solution. 

Our  big  membership  problem  is  to  overcome  suspensions.  During  the 
year  1929  there  were  151  suspensions  reported  and  to  date  85  have  been 
reinstated,  leaving  66  still  under  suspension.  Every  efTort  should  be  made  to 
reduce  suspensions  to  a  minimum. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  support 
rendered  this  office  by  our  Camp  Officers  and  I  also  desire  to  thank  our 
Department  Commander,  George  F.  Ames,  and  Department  Adjutant,  Oscar  A. 
Brady,  for  their  hearty  co-operation.

Report  of  Department  Inspector 

To  the  Department  Commander  George  T.  Ames  and  Members  of  the  27th 
Annual  Encampment  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans: 

Comrades : 

On  March  2  a  copy  of  the  hospitalization  Act  was  requested  from  Luther 
E.  Ellis,  Manager  Regional  Office  United  States  Veterans  Bureau,  Detroit, 
Michigan. 

March  5  the  following  copy  of  Section  202,  paragraph  10  of  the  World's 
War  Veterans  Act  as  amended  was  received. 

"That  all  hospital  facilities  under  the  control  and  Jurisdiction  of  the 
bureau  shall  be  available  for  every  honorably  discharged  veteran  of  the 
Spanish-American  War,  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  the  Boxer  rebellion,  or  the 
World  War  suffering  from  neuropsychiatry  or  tubercular  ailments  and  dis- 
eases, paralysis  agitans,  encephalitis  lethargica,  or  amoebic  dysentery,  or 
the  loss  of  sight  of  both  eyes  regardless  whether  such  ailments  or  diseases 
are  due  to  military  service  or  otherwise,  including  traveling  expenses  as 
granted  to  those  receiving  compensation  and  hospitalization  under  this  Act 
The  director  is  further  authorized,  so  far  as  he  shall  find  that  existing  GoT- 
ernment  facilities  permit,  to  furnish  hospitalization  and  necessary  traveling 
expenses  incident  to  hospitalization  to  veterans  of  any  war,  military  occupa- 
tion, or  military  expedition.  Including  those  women  who  served  as  Army  nurses 
under  contracts  between  April  21,  1898,  and  February  2,  1901,  not  dishonor- 
ably discharged,  without  regard  to  the  nature  or  origin  of  their  disabilities: 
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ProTided,  that  any  and  all  laws  applicable  to  women  who  belonged  to  the 
Nurse  Corps  of  the  Army  after  February  2,  1901,  shall  apiAy  equally  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Army  Nurse  Corps  who  served  under  contract  between  April 
21,  1898  and  February  2,  1901,  including  all  women  who  served  honorably  as 
nurses,  chief  nurses,  or  superintendent  of  said  corps  in  said  i)eriod:  Pro- 
vided, That  preference  to  admission  to  any  Government  hospital  for  hospital- 
ization under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  shall  be  given  to  those  veter- 
ans who  are  financially  unable  to  pay  for  hospitalization  and  their  necessary 
traveling  expenses:  Provided  further,  That  where  a  veteran  hospitalized 
under  the  authority  of  this  subdivision  is  financially  unable  to  supply  him- 
self with  clothing,  he  shall  also  be  furnished  with  such  clothing  as  the 
director  may  deem  necessary :  Provided  further,  That  where  a  veteran  en- 
titled to  hospitalization  under  this  subdivision  is  suffering  with  a  disease  or 
injury  necessitating  the  wearing  of  a  prosthetic  appliance  and  is  financially 
unable  to  supply  himself  with  same,  upon  an  affidavit  to  that  effect  the  direc- 
tor is  hereby  authorized  to  furnish  such  appliance  and  to  effect  necessary 
repairs  to  the  same  without  cost  to  the  veteran :  And  provided  further.  That 
the  pension  of  a  veteran  entitled  to  hospitalization  under  this  subdivision 
shall  not  be  subject  to  deduction,  while  such  veteran  is  hospitalized  in  any 
Government  hospital,  for  board,  maintenance,  or  any  other  purpose  incident 
to  hospitalization:  Provided  further.  That  the  Act  of  May  4,  1898,  entitled 
**An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1899,  and  for  other  purposes,"  the  Act  of  February  28,  1861, 
as  amended  by  the  Act  of  February  2,  1909,  relative  to  Government  Hospital 
for  the  Insane  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  other  Act,  in  so  far  as  they 
are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  be,  and  they  are,  hereby 
modified  accordingly. 

In  the  insular  possessions  or  Territories  of  the  United  States  the  director 
is  further  authorized  to  furnish  hospitalization  in  other  than  Government 
hospitals."

May  9,  1930.  The  Veterans  Bureau  Hospital  No.  100  Camp  Custer  Michi- 
gan was  called  upon  and  inquiries  made  regarding  Spanish  War  Veterans. 
Information  from  the  chemical  director  discloses  that  the  following  Spanish 
War  Veterans  are  being  cared  for  in  this  Hospital,  George  A.  Gardner,  William 
W.  Hinman,  Frederick  Janssen,  Otto  Knock,  John  Hart. 

Inspection  of  the  various  buildings  found  the  general  conditions  very 
good,  the  kitchen  was  spotlessly  clean  and  the  food  was  well  cooked. 

The  Officers  in  charge  of  this  Hospital  are  doing  splendid  work,  considering 
the  crowded  conditions. 
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May  9,  1030.  American  Legion  Hospital  was  called  on  and  the  foUowing 
Spanish  War  Veterans  at  this  Hospital  are  heing  cared  for  at  present :  Carl 
Weltner,  William  Miller,  Robert  Clark  (colored),  Gus  Marn. 

The  buildings  of  the  hospital  are  all  frame,  however  they  are  only  one 
story  high,  and  an  up-to-date  fire  protecting  springier  system  is  maintained. 
The  rooms  and  building  in  general  were  found  very  clean,  the  food  was  well 
cooked  and  plenty  of  it  served.  G.  A.  Dorman,  Business  Manager,  and  Miss 
Grace  Waterman,  Welfare  Worker,  are  to  be  commended  on  the  wonderful 
work  they  are  doing  for  the  Veterans  at  this  Institution. 

May  23,  1930.  The  Michigan  Soldiers'  Home  at  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan, 
was  called  on  and  the  following  conditions  observed  :

These  cases  cannot  be  cared  for  here  and  are  sent  to  the  proper  institu- 
tions. 

General  conditions  of  all  buildings — average — ^just  fair. 

Number  of  cottages  on  grounds — three  (3)  all  occupied. 

Commenting  on  the  conditions  of  the  buildings  would  say  this  ranges 
from  poor  to  very  good.  The  present  building  program  in  progress  will 
remedy  the  main  building  and  hospital  to  having  remodelled  and  modemixed 
buildings.  This  will  cover  the  installing  of  modem  plumbing,  sewerage,  wat«r» 
heat,  sprinkler  system,  new  furniture  and  furnishings.  The  work  will  entail 
a  cost  in  excess  of  $700,000.00.  Buildings  on  the  reservation  and  conditions 
are  as  follows : 

Annex :  Two  buildings  with  connecting  solarium  in  very  good  condition — 
remodelled  last  year  at  a  cost  of  over  $60,000. 
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Two  Greenhouses — Just  fair  condition. 

Bakery  and  Laundry  in  same  building — ^poor  condition. 

Main  Building — ^under  remodelling  process,  said  work  to  include  new 
kitchen  and  bakery  and  will  completely  modernize  the  building  when  com- 
pleted. 

Company  "B"  building,  formerly  hospital — in  very  poor  condition,  which 
at  the  present  time  houses  the  postoffice,  chapel,  morgue,  and  barber  shop. 
The  bath  room  and  some  of  the  living  rooms  are  also  being  used. 

Boiler  and  Engine  Room — Very  fair  condition. 

Machine  Shop — Very  fair  condition. 

Storage  and  Garage  Building — Very  fair  condition. 

The  large  barn  is  used  for  cars  and  storage  and  is  in  a  very  fair  condition. 

Two  frame  garages  in  fair  condition. 

Hospital  Building — In  poor  condition,  is  included  in  the  building  program 
and  when  completed  will  be  ui)-to-date  and  modern  suitable  for  the  needs  of 
the  Home.    Preliminary  work  is  now  under  way. 

Women's  Dormitory — First  class  condition. 

Large  Ice  House — Is  in  a  good  condition  and  is  used  for  storage  at  the 
present  time.  This  buiding  will  be  razed  when  the  program  of  building  is 
concluded. 

Three  cottages  are  occupied  by  officers,  are  in  a  very  good  condition  and 
are  modern. 

Cemetery  Building   (small)  in  fair  condition. 

Bungalow  used  for  recreation  hall  and  concession  store,  is  in  a  fair 
condition.     It  will  be  put  in  a  first  class  condition  this  year. 

Frame  building  pump  house  in  fair  condition. 

Recreation  stand  in  ravine  in  a  fair  condition. 

Two  flat  building — one-half  in  very  good  condition,  other  half  just  fair. 
This  covers  in  some  detail  all  of  the  buildings  owned  by  the  state  on  this 
particular  reservation. 

In  the  matter  of  food  and  its  quality :  The  materials  purchased  are  first 
class  to  the  end  that  the  food  when  served  will  be  the  best.  Only  first  class 
chefs  are  employed  and  are  instructed  to  serve  the  best  meals  their  skill  can 
produce.    This  idea  of  getting  and  serving  the  best  foods  obtainable  is  to  the

purpose  of  having  contented  members  and  a  better  degree  of  health  and  hap- 
piness which  also  eliminates  waste. 

At  the  hospital  suitable  foods  are  prepared  with  the  Idea  of  convalescent 
patients  greatest  needs. 

For  special  diet  cases  a  dietician  cook  has  charge  of  the  special  foods 
needed. 

Clothes  are  furnished  by  the  State  of  Michigan  and  are  of  excellent 
quality.

Your  Committee  has  the  verbal  assurance  that  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
panles,  and  the  Penna.  R.  R.  was  chosen  as  the  Oflacial  Route  to  Philadelphia, 
Pa.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  above  named  Railroad  for  special 
train,  of  all  steel  Pullman  cars.  The  special  train  will  be  known  as  the 
"Commander-in-Chief  Special"  U.  S.  W.  V.  Michigan  Delegation. 

Your  Committee  has  the  verbal  assurance  that  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
Fred  W.  Green,  will  accompany  the  Michigan  Delegation  to  Philadelphia. 

Special  Joint  Tariff,  dated  December  7,  1929,  grants  "One  way  fare 
for  the  round  trip,  plus  .75  cents. 

Tickets  will  be  sold  on  Identification  Certificate  plan,  which  you  should 
receive  from  your  Camp  Adjutant.  Tickets  go  on  sale  August  9th  to  20th, 
1930,  inclusive,  with  final  return  date  limit  September  30,  1930.  Stop  over 
will  be  allowed  at  all  stations  on  application  to  conductors. 
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The  Rail  fares  have  not  been  compiled  for  the  several  cities.  However, 
for  those  comrades  leaving  Detroit,  the  round  trip  will  costs  $23.(^  plus  the 
Pullman  fare. 

Transportation  Circulars  have  been  sent  to  all  Camps,  and  shortly  after 
the  State  Encampment  at  Pontiac.  Michigan,  a  complete  Itinerary  will  be 
furnished,  listing  all  rail  fares,  Pullman  rates,  and  meals,  also  full  Informa- 
tion on  Washington,  D.  C.  stop  over. 

Special  Feature  in  connection  with  the  trip  will  l)e  by  courtesy  of  the 
Penna.  R  R.  Comrade  W^hltney  has  arrange<l  to  have  the  RainlMjw  Quartette 
on  train  for  your  entertainment.  He  has  also  arrange<l  to  have  our  Special 
Train  manned  by  a  complete  crew  of  Spanish  War  Veterans.  No  other  De- 
partment has  ever  had  this  distinction. 

Your  Committee  invites  the  membership  to  give  siiggc^tions.  Our  only 
desire  is  to  make  this  trip  one  of  safety  and  success.

COMMANDER  AMES:  (%)mrade  Past  Commander  Henning  of  the 
Higgins  Lake  Board  will  make  a  report. 

COMRADE  HENNINO :  I  haven't  any  written  report  for  several  rea- 
sons. One  of  those  reasons  is  that  the  treasurer  who  has  just  come  in  with 
his  report  and  the  Department  Quartermaster  will  settle  the  Higgins  I-»ake 
report  as  all  the  bookkeeping  was  done  between  Comrade  Rattray,  and  Com- 
rade Rogers,  who  will  make  a  financial  report  which  was  audited  by  the 
Committee  last  night  and  who  will  no  doubt  make  their  report. 

A  year  ago  this  convention  authorized  the  Higgins  Lake  Board  to  have 
plans,  records,  and  to  build  a  Shelter  on  Higgins  Lake. 

Immediately  after  the  Convention  the  Board  met  and  we  adopted  the 
plan  that  we  thought  suitable  for  the  building.  Before  we  sterted,  however, 
we  visited  several  other  club  houses  up  state  so  that  we  would  not  make  any 
more  mistakes  than  we  absolutely  had  to.  After  looking  over  several  dob 
houses  we  decided  on  the  plans  and  we  went  ahead. 

Instead  of  giving  out  the  work  on  contract,  we  built  it  ourselves.  One 
of  the  members,  a  comrade  was  in  charge  of  building.  We  paid  him  $25 
per  week  and  the  building  was  put  up  by  mostly  Spanish  War  Veterans.  I 
regret  to  state  that  after  the  buiulding  was  completed  we  discovered  that 
there  was  a  deficit  created  which  was  around  $3,900.00.  It  was  not  created 
from  purely  an  oversight    Many  of  the  bills  for  material  were  not  sent  In 
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so  that  we  could  not  pay  them  promptly.  The  matter  was  taken  up  before 
the  board  in  Lansing  and  they  appropriated  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the 
deficit  that  we  created. 

I  will  say,  however,  that  the  committee  did  make  a  mistake.  The 
mistake  that  they  made  is  that  they  built  the  building  too  good.  You  have  a 
real  building  there,  and  it  cannot  be  kept  up  unless  you  go  up  and  spend  two 
weeks.  Go  up  and  see  the  building  because  we  are  sure  that  it  will  be  there 
just  like  it  is,  fifty  years  from  now.  It  is  a  solid  building.  We  have  fifteen 
bedrooms,  lounging  rooms,  a  dining  room  and  that  is  a  lot. 

It  is  not  completely  equipped  as  yet.  We  will  buy  more  as  we  go  along, 
we  have  to  work  and  feel  our  way  along,  and  buy  things  gradually.  And 
about  boats,  we  have  only  one  boat,  so  far,  but  we  have  placed  an  order  for 
four  more.  We  haven't  any  electric  lights  as  yet,  the  water  is  being  pumped 
by  a  gasoline  engine.  When  we  will  get  electricity  I  am  unable  to  say.  Until 
about  the  later  part  of  this  summer  we  will  use  kerosene  lamps  and  the 
gasoline  pump  to  pump  the  water  up  in  the  bath  rooms.  We  have  two  baths 
with  showers.     I  don't  know  of  anything  that  isn't  up  to  date. 

If  any  comrade  has  a  desire  to  go  up  I  want  to  say  that  the  committee 
has  spent  money  out  of  their  own  pockets.  We  have  not  taken  one  cent  out 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  Higgins  Lake  Fund.  All  of  the  bills  before  being  paid 
had  to  be  ok'd  by  the  Budget  Director  in  Lansing,  then  they  were  sent  direct 
to  the  Administrative  Board  to  o.k.  them  and  have  them  paid  by  the  Admin- 
istrative office.  So  it  was  with  the  Higgins  Lake  Committee,  the  only  money 
that  we  handled  w^as  what  we  received  from  the  $2  per  person  that  we 
assessed.  Though  a  lot  of  them  haven't  paid  the  money  we  have  received 
some  by  appealing  to  them  on  the  Pontiac  Sedan  which  will  be  raffled  tonight 
•at  10  o'clock  in  the  Armory.  We  have  now,  I  believe,  plenty  of  money  to 
equip  the  building,  with  just  what  is  absolutely  necessary.  But  the  com- 
mittee must  have  some  way  of  a  little  maintenance  fund,  so  far  the  building 
hasn't  been  self  maintained.  In  fact  the  money  that  we  have  received  from 
the  comrades  has  all  gone  to  the  caretaker.  We  won't  make  any  money  out 
of  it  this  summer.  It  is  merely  an  experiment,  we  will  have  to  feel  our  way 
to  see  what  we  can  do,  perhaps  we  can  give  you  better  rates  next  year.  I 
don't  have  a  rate  card  with  me  now,  but  the  committee  has  adopted  some. 
We  have  had  some  cards  printed  and  they  wfU  be  here  later  on.  The  com- 
fhittee  was  up  there  and  I  think  they  were  up  there  Saturday  and  Sunday, 
and  took  a  complete  inventory  of  everything  that  is  charged  up  to  the  care- 
taker, and  we  believe  that  everything  will  come  out  all  right,  perfectly 
satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  this  year  we  will  know  what  the  attendance  will  be  and  we 
will  be  able  to  tell  better  whether  we  have  to  increase  our  rates  or  reduce 
them,    I  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  reduce  them  to  about  half. 
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There  is  as  yet  only  one  thing  I  want  to  say  more  and  that  is  that 
whatever  you  do,  this  committee  was  authorized  hy  the  unanimous  vote  of  this 
Ck)nyention  to  put  up  this  building,  it  is  your  building,  don't  say  anything 
until  you  have  seen  it.  It  belongs  to  the  members  of  the  State  of  Michigan. 
You  are  entitled  to  go  up  there  at  any  time  that  you  want  to,  but  you  must, 
unless  you  make  reservations  to  cover  your  stay,  take  a  chance  on  getting 
rooms.  Of  course  you  understand  that  rooms  will  be  reserved  for  you.  It  is 
your  building,  we  have  no  way  of  maintaining  it  except  at  the  fees  that  the 
caretaker  is  getting.  ^ 

The  rest  will  be  covered  by  the  Resolution  Committee.  The  acts  of  the 
Administration  Committee  will  be  for  you  to  act  upon.  You  comrades  must 
maintain  the  building.  And  those  of  you  who  are  skeptical  about  it,  before 
you  say  anything  contrary  or  anything  against  the  building  go  up  and  look 
at  it  and  visit  and  make  your  report  to  your  camp.  That  is  all  that  this  com- 
mittee asks.    I  thank  you.

THE  AFTERNOON  SESSION  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

COMMANDER  AMES:  The  Convention  will  now  come  to  order.  Color 
Sergeant  will  advance  the  colors.  We  have  a  fairly  good  representation  this 
afternoon  and  we  also  have  a  treat  for  you  that  I  am  sure  you  are  all  waiting 
to  hear.     Comrade  present  the  Commander-in  Chief. 

(Commander-in-Chief  Governor  Fred  W.  Green  is  presented  to  the 
rostrum. ) 

COMMANDER  AMES :  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  have  this  afternoon 
our  Commander-in-Chief  here  at  this  Convention.  He  is  a  very  busy  man 
and  you  realize  what  he  has  done  in  Washington  for  you.  It  is  wonderful  to 
have  a  man  head  our  organization  of  the  caliber  of  this  comrade.  May  I 
present  Governor  Fred  W.  Green. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF  GOVERNOR  FRED  W.  GREEN:  I  always 
was  a  little  bit  better  doing  things  than  I  was  talking  about  them,  and  you 
know  that  I  am  not  much  of  a  speech  maker. 

I  am  very  happy  to  be  here.  I  wasn't  particularly  anxious  a  year  ago 
to  be  made  Commander-in-Chief.  I  had  enough  to  do  when  I  was  governor. 
I  thought  that  I  ought  not  to  undertake  anything  else.  The  fellows  said  that 
they  had  stood  by  me  for  a  long  time,  and  now  it  was  about  time  I  did  some- 
thing for  them.  I  assure  you  there  wasn't  any  one  particular  person  in  the 
State  of  Michigan  who  wanted  to  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  this  organization 
more  than  I.  But  I  saw  an  opportunity  to  do  something  for  the  comrades 
that  would  really  help  them.    Were  you  not  pleased  with  the  result? 
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I  don't  think  I  ever  felt  quite  so  low  in  my  life  as  I  did  when  tlie  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  called  me  up  and  tdid  me  he  was  going  to  reto  our 
bill.  It  was  a  splendid  thing  that  the  senators  there  felt  you  did  a  serrioe 
to  your  country.  I  want  you  to  feel  the  number  of  men  who  were  in  accord 
with  your  cause,  and  the  number  in  accord  with  the  President  were  mighty 
small.  Tour  case  was  presented  to  them  on  the  basis  of  what  was  the  rij^t 
thing  to  do.    The  fair  thing  to  do. 

I  want  to  say  in  everlasting  glory  that  they  did  the  fair  thing  and  the 
right  thing  to  do  so  I  am  happy  and  that  as  time  goes  on  you  will  think 
and  realize  that  we  are  your  friends. 

It  is  very  easy  for  a  senator  of  the  United  States  to  stay  everlastingly 
by  the  President  and  by  his  wishes.  I  don't  feel  that  the  President  under- 
stands this  pension  matter.  I  Just  don't  think  he  gets  it.  I  talked  with  him 
before  the  bill  came  up  and  again  after  the  bill  was  presented  for  his  signa- 
ture.   But  he  hasn't  arrived  at  the  idea  of  the  pension. 

I  know  a  pension  isn't  given  because  you  are  hard  up.  If  that  is  all  it  is 
for  it  is  a  poor  proposition.  I  look  at  it  more  from  an  honorary  standpoint, 
a  mark  of  recognition.  The  government  of  the  United  States  should  save 
those  who  saved  their  country,  in  the  time  of  need.  It  should  not  be  given  on 
the  basis  of  the  poorness  of  the  person,  but  of  the  service  that  you  performed 
for  your  country.  You  know  the  government  of  the  United  States  owes  a 
particular  duty  to  you  men  because  it  ordered  you  out  without  provisions. 
It  paid  no  particular  attention  of  the  conditions  to  which  it  ordered  you. 
It  did  not  properly  arm  you.  It  did  not  properly  feed  you.  It  did  not  properly 
provide  you  with  medical  attention.  In  fact  it  was  just  one  wrong  after 
another.  You  know  why  a  thousand  men  of  this  country  gave  up  their  lives 
at  the  various  places  throughout  this  country,  because  of  their  love  for  it. 

So  when  the  next  army  was  called  into  being  there  were  all  kinds  of 
preventatives  to  keep  away  disease.  You  know  in  our  time  it  was  a  terrible 
thing.  You  know  too,  in  the  matter  of  feeding  the  troops.  You  suffered  and 
the  government  learned  a  lesson.  They  didn't  understand  how  they  were  to 
ration  you  men.  The  water  served  us  was  the  water  from  the  outside  of  the 
rockey  country. 

All  these  things  our  men  gave  up  their  lives  for,  a  very  great  many  of 
them.  We  have  learned  a  lesson.  Armies  that  came  after  us  profited  by 
these  mistakes.    We  are,  every  one  of  us  grateful. 

So  I  am  happy  to  come  before  you,  proud  as  I  always  am  to  be  Identified 
with  this  organization.  I  do  not  believe  that  both  the  halls  of  congress 
regret  that  we  have  arrived  at  the  amount  of  money  to  be  given  to  you  men. 

The  country  is  down  today  in  an  industrial  way,  and  you  men  with 
average  ages  of  64  years  are  out  of  employment    You  are  not  going  to  be

called  back  again.  Industry  isn't  hiring  men  today  who  are  50  years  of  age 
and  older.  That  is  one  of  the  saddest  and  worst  things  of  this  industrial 
age.  They  want  men  45  or  younger.  This  great  government  of  ours  won't 
hire  any  Spanish  war  veterans  50  years  old  as  night  watchmen.  That  is  a 
direct  responsibility  of  the  age.  There  was  a  time  when  this  great  vdluntary 
army  meant  so  much  to  the  country.  Now  it  is  different.  There  is  another 
thought  that  I  like  very  much.  You  know  all  over  the  country  there  will  be 
a  group  of  willing  men  to  serve  their  country  and  without  any  compensation. 
You  wonder  why  I  like  that  privilege.  That  army  volunteered  not  to  conquer 
but  to  help  humanity.  After  all  I  think  the  greatest  lesson  that  they  have 
learned  and  that  we  should  live  up  to  is  that :  "We  are  our  brother's  keeper." 
I  thank  you. 

(Applause) 

COMMANDER  AMES :     Thank  you  very  much,  Governor  Green. 

Is  Past  Commander  Emery  in  the  room?  Comrades  we  have  advanced 
quite  fast  on  our  business  this  morning  and  there  are  one  or  two  committees 
I  wish  would  give  their  reports  now.  The  Resolution  Committee  Is  in  session 
at  the  present  time.  The  Auditing  Committee,  Herman  Blndner,  Junior  Vice 
Department  Commander  Chairman,  will  read  his  report.     (Reads  report.)

COMMANDER  AMES :  I  wish  at  this  time  to  appoint  a  greetings  Com- 
mittee to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Comrade  Martin  of  Flint,  Com- 
rade Past  Commander  Hunt,  Chief  of  Staff,  will  you  please  visit  the  G.  A.  R. 
with  our  compliments.  Comrades  according  to  the  program  that  I  had  for 
the  Department  I  find  we  have  finished  most  everything,  that  we  are  pretty 
well  cleaned  up  and  the  two  committees  will  report  later  on.  Comrades  I 
will  ask  for  remarks  for  the  good  of  the  order,  and  that  you  can  say  anything 
you  desire  to  the  convention,  but  limit  your  remarks.  This  must  be  done 
because  we  all  want  to  get  out  to  see  the  city  of  Pontlac  and  have  a  good 
time.  I  am  willing  to  take  suggestions  from  you  wmrades.  What  is  your 
pleasure? 

LAWTON  CAMP  NUMBER  1 :  We  have  a  telegram  from  Comrade  Past 
Commander  Irvine  who  I  understand  is  very  ill.  He  Is  sick  in  the  Marine 
Hospital  and  it  would  be  very  nice  to  send  him  a  telegram. 

COMRADE  FROM  46:     I  support  that  with  a  bunch  of  flowers. 
Motion  supported  and  carried. 

COMRADE  FROM  47:  I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  that  we  also  send 
sympathy  to  Comrade  Zylstra,  who  is  ill. 

COMMANDER  AMES :     That  has  already  been  done. 

BIDWELL,  30:  A  remark  was  made  here  regarding  the  Higgins  Lake 
rules  and  instructions,  but  did  not  provide  for  the  name  of  the  caretaker  to 
which  to  write  to  make  reservations.  I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  name 
and  addresss  of  the  caretaker  to  whom  reservations  might  be  made,  be  given 
us. 

HENNING:  We  would  give  you  the  name  but  the  caretaker  might  be 
changed  from  month  to  month  unless  he  desired  to  remain.  However,  up 
until  last  night  we  did  not  know  who  the  caretaker  would  be.  Comrade  Roy 
Eraser  has  been  taking  care  of  the  building  as  the  temporary  caretaker. 

COMRADE  ROGERS,  CAMP  19 :  Under  the  report  for  the  good  of  the 
organization,  there  is  a  matter  that  I  want  to  bring  op.  I  am  not  speaking  on 
the  Higgins  Lake  Board. 
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I  am  speaking  on  the  subject  that  possibly  the  comrades  are  amillar  with, 
however,  in  the  event  that  they  are  not,  this  is  the  point  that  I  want  to 
bring  out : 

Our  government  is  a  gracious  government.  We  have  the  cash  which  has 
been  sought  by  many.  We  are  not  taking  advantage  of  it.  I  speak  of  hospital- 
ization. 

It  has  come  to  my  attention,  within  the  last  year,  of  one  of  the  comrades 
who  has  been  in  the  hospital  at  his  own  expense.  Very  few  of  you  men  are 
financially  able  to  attend  a  local  hospital  at  your  own  expense.  You  should 
,  file  application  for  your  card  at  the  Veterans  Bureau  so  you  can  get  the 
needed  hospitalization.  They  will  take  you  there  and  bring  you  back  and 
you  won't  have  to  spend  any  money,  or  mortgage  your  home  in  so  doing. 
This  is  the  point  I  want  to  bring  out,  that  it  is  a  benefit  provided  for  you 
and  you  should  take  advantage  of  that  benefit. 

(Applause) 

COMRADE  GERDEL,  40:  A  complaint  came  up  among  the  Spanish 
War  Veterans  saying  they  were  not  getting  service  fast  enough.  I  will  tell 
you  why  that  is.  One  man  came  down  there,  and  applied  for  hospitalization, 
coming  under  the  tuberculosis  class.  He  applied  through  his  local  doctor  and 
is  told  he  has  got  to  wait  three  weeks.  In  the  meantime  another  soldier  with 
some  other  disease  goes  down  and  within  a  week's  time  he  has  a  bed.  That 
preference  is  given  is  not  true.  If  the  hospital  to  which  you  are  sent  hasn't 
any  bed  you  just  have  to  wait  until  they  find  a  place  for  you.  You  just  have 
to  wait  your  turn  before  they  can  take  you.     I  thank  you. 

(Applause) 

COMRADE  RATTRAY :  I  believe  I  can  enlighten  the  comrades  some  on 
the  question  that  was  raised  just  a  short  while  ago  with  reference  to  the 
Higgins  Lake  Shelter. 

Having  been  connected  with  the  Higgins  Lake  Board  during  the  last  year, 
as  Secretary  of  the  Board,  I  know  all  the  details  of  Higgins  Lake.  I  can 
appreciate  the  fact  that  the  president  of  the  Higgins  Lake  Board  seems  prone 
to  hesitate  to  tell  you  just  exactly  what  has  been  done  up  there,  and  what  it 
is  like.  He  is  more  concerned  about  what  you  think  about  it  because  what 
they  have  done  has  been  for  your  enjoyment. 

I  shall  attempt  to  briefly  give  those  of  you  who  have  never  been  there 
some  idea  of  what  we  have  at  the  lake  and  what  it  actually  is. 

First  it  is  situated  on  the  shore  of  Higgins  Lake.  Rated  I  think  as  the 
sixth  most  beautiful  lake  in  the  United  States.  The  entire  lake  is  sandy 
bottom,  there  is  very  little,  if  any  stone.    The  shore  line  extends  out  a  great 
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distance  and  you  can  wade  out  quite  a  distance  so  there  won*t  be  any  danger 
of  any  of  us  drowning. 

The  Higgins  Lake  Board  following  the  convention  last  year,  proceeded 
to  put  up  the  building  on  the  money  appropriated  by  the  state  legislature. 
This  board  changed  the  original  plans  and  started  the  work  on  the  structure. 
And  they  did  what  Comrade  Henning  said,  they  built  the  camp  rather  slowly, 
but  we  were  fortunately  able  to  impress  the  State  Administrative  Board  and 
they  appropriated  additional  money  for  the  project. 

This  building  is  two  stories  high,  contains  seventeen  bedrooms  and  will 
accommodate  34  guests  at  one  time,  and  with  the  addition  of  cots,  which 
will  be  placed  there  very  shortly,  we  will  be  able  to  accommodate  several 
more  people.  This  board  is  proud  to  have  you  to  go  there  and  see  this 
shelter.  You  will  really  like  w^hat  you  have  there.  You  must  see  It  in  order 
to  appreciate  it.  I'nless  you  see  this  you  will  not  realize  that  the  efforts 
put  forth  by  the  board  were  in  anticipation  of  the  pleasure  that  would  come 
to  you  comrades  at  the  Higgins  Lake  property. 

Now  there  are  some  matters  coming  before  you  at  this  convention  for  your 
consideration  and  when  they  do  come  up,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  you  will 
see  the  necessity  for  agreeing  to  them.  I  am  not  going  to  tell  you  any  more 
before  they  come  up. 

You  all  have  copies  of  the  rules  governing  the  Higgins  Lake  Shelter  and 
it  is  expected  that  they  will  be  carried  out  to  the  letter.  At  the  present 
time  the  board  has  one  boat  for  use  of  those  who  occupy  the  Shelter.  We 
have  written  the  caretaker  directing  him  to  start  construction  of  four  more 
boats.  You  can  fish,  go  boating  or  you  can  enjoy  yourself  in  any  way  that  It  is 
possible  with  these  facilities. 

A  camp  site  has  been  provided  for  those  who  feel  they  cannot  afford  to 
go  to  the  Shelter.  There  are  conveniences  that  you  will  find  In  any  state 
camp  grounds.  You  can  camp  outside  by  pitching  a  tent  for  your  own  use, 
this  will  cost  nothing.  Water  and  other  facilities  are  there  and  you  can  go 
there  any  time  you  desire. 

If  you  want  to  go  to  the  shelter  and  spend  a  week  it  is  necessary  for  you 
to  arrange  in  advance,  because  there  may  not  be  room  and  you  would  have 
to  take  a  chance  on  getting  accommodations.  By  making  reservations  you 
will  know  that  you  will  be  received  and  will  find  a  place  for  you  when  you 
get  there.  After  you  come  back  you  will  say  that  Higgins  Lake  is  one  of  the 
finest  places  to  go  to  when  you  want  to  take  a  vacation. 

COMRADE  BINDNER:  I  just  want  to  state  that  Higgins  lake  is  the 
third  finest  lake  in  the  United  States  and  that  in  Michigan  it  is  rated  as  the 
first  lake. 
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The  depth  of  the  lake  Is  gradual.  It  slopes  gradually  particularly  from 
the  western  shore,  which  fronts  the  Higgins  Lake  property.  It  gradually 
tapers  down  and  at  the  depth  of  twenty  feet  you  can  see  the  bass  and  various 
other  fish  basking  in  the  sun.  They  are  lazy  and  will  not  bite.  I  tried  to 
make  them  bite.  I  put  a  minnow  right  down  in  front  of  his  nose  (a  bass) 
and  he  turned  away.    The  building  is  the  finest  in  that  section  of  the  state. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  Comrade  Gansser,  Patriotic  Instructor  and 
Historian  is  now  ready  to  give  his  report. 

GANSSER :  COMMANDER,  COMRADES :  I  am  not  going  to  take  up 
much  of  your  time  because  of  the  heat.  I  will  not  read  the  whole  written 
report  as  Patriotic  Instructor  and  Historian.  This  will  appear  in  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

I  want  to  say  just  this;  isn't  it  great  to  meet  here  today?  Think  what 
our  comrade  Governor  Green  was  able  to  do  down  in  Washington  just  this 
week.  I  was  in  Washington  several  times  during  the  winter.  It  was  a 
wonderful  thing,  and  I  want  you  to  feel  that  this  was  all  done  for  you. 

This  pension  is  a  compliment  to  you  beyond  anything  that  I  think  can 
happen  to  you.  That  is  a  large  statement  but  I  think  it  is  based  on  fact. 
May  I  remind  you  again  that  the  young  men  in  the  Spanish  American  War 
were  the  leaders  in  the  World  War.  The  Civil  War  Veterans  33  years  after 
led  us  then.  Just  to  remind  you  again  that  you  served  at  the  turning  of  our 
national  existence  when  we  became  a  true  world  power.  Before  that  we  were 
just  the  United  States  of  America.  We  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
outside  world.  We  were  just  strictly  America,  for  America,  by  America. 
But  when  Spain  compelled  us  to  come  into  conflict  we  had  a  problem  on  our 
hands.  We  were  in  the  Philippines,  in  Porto  Rico  before  President  McKinley. 
In  that  hour  we  went  into  a  World  War  though  we  knew  it  not,  and  we  have 
to  face  facts  this  moment,  that  is  we  are  a  world  power. 

Now  we  are  not  the  isolated  United  States  of  America.  Why  we  are 
mighty  here,  and  the  Dough  Boys  of  this  day  are  over  in  the  Philippines 
guarding  American  property.  In  Porto  Rico  we  have  a  son  of  a  man  who 
commands  the  rough  and  ready  of  the  government,  Teddy  Roosevelt.  He  is  a 
worthy  son  of  old  Teddy  whose  ideas  prove  that  in  your  brief  service  you 
changed  the  destiny  of  this  nation  and  in  a  sense  the  destiny  of  the  world 
by  your  service.  So  hold  you  head  high.  You'll  do  it  again  sometime.  Cast 
your  report  out  to  have  the  state  post  that  would  take  the  movement  to  the 
villages.  There  are  not  enough  of  us  to  have  an  organization  of  their  own. 
That  is  one  thing  you  can  do  at  this  session. 

Then  let  us  not  forget  the  little  camp  at  Grayling.  That  is  to  house 
permanently  the  National  Guardsmen  at  Grayling.  So  we  are  proud  of  our 
Higgins  Lake.    We  can  visit  the  National  Guards  at  Grayling.    I  know  that 
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many  of  those  who  served  with  me  were  either  your  brothers  or  your  sous.  We 
want  you  to  go  to  Higgins  Lake.  Among  other  things  there  is  a  forest 
reserve  on  the  lake.  There  is  room  for  all  accommodations  on  Higgins  Lake. 
1  thank  you. 

(Applause) 

Report  of  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  and  Historian 

Comrades  of  Michigan: 

Once  again  it  is  my  privilege  to  submit  to  you,  my  annual  report  as  your 
Department  Patriotic  Instructor  and  Historian,  and  as  chairman  of  the 
Allied  Veterans  legislative  committee  for  Michigan.  We  will  treat  these  sub- 
jects In  this  order.  Since  1900  our  "U.  S.  W.  V."  have  gradually  taken  over 
the  peace  time  service  to  community,  state  and  nation,  so  long  and  so  well 
carried  forward  by  our  Civil  War  veterans  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
the  Womens  Relief  Corps,  and  their  allied  auxiliaries.  Foremost  In  this  field 
of  patriotic  Instruction  Is  the  effort  In  public  and  parochial  schools,  to  incul- 
cate a  love  of  country,  expressed  in  reverence  to  our  flag  and  all  It  stands 
for.  Since  1808  the  "G.  A.  R."  lias  given  to  the  youth  of  America,  the  Inspira- 
tion for  peace  time  patriotism  and  war  time  service,  that  meant  so  much  to 
our  comrades  In  the  battle  days  of  1898-1002.  As  time  has  "mustered  out'* 
the  veterans  of  our  "G.  A.  R."  our  "Boys  of  '98"  have  become  their  successors 
in  line  of  duty.  The  past  year  our  active  Camps  have  provided  a  military 
funeral  for  the  veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  who  have  "passed  on."  Pall  bearers ; 
buglers  and  firing  squad  of  our  "U.  S.  W.  V."  cheerfully  gave  of  their  time 
and  substance  to  pay  these  last  honors  to  our  patriot  fathers  of  the  "G.  A.  R." 
The  same  honors  were  given  to  World  War  veterans,  where  needed.  Simi- 
larly our  Camps  have  cheerfully  and  promptly  cooperated  in  every  way  with 
the  veterans  of  all  wars,  in  local  aCTairs  and  In  furthering  veterans  legislation 
especially  at  Washington.  Our  Spanish  War  Veterans  Pension  Bill  was 
vetoed  by  President  Hoover  In  May,  1930.  Fortunately  we  had  as  our 
National  Commander,  our  own  Governor  Fred  W.  Green  of  Ionia,  and  by 
dint  of  hard  work,  and  the  cordial  cooperation  of  allied  veterans,  the  Senate 
and  Congress  passed  our  measure  over  the  veto,  almost  unanimously.  The 
details  of  this  pension  matter  will  be  treated  elsewhere.  In  this  i^ce  we 
merely  aim  to  give  credit  where  credit  Is  due,  and  to  stress  the  proof  of 
good  comradeship,  nation  wide,  in  our  hour  of  need.  Presidents  Harding, 
Codlldge  and  Hoover  have  In  turn  vetoed  Important  veterans  legislation :  1921 
to  1930,  because  of  future  liabilities  due  to  precedent,  and  because  of  minor 
defects  in  the  laws  submitted  to  them  by  Congress.  Our  government  is  one 
of  "checks  and  balances."  So  the  veteraiis  must  think  of  the  greater  good 
to  the  greater  number.  Better  that  one  less  worthy  be  benefited  than  that 
nine  worthy  comrades  suffer  injustice.    It  was  my  privilege  to  speak  from 
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the  same  platform  in  Boston  on  July  20,  1010,  when  Goyemor  Calvin  Goolidge 
provided  ns  with  this  slogan  in  his  brief  but  inspiring  address:  ''A  nation 
that  does  not  remember  its  defenders,  is  not  worthy  of  being  defended."  Soon 
after  that  he  signed  one  of  the  first  state  bonus  laws  passed  for  World  War 
veterans.  When  he  reached  the  presidency,  he  took  his  stand  for  liberal 
allowances  to  our  disabled  of  all  wars,  and  for  their  dependents.  At  the  same 
time  he  strove  for  tax  reductions.  To  this  end  he  opposed  adjusted  compensa- 
tion for  our  comrades  of  the  World  War.  Our  "U.  S.  W.  V."  helped  to  pass 
this  worthy  measure,  providing  only  for  enlisted  men,  over  President  Coolidge's 
veto.  It  is  payable  in  1945,  or  to  dependents  in  case  of  death  of  the  veteran. 
This  very  winter  World  War  veterans  have  tried  to  get  part  of  this  bonus 
to  help  tide  them  over  this  period  of  unemployment.  Again  our  **U.  S.  W.  V." 
did  their  best  to  help.  There  is  now  $436,000,000  in  the  sinking  fund,  and  we 
felt  this  at  least  might  be  given  now,  when  the  need  is  greatest.  But  without 
avail.  "Self  preservation  is  ever  the  first  law."  So  naturally  much  of  our 
veterans  activities  center  on  these  vital  matters.  State  and  national  legis- 
lators, and  the  business  men  of  America,  expect  us  to  do  just  that.  U.  S. 
Treasury  officials  will  always  try  to  save  the  money.  Between  the  two,  justice 
is  bound  to  be  fairly  well  served  all  around.  Michigan's  legislature  held  no 
session  this  year.  Last  year  we  presented  you  with  detailed  information  about 
all  money  appropriations  for  military  and  veterans  purposes.  Improvements 
at  Michigan's  Soldiers  Home  (Grand  Rapids) — at  the  U.  S.  Veterans  Hos- 
pital No.  100  (Camp  Custer  and  the  opening  of  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  (Wind- 
mill Point  on  Lake  St.  Clair) — have  been  the  leading  accomplishments  the 
past  year  for  Michigan  veterans  relief  and  care.  Michigan's  delegation  in 
Congress  is  deserving  of  credit  for  their  constant  support  of  worthy  veterans 
relief  measures.  Our  incoming  administration  (U.S.W.V.)  should  at  once 
begin  to  plan  its  veterans  legislation  for  the  next  session  of  Congress,  and 
for  the  1931  session  of  Michigan's  legislature.  Worthy  and  well  presented 
relief  measures  always  command  respect  and  favorable  consideration.  Always 
there  is  room  for  improvement.  Always  the  need  of  our  disabled  and  their 
dependents  must  come  first.  As  our  comrades  of  '98  pass  along  the  years, 
their  needs  are  sure  to  increase.  Hence  our  special  attention  at  this  time  to 
these  legislative  matters.  Am  continuing  work  on  our  Michigan  department 
history,  and  hope  to  have  it  ready  for  action  by  the  1931  legislature.  Michigan 
printed  the  Civil  war  records  36  years  ago,  so  feel  sure  we  will  fare  as  well. 
Local  Camps  and  comrades  who  have  something  worth  while  to  include  in  our 
Michigan  **U.  S.  W.  V."  history  should  forward  it  to  me  at  Bay  City.  Import- 
ant items  in  the  vital  records  of  Michigan  the  past  year,  are  these :  election  of 
Governor  Fred  W.  Green  as  national  commander  of  our  "U.  S.  W.  V." ;  legis- 
lative appropriations  value  proven  in  the  field  work  of  Department  Quarter- 
master Robert  Rattray,  who  motored  over  18,000  miles  the  past  year,  visiting 
Camps  and  veterans  homes ;  building  our  summer  camp  at  Higgins  Lake,  to  be 
formally   opened    Sunday,   June   15,   1930;    helping   the   orphanage   of   the 
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"V.  F.  W."  at  Eaton  Rapids;  and  of  the  American  Legion  at  Otter  Lake;  help- 
ing our  comrades  secure  hospitalization  under  government  regulations ;  prefer- 
ence in  local  and  ciyil  service  employment;  and  the  like.  We  mourn  the 
loss  of  53  comrades  the  past  year.     ''Peace  to  their  ashes.'' 

We  shall  meet,  and  we  shall  miss  them — 

There  will  be  their  vacant  chairs — 
But  though  we  no  more  possess  them, 

Still  our  hearts  their  memory  bears. 

The  call  of  the  hour  for  us,  the  living,  is  for  continued  teaching,  by  pre- 
cept and  example  to  the  youth  of  America,  of  the  high  ideals  for  which  our 
comrades  enlisted,  fought  and  died.  Be  ever  active  in  every  community 
enterprise.  Remember  that  "actions  speak  louder  than  words."  Make  every 
national  holiday  your  especial  care.  Visit  the  schools  on  welcome  occasions 
and  so  help  to  inspire  the  rising  generation  of  Americans  to  do  their  full  duty, 
in  peace  as  you  did  in  war.

COMMANDER  AMES :  Comrades,  I  have  been  requested  to  announce 
that  if  any  of  the  comrades  wish  to  submit  resolutions  please  submit  them  in 
writing  to  the  acting  chairman  of  the  Resolution  Committee. 

COMMANDER  AMES :  I  notice  that  Colonel  Campbell,  Commandant  of 
the  Michigan  Soldiers'  Home  is  present  and  I  would  like  to  have  him  come 
to  the  platform  and  tell  us  about  the  Home.    Colonel  Campbell. 

Colonel  Campbell :  Comrades  I  don't  know  just  what  I  can  say  that 
would  be  of  interest  to  you  except  my  hobby,  and  that  is  at  present  the 
Michigan  Soldiers'  Home. 

Probably  not  all  of  you  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  we  are  now  trying 
to  make  what  uSed  to  be  the  Michigan  Soldiers*  Home  into  a  Home  for 
Michigan  Soldiers,  and  to  do  that  we  have  had  to  do  a  considerable  amount 
of  hard  work.  We  are  now  nearly  completed  and  by  July  15  and  not  later 
than  August  1,  we  will  have  spent  a  little  more  than  four  thousand  dollars. 
In  the  next  two  years  there  will  be  included  a  new  heating  plant,  wiring, 
painting  throughout,  new  bath  rooms,  new  toilets,  etc  The  bed  rooms  will 
have  the  floors  covered  with  linoleum.  A  man  can  get  up  and  walk  across 
the  room  without  getting  slivers  in  his  feet,  a  thing  which  has  been  known  to 
happen. 
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We  have  an  entire  new  dining  room  which  will  be  completed  within  the 
next  three  weeks,  In  which  we  can  feed  all  the  members  of  the  Home  in  one 
assembly.  The  kitchen  is  a  bakery  in  itself.  In  fact  we  will  be  able  to  bake 
our  own  bread  in  that  kitchen.  This  is  all  being  accomplished  through  the 
efforts  of  our  National  Commander.  We  are  going  to  finish  the  job  that  he 
has  started.  I  am  sure  that  under  the  guidance  of  all  men  whose  thoughts 
began  this,  we  will  surely  get  somewhere  in  our  good  work. 

This  is  just  a  little  outline  of  the  plans  which  call  for  the  completion  of 
the  buildings  by  July  1.    I  thank  you. 

(Applause) 

COMMANDER  AMES :  I  would  like  to  call  on  Past  Department  Com- 
mander Judge  Charles  L.  Bartlett.  We  would  just  like  to  hear  a  word  or  two 
from  him. 

JUDGE  BARTLETT:  Comrades:  There  is  one  thing  that  has  im- 
pressed me  and  that  is  the  condition  of  some  of  the  boys  who  are  unable  to 
secure  employment  throughout  the  state.  I  don't  know  how  things  are 
outside  of  Detroit,  but  conditions  are  frightful  there.  Conditions  of  all  the 
soldiers  Is  very  serious. 

A  great  many  of  these  have  families  to  support  and  are  getting  com- 
paratively small  pensions.  I  am  Informed  by  men  who  profess  to  know, 
that  this  condition  Is  not  going  to  clear  up  like  some  people  say  It  will.  Boys 
I  am  glad  to  be  here  with  you  today,  and  It  seems  ten  years  since  I  was  elected 
Department  Commander. 

The  Commander-ln-Chef  made  a  statement  a  year  ago  that  the  average 
age  of  you  veterans  was  54  years,  therefore  the  average  age  Is  now  55  years. 

I  want  to  congratulate  you  on  the  favor  that  we  had  in  the  senate  in 
Washington  recently.  I  mean  the  pension  bill.  When  you  take  it  into  con- 
sideration, practically  95  per  cent  of  both  houses  voted  for  us  and  with  us. 
Of  course  you  know  that  our  representation  from  Michigan  lead  In  putting 
across  the  pension  bill.  That  the  representatives  from  Michigan  in  Congress 
voted  that  bill  through.  Only  12  of  all  the  members  voted  against  us.  They 
voted  because  of  a  sentimental  reason  that  they  wanted  to  be  with  the 
President  against  us.  I  want  to  compliment  our  own  senators  of  the  State 
of  Michigan  because  they  have  sincerely  and  truly  stood  by  us  and  the  love 
of  the  organization  has  done  it.  They  were  with  us  from  the  start.  I  thank 
you. 

(Applause) 

(The  Auxiliary  to  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War  greetings 
Committee  are  received  and  pinned  with  the  badge  of  the  Convention.) 
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COMMANDER  AMES :  Comrades  we  have  moved  fine  with  the  Business, 
do  you  wish  to  sit  here  for  another  hour  and  a  half,  or  do  you  wish  to  go 
outside  and  get  some  fresh  air?  We  will  hear  the  report  of  the  Resolutions 
Committee  tomorrow  afternoon. 

COMMANDER  AMES :  If  there  are  no  further  reports  we  will  stand  ad- 
journed. Color  Sergeant  retire  the  Colors.  You  are  now  adjourned  until 
1 :00  o'clock  tomorrow.  Tomorrow  we  will  proceed  with  the  afternoon  session, 
and  we  are  now  free.

Committee. 

COMRADE  RATTRAY :  The  report  is  incomplete.  There  will  be  other 
registrations  of  delegates  and  officers  entitled  to  vote  up  to  12 :00  o'clock  noon 
today.    More  will  undoubtedly  register  during  the  Convention  this  afternoon. 

COMRADE :  (The  Auxiliary  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  are  received  by 
Chaplain  Swartz) 

COMMANDER  AMES :  I  ask  at  this  time  If  the  Resolution  Committee 
is  ready  to  report.  I  believe  Past  Commander  Hennlng  has  one  or  two 
resolutions  to  present. 

COMRADE  HENNING :  In  the  Department  we  have  what  is  known  as 
the  Council  of  Administration.  The  Council  is  only  prescribed  to  assist  the 
Department  Commander  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  and  to  follow  any 
instructions  he  gives  them.  It  is  his  privilege,  in  the  convention,  to  ask  the 
council  of  administration  for  advice  on  different  matters,  presenting  resolutions 
to  them  for  their  consideration  before  they  present  them  to  the  Resolution 
Committee. 

Comrades.  These  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  unanimous  vote  at  the 
meeting  held  by  the  Department  Council  of  Administration.  The  Department 
of  Michigan  has  never  been  consulted,  as  there  Is  a  little  matter  In  the 
Hlggins  Lake  business  which  at  present  we  have  to  straighten  out.  In  order 
to  straighten  it  out,  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

RESOLVED :  That  the  Department  Council  of  Administration  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  spend  a  sum  not  exceeding  $300.00  per  annum  for 
repairs  and  maintenance  to  the  Higglns  Lake  Shelter. 

(Resolution  adopted.) 

HENNING :  There  is  a  resolution  pertaining  to  matters  of  the  Higglns 
Lake  shelter.  In  the  last  several  years  back  we  have  had  at  times  a  little 
difficulty  in  finding  out,  after  the  next  Convention  City  was  named,  whether 
or  not  that  city  was  able  to  take  care  of  the  convention  as  it  should  be.  I  do 
not  know  whether  the  Council  of  Administration  knows  that  it  is  under  the 
rules  and  regulations,  that  should  any  city  not  be  able  to  take  care  of  our 
convention  that  they  would  have  the  privilege  to  designate  some  other  city. 
Therefore  I  submit  the  following  resolution.     (Reads) 

WHEREAS :  Considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  at  times  in  securing 
suitable  rooms  for  Department  Headquarters  in  Convention  Cities  and  in 
addition  it  is  also  found  Cities  selected  under  the  present  method  are  some- 
times unable  to  supply  satisfactory  housing  facilities  in  general,  therefore 
belt 
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RESOLVED:  That  the  final  selection  of  the  Ck>nyention  Cities  be  left 
with  the  Department  Council  of  Administrations  of  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans. 

It  is  under  the  rules  and  regulations,  that  the  Council  of  Administration 
must  concur  in  the  action  taken  at  any  National  Convention  before  this  city 
that  has  been  voted  the  next  convention  city  is  finally  selected.  It  is  a  fact 
that  the  Council  of  Administration  must  concur  on  the  action  taken  at  the 
Convention  otherwise  it  is  not  legal.  I  believe  we  have  enough  faith  in  the 
Council  of  Administration  that  we  can  trust  them  with  that  matter.  I  move 
the  adoption  of  this  resolution. 

COMMANDER  AMES :  The  reason  that  I  ask  to  have  these  resolutions 
re-read  is  so  you  won't  get  the  idea  any  place  in  your  head  that  they  are  being 
railroaded  on  you.

BINDNER:  I  move  you  that  forthwith  the  chair  send  a  direct  wire  to 
our  new  Department  Commander  informing  him  of  the  fact  that  he  has  been 
elected  the  Department  Commander. 

DUFFIELD,  No.  9:     I  support  that  motion.     (Motion  carried) 

COMMANDER  AMES  :  We  will  now  return  to  the  election.  For  the  office 
of  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander.      Nominations  are  now  in  order. 

STARKEY,  No.  10:  Comrades:  A  year  ago  we  elected  on  his  birthday 
the  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander.  He  has  served  you  faithfully  and 
honestly  and  conscientiously  and  has  been  a  credit  to  this  organization  and 
I  present  his  name  for  promotion  from  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander 
to  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander.    Comrade  Bindner. 

(Applause) 

FISHER  of  No.  3 :  I  wish  to  support  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Bind- 
ner.

COMRADE:  I  should  be  at  the  present  time  working  in  the  City  of 
Detroit,  but  I  listened  very  attentively  to  some  reports  and  I  couldn't  resist 
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the  temptation  to  come  up  before  your  audience.  I  would  lilte  to  go  on  record 
as  supporting  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Bindner  for  Senior  Vice  Depart- 
iD^t  Commander. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  Are  there  any  more  nominations.  If  not  1 
declare  the  nominations  closed. 

COMRADE:  I  move  you  promote  Herman  Bindner  to  the  office  of 
Senior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

MARTIN  No.  20 :     I  support  that  motion. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  thnt  a  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  convention  he  cast  for  Herman  Bindner  for  the  office  of 
Senior  Vice  Department  Commander.     (Motion  carried) 

COMMANDER  AMES :  I  declare  him  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Senior 
Vice  Department  Commander  for  the  ensuing  year. 

BINDNER :     I  thank  you. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  You  know  the  one  thing  a  man  dislikes  when 
lie  tries  to  entertain  you  is  to  hear  conversation,  in  other  words,  you  give  him 
the  impression  that  you  do  not  enjoy  his  entertainment.  We  have  with  us 
the  wonderful  quartet  who  accompanied  us  to  Denver.  They  are  going  to  sing 
a  few  pieces,  so  please.  This  is  the  Rainbow  Crew  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad.     (They  sing  to  the  enjoyment  of  all.) 

(Applause) 

COMMANDER  AMES :  Again  we  revert  back  to  the  business  of  the  day. 
Now  we  are  open  for  the  nominations  of  the  office  of  Junior  Vice  Department 
Commander,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

C.  LUKES,  Camp  No.  20 :'  Just  a  moment  ago  I  had  a  burning  desire  to 
support  the  nomination  of  my  esteemed  friend  Comrade  Bindner.  I  have 
someone  else  in  mind  this  afternoon.  He  has  come  to  this  convention  for 
many  years  and  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  convention.  Our  camp  has 
never  been  honored  with  the  election  of  the  Department  officers.  So  this 
afternoon  we  have  with  us  a  man  who  is  one  of  our  Past  Commanders,  one 
who  has  been  successful  in  business  in  our  city  and  most  of  you  have  met 
at  times  in  various  encampments.  Comrades,  the  man  whom  I  am  about 
to  nominate,  and  I  hope  that  you  will  give  us  this  consideration  with  the 
election,  is  Comrade  Frank  Finch. 

COMRADE  from  Camp  22 :     Rise  so  we  can  look  at  him. 

(Applause) 
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LUKES:  I  am  nominating  him  because  I  believe  the  time  has  come 
when  we  are  due  this  honor.  For  many  years,  25  or  more,  we  have  attended 
these  conventions  and  we  have  entertained  you  in  our  city  on  several  occa- 
sions. Moreover,  we  will  do  it  again  if  you  want  us  to.  So  I  want  to  propose 
for  your  consideration,  and  hope  you  will  be  with  us  for  many  years.  Now 
I  am  serious  about  this. 

COMRADE  HBNNING :  Comrade  Commander  and  Comrades :  The  De- 
troit delegates  I  believe  concluded  last  night  to  heartily  support  the  nomina- 
tion of  Comrade  Finch. 

JUNIOR  VICE  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  BINDNER:  There  is 
nothing  that  the  Detroit  delegation  can  do  but  vote  for  Comrade  Finch.  How- 
ever, there  may  be  other  candidates  here  just  as  qualified  as  Comrade  Finch. 
Although  he  is  a  splendid  fellow  we  can't  let  the  opportunity  go  by. 
Comrade  Rattray  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  working  with  him,  for  several 
years,  when  I  was  Department  Inspector  I  also  had  the  pleasure  of  auditing 
through  the  accounts  of  Comrade  Finch  and  always  found  them  in  wonderful 
shape.  Therefore  with  pleasure  I  will  support  the  nomination  of  Finch  for 
Junior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

BARTLETT,  Detroit  No.  10:  I  take  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the 
candidacy  of  Comrade  Frank  Finch. 

WILLIAMS,  Owosso  No.  35:  It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  at  this  time  to 
support  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Finch  on  behalf  of  the  Owosso  delega- 
tion. 

BUTLER,  Flint  No.  20:  I  have  known  Comrade  Finch  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  I  know  that  the  convention  will  make  no  mistake  in  electing  him 
into  this  office.     I  support  his  nomination. 

COMMANDER  AMES :  Are  there  any  other  nominations.  If  not  I  de- 
clare the  nominations  closed. 

COMRADE :  I  move  the  Department  Quartermaster  cast  the  entire  vote 
for  Finch  for  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

MARTIN,  No.  20 :     I  support  the  motion. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  You  have  heard  the  motion.  All  in  favor  say 
I.     Contrary  No.     Motion  carried. 

RATTRAY :  Total  number  of  votes  cast  195,  all  for  Comrade  Finch  for 
the  office  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

COMMANDER  AMES :     I  declare  Comrade  Finch  duly  elected. 
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COMMANDER  AMES :  Comrades  we  have  with  us  Mr.  Jackson  from  the 
Veterans  Bureau,  who  Is  going  to  tell  us  something  important  and  wishes  your 
indulgence. 

JACKSON :  Comrades,  Mr.  Gerdel  of  your  organization  was  down  to 
the  Veterans  Bureau  the  otlier  day.  He  just  called  in  about  the  matter  of 
hospitalization.  He  says  there  was  a  great  deal  of  disappointment  in  the 
matter  of  hospitalization  by  the  Veterans  Bureau,  so  I  thought  that  it 
would  be  a  good  idea  to  come  out  here  because  we  down  in  the  Veterans 
Bureau  of  Detroit  Icnow  just  what  service  we  have  there  for  you  in  order 
that  you  may  take  full  advantage  of  those  benefits  which  we  have  been 
granted  by  congress. 

I  believe  that  if  you  know  that  the  World  War  Veterans  Act  under  which 
the  Veterans  Bureau  oi)erates  provides  that  the  veterans  of  any  war  or  any 
military  act  for  the  country  may  benefit  from  the  things  the  law  provides  to 
the  extent  of  the  facilities.  That  means  in  the  event  that  there  is  a  bed 
empty  in  a  hospital  you  can  be  admitted.  That  means  that  any  war  veteran 
can  be  placed  In  that  bed  for  treatment  of  any  condition  no  matter  what  it 
may  be  or  when  he  got  it. 

Back  in  1924  the  Veterans  Bureau  had  a  great  many  hospitals  operating 
and  there  were  a  lot  of  veterans  of  wars  who  had  conditions  that  were  not 
military  and  they  were  let  In  so  that  the  beds  could  be  use<l  for  the  purpose 
intended  Instead  of  lying  idle.  The  beds  were  use<l  when  some  service  man 
was  sick  or  had  some  injury  that  might  have  been  acquired  in  peace  time. 
For  that  reason  the  government  has  not  made  any  great  effort  to  keep  up  with 
the  demand  for  beds  under  that  provision  of  the  law.  Last  winter  the  situa- 
tion became  very  bad.  A  man  would  apply  for  hospitalization  and  we  would 
not  be  able  to  place  him  in  simply  because  all  the  beds  were  filled.  A  man 
would  apply  for  hospitalization  and  submit  a  doctor's  certificate  and  send 
it  to  the  Bureau  showing  they  were  In  bad  shape  and  needed  hospitalization, 
but  in  the  absence  of  an  available  bed,  it  just  held  him  up.  Veterans  ail 
over  the  world  tell  how  patients  are  juggled  around  to  make  way  for  others 
and  that  the  new  Marine  Hospital  in  Detroit  has  helped  things  quite  a  bit. 

COMRADE:  What  good  are  the  hospitalization  cards  issued  to  the 
Spanish  War  Veterans?  • 

JACKSON:  Well,  the  card  that  you  have  is  merely  to  prove  that  you 
have  been  honorably  discharged  from  the  service  during  some  war.  The 
hospitalization  card  won't  help  you  any,  but  it  will  save  us  from  looking  up 
your  record.  World  War  Veterans  are  not  entitled  th  secure  one  of  those 
cards.  When  a  World  War  Veteran  applies  for  hospitalization  we  have  to 
first  determine  whether  it  is  an  emergency  case  or  not.  First  we  have  to 
find  his  service  record  which  takes  from  three  weeks  to  a  month.    After  we 
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bare  determined  that,  he  is  entitled  to  hospitalization  and  he  has  to  wait 
his  turn.  You  therefore  are  entitled  to  hospitalization  as  soon  as  we  have  a 
bed. 

I  am  going  to  leave  some  forms  here  to  fill  out  when  you  need  to  go  to  a 
hospital.     There  are  three  sheets  you  will  have  to  fill  out. 

COMRADE :  About  three  years  ago  I  applied  for  a  card  but  apparently 
the  card  was  lost,  I  did  not  get  it.     Can  I  get  another  one? 

JACKSON :  Well,  as  far  as  hospitalization  is  concerned,  no.  We  have 
your  record  anyway.  If  you  lose  one  of  the  little  cards  you  can't  ever  get 
another  one,  unless  they  change  the  rule. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  I  am  sure  we  have  all  been  benefited  by  Mr. 
Jackson's  talk  and  we  are  glad  that  he  came  up  here  today. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  Nominations  for  delegates  to  the  National  Con- 
vention are  now  in  order. 

DEPARTMENT  QUARTERMASTER:  When  you  nominate,  please  give 
the  address  of  your  nominee  so  w^e  may  send  credentials  to  them. 

NOMINATIONS :  E.  W.  Barr,  Dan  Ottinger,  Earl  C.  VanArman,  William 
Yeagerman,  Charles  Kowalski,  Martin  Whalen,  William  Watson,  George  Tiils- 
man. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nominations  be  closed.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  Comrades,  the  four  candidates  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  will  be  elected  delegates  to  the  National  Convention, 
and  the  next  four  be  the  alternates. 

(Note:  Tellers  were  appointed,  but  the  stenographer  failed  to  record 
them.) 

The  tellers  prepared  the  ballots  for  the  election  while  the  audience  lis- 
tened to  the  reading  of  the  candidates  for  the  delegates  to  the  national  con- 
Tention. 

COMMANDER  AMES :  The  Assistant  Department  Adjutant  will  read  the 
names  in  the  order  of  their  election  if  they  are  ready.    They  are  not. 

Attorney  General  Brucker  was  presented. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  It  is  a  pleasure  to  receive  such  a  man  as  you 
who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War  and  I  want  you  to  tell  the  boys  all  about 
it  Comrades,  we  are  honored  by  a  comrade  of  the  World  War  Veterans  who 
is  giving  his  time  to  your  interest  and  we  would  like  to  hear  what  he  has  to

say.     I  wish  to  introduce  to  you  Comrade  Brucker,  Attorney  General  of  the 
State  of  Michigan. 

BRUCKER :  Thank  you  very  much.  Mr.  Department  Commander,  Com- 
rades: Because  we  are  comrades  ail  in  the  short  few  moments  in  which  I 
have  the  privilege  of  addressing  you  this  afternoon.  I  want  to  say  I  have 
come  for  the  purpose  of  betterment,  to  congratulate  you  on  what  has  occurred 
during  the  last  *few  days  down  in  Washington.     You  deserved  it  all  right 

My  part  in  the  campaign  on  your  behalf  conies  from  right  down  in  the 
heart.  There  is  nothing  that  can  be  compared  to  comradeship,  nor  can 
comradeship  be  compared  to  anything  else.  There  is  something  about  having 
served  America  in  the  common  cause  that,  unless  you  thoroughly  understand 
it;  I  believe  you  won't  understand  it  at  all.  I  ride  on  railroads  and  buses, 
and  street  cars.  The  different  drivers  change  greetings,  or  recognition  when 
they  pass.  They  waive  an  arm  or  doff  a  hat,  which  is  just  a  sign  of  recog- 
nition. But  there  is  nothing  in  the  world  that  compares  with  the  comrade- 
ship that  arises  from  the  common  cause  in  serving  one's  country  no  matter 
what  it  may  he.       (Applause) 

Some  of  our  intelligent  Americans  say  that  there  is  just  a  little  something 
wrong  about  this  sort  of  thing,  just  a  little  something  wrong  about  this 
patriotism.  It  is  that  highest  duty  any  American  can  show,  to  being  a 
veteran  who  is  not  selfish  at  all.  The  comrades  of  these  wars  must  think 
first  of  all  about  those  who  came  from  the  war  disabled  and  groaning  out 
of  the  field  of  battle,  would  not  have  done  so  without  that  spirit  of  patriotism. 
And  we  have  every  day  the  advantage  of  age  of  these  veterans  whose  places 
are  being  taken  by  the  younger  men.  In  respect  to  the  veterans  who  saved 
our  country,  let  us  stand  and  rise  to  the  highest  point  in  our  organization, 
as  it  has  been  truly  said  that  they  have  served  in  peace  and  have  served  in 
war.     I  thank  you. 

(Applause) 

COMMANDER  AMES:  I  wish  Comrade  Brucker  to  realize  that  our 
thoughts  are  the  same  as  his. 

BINDNER :  1  know  as  well  as  you  do  that  we  have  been  highly  honored 
by  having  with  us  Comrade  Brucker,  and  I  would  that  you  could  have  seen 
Comrade  Brucker  on  the  sad  occasion  on  the  day  of  the  burial  of  those  42  dead 
comrades  who  died  in  the  frozen  north,  you  would  know  that  he  is  a  real 
comrade.  Many  of  our  boys  from  Detroit  know  that  what  you  have  all  heard 
is  true.  I  therefore  say  that  we  all  thank  you,  and  we  feel  highly  honored 
and  we  want  you  to  know  that  we  aw)reciate  your  talk  very  much.  It  is 
my  honor  to  pin  on  you  the  medal  of  this  convention. 

(Applause) 
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COMMANDER  AMES:  Are  the  tellers  ready  to  report?  We  will  now 
listen  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Resolution  Committee. 

DEPARTMENT  QUARTERMASTER:  I  wish  to  announce  the  regis- 
tration report.  The  total  number  registered  is  365  and  if  there  are  any 
others  that  have  not  registered  they  can  after  this  session. 

(Reads  report  of  the  Trustees.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  and  carried 
that  the  report  be  received. )

Hattray,  Lansing.     Unable  to  make  further  appointees  at  this  time.

CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  RESOLUTION  COMMITTEE:  Some  of  the  reso- 
lutions were  not  handed  in  to  the  committee  until  a  very  late  hour  and  we 
have  had  to  handle  them  the  very  best  we  could,  that  Is  at  the  11th  hour. 
However,  I  will  say  the  following  resolutions  were  ftled  with  your  Resolution 
Committee  for  presentation  at  this  convention.  This  one  Is  offered  by  the 
Council  of  Administration  and  contains  several  passages  made  by  the  council 
of  Detroit.     (Reads) 

Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans extend  to  Commander-in-Chief  Governor  Fred  W.  Green  deepest  and 
most  sincere  thanks  for  his  wonderful,  energetic  humanitarian  work  accom- 
plished in  carrying  the  pension  bill  over  President  Hoover's  veto. 

And  be  It  further  RESOVED,  That  the  gratitude  of  the  Department  of 
Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  Is  most  earnestly  expressed  to 
Honorable  Judge  Matthias  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ohio,  to  the  legislative 
Committee,  and  to  the  National  Tribune  for  the  earnest,  able,  and  successful 
work  In  preventing  the  movement  to  pauperize  veterans  of  all  wars  as  a 
reward  for  offering  themselves  for  the  Supreme  Sacrifice;  and  the  heartfelt 
thanks  of  every  veteran  and  everj'  patriotic  citizen  Is  given  to  all  these  suc- 
cessful workers. 

And  be  It  further  RESOLVED,  That  the  unfair  and  prejudicial  attitude 
toward  the  act  of  Congress  upon  this  measure  by  one  or  two  newspapers  ap- 
pears to  have  been  assumed  without  considering  the  neglect,  opposition,  and 
ingratitude  shown  by  a  few  toward  the  veterans  during  the  past  In  endeavor- 
ing to  cause  the  Government  to  violate  Its  pledges  to  the  soldier  of  all  wars 
since  the  year  1812,  and  Is  viewed  In  a  spirit  of  sorrow  by  this  encampment. 

COMRADE  WHALEN  from  Detroit  here  offered  a  resolution  that  Gov- 
ernor Fred  Green,  be  drafted  to  serve  for  one  more  year  as  National  Ck)m- 
mander  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  and  two  more  years  as  Governor  of  Michigan. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  There  is  another  resolution,  Mr.  Martin,  that 
will  take  up  that  phase  of  the  resolution. 

CHIEF  OF  STAFF,  HUNT :  There  is  a  little  phrase  In  that  resolution 
that  really  we  should  strike  out  Where  It  refers  to  his  re-election  as  Com- 
mander-in-Chief.   This  Is  absolutely  contrary  to  the  National  By-Laws.  There 
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is  not  one  instance  on  record  where  the  Ck>mmander-in-Ghief  was  re-elected  to 
succeed  himself. 

COMMANDER  AMES:  It  is  not  against  the  By-Laws,  because  it  re- 
qnires,  however  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  convention  to  set  aside  that  rule 
and  it  is  not  possible  to  get  a  two-thirds  majority,  to  get  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  elected  to  succeed  himself.  You  may  recall  a  similar  effort  to  re-elect 
the  Chief  but  it  was  a  failure.  It  never  will  pass  with  the  support  of  the 
convention. 

Comrades,  I  would  like  to  ask  that  you  listen  carefully  to  these  resolu- 
tions. They  are  read  for  your  recommendation  and  I  see  no  reason  why  you 
should  not  listen.  There  are  little  wordings  that  pass  experienced  eyes  and 
minds. 

(Resolution  carried.) 

From  JOHN  R.  BENNETT  Camp  No.  41  and  Sherman  S.  Dickenson  Camp 
No.  47 : 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Department  of  Michigan  amend  its  regulations 
whereby  joint  meetings  of  neighboring  camp  may  be  held  at  periods  of  from 
one  to  four  times  each  year  in  certain  districts  authorized  by  the  Department, 
and  that  such  a  plan  may  be  urged  upon  the  National  Encampment  whereby 
such  meetings  may  be  adopted  as  part  of  the  year's  work,  thus  providing  in- 
spiration and  a  stronger  feeling  of  comradeship  among  the  members. 

(Resolution  carried.) 

From  GUY  V.  HENRY  Camp  No.  3 : 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Department  of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  petition  the  Michigan  I^egislature  for  the  urgent  necessity  of  a  law 
requiring  the  owners  of  all  motor  driven  vehicles  to  insure  said  vehicle 
against  accident  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars — thus,  in  a 
measure,  protecting  innocent  persons  and  their  dependents  from  death  or 
injury  caused  by  irresponsible  drivers  of  engines  of  destruction  and  death. 

From  SAMUEL  W.  WHEELER  Camp  No.  37  : 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Department  of  Michigan,  U.  S.  W.  V.  request  Legis- 
lative action  providing  for  the  erection  of  a  memorial  on  San  Juan  Hill, 
Cuba,  dedicated  to  the  Volunteer  Soldiers  of  Michigan  participating  in  the 
Spanish-American  War,  of  1898. 

From  SHERMAN  S.  DICKENSON  Camp  No.  47: 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Department  of  Michigan,  U.  S.  W.  V.  again  earnestly 
request  the  appointment  of  Comrade  Rev.  Cornelius  Swartz,  of  Grand  Haven, 
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our  Department  Chaplain,  to  that  of  Chaplain  of  the  Michigan  Soldiers  Home, 
when  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  and  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  presented  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Michigan  Soldiers  Home,  and  Governor  of 
Michigan,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  the  American  Legion. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  are  deeply  impressed 
with  and  greatly  appreciative  of  the  splendid  and  magnanimous  courtesy 
extended  to  the  veterans  during  their  visit  to  Pontiac,  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  substantial  cities  in  Michigan,  by  its  citizens  and  officials,  for  all  of 
which  the  Department  of  Michigan,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  are  sin- 
(•erely  appreciative. 

KENNING  :     I  move  the  adoption  of  resolutions  as  read.    Motion  carried. 

COMMANDER  AMES :  We  will  listen  to  the  report  of  the  tellers  in  the 
election  of  delegates.    The  Delegates  were  elected  as  delegates  and  alternates. 

TELLER :  The  delegates  to  the  convention  in  Philadelphia  were  elected 
as  follows :  Martin,  91 ;  Watson.  78 ;  Whalen,  70,  and  Ottinger.  47,  as  dele- 
gates. Tullsman,  39;  Yeagerman,  27;  Van  Annan,  14,  were  elected  as 
alternates.

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PAST  COMMANDER :  Comrade  Chief  of  Staff,  may  I  request  that  you 
escort  the  has  been  to  this  station. 

BINDNBR ;  It  is  to  be  my  privilege  to  do  this  and  I  am  going  to  make 
a  long  story  short.  George  has  now  gone  through  the  chairs  and  has  done 
wonderful  work.  It  is  no  use  talking  about  it.  He  has  gone  through  the 
chairs  and  has  made  good  and,  Commander  Ames,  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
Comrades  of  this  Department  that  I  present  to  you  this  token  of  our  esteem 
to  you  as  Past  Commander. 

(Applause) 

PAST  COMMANDER  GEORGE  F.  AMES :  It  was  a  pleasure  to  work 
for  you  and  I  have  always  worked  on  one  system.  That  is :  All  for  one  and 
one  for  all.

FINCH:  I  want  to  thank  you  as  I  certainly  was  surprised  by  the  tre- 
mendous vote  that  was  cast  in  my  favor  and  I  certainly  want  to  let  you  know 
that  I  appreciate  it  very,  very  much.  I  realize  that  I  have  a  great  deal  to 
perform  and  I  shall  do  everything  in  my  power  to  give  you  every  effort  I 
can  to  your  Department  Commander  and  the  Department  of  Michigan.  I 
thank  you. 

(Applause) 

COMMANDER  AMES:  We  will  now  proceed  to  close.  Color  Sergeant 
retire  the  colors.

Dear  Sir : 

I  have  your  letter  of  yesterday  enclosing  considerable  correspondence  and 
asking  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  fee  which  may  be  charged  by  county  clerks 
for  recording  soldiers*  discharges. 

Act  No.  83,  Public  Acts  of  1867  (Sections  1074  to  1078,  Inclusive,  Compiled 
Laws  of  1915)  is  the  original  act  covering  this  matter,  and  is  entitled — 

"An  Act  to  authorize  and  require  county  clerks  to  record  soldiers* 
discharges." 

This  act  remained  unchanged  as  the  statute  law  of  this  State  on  the 
subject,  from  the  time  of  its  enactment  in  1867  until  1919.  Section  1  required 
county  clerks  to  procure  suitable  books  In  which  to  record  soldiers'  discharges. 
Section  2  required  the  county  clerk,  on  payment  of  the  fees  provided  by  the 
act,  to  record  and  index  all  soldiers'  discharges  presented  to  him  for  record. 
Section  3  provided  that  a  discharge,  to  be  entitled  to  record,  must  have 
attached  thereto  and  recorded  with  the  discharge,  a  certificate  or  affidavit  as 
to  proof  of  Identity  of  the  person  named  In  the  discharge.  Section  4  provided 
that  the  county  clerk  should  receive  as  his  fee  for  certifying  or  taking  this 
affidavit  and  making  the  record,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents.  Section  6  provided 
that  certified  copies  of  such  record  should  be  received  In  evidence. 

In  1919  the  Legislature,  by  Act  No.  243,  Public  Acts  of  1919,  required 
that— 

"Upon  request,  either  In  person  or  by  attorney,  transcripts,  under  seal, 
of  any  records  of  the  offices  of  Secretary  of  State,  Adjutant  General,  judges  of 
probate,  county  clerks  and  justices  of  the  peace,  pertaining  to  pensions,  Insur- 
ance payments  or  annuities,  shall,  without  charge  or  fee  therefor,  be  issued 
to  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  of  the  several  wars  of  the  United  States  and 
to  their  widows  or  other  dependents." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  act  did  not  amend  or  repeal  the  provisions 
of  Act  No.  83,  Public  Acts  of  1867,  then  In  effect,  and  that  the  two  acts  may 
both  stand  and  be  given  effect.  The  original  act,  as  already  stated,  provided 
for  the  recording  of  discharges  and  the  payment  of  fees  for  certifying  or  taking 
the  affidavit  as  to  proof  of  Identity  and  making  such  record.  If  a  transcript 
of  this  record  should  be  requested,  and  It  can  be  said  that  this  record — "per-

tains  to  pensions,  insurance  payments  or  annuities"  the  latter  act  requires 
that  such  a  transcript  shall  be  Issued  without  charge  to  soldiers,  etc. 

A  transcript  is: 

"A  copy  of  an  original  writing  or  deed." 

Bouvier's  Law  Dictionary,  Vol.  8,  page  3308. 

"A  transcript  is  what  the  name  implies,  a  copy." 

102  Ind.  587;  Words  and  Phrases,  3rd  Series,  Vol.  7,  page  678. 

The  original  act  was,  however,  amended  by  the  Legislature  in  1919,  subse- 
quent to  the  enactment  of  Act  No.  243.  Act  No.  374,  Public  Acts  of  1919, 
amends  Section  2  of  the  original  act,  (Act  No.  83,  Public  Acts  of  1867,  Section 
1075,  Compiled  Laws  of  1915)  and  expressly  repeals  Sections  3  and  4  (Sec- 
tions 1076  and  1077,  Compiled  Laws  of  1915).  Section  3  of  the  original  act 
was  the  provision  for  certifying  or  taking  an  aflftdavit  as  to  proof  of  identity 
of  the  soldier.  Section  4  was  the  provision  that  the  county  clerk  should 
receive  as  his  fee  the  sum  of  fifty  cents. 

As  the  law  now  stands.  Section  1  requires  that  county  clerks  shall  procure 
suitable  books  in  which  to  record  soldiers'  discharges.  Section  2,  as  amended 
Act  No.  374,  Public  Acts  of  1919,  provides  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
clerk  to  enter  and  index  upon  the  record  book  all  soldiers',  sailors*,  marines* 
and  nurses'  discharges  that  may  be  presented  to  him.  The  fee  provided  for  the 
same  is  as  follows: 

**The  several  counties  in  which  the  clerk  is  not  on  a  salary  basis  shall 
compensate  the  clerk  for  such  service  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
discharge  so  recorded.     ♦     ♦    *" 

Section  5  of  the  original  act,  providing  that  certified  copies  of  such  record 
may  be  received  in  evidence,  still  stands. 

It  is  therefore  obvious  that  in  counties  where  the  county  clerk  is  on  a 
salary  basis  no  fee  whatever  is  now  required  or  provided  by  law  for  the 
recording  of  these  discharges,  and  in  counties  where  the  clerk  is  not  on  a 
salary  basis  the  clerk  is  entitled  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  discharge, 
which  fee  is  to  be  paid  the  clerk  by  the  county.  There  is  now  no  provision 
of  law  requiring  any  one  other  than  the  county  itself  to  pay  any  fee  to  the 
county  clerk  for  the  recording  of  a  soldier's  discharge  and  clerks  are  required 
to  furnish  transcripts  of  such  record  to  soldiers,  etc.,  without  charge. 

Trusting  the  foregoing  answers  your  inquiry.

The  32nd  National  Encampment  will  be  held  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, August  17th,  18th,  19th  and  20th,  1930,  and  the  33rd  National  Encamp- 
ment will  be  held  at  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

RESOLUTIONS 

A  number  of  resolutions  were  adopted,  the  following  being  among  the 
most  important : 
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Approving  H.  R.  Bill  No.  2562  and  S.  Bill  No.  476  and  urging  passage 
of  same. 

Urging  legislation  to  increase  present  pensions  of  Civil  War  Veterans 
and  Widows. 

Urging  that  the  Cruiser  Olympia,  Admiral  Dewey's  Flagship,  be  preserved 
as  a  patriotic  memorial. 

Urging  that  certain  Veterans  of  the  Philippine  service  be  granted  travel 
pay. 

Urging  the  passage  of  S.  Bill  No.  1293  and  H.  R.  Bill  No.  3239  granting 
higher  rates  of  pensions  to  maimed  soldiers.

During  the  past  year  I  have  officially  visited  a  large  number  of  Camps  and 
also  assisted  in  organizing  two  of  our  three  new  Camps,  being  present  at  the 
muster-in  of  all  three. 

I  have  also  made  several  trips  to  Higgins  Lake,  Grand  Rapids  and  Detroit 
on  business  pertaining  to  the  Higgins  Lake  Shelter  and  the  Department.  In 
all  I  have  driven  over  12,500  miles  at  a  cost  of  about  two  cents  per  mile  to 
the  Department. 

A  membership  drive  was  contemplated  early  in  the  term  just  closing 
but  owing  to  the  illness  of  our  Department  Commander,  Comrade  William  H. 
Zylstra,  this  was  not  attempted  until  later. 

A  complete  roster  of  Spanish  War  Veteran  Pensioners  in  Michigan  was 
obtained  from  our  National  Headquarters.  This  roster  was  checked  with 
our  membership  records  which  disclosed  that  there  were  approximately  3,000 
Spanish  War  Pensioners  in  Michigan,  who  apparently  were  not  members  of  the 
organization. 

The  Department  Commander  then  issued  a  "Call  For  Volunteers"  circular 
and  directed  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  each  of  these  non-member  pensioners, 
which  was  done  at  State  expense. 

Returns  were  received  through  our  Headquarters  Office  as  follows: 

Applications  received  165 

Claiming  to  be  Members-at-large 22 

Claiming  to  be  members  of  other  Departments 17 

Claiming  to  be  members  of  Michigan  Camps 12 

Letters  returned   186 

Total  returns   402 

Many  applications  were  also  received  by  Camps  as  a  result  of  this  drive 
that  are  not  accounted  for  in  the  above  table. 

During  the  period  of  the  campaign  which  started  March  1st,  1931,  there 
were  258  mustered  and  reinstated.  Reports  for  the  year  show  500  have  been 
mustered  and  reinstated  up  to  June  1st,  1931. 

I  believe  our  Department  Commander  is  to  be  complimented  and  con- 
gratulated on  the  success  of  this  drive,  and  the  record  for  his  term,  consider- 
ing economic  conditions  which  have  prevented  many  from  joining,  who  other- 
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wise  would  have  joined.    This  is  one  of  the  best  years  in  the  history  of  the 
Department. 

There  are  still  nearly  2,000  Spanish  War  Veteran  Pensioners  In  Michigan 
yet  to  be  heard  from  and  this  should  t>e  a  splendid  foundation  for  the  incom- 
ing administration  to  work  on. 

In  my  report  to  the  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Encampment  I  called  atten- 
tion to  the  laxity  on  the  part  of  local  Camps  in  the  matter  of  bonding 
Camp  Quartermasters.  My  experience  and  observation  during  the  past  three 
terms  convinces  me  this  is  a  serious  matter  and  should  l)e  given  attention 
in  the  near  future. 

In  closing  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  confidence  reposed  in 
me  by  our  Department  Commander  in  the  appointment  of  Department  Quarter- 
master. I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  and 
thanks  for  the  splendid  co-operation  this  office  has  received  from  Department 
Commander,  William  H.  Zylstra,  and  Department  Adjutant,  William  J.  Emery.

The  Soldiers  Preference  Act  was  amended  to  include  the  Veterans  of  the 
Philippine  Insurrection,  the  China  Relief  Expedition  and  the  Veterans  of  the 
World  War,  and  gives  a  veteran  employed  by  the  State  a  hearing  before  the 
Governor ;  a  veteran  employed  by  the  County  a  hearing  before  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney ;  a  veteran  employed  by  the  City  a  hearing  before  the  Common 
Council  or  the  City  Commission,  and  a  veteran  employed  by  the  Township 
a  hearing  before  the  Township  Board  before  dismissal,  and  then  only  after 
certain  charges  have  been  proved.

Report  of  Travel  Director 

To  Department  Commander  William  H.  Zylstra  and  members  of  the  Twenty- 
eighth  Annual  Encampment,  Department  of  Michigan,  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans. 

Comrades : 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Department  Council  of  Administration  follow- 
ing the  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Encampment  I  was  appointed  Travel  Director 
for  the  Department  of  Michigan. 

My  first  act  was  to  immediately  contact  with  the  several  Transportation 
Companies  operating  out  of  Michigan,  either  direct  or  through  connecting  lines. 

Representatives  of  the  Southern  Railway,  Louisville  and  Nashville  Rail- 
way, Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railway,  Illinois  Central  Railway,  Wabash  Railway, 
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Grand  Rapids  and  Indiana  Railwaj'  and  Midiigan  Central  Railway  called  at 
our  Headquarters  Office  and  submitted  their  respective  routes  and  service.

Report  of  Fred  W.  Henning,  President  of  the  Higgins  Lake  Board  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans 

Comrade  Department  Commander  and  Comrades : 

It  is  fitting  that  you  should  hear  a  report  from  your  Higgins  Lake  Board 
relative  to  its  activities  for  the  past  year. 

You  recall  that  in  Pontlac  last  year  we  gave  away  a  Pontiac  Sedan  and 
told  you  that  the  proceeds  of  this  car  would  be  used  for  building  several 
cottages  at  Higgins  Lake.  While  we  cleared  approximately  $1,200.00,  there 
were  so  many  things  needed  in  the  Shelter  that  after  we  purchased  the  most 
necessary  things  our  Treasury  would  not  permit  us  to  build  cottages. 

I  regret  to  state  that  while  we  have  only  operated  a  year  it  has  been 
necessary  to  change  caretakers  several  times.  I  am  in  hopes  that  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  again  change  for  some  time  to  come.  It  is  not  a  pleasant 
duty  for  the  members  of  the  Higgins  Lake  Board  to  notify  a  comrade  that 
his  services  are  no  longer  required.  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  long  before  we 
will  be  compelled  to  go  outside  of  the  organization  for  a  caretaker  for  the 
reason  that  the  position  is  not  an  easy  one  and  requires  a  person  that  is 
younger  and  stronger  than  most  of  us  veterans  and  our  wives. 

While  the  Board  has  received  the  co-operation  of  the  comrades  and 
sisters  in  general,  it  is  rather  disappointing  to  the  Board  that  so  few  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  Shelter  which  is  situated  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
spots  in  the  state. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  revise  the  rates  somewhat  and  the  rates  adopted 
for  this  season  for  members  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  the 
Auxiliaries  and  their  guests  are  as  follows :  Room  for  a  single  night  without 
meals  $1.00  per  room;  room  with  meals  $2.50  per  full  day  per  person  or 
$15.00  per  full  week.      The  reason  for  this  small  increase  is  that  prices  of 
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meats,  eta»  are  much  higher  than  they  are  in  the  larger  cities,  and  owing  to 
the  poor  land  in  that  country  fresh  vegetables  are  hard  to  get  When  we  can 
get  them  they  are  much  higher  than  they  should  be.  While  the  caretaker 
is  instructed  to  prepare  meals  at  all  hours  for  the  comrades  and  sisters,  unless 
you  let  him  know  of  your  coming  you  will  have  to  be  satisfied  with  what  is 
served  you  for  it  is  11%  miles  to  the  nearest  store. 

It  has  not  been  an  easy  task  for  the  Hlggins  Lake  Board  up  to  the  present 
time  for  the  reason  that  there  has  been  some  criticism  against  the  Shelter 
which  is  gradually  being  overcome  by  the  many  boosters  we  now  have  for 
the  Shelter.  Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  had  to  be  satisfied  with 
kerosene  lamps  for  lighting.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  we  are  now  in  a  posi- 
tion and  are  installing  a  Genco  lighting  system  which  we  hope  to  have  in 
operation  by  July  4th.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  we 
will  be  in  position  to  pay  the  caretaker  a  small  salary  commencing  July  Ist, 
1931.

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  We  will  now  listen  to  an  address  by  A.  F.  W. 
Siebel,  Judge  Advocate  General. 

A.  F.  W.  SIEBEL,  JUDGE  ADVOCATE  GENERAL :  "Department  Com- 
mander, Comrades  and  Guests:  I  come  at  the  direction  of  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  and  extend  to  you,  and  through  you,  to  the  Comrades  of  this  Depart- 
ment, his  greetings.  You  realize  the  impossibility  of  our  Chief  attending  all 
Department  Conventions  for  which  reason  some  one  in  the  vicinity  of  those 
Conventions  is  selected  to  represent  him.  Residing  in  that  little  town  at  the 
lower  extremity  of  the  Lakes,  called  Chicago,  it  was  quite  convenient  for 
me  to  drop  in  and  I  assure  you  that  I  am  delighted  to  be  with  you. 

It  might  not  be  amiss,  at  this  time,  to  say  something  about  our  organiza- 
tion. Our  organization  is  an  organization  of  service;  service  to  our  country 
and  service  to  our  comrades.  By  service  to  our  country  I  mean  that  we  still 
have  a  duty  to  perform.  A  duty  to  serve  in  peace  that  is  as  urgent  as  duty 
in  times  of  war  and  one  of  those  duties  is  to  encourage  adequate  means  of 
defense.  We  know  the  folly  of  demanding  military  service  without  due  prepa- 
ration therefor.  We  want  our  sons  to  answer  the  call  of  Country  but  we  do 
not  want  them  to  be  driven  to  the  fields  of  slaughter  untrained  in  the  art  of 
warfare  and,  consequently,  unable  to  adequately  defend  themselves.  We 
desire  them  to  fight  when  their  country  needs  them  but  we  want  them  to  fight 
like  soldiers  and  that  can  be  done  only  after  training.     We  have  a  govern- 
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ment  worth  fighting  for.  A  government,  which  in  theory,  is  the  most  perfect 
of  any  on  earth.  Its  administration  is  not  always  without  faults  but  that 
comes  from  imperfect  man.  As  men  approach  perfection,  so  will  the  admini- 
tration  of  government  improve. 

Now  as  to  duty  to  comrades :  It  is  our  duty  to  aid  and  assist  our  fallen 
comrades  and  their  dependents.  I  was  amazed  at  the  long  list  of  names  that 
was  read  this  morning  of  our  comrades  who  have  gone  to  the  great  beyond 
and  we  do  not  know  today  where  our  names  will  be  next  year.  Our  un- 
completed journey  may  be  very  short ;  no  one  knows.  We  will  soon  pass  on 
and  while  we  are  here  let  us  aid  and  assist  one  another  as  much  as  possible. 
Let  us  aid  those  who  are  dependent.  Possibly  the  comrades  who  will  be  in 
our  organization  during  the  last  few  years  of  its  existence  will  not  be  as 
influential  as  some  of  you  are  now  and  it  therefore  behooves  you  to  secure 
for  them  such  beneficial  legislation  as  is  possible  now. 

The  Spanish  American  War  was  a  great  war,  even  though  people  do  not 
take  the  trouble  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  facts.  Let  us  recall  a  few 
of  the  facts  that  were  involved  in  that  war.  It  was  the  only  war  that  the 
United  States  ever  fought  exclusively  with  volunteers,  and  by  that  I  include 
the  regulars,  for  they  all  entered  the  service  voluntarily  and  In  that  war 
the  youths  from  the  South  fought  beside  the  youths  from  the  North  and  for 
the  first  time  we  destroyed  every  vestige  of  sectionalism  and  healed  the 
wounds  of  the  Civil  War.  The  past  was  forgotten  and  by  reason  of  that  w^ar 
we  became  a  united  people ;  no  East ;  no  West ;  no  North ;  no  South,  one  great 
grand  country  magnificent  in  motives,  invincible  in  power. 

And  what  did  we  accomplish?  We  plucked  victory  from  the  mouths  of 
Moro  Castle;  swept  the  sultry  plains  of  the  Philippines;  planted  Old  Glory 
on  the  mountain  peaks  of  Porto  Rico  and  gave  liberty  and  justice  to  a  worthy 
people  struggling  against  tyranny.  The  celerity  and  completeness  of  our  work 
was  the  marvel  of  the  nations  of  the  world.  Study  those  results  and  you 
will  find  that  no  war  ever  accomplished  more. 

Every  war  produces  certain  conditions  and  certain  results  and  among  its 
products  are  sentimental  songs,  and  as  I  listened  to  the  quartet  w^hlch  sang 
here  so  beautifully  this  morning,  I  was  convinced  that  the  songs  produced  dur- 
ing the  Spanish  War  were  as  beautiful  as  those  produced  during  any  other  era. 
All  of  our  wars  have  produced  some  wonderful  songs,  but  I  know  of  no  song 
that  touches  the  heart  as  that  song  "Break  the  News  to  Mother."  The  world 
at  large  does  not  know  such  deeds,  but  some  soldiers  and  some  mothers  do. 
We  used  to  sit  under  the  starry  Southern  skies  and  sing  those  songs  which 
turned  our  thoughts  toward  home  and  loved  ones  and  made  our  service 
lighter. 

And  now  may  I  say  a  few  words  about  the  present  administration: 
The  National  Convention  at  Philadelphia  gave  specific  instructions  to  the 
incoming  administration  and  passed   certain  resolutions   requesting  pension 
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legislation  increasing  the  amount  previously  given.  The  Xatioiml  Pension 
Committee  drafted  bills  increasing  the  pension  to  every  Spanisli  War  Veteran 
under  the  present  law  to  $r)().(K),  giving  $<>()  to  veterans  who  were  thrcH^-fourths 
incapacitated  and  with  $75  as  the  maximum.  This  Bill  was  intrtKlueiHl  in 
the  House  by  Congressman  Jenkins  of  Ohio. 

Another  Bill  then  i^ending  in  Congress  gave  those,  who.  I>y  reason  of  old 
age  or  mental  or  physical  infirmity  recpiired  the  aid  of  an  attendant.  $100. 
This  Bill  was  amended  to  include  those  who  .served  70  days  and  le.ss  than  90 
and  in  similar  physical  condition  $72. 

Another  Bill  provided  for  a  payment  of  $40  to  every  Spanish  American 
War  Veteran's  widow  with  an  additional  .sum  of  $10  for  every  child.  The 
House  Pension  Committee  reported  tht^se  Bills  favorably  but  owing  to  the 
fact  that  none  of  them  was  reached  on  the  caleiular,  they  were  not  passtMl. 
It  is  exjx^cted  that  they  will  be  reintroduced  at  the  next  session  of  Congress 
and  become  law. 

Judge  Matthias  of  Ohio  entered  his  term  when  the  Commander  in  ('hief 
that  preceded  him  had  attained  uniu'pcedented  success  in  the  face  <>f  the 
strongest  opposition  in  Washington,  ()i)position  that  only  a  (Jovernor  of  Michi- 
gan could  overcome  and  your  (lovernor,  Comrade  Fred  (Jreen.  was  the  man 
that  did  that.  This  threw  upon  our  present  Chief  the  burden  of  maintaining 
strong  lines  and  constant  alertness  to  maintain  that  which  the  previous 
administration  had  .secured  and  at  the  same  tin)e  go  forward  and  by  reason 
of  his  constant  efforts  our  organization  now  stands  stronger  and  IxHter  than 
ever. 

Another  Bill  that  was  introduced  in  Congress  by  our  ccunmittee  was  a 
Bill  to  preserve  Admiral  Dewey's  Flagship,  the  "Olympia"  and  leave  it  near 
Washington  as  a  memorial  of  the  accomplishments  of  our  Navy  in  that  war. 
This  Bill  was  not  reached  and.  therefore,  not  pas.sed. 

Now  Comrades  we  must  be  ever  on  the  alert  to  hold  that  which  has  l>een 
secured.  There  is  a  tendency  to  inject  into  Pension  Ivegislation  the  socalled 
•'Needs"  clause,  which  means  that  no  benetits  will  Ih»  given  unless  a  soldier 
is  in  need,  that  is  you  must  first  be  a  pauper  and  a  physical  wreck.  This  has 
been  inserted  in  the  legislation  passed  for  the  l>enefit  of  World  War  Veterans 
and  it  will  be  injected  into  ours  if  we  don't  watch  out. 

I  have  no  sympathy  for  men  who  oprwse  pension  h»gislation  on  account 
of  the  added  financial  burdens  it  casts  upon  them,  and  especially  Congress- 
men. What  protection  and  what  security  for  their  wealth  would  those  men 
have  if  it  were  not  for  soldiers?  What  ofl^ces  would  our  Congres.smen  hold 
now,  if  it  had  not  been  for  our  soldiers.  Soldiers,  through  their  fearlessness 
and  fidelity  to  principles,  created  our  government;  .saved  our  government  and 
glorified  our  government.  We  sought  no  war  but  when  it  was  presented  to  us. 
we  fought  your  battles  and  when  we  gave  you  victory  we  gave  you  all  you 
have.     You,  who  stayed  back  home  to  reap  the  benefit  of  our  acts  know  not 
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what  it  is  to  suffer  the  privations  of  war  and  come  back  home  wrecked  in 
body  and  mind.  Yonr  flag  was  carried  by  us  through  the  grim  conflicts  of 
battlefields  and  returned  unsullied  and  why  should  you  murmur  when  just 
compensation  is  proposed  for  those  who  did  your  bidding?  They  know  not 
what  it  means  to  carry  a  rifle  in  the  wake  of  the  flag  to  preserve  it  against 
the  onslaughts  of  enemies  and  therefore  can't  understand  our  requests.  Let's 
educate  them  if  possible,  if  not,  let's  relegate  them  to  the  realms  of  inactivities. 
Applause. 

(A  delegation  of  ladies  of  the  Daughters  of  Veterans  are  received  and 
presented  to  the  encampment).

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  As  there  is  no  business  to  be  taken  up  at  the 
present  time,  it  might  be  well  to  have  a  few  testimonials. 

COMRADE  CLARKIN :  The  thought  has  come  to  me  two  or  three  times 
and  I  wonder  if  this  department  has  at  any  time  considered  changing  the  time 
of  camp  elections.  Our  elections  come  when  the  weather  is  the  most  severe. 
It  has  occurred  to  me  that  if  the  election  could  be  held  In  September  or 
October  It  would  be  easier  to  get  about  and  more  advantageous  for  members 
of  state  to  attend.

QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY :  I  move  that  flowers  be  secured  for  the 
Auxiliary  If  the  committee  has  not  already  taken  care  of  the  matter. 

JUNIOR  VICE  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER:  I  support  the  motion. 
(Carried). 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER :  I  move  that  the  speech  of  Judge  Advo- 
cate General  Slebel  be  transcribed  and  given  to  the  newspapers  as  soon  as 
possible. 

COMRADE  WEEK,  of  Detroit:     I  support  the  motion.     (Carried). 

Returning  to  the  subject  of  changing  the  date  of  camp  elections,  It  was 
stated  this  matter  would  have  to  come  before  the  National  Headquarters; 
that  the  rules  and  regulations  can  only  be  amended  at  the  National  Conven- 
tion. 

COMRADE  CLARKIN :  I  move  that  the  Council  of  Administration  take 
up  the  matter  of  changing  the  date  of  the  various  camp  elections  throughout

this  district  and  if  they  see  fit  to  make  this  change,  that  they  make  the  re- 
quest of  the  National  Department. 

Motion  was  supported. 

It  was  suggested  that  it  might  he  well  to  have  these  elections  in  Septem- 
ber when  they  have  all  returned  to  their  home  towns. 

COMRADE  SHAW:  Some  towns  are  not  adequately  prepared  to  take 
care  of  the  convention  and  I  believe  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  hold  the 
meetings  of  each  organization  separately. 

COMRADE  GERDEL,  Camp  No.  40 :  It  is  rumored  that  all  organisations 
meet  at  the  same  time  to  save  expenses. 

COMRADE  WILLIAMS,  Camp  No.  10  of  Detroit :  I  believe  this  idea  of 
holding  the  meetings  separately  a  very  good  one.  I  belong  to  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  and  like  to  attend  those  meetings,  but  nothing  can  pull  me 
away  from  the  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  We  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  state  appro- 
priation for  the  G.  A.  R.,  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  was  made  recently  for  1931  and  1932.  There  will  be  nothing  forth- 
coming until  after  1932.  We  would  insure  our  identity  if  we  held  our  con- 
ventions by  ourselves.  I  believe  we  would  enjoy  our  encampments  much  more 
and  each  one  would  be  given  much  more  attention  than  by  having  three 
groups.  We  recognize  the  prior  claim  of  the  Grand  Army.  It  would  be  well 
to  have  a  resolution  so  that  we  can  take  care  of  that  matter  before  1938. 

QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY :  The  number  of  affiliated  organizations 
Is  increasing.  Today  we  have  fourteen,  six  major  and  eight  affiliated  directly 
or  indirectly.  Each  year  when  preliminary  meetings  are  held,  representatives 
from  these  organizations  are  invited.  We  find  this  condition :  each  year  their 
demands  are  increasing  and  we  find  our  present  appropriations  are  inadequate 
to  grant  all  requests. 

COMRADE  BAILEY,  Camp  No.  51:  Every  organization  is  asking  for 
something  they  need.  The  result  is  it  has  to  be  taken  from  some  other  organ- 
ization. In  having  a  combined  convention  only  the  larger  cities  of  the 
state  can  take  care  of  them.  It  would  be  well  to  separate  so  the  smaller  cities 
can  have  the  convention. 

QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY:  Past  Department  Commander  Ernest 
Hunt  suggested  that  it  might  be  advisable  to  change  the  time  for  nominations 
to  Thursday  afternoon  at  two  o'clock.  Nominations  would  still  be  open  until 
Friday.  I  move  that  the  nomination  of  officers  be  made  special  business  at 
tomorrow  afternoon's  session  at  two  o'clock.

PAST  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  TRICKEY :  I  would  like  to  add 
to  this  list  the  name  of  Joe  Kirby  who  died  at  Marcellus,  Michigan,  recently. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA:  Quartermaster  Rattray,  will  you  give  us  a 
report  of  the  Legislative  committee? 

QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY :  I  was  not  expecting  to  be  called  on  for 
this  report  and  have  no  notes.  My  report  will  have  to  be  made  from  memory. 
This  conmiittee  met  in  Lansing  at  the  call  of  the  Department  Commander 
shortly  after  the  Legislature  went  into  session,  and  discussed  various  legis- 
lative matters  we  desired  to  present.  We  were  especially  anxious  to  have  the 
Tax  Exemption  Law  amended  for  the  benefit  of  some  who  were  not  receiving 
exemption.  We  found  during  the  past  year  there  were  one  or  two  sections 
of  the  state  where  veterans  were  not  given  exemption  because  they  owned  a 
homestead  in  excess  of  40  acres.  The  present  law  provides  that  the  assessed 
valuation  of  a  Homestead  should  not  exceed  $5,000.  A  Homestead  is  defined 
in  the  state  constitution  not  to  exceed  40  acres.  The  amendment  was  not 
introduced.  It  was  overlooked  by  members  of  the  Legislature  who  were 
following  our  activities  and  we  did  not  get  that  through  this  year.  Veterans 
who  served  less  than  90  days  and  were  discharged  by  reason  of  disability  were 
put  on  the  exemption  roll. 
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We  also  introduced  a  bill  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  The  Depart- 
ment of  Michigan.  This  bill  was  introduced  and  passed,  was  signed  by  the 
governor,  and  Is  now  a  law.  Without  being  Incorporated,  if  the  administrative 
officers  contract  debts  and  have  no  money  to  pay  them,  every  member  of  the 
organization  could  be  sued.    If  Incorporated,  the  organization  would  be  sued. 

House  Bill  No.  1  (Culver,  Detroit).  Some  veterans  were  not  being  recog- 
nized under  the  Veterans  Preference  Act.  That  has  been  corrected  and  the  bill 
signed.  It  was  introduced  by  Representative  Dacey  of  Detroit  and  provides 
for  hearings  of  veterans.  Under  the  amended  law,  veterans  must  be  given 
preference.  Before  being  dismissed  the  veteran  must  be  notified  by  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  state  if  a  state  employe;  by  the  Judge  of  Probate  if  a  county 
employe;  by  the  mayor  or  city  commissioner  If  a  city  employe;  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  village  board  if  a  village  employe.  Notice  must  be  given  15  days 
prior  to  date  of  hearing.  He  can  be  dismissed  only  on  sufficient  cause.  He 
must  be  proven  guilty  of  some  specific  charge  before  he  can  be  dismissed. 

These  are  the  major  activities  accomplished  during  the  last  session.  I 
feel  that  the  veterans  of  Michigan  have  been  treated  very  kindly  by  the 
legislators. 

Department  Surgeon :    I  move  the  adoption  of  this  report

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  We  would  like  to  hear  from  the  committee 
appointed  this  morning  to  confer  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  regard- 
ing the  place  where  the  next  encampment  is  to  be  held. 

COMMITTEE  (Rev.  Cornelius  Swart  and  John  Stronach)  :  We  were 
very  graciously  received  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  We  assured 
them  that  their  choice  in  the  convention  city  would  be  our  choice.  They  said 
they  would  take  things  in  their  hands. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  We  would  like  to  hear  from  Past  Department 
Commander  Judge  Chapman. 

JUDGE  CHAPMAN:  This  Is  one  of  the  occasions  that  we  all  look 
forward  to;  coming  to  the  state  convention.  I  was  delayed  In  getting  here 
this  time,  but  finally  arrived. 

One  of  the  features  that  occurred  to  us  In  the  north  was  the  spreading 
of  propaganda  by  certain  elements  and  we  are  satisfied  of  the  source  from 
which  it  came.  H.  F.  Hughart  Camp  of  the  Soo  regretted  the  propa- 
ganda that  was  being  spread.  You  comrades  know  what  the  result  was  in 
Cuba  without  any  preparation,  without  any  medicine  and  the  death  list  that 
occurred.  The  speaker  this  year  at  the  Memorial  Day  services  at  the  Soo 
was  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  enlisted  In  the  army  so  he  could  get 
overseas  quickly.  On  the  field  he  was  wounded  and  advanced  to  the  command 
of  the  company.  He  had  had  as  long  experience  as  the  other  soldiers.  He 
delivered  a  very  fine  address.  Immediately  following  thereafter,  Hughart 
Camp  authorized  the  printing  of  50,000  copies  of  this  address.  If  It  Is  agree- 
able, Commander,  I  will  see  that  each  one  of  the  veterans  gets  a  copy  of  our 
Memorial  Day  services  at  the  Soo.  If  there  Is  anything  in  the  paper  that  you 
approve  of  or  disapprove,  will  you  please  notify  the  Past  Commander  of 
H.  F.  Hughart  Camp  at  the  Soo. 

COMRADE  OSCAR  KILSTROM :  I  feel  that  this  Is  the  only  way  that  I 
possibly  can  express  my  thanks  to  the  Department  Commander  In  the  State 
of  Michigan ;  to  those  who  do  not  know  me ;  who  were  so  courteous  and  kind 
to  me  this  last  year  in  sending  in  a  petition  to  the  governor,  asking  him  to  re- 
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appoint  me  on  the  Soldiers'  Home  Board.  I  thank  you  from  the  bottom  of 
my  heart.  There  is  no  feeling  like  contact.  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  many 
contacts  during  my  life;  that  of  fraternal  life,  church  life  and  other  groups. 
There  have  been  those  who  have  not  agreed  with  me  and  for  some  reason 
have  tried  In  some  way  to  belittle  me  and  when  I  found  out  who  these 
persons  were,  I  did  not  know  them.  I  had  never  met  them.  I  talked  with 
the  members  of  our  camp  here  to  try  to  ascertain  who  they  were.  They  were 
accepting  gratuity  from  the  State  of  Michigan  Instead  of  giving  it.  It  hurt 
me  to  think  that  comrades  to  whom  I  had  given  30  years  of  my  life  would 
do  this.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  work  up  from  the  bottom.  I  l)ecam€ 
Junior  Vice  Commander  in  Chief  when  we  met  in  Chicago.  I  have  always 
felt  gracious  to  my  comrades.  I  have  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  working  on 
national  committees  and  have  done  my  best  wherever  I  served. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  I  am  sure  I  convey  the  concensus  of  this 
assembly  when  I  say  that  we  love  you  for  the  work  you  have  done  in  the 
organization,  Comrade  Kilstrom.  You  were  one  of  the  pioneers.  You  have 
done  the  work  which  you  have  been  called  upon  to  do  very  graciously.  I 
hope  these  few  words  may  comfort  you  in  return  for  the  work  you  have  done. 

COMRADE  MARSHAL:  I  have  the  honor  of  announcing  a  delegation 
from  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

There 
are  less  than  40,000  left  and  we  are  going  to  stay  just  as  long  as  we  can.  We 
stole  the  chickens,  but  I  guess  they  furnished  some  for  you.  I  am  glad  to  be 
with  you. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army,  I  am  glad  this 
mistake  happened.     We  are  very  happy  to  have  you  with  us. 
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COMRADE  JOHN  FINCH,  Post  83,  G.  A.  R..  Greenville,  Mich. :  Com- 
rades, in  the  person  of  my  comrade  Grant,  you  met  the  first  sheriff  of  Lake 
County  when  that  county  was  first  organized.  He  had  to  do  a  lot  of 
scrapping.    I  am  glad  to  be  here,  glad  to  have  met  you. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  We  will  be  glad  to  have  you  continue  with 
us  until  you  feel  rested.  (Presents  comrades  of  G.  A.  R.  with  badges).  Will 
someone  volunteer  to  escort  these  comrades  to  the  meeting  place  of  the  Sons 
of  Veterans? 

COMRADE  HENRY  SMITH,  Camp  No.  5 :     I  would  be  happy  to  do  so. 

(Color  bearers  escort  the  honored  guests  to  the  door). 

COMRADE  ATKINSON,  Camp  No.  10:  I  think  it  is  only  fit  that  this 
organization  pass  a  resolution  thanking  Comrade  Oscar  Kilstrom  for  his 
services.    I  move  the  adoption  of  such  resolution.

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT  EMERY :    I  support  the  motion. 

(Motion  is  carried). 

QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY :  I  think  the  services  of  the  man  who 
was  responsible  for  getting  out  the  fine  program  we  have  should  be  recognized, 
as  he  is  the  man  that  Is  largely  responsible  for  the  success  of  the  convention. 
That  man  Is  Ted  Beecher  of  the  Grand  Rapids  Convention  Bureau.  I  move 
you  that  we  extend  to  Mr.  Ted  Beecher  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  efforts  he 
has  made  In  making  this  convention  a  success. 

COMRADE  ADAMS,  Camp  No.  30:     I  support  the  motion. 

(Motion  is  carried). 

QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY :  Usually  the  department  has  had  to  pay 
a  stenographer  to  write  up  the  resolutions  presented  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  which  takes  considerable  time,  but  this  year  a  stenographer  has 
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been  provided.     I   move  that  we  extend   Comrade  George   Reed  of  Guy   V. 
Henry  Camp  No.  3  a  letter  of  appreciation  for  stenojrrapliio  help  gratis. 

PAST  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  HENNING  :  I  supiwrt  the  motion, 
Comrade  Reed  furnished  us  with  two  stenographers  and  tyiH»writers  all  morn- 
ing. I  think  Comrade  is  entitled  to  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.  I  would  suggest 
the  resolution  include  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

( It  is  so  ordered ) . 

COMRADE  HOEFT  of  the  Detroit  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps:  I  move  you 
that  the  resolution  presented  by  the  Detroit  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps  be  recon- 
sidered. 

PAST  COMMANDER  HENNING :     I  support  the  motion. 

COMRADE  HAMILTON,  Camp  No.  5:  This  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps  has 
always  represented  Michigan.  It  has  always  gone  wherever  It  was  asked  to 
^0  by  the  Department  of  Michigan.  The  Department  of  Michigan  hasn't  got 
any  money  to  spend  on  a  Drum  and  Biigle  Corps.  They  are  lucky  to  get 
enough  money  to  run  their  office  at  Lansing.  Therefore,  I  ask  you  to  vote 
down  and  not  accept  this  resolution. 

COMRADE  HOEFT  of  the  Detroit  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps :  This  year  we 
haven't  got  five  cents  to  go  to  New  Orleans.  If  this  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps 
ceases  to  exist,  it  will  be  a  loss  to  the  Department  of  Michigan.  The  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans  at  this  time  have  not  got  more  than  two  drum  and 
bugle  corps  of  any  consequence.  We  believe  this  department  should  get  back 
of  us  and  help  us.  We  believe  this  department  should  go  to  I^nsing  and 
try  to  get  us  an  appropriation.  We  need  this  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps.  We 
believe  that  the  Department  of  Michigan  should  stand  back  of  us  and  help  us. 
In  the  future  if  you  w^ant  this  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps  you  have  got  to  support 
it.    I,  therefore,  move  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

COMRADE  STICKLEY,  Camp  No.  47 :  What  does  it  cost  to  keep  up  the 
Drum  and  Bugle  Corps?  Are  we  able  to  do  it?  I  think  if  the  state  of  Michi- 
gan can't  keep  it  up,  the  Department  of  Michigan  can't  do  it.  Before  we  go 
into  this  matter  I  think  we  should  have  an  estimate  as  to  the  cost. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER :  We  can't  tell  what  the  expense  will  be. 
It  has  been  very  reasonable. 

COMRADE  HOEFT :  The  resolution  does  not  bind  the  department  to  five 
cents.  I  move  you  that  the  resolution  be  amended  and  that  we  strike  out  the 
words  "Detroit  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps"  and  that  It  be  known  as  the  "Depart- 
ment of  Michigan  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps." 

A  COMRADE:  The  reason  for  our  wishing  it  to  be  known  as  the 
"Detroit  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps"  is  because  that  name  appears  on  all  of 
our  drums  and  if  the  name  is  changed  it  will  cost  quite  a  bit  to  have  the 
name  changed.     I  concede  to  the  change. 
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(Resolution  No.  8  as  amended  was  adopted). 

(A  delegation  from  the  Auxiliary  of  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  are  re- 
ceived and  presented  to  the  encampment). 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  It  makes  us  sad  at  this  time  that  It  is  neces- 
sary to  sound  taps  for  a  comrade  who  has  passed  on.  This  comrade  since  our 
last  encampment  has  answered  the  call.  Let  us  remain  standing  and  pay  a 
silent  tribute  to  our  beloved  Senior  Vice  Commander,  Herman  A.  Bindner. 
(Taps  are  sounded). 

COMRADE  WADE,  Camp  No.  10 :  I  would  like  to  say  a  word  about  the 
unemployment  situation  in  Detroit.  It  seems  to  me  there  is  a  lack  of  willing- 
ness to  help  our  veterans.  It  Is  not  right  that  those  who  fought  in  war  should 
suffer  in  peace.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  churches  in  Detroit  that 
on  May  24  they  invite  veterans  as  a  body  to  honor  them.  I  would  like  to  see 
that  made  nation  wide.  I  would  like  to  see  more  honor  given  and  more  tribute 
paid  to  those  who  went  out  to  duty. 

COMRADE  MARSHAL:  We  have  as  our  honored  guest,  Comrade  Louis 
Kanitz,  representing  the  Commander  In  Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA:  Comrade  Marshal  you  will  assemble  the 
colors  and  escort  our  honored  guest  to  this  station. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  Comrade  Kanitz,  we  feel  greatly  honored  to 
have  you  here  as  our  guest.  Comrade  Kanitz  is  93  years  of  age.  We  will  let 
him  rest  until  he  feels  able  to  talk  to  us. 

JUDGE  CHAPMAN :  I  would  like  to  say  a  word  to  our  Past  Commander 
Kanitz.  I  have  known  the  grand  old  man  for  possibly  50  years.  I  have 
watched  his  work  In  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  I  am  very  glad  to  see 
him  here  today. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA:  If  Comrade  Kanitz  feels  rested,  we  would 
like  to  hear  from  him. 

(Comrades  rise,  applaud  and  give  three  cheers). 

COMRADE  KANITZ  of  Muskegon :  I  am  here  before  you  as  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Commander  in  Chief.  Other  duties  made  it  impossible  for  him 
to  be  here  and  I  was  chosen  to  represent  him. 

You  have  to  a  great  extent  assumed  a  duty  we  used  to  perform.  The 
Spanish  War  Veterans  have  taken  our  place  and  are  doing  our  work.  I  want 
to  bring  you  the  greetings  of  our  Commander  in  Chief.  You  boys  have  a 
mission  to  perform.  Teach  the  crude  mind  citizenship.  Defend  Old  Glory 
with  the  last  drop  of  blood  w^ithin  you  if  necessary.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to 
be  with  you  once  more. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  I  don't  know  that  I  can  find  words  to  convey 
to  you  our  pleasure  In  having  you  with  us  as  a  representative  of  your  Com- 
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mander  in  Chief.  He  asks  us  to  be  loyal  to  our  flag.  He,  at  the  age  of  93,  Is 
unalterable  in  his  patriotism.  May  we  inculcate  into  the  minds  of  our  youths 
this  same  patriotism  which  our  comrade  possesses.  Comrade  Kanitz.  we  would 
like  to  have  you  tarry  with  us  for  a  while. 

COMRADE  MARSHAL:  We  have  as  our  guests  a  delegation  from  the 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  Comrade  Marshal,  you  will  assemble  the 
colors  and  escort  our  honored  guests  to  this  station. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA:  We  arc  very  happy  to  welcome  you  to  our 
(»ncampment. 

COMRADE  VAN  ANTWERP  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars:  I  don't 
know  why  I  should  have  been  chosen  to  come  to  my  comrades  of  the  Spanish 
War,  because  it  was  my  misfortune  not  to  have  l)een  in  that  war.  I  was  nine 
years  old  at  the  time  and  tried  to  get  in  as  drummer  boy,  but  was  too  young. 
We  have  a  number  of  Spanish  War  Veterans  in  our  organization.  We  know 
that  you  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and 
shoulder  to  shoulder  with  us  in  the  lessons  of  true  patriotism.  We  have  both 
learned  the  same  lessons.  I  bring  greetings  to  you  in  the  name  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Michigan  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  present  you  with  this  floral 
offering.     (Presents  flowers). 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  We  are  indeed  very  happy  to  have  you  pay  us 
a  visit  at  this  time.  I  believe  this  is  the  spirit  that  should  prevail  and  as  a 
memento  of  your  visit  to  our  encampment,  may  I  present  you  with  these 
tokens?     (Presents  badges). 

(Comrade  Howard,  representing  the  D.  A.  V.  is  received  and  presented  to 
the  encampment).     (Presented  with  badge). 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA:  Our  business  is  well  taken  care  of  and  If 
there  is  nothing  more  to  come  up,  we  will  adjourn  until  1 :30  tomorrow  after- 
noon. We  hope  to  have  every  Spanish  War  Veteran  turn  out  for  the  parade 
tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock.  After  we  have  adjourned  I  am  going  to  ask 
Comrade  Kanitz  to  sit  down  in  front  and  I  would  like  to  have  all  of  our 
comrades  come  up  and  shake  hand.s  with  him.  We  stand  adjourned  until 
1 :30  tomorrow  afternoon.  Comrade  Marshal,  you  will  assemble  and  retire 
the  colors.     Chaplain  Swart  will  pronounce  the  benediction.     (Benediction).

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA:  The  department  will  come  to  order.  Com- 
lade  Marshal  you  will  assemble  and  advance  the  colors.  Invocation  by  Chap- 
lain Swart.    Parade  re.st.     (Prajer).    Attention. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  Comrade  Marshal,  are  there  any  visitors  In 
waiting? 
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COMRADE  MARSHAL :  I  have  the  honor  of  announcing  the  presence  of 
our  Past  Commander  In  Chief,  Fred  W.  Green. 

Commander  Zylstra :  Comrade  Marshal ;  you  will  assemble  the  colors 
and  escort  our  distinguished  guest  to  this  station. 

(Applause). 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  This  encampment  is  highly  honored  by  your 
presence  and  we  are  happy  to  have  you  with  us.  Comrade  Marshal,  you  will 
escort  our  distinguished  guest  to  the  station. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  to  you 
our  Past  Commander  in  Chief  and  Ex-Governor,  Fred  W.  Green. 

(Comrades  rise  and  applaud). 

PAST  COMMANDER  IN  CHIEF  FRED  W.  GREEN:  I  can't  imagine 
anything  worse  than  having  to  listen  to  a  speech  on  a  hot  day  like  this,  so  I 
am  not  going  to  inflict  any  speech  on  you.  I  just  w\ant  to  say  that  this  is  a 
vety  fine  war.  The  battle  at  Grand  Rapids  as  conducted  at  the  Rowe  Hotel 
is  splendid.  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  if  for  no  other  reason  in  the 
world,  we  should  have  w^ars  so  w^e  can  have  encampments.  There  are  a  few 
of  you  fellows  whose  throats  would  stand  out.  Some  that  are  like  Doc. 
Broderick  would  stand  out  all  right.  I  don't  go  to  any  place  at  any  time  when 
I  enjoy  myself  as  I  do  here.  There  is  a  free  feeling  that  seems  to  exist 
between  you  and  me.  I  do  try  and  Nvant  to  be  worthy  of  that  friendship  you 
have  showm.  I  w^ant  to  do  all  I  can  possibly  do  for  Spanish  War  Veterans. 
I  was  chairman  of  the  Legislative  committee,  but  didn't  get  anything  out  of 
it.  There  is  a  long  session  now  on.  It  doesn't  make  any  difference  >vhether 
they  put  me  on  or  not.  I  am  going  to  work  anyway.  I  just  want  to  say  this 
has  been  a  wonderful  encampment  to  me.  I'ou  meet  so  many  men  here  that 
I  know  are  true  veterans.  I  know  that  nothing  can  come  to  mar  the  relation- 
ship that  exists  between  you  and  me.     (Applause). 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  I  am  sure  I  express  the  concensus  of  opinion 
of  those  present  when  I  say  we  are  appreciative  of  the  work  you  have  done 
for  us  as  Governor  of  Michigan.  The  Michigan  Soldiers'  Home  will  be  a 
standing  memorial  to  the  work  you  have  done.  It  is  not  necessary  to  introduce 
you  to  veterans,  as  you  are  known  throughout  the  United  States  for  the  things 
you  have  accomplished.     We  wish  to  convey  our  appreciation. 

HENRY  W.  BUSCH :  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  come  here  and  be  able  to 
greet  you  at  least  once  a  year  if  it  isn't  possible  to  see  you  oftener.  It  is  a 
particular  pleasure  to  me  to  come  year  after  year  and  see  how^  this  particular 
organization  continues  to  grow  and  the  spirit  of  comradeship  that  exists 
here  today.  We  are  coming  to  the  time  when  our  hair  is  turning  gray  and 
our  ranks  will  commence  to  dwindle.  I  can't  help  thinking  of  the  missing' 
faces,  not  only  in  this  encampment,  but  in  the  National  encampment.     W( 
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cherish  these  fond  memories  and  we  hope  that  as  another  year  goes  around 
we  may  meet  you  again.    I  am  glad  to  be  here  and  am  happy  to  see  you  again. 

(Applause). 

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT  EMERY:  I  have  a  eommunication  from 
(Jeorge  S.  East,  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.     (Reads  communication). 

A  motion  was  made,  supported  and  carried  that  the  communication  Ih» 
accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  I  think  we  are  ready  to  procee<l  with  the 
next  order  of  business,  which  is  the  election  and  installation  of  officers.  The 
Department  Adjutant  will  call  the  roll  of  Officers,  Past  Commanders  and 
delegates. 

After  a  discussion  in  which  it  was  suggested  that  the  roll  call  of  delegates 
be  dispensed  with  and  delegates  wearing  badges  be  allowtnl  to  vote,  it  was 
finally  agreed  to  proceed  in  the  regular  manner. 

Department  Adjutant  Emery  announced  that  207  delegates  were  entitled 
to  vote  at  this  convention.

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA:  Nominations  for  Commander  for  the  ensuing 
year  are  in  order. 

COMRADE  STARKEY,  Camp  No.  10:  Comrade  Commander  and  my 
follow  comrades:  what  a  wonderful  feeling  comes  over  one  whcm  he  appears 
l)ofore  such  an  organization  as  this  and  can  say  *'comrade",  to  each  and  every 
one  of  you ;  and  with  feelings  of  this  personal  touch,  I  stand  before  you  this 
afternoon  and  present  you  the  thought  as  to  who,  for  the  ensuing  year,  shall 
carry  the  banner  of  service  and  advancement  of  this  splendid  organization  of 
Spanish  War  Veterans. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  the  choice  of  our  past  leaders,  and  we  owe 
them  many  obligations.    They  have  fought  the  good  flght. 

Appreciating  what  our  former  leaders  have  done  and  to  progress  in  this 
k^eat  work,  I  have  in  mind  a  worthy  successor;  a  man  of  the  staunchest

COMRADE  WHITNEY,  Camp  No.  3 :  I  move  you  the  rules  be  suspended 
and  the  tellers  be  instructed  to  cast  a  unanimous  vote  for  Comrade  Ruedisueli 
as  Commander  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Motion  is  supported  and  carried  and  Comrade  Louis  H.  Ruedisueli  was 
declared  elected  Department  Commander. 

(Applause). 

SR.  VICE  COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  I  want  to  thank  each  and 
every  one  of  the  comrades  here  in  this  encampment  for  the  honor  bestowed 
upon  me.  I  don't  know  of  any  other  word  to  say  than  just  plain  "Comrade." 
I  don't  know  the  definition  of  comrade,  but  I  know  there  is  one  thing  "Com- 
rade" stands  for,  and  that  is  "Friend."  I  might  know  the  definition  of  a 
friend  and  I  would  give  you  this  definition:  "A  friend  is  a  man  that  knows 
every  blooming  thing  about  you  and  he  still  loves  you,  and  comrades,  I  love 
each  and  every  one  of  you.

H.  MARTIN,  Camp  No.  20. :  It  is  with  great  pleasure 
that  I  wish  to  speak  for  a  comrade  of  my  own  camp  whom  I  have  known  for  a 
great  many  years.

COMRADE  MARTIN,  Camp  No.  20:  I  move  you  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  the  tellers  be  authorized  to  cast  a  unanimous  vote  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Michigan  for  Frank  L.  Finch  as  Senior  Vice  Commander  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Motion  is  supported  and  carried  and  Comrade  Frank  L.  Finch  is  declared 
elected  Sr.  Vice  Department  Commander. 

FRANK  L.  FINCH :  Comrades  you  have  just  committed  an  act,  an  act 
in  which  you  conferred  upon  me  the  next  to  the  highest  office  in  this  depart- 
ment.

COMRADE  STEIN,  Camp  No.  16 :    I  support  the  nomination. 

COMRADE  LUTES,  Camp  No.  20 :  I  would  like  to  support  the  nomina- 
tion. 

COMRADE  McNALLY,  Camp  No.  24 :  I  have  got  a  man  who  has  worked 
for  this  organization.  He  was  inspector  for  three  of  your  commanders  and 
if  he  was  good  enough  then  he  is  good  enough  now.  Last  year  you  turned  him 
down.    I  nominate  A.  G.  Gerdel  of  Camp  No.  40. 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA:  Are  there  any  other  nominations?  You  have 
nominated  Comrade  Ruggles  as  Junior  Vice  Commander.

(Applause). 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  We  are  highly  honored  by  your  presence  at 
the  encampment  at  this  time.    We  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  at  this  time. 

(Comrades  rise  and  applaud). 

GOVERNOR  BRUCKER :  Comrade  Commander,  Comrades  of  the  Span- 
ish American  War:  I  call  you  such  because  of  the  fact  that  I  am  a  World 
War  Veteran.  I  am  most  happy  to  be  here,  and  do  most  of  all  want  to  extend 
the  greetings  of  the  State  of  Michigan  to  you.    It  isi  customary  to  send  greet- 
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ings  to  every  encampment  of  the  Department  of  Michigan.    I  don*t  send  mine, 
I  bring  them. 

(Applause). 

You  look  so  comfortable  with  your  coats  off,  I  feel  lilce  taking  mine  off. 
(Proceeds  to  do  so).  You  will  see  that  I  haven't  gotten  Fred  Green's  shoes* 
but  I  have  got  his  suspenders. 

I  want  to  tell  you  today  how  real  happy  I  am  to  get  away  from  l4insing. 
I  want  to  tell  you  what  a  magnificent  showing  this  gang  right  here  put  up 
this  morning.  You  have  no  idea  what  an  effect  to  those  of  us  who  were  at 
the  reviewing  stand  watching  the  parade.  It  was  magnificent.  I  was  person- 
ally impressed. 

This  is  the  perfect  time  of  the  year  to  meet  on  account  of  the  weather. 
There  is  nothing  finer  in  the  world  than  the.se  encampments  and  the  meetings 
of  the  patriotically  Inclined  people  who  have  gathere<l  with  you.  This  weather 
means  so  much  to  the  people  of  Michigan  in  getting  the  outdoor  life.  It  brings 
tourists  here  and  it  means  so  much  to  Michigan  to  have  tourists  coming  every 
year  by  the  thousands.  It  brings  a  lot  of  money  Into  the  state.  If  you  had 
taken  out  the  amount  of  money  si)ent  last  year  by  tourists,  just  think  what  a 
difference  there  would  have  been.  The  economic  condition  would  have  been 
real.  So  I  say  this  weather  In  the  summer  time  Is  God's  blessing  to  Michigan. 
Everyone  the  state  over  wfll  have  their  share  of  the  benefits.  The  grocer 
business  proceeds  Increase  over  nine  per  cent  In  a  few  weeks.  I  am  pretty 
proud  of  this  state.    I  have  never  been  more  so  than  now. 

(Applause). 

I  have  just  come  from  the  upper  penslnsula.  There  Is  a  great  outdoor 
country.  It  is  a  place  where  they  say  men  are  men  and  women  are  proud 
of  it.  I  have  never  been  more  impressed  with  the  naturalness,  the  lakes  and 
other  things  than  I  have  in  the  upper  peninsula.  And  the  lower  peninsula; 
what  a  splendid  place  it  is.  I  am  going  to  see  this  state  from  end  to  end. 
I  am  going  out  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  immediately  following  this  and  pick 
out  the  place  where  I  am  going  to  stay. 

(Applause). 

My  comrades,  I  don't  want  to  tire  you  or  bore  you.  The  best  kindness 
I  could  do  for  you  would  be  to  stop  when  I  tell  you  about  the  greetings  the 
state  of  Michigan  sends  you  today.  The  people  are  not  ungrateful  or  unmind- 
ful of  the  sacrifices  you  have  made.  Millions  of  them  look  to  you,  our  elder 
brother,  as  one  who  will  take  the  place  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
which  is  passing  off  the  slate.  I  tell  you  the  people  of  Michigan  win  never 
get  through  praising  those  of  you  who  donned  the  blue  In  1898,  fellowg 
who  did  not  wait  for  the  draft,  but  volunteered  their  services.  You  will  never 
lose  your  place. 

(Applause). 
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There  beats  in  the  average  Michlgander's  heart  a  feeling  of  gratitude 
for  those  who  have  done  their  bit  and  made  this  nation  to  stand  out  in  the 
world.  You  picked  up  the  call  when  countries  were  torn  by  the  conflict  of  war. 
You  left  the  nation  a  great  power.  Remember  the  words  of  Theodore  Roose- 
velt, "It  is  not  our  duty  to  get  into  the  Philippines,  but  to  remove  ourselves." 

(Applause). 

I  think  if  we  can  only  pass  through  the  year  of  1931,  perhaps  we  can  get 
back  on  our  feet  again. 

I  want  to  say  again  that  I  am  happy  to  be  here.  We  would  be  glad  to 
have  you  visit  us  at  Lansing  and  your  visit  would  be  greeted  with  a  real 
welcome. 

(Applause). 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  As  a  memento  of  your  visit  we  ask  you  to 
accept  this  badge.     (Pins  on  badge). 

(Governor  is  escorted  from  the  room). 

COMMANDER  ZYLSTRA :  Before  we  proceed  with  balloting  for  Junior 
Vice  Commander,  let  us  clear  up  the  matter  of  casting  the  ballots  so  we  may 
know  what  is  proper  to  do. 

It  was  decided  that  the  officers  should  vote  first  and  then  the  camps 
according  to  their  number. 

(Ruedisueli  takes  the  station). 

RUEDISUELI:  Has  every  delegate  voted?  Is  so,  I  declare  the  ballot 
closed.  The  tellers  will  proceed  with  the  count.  Shall  we  go  on  with  the 
election  ? 

COMRADE  WHITNEY,  Camp  No.  10 :     I  move  you  that  we  go  ahead.

You  were  later 
elected  Senior  Vice  Commander.  Last  year  in  the  city  of  Pontlac,  where  I 
think  the  greatest  tribute  was  paid  to  you,  you  were  electe<l  Department 
Commander.  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  esteem  it  a  great  honor  and  privilege 
to  make  a  presentation  to  you  of  a  Past  Commander's  jewel,  and  In  behalf  of 
the  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  Department  of  Michigan,  I  present  this 
jew^l  and  hope  you  will  have  pleasure  in  wearing  it.

Comrades  at  this  time  I  wish  to  reiterate  what  I  said  in  my  report,  that 
a  great  honor  was  bestowed  upon  me  at  Pontiac,  by  electing  me  your  Depart- 
men  Commander,  I  am  mindful  that  it  was  an  added  honor  because  it  was 
not  my  good  fortune  to  be  present  at  the  encampment,  on  account  of  illness.

We  have  reached  the  time  when  we  stop  to  think  of  the  tasks  completed 
this  day  and  lay  plans  for  the  tasks  of  tomorrow.  I  hope  that  as  we  review 
the  past  year,  we  may  find  some  good  that  has  been  done,  and  that  we  may 
lay  new  plans  for  the  continued  building  of  our  organization,  and  a  pledge  of 
loyalty  and  helpfulness  to  our  new  officers  for  the  coming  year.  We  are  about 
to  depart  to  our  homes.  May  the  memory  of  this  meeting  be  sacred  to  each 
one  of  us. 

Report  of  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  and  Legislative  Chairman 

Comrades  of  Michigan : 

First  of  all,  want  to  congratulate  you  on  the  very  splendid  showing  made 
in  our  annual  Michigan  Allied  Veterans  Encampment  parade  this  morning. 
Headed  by  our  beloved  former  Governor  and  National  Commander-in-Chief, 
Fred  W.  Green  of  Ionia,  and  honored  by  the  presence  of  Governor  Wilber 
Marion  Brucker  of  Saginaw,  a  Captain  in  the  42nd  Division  "over  there"  in 
the  World  war;  our  "U.  S.  W.  V."  division  easily  carried  off  the  parade 
honors,  both  in  numbers  and  martial  appearance.  With  thousands  of  Michigan 
citizens  and  thousands  of  Michigan  children  viewing  the  parade,  your  martial 
showing  today  is  bound  to  inspire  the  patriotic  ardor  of  youth,  as  nothing 
else  could  do.  Seeing  is  believing.  Here  were  the  men  who  answered  the 
martyr  President  McKinley's  call  to  arms  in  Aprfl,  1898.  Here  were  the 
men  who  manned  Admiral  Deweys  fleet  in  Manila  Bay  in  the  far  off  Phil- 
ippines on  May  1,  1898.  Here  were  the  men  who  manned  the  fleet  of  Admirals 
Sampson  and  Schley  before  Morro  Castle  in  the  siege  of  Santiago  Harbor  on 
Sunday,  July  3, 1898.  On  these  two  memorable  battle  days  the  Spanish  Armadas 
at  our  very  gates  and  in  the  far  off  Pacific  were  sunk  or  captured  to  the  last 
ship  and  the  last  man.    Here  were  men  who  went  up  Kettle  Hill  at  Santiago 
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under  Col.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  and  up  San  Juan  Hill  under  General  Shafter 
from  Michigan;  Gen.  Lawton,  who  later  gave  his  life  for  his  country  in  the 
Philippines ;  and  junior  oflBcers  who  later  commandetl  more  than  four  million 
righting  Yanks  in  the  World  war.  From  these  marching  veterans  of  1898  had 
«ome  over  60,000  officers  and  volunteers,  who  formed  the  very  soul  of  the  great 
armies  that  answered  President  Woodrow  Wilsons  call  to  arms,  April  6,  1917, 
and  the  battle  months  that  followed.  These  marching  war  veterans,  many  of 
them  crippled  and  disabled  "in  line  of  duty"  were  living  exemplars  of  that 
patriotism ;  that  self  sacrificing  devotion  of  our  pioneers;  and  of  that  American 
battle  spirit,  that  has  never  been  aroused  by  an  unworthy  cause,  and  which 
battling  for  the  right,  has  never  known  defeat.  And  these  war  veterans  were 
also  living  exemplars  of  the  glory  of  peace.  For  they  were  mostly  volunteers, 
who  gave  up  freely  of  their  leisure  time  and  hard  earne<l  money,  to  keep  our 
state  mllltla  on  land  and  sea,  fit  for  any  emergency  that  might  arise,  beyond 
the  power  of  our  regular  army  and  navy  to  combat.  Their  very  lives,  before 
and  after  the  war  with  Spain  In  1898,  glorified  peace  and  good  citizenship. 
The  hard  won  freedom  of  our  patriot  fathers  In  1770;  maintained  in  the  wars 
of  1812;  of  1847  and  1861,  was  safe  In  their  hands.  Hiding  at  our  head  t(Miay 
were  the  veterans  who  answered  Abraham  Lincoln's  call,  when  Fort  Sumter 
was  fired  on,  and  the  very  life  of  our  nation  was  at  stake.  More  than  70  years 
have  come  and  gone,  since  that  civil  war  tried  the  souls  of  men.  During 
all  those  years,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  "carried  on"  the  good 
work  of  patriotic  Instruction  In  our  schools,  nation  wide  and  oc<»anH  dei^p. 
For  more  than  30  years  now,  our  men  of  '98  have  stood  with  them  In  all  their 
patriotic  endeavors,  In  peace  and  war.  And  with  us  today  were  the  veterans 
who  served  overseas  In  two  wars,  1898  and  1917-1918.  I^ed  by  experlence<l 
veterans  of  '98,  they  had  the  whole  hearted  cooperation  of  Lincoln's  men 
and  McKlnley's  men.  Through  all  the  years  of  piping  peace,  the  rising  gener- 
ation of  American  youth  were  on  each  Memorial  Day  taken  uj)  to  the  heights 
t)f  American  history,  sacrifice  and  worth  while  achievement.  When  another 
call  to  arms  came,  our  young  Americans  were  steeled  for  the  right.  Actions 
s{)eak  louder  than  mere  words.  Our  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  our 
Spanish  War  Veterans  may  well  be  proud  of  their  peace  time  patriotism  and 
peace  time  service.  And  In  this  peace  time  patriotism  and  work  of  Instruction, 
our  joint  Women's  Auxiliary  of  two  wars,  have  stood  busily  with  us  every- 
where. Their  Influence  In  American  homes  and  American  schools  may  even 
Kive  greater  direct  results,  than  our  good  citizenship  eflTorts  on  public  occa- 
sions. Womanhood  created  our  "Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic."  And  mother- 
hood and  womanhood  makes  the  greatest  heart  searing  sacrifice  in  every 
American  war.  Not  for  them  the  waving  flags  and  the  sounding  bands  and 
trumpets.  Not  for  them  the  exhilaration  of  comrades  joining  In  the  march; 
the  camp  fire;  the  battle  line.  Theirs  but  to  sit  and  wait  and  suffer  and 
mourn.  Theirs  to  suffer  more  and  serve  alway.s,  when  the  boy  comes  back 
home,  maimed,  crippled,  broken  In  health.  Yet  It  Is  this  glorified  womanhood 
of  America  that  sustained  us  In  the  hours  that  tried  men's  souls,  and  aids 
us  today,  always  and  everywhere.     And  so  today  they  had  a  high  place  In 
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our  annual  encampment  parade  and  review.  And  even  so,  our  Department 
and  Auxiliary  have  carried  forward  our  program  of  patriotic  instruction  and 
peace  time  patriotism,  through  the  year  that  has  gone.  The  comrades  who 
have  answered  "taps"  the  past  year,  have  not  and  will  not,  be  forgotten.  Our 
Michigan  Soldiers'  Home  in  our  1931  encampment  city,  with  its  increased  and 
improved  facilities  for  our  comrades  of  all  wars,  and  their  loved  ones,  is  proof 
of  the  gratitude  of  our  fellow  citizens.  The  American  flag  on  every  school 
house  and  public  building ;  in  every  church  and  school  room ;  in  all  our  homes, 
is  the  daily  reminder  to  young  and  old,  that  all  the  joys  and  comforts  and 
blessings  of  this  day,  come  to  us  through  the  suffering  and  sacrifices  of  every 
generation  from  1492  to  1931.  America  is  not  an  ungrateful  Republic.  Our 
patriotic  fathers  and  comrades  of  '98  have  not  served  and  suffered  in  vain. 
This  pledge  we  give,  here  and  now,  for  our  Department  and  for  our  Women's 
Auxiliary,  to  continue  to  serve  in  peace  as  we  served  in  war.

RULES  GOVERNING  HIGGINS  LAKE  SHELTER 

The  following  rules  governing  the  use  of  Higgins  Lake  Shelter  and 
(amp  Site  have  been  adopted  by  the  Higgins  Lake  Board  and  will  be  rigidly 
enforced  which  are  as  follows : 

Members  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  Camps  and  Auxiliaries 
in  Michigan,  in  good  standing  in  their  respective  Camps  and  Auxiliaries,  are 
entitled  to  the  use  of  the  shelter  at  the  rates  fixed  by  the  Board,  and  subject 
to  these  rules. 

All  persons  are  requested  to  co-operate  and  assist  In  keeping  rooms 
in  a  neat  and  orderly  condition.  Remember  this  is  your  building,  your  home, 
and  use  It  as  such. 

Members  desiring  to  use  the  shelter  for  a  week  or  more  must  make 
reservations  at  least  one  week  In  advance  through  the  Secretary  of  the 
lioard  or  Steward. 

The  rate  for  rooms  and  meals  for  members  will  be  |2.00  per  day,  per 
l>er8on,  when  room  Is  occupied  for  a  period  of  three  or  more  full  consecutive 
(lays.  For  a  period  of  less  than  three  days  a  charge  of  $1.50  double  or  $1.00 
single  will  be  made  for  rooms  and  50c  per  meal  per  person. 

Tents  will  not  be  permitted  on  Block  132,  on  which  the  Shelter  stands. 
A  Camp  Site  has  been  prepared  on  Block  121  for  members  who  desire  to 
(amp  out. 

The  Steward  shall  have  full  control  of  the  buildings  and  grounds, 
including  the  Camp  Site,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Higgins 
Lake  Board. 

All  meals  will  be  provided  by  the  Steward. 

Removal  or  destruction  of  trees  Is  prohibited  by  law  and  any  persons 
found  violating  such  law  will  be  prosecuted. 

Playing  of  musical  i9strument8,  radio,  singing,  dancing  and  all  boisterous 
noise,  must  cease  at  12  o'clock,  midnight. 

Proper  decorum  must  be  observed  by  all  persons  occupying  the  Shelter 
iind  Camp  Site. 

All  complaints  shall  be  referred  to  the  President  of  the  Higgins  Lake 
Board. 
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SEMIANNUAL  REPORTS 

The  semi-annual  report  and  per  capita  tax  is  due  July  1st,  1930.

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The  following  is  an  extraction  from  the  last  National  General  Order : 

HONORARY  MEMBERSHIP 

9.  Indescriminate  conferring  of  honorary  membership  in  our  organization 
is  to  be  deplored.  The  essentials  of  such  memberships  are  fully  set  forth 
in  Section  3  of  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  and  the  honor  should  not  be 
*  conferred  upon  anyone  who  is  not  clearly  within  the  prescribed  requirements. 
Honorary  membership  in  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  carries  a  real 
distinction  which  should  not  be  minimized  by  inconsiderate  action.  Before 
giving  their  approval,  Department  Commanders  should  ascertain  that  the 
person  proposed  for  honorary  membership  comes  within  the  terms  of  our 
Constitution  and  is  entitled  to  the  honor. 

Resolutions  proposing  honorary  membership  must  be  in  triplicate,  all 
three  copies  to  be  signed  by  the  proposers.

The  past  year  has  been  a  strenuous  year,  especially  in  the  matter  of  re- 
cruiting, made  possible  by  refunds  from  National  Heachiuarters,  and  it  was 
my  pleasure  to  secure  the  Charter  members  for  three  new  Camps,  one  at 
Howell,  one  at  Iron  Mountain  and  one  at  Manisti(iue,  with  a  total  memlHM- 
ship  of  59  at  the  time  these  Camps  were  mustered  by  Department  Commander 
Louis  H.  Ruedisueli. 

Approximately  2,500  pieces  of  first  class  mail  were  sent  to  all  non- 
member  pensioners  urging  them  to  affiliate  with  the  organization,  the  net 
result  of  which  was  the  addition  of  a  large  number  of  members  residing  in 
remote  sections  of  the  state. 

There  was  also  about  430  parcel  post  packages  and  approximately  5,400 
pieces  of  first  class  mail  sent  out  from  Headquarttrs  Oflice. 

Each  Camp  was  given  a  (juota  in  the  membership  drive  and  many  re 
sponded  with  splendid  results,  our  total  net  gain  during  the  term  being 
approximately  375,  although  these  figures  may  be  changed  when  all  semi- 
annual reports  are  received. 

A  large  numl>er  of  applications  were  received  at  Headquarters  and  wer(> 
forwarded  to  Camps  nearest  the  applicants  residence. 

There  are  still  a  large  number  of  Spanish  War  Pensioners  in  Michigan 
who  are  not  members  of  the  organization  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
recruit  these  men. 

During  the  past  year  a  large  number  of  Comrades  in  Ionising  and  nearby 
communities  have  called  at  our  Head<iuarters  on  pension,  hospitalization  and 
veterans  relief  matters.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  assist  Comrades  in 
securing  iH'nsions  and  increase  in  i)ensions,  and  in  bringing  al>out  the  appoint- 
ment of  Spanish  War  Veterans  on  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Relief  Commis 
sion  in  several  counties. 

I  have  driven  approximately  15,500  miles  during  the  past  term  on  re- 
cruiting duty,  Department,  and  Higgins  lAike  Shelter  business,  and  I  have 
enjoyed  many  pleasing  contacts  with  our  members. 
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I  desire  at  this  time  to  express  my  npprtMintlon  of  the  (tmfltlem'e  reposec!

HELEN  CARL:  Department  Commander  and  Comrades,  it  is  indeed  a 
pleasure  to  be  with  you  today  and  bring  to  you  greetings  from  the  Auxillarlea 
It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  you  and  to  support  you  boys  in  all  your 
undertakings.     ( Applause. ) 
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DEPAKTMEXT  MARSHAL:  You  will  assemble  the  colors  and  escort 
the  Department  President  and  Toadies  to  your  station.  Encampment  salute. 
(Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT  SURGEON:  Dr.  Frank  B.  Broderick :  ''The  individual 
report  is  so  great  that  I  would  stand  here  for  a  long  time,  therefore  the  report 
regarding  the  deaths  of  our  comrades  I  am  not  going  to  read.  These  I  have 
turned  over  to  the  Department  Adjutant  for  the  printed  report.  This  year 
we  are  organized  for  bigger  things — that  of  visiting  the  sick,  burying  the  dead 
and  rendering  whatever  assistance  this  organization  can  give.  It  has  been 
my  great  pleasure  this  year  to  assist  the  Department  Surgeon  in  one  case 
which  you  will  agree  with  me  that  if  we  did  not  do  any  more  than  this  one 
thing  it  was  worthwhile  to  do  this  deed.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  run  on  a 
boy  at  Higgins  Lake,  a  boy  who  had  the  appetite,  the  cravings  of  a  child, 
he  just  did  not  have  that  thing  in  him  that  he  needed.  This  Iwy  is  a  son  of 
one  of  our  ccmirades.  I  saw  this  kid  in  Lansing,  and  I  told  the  mother  and 
father  to  get  the  boy  out  of  this  environment  and  the  father  sent  him  to  the 
Lake  where  he  belongs.  This  child  had  In^en  there  only  three  weeks  romping 
around  in  the  mud  and  siind,  getting  into  his  system  something  he  could 
not  get  at  home,  getting  that  element  of  health  that  you  make  your  window 
glass  with — cellulose.  That  kid  in  three  weeks  has  gained  seven  pounds. 
This  Department  Surgeon  is  interested  more  in  those  conditions.  We  can't 
do  anything  for  the  dead,  figuratively  si)eaking,  if  you  bury  them,  but  if  you 
can  take  those  pi*ople  that  are  alive  and  build  them  ui) — and  I  am  going  to 
make  a  motion  to  make  this  child  a  standing  example  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  of 
Michigan,  that  it  is  not  going  to  cost  the  mother  and  father  of  that  child  one 
dime,  then  we  can  go  l>efore  the  legislature  and  ask  for  con.sideration.  In 
reading  this  motion,  I  wish  to  say  that  my  services  are  gratis  for  this  child 
as  long  as  I  am  with  him.  1  make  a  motion  we  adopt  Billy  Nichols  and 
keep  him  in  the  home  to  show  that  we  have  done  something.  I  make  a 
motion  that  we  adopt  him  otticially — Billy  Nichols,  ten  years  old,  at  the 
"Shelter"  at  Higgins  Lake.  I  will  watch  this  kid  as  long  as  I  am  with  you. 
That  is  my  reiwrt.

J.  C.  Lowden,  Past  State  Commander  of  Indiana  was  received 
and  presented  to  the  encampment. 

DEPARTMENT  QUARTERMASTER  AND  ASSISTANT  DEPARTMENT 
ADJUTANT  ROBERT  RATTRAY:  Relative  to  the  battle  on  in  Milwaukee 
I  think  it  would  be  timely  to  call  attention  to  existing  conditions.  I  know 
this  to  be  true  from  talking  with  a  number  of  fieople  who  do  not  read  news- 
papers regularly.  During  the  convention  In  Chicago  they  adopted  a  phrase 
relating  to  veterans  (reading  from  clipping).  The  battle  has  just  begun.  We 
have  got  to  be  on  our  guard  continuously.  If  the  principal  of  this  platform 
is  carried  out  those  who  cannot  trace  their  disabilities  directly  to  or  received 
(luring  the  war  will  be  eliminated.  It  isn't  the  question  of  who  we  are  going 
to  vote  for,  it  is  the  question  of  what  the  results  will  be  as  far  as  we  are 
concerned.  There  are  men  present  today,  men  who  cannot  live  decently 
hecause  they  cannot  make  a  living.  When  the  parties  put  Into  their  platform 
a  plank  such  as  this,  it  is  just  too  bad  for  our  veterans,  that's  all.  D<m't 
forget  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  factors  to  be  considered.  I  hope 
that  when  the  resolution  committee  reports  we  can  show  the  people  of  Michi- 
gan that  we  are  on  our  guard. 
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COMRADE  TILLOTSON :  I  am  now  standing  as  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States.  There  are  two  main  parties  in  the  political  arena  of  our  country.  In 
this  meeting  we  have  men  who  belong  to  both.  If  you  are  a  Democrat  or 
Republican  make  yourself  and  your  friends  so  strong  in  your  party  that 
attention  will  be  focused  to  you.  The  point  I  wish  to  make  is  to  make  your- 
self as  prominent  to  the  politician  and  the  political  party  that  you  are 
affiliated  with  that  they  pay  attention  to  you— that  you  have  some  following 
with  personally,  and  once  you  tell  your  political  fellows  that,  they  will  pay 
attention  and  come  across.  I  have  many  friends  in  the  Democratic  and 
Republican  party  and  that  Is  my  opinion  of  the  situation. 

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  HIGGINS  LAKE  BOARD:  As  president  of 
Higgins  Lake  I  would  like  to  submit  a  valuable  report  of  Higgins  Lake.  In 
the  first  place  a  year  ago  our  "Shelter"  was  just  nicely  started.  At  the 
beginning  of  my  year  as  president  we  had  a  balance  of  $14.19  to  carry  on 
our  work.  At  the  present  time  that  balance  has  been  brought  up  to  turn 
over  to  the  present  administration  a  total  of  $77.81.  This  amount  is  no  great 
total,  as  you  will  see,  but  you  can  readily  realize  that  we  are  in  much  better 
shape  than  we  were  ever  before.  We  have  paid  several  bills  which  we  had  not 
paid  before  this  time  last  year.  I  want  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  fact 
that  we  are  in  much  better  shape  in  the  "Shelter"  now  than  before.  The 
object  of  our  "Shelter"  is  to  have  a  convalescent  home  whereby  comrades 
who  are  recuperating  may  go  and  regain  their  strength  and  health.  You 
heard  the  report  of  our  Department  Surgeon  and  heard  of  the  work  being 
done  for  the  son  of  one  of  our  comrades,  young  Nichols.  I  assure  you  the 
thanks  are  very  numerous  to  your  committee  who  has  charge  of  our  shelter. 
I  want  at  this  time  to  bring  to  your  attention  and  to  Past  State  Commander 
of  Indiana,  Lowden's  attention  that  our  "Shelter"  at  Higgins  Lake  is  at  all 
times  open  to  any  comrade  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  This  "Shelter"  is  open  the  year 
around,  and  we  have  accommodations  for  a  goodly  number.  We  have  beds 
in  the  "Shelter"  which  I  think  are  as  far  as  comfortable  sleeping  is  con- 
cerned are  equal  to  any.  The  board  in  control  of  our  "Shelter"  have  furnished 
or  donated  all  their  services,  no  member  of  the  Higgins  Lake  Board  has  re- 
ceived a  cent  in  pay  or  donation  for  their  services.  We  have  held  several 
board  meetings  at  the  "Shelter".  The  board  pays  their  own  expenses,  their 
own  boarding  and  rooms  out  of  their  own  pockets.  As  President  of  the  Board 
I  want  at  this  time  to  extend  my  thanks  for  the  wonderful  help  and  to  other 
members  of  the  committee,  also  the  department  members  for  their  support  to 
the  Board  and  to  all  comrades  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  or  visited  our 
"Shelter."  We  have  had  more  or  less  misfortune  in  the  line  of  caretakers, 
we  have  had  to  change  three  or  four  times  since  it  has  opened,  but  we  feel 
confident  at  this  time  that  we  have  the  best  now  that  we  have  ever  had  since 
we  opened.  In  the  past  had  some  kicks,  we  cannot  please  everybody —  we 
try  to  do  the  best  we  can,  but  I  don't  believe  there  is  a  man  living  who  can 
come  up  to  the  requirements  of  our  organization  and  have  them  all  pleased. 
In  the  future  I  would  like  to  have  every  comrade  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  be  a 
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booster  for  the  place  and  if  any  of  you  are  near  the  camp  drive  in  to  Higtrlns 
Lalce  and  see  this  place  we  have  there  and  stay  for  a  meal  and  see  If  you 
can  eat  all  you  receive  on  your  plate.  I  think  that  is  all  there  is  to  say  at 
this  time,  this  is  my  last  year  on  the  Board.  I  wish  to  say  I  was  pleased  to 
serve  you  and  will  do  all  I  can  for  the  U.  S.  W.  V.*' 

COMMANDER  RUEDI8UELI :  Comrades.  I  want  at  this  time  to  thank 
Past  Department  Commander  for  his  fine  report  of  Higgins  I^ke.  I  want  to 
thank  him  not  only  in  the  name  of  the  convention,  but  I  want  to  extend  my 
own  thanks  for  the  able  way  in  which  he  has  admlnisteretl  to  the  "Shelter*' 
this  year  and  I  will  say  this  that  now  is  your  opportunity  to  drive  in  and 
see  the  "Shelter,"  stay  a  few  days  or  a  week  and  you  will  go  away  with  a 
good  name  for  Higgins  I^ake.  We,  in  Detroit,  have  starte<i  a  little  fund; 
we  have  $175.00  now  and  exi>ect  to  have  $75.00  more  in  a  short  time.  This  • 
will  be  used  exclusively  to  send  veterans  from  Detroit  to  Hlgglns  I^ke.  If  the 
comrade  can  pay  part  for  his  keep  there  we  expect  him  to  pay  it,  if  not  we 
will  take  care  of  him.

I  would 
like  to  see  every  comrade  who  possibly  can  drive  around  there  to  see  what 
has  been  done  for  your  benefit.  It  is  yours.  Go  patronize  it  and  take  care  of 
it.

If  a  comrade  suffers  from  a  broken  knee  or  arm 
or  other  broken  bones  he  has  to  be  taken  to  a  Doctor  In  Grand  Uaplds  to  be 
treated,  and  it  seems  that  something  should  Ik»  done  by  the  Veterans  or  the 
State  to  provide  an  X-ray  machine  much  needed  in  this  hospital.  Too  much 
credit  cannot  be  given  to  Col.  E.  H.  Campl>ell,  Commander;  1).  Ingram,  Adju- 
tant and  Capt  John  Stronach,  Quartermaster,  all  Spanish  War  Veterans.  At 
present  the  home  Is  caring  for  32  Civil  War  Veterans,  82  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans, 207  World  War  Veterans,  173  Widows  of  Veterans.  Total  membership 
494.    Patients  in  the  hospital  121. 

On  June  12th,  I  attended  a  District  picnic  or  Booster  Picnic  of  the 
Adrian,  Coldwater,  Monroe,  Jackson  and  Ann  Arbor  Cami>8.  This  was  a 
wonderful  picnic.  About  350  comrades  and  ladles  in  attendance.  I  expressed 
the  regrets  of  the  Department  Commander,  who  was  unable  to  be  present. 
He  assisting  at  the  unveiling  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  beautiful 
monument  presented  by  the  people  of  Wayne  County  to  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans  in  commemoration  of  their  sons  who  served  In  the  war  with 
Spain,  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  and  the  Chinese  Relief  Expedition.

Driving  some  10,000  miles,  but  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  have 
served  this  Department  and  will  strive  to  do  everything  I  can  for  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans.

H.B.  11550 — A  Bill  to  enact  a  uniform  pension  law  for  disabilities  in-

bill  that  affects  some  of  the  southern  people  of  our  country.  We  have  in 
drafting  that  bill  in  my  opinion  made  one  error — the  use  of  the  word  rebellion.

COMRADE  WEEK,  Detroit,  No.  10 :  In  that  bill  the  word  War  Veterans 
are  first  mentioned,  then  the  Spanish-American  War  Veterans.  I  think  the 
words  World  War  Veterans  should  appear  last 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  I  would  have  a  lot  to  do  if  in  the  dis 
cussion  of  any  one  of  these  bills  I  should  have  to  say  we  want  our  name  in 
the  front.    If  I  would  be  doing  that,  I  would  not  be  doing  anything  else. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  Comrades  we  will  have  a  few  words 
from  our  good  friends  of  the  G.  A.  R.  at  this  time.  They  seem  to  be  restetl 
and  we  are  ready  at  this  time. 

COMRADE  BOND  OF  MUSKEGON  G.  A.  R. :  I  am  very  much  sur 
prised  and  well  pleased  to  see  so  many  of  the  boys  here  today.  They  are 
holding  out  very  well  for  a  state  encampment.

COMRADE  RUEDISUELI :  That  is  very  good,  Comrade  Rogers.  I  will 
repeat  at  this  time  as  I  have  repeated  hundreds  of  times  throughout  m.v 
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travels  through  the  state.  We  will  follow  in  your  footsteps.  We  will  carir 
on  where  you  have  left  off,  and  any  time  we  can  be  of  service  to  any  of  the 
members  of  the  Grand  Old  Army  you  may  call  upon  us. 

COMRADE  ROGERS :     Thank  you. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  We  are  mighty  glad  that  you  called  upon 
us. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  Department  Marshal  you  will  assemble 
the  colors  and  escort  the  boys  to  the  rear. 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  I  have  the  honor  of  bringing  to  you  at  this 
convention  Judge  Mathias,  Past  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Department  Marshal  you  will  escort  the 
Past  Commander  in  Chief  to  this  station. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Comrades  I  want  you  to  Join  with  me  In 
saluting  our  Past  Commander  in  Chief  to  this  encampment 

(Salute) 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  We  assure  you,  Honorable  Judge,  we 
do  welcome  you  here  to  this  our  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Encampment,  but  I 
am  going  to  save  you  for  this  afternoon,  if  possible,  when  you  give  us  your 
message.    I  know  it  will  be  a  good  one,  and  I  want  all  the  boys  to  be  here. 

JUDGE  MATHIAS:  You  boys  can  postpone  me  If  you  try,  but  you 
<an't  postpone  me  from  making  two  speeches.  I  know  that  the  Department 
Commander  keeps  pushing  and  talking  about  time.  The  other  day  an  accused 
came  before  the  Judge.  He  had  nothing  to  say  until  after  the  sentence  had 
been  passed.  I  think,  your  Honor,  he  said,  you  are  dam  liberal  with  other 
folks  time.  I  am  not  going  to  intnide  upon  the  program  with  any  extent 
whatever,  but  I  could  not  pass  up  this  opportunity  to  express  my  gratification 
at  the  detail  I  was  so  pleased  to  accept,  to  visit  the  Department  of  Michigan 
in  your  Encampment.

(Salute) 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  Honorable  Mayor,  we  are  very  proud 
to  have  you  at  our  convention.    We  know  that  you  will  have  a  message  for  us. 

MAYOR  LEVINSON:  Commander  and  other  representative  veterans: 
I  am  indeed  very  happy  and  very  highly  honored  to  be  given  this  royal  recep- 
tion. I  want  you  to  know  that  we  appreciate  the  honor  you  have  done  us 
in  having  accepted  our  invitation  to  come  to  our  fair  city,  and  permit  us  to 
play  host  to  you.  I  want  you  to  know  that  every  citizen's  heart  of  Petoskey 
goes  out  to  you  men — not  only  for  the  protection  you  have  given  us  In  the  past 
during  the  various  struggles  and  not  only  l)ecause  you  men  are  representtng 
the  various  types  of  young  middle  aged  men,  but  we  are  happy  to  let  you  know 
that  we  want  you  here.  We  want  to  make  it  as  pleasant  and  as  enjoyable  for 
you  as  we  can.  I  am  sure  that  I  express  the  sentiment  of  every  citizen  of  Pe- 
toskey when  I  say  these  few  words.  These  words  I  have  said  are  not  merely 
an  idle  form  of  words,  but  we  are  genuinely  and  enthusiastically  glad  to  have 
you  with  us.  We  feel  that  the  pleasant  and  enjoyable  memories  that  you 
might,  and  hope  you  will,  want  to  come  back  here  with  a  convention  again, 
or  possibly  spend  your  summer  vacation  In  this  city.  Gentlemen,  I  am  at 
your  service.    I  welcome  you.    The  city  Is  yours. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  Your  honorable  Mayor,  your  message 
was  well  received.  There  Is  one  thing  I  am  very  proud  of,  that  you  did  not 
refer  to  the  jail  bars  being  taken  down,  or  that  you  would  give  us  assistance 
in  ease  we  get  Into  trouble.  We  are  one  of  the  finest  sets  of  young  men  that 
have  come  to  your  fair  city.  We  helped  ourselves  In  *08,  we  wUl  help  our- 
selves In  '32.  I  want  to  assure  you  that  when  we  leave  your  fair  dty  we 
will  leave  it  with  pleasant  memories,  because  we  came  here  as  gentlemen,  and 
we  are  going  away  as  gentlemen,  and  anything  we  can  do  for  you  in  your 
fair  city  we  are  at  your  command. 

(Salute). 
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COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Is  there  anything  else  to  come  before 
this  Department? 

ALEXANDER,  Camp  No.  16:  Relative  to  the  endorsement  of  this  bill, 
I  should  like  to  hear  from  some  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  studied  that  bill. 
I  have  practiced  law  twenty  years  myself.  I  would  not  want  to  say  whether 
I  want  to  endorse  that  statute  or  not.  I  want  to  vote  intelligently  about  the 
matter. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  That  will  aU  be  taken  care  of  in  the 
Honorable  Judge's  message  to  you. 

Motion  made  and  carried  to  send  a  communication  regarding  the  pauper 
clause  to  Congressman  Crail  of  California. 

COMRADE  WEED,  Detroit  Camp  10:  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  out-going  administration  for  the  stand  taken  with  reference  to  recruits. 
If  it  had  not  been  for  a  strong  urge  on  my  part,  there  are  ten  who  would  not 
be  either  in  the  ranks  or  on  the  rolls  today.  I  would  like  to  ask  that  the  in- 
coming administration  put  forth  an  extra  effort  to  get  the  three  or  four 
thousand  men  who  are  out  and  those  who  are  suspended,  that  men  may  not 
be  left  to  die  without  pay. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Comrades,  I  will  say  in  regard  to  recruit- 
ing, that  any  men  who  get  into  this  organization,  you  are  doing  him  a  won- 
derful turn.  Every  one  of  us  should  be  in  this  organization.  Everyone  should 
appoint  himself  a  committee  of  one.  We  should  bring  men  in  and  lift  them 
up — that  is  your  job  and  my  job.  We  will  be  doing  a  good  turn  to  every  man 
we  bring  in. 

SIMMONS,  Pontiac  51 :  You  have  an  invitation  from  Pontiac.  If  you 
come  back    there  next  year,  we  can  give  you  a  wonderful  time. 

COMRADE  GRIFFITH,  Detroit  Camp  10:  We  have  a  welcome  to  come 
to  Mount  Clemens  this  year.  It  was  only  beat  by  two  votes.  They  have  all 
promised  to  take  it  to  Mount  Clemens  next  year.  We  will  give  you  the  most 
royal  time  you  have  had  in  the  history  of  this  organization.  Push  it  along 
and  boost  to  go  to  the  wonderful  city  of  Mount  Clemens. 

COMRADE  BAILEY,  Camp  51 :  In  the  past  year  there  has  been  won- 
derful work  done  in  recruiting.  It  seems  that  some  way  i^ould  be  devised 
in  the  Lansing  records  to  make  them  more  easily  gotten  at,  so  that  some 
members  will  not  receive  several  letters  or  perhaps  other  members  none. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  Your  remarks  are  well  taken,  and  I,  at 
this  time,  would  suggest  from  the  experience  I  went  through  in  the  last  year, 
a  little  cooperation  on  everybody's  part.    If  a  comrade  sends  in  his  new  ad- 
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dress  when  he  moves,  a  transfer  is  put  throngrh  and  we  keep  our  records  clesr. 
I  was  just  informed  last  night  of  a  comrade  who  had  passed  away  over  two 
months  ago  without  our  Icnowledge.  These  things  are  unfortunate.  Help  xm 
when  you  move  by  giving  your  change  of  address  to  the  Adjutant,  and  he 
will  transmit  it  to  the  Department  Headquarters. 

COMRADB  BRADY :  Would  it  be  possible  to  have  a  rule  promulftted 
to  have  a  thorough  check-up  on  who  the  members  are  who  belong  to  eadi 
camp? 

DEPARTMENT  QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY :  If  such  lists  were  sent 
in,  it  would  necessitate  checking  over  approximately  6,500  names  every  time 
the  list  would  come  in,  and  the  similarity  of  common  names  also  helps  to 
make  it  an  impossibility.  I  had  several  occasions  where  men  received  four 
or  five  letters  before  they  responded,  and  then  advised  that  they  were  not 
members.  A  Detroit  member  stated  that  he  had  been  receiving  letters  urging 
him  to  join  when  he  was  a  member.  He  thought  the  administration  was 
very  lax.  He  received  a  letter  because  he  was  residing  in  a  place  foreign  to 
the  address  under  which  we  had  him  listed  and  there  had  been  no  notice  of 
the  change  of  address. 

ATKINSON  of  Detroit  Camp  No.  10:  It  would  seem  to  me  that  this 
could  be  eliminated  by  a  card  index  and  by  having  this  card  index  sorted  out 
ever  so  often. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  We  have  been  doing  that  time  and  time 
again ;  and  while  we  are  not  100%  correct  today,  we  are  doing  everything  to 
get  the  proper  names  where  they  l)elong. 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL :  In  a  few  moments  the  Bugle  Corps  will  be 
up  here. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  If  you  wiU  have  them  come  back  this 
afternoon,  we  will  receive  them. 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:    I  can  fix  it  that  way. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:     It  is  time  that  we  assemble  the  colors. 

DEPARTMENT  QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY :  Just  a  minute.  Here 
is  a  telegram.  You  are  cordially  invited  to  hold  the  1833  conventi<m  In  Bat- 
tle Creek.    Signed,  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  Comrade  Marshal,  you  will  retire  the 
colors.    Chaplain  invokes  divine  blessing. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  We  will  now  stand  adjourned  until  1:00 
o'clock  this  afternoon. 
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AFTERNOON  SESSION 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Comrade  Marshal,  you  will  assemble  and 
advance  the  colors.     Invocation  by  Chaplain  Swart. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  This  afternoon  we  have  a  given  number 
of  our  Past  Commanders.  I  would  like  to  have  the  Marshal  escort  them  to 
this  station  here.  Department  Marshal,  as  they  arrive  seat  them  here  in 
front. 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:     Department  Commander,  I  have  a  visitor. 
(Colors).     (Salute). 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  Department  Commander,  I  have  the  honor 
of  presenting  to  you  Henry  W.  Busch,  Past  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  United 
War  Veterans. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  You  will  escort  Past  Commander  Busch 
to  be  seated  at  my  right. 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL :     I  have  another  visitor. 
(Salute). 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you 
Captain  J.  Smith  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  whose  home  is  in  Petos- 
key,  Michigan,  at  the  present  time. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  Marshal  kindly  escort  the  grand  old 
gentleman  to  this  station. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Comrades  of  the  Encampment,  this  Com- 
rade Smith  of  ours,  is  a  comrade  not  only  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
but  also  of  ours  of  '98.  He  lives  in  Petoskey,  and  I  never  fail  to  call  on  him 
when  in  Petoskey.  We  want  him  with  us  this  afternoon,  so  he  can  enjoy 
our  encampment. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  The  first  thing  on  our  program  this 
afternoon  is  something  we  have  been  waiting  for,  something  we  want,  some- 
thing we  want  to  pay  strict  attention  to  and  get  everything  we  can  get  out  of 
it.  I  have  the  honor  and  pleasure  of  asking  our  Past  Commander  in  Chief. 
Judge  Mathias,  who  at  the  present  time  is  Chairman  of  the  National  Legisla- 
tion Committee,  to  give  you  his  message. 

JUDGE  MATHIAS :  Department  Commander,  Comrades,  I  have  always 
considered  the  method  of  saluation  just  indicated  by  you  as  a  tribute  until  I 
heard  just  recently  of  an  incident  respecting  Mussolini.  He  likes  to  attend 
theatrical  performances,  and  even  moving  picture  shows,  but  he  finds  it  diflB- 
cult  to  appear  in  places  like  that  without  some  sort  of  demonstration.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  rear  or  side  door  of  the  theater,  and  was  sitting  in  a 
dark  corner  of  the  rear  when  his  own  picture  was  thrown  upon  the  screen 
and  immediately  the  entire  audience  arose  with  the  appearance  of  great  en- 
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tbusiasm — the  entire  audience  except  Mussolini  A  lady  sitting  near  turned 
around  and  said :  You  don't  get  up.  1  suppose  you  tliink  about  him  Just  as 
the  rest  of  us  do,  but  we  think  we  have  to  stand  up.  I  would  not  be  true  to 
my  own  notion  of  the  propriety  of  thingrs  nor  to  yours  if  in  this  first  word  I 
would  not  give  some  consideration  and  pay  some  tribute  to  that  great  veteran 
organization  which  is  represented  so  magnificently,  it  seems  to  me,  by  this 
veteran,  who  is  not  only  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  but  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  a  very,  very  rare  combination.  Each  year  the  fact  of  these 
veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  so  rapidly  passing,  is  becoming  more  and  more 
impressive.  Only  a  fading  fragment  of  the  once  magnificent  army  of  grand 
gentlemen  survive  and  soon  weary  they  will  enter  the  gates  of  the  beautiful 
dty,  but  the  nation  which  they  preserved  with  honor  ami  glory  undiminished, 
remains  as  a  monument  to  their  service  and  their  devotion  to  the  country. 
This  fact  illustrates  to  me  more  vividly  than  anything  I  have  ever  observed 
that  after  all  the  opportunity  of  America  has  been  the  same  In  every  period 
of  American  history.  In  every  crisis  It  has  been  manifested  in  the  same  way. 
It  must  have  been  gratifying  to  those  surviving  veterans  of  the  Civil  War 
who  fought  for  the  north,  to  observe  not  only  from  their  own  number,  but 
from  those  who  fought  from  the  other  side,  that  leadership  came  which  formed 
the  leadership,  our  leadership  In  the  Spanish-American  War.  I  don't  suppose 
there  was  anything  more  gratifying  ever  to  these  boys  in  blue,  as  a  result 
of  which  they  donned  the  blue  and  followed  the  Spanish-American  War.  The 
very  spirit  that  was  manifested  from  'fU  to  '65  became  the  dominating  spirit 
in  '98  and  '99.  That  same  spirit  that  was  manifested  in  '98  and  '99  Is  the 
same  spirit  that  America  manifested  in  every  crisis,  demonstrated  on  every 
field  of  battle.  That  was  the  same  spirit  that  moved  your  sons  and  mine  In 
1917  and  1918 — the  same  spirit  of  our  soldiers  of  that  day.  I  think  we  have 
that  combination  of  Americanism  shown  In  this  gathering  this  afternoon. 
Great  as  is  the  temptation  to  go  on  and  talk  to  you  in  this  vein,  I  know  that 
you  are  primarily  interested  this  afternoon  in  hearing  about  matters  that  are 
of  more  practical  application  just  at  this  time.  I  am  here  then  In  a  dual 
capacity.  Evidently  I  am  here  first  as  the  representative  of  your  present 
Commander  in  Chief  Lunn,  who  just  like  many  other  men,  has  found  It  en- 
tirely Impossible  to  be  In  two  widely  separated  places  at  the  same  time.  He 
is  in  the  west  and  has  been  for  some  time.  It  became  my  pleasure  to  receive 
from  him  the  assignment  to  represent  him  at  the  Department  Encampment 
in  Michigan  to  bring  to  you  his  greeting  and  his  wishes  for  the  success  of 
this  convention.  Then  I  bring  to  you  In  my  capacity  as  Chairman  of  the 
National  Legislative  Committee  Information  with  reference  to  our  legislative 
program.  I  feel  the  necessity.  In  order  that  you  may  be  fully  advised  I  am 
going  into  that  in  some  detail.  I  believe  there  are  a  number  of  details  you  are 
concerned  about.  I  believe  they  are  of  more  than  passing  Importance  Just 
at  this  time  because  of  what  they  carry  In  meaning.  When  I  came  to  the 
matters  of  legislation  this  year,  It  was  the  feeling  of  the  national  ofDoers 
and  the  legislative  committee  that  we  ought  to  give  first  place  hi  legislation 
to  the  welfare  of  our  widows  and  dependents.    It  was  in  accordance  with  that 
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decision  and  that  determination  that  the  legislation  which  afterwards  became 
Isnown  as  the  Gasque  Bill  was  prepare<l.  As  prepared  it  was  different  than 
any  piece  of  legislation  that  had  ever  been  prepared  or  offered  for  considera- 
tion. It  has  as  we  understood  it  the  unqualified  endorsement  of  every  Veteran 
organization.  Certainly  it  had  those  representing  every  branch  or  period  of 
our  service  in  both  the  Spanish  American  and  World  War.  As  prepared  it  was 
in  plain,  simple,  easily  understood  language.  It  applied  to  every  widow  and 
dependent  of  every  veteran  of  either  of  those  wars.  Uniform  in  its  terms, 
it  was  granted  in  accordance  with  the  age  of  the  widow.  It  provided  for  the 
payment  of  $30.00  per  month  to  the  widow  of  every  veteran  who  had  served 
ninety  days  or  more  and  then  upon  arriving  at  the  age  of  50  years  the  amount 
was  to  increase  to  $40,000  per  month.  I  said  that  it  would  provide  $40.00  per 
month  to  any  woman  reaching  the  age  of  50,  if  any  woman  reaches  that  age. 
Upon  arriving  at  the  age  of  70  the  amount  would  automatically  increase  to  $50 
per  month.  As  to  terms  there  was  one.  Our  legislation  provides  only  for  widows 
and  veterans  who  were  married  prior  to  September  1922.  As  I  said  to  the  ladles 
some  have  been  extremely  slow  and  others  have  been  willing  to  take  the  second 
change,  and  so  the  terms  provided  that  it  would  Include  all  that  had  been 
married  more  than  five  years  before  that  date.  As  I  said  to  the  ladies  that 
I  wanted  to  be  frank  about  it,  that  any  who  lived  for  five  years  with  any  of 
you  were  entitled  to  some  consideration.  After  that  bill  was  prepared  it  was 
signed  before  the  House  Pensions  Committee.  I  don't  suppose  there  has  been 
a  hearing  upon  legislation  of  any  kind  such  as  that  one.  There  were  strong 
representatives  of  each  period  of  our  service  represented  in  that  bill.  The 
room  in  which  they  ordinarily  conducted  those  hearings  was  much  too  small. 
An  adjournment  was  had  in  a  court  house  room  larger  than  the  one  we  are 
now  meeting  in.  It  was  determined  to  give  leadership  to  the  auxiliary  and 
when  it  came  to  the  presentation  of  the  merits  of  this  message  to  the  House 
Pensions  Committee,  the  National  President  of  the  Auxiliary  of  our  organiza- 
tion was  given  that  position  of  opening  with  a  presentation  of  the  merits  of 
the  bill.  I  want  to  say  to  you  men  as  I  have  said  to  our  own  members  of 
our  committee  that  the  strongest,  most  successful,  the  most  moving  presenta- 
tion of  that  message  was  that  of  Florence  H.  Becker,  National  President  of 
our  own  Auxiliary.  The  natural  result  was  that  every  member  voted  his 
approval  of  the  measure.  They  did  us  the  honor  and  manifested  the  interest 
of  attending  that  hearing.  Every  one  of  the  21  members  of  the  House 
Pensions  Committee  after  full  and  careful  consideration  unanimously  ap- 
proved it  and  voted  that  it  should  go  to  the  floor  of  the  house  for  the  consider- 
ation of  that  body.  After  the  act  had  been  approved  and  by  the  way  this 
bill  had  been  introduced  by  Congressman  Gasque  of  South  Carolina.  His 
geography  might  indicate  his  politics.  He  was  the  minority  member  of  th^ 
House  Pensions  Committee  which  had  in  charge  our  measure  of  two  years  ago, 
and  it  was  he,  I  may  have  referred  to  him  in  the  presence  of  some  of  you 
before,  when  at  that  crucial  time  along  about  the  first  or  second  of  June,  1930, 
when  they  were  considering  a  substitute  measure  that  might  meet  with 
approval  in  certain  quarters  and  substitute  that  measure  which  had  been 
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vetoed  when  the  war  was  at  its  fiercest  his  resiwnse  was  that  he  would  not 
object  It  was  that  Con^rressman  Gasque  who  is  Chairman  of  the  c^omnilttee, 
and  it  is  he  who  introduced  this  measure,  and  it  bei*ame  tlie  (■asiiue  hill. 
After  it  was  aj>proved  the  next  move  was  to  get  favorable  action  b.v  the 
House  Rules  Committee  before  it  could  ffet  to  a  place  where  it  could  be  voted 
upon.  I  am  confident  from  inside  information  that  the  majority  of  that  com- 
mittee were  in  our  favor.  In  that  bunch  the  same  bill  was  introduc<»d.  It  was 
Introduced  by  a  senator  from  Indiana  and  was  referred  to  the  (Hunmlttee  so 
that  the  bill  could  be  brought  out  and  taken  up  for  consideration  In  the 
Senate.  There  is  one  Senator  from  one  state  that  Veterans  t*an  absolutely 
always  rely  upon.  I  can  refer  to  my  own  state  if  I  want  to.  We  have  one 
of  that  kind  in  that  state.  When  we  got  to  that  situation  a  (^ndition  arose 
which  I  think  you  are  more  or  less  familiar  with.  I  want  to  bring  to  you 
as  nearly  first  hand  information  as  possible.  When  two  years  ago  the  measure, 
which  afterwards  became  the  Act  of  June  2,  1930.  was  vetcxHl  by  the  President 
and  it  went  back  to  the  house  and  senate  and  that  veto  was  over  ridden  in 
the  senate  by  a  vote  of  61  to  18  and  in  the  house  by  2W)  to  14  it  was  then 
thought  that  this  issue  of  a  pauper  clause  in  the  Veteran  liCgislature  had 
l>een  settled  and  settled  forever,  but  in  a  way  least  exiMHted  there  came  what 
seemed  a  real  issue  the  so-called  economy  measure  which  Innume  applicable 
especially  to  Spanish  American  War  Veterans.  The  proposal  to  practi(»ally 
repeal  some  of  the  measures  that  had  l>een  enacted  only  two  years  prior. 
It  did  not  look  so  harmful,  but  when  you  look  back  of  it  to  see  the  motive 
that  prompted  It  as  was  indicated  by  those  who  most  strongly  favf»re<l  it.  I 
want  to  say  to  you  without  any  exaggeration  at  all  it  l>ecame  apparent  that 
the  issue  was  more  final  and  the  outcome  was  really  a  detail  of  more  im- 
portance than  was  the  fight  had  in  June,  1930.  Two  provisions  affected 
us.  One  was  some  form  of  a  clause  as  a  pauper  clause  and  the  other  was 
the  reduction  of  the  compensation  of  those  veterans  in  homes  or  hospitals. 
I  don't  need  to  enter  very  far  into  the  proiwsals  for  the  reason  that  those 
who  were  entering  those  changes  were  going  farther  and  were  urging  and 
advocating  a  change  in  legislature  which  would  virtually  repeal  the  act  of 
1920  and  that  would  carry  with  it  the  provisions  of  the  Pensions  Law  of 
1926  and  the  law  of  1931.  It  was  forcefully  stated  in  an  issue  of  the  New 
York  Times  of  not  any  more  than  two  or  three  wei*ks  ago,  on  June  4th,  in 
an  editorial  on  the  subject  of  doles  to  veterans.  It  advocates  in  so  many 
words  along  with  a  thing  that  is  called  the  Economy  league  whatever  that  is, 
the  league  urges  the  repeal  of  the  act  of  1920,  and  that  is  the  act  providlnur 
for  the  first  pensions  for  Spanish  War  Veterans.  Now  that  is  the  issue  that 
has  been  made.  It  isn't  a  thing  that  is  vague.  It  isn't  a  thing  that  is  off 
in  the  future.  It  is  right  here.  How  was  It  presented?  In  the  House, 
Congressman  Bulwinkle  of  North  Carolina  offered  a  resolution  which  pro- 
vided for  a  joint  committee  of  the  House  and  Senate  to  make  a  study 
of  the  whole  matter  of  legislation  for  veterans  and  to  report  the  result  ot 
the.se  deliberations  to  the  House  and  Senate  and  that  is  the  way  the  issue 
was  made  in  the  House  and  when  the  vote  came  It  was  211  to  117  in  fsTor 
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of  that  proposal,  and  it  then  was  passed  over  to  the  Senate  for  the  considera- 
tion of  that  body.  I  want  to  say  in  matters  of  this  character  I  never  want  a 
veteran  to  overlook  when  favorable  action  is  taken  and  when  some  member 
of  Congress  or  member  of  the  senate  will  favor  you  you  are  not  a  real 
veteran  if  you  do  not  in  any  way  and  in  the  first  way  that  is  possible  manifest 
your  gratitude  for  that  action.  When  this  bill  wag  pending  in  tiie  senate  I 
dropped  in  to  see  Congressman  Bulwinkle  and  said  to  him  I  don't  know  what 
their  action  may  be  have  your  lines  formed  and  do  you  know  what  you  are 
going  to  do  if  it  comes  back.  I  said  if  there  is  any  question  about  them 
knowing  where  you  stand  1  want  to  send  you  a  copy  of  a  legislative  report, 
and  I  mailed  him  a  copy  where  we  gave  him  credit  for  introducing  that 
resolution.  What  the  Senate  did  do  of  course  became  a  mighty  serious 
question.  If  the  Senate  had  acted  favorably  it  would  have  gone  back  to  the 
House.  The  Conference  Committe^^  would  have  been  appointed  by  the 
speaker  and  he  is  not  afraid  and  in  all  probability  would  have  made  a  report 
and  then  it  would  have  been  a  part  of  that  entire  appropriation  bill.  A  Con- 
gressman no  matter  how  much  he  desired  would  have  had  to  vote  for  or 
against  the  entire  Appropriation  Bill  by  necessity,  and  that  showed  the 
desperateness  of  the  situation.  I  went  to  a  subcommittee  of  the  Appropria- 
tion Committee  composed  of  six  members  and  when  we  ascertained  and  you 
learned  about  it  soon  after  that  their  proposal  was  to  decide  the  question 
and  then  submit  it  to  the  committee  for  their  investigation.  So  it  came  before 
the  entire  Appropriation  Committee.  The  vote  there  was  ten  to  nine  in  favor, 
and  that  is  the  w^ay  it  came  back  to  the  Senate  Committee.  Permit  me  to 
digress  from  that  line  of  thought  for  just  a  minute.  There  never  w^as  a  finer 
response  that  that  that  was  made  by  our  auxiliary.  Within  an  hour  after 
the  telegrams  went  out  to  the  Camp  Commanders  telegrams  began  flowing 
in  from  all  over  the  country.  We  have  already  sent  more  than  a  thousand. 
The  matter  came  before  the  house  on  Tuesday.  Senator  Jones  of  Washington 
was  the  Chairman  of  that  Sub-Committee.  We  did  not  have  any  hearing. 
We  did  not  have  any  opportunity  to  be  heard,  but  we  did  have  a  member  of 
our  Legislative  Committee  reach  Washington  all  right  on  Monday  morning 
from  the  city  of  Seattle,  one  of  Senator  Jones  own  constituents  and  very 
active  in  his  campaign,  and  we  called  him  out  of  the  Appropriation  Committee 
and  handed  him  a  letter  which  we  had  prepared  in  which  we  approved  a 
statement  he  made  in  the  Senate  that  the  matter  should  not  be  taken  in  that 
way  at  that  time  and  urged  that  he  should  indicate  what  he  said  was  his 
personal  attitude.  By  his  own  vote  the  action  of  that  subcommittee  would 
have  been  three  to  three  and  therefore  no  report.  The  matter  came  up  before 
the  Senate  that  day  with  the  result  that  the  senate  struck  out  those  provisions 
by  a  vote  of  63  to  14,  and  Senator  Jones  was  one  of  those  to  vote  to  strike  out 
the  provisions  he  put  in.  I  was  confirmed  in  my  opinion  reached  two  years 
ago  that  there  never  has  been  as  an  effective  as  harmonious  and  united 
organization  as  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  Col.  Lowden,  Past  Depart- 
ment Commander  of  Indiana  who  you  heard  yesterday  or  this  morning  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Committee.    In  the  address  to  the  Auxiliary 
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this  forenoon  he  referred  to  the  fact,  and  It  is  a  fact,  that  there  has  been 
no  difficulty  at  all  in  our  organization  to  find  opportunity  to  be  seen  and 
heard  down  at  Washington.  They  have  heretofore  recognized  the  Justice  of 
every  claim  we  have  made,  and  so  it  has  btH»n  possible  to  present  them  when 
occasion  required  it  the  virtues  which  we  have  sown.  This  committee  to  which 
preference  lias  been  made  will  be  appointe<1,  hearing  will  be  provided  for  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard,  but  I  don't  want  to  deceive  you  for  a  moment,  and 
I  regard  the  action  that  was  procured  as  possibly  a  greater  victory  for  us 
that  that  of  two  years  ago.  There  was  never  a  time  in  the  history  of  veterans 
organizations  when  it  was  so  essential  that  our  members  should  be  alive  as  at 
this  hour.  I  have  referred  to  the  matter  of  gratitude,  but  I  think  having 
(lone  that  I  am  privileged  to  say  a  word  on  the  other  side.  I  can't  understand 
the  mental  operations  of  any  man  in  public  life  who  after  having  voted  for 
legislation  and  spoken  for  it  even  to  the  extent  of  making  a  speech  for  It 
could  within  two  years  without  any  opportunity  to  be  heard  vote  to  undo 
the  very  thing  he  had  within  two  years  voted  to  pass. 

Florence  Becker  tells  this  story.  She  will  not  be  here.  I  fi»el  privileged 
to  pass  it  on  to  you.  She  comes  from  Kentucky.  An  Internal  Revenue 
Collector  coming  down  into  the  mountains  of  Kentucky  and  pursuing  his  line 
of  business  was  having  difficulty  in  locating  an  Individual.  He  found  the 
cabin  where  he  lived  and  told  his  son  he  would  give  him  a  half  dollar  if 
he  took  him  where  his  father  was.  He  accepted  the  proposition  and  con- 
ducted him  where  there  was  a  little  smoke  stream  coming  out  of  a  chimney. 
He  said  "alright  thank  you".  The  boy  said  **Where  Is  my  half  dollar?"  The 
Internal  Revenue  Collector  said,  "I  will  give  you  the  half  dollar  when  I  go 
back."  The  boy  said,  "But  you  are  not  going  back."  Comrades  this  is  the 
message  with  reference  to  our  legislation.  We  have  a  definite  legislative 
program  and  I  apprehend  that  the  program  will  be  followed,  but  since  these 
matters  have  arisen  which  I  have  tried  to  direct  with  attention,  it  is  up  to 
us  to  reform  our  lines  and  to  recruit  and  develop  that  which  we  have  been 
able  to  achieve  only  through  effort  and  finest  co-operation  through  these  years. 
In  closing  just  let  me  say  that  our  organization  must  continue  to  be  what 
President  McKinley  said  "the  emblem  of  the  conscience  and  the  courage  of 
the  purpose  and   the  patriotism   of  the  American   People."     Thank   you. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Commanders,  Comrades  and  Judge 
Mathias,  <:hairman  of  the  Legisltive  Committee.  I  knew  you  were  going  to 
put  it  over.  I  can  say  for  this  assembly  that  they  got  a  lot  of  good  meat 
out  of  it.  I  does  nothing  more  than  manifest  the  fact  that  Its  members 
must  still  stick  to  its  officers,  so  that  its  officers  can  stick  to  the  officials  above 
who  are  fighting  our  battles  in  Washington.  I  thank  you  for  the  message 
you  have  brought  to  us.  You  can  tell  the  Commander  for  me  you  have  done 
a  mighty  good  job  in  representing  him  here. 

JUDGE  MATHIAS :     I  thank  you. 
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DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:     Announces  a  delegation  of  Daughters  of 
Union  Veterans. 
(Salute) 

COMMANDER  RUBDISUELI :  It  is  certainly  a  pleasure  to  have  you 
with  us,  and  at  this  time  we  will  present  you  to  the  encampment. 

GREETINGS  COMMITTEE:  We  present  greetings  from  the  Daughters 
of  Union  Veterans.  We  hope  you  will  receive  many  things  of  education  from 
this  convention.

RESOLUTION  NO.  1— Presented  by  Capt  David  L.  Kimball,  Camp  No.  51. 
Department  of  Michigan. 

WHEREAS,  Some  of  the  counties  in  the  state  of  Michigan  have  refused 
to  pay  Funeral  Benefits  in  the  cases  of  certain  United  Spanish  War  Veterans 
who  served  in  the  Philippines  and  the  Boxer  Uprising  after  the  signing  of  the 
Peace  Treaty  with  Spain,  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  particular  State  law  granting  Funeral  Benefits  upon  the 
leath  of  veterans  is  capable  of  being  interpreted  to  exclude  some  of  the 
eterans  of  the  United  Spanish  War  in  the  clause  designating  who  shall  be 
Hgible  to  benefits,  states  that  such  veterans  shall  have  served  during  a 
•eriod  in  which  "The  United  States  was  at  War",  and  whereas  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  State  of  Michigan  Is  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  may  be  so 
iterpreted,  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Department 
*  Michigan  U.  S.  W.  V.  be  instructed  to  prepare  an  amendment  to  Section 

rticle to  define  and  positively  designate  that  any  United  Spanish  War 

Heran  who  served  in  the  War  with  Spain,  the  Philippine  Insurrection  or 
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the  China  Relief  Expedition  l)et\veen  April,  1898  to  July  1,  1902,  be  included 
in  the  benefits  of  the  measure,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  every  facility  at  the  command  of  the 
Department  of  Michigan  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  be  used  to  secure  the 
passage  of  such  an  amendment  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

RESOLUTION  NO.  2— 

In  the  early  days  of  its  organization,  the  Department  of  Michigan  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  realizing  the  lofty  Inspiration  and  tremendous  moral 
and  material  assistance  such  contracts  would  bring  It,  decided  to  hold  Its 
Department  Encampments  In  conjunction  with  those  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic. 

Each  year  that  has  passed  since  then  has  but  emphasized  the  wisdom  of 
such  a  course  and  the  beneficlent  results  to  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans 
have  proven  of  Incalculable  value  to  our  organization. 

The  precepts  and  Ideals  of  our  beloved  forbears  In  the  realm  of  veteranlsm 
are  admired  and  respected  by  the  entire  citizenry  of  our  country  but  to  a 
much  greater  degree  by  us  younger  veterans,  naturally,  because  of  our  closer 
understanding. 

The  Inspiration  and  example  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  been 
to  a  large  degree  responsible  for  the  present  great  strength  and  high  standing 
of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  are  factors  that  should  remain 
ever  in  our  grateful  memory. 

Other  and  later  veteran  organizations  and  their  associates  have  been  quick 
to  see  and  adopt  the  advantage  of  meeting  in  conjunction  with  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  until  now  the  holding  of  all  these  conventions  together 
has  become  unwieldy  and  impracticable  from  the  point  of  efficiency.  That  is 
the  sole  and  regretful  reason  for  the  accompanying  resolution. 

The  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  are  proud  to  follow  next  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  and  hope  they  may  remain  back  in  this  second  place 
for  many  years  to  come.     And  now 

WHEREAS:  The  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  have  reached  a  point 
in  their  existence  where  their  membership  is  large  and  their  representation 
at  their  Department  Encampments  Is  proportionately  great  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Auxiliaries  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  other 
kindred  organizations  have  also  greatly  expanded  their  membership  and 
encampment  attendance  and 
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WHEREAS:  As  is  natural  in  the  course  of  human  events,  the  Deptrt- 
ment  Encampments  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  have  become,  to  a 
great  extent,  a  convention  of  their  Auxiliary  organizations  and 

WHEREAS :  The  cities  and  towns  of  the  State  of  Michigan  with  only 
few  exceptions,  have  not  the  facilities  to  properly  accommodate  these  Joint 
conventions  of  veterans  and  kindred  societies  with  hotels,  housing  and  meeting 
halls,  and 

WHEREAS :  The  identity  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  must  not 
be  lost  or  dimmed  in  joint  gatherings  of  Veterans  organizations,  but  such 
identity  must  be  maintained  as  a  primary  Veterans  organization  second  only 
to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  itself,  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED :  by  the  Department  of  Michigan,  Unlte<l  Spanish  War 
Veterans  in  convention  assembled  at  Petoskey,  Michigan,  June  23,  1032,  that 
the  Department  Encampments  of  the  Department  of  Michigan  be  held  at  a  time 
and  place  other  than  that  selected  by  other  Veteran  organizations  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED :  That  the  proper  officers  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Michigan  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  complete  arrangements 
for  the  holding  of  Department  Encampments  in  compliance  with  this  resolu- 
tion, and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED :  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  trans- 
mitted by  hand  to  the  Department  of  Michigan,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
with  appropriate  expressions  of  regret  and  good-will.

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  I  think  It  would  be  well 
for  you  to  know  when  we  held  our  last  convention  In  those  several  cities. 
We  have  not  had  one  In  Battle  Creek  slna^  1916  or  1917.  Our  last  one  In 
Jackson  was  in  1926.  Pontlac  two  years  ago.  Tliese  cities  apparently  en- 
joyed our  comradeship.  We  have  never  held  a  convention  in  Mount  Clemens. 
These  are  things  that  should  be  considered.  We  don't  want  to  go  too  often— 
we  might  wear  off  our  welcome.

COMRADE  GRIFFITH,  Detroit  No.  10:  Mount  Clemens  is  not  broke 
and  has  fine  accommodations. 

COMRADE  FINCH,  Camp  No.  20:  I  would  be  very  glad  to  have  this 
encampment  go  to  Mount  Clemens  but  in  as  much  as  Mount  Clemens  has  no 
camp,  therefore  they  have  no  representiition  and  I  do  not  approve  holding 
encampments  except  where  there  is  a  camp. 

COMRADE  FROM  CAMP  NO.  10,  Detroit :  I  think  we  should  do  honor 
to  Mt.  Clemens. 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  I  would  like  to  make  a 
few  announcements  before  we  adjourn.

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Comrades,  there  Is  one 
more  announcement  that  we  want  to  make.  Tomorrow  Is  going  to  be  our 
parade.  That's  one  thing  you  come  to  our  convention  for.  Let's  us  go  dowr 
these  streets  tomorrow  with  our  colors  flying.  We  have  a  promise  of  the  cltj 
band.  I  think  I  have  enough  canes  to  go  around.  Let's  use  them  up.  Thej 
make  a  nice  showing.  Put  on  your  campaign  hats  and  uniforms  If  you  have 
them.  Let's  get  out  tomorrow  with  our  bands  and  our  colors  and  Instil  Ic 
the  hearts  of  the  little  urchins  on  the  street  the  love  of  country,  the  love  of 
home  and  the  love  of  flag.  Let's  make  this  the  biggest  parade  they  have  had 
In  Petoskey.  One  thing  more :  I  have  got  to  have  eight  good,  strong,  husky 
men  to  carry  the  colors  and  put  them  back  In  place  after  the  parade. 

REPORT  OF  A.  H.  GANSSER,  DEPARTMENT  INSTRUCTOR. 

Annual  Report  of  Department  Historian  and  Patriotic  Instructor,  National 
and  State  Legislative  Committee  (U.  S.  W.  V.),  Year  193^-1932. 

By  AUGUSTUS  HERBERT  GANSSER,   Bay  City,   Michigan. 

Presented  to  Department  Convention,  Petoskey,  Michigan,  June  23,  1932. 
Comrades  of  '98  and  Michigan: 

Once  again  It  Is  my  duty  and  privilege  to  give  you  my  annual  report  as 
your  Department  Patriotic  Instructor,  Historian  and  Chairman  of  your  Leg- 
islative Committee. 

Just  40  years  ago  It  was  my  privilege  to  be  accepted  for  membership  and 
service  In  Co.  C,  33rd  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry,  Michigan  National  Guard, 
at  Bay  City,  June  14,  1892. 

Came  February  15,  1898.  Our  battleship  Maine  Is  sunk  in  the  harbor  of 
Havana,  Cuba,  with  3^  oflScers  and  370  men  aboard.  A  twin-screw  battleship 
of  6,648  tons  displacement ;  length  318  feet ;  width  57  feet ;  main  battery  four 
10-inch  and  six  6-lnch  breech-loading  rifles.  The  secondary  battery  had  seven 
6-pounders  and  eight  1-pounder  rapid  fire  guns. 

At  that  time  the  Maine  vras  one  of  the  most  modem  of  our  battleships, 
costing  $2,500,000.  In  1910  our  government  had  the  wreck  raised  to  verify 
its  destruction  by  high  explosives  from  the  outside. 
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From  1805  to  the  sinking  of  tbe  Maine,  Qen.  Weyler  and  other  cruel  com- 
manders of  Spanish  troops,  tried  to  put  down  another  Cuhan  insurrection. 

All  America  heard  the  cries  of  the  starving  and  mistreated  Cubans  for 
three  long  years.  America  pleaded  with  Spain  for  more  humane  treatment  of 
women  and  children  in  their  dismal  concentration  camps. 

But  American  appeals  only  seemed  to  create  resentment  in  Madrid  and 
Havana.  So  the  sinking  of  our  Maine  in  Havana  harbor  brought  on  the  war 
on  April  26,  1808. 

As  Ist  Sergeant  of  Co.  C,  33rd  Michigan,  later  assigned  to  the  84th 
Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry,  Duffleld's  Brigade,  5th  Army  Corps,  had  a 
pass  from  Gen.  liussell  A.  Alger,  then  Secretary  of  War  under  President 
William  McKinley,  as  war  correspendent  for  Detroit  News  and  a  Midiigan 
newspaper  syndicate. 

This  gave  me  opportunities  for  getting  around  in  the  battle  and  siege  of 
Santiago,  Cuba,  from  June  to  late  August,  1808,  and  seeing  things  out  of  the 
daily  grind. 

Was  among  the  first  Americans  in  Santiago  on  July  17,  1808,  when  17,000 
Spanish  soldiers  laid  down  their  arms.  Was  near  Aquadores  on  July  3,  1808, 
when  Cervera's  Spanish  fleet  made  their  dash  from  Santiago  harbor,  only  to 
be  sunk  by  the  American  fleet. 

Memories  of  those  historic  hours  bring  to  mind  the  observations  of 
German  military  and  naval  observers,  with  both  the  American  and  Spanish 
armies,  at  Santiago. 

They  met  in  the  city  on  the  evening  of  July  17,  1808,  and  it  was  my  priv- 
ilege to  hear  their  comparisons  on  the  Santiago  campaign  from  both  sides. 
They  were  disgusted  with  the  Spanish  soldiers,  armed  with  Mauser  repeating 
rifles,  while  our  American  National  Guardsmen  had  only  the  old  Springflelds. 

They  were  quite  sure  that  If  their  soldiers  had  been  at  El  Caney  and  on 
the  San  Juan  hiUs  at  Santiago,  the  American  army  never  would  have  won 
through  so  quickly. 

Another  lesson  they  learned  at  Santiago  was  the  futility  of  a  second-rate 
navy,  whose  ships  were  at  best  floating  coffins  for  their  crews.  They  said 
they  were  going  home  to  start  building  a  navy  equal  to  the  best. 

Looking  back  34  years  over  International  events.  It  Is  «lear  today  that 
they  forecast  the  events  that  led  up  to  the  World  War.  Their  naval  race 
with  Britain  brought  on  that  worst  of  all  wars. 

It  win  be  well  for  America  to  note  today,  that  our  navy  Is  our  first  line 
of  defense,  always.  And  that  our  ships  must  be  something  more  than  float- 
ing cofi&ns  for  their  crews. 
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Let  America  remember  In  this  hour,  that  the  Philippines  we  paid  $20,000,- 
000  for  in  1902,  have  become  our  international  danger  point. 

For  the  imperialism  and  militarism  of  Japan  is  today  exactly  what  their 
counterpart  was  in  Europe  that  brought  on  the  World  War. 

In  1894  Japan  crushed  helpless  China.  In  1904  Japan  crushed  Russia's 
army  and  navy  at  Port  Arthur.  In  1914  Japan  grabbed  all  the  German  col- 
onies in  Asia. 

Then  Japan  contributed  little  to  win  the  war,  but  had  much  to  say  in  the 
world  peace  treaty  of  1919.  Since  then  Japan  has  signed  the  Kellogg  Peace 
Pact  and  the  nine-power  treaty  for  the  open  door  in  China  and  the  inde- 
pendence of  Manchuria  and  Mongolia. 

But  in  September,  1931,  militant  Japan  invaded  Manchuria  and  defied 
the  world  at  Shanghai,  in  utter  disregard  of  the  solemn  peace  treaties  Japan 
has  signed  in  the  last  30  years. 

Today,  Japan's  naval  base  on  the  island  of  Formosa,  Is  only  160  miles 
from  the  Philippines.     Japan's  slogan  Is  "Asia  for  Asiatics." 

For  20  years  now,  the  Philippines  have  been  agitating  for  their  free- 
dom, forgetting  the  millions  of  dollars  America  has  spent  for  their  health, 
education  and  general  welfare. 

Meanwhile,  the  cheap  coolie  labor  of  the  Philippines  has  become  a  de- 
structive competitor  with  our  Michigan  farmers  In  sugar  and  other  food 
staples. 

Would  It  not  be  good  business  for  Michigan  and  America,  and  would  it 
not  make  for  peace  in  the  Pacific,  to  give  these  ungrateful  Phllipplnos  the 
Independence  they  demand? 

At  Jackson,  on  June  14,  1914,  It  was  my  privilege  to  preside  over  our 
Michigan  convention  of  the  veterans  who  helped  to  make  Cuba  free  and  the 
Philippines  relatively  prosperous. 

Many  of  you  here  today  will  recall  the  strong  resolutions  we  there  adopted 
in  the  interests  of  world  peace  and  amity.  Yet  within  two  months  came  the 
World  War,  on  August  1,  1914.  Our  Civil  War  veterans  prepared  us  to  meet 
world  affairs  as  they  are.  Let  us  render  the  same  good  service  for  America 
and  our  children's  children. 

So  much  from  your  Patriotic  Instructor  and  Historian.  Now  for  a  bit 
of  thought,  reco^  and  counsel  on  your  legislative  matters. 

Have  been  on  your  state  and  national  legislative  committees  for  over  30 
years. 

For  16  years  have  been  a  member  of  Michigan's  Legislature,  serving  as 
chairman  of  the  Military  Committee  in  both  House  and  Senate.  Am  also 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  Michigan's  Soldiers  Home  at  Grand  Rapids. 
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Much  of  this  service  record,  including  my  40  years  in  nay  country's  serr- 
ice,  with  three  years  on  the  Mexican  border  and  in  the  World  War,  have 
been  made  possible  by  my  comrades  of  *98.  Heat  prostration  and  tropical 
fever,  contracted  at  Santiago  In  1898,  proved  a  severe  handicap  for  continued 
service. 

So,  to  you  and  our  splendid  organization,  belongs  primarily  the  credit  for 
the  accomplishments  during  my  16  years  In  Lansing  and  my  30  years  plead- 
ing In  Washington. 

In  1911  Introduced  $1,000  tax  reduction  <m  $3,000  property  for  Michigan's 
Civil  War  veterans.  They  were  getting  very  old  and  many  were  quite  poor. 
In  1915,  amended  the  law  to  Include  our  Spanish  War  veterans  who  needed  It. 

No  local  community  suffers,  for  the  state  pays  this  tax  exemption.  Yet 
local  assessors  so  raised  property  values  that  In  1923?  we  had  to  amend  this 
law  to  grant  $2,000  exemption  on  $5,000  valuation,  in  order  to  provide  some 
real  tax  relief. 

In  1920,  Michigan  voted  $32,000,000  for  a  World  War  veterans  bonus. 
Michigan's  Civil  War  veterans  and  Spanish  War  veterans  recelve<l  only  that 
little  tax  exemption  and  a  much  disputed  preference  In  civil  service  employ- 
ment. 

Rich  America,  In  1917,  promised  her  World  War  veterans  unstinted  rec- 
ognition once  victory  was  snatched  from  impending  defeat  in  Europe  and 
Asia.  Now,  in  1932,  we  find  a  .seeming  concerted  effort  by  Wall  Street  and 
the  financial  Interests,  who  were  keenest  for  getting  America  Into  the  World 
War  In  1917,  to  cut  down  the  pensions  of  our  veterans  of  all  wars. 

In  a  book  wirtten  by  Knowlton  Durham,  entitled  "Billions  of  Dollars  for 
Veterans,"  it  is  stated  that  our  war  with  Spain  caused  only  8,322  c^asualitles. 
Yet  by  1908  there  were  27,000  pensioners,  costing  $4,000,000  each  year.  By 
1928  there  were  191,000  Spanish  War  veterans  drawing  $71,000,000. 

This  propaganda  is  being  reprinted  in  many  magazines  and  newspapers. 
An  Economy  League  has  been  organized  by  Wall  Street  Interests  to  cut  down 
America's  pension  costs. 

They  argue  that  only  those  disabled  during  the  war  Itself  should  receive 
pensions,  where  today  veterans  with  ailments  PRESUMED  to  have  been  or- 
iginated or  aggravated  by  war  service,  are  legally  entitled  to  these  gratuities. 

Most  of  our  Spanish  War  veterans  are  also  taxpayers  In  1932,  so  we  will 
heartily  support  any  movement  that  will  curb  extravagance,  reckless  spending 
and  graft.  But  we  will  never  forget  our  worthy  comrades  who  suffer  more 
and  die  faster  than  Americans  of  the  same  age  and  circumstance,  who  never 
served  in  war.    Our  rich  and  grateful  country  will  see  justice  done.

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT  RATTRAY :  All  telegrams  which  were  re- 
ceived were  relative  to  the  invitations,  and  they  were  handed  over  to  the 
committee  appointed  In  charge. 

DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  The  chair  at  this  time 
will  entertain  a  motion  to  send  a  letter  of  thanks  to  Judge  Mathlas,  Past 
National  Commander,  and  to  our  Commander-in-Chief,  George  Lunn. 

Motion  Is  properly  supported  and  carried. 

Motion  Is  made  to  send  Senator  Cousens  a  letter  of  thanks  for  his  work 
In  connection  with  the  Veterans  Economy  Bill. 

Motion  was  made  to  Include  that  In  above  motion. 

DEPARTMENT  INSPECTOR  DUNCAN  J.  L.  McCOLL :  Comrades  and 
Department  Commander,  I  believe  there  was  something  said  yesterday  In  re- 
gard to  the  transfer  of  money  to  the  trust  fund  and  on  account  of  the  Incom- 
ing administration  not  knowing  just  what  was  forthcoming  and  just  what 
may  have  to  transpire  In  the  distribution  of  that  fund  that  was  asked  to  be 
deferred  for  the  consideration  of  the  Incoming  administration.  We  feel  that 
perhaps  possibly  part  of  that  fund  should  be  distributed  to  the  camps.  In 
the  neighborhood  of  $1,000.00  has  come  from  the  National  Association  In 
return  for  per  capita  tax  that  has  been  paid  and  again  given  back  to  the 
various  departments.  I  think  the  Quartermaster  explained  that  yesterday. 
I  don't  believe  you  wish  to  cripple  the  Incoming  administration.  If  we  would 
not  be  given  the  support  from  the  State  of  Michigan  we  have  had  In  the  past 
this  administration  would  be  materially  crippled  this  year. 

DEPARTMENT  QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY:  I  take  It  from  the 
comments  made,  the  motion  Is  to  transfer  some  part  of  that  balance  to  the 
trust  fund.  Now,  comrades,  I  am  heartily  In  accord  to  transferring  to  the 
trust  fund  that  which  Is  available  to  be  transferred;  but  as  I  explained  to 
you  yesterday  a  portion  Is  In  dispute  at  the  present  time  and  we  cannot  In- 
telligently determine  whether  we  can  put  that  in  the  trust  fund  or  not.  Then, 
our  income  Is  going  to  be  smaller  this  year  than  last  year.  In  addition,  our 
state  appropriation  was  cut  15%.  Then  also,  the  Department  Commander 
sent  out  telegrams  to  every  Commander  In  the  State  of  Michigan,  which  en- 
tailed a  cost  of  $85.00.  If  you  are  going  to  transfer  the  money  to  the  trust 
fund,  before  you  know  It,  you  are  going  to  be  in  the  same  condition  the  State 
of  Michigan  is  today. 
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COMRADK,  Camp  9 :  A  resolutloD  wus  passed  in  the  National  Ck>nTen- 
tlon  to  refund  a  certain  amount  of  tlie  capita  tax  to  be  used  for  a  certain 
purposes  in  the  Department.  This  matter  was  discussed  and  a  motion  was 
made  for  the  Adjutant  to  communicate  with  National  Headquarters  if 
whether  this  fund  could  be  used  for  other  purposes  than  those  designated. 
There  was  $2,600.00  in  that  fund.  If  the  Department  can  use  that  money  for 
other  purposes  than  designated,  that  money  should  be  refunded  to  camps,  I 
believe. 

A  motion  is  made  to  turn  all  money  above  $1,400.00  into  the  trust  fund. 

QUARTERMASTER  RATTRAY :  We  already  have  received  $700.00  of 
the  per  capita  tax  of  this  $2,600.00,  due  June  Ist  of  this  year,  that  we  ordi- 
narily would  not  have  received  until  after  July  Ist  of  this  year,  and  there  is 
a  little  bit  over  $800.00  in  dispute  now.  There  is  $1,500.00  deducted  from  the 
$2,600.00  which  we  normally  would  not  have  had. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Judge  Mathlas,  will  you  kindly  give  us 
your  interpretation  of  these  facts? 

JUDGE  MATHIAS:  I  was  just  Interested  in  looking  over  Michigan 
Volunteers  of  '98.  I  was  so  much  engrossed  that  I  did  not  give  much  atten- 
tion to  what  was  going  on.  I  have  some  hesitancy  about  giving  anything  that 
might  be  regarded  as  official. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  Is  there  anything  further  on  the  ques- 
tion. The  motion  was  to  transfer  $1,000.00  from  the  general  fund  to  the 
trust  fund.  The  amendment  was  put  on  there  to  transfer  everything  over 
$1,400.00  to  the  trust  fund  after  they  found  out  where  they  stood  on  the 
refund  with  authority  given  to  the  Council  of  Administration  for  their  dis- 
posal. 

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT  RATTRAY:  I  would  offer  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment  that  the  matter  Ik?  left  to  the  incoming  administra- 
tion. 

Rattray's  amendment  is  supported  and  carried. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Comrade  Department  Marshal,  you  will 
delegate  somebody  to  wait  on  your  Governor  at  711  Mitchell  Street,  the  home 
of  Representative  Hlnkley,  and  bring  your  Governor  here. 

DEPARTMENT  INSPECTOR  McCOLL:  I  note  that  the  Soldiers  Home 
is  very  well  equipped  with  the  exception  of  the  X-ray,  and  they  have  none 
there.  So  I  move,  Mr.  Commander,  that  this  convention  instruct  its  legisla- 
tive committee  to  use  its  Influence  with  the  Incoming  legislature  to  have  an 
appropriation  made  for  an  X-ray  machine  to  be  placed  in  the  Soldier's  Home 
at  Grand  Rapids. 

Motion  is  supported  and  Carried. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  The  committee  on  the  convention  city, 
are  you  ready  to  report? 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONVENTION  CITY :  We 
have  received  applications  for  the  1933  convention  from  Battle  Creek,  Grand 
Rapids,  Saginaw,  Pontiac  and  Mount  Clemens.  Comrade  Commander  and 
Comrades,  we,  the  committee  for  the  convention  city,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
we  recommend  Battle  Creek  as  first  choice  and  Jackson  as  second  choice.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE:  Comrade  Commander,  because  Gov- 
ernor Brucker  was  called  to  attend  another  meeting,  we  were  unable  to  find 
him. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  You  will  return  to  the  several  posts  and 
auxiliaries  that  are  in  meeting,  and  you  will  bring  the  Governor  back.  Is  the 
Credential  Committee  ready  to  report? 

Governor  is  escorted  to  the  platform. 

(Salute  and  colors). 
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COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Samuel  H.  Rhoades,  I  will  glre  you  the 
pleasure  of  introducing  the  Governor  to  the  Department 

SAMUEL  H.  RHOADES:     Comrade  Commander,  it  is  a  pleasure. 

SAMUEL  H.  RHOADES:  Comrade  Commander,  Past  Commander-in- 
Chief  Mathias,  Comrades  and  Friends:  It  is  a  distinct  pleasure  that  the 
Veterans  of  the  Spanish-American  War  assembled  in  this  beautiful  city,  has 
the  pleasure  of  having  the  presence  of  our  chief  executive.  It  may  be  of  some 
interest  to  you  to  know  that  Governor  Brucker,  with  his  dlstlngulshecl  war 
record,  has  also  seen  service  in  the  Spanish-American  War.  He  wan  perhaps, 
the  youngest  veteran  who  marched  with  the  trooiw  In  the  war  of  1896.  One 
(lay  when  the  Governor  was  about  four  years  of  age,  his  mother  missed  him. 
He  had  climbed  through  a  hole  under  the  fence  In  the  yard  and  was  trying 
to  keep  in  step  with  the  soldiers.  That  Inspiration  he  received  as  a  child — 
his  father  being  a  member  of  Congress  has  made  hlsilnprint  upon  him  Just 
as  you  and  I  were  Impressed  that  the  Grand  Arni>'  of  the  Republic  called  for 
volunteers,  the  Governor  was  impressed  with  the  character  and  cltlssenshlp 
of  the  soldiers  of  the  Veterans  of  the  Spanish  American  War.  Governor,  you 
see  before  you  these  men,  their  heads  getting  somewhat  gray.  These  are  the 
boys  of  1898.  The.se  are  the  l><)ys  who  created  the  song  "There  will  be  a  hot 
time  in  the  old  town  tonight."  There  Is  notblng  that  Inspires  a  veteran  of  the 
Spanish-American  War  as  that  tune.  If  you  have  any  trouble  In  Lansing  in 
handling  your  problems,  If  you  will  call  In  these  veterans  of  1898,  they  will 
make  it  a  hot  time  in  the  old  town  tonight.  The  Governor  Is  a  member  of  this 
organization.  I  had  the  pleasure  when  the  Governor  was  attorney  general  of 
this  state  of  administering  the  obligation  to  him  and  Initiating  him.  He  has 
been  a  very  ardent  supporter  of  the  Spanish-American  War  veterans.  In  my 
own  department,  two  of  the  Deputy  Commissioners  are  Spanish  War  vet- 
erans. Tlie  secretary  of  the  department  is  a  Spanish  War  veteran.  Let  me 
^ay  to  you,  comrades,  I  have  no  more  loyal  employees  In  the  department  than 
the  veterans,  because  they  know  what  loyalty  and  service  means.  What  la 
true  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  Is  true  of  every  department  of 
the  State.  I  have  known  the  Governor  since  he  came  Into  representation  in 
the  state.  As  chief  executive  of  the  state  he  has  been  as  couragous  as  he 
was  In  the  field  of  battle,  and  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  introduce  the 
Honorable  Wilbur  M.  Brucker,  Governor  of  Michigan. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI:  Before  the  Governor  will  make  his 
speech,  will  the  Department  Marshal  kindly  escort  our  good  friend,  Past  De- 
partment Commander  of  Indiana,  Col.  Lowden,  to  this  station. 

GOVERNOR  BRUCKER'S  SPEECH. 
(Copy  was  not  supplied) 
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COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  To  the  Honorable  Judge  Mathias,  Past 
National  Commander,  I  would  like  to  impose  the  pleasure  of  responding  to 
our  good  Governor  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  Will  you  kindly  accept  Before 
doing  that,  I  don't  think  the  Governor  is  quite  qualified  to  be  in  this  assem- 
bly.   I  think  we  had  better  decorate  him  before  we  go  any  further. 

HONORABLE  JUDGE  MATHIAS:  I  want  to  congratulate  the  Gov- 
ernor upon  the  great  good  fortune  that  certainly  has  attended  him.  When  he 
received  the  inspiration,  even  though  not  civic,  of  seeing  a  regiment  of  Span- 
ish War  volunteers  pass  by,  that  was  not  the  only  inspiration  he  had  and  the 
only  good  fortune.  He  had  the  very  great  good  fortune  to  become  a  member 
of  an  Ohio  regiment  overseas.  A  few  years  ago,  I  think,  to  be  exact  it  was 
1910,  we  had  a  joint  political  meeting.  Governor  Osborne  came  to  the  meet- 
ing. Harding  was  a  candidate  for  Governor  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  Osborne 
was  Governor  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  We  had  a  joint  political  meeting. 
President  to  be  and  then  Governor  to  be  Harding  were  there.  I  remember  the 
eloquent  condition  of  Governor  Osborne  at  that  meeting  at  the  opera  house. 
He  referred  to  the  great  number  of  people  who  had  come  across  the  line  from 
Ohio  and  became  residents  of  Michigan.  Ohio,  beautiful  Ohio,  great  in  the 
sisterhood  of  states,  we  will  never  go  back,  we  will  never  go  back  to  you.  I 
am  pleased  with  what  the  Governor  has  said  with  reference  to  our  organiza- 
tion. Governor,  this  organization  today  throughout  the  country,  has  in  excess 
of  20%  greater  number  of  its  eligibles  in  its  organization  than  any  other  vet- 
eran organization  this  country  has  ever  seen.  Now  I  am  going  to  say  some- 
thing about  Ohio.  In  Ohio  84%  of  our  eligibles  are  now  in  the  organization. 
This  is  a  fine  theme  that  has  been  carried  through  this  grand  army  of  '98. 
Let  me  tell  you  about  a  most  delightful  experience  of  a  few  weeks  ago.  I 
went  to  call  on  General  Pershing,  to  invite  him  to  our  military  convention, 
and  he  plans  to  be  there  if  he  is  back  from  Europe.  He  apologized  for  keep- 
ing us,  and  what  a  delightful  time  we  were  having.  He  told  us  this  Incident. 
In  the  beginning  of  the  Spanish-American  war  he  was  an  Instructor.  He 
filed  a  transfer  to  duty.  They  said  "No,  there  will  be  no  transfers  to  active 
duty,  that  Is  ended,"  but  not  for  Pershing.  They  desired  to  appoint  a  friend 
of  his  Assistant  Secretary  of  War.  He  said,  *I  don't  know  anything  about 
war."  Pershing  said,  "No  other  Secretary  knows  anything  about  war.'*  It 
came  about  that  this  friend  of  his  was  appointed  Secretary  of  War.  Pershing 
said,  **I  have  just  one  favor  to  ask  of  you.  I  want  to  be  transferred  to  active 
duty.  He  said,  'Nobody  can  do  that,"  but  Pershing  said,  "Some  day  when  the 
Secretary  of  War  will  be  away  Issue  the  order."  Within  ten  days  it  came 
about,  the  order  was  Issued.  He  went  overseas  at  the  head  of  the  American 
forces.  More  than  50%  of  the  officers  In  the  World  War  had  seen  service  in 
the  Spanish-American  war.  The  American  spirit  has  been  the  same  In  every 
period  of  American  history.  Demonstrated  in  every  period  and  every  crisis 
we  have  been  compelled  to  enter.  If  I  had  the  skill  of  a  painter  I  would 
repaint  the  picture  of  the  Spirit  of  '76,  the  one  figure  a  blue,  the  American 
spirit  of  the  period ;  then  the  middle  figure  I  would  paint  the  American  boy 
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In  the  Spanish-American  war,  the  American  spirit  of  that  day;  the  third 
figure  I  wouli}  repaint  the  American  spirit  of  1017  and  1018,  and  then  I  would 
change  the  title.    I  would  call  it  "All  the  American  Spirit  of  Patriotism." 

COMMANDER  RUBDISUBLI :  I  think  this  convention  has  certainly 
been  well  blessed  and  honored  In  having  such  distinguished  men  here  to  greet 
us,  to  welcome  us  and  to  encourage  us  on  in  all  that  is  good  for  this  country 
of  ours.  At  this  time,  I  want  to  thank  the  Governor  for  his  welcome  speech 
here  and  the  Honorable  Judge,  our  Past  National  Commander,  for  his  good 
thoughts  in  his  response  to  the  Governor,  which  he  has  left  with  us  of  which 
I  know  we  have  all  profited.  To  show  the  Governor  and  his  good  friend, 
Judge  Mathlas,  that  I  am  not  speaking  any  words  that  are  vain,  I  at  this 
time  ask  you  all  to  give  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.  Governor  and  Honorable 
Judge  Mathlas,  that  is  what  our  boys  think  of  you  boys. 

(Rising  vote  of  thanks  Is  given). 

DEPARTMENT  MARSHAL:  Department  Commander,  at  this  time  the 
other  half  of  the  Department,  the  ladles  of  the  United  Spanish  American  War 
Veterans,  desire  the  presence  of  the  Governor. 

COMMANDER  RUEDISUELI :  Department  Marshal,  If  the  Honorable 
Governor  Is  ready,  you  will  assemble  the  colors  and  escort  him  from  the  as- 
sembly.

LEGISLATION 

The  Gasque  Bill  (H.  R.  7230),  providing  uniform  pensions  for  widows 
and  dependents,  has  been  favorably  reported  by  the  House  Pensions  Com- 
mittee and  the  National  Committee  on  Legislation  advises  a  concerted  effort 
in  the  fact  of  the  membership  to  have  this  bill  brought  to  a  vote,  which  can 
be  brought  about  by  recognition  by  the  Speaker,  under  suspension  of  the 
rules,  or  by  special  rules  from  the  Rules  Committee.  Every  Camp  and  every 
Auxiliary  and  individual  members  of  each  organization  should  Immediat^y 
urge  the  active  assistance  of  their  Congressman  to  have  H.  R.  7230  placed 
upon  the  calendar  and  brought  to  a  vote. 

You  are  also  requested  to  ask  the  support  of  the  Congressmen  for  EL  R. 
9537,  which  provides  for  correction  in  the  discharges  of  the  members  of  the 
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crews  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Algonquin  and  Onondaga,  which  wouhl  nialte  them  eligible 
to  the  privileges  enjoyed  by  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  This  Bill  was 
endorsed  by  the  National  Convention  at  New  Orleans. 

RECRUITING 

Again,  the  Department  Commander  wishes  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the 
Camp  Commanders  and  recruiting  committc^es  of  the  urgent  need  for  recruits. 
Recruiting  has  been  going  on  with  a  bang  in  some  Camps,  while  others  do 
not  show  such  good  results.  It  is  my  ambition  to  show  a  net  gain  of  at  least 
500  members  by  the  June  Encampment,  which  will  put  the  Department  mem- 
bership at  5,000.  This  is  going  to  require  strenuous  effort  on  the  part  6f  all, 
but  I  know  we  can  do  it. 

One  of  the  most  fertile  fields  of  endeavor,  if  properly  cultivated,  is  among 
the  suspended  and  dropped  members  of  the  various  Camps  and  this  field 
should  be  thoroughly  worked. 

So  let  us  all  get  busy  and  bring  in  every  eligible  in  our  respective  com- 
munities and  make  a  special  effort  to  secure  reinstatements  of  delinquents. 

CIVIL    SERVICE 

The  Civil  Service  rules  relating  to  veterans'  preference  is  amended  by 
an  executive  order  of  the  President  dated  January  18,  1932.  The  executive 
order  is  quoted  in  full. 

EXECUTIVE  ORDER 

Amendment  of  the  Civil  Service  rules  relating  to  veterans*  preference. 

Rule  VI,  paragraph  1,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows,  the  new  matter  being  in 
italics : 

Examination  papers  shall  be  rated  on  a  scale  of  100,  and  the  subjects  therein 
shall  be  given  such  relative  weights  as  the  commission  may  prescribe.  Honorably  din- 
charged  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  shall  have  five  points  added  to  their  earnetl 
ratings  in  examinations  for  entrance  to  the  classified  service.  Applicants  for  entrance' 
examination  who  are  honorably  discharged  and  who  establish  by  otficial  records  th.' 
present  existence  of  a  service-connected  disability,  or  who  are  over  55  years  of  age  and, 
oecause  of  disability,  are  entitled  to  pension,  compensation,  or  disability  allowance, 
under  existing  latcs,  and  widows  of  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines. 
and  wives  of  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  who,  because  of  service 
connected  disability,  or  who  are  over  55  years  of  age  and  because  of  disability,  are  them 
selves  not  qualified  but  whose  wives  are  qualified  for  appointment,  shall  have  10  points 
added  to  their  earned  ratings  ;  and  this  shall  also  apply  to  retired  oflBcers  and  enlisted 
men  who  establish  through  official  sources  the  present  existence  of  a  service-connected 
disability  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  of  others  who  are  granted  disability  prefer 
ence.  In  examinations  where  experience  is  an  element  of  qualification,  time  spent  in 
the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  during  the  World  War  or  the  War 
with  Spain  shall  be  credited  in  an  applicant's  ratings  where  the  applicant's  actual  em- 

gloyment  in  a  similar  vocation  to  that  for  which  he  applies  was  temporarily  interrupted 
y   such  military  or  naval  service  but  was  resumed  after  his  discharge.     Competitors 
shall  be  duly  notified  of  their   ratings.

However,  we  wrung  from  the  presi- 
dent amendments  to  laws,  regulations  and  instructions  that  will  retain 
approximately  two-thirds  of  our  comrades  on  the  pension  rolls  at  rates  from 
fifteen  to  thirty  dollars  per  month.  About  one  thousand  comrades  will  re- 
ceive substantial  increases  over  amounts  they  were  receiving  before  passage 
of  economy  act.  More  definite  information  cannot  be  given  until  veterans 
administration  issues  new  regulations  and  instructions.  Am  convinced  at  the 
next  session  of  congress  we  can  rewrite  into  law  all  our  rights  which 
were  so  ruthlessly  taken  away.  All  preparations  have  been  made  for  that 
fight.    Please  tell  my  comrades  I  will  never  cease  my  efforts  until  our  full 
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pension  rights  have  been   restored.     We  can  and  ultimately  will  wLo  that 

victory.

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Report  of  Department  Commander 

To  the  30th  Annual  Encampment  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  Assembled, 
Battle  Creek,  Mich.    June  19-20-21,  1933. 

Comrades : 

One  year  ago  at  Petoskey  you  conferred  upon  me  the  great  honor  of 
Department  Commander.  Had  this  great  State  of  ours  elected  me  to  its 
highest  office  I  could  not  have  been  more  pleased.  You  men  who  knew  me 
unanimously  elected  me  as  your  leader  at  the  head  of  our  beloved  Organiza- 
tion.    I  shall  ever  cherish  that  GIFT. 

The  year  has  been  an  extraordinary  hard  one,  many  things  have  hap- 
pened to  make  it  really  hectic,  and  yet  I  have  been  happy  in  the  thought  that 
I  was  given  the  opportunity  to  serve  my  Comrades. 

Questions  of  importance  loomed  upon  the  horizon  at  the  very  outset  of 
my  commandership,  and  it  required  careful  thought  in  order  that  proper  judg- 
ment would  be  rendered. 

The  Economy  Bill  has  been  a  constant  enemy  knocking  upon  our  door. 
It  has  finally  broken  our  defense  and  won  its  first  battle.  But  with  the 
support  of  the  Comrades  here  and  those  back  home  we  are  going  to  win  the 
WAR,  and  that  fact  is  becoming  more  evident  each  day.  We  see  Victory 
ahead,  so  let  us  fight  together,  and  with  great  enthusiasm,  we  are  a  wonder- 
ful body  of  warriors  cemented  together  for  a  common  purpose,  for  a  worthy 
and  just  cause. 

It  should  also  be  understood  by  all  Comrades  that  Veterans  Organizations 
throughout  the  Country  have  much  in  common,  close  affiliation  and  loyal  co- 
operation will  make  certain  the  results  we  seek  to  achieve.  That  old  slogan 
that  dates  back  to  the  Civil  War  "United  we  stand,  divided  we  fall"  can 
apply  now  to  each  and  all  Veterans  at  this  time. 

Membership 

I  realized  in  the  beginning  of  my  year  that  it  would  require  extreme 
effort  to  obtain  an  increase  in  our  membership,  with  our  increasing  death 
rate  and  so  many  out  of  employment,  our  pensions  being  cut  off,  it  surely 
looked  like  the  Department  of  Michigan  would  be  on  the  decline.  However, 
I  am  informed  by  our  Department  Adjutant  that  we  show  an  increase.  I 
would  have  been  happy  if  we  had  just  come  out  even,  but  I  am  extremely 
happy  to  state  that  we  have  made  a  small  increase  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
over  100  were  suspended  in  just  two  Camps. 

Legislation 

Your  Legislative  Committee  has  been  very  active  in  the  past  few  months 
and  are  deserving  of  much  credit  for  their  time  and  effort.  I  have  called  them 
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to  Lansing  on  several  occasions  an<l  they  have  always  responded.  However, 
owing  to  our  new  legislature  and  the  ei^onomlc  conditions  I  am  fearful  that 
we  have  lost  at  least  a  part  of  our  Homestead  Kxeinption  law.  We  were 
given  to  understand  that  the  law  would  he  amended  In  the  Senate,  The  bill 
did  not  come  out  of  Committee  until  late  last  Saturday.  I  do  not  know  the 
final  result  of  the  bill. 

If  ever  there  was  such  a  thing  as  false  o<*onomy,  it  seems  to  me  that  It 
is  now  being  brought  out,  to  the  detriment  of  the  ex-soldier,  as  well  as  the 
taxpayer. 

Another  matter  of  great  importance  occurrwl  last  NovemlKT,  and  I  want 
to  tell  you  it  is  extremely  hard  to  tallc  of  the  .shortcomings  of  a  Comrade  and 
a  friend  that  all  of  us  had  learned  to  love:  and  to  tell  you.  as  I  feel  I  must, 
of  the  great  shock  I  received  at  that  time. 

It  has  always  been  my  policy  in  business  to  watch,  even  the  minutest 
details,  and  so  on  November  r»th,  1932,  while  in  I>ansing  during  the  banking 
hours  I  inquired  of  the  bookket»ping  department  of  the  (^apltal  National  Rank 
the  balance  of  our  commercial  account.  Perhai>s  you  can  realise  my  feelings 
when  I  was  told  it  was  only  $2.72,  anticipating,  of  cour.Ke,  that  it  should  have 
been  about  $2,500.00.  Afterwards  the  Vice  President  of  the  bank  said  that 
we  seldom  had  $150.00  balance  at  the  end  of  the  month  when  they  made  up 
the  monthly  balance  sheet.  I  immediately  confronte<l  our  Quartermaster  with 
what  I  had  learned  and  he  made  no  denial,  but  confes.se<l  that  he  had  taken 
the  money — and  asked  that  I  say  nothing  and  that  he  would  make  good  In  a 
few  days.  I  waited  until  the  following  Monday,  Noveml)er  8th,  and  then 
asked  him  for  the  keys  to  the  office  and  I  disml.s.sed  him.  I  think  it  was  the 
hardest  piece  of  business  I  have  ever  experience*!  and  Tve  had  some  pretty 
hard  ones. 

I  immediately  took  charge  of  the  office  and  cjilled  a  moisting  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Administration,  and  it  was  (levMed  that  it  was  best  not  to  give  the 
matter  too  much  publicity,  and  to  immediately  have  an  audit  made  of  the 
books.  I  accordingly  appointed  our  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  Fxl. 
Af.  Lacy,  Past  Dept.  Commander  Fred  W.  Henning  and  Past  Dept  C>)mmander 
Louis  kuedisueli  as  an  Auditing  Committee  and  they  found  in  their  audit 
dating  from  June  1st,  1926,  up  to  November  8th,  1933,  a  .shortage  of  $2,511.26. 

The  Quartermaster  admitted  afterwards  that  his  peculations  began  as 
soon  as  he  was  appointed  to  that  office  in  1925.  The  bond  with  the  Lloyds 
Insurance  Company,  however,  only  covered  since  June,  1927.  I  have  here 
the  correspondence  with  the  Bonding  Company  with  reference  to  the  settle- 
ment and  how  the  money  was  paid.  I  received  $1,000  on  April  29,  1933.  and 
$898.96  on  June  13th,  1933,  a  total  of  $1,898.96.  Our  cash  loss  amounted  to 
$599.12,  the  amount  that  was  taken  previous  to  June.  1927,  and  the  statute 
of  limitations  had  expired  on  the  bond  covering  the  amount  previous  to  that 
date. 
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I  carried  on  the  duties  of  the  oflflce  from  then  on,  and  on  January  1st 
appointed  John  M.  Schroeder,  Department  Quartermaster.  However,  I  have 
been  active  in  and  out  of  the  office  ever  since.  I  Icnew  that  it  would  take 
extreme  efforts  to  keep  the  Organization  intact,  and  I  was  urged  by  members 
of  the  Council  of  Administration  to  remain  in  the  office  at  least  as  much  as 
possible,  and  by  constant  and  close  application  to  the  business,  the  Quarter- 
master's report  will  show  that  the  finances  of  the  Department  have  been 
reinstated,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  had  a  perilous  year,  Bank 
Holidays  and  what  not. 

I  have  been  severely  criticized  by  some  for  not  prosecuting  the  man,  and 
others  have  criticized  me  for  firing  him  out  of  the  office.  But  I  shall  answer 
both  those  criticisms.  To  the  first  question  I  shall  say:  Had  we  taken  the 
matter  in  our  own  hands  and  prosecuted  and  sent  the  man  to  jail,  it  would 
have  caused  a  scandal  that  would  have  injured  our  Department  very  mate- 
rially and  it  would  have  relieved  the  Bonding  Company  from  any  responsi- 
bility and  we  would  have  been  the  losers,  to  the  extent  of  $1,898.96.  Why  the 
Bonding  Company  did  not  prosecute  is  a  matter  of  conjecture.  To  the  second 
criticism  I  can  only  say  that  I  did  not  care  to  be  a  party  to  the  crime  which 
I  would  have  been  had  I  shielded  him,  secondly  I  gave  you  my  word  under 
oath  that  I  would  serve  the  Organization  honestly,  efficiently,  and  to  the  best 
of  my  ability,  and  in  the  best  interests  of  all  the  Comrades.  It  was  the  man 
on  one  end  of  the  scales  and  all  the  Comrades  on  the  other.  There  was  only 
one  answer,  and  that  was  JUSTICE. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  a  great  many  Camps,  and  called  a  number 
of  special  meetings.  In  August  I  visited  our  National  Encampment  at 
Milwaukee.  I  have  made  43  visitations  to  Camps,  including  all  the  Camps  in 
the  upper  peninsula,  made  a  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C,  to  a  meeting  of  the 
National  Council  of  Administration  on  March  25th.  Called  Mass  Meetings  in 
Detroit,  Grand  Rapids,  Flint,  Jackson,  Kalamazoo,  Bay  City,  and  Owosso, 
with  large  attendance  at  each  meeting,  have  visited  several  of  the  Ladies  of  the 
Auxiliary  meetings,  instituted  two  new  Camps,  one  at  South  Haven  and  one 
at  Cadillac.  Installed  the  officers  of  several  Camps  during  January  and  was 
accompanied  on  several  of  these  trips  out  through  the  State  to  the  various 
meetings  by  our  Senior  Vice  and  Junior  Vice  Commanders,  and  the  Adjutant 
and  Quartermaster  and  others.  I  have  attended  several  funerals  of  comrades 
during  the  year,  including  that  of  Col.  Wm.  T.  McGurrin  in  Grand  Rapids 
who  commanded  my  regiment  during  the  war. 

I  have  also  made  several  visitations  to  meetings  of  the  American  Legion, 
the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  last,  but  not  least,  visited  the  Encampment 
of  the  Gfrand  Army  of  the  Republic  at  Saginaw  on  June  15th,  accompanied 
by  Senior  Vice  Commander  Ruggles,  Junior  Vice  Commander  Lacy  and 
Quartermaster  John  M.  Schroeder. 

In  all  my  travels  I  have  covered  over  20,000  miles  during  my  year  in 
behalf  and  for  the  Department 
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I  am  happy  to  report  that  very  cordial  relations  exist  between  our 
Auxiliary  and  our  own  Organization.  I  want  to  thank  the  prt'^ldent.  Marie 
Turner,  and  her  staff  for  their  cooperation  and  loyul  support.  In  the  CAmp 
Auxiliaries  throughout  the  State  mutual  active  interest  seems  to  manifest 
itself.     Our  Auxiliaries  are  most  helpful  to  our  Camps. 

I  also  want  to  thank  George  Holman  for  his  loyal  8up|M>rt  as  Travel 
Director  and  I  can  conscientiou.sly  recommend  him  for  that  office  at  any  time. 

DepartmeDt  HeadquaHers 

It  is  indeed  desirous  that  our  Comrades  make  use  of  our  Department 
Office,  729  State  Office  Building,  Lansing,  and  re<»elve  the  benefits  of  the 
service  placed  at  their  command. 

I  am  indebted  to  a  splendid  staff,  all  of  whom  have  respondinl  to  every 
call  whenever  it  has  been  possible  for  them  to  do  .so.  I  wish  to  thank  each 
and  every  one  of  you  for  your  wonderful  support  and  (»o-oi>eration. 

All  of  you  will  stand  relieved  from  duty  at  the  close  of  this  F^ncampment. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  say  that  outside  of  some  of  the  happenings 
that  I  have  enumerated  in  the  foregoing  that  I  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  the 
work  of  Department  Commander,  and  I  shall  ever  Ik*  happy  to  serve  the 
Department,  or  the  Comrades,  whenever  called  upon  to  do  so.  I  again  wish 
to  thank  you  for  having  elected  me  to  the  highest  office  the  OrganlKatlon  has 
to  offer,  that  of  Department  Commander.

The  Marshal  announced  and  escorted  to  the  station  the  Hon.  J.  W. 
Murphy,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Battle  Creek,  and  Rudolph  Haberman,  Secretary 
of  the  Battle  Creek  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrades,  we  have  the  pleasure  this  morning 
of  having  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Battle  Creek  with  us  to  extend  his  greet- 
ings. I  want  to  assure  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  wo  appreciate  your  visitation, 
also  that  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  very  greatly.  We 
will  now  listen  to  the  Mayor. 

I  am  happy  to  officially  welcome  to  this  city  an  organization  which  had 
its  origin  in  a  war  which  was  waged  for  the  securing  and  maintenance  of 
human  liberty.  I  am  confident  that  as  an  organization  you  have,  aside  from 
perpetuating  the  name  of  San  Juan,  Santiago  and  Manila  and  the  memory 
of  the  patriots  of  that  war,  the  deeper  purpose  of  Instilling  patriotism  Into 
the  minds  of  the  present  and  future  generations.

On  one 
side  are  arrayed  those  who  believe  in  the  principle  which  the  United  States 
more  than  any  other  nation — from  the  days  of  the  early  colonists — has  always 
maintained:  the  principle  of  maximum  liberty  for  the  individual.  On  the 
other  side  are  arrayed  those  who  believe  in  a  maximum  of  liberty  of  govern- 
ment. This  idea  has  already  gained  a  tremendous  hold  upon  such  countries 
as  Russia,  Italy  and  now  in  Germany.  In  each  locality  it  may  api^ear  under 
different  names  such  as  Fascisism,  Communism  or  Hitlcrism  but  in  a  general 
way  they  are  Identical  and  with  that  hypocrital  method  of  slogan  and  propa- 
ganda they  even  assume  to  take  unto  themselves  the  name  of  Ijiberalism. 

I  hope  that  this  organization  and  you  as  individuals  take  recognition  of 
this  menace  to  American  liberty  which  you  must  know  is  present  in  your  own 
community  and  which  through  the  press  and  this  annual  encampment  you  will 
be  informed  is  widespread  and  combat  as  you  have  in  the  past  any  threat  to 
individual  liberty. 

I  trust  your  visit  to  this  city  will  be  a  pleasant  one  and  I  know  you  will 
find  our  people  friendly  and  our  officials  courteous.

Any  of  you  who  wish  to  take  a  trip 
around  the  city  will  find  a  number  of  courtesy  cars  available  to  you;  and  If 
there  is  anything  particular  that  you  would  like,  If  you  will  call  at  our  office 
across  the  way,  the  Chamber  of  Conunerce,  we  will  gladly  8i»e  that  you  are 
accoumiodatcd.     Thank  you  very  kindly. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Mayor  Murphy  and  Mr.  liabt*rman,  we  indeed 
appreciate  your  remarks  this  morning,  apprcn-iate  your  welcoming  us  to  your 
City  of  Battle  Creek,  and  it  is  indeetl  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  come  here 
to  this  Encampment  inasmuch  as  I  marched  away  from  this  city  In  old  Com- 
pany 1),  32nd  Infantry  regiment  in  181)8.  It  chx^s  not  seem  like  thlrty-flve 
years  have  passed  and  gone,  but  I  knew  the  Mayor's  father  well,  and  I  guess 
perhaps  at  that  time,  the  Mayor  was  just  being  thought  al)out.  At  any  rate,  it 
is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  come  again  to  this  city  and  I  am  sure  that  goes  for 
all  of  us  here.     (Applause). 

Comrade  McColl,  Henry  M.  Duffield  Camp  No.  9,  Detroit:  Comrade  De- 
partment Commander,  and  Comrades:  I  just  want  to  make  a  few  commenU 
on  the  Department  Connnander's  report.  We  all  realize  that  it  has  been  a 
strenuous  year  for  the  Department  Commander  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  He 
has  bad  exceedingly  hard  difficulties  to  overcome,  and  I  think  that  the  Com- 
mander has  done  as  much  for  this  Department  this  year  as  any  Commander 
that  we  have  ever  had  in  this  Department ;  and  I  want  to  make  a  motion  at 
this  time  that  this  organization  go  on  record  as  approving  his  handling  of 
the  Rattray  proposition. 

The  motion  was  supported  by  Chief  of  Staff,  Louis  H.  Ruedlsuell,  waa 
put  by  Senior  Vice  Commander  Ruggles,  and  wrried. 

COMMANDER  FINCH  :  Comrades,  I  certainly  appreciate  your  approval. 
I  want  to  say  to  you  again  that  it  has  been  a  hard  year.  We  have  had 
discouragements,  we  have  had  losses,  and  after  recufKjratlng  the  finances  up 
to  about  $600.00,  we  then  had  a  bank  holiday  and  froze  that  up  and  it  la  still 
there.  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Quartermaster's  report  and  see 
where  the  Department  of  Michigan  stands  today.  It  has  taken  extreme  effort 
and  correspondence  with  the  bonding  company  to  get  them  to  pay,  due  to 
the  fact  of  the  bank  holiday  they  could  not  get  their  money,  and  the  agents 
of  their  organization  could  not  get  the  money  from  their  clients  and  conse- 
quently  was  having  no  income  and  it  was  almost  impossible  to  get  It  I  urged 
the  bonding  company  to  the  last,  and  It  was  June  the  13th  when  I  received 
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the  last  check  from  them.  It  was  not  a  matter  of  legal  process,  but  just  a 
matter  of  gaining  their  sympathy,  I  might  say.  I  urged  them  hard  because 
we  were  absolutely  down  and  out  so  far  as  finances  were  concerned.  I  put 
dollars  out  of  my  own  pocket  into  the  Department  of  Michigan  to  keep  it 
going  this  year,  went  to  Washington  without  a  cent  in  our  treasury.  Our 
Department  Quartermaster  insisted  on  helping  me  and  has  assisted  in  every 
way.  Both  of  us  went  into  our  pockets  to  keep  the  Department  going,  but  I 
don't  think  that  any  of  you  knew  or  even  felt  that  there  was  a  ripple  on  the 
surface  of  the  organization  detrimental  to  it.  We  have  done  everything  in 
our  power  to  keep  it  running  smoothly.  And  I  am  just  happy  to  know  that 
there  is  splendid  cooperation  throughout  the  Department  of  Michigan.  I 
hope  you  all  understand  the  situation  I  was  in,  and  I  hope  you  all  understand 
that  everything  was  done  the  best  that  it  could  be  done  for  the  Department 
of  Michigan.     I  am  certainly  happy  to  have  assisted  in  this  work.     (Applause).

In  order  to  comment  a  little  bit  more  on  tliis  reiM»rt,  I  will  say  that 
it  is  one  of  the  finest  rei>orts  we  have  sei»n  for  a  long  time,  a  very  compre- 
hensive and  exhaustive  report,  and  I  think  great  credit  should  bi»  given 
to  the  Quartermaster  for  getting  this  rei>ort  up.  also  to  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee. 

Another  thing  I  would  like  to  lay  stress  on  is  the  amount  of  moneys  we 
have  accumulated  since  our  bank  holidays  where  some  of  our  moneys  are 
frozen  up,  and  also  the  money  we  have  received  fnun  the  Imndlng  compnny. 
The  cash  on  hand  today  shows  that  the  I)ei>artment  (Vimmander  and  the 
Quartermaster  were  on  the  job,  and  all  credit  should  be  given  to  them. 
( Applause. ) 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  (N>mrade  Remus,  of  Cen.  II.  W.  I^iwton  Camp 
No  1  Bay  Citv,  Commander  Finch  said:  The  bm>ks  have  Ix'en  audited 
previously  every  year  during  the  convention.  It  would  fmmu  I  know,  and 
does  seem  to  most  of  you  a  question  how  they  could  Ik*  audited  each  ywir 
and  yet  the  discrepancy  occur  going  away  back  for  seven  years.  I  am  going 
to  explain  to  you  just  how  that  was  done.  So  far  as  the  books  are  conc-erned, 
those  books  show  and  did  show  an  absolute  balance.  Credits  were  given 
where  thev  belonged,  and  dlsburscmients  were  shown,  and  so  far  an  the 
books  were  concerned  and  the  cash  bank  balance  from  the  monthly  bank 
report,  everything  was  all  okeh  and  balanced.  It  was  a  very  '^^^  f^f 
business.  I  don't  know  how  I  happened  to  go  to  the  bank  «"^  ^^^/^f^^^^' 
Usually  auditors  will  take  the  books  and  balance  them  and  take  the  bank  « 
statement  that  the  money  Is  there.  And  that  has  l>een  done  In  the  pa« 
as  you  can  see.  Each  year  the  bank  statement  has  been  ^T^^f^^^^^J^^J^ 
to  the  Encampment  by  the  Quartermaster  himself,  ^^"^^'J^^^J^^^'^^,,  ^^ 
Encampment,  showing  the  cash  In  the  bank  at  that  time.  Then  the  audldng 
committee  would   balance   the   books   and   everything   was  all   Hght    Bach 
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time  it  came  out  exactly.  Tiie  auditing  committee  should  not  be  condemned, 
those  years  back,  who  made  the  audits  at  those  times.  As  I  said  before 
it  was  a  very  clever  piece  of  business.  The  figures  on  the  banlt  statements 
had  been  erased  and  figures  to  suit  the  Quartermaster  had  been  substituted 
on  the  bank  statements,  and  the  only  way  it  was  discovered  was  by  going 
to  the  bank  and  asking  the  bookkeeper  what  our  bank  balance  was ;  and  when 
I  was  informed  it  was  only  $2.72,  afterwards  it  was  raised  to  $13.18  because 
Rattray  made  some  additional  deposits;  and,  Comrades,  after  I  discovered  the 
discrepancy  and  shortage,  I  left  him  in  the  ofl^ce  three  days  hoping  he  might 
recover  and  make  up  his  losses,  and  during  that  time  he  used  his  salary  to  pay 
np  bills  and  outstanding  checks,  and  that  is  how  the  cre<lit  became  $13.18  when 
I  took  over  the  office.  His  bank  statements  had  l)een  erased,  we  discovered 
almost  by  the  microscoi)e  that  the  figures  had  been  replaced  by  another  type- 
writer. But  that  is  the  way  the  fraud  was  discovered — by  going  to  the  bank 
and  asking  how  much  the  balance  was  and  I  was  pretty  well  shocked  when  I 
found  the  amount.  I  went  to  the  vice  president  and  asked  him  to  tell  me 
what  it  was,  and  he  said  the  bank  balance  had  not  been  more  than  $150.00 
for  several  months  before.  So  I  hope  that  answers  j^our  question,  Comrade 
Kemus. 

COMRADE  REMUS:     It  certainly  does.     Thank  you. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  If  there  are  any  other  questions  that  I  can  clear 
up  with  reference  to  that  account  and  to  what  happened,  I  will  be  very  glad 
to  do  so.  We  shall  be  delighted  to  show  you  everything  that  we  can  show 
you  at  any  time. 

COMRADE  HOIJ)MAN,  No.  9.  When  was  this  discrepancy  discovered, 
Comrade  Commander? 

COMMANDER  FINCH  :     November  5,  1932. 

COMRADE  HOLDMAN,  No.  9:  What  was  the  extent  of  the  discrepancy, 
the  deficit? 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  The  auditing  committee  showed  a  deficit  of 
$2,588.26. 

COMRADE  HOLDMAN,  No.  9 :  I  did  not  get  the  present  Quartermaster's 
report  of  the  amount  on  hand  at  the  time  he  took  the  office.  The  amount  on 
hand  in  the  department  at  the  time  he  took  over  the  office. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:     $13.18. 

COMRADE  HOLMAN :  Was  it  the  same  auditing  committee  that  audited 
the  books  in  previous  years? 

COMMANDER  FINCH :     No. 

COMRADE  HOLMAN :    Thank  you. 
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COMRADE  HUME:  No.  37:  Was  the  Imiik  stntoment  idven  to  the 
auditing  committee  or  did  they  get  it  from  one  of  tlie  menilK»r»  of  the  tniarft? 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Each  year  wlien  the  QuarternniHter  brought 
his  boolis  to  the  Encampment,  lie  brought  along  with  tliem  tlie  Iwnk  stnte* 
ment,  and  the  auditing  committee  accept eci  that  bank  statement  as  the  Iwlanc^ 
in  the  bank  each  year. 

COMRADE  HUME:  They  siiw  the  bank  statement?  They  did  not  toke 
his  word  for  it. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  No.  Tlie  Imnk  statement  was  brought  each 
year  with  the  Quartermaster's  reimrt.  This  year.  I  did  not  stop  with  the 
bank  statement.  I  went  to  the  bank,  and  by  going  to  the  Imnk  I  was  told 
we  only  had  that  small  amount  of  money.  Then  I  b<»gan  to  hwk  at  the 
bank  statements  more  closely,  in  other  words,  to  use  a  spyglass,  or  a 
microscope,  so  to  speak,  and  discoverwl  the  ttgures  had  Ikh'u  changtMl. 

COMRADE  REMUS,  No.  1 :  Wouldn't  It  1m?  feasible  at  this  time  to  work 
out  some  scheme  with  our  olticers— this  is  no  retiectlon  u|K)n  our  present 
Quartermaster—,  but  wouldn't  it  Ix'  a  very  good  idea  at  this  time  to  work 
out  some  way  whereby  we  could  get  those  bank  statements  dlrcn-t  from  the 
bank? 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrade  Remus,  let  me  explain  that  to  you. 
Since  my  commandership,  I  have  api>ointe<l  this  auditing  commltti-e.  and  In 
the  Council  of  Administration,  our  first  nuK^tlng  after  that  hapiiened.  we 
decided  that  the  books  should  l>e  audlte<l  i)erlfMll(ally.  i»erhaps  thrtn*  or  four 
times  a  year,  by  an  auditing  connnlttee;  that  that  auditing  committee  would 
go  direct  to  the  bank  and  get  the  l>ank  statements  themselvt»s  and  then  audit 
the  books  which  in  this  case.  In  the  last  audit,  they  did  so.  They  went  to 
the  bank  and  received  from  the  bank  the  bank  stiitement.  and  they  also 
looked  Into  the  safety  deposit  box  and  countwl  the  m(»ney,  the  $500.00  there, 
they  counted  that  money  so  they  know  just  what  Is  there.  They  are  Uklng 
nobody's  word  from  now  on.  If  any  Commander  of  this  Deimrtment  of 
Michigan,  I  don't  care  who  your  Quartermaster  Is.  how  gcMKi  a  man  he  is. 
bow  honest  he  Is.  how  much  we  love  him.  just  remember  that  he  Is  be  ng 
checked  just  the  same.  Every  man  should  be  checked.  Then  such  a  thing 
won't  happen. 

COMRADE  BAILEY.  Camp  No.  51 :  Wouldn't  It  be  poHHible  to  have 
something  in  our  by-laws  to  make  that  mandatory  from  now  on? 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Perhaps  there  will  t>e  a  resolution  presented 
today  or  tomorrow  right  on  that.  There  should  be  .something  along  that  Une 
presented.  Are  there  any  other  questions?  Get  this  off  your  i^Jnchi  com^ 
rades.  I  want  you  to  be  satisfied.  I  don't  want  you  toha^^  «^  «^*«f J^ 
your  sleeves.  If  you  just  don't  know  anything,  ask  about  «t.  J jbould 
be  delighted  to  have  you  make  investigations,  look  over  the  bank  statements, 
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look  over  the  correspondence  with  the  bonding  company.  There  have  been 
all  sorts  of  statements  by  comrades  throughout  the  State.  Some  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  say  that  the  money  did  not  come  from  the  bonding  company 
at  all,  but  it  did. 

COMRADE   HOLDMAN,   No.   9:     Who  uncovered   this   discrepancy? 

COMMANDER   FINCH:     I   did,   your   Department   Commander. 

COMRADE  HOLDMAN:  In  uncovering  this  shortage,  were  there  any 
indications  that  this  shortage  had  been  going  on  in  the  past?  For  instance, 
at  the  time  you  made  your  investigation? 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  We  only  knew  it  had  been  going  on  by  the 
audit  of  the  books  which  the  auditing  committee  discovered  by  going  back 
as  far  as  they  could.  They  went  back  to  1926.  The  books  were  audited 
from  June  1st,  1926. 

COMRADE  HOLDMAN:  At  the  time  of  this  investigation,  there  was 
thirteen  dollars  and  some  odd  cents  in  the  Department — is  that  right? 

COMMANDER  FINCH:     Yes,  sir. 

COMRADE  HOLMAN:  That  wouldn't  go  very  far.  What  was  the 
amount  taken  in  by  the  Department  during  the  year? 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  I  can't  offhand  give  you  that.  The  Quarter- 
master just  read  his  report. 

COMRADE  HOLDMAN:     I  wonder  if  he  could  give  me  that  now,  please? 

QUARTERMASTER  SCHROEDER :  During  the  past  year  the  receipts 
were  $7,798.13. 

COMRADE  HOLDMAN:     Over  what  years? 

QUARTERMASTER   SCHROEDER:     1932  and   1933. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :     We  would  like  now  to  hear  a  report  from  the 

Department  Chaplain,  Comrade  Swart.

To  the  Department  Commander  and  Members  of  the  Thirtieth  Annual  En- 
campment United  Spanish  War  Veterans:

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November  11.  Participated  in  tree  planting  by  Guy  V.  Henry  Auxiliary 
in  Belknap  Memorial  Park. 

November  18.    Addressed  the  Watson  Women's  Relief  Corps. 

May  20,  1»33.  Participated  in  the  Veteran  Day  program  at  Holland 
Tulip  Festival. 

May  25.    Attended  banquet  of  Veterans  of  all  wars  at  Grand  Haven. 

May  28.    Attended  Union  memorial  services  at  Armory,  Grand  Rapids. 

Also  preached  a  Memorial  sermon  at  Soldiers'  Home. 

May  30.    Gave  Memorial  Day  address  at  Zeeland,  Mich. 

Also  took  part  in  Memorial  program  at  Soldiers'  Home. 

June  14.     Participated  in  Flag  Day  exercises  of  Guy  V.  Henry  Camp. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  attend  the  Mass  meeting  at  Grand  Rapids  and 
hear  the  wonderful  address  by  our  Commnnder-ln-Chiof,   William  J.  Otjen. 

During  the  past  year  I  visited  several  Camps  and  Auxiliaries. 

As  Chaplain  of  the  Michigan  Soldiers'  Home  I  have  come  In  c<mtart 
with  many  of  our  Comrades  and  have  ministered  to  them  in  their  sufTeHng. 

I  have  conducted  funeral  services  for  several  of  our  (\>mrades  this  year 
and  my  prayers  have  been  offered  for  those  who  mourn  the  loss  of  their 
loved  ones. 

It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  serve  as  your  Chaplain  this  year  and  I 
pray  God  to  give  wisdom,  to  carry  on  in  our  great  cause  of  Freedom. 
Patriotism  and  Humanity.

COMMANDER  FINCH :  The  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  and  Hla- 
torian  is  not  here,  but  has  sent  a  message  which  I  will  ask  the  Chief  of 
Staff  to  read  for  him. 

CHIEF  OF  STAFF  RUEDISUELI :  This  Is  a  letter  I  received  from  our 
good  old  friend,  Augustus  H.  Gansser: 
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Bay  City,  Michigan,  June  18,  1933. 
To  the  Comrades:    Department  of  Michigan 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans   (Convention) 
Battle  Creek,  Michigan 
Greeting  and  Blessings: 

Herewith  my  annual  report  as  your  Department  Historian  and  Patriotic 
Instructor.  "For  the  condition  of  my  health,  strength  and  pocketbook,  may 
prevent  my  attending  our  1933  state  convention  there." 

Attended  the  (G.  A.  R.)  and  (V.  F.  W. )  convention  at  Saginaw,  June  15 
and  16  along  with  Governor  Fred  W.  Green  and  other  good  (1898)  comrades. 
But  Saginaw  is  only  15  miles  away.  So  could  be  home  at  Bay  City  every 
night.  And  at  that  was  unable  to  be  at  Saginaw  (V.  F.  W.)  electioo  Satur- 
day, June  17,  1933. 

Am  particularly  anxious  to  meet  with  you  (1898)  comrades  this  year, 
for  the  Wall  Street  war  profiteers  and  money  market  racketeers  are  cer- 
tainly making  the  American  veterans  of  two  wars  pay  for  their  dodging 
income  taxes  and  the  like. 

Veterans  pensions  must  be  cut  by  Congressional  Law  No.  2,  rushed 
through  Congress  without  a  hearing  to  veterans  or  anybody  else,  inside  of 
three  weeks.  And  to  sugar-coat  the  bitter  pill  for  unthinking  Americans, 
Wall  Street  entitles  the  veterans  pension  cut  bill  "one  to  save  the  faith 
and  credit  of  America."  Meaning  that  World  war  bonds  and  the  like,  with 
4%%  interest  (now  worth  9%  interest,  because  the  dollar  today  will  buy 
twice  as  much  as  it  would  when  these  War  profiteers  bonds  were  issued 
in  1917-1919) — must  be  paid  to  the  last  penny  on  a  GOLD  standard  basis. 
The  poor,  aging  veteran  BE  DAMNED." 

And  this  at  the  very  time,  when  America  NEEDS  more  buying  power 
in  the  hands  of  the  hundred  million  average  Americans,  while  these 
RUTHLESS  pension  cuts  mean  FOUR  HUNDRED  MILLION  DOLLARS 
LESS  BUYING  POWER,  than  American  veterans  families  had  in  1932.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  INSPECTOR 

Frank  L.  Finch,  Department  Commander  IT.  S.  W.  V.  and  Comrades: 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  SiH'tion  1(57  of  th<'  rules  and  refCuUitlous. 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  reiM»rt  as  IH'partment  ln8|)ei*t^>r. 

Under  the  date  of  June  29,  1932.  I  was  i)lease<l  to  rtHf»Ive  apiK)liitment 
at  your  hands  to  the  office  of  Department  IiisiKHtor  of  the  CnittHl  Hpanlnh 
War  Veterans,  and  which  I  was  happy  to  accei)t  iHH'ause  of  the  honor  you 
were  good  enough  to  confer  uiM)n  me  by  your  action. 

When  I  accepted  the  appointment  of  Department  Insi>ector  on  ymir 
staff  I  knew  I  should  learn  much  about  a  imtriotic  organisation  mich  as 
the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  where  the  work  Is  practically  all  done 
without  remuneration — of  necessity,  a  work  of  love  and  duty. 

My  report  as  Department  Inspector  differs  from  those  of  my  predecessors 
due  to  the  fact  that  shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  we  learned 
that  the  Department  was  practically  without  funds  and  by  nM]uest  of  our 
Department  Commander  all  officers  were  to  keep  their  exiiense  account  at 
the  lowest  possible  amount.  Therefore  I  did  not  make  as  many  personal 
inspections  as  I  had  intended  to,  or  would  have  liked  to  have  done. 

There  are  forty-eight  Camps  in  the  Department  of  Michigan  at  the 
present  time,  of  which  number  forty-four  have  been  Inspected.

In  summing  up  this  report  and  selecting  points  for  improvement,  I 
would  recommend  that  more  Camp  Officers  commit  their  Ritual  to  memory, 
which  will  make  the  work  much  more  interesting  for  the  Comrades  on  the 
side-lines  and  show  that  the  Officers  are  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Camp. 

More  Camps  should  purchase  Seals,  Colors,  and  Guidons. 

All  Camps  should  have  printed  By-laws. 

I  find  two  Camps  in  the  Department  without  Charters.  I  recommend  that 
these  Camps  secure  Charters  at  once. 

I  find  that  the  general  condition  of  the  Camps  is  very  good,  and  I 
recommend  that  all  Camp  Commanders  appoint  a  Recruiting  Committee  that 
will  get  on  the  job  and  round  up  all  Veterans  eligible  for  membership. 

Only  thirty-six  Camps  in  the  Department  have  descriptive  books,  in 
which  is  recorded  a  complete  record  of  the  Veterans'  military  service.  If 
these  records  are  to  be  kept  intact  for  future  reference,  each  Comrade  on  being 
mustered  into  the  Camp  must  sign  a  descriptive  book  and  receive  a  copy 
of  the  Camp's  By-laws.  Therefore  it  is  the  utmost  importance  that  each 
Camp  have  descriptive  books  and  printed  By-laws. 

The  Department  Council  of  Administration  met  at  the  Higgins  Lake  Shelter 
Sunday,  October  2,  1932,  at  which  time  I  inspected  the  Shelter,  and  found 
the  buildings,  grounds,  and  everything  in  connection  with  the  Shelter  ideal 
for  recreation  and  recuperation.  I  would  recommend  that  all  Comrades  in 
the  Department  visit  the  Shelter  and  enjoy  the  wonderful  home  provided  for 
them  on  the  shore  of  beautiful  Higgins  Lake. 

On  November  3rd,  1932,  I  inspected  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Grand  Rapids, 
and  found  the  home  in  very  good  condition.  All  rooms  in  the  dormitories 
were  In  excellent  condition,  very  clean  and  sanitary.  The  kitchen  and 
utensils  were   spotlessly  clean.    Meals  in   the   dining  room   are  self-served, 
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best  of  quality,  and  well  prepared.  The  hospital  is  one  of  the  most  modern 
op-to-date  In  the  country.  The  patients,  and  all  members  have  the  highest 
words  of  praise  for  the  Home  and  the  cure  they  receive  there.  Colonel 
E.  H.  Campbell,  Adjutant  D.  C.  Ingram,  and  Captain  John  Stromack.  all 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  are  to  be  highly  commended  on  their  work. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  in  any  way  assisted  me  in 
inspecting  the  Camps  and  to  you.  Comrade  Frank.  I  desire  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me,  and  I  assure  you  that  It  has 
been  a  pleasure  to  serve  you  and  the  Department  of  Michigan.

Bay  City,  June  11,  1933. 

Greetings  and  Blessings: 

Am  submitting  herewith  my  annual  and  official  report  as  Department 
Historian  and  Patriotic  Instructor  for  the  past  year. 

Comrades  in  1933  state  convention  assembled  at  Battle  Creek.  Again, 
Greetings  and  Blessings: 

Department  Headquarters  has  all  the  official  data  that  comes  into  the 
hands  of  your  historian  during  the  year.  The  Department  Commander  and 
Assistant  Adjutant  will  give  you  the  year's  vital  statistics. 

Historically,  the  past  year  has  been  fraught  with  matters  of  life  and 
death  to  America's  veterans  of  our  war  with  Spain,  and  the  resulting  cam- 
paigns in  Porto  Rico  and  China. 
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The  election  of  Nov.  8,  ld32,  brought  a  complete  change  of  admlnistrio 
tion  at  Washington.  Our  American  citizens  who  voted,  clearly  demanded  a 
change  in  the  conduct  of  our  national  affairs. 

Their  discontent  was  due  to  four  years  of  business  adversity ;  the  adver- 
sity an  aftermath  of  the  most  destructive  war  the  world  has  ever  seen,  and 
unquestioned  mismanagement  of  our  American  business  alTairs. 

For  we  are  still  the  richest  country  in  all  the  world,  with  90%  ct  all 
our  business  American  home  market  business,  and  only  about  10%  of  all  our 
American  business  is  EXPORT  business. 

Yet  our  international  banlcers  and  active  lobbies  maintained!  at  our 
capitol  in  Washington  and  in  Wall  Street,  New  York,  continue  to  make 
propaganda  capital  in  favor  of  our  10%  business  exporters  and  the  Inevitable 
importers  of  things  we  cannot  produce  ourselves. 

These  American  business  facts  are  of  im|)ortance  to  America's  veterans 
of  all  wars,  because  with  the  coming  of  the  new  administration  on  March  4, 
1933,  it  quickly  appeared  that  the  richest  i^eople  in  America  were  escaping 
paying  income  taxes  on  sundry  technicalities  and  that  thereafter  the  budget 
had  to  be  balanced  at  the  expense  of  the  war  veterans'  pensions  and  war  dis- 
ability allowances. 

The  official  hearings  before  the  United  States  Senate  of  the  weird  bank- 
ing  and  business  affairs  of  private  banking  concerns,  and  the  similar  investiga- 
tions by  the  United  States  Senate  of  income  tax  dmiging,  tell  their  own 
official  story.    They  are  a  matter  of  record. 

Public  Act  No.  2,  of  the  special  session  of  the  73rd  Congress,  provides 
for  balancing  the  national  budget  at  the  expense  of  our  (^mrades  and  their 
dependent  families.  So  we  are  referring  here  merely  to  FACTS  and  official 
actions,  of  vital  concern  to  my  comrades  of  two  wars.  And  we  refer  to  them 
here  very  reluctantly,  for  we  would  much  rather  wave  the  good  old  flag  and 
let  the  eagle  scream  with  delight,  that  this,  our  richest  country  In  all  the 
world,  continued  to  deal  fairly  and  even  generously  with  the  men  who  risked 
their  lives  and  many  who  suffered  disabilities  in  line  of  battle  duty  from  1898 
to  1902.  But  no  official  historian  or  patriotic  Instructor  of  our  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  would  be  TRUE  to  YOU,  my  comrades,  who  Ignored  the 
ruthless  and  sudden  cutting  down  by  several  hundrt^d  million  dollars,  the 
pensions  and  disability  allowances  which  to  many  of  you  are  a  matter  of  life 
and  death. 

Our  American  people  have  been  misled  into  believing  that  cutting  the 
war  veterans  allowances  was  the  ONLY  way  to  come  near  balandng  the 
national  budget  We  have  lived  to  see  the  day,  when  rich  Income  tax  dodgers 
and  international  bankers  combined  in  an  economic  league  to  protect  their 
selfish  interests,  are  trying  to  make  the  American  people  believe  that  our 
war  pensions  to  disabled  and  aged  war  veterans  and  their  dependent*  are  to 
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blame  for  the  present  adverse  business  cycle.  Far  better  for  many  of  us,  that 
we  had  died  long  ago,  that  we  might  not  be  alive  today,  and  so  save  the 
rich,  income  tax  dodgers  their  portion  of  the  war  pensions  costs,  and  the 
war  profiteers  aftermath.  When  we  answered  our  country's  call  for  war 
service  against  Spain  in  1898,  we  had  the  inspiring  example  of  America's  civil 
war  veterans  who  33  years  after  that  American  calamity,  were  receiving 
liberal  pensions  and  ungrudgingly  from  an  America  not  nearly  as  rich  as  we 
are  today  as  a  nation. 

You,  my  comrades  risked  much  and  received  little  during  your  actual 
war  service  in  tropical  Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  the  Philippines  and  China.  But 
you  were  assured  that  the  richer  America  would  certainly  treat  you  as  fairly 
and  generously  as  the  poorer  America  had  treated  the  men  who  fought  from 
1861  to  1865,  their  disabled  and  their  dependents.    In  that  faith  you  "carried 


You  have  lived  to  see  the  day,  when  the  ties  of  comradeship  and  war 
and  battle  won  cooperation  for  our  disabled  and  their  dependents  is  set  down 
by  the  so-called  Economy  League,  as  MINORITY  action  by  men  who  risked 
their  all  and  lost  much  through  their  war  service. 

Time  for  America  to  REMEMBER  that  this  so-called  "Economy  League"  is 
really  minor  minority,  trying  desperately  to  make  the  average  American 
taxpayer  think,  that  their  MINORITY  represents  the  UNSELFISH  interests 
of  a  majority  of  our  American  people.    Time  to  expose  this  Hypocrisy. 

Time  for  those  who  had  the  courage  to  offer  their  life  and  all  in  defense 
of  their  country  in  time  of  war,  without  pay  or  offer  of  future  reward,  to 
recall  that  folks  like  those  who  make  up  the  so-called  "Economy  League" 
risked  nothing  and  gave  nothing  in  their  country's  war  time  need,  except  for 
high  interest  and  high  pay  for  money,  goods  and  services.  So  they  made 
huge  profits  out  of  every  American  war  time  need. 

Time  for  you,  my  comrades,  to  show  your  home  community,  that  they 
pay  little  or  nothing  directly  into  these  national  income  tax  funds,  from 
which  war  disability  pensions  are  paid,  and  that  every  dollar  received  by  a 
veteran  in  their  home  community  adds  just  that  much  buying  power  at 
home,  at  a  time  when  money  circulation  and  buying  i)ower  are  the  prime 
need  of  our  90%  American  home  market  business. 

Time  to  tell  all  America,  that  you  my  comrades  who  are  able  t>odied  and 
self  supporting,  ask  nothing  from  America,  the  richest  country  in  all  the 
world.  But  your  hearts  go  out  to  your  unselfish  and  helpless  disabled  com- 
rades and  their  unlucky  dei)end€nts. 

Time  to  tell  our  generous  Americans,  that  their  interests  are  our  interests. 
That  the  war  profiteers  are  better  able  to  help  take  care  of  the  war  victims 
and  their  dependents,  than  is  the  average  American  "back  home." 
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Time  to  show  our  neighbors,  that  If  the  national  government  shirks  its 
age  old  responsibility  for  the  men  and  their  disabled  who  risked  their  all  and 
suffered  in  war  service,  that  they  must  either  get  rid  of  these  veterans  some- 
how, or  make  paui)er.s  out  of  them  through  UXWL  charity,  whidi  THKY,  the 
local  taxpayers  will  have  to  provide  for.  while  the  rich  Income  tax  dodgers 
escape. 

Our  patriot  fathers  in  1776  faced  similar  American  problems  when  the 
rich  Tories  of  America  and  the  money  hungry  plutcxTats  in  Kngland  tried 
to  shift  war  and  tax  burdens  upon  the  average  American  vU\7ah\  and  taxpayer. 

Came  the  tea  party  in  Boston  harlM)r.  Came  the  dt^claratlon  of  American 
Independence.  Came  many  American  sacrifices.  But  in  the  end  It  was  that 
daring  presentation  and  defense  of  actual  ECONOMIC  and  American  standard 
of  living  facts,  that  won  our  indei)endence  and  laid  the  foundation  for  our 
American  freedom  and  equality  of  opportunity  for  all. 

Time  for  our  American  veterans  of  all  wars  to  do  all  in  their  i)ower  to 
present  ALL  the  economic  and  financial  facts  to  our  wdl  meaning  and  average 
American  citizen  TODAY,  confident  that  his  sense  of  justicv  ami  self  Interest 
will  prevail  as  it  did  in  1776. 

In  this  critical  hour,  when  tliousands  of  our  disabltMl  war  veterans  and 
their  dependents  are  being  reduced  to  abject  pf)vcrty  and  worse,  It  lK?comes 
our  duty  and  our  privilege  to  speak  thus  plainly.  For  only  so  may  we  hope 
to  arouse  our  good  neighbors  to  the  need  of  the  hour. 

Am  submitting  this  array  of  present  day  problems  and  vital  facts,  ecm- 
fldent  that  this  presentation  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  "Spirit  of  1770" 
and  our  own  eulogy  of  Americanism ;  our  unfailing  love  of  country ;  our 
loyalty  to  its  Institutions  and  ideals;  our  eagerness  to  defend  Amerlc»a  against 
all  enemies;  undivided  allegiance  to  our  flag;  and  a  desire  to  s(»nire  the 
blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  to  posterity.

COMMANDER  FINCH:  I  would  like  to  have  a  few  remarks  from  past 
Department  Commander  Ernest  A.  Hunt. 

PAST  COMMANDER  HUNT:  Comrade  lH»partinont  Commander:  (Ap- 
plause). And  Comrades:  I  liardly  know  of  anything  that  I  can  say  to  you 
comrades  outside  of  what  most  all  of  you  know  regarding  me.  It  bos  been 
now  four  years  since  I  retired  as  the  Department  Commander  of  this  Depart- 
ment, and  I  can  only  assure  you  that  my  interest,  my  good  will  and  willing- 
ness to  be  of  any  assistance,  and  to  always  be  with  the  Department  on  all 
occasions  whenever  and  wherever  I  can,  are  just  as  strong  today  as  ever. 
The  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  has  been  the  organization  that  has  been 
always  nearest  to  my  heart  of  any  organization  that  I  have  ever  belonged  to. 
In  fact,  I  might  say  that  this  is  practically  the  only  organization  at  the 
present  time  in  which  I  still  hold  a  membership.  And  I  assure  you  that  I 
hope  I  shall  aways  continue  to  be  a  member  of  this  organization  even  though, 
as  it  is  at  the  present  time,  according  to  a  notice  I  received  the  other  day, 
that  I  will  have  to  keep  my  dues  up  now  out  of  my  wages,  having  received 
a  notice  about  a  week  ago  that  on  June  30th  my  pension  would  be  entirely 
cut  off. 
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During  the  past  thirty  years  or  more  I  have  attended  I  think  nearly 
every  convention  with  the  possible  exception  of  two  which  I  was  unable  to 
attend.  I  have  always  tried,  and  I  shall  always  try  to  do,  in  my  own  little 
way,  anything  that  I  can  in  advancing  the  principles  of  our  organization. 
But  in  view  of  recent  events,  as  I  say,  it  must  come  now  out  of  our  daily 
wages,  and  according  to  the  present  prospect,  people  who  are  serving  in  the 
capacity  which  I  do,  it  looks  as  though  they  are  going  to  be  kicked  out  of  a 
job  in  a  very  few  years  which,  in  my  case,  is  but  a  matter  of  a  short  time. 
But  nevertheless,  I  am  going  to  assure  you  that  my  interests  are  always 
going  to  be  with  you. 

I  am  glad  to  hear  at  this  time  that  we  have  so  large  a  delegation  here 
in  Battle  Creek  as  we  have  at  the  present  time,  being  the  first  convention 
in  several  years  that  we  have  held  by  ourselves,  and  I  am  sure  that  the 
majority  of  us  are  enjoying  it  being  in  the  way  that  it  is.  You  all  know  that 
last  year  at  Petoskey  there  was  more  or  less  turmoil  and  confusion  all  the 
while  and  a  great  many  unsatisfactory  things  about  it  after  the  convention 
was  over.  And  I  think  that  a  year  ago  we  made  the  right  move  by  coming 
by  ourselves  and  I  hope  that  in  the  future  we  shall  continue  to  do  the  sama 
Outside  of  this,  comrades,  and  Comrade  Department  Commander,  I  thank  you 
for  the  honor  of  being  called  upon.     (Applause). 

Comrade  Schwartz  (?)  Comrade  Department  Commander:  Inasmuch 
as  we  have  time  and  have  had  an  unusually  good  year,  I  think  it  would  be  a 
fine  thing  if  we  could  hear  the  Department  Commander's  report  again  today 
so  that  those  who  were  not  here  yesterday  could  hear  it  today. 

Comrade  Holman,  Duffield  Camp  No.  9,  Detroit  Comrade  Department 
Commander :  I  make  u  motion  that  the  report  of  the  Department  Commander 
be  re-read  at  this  time. 

Comrade  Graves,  Detroit.     I  support  the  motion. 

Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  Ruggles:  I  am  sure  there  are 
going  to  be  a  lot  of  delegates  here  tomorrow  who  are  not  here  today,  and  I 
think  it  is  perfectly  right  that  they  should  hear  the  report  also,  and  so  I

COMRADE  A.  L.  KRAUSS:  Comrade  Commander:  A  comrade  by  the 
name  of  J.  McKneight.  of  I^ansing,  has  l)een  contributing  quite  fr<H»ly  to  the 
Shelter  and  is  doing  all  he  can,  and  it  has  Ikh^u  suggest chI  that  a  motion  be 
made  that  we  give  him  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:     I  would  entertain  such  a  motion. 

COMRADE  STRICKLAND,  Camp  02:     I  will  make  such  a   motion. 

COMRADE  -     ?  :     I  second  the  motion. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  It  has  Ikhmi  movinl  and  supiKirted  that  we  ghe 
a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  W.  J.  McKneight  for  the  service  and  i^ontrlbutlons 
he  has  made  to  this  organization  at  Hlggins  Lake.  All  In  favor  will  signify 
it  by  rising.     It  is  Carried. 

Tlie  Marshal  announc<»d  and  oscortnl  to  the  station,  Col.  Russel  C. 
Langdon,  Commandant  of  Camp  Custer. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrades,  at  this  time  I  am  delighted  to  in- 
troduce to  you  Col.  Langdon,  of  Camp  Custer,  who  would  like  to  say  some- 
thing to  you  and  to  extend  an  invitation.  We  are  certainly  very  delighted 
indeed  to  receive  Col.  Ljingdon  at  this  time,  and  also  I  wish  you  to  know 
that  he  is  one  of  our  organization  and  Is  a  Spanish  War  Veteran.     (Applause). 

COMRADE  COI^  LANGDON:  Comrades  of  the  Spanish- American  War: 
I  do  not  deserve  all  the  ceremony  you  have  so  kindly  conferred  upon  me  this 
morning.  I  merely  dropped  in  to  tell  you  that  I  wish  very  much  to  offer  the 
colors  of  the  Second  Infantry  to  your  parade  tomorrow  to  be  carried  by  the 
veterans.  Then  I  suggest,  and  Comrade  Wilbur  thinks,  it  la  a  good  idea  to 
have  the  Second  Infantry  veterans  grouped  around  those  colors  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  parade  and  have  them  photographed.  I  have  had  that  In  mind 
right  along— to  have  them  photographed  around  these  colors  that  are  in  my 
office  right  now,  that  are  an  inspiration  to  me  in  every  hour  and  every  minate 
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of  my  work.  I  look  up  at  those  colors,  see  those  colors,  ribbons  and  rings 
that  some  of  the  men  in  this  room  have  helped  to  put  on  there,  and  it  is  only 
from  a  sense  of  gratitude  realiy  that  I  want  you  to  be  photographed  around 
those  colors  that  some  of  you  have  helped  to  decorate  with  silver  rings  and 
streamers.  So  I  will  have  the  colors  down  at  the  monument  tomorrow  with 
a  color  guard  of  the  Second  Infantry,  then  let  the  Second  Infantry  carry  the 
colors  in  the  parade  and  afterwards  be  photographed  with  them  if  that  is 
within  the  regulations  of  your  order.  » 

I  thought  this  was  an  opportunity  I  could  not  really  afford  to  miss,  of 
having  the  colors  and  the  soldiers  who  fought  under  them  gotten  together. 
I  myself  was  not  in  the  Second  Infantry  in  either  of  those  campaigns,  but  I 
am  familiar  in  a  way  with  the  history  of  the  regiment.  I  fought  under  the 
colors  of  the  Eighth  Infantry  in  the  Santiago  campaign,  then  in  the  Third 
Infantry  in  the  Philippine  insurrection.  Just  a  few  moments  ago  I  met  a 
few  members  of  the  Fourth  Infantry  whose  departure  from  Brooklyn  in  1899 
I  remember  so  well.  It  is  a  very  inspiring  thing  to  meet  up  with  the  veterans 
of  that  war.  And  I  want  to  tell  you  this,  even  though  you  have  heard  it 
probably  many  times,  viz.,  that  the  performance  of  this  nation  in  the  World 
War,  generally  known  as  the  greatest  war  in  history,  was  largely  prepared 
for,  you  might  say,  had  as  its  foundation,  the  services  of  you  men  in  the 
Spanish- American  War.  There  was  a  lapse  of  just  nineteen  years  between 
the  two  affairs,  and  while  many  of  you  were  not  able  to  participate  for 
various  reasons  in  the  World  War,  still  you  had  played  your  part,  because 
you  had  helped  to  get  this  nation  into  the  thought  of  military  preparedness, 
not  to  make  It  an  aggressive  nation,  but  to  be  decently  prepared  to  protect 
Its  own  citizens;  and  by  demonstrating  to  the  people  of  the  United  States 
how  poorly  prepared  the  nation  was  before  the  Spanish  War,  you  did  a  great 
deal  In  the  years  preceding  the  World  War  to  get  us  Into  the  state  of  pre- 
paredness that  we  were  In.  We  were  poorly  enough  prepared  then,  but  we 
were  better  prepared  than  at  the  time  of  the  Spanish  War.  So  when  I  tell 
stories  about  the  things  that  were  done  by  you  men  who  were  In  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Spanish-American  War  and  they  sound  like  fairy  stories,  I 
know  that  there  are  men  In  this  room  who  can  back  them  up. 

I  am  very  glad  to  know  that  the  catastrophe  in  regard  to  pensions,  bad 
as  it  Is,  Is  not  quite  as  bad  as  it  might  be.  I  want  to  say  again  that  I  think 
It  Is  up  to  us  all  to  be  very  patient,  but  at  the  same  time  to  put  forward  the 
difficulties  of  the  Spanish  War  the  number  of  whose  veterans  Is  being  reduced 
every  day  by  the  hand  of  time,  and  to  keep  your  work  before  the  people  In 
the  modest  way,  but  the  proper  way,  that  you  have  been  doing. 

I  thank  you  very  much  Indeed  for  this  opportunity.  I  have  to  pull  along 
now  because  I  have  to  get  ten  companies  of  the  C.  C.  C.  off  to  the  woods. 
The  advance  parties  are  going  out  there  now. 

I  had  hoped  to  have  you  people  out  at  Camp,  but  I  have  no  band  there. 
The  band  is  in  Port  Wayne,  doing  the  same  work  there  that  we  are  doing 
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here.  My  little  fragment  of  the  Fort  Wayne  grarrison  is  scattered  all  over 
the  place  to  hustle  these  boys  into  their  clothes,  and  we  really  are  not  In 
position  to  give  you  the  welcome  that  Si)anish  War  Tetenina  deserve.  I 
am  awfully  sorry  that  this  circumstanc»e  has  come  around  In  this  way.  I 
had  planned  to  do  something  for  the  8|Kinish  War  veterans  on  this  occasion. 
I  was  talking  last  night  with  Col.  Brewer,  my  second  in  command,  and  we 
were  talking  about  the  Spanish  War.  and  a  number  of  field  olBcers  who 
had  come  in  since  were  sitting  around,  and  we  were  going  all  over  thOM 
days.  He  had  been  in  the  10th  Pennsylvania  in  the  Philippine  Insurrection. 
I  had  been  at  Santiago.  Rut  as  a  matter  of  fact,  we  haven't  any  Spanish 
War  veterans  now  in  camp  except  Col.  Hn»wer  and  myself.  We  have  had 
soldiers  retired  after  thirty  years*  service,  counting  Philippine  service  double 
time,  who  enlisted  after  the  Spanish-American  War. 

But  it  is  very  gratifying  to  see  how  you  people  are  In  shape  after  all  this 
time.  That  shows  how  you  have  kept  up  in  health  and  citizenship.  It  is 
gratifying  to  find  Spanish-American  War  veterans  in  so  many  prominent 
positions  in  different  cities  of  the  United  States. 

I  thank  you  all.  I  wish  you  gmit  prosiierity.  and  I  hoi>e  to  see  you  again 
tomorrow.     (Loud  applause). 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  We  certainly  thank  you,  Colonel,  for  the  kind 
words  you  have  said  here,  and  I  wish  at  this  time  that  all  Second  Infantry 
men  would  rise  to  their  feet.     (Scattering  members  rose  up.)     (Applause). 

The  Marshal  escorted  Col.  Langdon  from  the  room. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  I  do  not  believe  any  of  the  committees  are  ready 
to  report.  The  hour  is  half  past  eleven,  and  as  we  want  to  meet  promptly 
again  at  one  o'clock,  I  will  entertain  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

The  motion  was  made  by  several  comrades,  seconded  by  several  comrades. 
and  carried. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  June  20,  1933,  at  1:00  p.  m. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  The  Encampment  will  come  to  order.  Comrade 
Marshall,  you  will  assemble  and  advance  the  colors.  Invocation  by  Chaplain 
Swart.    Parade  rest    Attention. 

The  Marshal  announced  and  escorted  to  the  staUon  the  Commander  of 
the  George  A.  Custer  post  of  the  American  I^egion,  and  Comrade  Ferguson 
who  is  the  instructor  and  commander  of  the  American  Legion  Championship 
Drum  and  Bugle  Corps  team.     (Commander  Lawson). 

COMMADER  FINCH :  At  this  time  I  am  Indeed  happy  to  introduce  to 
vou  Comrade  Commander  Lawson,  of  the  local  post  of  the  American  Legion, 
and  Comrade  Ferguson,  the  instructor  of  the  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps  At 
this  time  I  want  to  present  to  you  Comrade  Commander  Lawson:  (Ap- 
plause). 
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COMRADE  COMMANDER  LAWSON :  Comrade  Department  Com- 
mander, and  Comrades :  AvS  commander  of  our  local  legion  post,  I  want 
to  welcome  you  to  this  city  in  their  behalf.  I  hope  you  have  had  a  good 
time  and  I  hope  that  you  will  come  back  again.  I  would  like  to  see  a  lot 
of  you  at  our  convention  in  Grand  Rapids  where  we  hope  to  have  a  good 
time. 

Tlie  only  thing  I  beileve  this  year  that  we  are  doing  for  you  is  helping 
in  the  parade  tomorrow.  And  I  would  like  to  take  the  pleasure  of  in- 
troducing Comrade  Ferguson,  our  drill  master  of  the  Drum  Corps,  and  if  he 
marches  you  too  fast,  give  him  a  lot  of  hell,  for  if  he  isn't  the  "heller" 
when  he  starts!     Comrade  Ferguson. 

COMRADE  FERGUSON :  On  behalf  of  the  Drug  Corps,  we  are  tickled 
to  death  to  help  you  tomorrow,  and  if  there  is  anything  else  we  can  do  to 
give  you  a  good  time  during  the  rest  of  your  stay  here,  just  call. 

COMMANDER  FINCH  :  I  am  going  to  ask  our  Comrade,  Department 
Chaplain,  to  extend  greetings. 

CHAPLAIN  SWART:  Comrade  Commander  of  the  local  post  of  the 
American  Legion,  we  appreciate  your  greetings  this  afternoon  and  your 
hearty  welcome,  and  w^e  surely  have  thus  far  enjoyed  ourselves,  and  we 
expect  to  during  the  rest  of  this  convention.  And  as  you  are  speaking  of 
your  Dnim  Corps,  the  only  thing  we  ask  is  that  they  give  us  a  regular 
four-four  full  step.  That  is  all  we  are  asking  them.  We  don't  want  this 
half  step  time. 

In  memory  of  your  visit  to  us,  w^e  want  to  present  you  with  the  badge 
of  our  convention  and  hope  you  will  wear  it  during  this  convention  and  let 
them  know  that  you  have  been  with  us. 

The  Marshal  escorted  the  visitors  from  the  room. 

Roll-call  by  Department  Adjutant  Lukes. 

The  Marshal  presented  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  Sons  of 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  Mr.  Payne,  president,  and  Mr.  Huff,  secretary. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  Comrades,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  this 
afternoon  to  present  to  you  a  committee  representing  the  Sons  of  Spanish 
War  Veterans.  I  w^as  criticised  one  time  for  saying  Spanish  Var  Veterans, 
but  I  meant  it  then  and  I  mean  it  now.  This  organization  is  an  organ- 
ization of  Sons  of  Spanish  W^ar  Veterans,  and  I  am  proud  and  glad,  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  depression  that  has  overtaken  us  the  last  year  or 
two,  we  would  have  had,  perhaps,  other  posts  of  Sons  of  Spanish  W^ar 
Veterans.  I  think  it  is  an  organization  that  should  be  promoted,  should 
be  urged  and  helped  by  the  fathers  and  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  Mich- 
igan. They  are  growing  rapidly  in  other  states  and  should  continue  to 
grow  in  Michigan,  and  I  am  sure  they  will  because  of  this  nucleus  in  Detroit 
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who  are  really  intent  and  determlncHi  to  make  a  real  department  of  Sent  of 
Spanish  War  Veterans.  And  it  jjives  me  jrn»at  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you 
Mr.  Buck,  president  of  the  Sons  of  S|»anish  War  Veterans. 

President  Buck:  I  can  not  say  "("omrades."  but  I  will  say,  Fathers. 
Admiral  George  Dewey  Post  send  their  greetings  to  you.  I  regret  to  say 
there  are  not  any  more  of  us  here  liecause  many  of  us  had  to  work,  many 
are  out  of  work  and  could  not  afford  to  come  here.  We  are  in  this  camp 
to  help  you  out,  and  we  would  like  to  luive  your  coo|K*raUon  so  that  we 
can  help  you  out.  What  we  want  to  do  is  to  start  Department  of  Michlpran 
camps,  state  departments,  l)ut  we  <*an  not  do  it  with  one  camp.  There  is 
only  one  camp  in  Michigan,  and  that  is  Detroit.  We  sent  a  numl>er  of  letters 
to  different  cities  asking  for  their  cooperation  to  start  these  different  camps. 
We  received  replies  saying  they  were  not  interested  or  they  were  too  old. 
You  know  yourselves,  you  are  never  t<io  <)ld  to  take  the  married  men.  Our 
camp  has  married  men  with  cldldren.  I  have  a  child,  and  three  or  four  of 
us  have  four  or  five  children,  and  they  are  all  marrie<l  men.  It  takes 
married  men  to  carry  the  resi)onsil)ilili('s  you  place  uinm  their  shoulders. 
The  younger  men  who  come  in  are  from  fourti^en  years  old  up.  These 
older  men  take  the  younger  fellows,  show  them  the  n»siKmsibility  they 
should  take  to  help  this  thing  along. 

We  formed  it  to  help  you  out,  but  we  can  not  do  it  without  your  co- 
operation. It  is  your  duty  I  think  to  help  us  form  these  different  camps, 
whether  they  are  marrie<l  men  or  not,  to  help  us  now  so  we  can  help  you  in 
your  troubles,  and  we  crtn  all  get  together  and  have  a  gcKKl  time.  (Applause). 
COMMANDER  FINCH  :  We  shall  Ik?  very  glad  to  hear  from  the  secre- 
tary. 

Secretary  Paine :  I  have  not  much  to  say  only  that  all  we  want  Is 
the  cooperation  of  the  fathers  and  I  am  sure  we  can  make  the  sons'  organ- 
ization a  success.    I  think  with  your  help  everything  will  lie  all  right. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  I  want  to  say  to  the  lioys— I  call  everybody 
comrade,  I  have  got  into  the  habit  of  doing  that,  and  I  don't  know  but 
I  might  say  that  to  these  l)oys  too  l>ecause  I  l)elieve  they  are  comrades 
in  helpfulness;  they  want  to  be  helpful  to  us  so  they  are  our  comrades. 
And  I  don't  know  who  is  a  better  comrade  to  the  father  than  the  son, 
and  if  the  right  cooperation  and  the  right  thought  are  in  the  minds  of 
both  father  and  son,  they  are  comrades,  they  are  buddies,  closer  to  you 
and  perhaps  you  are  closer  to  them.  Therefore,  comrades,  I  say  that  we 
are  highly  honored  this  afternoon  in  having  with  us  these  two  sons  of 
fathers.  They  are  a  help  and  they  will  be  a  help  to  carry  on  when  we  are 
all  gone  and  the  time  is  no  more  for  us  they  will  be  out  planting  poppies 
on  our  graveyards.  Comrades,  I  feel  it  a  great  honor  that  we  have  been 
visited  by  the  sons  of  veterans  this  afternoon.  I  want  to  extend  to  them 
an  invitation  to  remain  if  they  choose  to  do  so,  with  us  this  afternoon. 

The  Marshal  escorted  the  visitors  from  the  room  amid  loud  applauae. 
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PAST  COMMANDER  TRICKEY,  of  Three  Rivers :  Comrade  Commander : 
We  just  admitted  two  Spanish  War  veterans*  sons,  and  I  think  in  the  future 
it  would  be  well  if  we  can  to  have  them  tell  us  from  the  floor  what  outfit 
their  fathers  were  from.  It  would  make  a  record  for  the  desk  that  they 
were  here.  We  pin  a  badge  on  them,  and  at  the  same  time  we  would  like 
to  know  what  outfit  their  fathers  belonged  to. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  It  seems  that  we  are  advised  as  to  what 
regiments  their  fathers  belonged  to,  so  we  know  they  are  official. 

The  Marshal  announced  and  escorted  to  the  station  Past  Department 
Commander,  Judge  Chapman,  from  the  Soo. 

It  was  moved  by  Comrade  Alexander,  Westnedge  Camp  No.  16,  of  Kala- 
maasoo,  supported  by  several  comrades,  that  all  discussions  be  limited  to  three 
minutes  each,  and  that  the  speaker  appear  in  the  front  of  the  hall  and 
talk  loudly  enough  so  that  he  can  be  heard.     Carried. 

COMRADE  DICKINSON,  Detroit  Camp  No.  10?  Comrade  Commander 
and  Comrades:  There  is  an  old  saying,  "Fools  step  in  where  angels  fear 
to  tread."  You  have  seen  your  sons  of  veterans  come  before  your  organ- 
ization. There  is  in  the  city  of  Detroit  an  organization  called  the  Daugh- 
ters of  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  They  have  asked  that  this  organ- 
ization recognize  them.  For  my  part  I  can  see  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  be  recognized.  I  have  two  sons  who  fought  in  the  World  War.  I  have 
daughters  who  are  eligible  to  your  Auxiliary.  I  have  a  mother  of  those 
daughters  who  served  in  the  Spanish-American  War  with  me.  That  is,  I 
was  married  to  her  before  the  Spanish- American  War,  and  she  belongs  to 
that  Auxiliary.  She  has  that  feeling  that  her  daughters  do  not  belong 
to  the  same  organization  that  she  does.  In  other  words,  they  want  to 
perpetuate  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  in  an  organization  of  their 
own  age;  and  I  really  believe  that  if  this  organization  will  get  back  of  the 
Daughters  of  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  that  they  are  going  to  have 
something  that  will  be  a  prop  to  us  in  our  old  age,  an  organization  to  be 
proud  of,  and  that  the  organization  itself  will  be  proud  of  them;  and  I  ask 
that  this  organization  go  on  record,  either  by  appointing  a  committee  or  by 
recognition,  either  one — appointing  a  committee  to  report  back  next  year 
with  reference  to  recognizing  the  Daughters  of  United  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans.    (Applause). 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrades,  I  want  to  explain  to  the  comrades 
here  that  a  resolution  would  have  to  be  presented  to  our  national  organiza- 
tion and  accepted  by  that  organization  before  we  could  have  any  Daughters 
of  Spanish  War  Veterans  organization.  They  have  not  as  yet  been  recog- 
nized. The  national  organization  by-laws  only  permit  of  one  auxiliary 
and  of  course  we  have  that  with  us.  At  the  present  time  it  might  be  well 
to  concur  in  the  thoughts  of  these  comrades,  that  resolutions  be  presented 
to  the  national  organization.  I  just  wanted  to  inform  you  at  this  time  that 
such  procedure  would  have  to  be  followed.

COMRADE  DICKINSON:    That  Is  my  motion. 

COMRADE  ?  We  can  start  In  to  support  them  now  and 

wait  for  recognition  afterwards.     I  second  the  motion. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  You  have  heard  the  motion.  Are  there  any 
remarlcs?  All  in  favor  will  signify  it  by  saying.  Aye;  contrary,  No,  It 
is  carried. 

The  Assistant  Marshal  annonnceil  and  escort e<l  to  the  station,  ex-governor, 
BYed  Green. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  Comrades,  we  feel  very  highly  honored  to  have 
with  us  a  representative  of  the  Comma nder-ln-Chlef,  and  It  glv€»H  me  great 
pleasure  at  this  time  to  introduce  to  you  a  man  who  needs  no  introduction 
to  any  of  you.  At  least,  if  you  do  not  know  him  you  must  have  been 
living  far  oflf  in  the  backwoods  somewhere,  because  ever>body  knows  our 
ex-governor  and  past  Commander-in-Chief,  Fred  W.  Green.  (Rising  cheers 
and  applause), 

COMRADE  FRED  W.  GREEN:  Comrade  C>ommander,  and  Comrades: 
I  am  just  kind  of  checking  up  on  you  to  see  how  many  of  you  I  met 
last  night.  I  think  you  were  all  there.  There  is  no  spot  in  this  worl<f 
I  would  rather  be  in  than  out  In  front  of  Spanish-American  War  Veterans. 
But  I  know  you,  you  treat  me  sp  decently  and  so  finely  that  I  like  it 
You  may  think  it  is  silly,  maybe  foolish,  and  all  that  sort  of  thing,  but 
I  have  an  idea  you  are  the  kind  of  guys  that  like  to  be  here,  and  I  am 
certainly  glad  to  be  here. 

I  know  you  get  a  great  deal  more  information  from  our  Commander- 
in-Chief,  Otjen— a  very  wonderful  feUow.  The  fact  of  the  matter  in  we 
have  been  pretty  lucky,  outside  of  one  occasion  when  I  slipped  Into  office 
when  nobody  was  looking,  to  have  had  the  quality  that  we  have  had.  Our 
Commander-in-Chief  is  a  very  wonderful  man,  In  my  judgment  He  has 
stood  up  there  in  Washington— you  know  they  sent  there  these  senators 
who  are  supposed  to  be  the  great  men  of  their  particular  districts,  and  con- 
gressmen and  all  that,  and  he  has  fought  them  for  those  things  that  he 
felt  were  to  the  best  interests  of  you  men. 

We  have  never  had  a  man  at  the  head  of  this  organization  who  has  not 
been  true  to  the  organization.  I  know  because  I  have  associated  with  them. 
I  have  seen  them  fight  and  I  have  seen  the  quality  of  their  timber,  and  I 
have  met  with  them  when  it  was  necessary  to  do  all  those  thing*  that  It  was 
necessary  to  do  that  you  men  might  win.  But  we  have  never  faced  a  con- 
dition just  the  same  as  we  have  now.  You  know,  somehow  or  other  it 
seems  to  me  that  some  of  these  folks  have  sort  of  overlooked  the  fact- 
they  have  laid  it  all  to  the  president  of  the  United  States,  and  they  bare 
sort  of  thought  that  he  perhaps  was  to  blame,  and  I  Just  want  to  read 
you  just  a  little  statement  that  this  Director  of  the  Budget  gave  to  our 
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brothers  down  in  Arizona,  not  after  he  was  elected  to  office,  but  when  he 
was  a  candidate.  (Laughter).  They  promise  us  all  those  things  then 
they  just  don't  do  it.  He  told  us  that  there  was  not  a  thing  in  the  world 
that  he  would  do  that  would  be  detrimental  to  the  Spanish  War  Veterans. 
Then  when  he  got  in  there,  my  word  what  he  did !  Doc  Broderick  is  sober. 
It  doesn't  make  any  difference  any  way.  He  felt  that  there  was  not  a 
single  thing  he  could  do  for  the  Spanish-American  War  boys  that  he  would 
not  do.  And  when  he  got  in  there  he  said,  beginning  with  July  1st,  that 
would  be  the  date  that  he  would  cut  off  all  you  men  from  whatever  'stipend 
has  been  given  to  you,  he  would  cut  it  off  that  date  unless  you  were  able 
to  prove  what  had  already  been  proven,  what  had  already  been  agreed  to, 
that  is,  that  you  were  entitled  under  the  rules  and  regulations  that  they 
had  had  at  that  time,  that  he  proposes  to  send  you  back  thirty-five  years. 
Now  you  just  start  to  figure  ten  years  back.  Are  any  of  you  fellows  smart 
enough  to  figure  ten  years  back?  Why,  say,  you  don't  even  know  the  girl 
you  loved  ten  years  back.  And  he  asks  you  to  figure  back  and  to  give 
you  affidavits  thirty-five  years  back. 

Here  is  the  thing  that  they  don't  agree  to,  and  it  is  absolutely  right, 
and  that  is  that  there  was  no  army  in  the  history  of  these  United  States 
'of  ours  that  was  ever  mustered  into  service  under  the  conditions  in  which 
we  were  mustered  in.  Was  your  clothing  right?  Oh,  yes,  it  was  right! 
I  know  that  on  the  22nd  of  February  previous  to  our  going  into  office  we 
w^ere  ordered  out  in  Michigan  when  the  snow  was  falling,  when  it  was  zero 
weather,  and  when  we  went  do\vn  into  Chickamauga  Park,  Georgia,  we  had 
the  same  clothing  that  was  issued  to  us  in  Michigan  on  the  22nd  of  February, 
we  had  the  same  clothing  in  June  and  July  in  Chicgamauga,  Georgia.  It 
is'nt  anything. 

You  men  who  w^ere  over  in  Cuba  know  that  your  arms  were  such  that 
the  Spaniards  had  a  great  advantage  of  you  when  they  started  to  shoot. 
You  were  using  some  of  the  guns  that  were  used  by  the  northern  troops 
in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  you  were  asked  to  use  them  down  there.  Is 
that  a  foundation? 

I  recall  very  well  on  a  Sunday  morning  when  we  marched  into  Chicka- 
mauga Park,  the  only  water  that  we  had  to  drink  was  that  that  was  gathered 
together  in  the  little  holes  as  we  went  along. 

Do  you  know  where  they  found  out  that  the  mosquitoes  and  the  flies 
create  disease?  I  will  tell  you.  It  was  down  there  in  Chickamauga  Park. 
These  fellows  went  down  there,  and  we  had  a  sort  of  a  line  that  was  put 
there  in  the  sinks,  and  these  flies  that  lived  through  on  the  line  went 
back  to  the  cook  shanty,  and  they  left  their  trademark  on  the  meat  and 
all  those  preparations  that  were  made  for  you  men  to  eat.  Is  there  any 
responsibility?  Is  there  any  responsibility  for  the  people  that  were  liable  for 
that  sort  of  thing?    I  will  say  there  was. 
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When  they  say  to  me  that  you  want  to  prove  tluit  Homethinic  hapiieDed 
to  you  that  was  made  resiH>iislbU»  by  tlie  fact  that  you  men  were  In  the 
service,  I  will  give  them  the  answer  and  give  it  to  them  quiek.  You  were 
kept  like  no  ordinary  human  t>eings  could  l>e  kept  and  inmie  out  of  it 
physically  as  well  as  you  were  when  you  went  into  it.  That  Is  what  I  want 
to  say  to  you.  I  want  to  say  to  you  there  was  no  man  that  put  his  life 
in  Florida,  there  was  no  man  that  put  his  life  In  Chickamauga  Park  that 
came  out  of  it  as  well  and  as  healthy  as  he  was  when  he  went  Into  It 

But  they  have  admitted  all  those  things,  and  all  those  things  are 
allowed;  they  are  perfectly  explainable,  they  are  all  right  as  far  a«  any 
one  of  you  men  can  see.  Hut  we  have  come  to  this  particular  time.  They 
have  piissed  an  act  that  is  sui)ix)sed  to  preserve  the  credit  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  you  can  not  preserve  the 
credit  of  the  United  States  of  America  by  taking  away  the  sustenance  that 
comes  to  those  that  preserve  the  United  States  of  America.     (Applause). 

We  have  had  some  battles  sometimes  and  I  think  it  Is  kind  of  a  good  thing 
because  we  are  going  to  have  another.  A  little  flght  don't  do  anybody  any 
harm.  But  I  want  you  to  understand  that,  by  golly,  we  are  going  through 
with  this  thing.  They  have  told  me  from  the  different  zones  everywhere — 
"No,  Fred,  you  must  not  go  down  there",  and,  "You  must  not  do  thU", 
and  "you  must  not  do  that."  There  isn't  a  damn  thing  that  I  can  think 
of  to  do  that  I  would  not  stir  you  fellows  up  to  fight.  We  have  had  things 
happen  to  us  that  we  never  thought  it  possible  could  hapin^n  In  the  United 
States  of  America.  We  never  could  have  figured  that  anybody  would  do 
these  things.  And  I  can't  figure  that  the  president  of  the  United  States 
realizes  what  has  happened  to  us. 

When  they  take  you  men,  when  they  say  to  you,  nothing  from  the  first 
of  July,  you  know— now  you  start  to  figure  what  hapiK»ned  to  you,  ten  years 
ago,  and  fifteen  years  ago,  and  all  that  sort  of  thing;  you  just  even  figure 
what  happened  to  you  thirty-five  years  ago.  Why,  I  don't  rememlier  who 
my  girl  was  at  that  time,  lint  there  is  only  one  thing  that  Is  going  to 
stand  between  us  and  the  government,  and  that  Is  the  organization  of 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  Tliere  never  was  a  time  when  we  should  stand 
together  and  be  ready,  as  we  believe,  by  intelligent  leadership  as  we  should 
right  now.     (Applause). 

If  there  is  anybody  that  you  know  of  that  Is  against  It,  flght  them. 
If  there  is  anybody  that  is  in  favor  of  us,  l)e  with  them.  Never  was  there 
a  time  when  we  should  go  forth  and  stand  together  as  we  should  now. 

Here  is  a  telegram  that  I  have  received  that  will  be  kind  of  encouraging 
I  hope  to  some  of  you  men :  "The  full  power  of  the  president  was  exerted 
to  prevent  congress  from  restoring  Spanish  War  pension  rights.  However,  we 
wrung  from  the  congress  amendments  to  our  regulations  and  instructions  that 
will  retain  approximately  two-thirds  of  our  comrades  on  the  pension  roll.    The 
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rates  are  from  fifteen  to  thirty  dollars  per  month.  About  one  thousand 
comrades  will  receive  substantial  increases  over  the  amounts  they  were  re- 
ceiving before  the  passage  of  the  Economy  Act." 

Boy,  I  would  like  to  give  that  act  the  real  name  that  I  feel  for  it!  It 
would  not  be  economy. 

"Before  definite  regulations  and  instructions  may  be  announced  at  the 
next  session  of  congress  we  can  re-write  into  law  all  our  rights  which  were  so 
ruthlessly  taken  away.  All  preparations  have  been  made  for  that  fight.  Please 
tell  my  comrades  that  I  will  never  cease  my  efforts  until  our  full  pension 
rights  have  been  restored  and  we  can  and  ultimately  will  win  that  victory. 
Rice  W.  Means." 

That  is  a  good  telegram  and  I  want  you  to  take  it  to  heart  If  a  cause 
is  just,  then  there  will  rise  up  men  who  are  willing  to  fight  for  that  cause,  I 
don't  care  from  where  or  from  how  or  anything  about  It. 

I  have  been  your  representative.  I  have  been  happy  in  it  I  do  not  get 
any  pension.  I  have  told  Mother  we  would  finally  go  to  the  Soldiers*  Home. 
And  I  hope  they  don't  bar  us.  But  just  as  an  expression  of  the  sentiment  of 
the  men  that  are  trying  to  lead  you  out  of  this  thing,  I  say  Amen.  I  have 
been  to  Washington  and  all  these  different  places.  There  has  been  no  expense 
attached  to  you.  And  there  has  not  been  any  trip  I  have  ever  made  any 
time  anywhere  that  I  have  made  with  so  much  pleasure  as  I  have  the  trips 
that  I  have  made  in  an  endeavor  to  help  you. 

I  don't  draw  any  pension.  There  Is  not  a  chance  In  the  world  that  I 
win  ever  live  long  enough  to  get  one,  because  I  have  been,  as  far  as  physique 
goes,  hale  and  hearty.  I  want  you  to  understand  that  you  belong  to  an 
organization  that  is  not  mercenary  or  anything  of  that  kind.  I  know.  I 
was  there.  And  I  saw,  not  only  In  this  country,  but  I  saw  it  in  Cuba,  that 
there  was  not  a  chance  in  the  world  that  you  men  had  a  right  to  expect  to 
come  out  of  the  service  that  you  had  there  to  be  fine,  strong  and  upstanding 
men.  It  was  not  there,  it  was  not  possible.  You  can  not  put  human  beings 
through  that  sort  of  an  ordeal  and  have  them  come  back  in  good  shape.  It 
just  can't  be  done.  So  I  am  just  as  anxious  to  do  something,  to  say  some- 
thing to  be  helpful  to  you  men  as  it  is  possible  for  a  human  being  to  be.  So 
just  as  long  as  I  am  your  representative,  just  as  long  as  I  am  here,  you  are 
going  to  have  one  voice  that  is  going  to  be  raised  in  your  behalf. 

I  am  going  to  say  to  these  people  who  vote  on  one  side,  then,  damn  them, 
they  vote  on  the  other — I  am  going  to  tell  them  they  can  not  have  your  vote. 
I  haven't  anything ;  I  don't  expect  anything.  I  have  gotten  a  great  deal  more 
from  the  people  of  my  State  of  Michigan  than  I  had  any  reason  to  exi)ect. 
My  father  said  of  me,  the  youngest  of  eight  children — "They  are  all  good 
boys  except  my  youngest  son,  Fred.  He  never  will  amount  to  anything."** 
He  said,  "I  never  knew  any  boy  to  amount  to  anything  who  wanted  to  hunt 
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and  fish  all  the  time."  Then,  you  know,  sometimes  when  I  would  sneak  off 
for  a  nice  walk  myself,  come  back  and  crawl  up  the  back  stairs,  Mother  looks 
at  me  coming  in  with  a  couple  of  bluegllls  or  something  like  that,  and  she 
says,  "Fred,  your  father  was  a  smart  man."  But  whatever  I  am,  I  im  at 
your  disposal.  I  will  just  be  found  working  and  fighting,  keeping  on  doing 
the  thing  that  is  going  to  do  you  the  most  good.  If  I  am  happy  when  I  lay 
my  head  down  on  the  old  pillow,  it  is  going  to  he  with  the  satisfaction  that 
I  have  done  something  for  you  men.  The  proudest  day  of  my  life  has  not 
come  because  of  office  that  has  been  handetl  to  mo,  but  because  of  wearing 
the  uniform  of  my  country  in  time  of  war.  I  forgot  to  tell  you  I  was  repre- 
senting the  Commander-in-Chief.     (I^ud  applause,  rising.) 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrades,  I  want  to  correct  an  error  that  I 
made  in  the  introduction  of  our  Comrade  Gri»en.  I  introduced  him  as  our 
ex-governor,  our  past  commander-in-chief.  Now  I  want  to  introduce  him  as 
our  next  United  States  senator.     (Rising,  cheering  and  loud  ni>plause.) 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  I  would  like  to  call  upon  Past  Department 
Commander  Ruedisuell  to  answer  St»nator  Oreen's  talk:     (Applause). 

CHIEF  OF  STAFF  RUEDISUELI :  Comrade  Senator  Green  and  Com- 
rade Commander;  fellow  comrades  and  friends,  delegates:  I  really  do  not 
know  what  to  say  in  answer  to  our  Fred's  words.  I  can  only  say  this,  that 
I  do  not  think  the  Commander-in-Chief  himself  could  have  pleased  us  more 
if  he  came  here  himself  than  by  sending  our  Freddy  to  see  us.  I  do  not  think 
these  conventions  would  be  complete  if  our  friend  was  not  with  us.  Call  him 
what  we  will,  I  know  sometimes  people  call  him  worse  than  we  call  him. 
That  is  neither  here  nor  there ;  he  Is  still  our  president. 

He  says  he  doesn't  think  he  is  going  to  live  to  draw  a  pension.  If  he 
waits  for  some  of  us  to  choke  him,  he  is  going  to  live  a  long,  long  time. 
Comrades,  I  think  that  the  words  of  our  good  Comrade  Green  are  well  taken. 
When  he  tells  vou  that  there  never  was  a  man  that  held  these  offices  that 
betrayed  their  trust,  he  says  a  lot.  And  as  long  as  we  have  good  men  In 
Washington,  on  our  administrative  board  down  there,  such  as  he  is.  we  can 
not  lose,  though  we  might  lose  temporarily.  But  there  are  very  few  of  you 
comrades  that  know  just  what  men  like  Green  sacrifice  for  this  organiwitioiL 
Too  much  praise,  too  much  credit  can  not  be  given.  If  you  could  see  some 
of  the  inside  workings  of  the..e  comrades,  you  surely  would  give  them  a  lot 
more  credit  than  you  do. 

Comrade  Green  is  only  a  lay  comrade,  he  Is  our  buddy.  When  he  went 
down  there  when  he  was  Commander-in-Chief,  he  forced  this  congr^s,  tjte 
senate,  the  president  that  we  had  at  that  time  to  see  the  things  n  h  s  Itfe^ 
in  ouJ  lives,  and  he  did  a  lot  for  this  organization  throughout  the  United 
Sta^^  and'iie  Philippines,  or  Canada,  or  wherever  these  SpanUh  war  v^erans 
are  today.  We  want  him  on  our  board,  we  want  him  as  a  comrade,  we  want 
ZVTo  prod  these  senators  along,  and  I  know  he  reminds  us  from  time  to 
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time  just  exactly  which  way  we  should  paddle  our  canoe  so  as  to  get  the 
l)e8t  interest  out  of  it. 

Comrade  Green  has  sacrificed  a  lot  of  his  time  and  his  money  and  his 
personal  energy,  and  I  dare  say  some  of  his  health,  for  us,  and  I  don't  know 
as  anybody  could  find  the  words  to  express  the  gratitude  we  really  feel  in 
thanking  him  for  what  he  has  done.  And  here  is  hoping  the  good  Lord  will 
spare  him  for  a  good  many  years  to  come  so  that  he  can  guide  us  in  the 
ways  that  he  has  guided  us  all  these  years  that  he  has  been  with  us.  (Ap- 
plause). 

PAST  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  KILSTROM :  Comrade  Com- 
mander and  comrades:  They  refer  to  Governor  Green  as  ex-governor.  That 
is  absolutely  incorrect.  He  is  a  past  governor.  Those  who  are  exes  are  those 
who  have  been  succeeded.     Fretl  has  not  been  succeeded. 

COMMANDER  FINCH  :     Comrade  Kilstrom,  your  remarks  are  well  taken. 

The  resolutions  committee  will  report  at  this  time.  You  are  going  to 
listen  to  resolutions  as  drawn  by  the  Resolutions  Committee,  and  the  resolu- 
tions as  read  will  be  adopted  unless  objections  arise. 

(The  resolutions  in  the  hands  of  the  reporter  were  handed  to  Dick  Ford, 
of  Battle  Creek,  who  called  for  them  on  June  27,  1933.) 

Resolution  No.  1,  (From  Guy  V.  Henry  Camp  No.  3,  Grand  Rapids)  was 
read. 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  RUGGLES :  I  question  the  non-partisan 
phrase.  I  move  that  that  phrase  be  deleted  from  the  resolution  and  that  the 
resolution  be  adopted. 

Adopted  as  recommended. 

Amend  Section  3  of  Article  8  of  the  Department  By-laws  to  read : 

Committee  on  Auditing 

The  Committee  on  Auditing  shall  consist  of  the  Junior  Vice  Department 
Commander  and  two  other  Comrades  who  shall  be  appointed  prior  to  the  con- 
vening of  the  State  Convention  of  the  Department  Encampment  and  shall 
audit  the  books,  records  and  accounts  of  the  Department  Adjutant  and  Quar- 
termaster at  the  headquarters  of  the  department  in  the  city  of  Lansing.  That 
said  Auditing  Committee  go  to  the  bank  or  banks  where  department  deposits 
are  made  and  verify  bank  statement.  This  audit  shall  be  made  not  less  than 
one  week  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  encampment  and  the  report  of  such 
examination  shall  be  filed  with  the  proper  oflSeer  at  the  department  encamp- 
ment :  Provided,  That  this  audit  is  completed  to  the  date  of  the  encampment 
in  accordance  with  Section  180,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  organization. 

Adopted  as  recommended. 
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ARTICLE  3 
Departmeni  Counf  il  AdministnUion 

Amend  Section  2  to  read  as  follows: 

The  Department  Council  of  Administration  shall  consist  of  the  followlnjr: 

A  Department  Commander,  the  Senior  Vice  DciMirtmcnt  Commander,  a 
Junior  Vice  Department  Commander,  a  Dopartment  Adjutant.  Dc|>nrtment 
Quartermaster  and  Assistant  Adjutant,  a  Department  InsiHM'tor,  the  I>eport- 
ment  Judge  Advocate,  a  Department  Surgeon,  the  Retiring  D4»|>«rtnu»nt  Com- 
mander, and  the  last  six  living  Department  C<mimand€»rH  and  the  members 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Department  Trust  Fund. 

All  past  Department  Commanders  not  membc»rs  of  the  Department  (\mnctl 
of  Administration  shall  act  as  an  Advisory   Commlttet*. 

Add  Section  2  to   (Article  10)   of  Department  By-laws. 
Adopted  as  recommende<l. 

Inspection 

Add  section  2  as  follows: 

He  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  District  Insp<»ctor8  and  receive  and 
verify  their  reports. 

The  Department  Commander  shall  be  authorized  to  expend  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  $50.00  for  the  annual  in.spectlon ;  which  sum  may  be  exceede<l  only 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Department  Council  of  Administration. 

Adopted. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED :  Tliat  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  assembled 
in  Convention  at  Battle  Creek,  Michigan,  June  20th,  1033.  go  on  record  and 
Instruct  our  Department  Officers  to  proceed  at  once,  together  with  other 
Veterans'  Organizations,  to  organize  this  State  of  Michigan  In  the  Interest 
of  all  honorably  discharged  veterans  of  the  State  of  Michigan  to  bring  to- 
gether as  near  a  100%  voting  unit  of  Veterans  as  a  non-partlsan  organization 
to  take  an  active  part  In  elections  to  see  that  friends  of  Veterans  are  elected 
to  office  who  will  look  after  the  best  Interests  of  the  welfare  of  the  Veterans 
and  vote  to  restore  our  just  pensions  and  compensations  that  have  been 
unjustly  and  unfairly  taken  away  from  us. 

Adopted  as  recommended. 

Proposed  amendment  to  Article  13,  Section  4,  (b)   Second. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  above  named  sub-paragraph  of  said  section 
4  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
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(b)  Second. — For  his  own  traveling  expenses  on  such  journeys  within 
the  Department  as  he  shall  deem  to  be  for  the  interest  and  welfare  of  the 
Department,  shall  NOT  EXCEED  $250.00  DURING  HIS  TERM  EXCEPT 
BY  A  MAJORITY  VOTE  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  COUNCIL  OF  ADMIN- 
ISTRATION. 

BY  A  MAJORITY  VOTE  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  COUNCIL  OF  AD- 
MINISTRATION HE  SHALL  RECEIVE  HIS  OWN  PERSONAL  EXPENSE 
TO  AND  FROM  AND  WHILE  IN  ATTENDANCE  AT  THE  NATIONAL 
CONVENTION. 

Recommended  and  adopted. 

RESOLVED:  That  Article  13  of  the  By-laws  be  amended  by  adding 
thereto  a  section  to  be  known  as  Section  5,  the  same  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  5— Trust  Fund 

A — ^The  Trust  Fund  consists  of  monies  in  the  Capital  National  Banlj  of 
Lansing,  Michigan  at  the  present  time  created  by  a  resolution  of  the  Depart- 
ment Convention  of  1922. 

B — The  Department  may  at  any  time  direct  the  transfer  of  monies  from 
any  source  to  the  credit  of  the  Trust  Fund  and  all  sums  donated  or  be- 
queathed to  said  fund  shall  be  added  thereto. 

C — The  Trust  Fund  shall  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  trustees 
elected  annually  at  the  Department  Encampment — one  to  be  elected  annually 
at  the  Department  Encampment — one  to  be  elected  for  one  year — one  for  two 
years — and  one  for  three  years.  The  trustees  shall  also  be  active  members 
of  the  Department  Council  of  Administration. 

D — Monies  belonging  to  the  Trust  Fund  cannot  be  used  for  any  purpose 
other  than  investment  as  the  members  of  the  trustees  may  direct  for  the 
best  interests  of  said  fund. 

B — Whenever  the  cash  balance  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  Department 
of  Michigan  exceeds  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  the  Department  Council  of  Admin- 
istration shall  order  the  transfer  of  such  excess  monies  to  the  Trust  Fund. 
Any  monies  so  transferred  to  the  Trust  Fund  shall  remain  therein  and  be  a 
part  thereof  unless  the  Department  Council  of  Administration  orders  the  same, 
or  some  part  thereof  to  be  transferred  back  to  the  General  Fund  during  the 
same  fiscal  year  in  which  the  same  was  transferred  therefrom,  but  in  no  event 
shall  any  amount  be  so  transferred  back  to  said  General  Fund  If  such  transfer 
would  create  more  than  $1,000.00  in  the  said  General  Fund. 

Adopted. 

RESOLVED:  That  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  assembled  in 
Department  Encampment  on  this  20th  day  of  June,  in  the  City  of  Battle 
Creek  desire  to  thank  the  Mayor,  City  Commission,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
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and  citizens  in  general,  and  the  Frederick  B.  Funston  Camp  and  AuxiUarlM 
for  the  loyal  cooperation  and  splendid  entertainment  extended  to  the  Vetera  ni 
while  holding  their  encampment  in  the  City. 

Adopted. 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  At  the  extra  session  of  Ck>ngre68  recently  adjourned,  economy 
legislation  was  passed  on  the  request  of  the  President  on  the  plea  that  such 
economy  was  necessary  to  maintain  the  credit  of  the  United  States  and  the 
safety  of  its  bonded  indebtedness. 

WHEREAS,  The  class  of  investors  who  own  the  bulk  of  this  bonded 
indebtedness,  who  pay  no  taxes  on  it  and  who  presented  their  case  as  clients 
of  the  so-called  National  Economy  League  to  the  present  Administration,  are 
not  now  and  never  have  been  unduly  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  ma«i 
of  American  taxpayers. 

WHEREAS,  It  is  now  clear  to  anyone  who  has  even  a  smattering  knowl- 
edge of  the  financial  structure,  of  the  Nation,  the  possibility  of  being  unable 
to  maintain  our  credit  before  the  world,  was  not  so  much  the  fear  of  the 
mass  of  the  American  people  who  are  the  mainstay  of  the  Nation,  as  it  was 
that  of  the  non-tax-paying  Wall  Street  bondholder. 

WHEREAS,  It  has  also  been  made  clear  to  the  ex-service  men  of  the 
Nation  that  in  the  closing  debates  of  both  the  Senate  and  the  House  on  the 
Economy  Bill,  the  Administration  showed  a  determination  to  apply  the  most 
drastic  cuts  to  the  soldier's  pensions  and  allowances  for  hospitalization  and 
medical  care  of  these  disabled  ex-service  men — particularly,  the  ex-service 
men  of  the  Spanish  war.  Therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
convention  of  the  Department  of  Michigan,  assembled  at  its  33d  annual  en- 
campment that  a  great  wrong  and  injustice  have  been  done  to  our  disabled 
patriotic  citizens  who  made  their  sacrifices  in  war  and  in  peace  and  that  this 
wrong  and  cruel  injustice  to  them  must  be  righted  by  the  just-minded  people 
of  the  Nation. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  be  sent  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  Washington,  D.  C.

COMMANDER  FINCH :    The  resolution  as  amended  Is  adopted. 

RESOLUTION  2.  Chairman  Ruedlsuell  stated  that  It  was  a  long  resolu- 
tion to  read,  that  a  copy  had  been  sent  to  every  camp  heretofore,  so  only  a 
part  of  It  was  read,  and  the  committee  recommended  that  It  be  turned  over 
to  the  Council  of  Administration.

There  was  considerable  discussion,  as  Comrade  Grangi*r,  who  drew  the 
original  resolution,  insisted  that,  as  read,  it  was  not  all  included  as  it  should 
be.  It  appeared  from  the  discussion  that  the  parts  omitted  were  contrary 
to  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  organization,  and  could  not  properly 
be  included.

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrades,  you  have  heard  the  report.  Are 
there  any  remarks? 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  RUGGLES :  I  think  there  should  be  in- 
cluded in  this  report,  "Not  available."  The  Department  has  not  got  that 
money.  The  trust  fund  can  not  produce  it  We  are  not  sure  yet  whether 
they  are  ever  going  to  produce  it  It  should  be  stated  on  that  report,  "Not 
available." 

COMRADE  WARREN :  As  I  understand  it,  this  money  is  on  deposit  in 
the  Capital  National  Bank  at  Lansing.  Did  not  the  Council  of  Administra- 
tion or  some  one  order  that  that  money  be  placed  in  government  bonds? 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  I  think  there  was  such  an  order  a  year  or  more 
ago. 
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COMRADE  WARREN:    Why  wasn't  It  done?    Our  money  would  not  be 
tied  up.  •  I  would  like  to  know. 

PAST  COMMANDER  KII^STROM :  OenUemen,  I  am  glad  you  are  In- 
terested in  the  trust  fund.  I  want  you  all  Intersted  In  it,  and  I  want  all  of 
those  who  have  not  contributed  to  it  to  contribute  to  it  This  fund  has  been 
jealously  guarded.  As  I  told  you,  we  have  received  $818.00  in  interest,  com- 
pound interest  at  4%  in  this  bank.  It  is  a  trust  fund.  I  don*t  believe  we 
are  going  to  lose  a  cent.  The  I)epartm(»nt  Council  of  Administration  haa  no 
authority  over  the  Board  of  Trustees.  We  have  tried  to  form  by-laws,  and 
we  have  gotten  somewhere  today  by  making  the  trustc^es  a  part  of  the  Council 
of  Administration.  That  has  been  adopted.  Now  we  will  gain  a  foothold 
a  little  later  on  so  we  will  know  where  we  are  at  This  money  I  wanted  to 
put  in  Kent  County  six  per  cent,  bonds.  Those  bonds  would  have  been  paid 
now,  June  the  first.  But  I  wanted  also  to  place  It  In  a  building  and  loan 
association  in  which  I  have  all  my  life  savings.  I  have  been  a  member  of  it 
there  twenty-six  years — absolutely  secure.  But  there  was  a  difference  of  opin- 
ion there.  The  United  States  bonds  only  paid  4%,  4H%.  or  3%%.  They  are 
absolutely  safe  I  hope.  The  Postal  Savings  only  give  us  two  per  cent,  and 
we  could  not  deposit  it  there  because  It  has  to  be  placed  In  tlie  name  of  an 
Individual.  I  was  not  going  to  be  responsible  for  something  of  that  sort  as 
an  individual,  so  that  was  dropped.  The  money  Is  tied  up  and  froten  In  a 
bank  that  is  now  closed  up  by  authority  coming  from  Detroit.  We  have  taken 
the  matter  up  with  Sam  Rhoades  who  is  very  Influential  and  a  member  of 
Camp  No.  40.  We  are  going  slow,  we  are  not  antagonizing  anybody,  and  we 
are  looking  for  the  best  results.  There  must  be  one  or  two  fellows  here  who 
have  been  affected  by  the  closing  order  and  are  In  the  same  shape  as  some  of 
us  others  are.  We  can  not  utilize  our  own  money  for  one  reason  or  another. 
I  might  say  that  even  the  Department  Commander,  In  his  simplicity  and 
conservation  of  mind,  placed  some  money  in  this  bank  just  before  the  interim, 
and  he  is  sorry ;  but  we  hope  he  will  get  his  money  too.  That  money  will  be 
all  right. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  I  might  say,  comrades,  at  this  time  that  no 
matter  which  way  you  jump  you  seem  to  fall  into  a  hole.  It  was  pretty  hard 
to  decide  just  what  to  do  and  where  to  put  your  money.  If  you  have  had  the 
experience  of  handling  five  or  ten  dollars  lately,  you  have  been  lucky.  You 
will  always  have  some  frozen  aasets  If  these  banks  don't  get  straightened  out. 
As  Comrade  Kilstrom  has  said,  we  are  quite  confident  that  the  Capital  Na- 
tional Bank  at  Lansing  will  liquidate  all  of  our  funds  eventually.  We  can 
not  say  just  how  soon.  We  think  they  are  reorganizing  at  the  present  time. 
It  may  take  three  or  four  or  five  years,  but  meantime  we  will  be  getting  some 
Interest  on  it  as  soon  as  they  get  started. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  has  diacovered  that  he  had 
forgotten  one  resolution  he  wanted  to  read,  so  we  wiU  hear  that  now. 
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Resolution  13  read  by  Cliairman  Ruedisuell — re  Section  2,  article  10  of  the 
by-laws.  The  committee  moved  its  adoption.  There  being  no  objections,  the 
resolution  was  Approved. 

Resolution  No.  14  read  by  Chairman  Ruedisueli,  being  an  amendment  to 
Section  156  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations.     The  Committee  moved  its  adoption. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrades,  you  have  heard  the  resolution  as 
read.    Are  there  any  remarks  in  regard  to  that  electing  the  quartermaster? 

SENIOR  VICE  COMMANDER  RUGGLES :  I  think  perhaps  I  should 
say  a  word  here  now  that  has  not  been  said  before.  I  want  to  make  it  clear. 
The  appointment  to  the  office  of  quartermaster  in  your  organization  is  out 
of  politics  today  in  my  way  of  thinking.  I  think  it  should  be  out  of  politics. 
You  have  heard  a  great  many  times  in  the  last  six  months  or  a  year  in  poli- 
tics that  he  has  been  there  too  long,  he  should  be  removed,  that  he  should  be 
replaced  by  a  good  man  of  the  party  the  other  man  might  not  represent.  Now 
I  think  that  the  quartermaster  should  be  out  of  politics.  It  is  the  only  office 
in  the  Department  that  pays  any  definite  set  salary.  Personally  I  am  not 
interested  in  whether  the  Department  quartermaster  be  a  politician  or  not. 
I  want  the  Department  quartermaster  of  this  Department  to  be  honest  and 
aggressive  in  his  duties.  If  he  is  not  he  should  be  removed.  If  he  were 
elected,  you  couldn't  remove  him  until  the  next  election.  The  Department 
Commander  is  responsible  for  the  management  and  the  carrying  out  of  the 
duties  of  the  Department  quartermaster's  office.  I  say  I  won't  promise  any 
of  you  fellows  a  job,  but  if  I  can  go  in  here  without  my  hands  tied,  you 
know  what  I  am  fighting  for. 

QUARTERMASTER  SCHROEDER :  Unless  some  one  has  been  up  in  the 
Department  headquarters,  they  do  not  realize  just  the  connection  between  the 
Department  commander  and  the  Department  quartermaster.  The  two  must 
agree  in  order  to  have  a  successful  year  for  the  Department  commander ;  they 
must  be  agreeable.  If  these  by-laws  are  changed  and  the  Department  quar- 
termaster is  elected  for  five  years,  the  incoming  Department  commander  may 
not  be  in  accord  with  'the  quartermaster,  and  consequently  it  is  going  to  make 
a  very  bad  year  for  both  of  them. 

As  the  matter  now  stands,  the  incoming  Department  commander  has  the 
privilege  of  appointing  his  quartermaster.  If  the  quartermaster  does  not  ful- 
fill his  duties  as  he  should  do,  the  commander  can  get  rid  of  him  at  any  time 
and  appoint  a  new  quartermaster.  Therefore  I  think  the  matter  should  stand 
just  where  it  is. 

PAST  COMMANDER  HENNING :  This  resolution  does  not  elect  a  De- 
partment quartermaster.  This  resolution  merely  asks  the  permission  of  the 
national  organization  to  permit  the  department  to  change  its  by-laws  if  it 
sees  fit  to  do  it.  There  is  a  resolution,  passed  in  the  National  convention,  in 
Milwaukee,  permitting  departments,  if  they  so  desire,  to  elect  a  department 
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adjutant,  and  I  think  that  this  resolution  merely  asks  them  to  pass  a  rosolu- 
tion  to  change  the  rules  and  rejjulations  to  pi»rmit  the  departjueot  to  elect 
their  quartermaster  if  they  so  desire.  But  it  would  have  to  be  done  by 
another  Resolution.  You  would  have  to  add  a  new  section  to  your  by-lawa 
before  you  could  even  think  of  eleiting  your  quartermaster.  It  does  not  mean 
at  all  that  you  are  goinj?  to  elect  your  quartermaster.  The  Committee  went 
over  that  very  thoroughly  and  by  unanimous  vote  recommended  Its  adoption. 
I  believe  that  all  departments  should  have  headquarters  and  have  a  paid  man, 
and  the  adjutant,  the  department  of  administration  should  have  something  to 
say  as  to  who  is  going  to  be  the  office  manager.    Now,  that  is  my  own  o|>lnlon. 

On  motion  made  by  Comrade  Weinl.  of  Detroit,  supported  by  other  com- 
rades, the  resolution  was  tabled. 

Chairman  Ruedlsueli  read  a  resolution  as  to  amendment  to  Article  18, 
Section  4,  one  article  relating  to  exi)enses  of  the  Commander  within  the  state; 
the  other  providing  for  his  expenses  in  attending  national  conventions. 

After  some  discussion,  during  which  a  motion  to  table  was  made,  seconded 
and  then  lost,  a  motion  was  made  by  Comrade  Dickinson,  Detroit,  that  the 
resolution  be  divided  into  two  parts  and  then  adopted.  The  motion  was  sup- 
ported by  several  comrades,  and  Carried. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  We  will  adjourn  until  1:00  this  afternoon.

COMMANDER  FINCH :  I  will  now  recognize  Past  Commander,  Charles 
L.  Bartlett. 

PAST  COMMANDER  BARTLETT:  (Applause).  Department  Com- 
mander, comrades,  delegates  and  officers:  We  had  a  meetinir  last  night  of 
Company  D  of  which  I  was  a  member,  at  which  we  had  the  honor  to  have 
Frank  L.  Finch,  retiring  Department  Commander,  a  member  of  our  company, 
present.  Nineteen  members  of  Company  D  were  present,  we  found  out  that 
thirty-five  had  died,  and  fourteen  were  missing,  and  we  passed  a  resolution,

The  motion  to  adopt  the  resolution  was  supported,  was  put  by  Senior 
Vice  Commander  Ruggles,  and  Carried. 

We,  the  members  of  Co.  D.  32nd  Reg't  Mich.  Vol.  Infantry,  here  as- 
sembled, wish  to  show  our  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  done  by  our 
beloved  Department  Commander,  Frank  L.  Finch,  a  member  of  Co.  D. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  we  the  members  of  Co.  D.  here  assembled 
do  hereby  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  said  Frank  L.  Finch,  for  the  fine 
manner  in  which  he  has  handled  this  convention  and  also  commend  most 
highly  his  hard  work  as  Department  Commander.

COMMANDER  FINCH :  Comrades,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  demon- 
stration of  this  resolution  and  thank  you  very  kindly  for  your  support.  I 
also  wish  to  thank  Company  D,  and  I  certainly  appreciate  what  you  have 
said  in  your  resolution,  coming  as  it  did  from  my  old  buddies. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrades,  at  this  time  before  we  proceed  any 
further,  at  the  request  of  the  convention  yesterday,  I  am  to  read  again  the 
report  of  my  year  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  did  not  hear  it  the  first  day. 
I  would  ask  that  you  listen  attentively  if  you  want  to  hear  what  I  have  to 
say  In  my  report. 

(The  Department  Commander  was  interrupted  and  visitors  were  admit- 
ted.) 

The  Marshal  escorted  Judge  Chapman  to  the  station. 

Dept.  Marshal  announced  Congressman  Joseph  L.  Hooper  in  waiting. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  Dept.  Marshal  you  will  assemble  the  colors  and 
escort  our  friend  to  this  station.  Past  Dept.  Commander  Ames  and  Past  Dept. 
Commander  Judge  Bartlett  also  assisted  as  his  escort 
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COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrades,  I  wUh  at  this  time  to  Introduce  to 
you  our  congressman  from  this  district,  Joseph  U  Hooper,  and  1  am  goinf  to 
ask,  too,  that  our  Comrade  I>Hst  Department  Commander  Ames  give  him  the 
formal  introduction. 

PAST  COMMANDER  AMES:  Comrades,  sometimes  we  have  to  wait  a 
long,  long  time  before  something  that  we  wish  would  happen  actually  happens. 
That  is  what  is  occurring  to  me  this  afternoon.  National  headquarters  asked 
and  instructed  our  Department  Commander  to  secure  from  every  candidate 
who  aspired  to  election  to  state  in  black  and  white  what  he  would  do  for  you 
comrades  in  an  emergency  case.  Congressman  Hooper  received  that  letter 
and  brought  It  to  me  at  the  office,  and  1  told  him  to  Ignore  It  His  word  to 
me  was  always  sufficient. 

Afterwards  I  was  put  on  the  spot  in  place  of  the  Congressman  for  not 
insisting  that  Congressman  Hooper  put  in  black  and  white  Just  what  be 
would  do.  I  told  them  not  to  worry,  that  his  word  to  me  was  sufficient,  and 
my  word  to  you  comrades  I  believe  Is  sufficient  to  you  now.  After  the  first 
economy  bill  was  presented  at  Washington,  you  who  are  familiar  and  keep  In 
close  touch  with  what  is  going  on,  realized  then  that  Congressman  Hooper*B 
word  was  good.  There  were  a  lot  of  words  put  in  black  and  white  that  were 
no  good.  I  take  great  pleasure  at  this  particular  time  in  introducing  to  you 
one  of  nine  congressman  in  Michigan  who  thought  of  your  Interests  prior  to 
those  of  any  one  else.  1  am  happy  to  present  to  you  Congressman  Joe 
Hooper,  of  Battle  Creek.     (Rising  house,  loud  applause  and  cheering). 

CONGRESSMAN  JOSEPH  L.  HOOPER:  Gentlemen  of  the  convention: 
I  am  very  glad  indeed  that  the  congress  of  the  United  States  closed  In  time 
for  me  to  be  able  to  fulfill  a  half  promise  that  I  made  to  my  good  friend, 
Dick  Ford,  that  I  would  be  with  you  here  if  I  possibly  could.  It  is  a  great 
pleasure  to  come  here  on  this  sweltering  June  day  and  to  find  before  me  the 
men  whom  I  see  in  this  hall  today. 

My  mind,  as  must  the  minds  of  all  of  you,  harks  back  to  that  period 
now  thirty-five  years  gone  when  you  and  I  were  young  men.  People  have  no 
right  to  present  alibis  to  audiences,  but  when  I  was  a  boy — and  I  was  just  a 
boy  then,  back  In  1898,  I  had  just  turned  twenty-one  years.  And  the  stirring 
call  was  sounded  for  the  citizens  of  our  country  once  more  to  rally  to  arms, 
and  it  was  my  hope  and  my  desire  that  I  might  be  one  of  them.  I  had  a 
mother  who  was  wholly  dependent  on  me.  I  had  no  opportunity  of  going  into 
that  war  without  serious  detriment  to  those  who  were  dear  to  me.  I  know 
that  is  an  alibi,  but  it  is  one  that  I  have  always  regarded  all  of  my  life.  I 
have  always  felt  that  to  have  been  privileged  to  be  the  comrade  In  arms  of 
men  such  as  I  have  always  known  the  men  of  your  group  to  be,  would  be  a 
privilege  greater  than  I  have  ever  known  in  any  other  way  In  my  life,  and  I 
mean  that  when  I  say  that  to  you  here  today.     (Applause). 
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I  am  going  to  talk  to  you  about  several  things  this  afternoon.  In  the 
first  place,  I  am  going  to  refer  to  what  my  very  good  friend  and  old  school 
mate,  George  Ames,  just  said.  I  want  to  tell  you  there  are  very  few  compli- 
ments a  congressman  ever  gets  especially  in  these  times — although  if  you 
knew  them  as  I  know  them,  if  you  had  the  privilege,  because  it  is  a  privilege, 
of  being  one,  you  would  know  that  your  average  congressman  sent  from  your 
average  district,  with  all  that  the  papers  at  times  say  against  him,  with  all 
of  the  jibes  and  jokes  that  are  cast  at  him  is,  nevertheless,  a  pretty  patriotic, 
a  pretty  energetic,  a  pretty  industrious  man,  and  you  will  find  that  the  word 
of  the  average  congressman  as  I  know  him  and  as  I  have  known  him  in  the 
past  eight  years,  is  just  as  good  as  his  bond.  I  hope  you  will  remember  that, 
and  I  hope  that  you  will  recall  in  these  days,  in  the  twilight  of  constitutional 
government  in  America — and  I  mean  twilight  of  constitutional  government 
when  I  say  it — I  want  you  to  remember  when  you  go  to  your  home  that  there 
have  been  men  in  the  face  of  adversity,  and  in  the  storm  of  criticism  that  has 
swept  upon  us,  that  have  dared  to  stand  for  constitutional  government  in  these 
trying  days,  and  will  dare  to  stand  for  it  again  if  they  have  the  privilege  of 
doing  so.     (Applause). 

This  is  the  twilight  of  constitutional  government  in  America.  I  have  been 
a  lawyer  since  my  boyhood.  I  have  always  been  a  student  of  the  history  of 
my  country,  and  to  go  across  the  seas  where  for  centuries  before  this  country 
became  a  nation  men  were  fighting,  fighting,  always  fighting  to  win  human 
rights  and  human  freedom,  and  that  human  freedom  blossomed  out  and  was 
crystallized  in  the  constitution  of  the  United  States — a  document  that  we  are 
seeing  today  cast  directly  into  the  discard. 

These  have  been  trying  times.  I^t  me  tell  you  what  happened  in  the 
congress  of  the  United  States  this  year.  Remember,  gentlemen,  I  am  not  here 
today  to  speak  evil  of  any  person  or  of  any  set  of  persons,  but  I  want  you 
as  American  citizens  at  least  to  know  of  the  problems  that  are  still  before  us. 

We  went  down  to  the  congress  of  the  United  States  this  year  well 
realizing  that  in  these  times  of  world  depression  and  of  world  panic,  there 
would  be  serious  work  for  us  to  do;  but  I  imagine  that  no  man  who  went 
down  there  this  year  dreamed  of  what  was  to  be  done. 

We  were  assembled  on  the  ninth  day  of  March.  We  elected  our  speaker,  a 
verv  fine  gentleman.  A  bill  was  brought  upon  the  floor  of  the  congress  of 
the  United  States,  typewritten,  one  copy  of  it — and  I  want  to  tell  you  here 
this  afternoon  that  with  the  exception  of  three  or  four  men  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  no  man  of  the  435  who  sat  there  that  afternoon  had  read 
a  word  of  that  bill  or  understood  a  word  of  it.  It  had  to  do  with  the  bank- 
ing situation.  There  was  a  great  emergency  upon  us.  But  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  events  a  bill  of  that  tremendous  importance  which  came  before  the 
congress  of  the  United  States  would  have  been  read  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  twenty-five  or  thirty  men.    They  would  have  examined  it  in  the  light 
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of  the  past  as  well  as  in  the  light  of  present  needs,  and  they  would  have 
worked  out  of  it  probably  something  pretty  good  in  the  way  of  legislation. 

We  passed  that  bill  tliat  day.  We  had  to  do  it  to  cope  with  the  hanking 
situation  which  had  been  thnist  upon  us  suddently  on  the  very  day  that 
President  Roosevelt  was  inaugurated  as  president  of  the  United  States. 
And  in  whatever  I  say  of  President  Roosevelt  this  afternoon,  remember  that 
I  as  a  Republican  respect  and  honor  him  as  a  man  and  as  president  of  the 
United  States,  and  I  would  say  no  word  detrimental  to  him  here  today.  I 
have  the  right  to  speak  frankly,  but  I  am  saying  no  word  detrimental  to  his 
humanity,  his  interest,  or  the  patriotism  or  motive  that  actuated  him  In 
what  he  was  doing.    That  was  the  first  thing. 

The  second  day  we  pa.ssed  three,  l)ecau8e  these  events  flared  up  to  the 
country  in  a  way  that  you  can  not  Imagine  unless  you  have  lived  In  the 
world  of  things  that  are  going  on  in  Washington  at  such  a  time  as  this.  On 
the  second  day  there  came  into  the  congress  of  tlie  United  States  a  bill  to 
maintain  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  an  emergency  bill.  Every  bill  that 
has  come  to  us  this  j'ear,  except  a  few  minor  ones,  I  think  has  been  labeled 
emergency  bill.  And  it  was  stated  in  the  preamble  to  that  bill  that  In  order 
for  it  to  be  possible  to  maintain  the  credit  of  the  United  States  that  certain 
things  had  to  be  done. 

Let  us  go  back  further.  The  p(»n.sion  system  of  the  United  States  has 
grown  up  over  a  course  of  L")0  years.  The  men  who  fought  In  the  Revolu- 
tionary War  were  recognizee!  by  a  grateful  government  and  were  given 
pensions.  These  were  increased  from  time  to  time,  and  there  came  the  War 
of  1812,  and  our  war  with  Mexico,  and  the  Civil  War  between  the  States,  the 
Spanish-American  War  and  the  World  War,  and  following  every  one  of  them, 
just  as  inevitably  as  the  day  follows  the  night,  is  that  long-established  policy 
that  men  who  had  done  well  by  their  country,  who  had  offered  themselves  on 
the  alter  of  their  country's  needs  and  interest.s,  were  to  be  remembered  by  a 
government  that  always  has  been  grateful. 

Out  of  that  there  arose  a  vast  body  of  law.  and  It  Is  very  certain  that  in 
those  laws  abuses  crept  up.  There  always  will  creep  up  abuses  In  any  great 
governmental  system— pensions,  banking,  or  bankruptcy,  or  the  army,  the 
navy,  or  in  other  scores  of  other  things  that  a  nation  must  do  to  carry  on  its 
business.  There  have  been  abuses  which  have  grown  up,  and  It  Is  certain 
that  we  have  reached  a  point  where  retrenchment  of  some  sort  was  absolutely 
necessary  along  certain  of  the  lines,  certain  of  the  lines  where  men  were 
receiving  pensions  and  where  they  were  receiving  compensation.  No  man 
was  so  foolish  as  to  doubt  that;  but  remember,  out  of  all  these  wars  there 
had  grown  up  a  body  of  laws  concerning  pensions  and  compensations,  and 
widows'  pensions,  and  hospitalization  and  all  of  the  multitude  of  other  things 
of  that  kind  which  would  fill  many,  many  pages  and  which  are  embedded 
deeply  in  the  existence  of  the  nation  Itself. 
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It  was  proposed  by  this  bill  to  sweep  down  as  with  a  sharp  sword  through 
the  body  of  it  and  to  lop  off  instantly  a  large  portion  ot  the  law  itself  and  of 
the  benefits  growing  out  of  that  law.  That  is  what  it  meant.  Now  In  order 
to  have  done  that  well,  any  such  thing,  no  matter  what  the  percentage,  and 
the  proportion  might  be — in  order  to  do  it  well,  it  would  have  been  necessary 
that  men  trained  in  that  work,  who  have  studied  the  system,  who  have 
studied  Its  ramifications  for  a  period  not  of  days  but  of  months,  that  they 
should  have  heard  numerous  witnesses  upon  the  question,  that  they  should 
have  had  pointed  out  to  them  scientifically  and  accurately  wherein  the  law  was 
deficient;  wherein  this  group  was  receiving  more  than  it  should  receive; 
wherein  that  group  was  not  getting  what  it  should  get,  and  how  to  equalize 
it  all.    But  what  happened?    It  was  just  this. 

The  bill  was  sent  in  with  a  message  from  the  president  asking  for  its 
immediate  passage.  This  time  the  bill  was  printed  and  this  time  copies  of  it 
were  distributed  around  the  House  of  Representatives  and  some  of  the  mem- 
bers got  it,  but  the  reading  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  rose  up 
at  the  behest  of  the  speaker  and  read  the  bill.  I  do  not  remember  how 
many  pages  there  were  but  it  seems  to  me  there  must  have  been  twenty-five 
or  thirty,  and  the  voice  of  the  reading  clerk  rattled  off  the  terms  of  that  bill ; 
and  I  want  to  tell  you  here  today  that  there  was  not  a  man  in'  the  House  of 
Representatives,  outside  of  the  few  who  may  have  helped  in  the  preparation 
of  the  bill,  who  could  possibly  have  known  what  was  contained,  or  what 
the  relation  of  paragraph  1  would  be  to  paragraph  3;  It  was  utterly  Im- 
possible that  they  should  know  It  or  should  retain  It  In  their  minds  after 
it  was  read. 

Then,  as  was  necessary  under  those  circumstances,  a  rule  had  been 
passed  by  the  committee  on  rules  of  the  House  limiting  the  time  of 
debate  to,  I  think,  two  hours.  Tvno  hours  to  upset  what  had  taken 
150  years  to  accomplish — two  hours  to  debate  something  which  went  back 
Into  every  class  of  our  society,  and  Into  every  age  of  our  society  from  the 
young  man  up — two  hours  of  debate  upon  that  bill!  And  then  the  bill  was 
passed  and,  as  far  as  the  House  of  Representatives  was  concerned,  became 
law. 

I  want  to  tell  you  that  there  could  not  have  been  a  human  being  in 
the  house  of  representatives  there  who  fully  understood  the  implications  of 
this  bill,  or  who  could  fully  understand  or  foresee  the  vast  amount  of  cruelty 
and  brutality  and  Injustice  which  would  arise  from  a  situation  such  as  that. 
All  right  There  are  437  members  of  the  house.  About  90  members  of  the 
house  voted  against  that  bill,  and  many  of  them  voted  against  It  for  two 
particular  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  because  they  felt  that  such  power 
as  that  should  not,  in  a  republic,  ever  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  one 
man  be  he  Republican  or  Democrat  or  Socialist,  (Rising  house  with  loud 
applause  and  cheering)  whoever  he  might  be,  that  It  was  unAmerlcan,  that 
it  was  not  in  accord  with  our  theories  of  government  growing  up  during 
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the  past,  not  only  150  but  thousands  of  years.  And  the  second  reason  was 
that  everybody  who  had  any  time  to  grive  the  matter  thouRht  now  tliat  we 
could  not  sit  there  and  foresee  the  iniquities  that  would  spring  up  like  the 
soldiers  that  sprang  up  from  the  dragon's  teeth  in  the  fable  nobody  could 
understand ;  then  immediately  the  anvil  chorus  came  In,  and  for  the  first 
time  in  my  life  I  was  denounced  by  the  pa()ers  of  the  country  as  being 
next  door  to  a  traitor  in  this  countrj'  of  ours  because  at  that  time  I  had  had 
the  temerity  to  stand  out  for  my  honest  convictions. 

Don't  think  I  am  making  a  political  spet»ch  here  this  afternoon:  I  am 
not.  You  will  know  very  well  why  before  very  long.  I  am  talking  the  plain 
facts  to  you,  but  I  would  like  you  to  understand  how  the  tide  has  changed 
down  there  in  the  House  of  Ilepn'sentatives  and  in  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  in  the  past  month  or  two. 

At  first  the  man  was  virtually  outlawed  who  had  voted  against  that 
so-called  economy  bill.  He  was  virtually  outlawed.  I  had  letter  after 
letter  from  close  personal  friends  of  mine  that  moved  me  almost  to  tears  to 
think  that  they  so  misconstrued  by  action ;  and  in  almost  every  Instance,  the 
men  who  wrote  me  those  letters  have  written  back  and  said  they  were  sorry. 
( Applause. ) 

Then  came  the  after  story.  Then  came  the  story  of  men  suiciding— men 
hanging  themselves,  men  drowning  themselves  in  their  desperation  brought 
about  by  the  brutalities  and  the  iniciuitit^  that  arose  in  the  first  place 
out  of  this  step.-  And  then  man  after  man,  n»pres<»ntative  and  senator,  com- 
menced to  rise  on  the  floor  of  the  House  and  of  the  Senate  and  to  say,  with 
an  apology  that  they  meant  and  one  that  was  sincere,  and  I  Mleve  without 
political  significance  in  most  cases—numerous  men  arose  and  said,  *'Had 
I  not  been  deceive^l,  had  I  understood  for  a  moment  the  drastic  character 
of  this  act,  the  way  in  which  it  wuld  be  administered,  I  would  never  have 
voted  for  it."  And  one  United  States  Senator,  a  great  friend  of  mine,  said 
to  me  no  longer  than  two  weeks  ago  that  the  one  thing  he  regretted  in  his 
career  as  a  Senator  of  the  I'nited  States—and  he  is  a  splendid  one—was 
the  fact  that  he  had  voted  for  this  bill  hastUy  and  without  knowing  Its 
implications. 

So  there  you  get  the  story.  But  in  the  last  it  became  more  or  less  of  a 
jockeying  contest  after  it  had  reached  the  Senate.  It  was  not  possible 
for  the  administration  to  retire  from  the  position  it  had  taken.  It  was  not 
possible  for  the  senators  in  the  political  situation  In  which  they  found  them- 
selves  throughout  the  country— It  was  impossible  for  them  to  take  too 
advanced  a  position  or  to  retreat  too  far.  And  the  result  was  the  bill  as  you 
have  it  and  as  you  know  it  today. 

Now  I  have  heard  this  also.  Of  course  any  man  in  public  life  has  an 
immense  number  of  warm  friends  in  all  the  ranks  of  veterana  of  your  war 
and  of  others  as  weU,  but  I  have  heard,  and  I  am  not  saying  this  to  com- 
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pliment  you  this  afternoon,  that  the  thing  they  were  the  sorriest  for  was  the 
situation  which  arose  as  to  the  veterans  of  the  Spanish  war,  and  that  because 
— of  course  obviouslj^  because  tlie  men  of  that  war  are  men  of  advancing 
years;  and  they  are  the  men  who  when  hope  is  talcen  away  from  tliem  in 
their  illness,  in  their  sickness,  feebleness  of  body — they  have  not  the  chance 
of  building  back  to  the  place  where  the  younger  men  of  the  World  War 
certainly  can  do  under  most  circumstances  if  they  are  deprived  of  the  things 
which  they  have  been   receiving  in   the  past. 

I  think  that  you  would  have  found  that  true  of  the  men  down  there  if 
you  had  gone  around  with  me  and  had  talked  with  various  men  in  congress 
who  had  voted  for  this  bill  at  the  time  it  came  out,  I  think  you  would  find  a 
world  of  warm  and  kindly  feeling  toward  the  veterans  of  the  Spanish  war. 
Everybody  says  when  they  talk  of  the  veterans  of  this  war,  talk  of  the  fact 
that  for  so  many  years  they  asked  nothing;  of  the  fact  that  for  so  many 
years  they  went  on  in  silence,  meekly,  quietly,  humbly ;  and  when  at  last 
they  were  given  what  it  was  felt  they  were  entitled  to,  it  was  done  gladly, 
freely,  by  all  classes  of  men  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Therefore  my  hope  is  this :  I  realize  full  well  that  there  have  been 
great  abuses  in  pensions  and  compensations  in  many  ways,  but  I  don't  believe 
that  the  general  run  of  feeling  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  is  that 
the  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War  have  abused  it  in  any  way.  Here  is  one 
of  the  reasons  why  there  has  been  a  reaction,  a  temporary  reaction  against 
the  soldier  in  this  countrj' — it  has  been  in  the  events  which  took  place  in 
Washington  last  year.  I  refer  particularly  to  the  so-called  bonus  army  which 
swarmed  into  Washington  last  year  and  brought  about  for  the  time  being 
something  which  threatened  the  treasury  of  the  capital  of  the  United  States. 
And  I  think  there  resulted  from  that  a  reaction,  for  the  time  being,  against 
the  soldier  generally,  a  reaction  that  is  just  as  certain  to  swing  the  other 
way  as  the  pendulum  swings. 

Also  everybody  had  suffered  great  losses.  When  a  person  looked  about 
and  saw  a  man  drawing  a  salary  as  sheriff,  or  member  of  congress,  or  as  a 
soldier  of  the  Spanish-American  War,  they  looked  at  it  askance  for  the  time 
being.  Tliat  will  wear  away.  Our  people  like  the  ex-service  men,  believe 
in  them  thoroughly  and  to  the  limit. 

And  I  think  the  message  I  will  bring  to  you  here  this  afternoon  is  that 
when  better  times  prevail  there  will  be  a  far  more  temperate  way  of  looking 
at  the  problems  that  confront  you.  After  all  remember  this.  We  have  been 
passing  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow.  I  last  year,  talking  politically  and 
talking  in  political  campaigns,  tried  my  best  to  carry  to  deaf  ears  throughout 
the  United  States — because  I  have  been  into  other  states — but  particularly 
in  my  own  region  and  among  my  own  friends,  I  tried  to  carry  to  them  the 
though  that  the  depression  through  which  we  were  passing  was  a  world 
depression,  that  no  man  or  set  of  men  had  brought  it  about,  that  the  vast 
turmoil  and  strife  and  stress  of  the  great  World  War  had  crowded  upon  us 
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conditions  from  which  we  would  suffer  for  mnny  years  to  come  and  which 
had  dislodged  the  machinery,  the  mcM'hanlsm  of  the  world  In  Mich  a  way  that 
down  we  went  into  the  abyss. 

I  say  that  I  trieil  to  carry  that  message  and  to  carry  it  to  deaf  ears 
because  people  did  not  want  to  hear  it.  They  felt  that  there  was  ftometliiiig 
intrinsically  wrong  just  in  this  country  of  ours.  Just  here  alone.  But  I 
notice  that  in  the  speeches  and  messages  that  the  groat  president  of  the 
United  States  is  making  today  here  and  there,  he  rtHM»gtdsM»s  the  fact  that 
this  is  a  world  depression,  and  that  until  the  world  outside  of  our  own 
country  recovers  something  of  i(s  poise  ami  iHiuanlmlty.  we  can  not  hope 
for  complete  and  lasting  pros|)erity  In  the  Unlte<l  States.  And  I  think 
that  is  a  great  advance  in  thought — where  we  can  come  to  that  point  and 
commence   to   reckon   with   it   from   that   standiwlut. 

Now,  gentlemen  of  this  convention,  you  have  earnest  and  honest  and 
stalwart  friends  in  the  congress  of  the  I'nitetl  States;  ytm  are  going  to 
continue  to  have;  you  are  going  to  see  the  effort  put  into  immediate  motion 
as  soon  as  congress  convenes  again  next  year— Into  imme<llate  motion  to  right 
the  wrongs  that  so  many  men  now  feel  have  l)een  done  to  you.  (Ix)ud 
applause  and  cheering.)  I  don't  want  you  to  despair  of  this.  1  want  you 
to  believe  that  it  is  coming,  and  I  want  to  urge  U|Km  you  here  today  and 
in  these  strenuous  times  with  constitutional  powers  rapidly  vanishing— I 
want  you  to  go  away  from  here  stronger  and  more  stiilwart  Americans  than 
you  were  on  the  days  when  you  followed  the  tlag  south  In  the  fleld.  (Applause). 
I  want  you  to  accept  all  of  the  strange,  new  things  which  are  lieing  done  in 
the  way  of  legislation,  I  want  you  to  accept  them  now  -If  I  can  advise  you— 
with  calm,  with  poise,  believing  that  after  all  there  Is  a  dt»stlny  that  will 
guide  our  nation  between  the  Scylla  of  Mussollnlism,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
the  Charybdis  of  communism  on  the  other  hand.  We  are  not  for  a  Mussolini 
and  we  are  not  for  the  Communists.  We  are  for  the  American  Hepubllc.  a 
government  that  for  150  years  has  given  to  its  people  the  very  best  that 
has  been  enjoyed  ever  anywhere  in  the  world,  a  nation  that  has  advanced 
from  the  smalle^^t  beginnings  until  even  ttnlay  in  the  midst  of  the  woe  and 
the  misery  that  we  know  is  all  about  us,  it  is  nevertheless  stUl  far  the 
happiest,  far  the  best  off  of  any  people  anywhere  throughout  the  world. 

Let  us  stand  by  the  flag,  not  by  the  red  flag,  hut  by  the  stars  and 
stripes;  let  us  check  any  talk  of  going  toward  communism,  and  as  far  as 
going  any  farther  toward  dictatorship  is  concerned,  the  American  people 
will  see  themselves,  when  it  once  dawns  on  them,  with  your  help  and  mine 
likewise,  that  there  shall  be  no  dictatorship,  but  that  there  shall  be  the  same 
Republic  that  we  have  known  during  all  our  lives.    (Applause  and  cheering). 

And  I  therefore  ask  you  to  accept  what  Is  strange  and  new  and  for 
the  time  being  dealing  with  a  great  emergency;  have  faith  In  the  president 
of  the  United  States.  He  is  a  humane  man,  he  is  a  good  man  and  an  honor- 
able man,  and  no  other  man  could  be,  I  think,  the  president  of  the  United 
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States.  He  will  do  justice  when  the  times  comes,  when  he  knows  wherein 
Justice  has  not  been  done.  The  only  trouble  about  it  is  that  a  president, 
sitting  in  the  position  that  he  does,  dealing  with  the  tremendous  questions 
that  come  with  a  terrilHc  impact  against  him  in  every  moment  of  his  waking 
life — he  can  do  nothing  else  than  delegate,  to  lesser  men  unfortunately,  the 
task  of  trying  to  do  justice. 

Don't  give  up  faith  in  your  nation.  Don't  give  up  faith  in  your  president. 
Have  high  hope,  have  high  courage,  and  I  predict  to  you  here  today  that 
things  will  come  out  with  you  as  your  services,  your  sacrifices  and  your 
patriotism  deserve;  and  out  of  all  of  this  confusion  and  tumult,  in  a  little 
while  there  is  going  to  emerge  an  America  better  than  the  one  we  know 
today,  and  better  than  the  one  we  knew  yesterday — sober  and  chastened,  made 
clean  by  passing  through  the  fires  of  adversity  for  a  few  short  years,  for  a 
few  short  years;  and  then  out  of  it  all  will  come  something  nobler  and  finer 
and  better  than  you  and  I  have  ever  dreamed  of. 

Let  me  thank  you  once  again  for  allowing  me  to  be  a  guest  at  this 
meeting.  Let  me  assure  you  once  more  of  my  faith,  my  continued  belief  in 
the  comrades  of  the  Spanish-American  War.  Let  me  tell  you  once  more,  as 
I  have  told  them  in  many  smaller  assemblies  than  this,  that  it  is  upon  the 
patriotism  of  such  men  and  women  that  America  must  rely  if  she  is  to 
reach  that  goal  towards  which  we  are  all  straining  our  hearts  and  minds — 
the  greatest  happiness  for  the  greatest  number  of  people  everywhere  within 
our  borders.     (Loud  applause  and  cheering  by  a  rising  house.) 

One  of  the  comrades  led  in  three  cheers  and  a  tiger  for  Joe  Hooper. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  Congressman  Hooper,  permit  me  to  say  that  I 
am  particularly  grateful  to  you  for  the  kind  words  you  have  offered  to  us, 
and  at  this  time  I  am  going  to  ask  Past  Comrade  Commander  Charles  L. 
Bartlett  to  respond  to  the  talk  by  our  distinguished  guest. 

PAST  COMMANDER  BARTLETT:  Officers,  delegates  and  members  of 
the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  to  me  this  is  the  greatest  honor  of  my 
life — to  be  able  to  respond  to  the  remarks  that  Congressman  Hooper  has  made. 

Joe,  as  I  call  him,  and  I  myself  were  born  and  brought  up  together, 
have  been  i)ersonal  friends  for  over  forty  years.  During  that  time  I  have 
watched  his  progress  not  only  here  but  elsewhere.  I  believe  that  there  are 
few  people  in  the  whole  State,  or  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  or  the  city  of  Battle 
Creek  at  least  who  know  Joe  as  I  do,  who  know  his  sincerity  of  purpose, 
his  great  loyalty  to  our  organization,  his  love  of  his  country. 

And  I  will  say  this  to  you,  Joe,  that  there  is  not  a  communistic  heart, 
that  there  is  not  a  communistic  thought,  and  that  there  is  not  any  com- 
munistic propaganda  going  on  directly  or  indirectly  in  our  great  organization. 
(Applause).  These  boys  every  one,  Joe,  are  volunteers.  There  were  240,000 
of  those  boys  aRproxlmately  who  responded  to  the  call  of  their  country  in 
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1898.  You  well  remember  the  day  when  Company  D  marched  away  from 
Battle  Creek.  What  a  wonderful  com{)any  It  was!  And  you  well  remember 
the  32nd  Regiment  of  Volunteer  Infantry,  that  gplendid  bunch  of  boys  over 
1,200  strong  who  responded  to  the  call  of  their  country. 

And  you  saw  those  boys  return  here  to  Battle  Creek,  many  of  them  disabled, 
and  in  our  company  alone  thirty-five  of  the  106,  Joe.  are  beneath  the  sod; 
fourteen  more  of  them  are  unaccounted  for;  and  that  is  the  same  number 
practically  that  every  company  has.  In  other  words,  these  men  volaotarlly 
submitted  their  lives  to  their  flag. 

At  this  time  you  know  the  menacing  attitude  of  the  foreign  powers. 
No  one  knew  at  that  time,  none  of  us  knew  at  that  time  that  the  war  would 
be  ended  so  quickly ;  but  fortunately  for  all  concerned  It  was. 

Now  I  am  not  going  to  talk  any  further  except  to  say  this.  Joe.  and 
I  am  talking  for  this  organization  now  as  official  spokesman  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  that  we  love  you,  (applause), 
that  we  respect  you  (applause),  that  we  know  that  your  acts  In  our  b^alf 
•were  not  political  in  nature;  and,  boys,  let  us  hope  that  this  great  organisa- 
tion will  make  this  distinguished  citizen  and  friend  of  ours  an  honorary  life 
member, (Loud  applause),  so  that  he  may  be  somewhat  repaid  for  the  efforts 
he  has  made  and  the  abuse  that  he  has  taken  In  our  behalf.  You  have 
listened  to  his  story  and  of  course  every  word  was  the  truth,  and  he  probably 
did  not  tell  you  one-tenth  of  the  story— the  abuse  that  he  has  taken  from 
friends  in  this  and  other  communities  because  he  dared  stand  in  Washington 
and  fight  for  the  rights  of  men  who  fought  for  their  country.     (Applause). 

Joe,  at  this  time  this  Is  the  only  honor  that  I  can  bestow  upon  you, 
that  this  organization  can  bestow— -and  that  is  to  pin  upcm  yo«  this  badge 
of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  I  hope  you  will  always  keep  it,  and 
at  some  future  time  we  hope  that  we  can  show  our  appreciation  in  a  more 
substantial  form— to  make  you  an  honorary  life  member.  God  bless  you; 
we  love  you.     ( Loud  applause  by  a  rising  house. ) 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  Comrade  Department  Marshal,  you  will  assemble 
the  colors  and  retire  our  distinguished  visitor. 

Congressman  Hooper  was  escorted  from  the  room  amid  loud  applause. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  I  will  now  re-read  my  annual  report.  I  am 
doing  this  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  were  not  here  last  Monday. 

(The  Commander  read  his  report  which  was  followed  by  enthusiastic 
applause). 

COMRADE  GEORGE  HOLDMAN,  Camp  No.  9,  Detroit.  Department 
Commander  and  comrades  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  Department 
of  Michigan :  In  commendng  upon  this  report  of  our  Department  Com- 
mander, Comrade  Finch,  I  will  say  to  you  that  it  is  a  masterpiece.    I  am 
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very  j^rateful  for  having  the  opportunity  to  hear  that  report  read.  I  did  not 
get  into  the  convention  the  other  day  in  time  to  hear  that  report ;  but  I 
deeply  feel  to  the  bottom  of  my  heart  that  the  members  of  the  Department 
of  Michigan  owe  to  Comrade  Finch  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  his  work  and 
for  his  courage  in  the  stand  taken  to  save  the  Department  of  Michigan. 
That  is  no  reflection  upon  past  administrations,  but  I  w^ant  to  say  that  that 
report,  to  my  way  of  thinking,  is  a  masterpiece ;  and  again,  we  owe  Comrade 
Finch  a  debt  of  gratitude.     (Applause). 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comments  were  made  upon  this  report  Monday 
and  resolutions  were  made  and  passed.  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  for  any 
other  comments  to  be  made.  I  appreciate  the  support  you  are  giving  me  at 
this  time  in  bringing  this  out  to  you  in  a  comprehensive  manner  and  I 
hope  you  all  understand  it.  If  at  any  time  you  do  not,  I  shall  be  glad  to  go 
into  it  with  you  more  in  detail,  show  you  the  correspondence,  show  you 
everything  I  can  myself. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  We  will  now  proceed  to  the  regular  order  of 
business,  the  nomination  and  election  of  officers. 

ADJUTANT  LUKES,  Chairman  of  the  Credentials  Committee,  submitted 
his  final  report  showing  total  number  of  delegates  registered,  225;  one  past 
commander-in-chief ;  11  past  department  commanders ;  20  department  officers ; 
31  camp  officers;  98  past  commanders;   other  delegates,   64.    Total  225. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  The  first  order  of  business  is  the  nomination 
for  Department  Commander.  We  are  now  open  for  nominations  for  Depart- 
ment Commander. 

COMRADE  BREITMEYER,  Camp  No.  10. '  Comrade  Commander  and 
comrades :  I  will  not  make  any  attempt  to  make  an  adequate  nominating 
speech  because  it  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  do  it ;  it  is  not  in  me.  But 
I  feel  especially  privileged  today  to  nominate  for  Department  Commander  for 
the  ensuing  year  a  man  who  has  been  a  loyal  and  diligent  comrade,  w^ho 
has  spent  his  time  and  money  diligently  in  performing  the  duties  of  his 
present  office  and  has  been  unquestionably  a  loyal  comrade,  a  go-getter,  and 
one  w^ho  has  at  all  times  the  interests  of  this  organization  at  heart.  It  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  for  consideration  the  name  of  our  present 
Senior  Vice  Department  Commander,  Harvey  Ruggles,  to  be  our  Department 
Commander  for  the  ensuring  year. 

PAST  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  CHAS.  L.  BARTLETT:  Com- 
rade Commander  and  comrades :  During  the  past  year  I  have  had  occasion 
to  meet  the  camps  throughout  the  state  and  I  have  noticed  the  hard  work 
that  our  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  has  done,  and  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  supporting  the  nomination  of  Harvey  Ruggles  as  Department 
Commander  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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COMRADE  WILLIAMS,  of  Sajcinaw.  I  am  the  flret  commander  of 
Camp  32,  Tliree  Rivers.  Michigan,  and  our  Senior  Vice  was  nominated  for 
commander,  acted  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  me  in  organisinic  that  camp, 
therefore  I  wish  also  to  second  that  nomination. 

COMRADE  DICKINSON,  Detroit  Camp  No.  10.  I  want  to  echo  the 
sentiments  of  Comrade  Williams  in  loyally  supiwrting  Comrade  Huggles. 

COMRADE   (?):     I  move  the  nominations  be  closed. 

COMRADE   (?):     I  support  the  motion. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  It  has  been  moved  and  supported  that  the 
nominations  for  Department  Commander  be  closed.  Are  there  any  remarks? 
If  not,  all  in  favor  will  signify  It  by  the  usual  voting  sign.  Aye.  Any  opposed, 
No.     The  motion  is  carried. 

COMRADE  DICKINSON,  Detroit  Camp  No.  10.  I  move  the  rules  be 
suspended  and  the  Adjutant  be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
convention  for  Harvey  Ruggles  for  Department  Commander. 

COMRADE  HAMILTON,  Tlngree  No.  5:  I  support  the  motion,  C/omrade 
Commander. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  Comrades,  you  have  heard  the  motion.  If  there 
are  no  remarks,  all  in  favor  signify  it  by  the  usual  voting  sign.  Any  ccmtrary 
by  the  usual  sign.    The  motion  is  carried. 

ADJUTANT  LUKES:  I  hereby  cast  225  votes  for  Senior  Vice  Com- 
mander Harvey  J.  Ruggles  for  Department  Commander  for  the  ensuing  year. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  Comrades,  the  next  office  to  which  you  are  to 
elect  one  of  the  comrades  is  that  of  Senior  Vice  Department  C^ommander. 

DEPARTMENT  SURGEON  BRODERICK,  Camp  No.  9 :  Comrade  Com- 
mander, I  am  not  going  to  take  a  long  time  nominating  this  young  man 
either,  because  I  had  the  great  pleasure  last  year  of  nominating  him  to 
start  in  the  chairs,  and  what  I  said  last  year  is  multiplied  twenty  times 
this  year — that  all  his  waking  moments  are  spent  with  the  thought  In  mind 
of  bettering  and  furthering  the  organization  that  he  has  so  ably  represented 
this  year.  To  make  it  short  and  snappy,  and  the  room  is  so  damn  hot, 
the  name  I  am  going  to  place  in  nomination  Is  Ed.  M.  Lacy. 

COMRADE  (?)  :  Comrade  Lacy  is  from  Pingree  Camp  No.  5,  so  I  second 
the  nomination,  as  I  am  from  Pingree  Camp. 

COMRADE  HUME,  of  Marquette :     I  second  the  nomination. 

COMRADE  WEED:     I  move  the  nominations  be  closed. 

COMRADE  (?)  :     I  second  the  motion.

COMMANDER  FINCH :  All  in  favor  of  the  motion  will  signify  it  by  the 
usual  sign.    Those  opposed,  No.    It  is  carried. 

COMRADE  WEED,  of  Detroit.  Comrade  Commander,  I  move  you  that 
the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  the  Adjutant  be  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  convention  for  Comrade  Lacy. 

COMRADE    (?):     I  support  the  motion. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  You  have  heard  the  motion.  All  in  favor  say, 
Aye;  opposed,  No.    The  motion  is  carried. 

ADJUTANT  LUKES :  I  hereby  cast  the  225  votes  of  this  convention  for 
Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  Ed.  M.  Lacy  for  Senior  Vice  Department 
Commander. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  The  next  office  for  which  nominations  will  be 
received  will  be  that  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

COMRADE  INGRAM,  of  Camp  51.  It  is  very  gratifying  that  the  man 
I  placed  before  the  convention  at  Petoskey  last  year  received  more  votes 
than  we  expected.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  place  before  the  delegates  of  this 
convention  a  comrade  who  was  adjutant  of  our  camp  for  seven  years,  has 
been  a  member  almost  since  the  day  it  was  founded.  We  feel  that  this 
man  is  qualified  for  the  office,  and  we  feel  that  the  city  of  Pontiac,  having 
never  had  any  one  elected  to  office  by  the  State  body,  is  rather  entitled  to 
that.

Commander. 

COMRADE  DEMAREST,  Camp  No.  3.  We  have  one  man  who  has 
worked  for  a  ^ood  many  years  in  his  own  community  and  outside  also.  I 
desire  to  place  in  nomination  Past  Commander  George  Borek,  No.  7. 

COMRADE  WAITE,  Camp  No.  3.  I  would  like  to  platv  in  nomination 
tliis  afternoon  for  the  office  of  Junior  Vice  Commander  a  man  who  han  been 
commander  of  Henry  Camp  No.  3,  a  man  of  high  Rtanding  in  his  community, 
who  is  well  liked  by  everyboily,  and  if  you  in  your  judgment  think  that  he 
is  the  man  you  want,  I  am  iwsitive  that  he  will  lie  100%  for  the  I^partment 
of  Michigan.  I  therefore  submit  to  you  this  afternoon  the  name  of  Col.  II. 
Edward  Campbell,  commandant  of  Michigan  Soliders*  Home. 

PAST  DEPT.  COMMANDER  STEIN:  I  want  to  support  the  nomination 
of  Comrade  Granger,  of  Allegan.  Comrade  Granger  you  rememlier  worke<l 
pretty  hard  on  a  resolution  which  we  would  like  to  have  put  through  hut 
could  not  do  it  on  account  of  technical  reasons,  and  I  want  to  tell  you  that 
if  every  man  worked  as  hard  for  this  IH»partment  as  Comrade  Granger,  we 
would  get  somewhere.     I  want  to  support  his  nomination. 

CHIEF  OF  STAFF  RUEDISCELI :  I  should  have  gotten  to  my  feet 
before,  but  there  were  too  many  of  you  younger  fellows  got  to  your  fet»t  to 
support  these  nominations.

I  was  requested  sometime  this  fore- 
noon  to  make  a  nomination  for  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander,  but  it 
seems  that  one  of  my  good  friends  has  beat  me  to  It.    However,  I  want  to 
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take  this  opportunity,  and  I  assure  you  it  is  a  pleasure,  to  support  the 
nomination  of  a  comrade  who  has  been  mentioned  here  who  has  been  a  good 
worker  in  the  organization.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  this  time  to  support 
the  nomination  of  Comrade  Borck. 

CHAPLAIN  SWART:  I  want  to  say  just  very  briefly  that  Comrade 
Borck  has  been  an  unfailing  worker  and  a  great  many  of  the  men  who  are 
here  today  owe  the  fact  that  they  are  receiving  their  pensions — 600  claims 
that  Comrade  Borck  has  worked  through  for  pensions.  He  has  been  a  hard 
worker  in  this  department  at  all  times,  and  I  feel  you  will  make  no  mistake 
if  you  elect  Comrade  Borck  as  your  Junior  Vice  Commander.

In  the  report  of  the  previous  department  commanders  it  will 
always  be  necessary  to  guess  many  of  the  things  that  are  brought  up  on  the 
convention.  In  my  own  report  I  have  blamed  considerable  on  the  sten- 
ographer for  not  entering  it.  I  don't  blame  the  stenographer  any  more.  It 
is  impossible  for  the  stenographer  to  get  all  of  the  talks  that  are  made  here 
with  the  noise,  and  unless  there  is  better  order,  you  will  have  to  do  a  lot 
of  guessing  when  you  read  your  proceedings. 

COMMANDER  FINCH :  I  want  to  announce  again  you  will  have  to  cut 
out  your  visiting  in  the  room  and  let  use  have  it  more  quiet.  Otherwise  we 
can't  carry  on;  we  can't  hear. 

COMRADE  DICKINSON,  Detroit  No.  10.  For  a  number  of  years  I  have 
watched  this  fight.  I  know  you  are  workers.  Personally  one  of  my  friends 
is  running  for  Junior  Vice  Commander.  I  think  he  is  over-shadowed  by 
another  candidate,  therefore  I  rise  to  support  the  nomination  of  Borck. 

COMRADE  COLEMAN,  Pingree  No.  5.  I  move  the  nominations  be 
closed. 

COMRADE  WILLIS  PACE,  Port  Huron.     I  second  the  motion. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  It  is  moved  and  supported  that  the  nomina- 
tions be  closed.    All  in  favor  say,  Aye;  opposed,  No.     It  is  carried. 

I  will  appoint  as  tellers  Neil  Dewar  chairman  of  the  committee,  Comrade

COMRADE  DICKINSON,  Detroit  No.  10.  (Made  a  motion  ruled  out 
of  order).

South 
Haven,  Grand  Haven,  and  the  smaller  cities,  Ann  Arbor,  Monroe.  Tfecumaeh, 
Adrian— don't  forget— I  know  you  comrades  who  desire  to  extend  an  invita- 
tion.    Bring  it  forth.

I  cannot  help  but  add  to  the  report  made  by  the  Department  Commander 
and  the  remarks  made  by  several  comrades.  When  Comrade  Finch  came  to 
Detroit  on  election  day  and  told  me  what  was  happening  and  wanted  me 
to  come  to  the  Lansing  meeting,  requested  a  complete  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Department  Quartermaster,  there  were  many  rumors  going  around 
at  that  time  blaming  other  Department  commanders  for  some  of  the  short- 
comings that  were  made  in  Lansing.  It  is  not  a  pleasure  for  any  one. 
especially  for  me,  to  be  called  upon  to  make  an  audit,  or  to  audit  to  find 
the  shortcomings  of  one  of  our  comrades,  a  man  who  has  been  very  dear  to 
me,  in  whom  I  have  had  the  most  implicit  faith  that  a  man  could  have.  And 
that  applies  to  other  past  Department  commanders — every  one  of  us  has 
the  faith  that  we  should  have  in  our  comrades.  But  it  was  misplaced,  I  am 
sorry  to  say. 

No  Department  is  to  blame ;  no  committee  on  auditing  is  to  blame. 
It  was  cleverly  executed.  A  comrade  would  go  to  a  finance  company  and 
borrow  sufficient  money  to  last  until  the  convention  was  over,  then  he 
would  borrow  to  pay  the  finance  company ;  and  a  shortage  was  carried 
over  from  one  year  to  another.  Comrade  Finch  deserves  a  great  deal  of 
credit  for  going  to  the  bank  and  ascertaining  the  balance  that  was  there 
in  our  general  fund,  much  credit,  and  when  he  relieved  him  of  his  duty, 
which  was  the  proper  thing  to  do  although  he  was  criticized  for  it  at  the 
time  by  many  of  our  comrades.  I^t  us  hope,  however.  In  the  report  of 
that  audit  which  was  made  to  the  Department  Council  of  Administration, 
there  were  several  suggestions  made  in  order  to  avoid  a  great  deal  of  that, 
and  they  have  been  carried  out  as  recommended  by  the  committee. 

It  was  as  a  result  of  that  audit  that  seven  resolutions  were  presented  here 
yesterday  amending  the  by-laws  of  the  Department.  Six  of  them  were 
adopted;  one  of  them  was  tabled  although  very  few  of  you  know  what  it 
was  and  why  it  was  tabled.     There  isn't  any  one  here  who  can  tell  you 
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why  it  was  tableil,  but  it  was  tahltnl.  aiul  let  us  leave  It  (here.  As  long 
as  you  don't  want  it,  as  lonjj  as  you  are  satislled.  we  are.  Tlie  committee 
on  resolutions  had  gone  over  these  resolutions  ameudins  the  by-laws,  very 
thoroughly.  We  spent  from  nine  o'eliH-k  yesterday  mornlnK  until  after  om» 
discussing  every  resolution  that  was  brought  In  ht»re  and  read  and  adopted 
or  rejected.  And  that  committee  on  rescilutions  were  all  past  l>t»partment 
commanders  who  have  the  welfare  of  the  organization  at  heart.  We  would 
not  for  a  moment  think  of  handicapping  any  Department  commander  or  any 
other  officer.     So  much  for  that. 

I  received  a  letter  yesterday  from  our  Patriotic  Instructor  asking  me  to 
reiK)rt  to  you  the  fact  thiit  he  was  unable  to  Ik»  with  us  at  this  convention. 
This  is  the  first  convention  that  Comrade  (ians.MT  has  mlsM'd  In  nuiny  a 
year  and  it  is  due  to  ill  health,  and  he  recpu'sted  me  to  extentl  to  the  In- 
coming officers  his  best  wishes  for  a  successful  administration. 

There  was  a  resolution  which  was  omitted  by  the  committee  on  reso- 
lutions, and  I  would  suggest  (hat  Comrade  Kllstrom  write  a  renolutlon 
coming  from  this  Department  thanking  our  national  legislative  commlttcH', 
the  National  Tribune,  and  esiKH-ially  Ulce  W.  Means,  and  add  it  to  our 
resolutions,  and  that  we  have  a  copy  of  it  forwarded  to  the  National  Tribune. 
I  think  that  this  convention  owes  that  to  our  National  Tribune  and  to 
Hice  W.  Means,  and  our  national  legislative  committee. 

COMMANDER  FINCH:  Comrade  Kllstrom,  you  know  your  duty.  It 
is  so  ordered. 

COMRADE  PAST  DEPARTMENT  (M>MMANDER  HENNINO  (Con- 
tinuing) :  Comrade  Gansser  is  not  i)rcsent  here  to  rep(^rt  for  the  legislative 
committee,  so  I  will  attempt  to  report  to  you  the  legislation  that  we  have 
tried  to  get  for  the  comrades  of  Michigan.  I  have  Iummi  to  Lansing  a  numlHT 
of  times  this  winter,  and  the  oidy  thing  that  I  find  wrong  with  this  organ- 
ization is  that  we  haven't  enough  DeuKXTats  in  it.  We  had  considerable 
difficulty  in  meeting  with  a  Democratic  legislature. 

I  believe  the  most  important  bill  which  was  introduced  was  the  one 
amending  the  tax  exempt  bill  into  law.  We  have  ahvays  be<»n  exempted-— 
not  always,  but  for  a  number  of  years  our  taxes  have  l)een  exempted  to 
.$2000.00  providing  our  home  did  not  excwd  a  valuation  over  $5000.00.  A 
bill  to  amend  that  law  was  introduced  wherel>y  the  State  tax  would  only 
be  exempted  under  this  law,  but  it  would  give  authority  to  the  local  assesH- 
ing  communities  to  do  likewise.  In  order  to  have  your  tax  exempted,  It 
would  be  necessary  for  you  to  apply  to  the  State  government,  to  the  dty 
government,  to  your  county  government,  or  to  your  township  government 
which  would  be  almost  impossible. 

Your  committee  met  with  the  committee  in  Lansing  and  we  asked  them-- 
in  fact  our  plea  was  that  we  were  not  asked  to  volunteer  for  any  county, 
any   city   or   township,   but   we   were   asked   to  volunteer  for   the   SUte  of 
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Michigan,  and  if  anybody  owes  anything  for  our  service  it  is  the  State 
of  Michigan  and  no  one  else,  and  they  should  not  request  us  to  go  to  any 
other  community  for  additional  exemption. 

We  were  told  outside  of  the  committee  room  that  the  bill  would  be 
tabled  and  put  to  sleep.  However,  about  four  weeks  ago,  to  my  surprise, 
the  bill  was  brought  out,  voted  upon  favorably  by  the  house.  But  it  had 
been  changed.  Instead  of  compelling  the  veterans  to  go  to  their  local 
Communities  to  be  exempted,  it  was  compulsory  for  the  local  community  to 
exempt  your  taxes,  so  your  application  would  only  have  to  be  made  in  one 
place. 

Then  we  tried  to — in  fact  I  think  we  succeeded  in  killing  it  in  the 
senate.  However,  I  have  not  seen  all  of  the  bills  which  were  rejwrted 
out  in  the  last  hours  of  the  legislature.  Whether  this  bill  was  one  of  them 
I  am  unable  to  say,  but  I  hope  it  w^as  not.  I  believe  that  in  case  the  bill 
would  be  reported  out  it  would  be  vetoed  by  the  Governor  and  the  whole 
act  would  become  inoperative  again. 

This  morning  the  marshal  of  our  parade  unfortunately  was  injured 
during  the  i)erformance  of  his  duty  as  a  marshal  of  the  parade.  I  think 
it  would  be  fitting  for  the  Department  officers  to  send  a  fine  bouquet  of 
flowers  to  Comrade  Brady  in  the  hospital  and  with  best  wishes  for  his 
speedy  recovery.     I  hope  the  Commander  will  see  to  that. 

Now  the  last  thing  in  my  report  is  the  Higgins  Lake  Shelter.  We 
have  reported  every  year  on  that.  We  have  urged  the  Comrades  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  Higgins  Lake  shelters.  I  am  told  today  by  the  steward, 
Comrade  Krauss,  of  Lansing,  that  it  had  been  necessary  to  accept  transient 
guests,  that  the  comrades  of  this  Department  were  not  patronizing  it  as 
much  as  they  should.  Of  course  there  is  a  reason  for  it  at  the  present 
time.  Under  the  new  deal  that  we  voted  for  and  secured,  it  probably 
is  a  hardship  on  many  of  us  to  be  able  to  afford  to  go  up  there  even  for  a 
couple  of  days.  We  have  a  balance  in  the  treasury,  however,  of  $233.18. 
So  that  is  something  that  we  can  be  proud  of. 

And  going  back  to  the  legislature  again,  I  want  to  call  your  attention 
to  our  budget.  You  have  always  had  a  budget  in  there  to  maintain  De- 
partment headquarters,  salary  for  the  caretaker,  stenographer,  etc.  Our 
budget  the  last  two  years  I  think  was  somewhat  over  $6000.00.  The  last 
appearance  I  made  in  Lansing  was  before  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
House.  Our  ofllce  manager  had  received  $2700.00,  the  caretaker  $900.00,  the 
stenographer  $300.00,  that  is  a  total  of  $3900.00  for  contractual  service. 
In  appearing  before  the  finance  committee  of  the  Senate,  we  were  told  that 
there  were  $2300.00  in  a  budget  for  three  salaries,  namely,  the  ofl^ce  manager, 
the  Department  quartermaster,  as  he  is  called,  the  stenographer,  and  the 
Higgins  Lake  caretaker.  And  just  what  we  are  going  to  get  out  of  it,  I 
don't  know  whether  the  Commander  knows,  I  don't  believe  he  knows  yet. 
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It  is  hoped,  however,  that  it  will  be  increased  extensively  so  that  we  can 
carry  on  our  work  just  the  same  as  the  other  veterans'  organl*atlon  work 
is  carried  on  who  are  receiving  a  much  higher  percentaf?e  than  we  are  getting 
for  ourselves.    I  thanic  you. 

PAST  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  STEIN:  Camp  No.  10.  Kalama- 
zoo.  I  want  to  offer  a  resolution  in  conjunction  with  Comrade  Henning*s 
remarks :
